CHAPTER  700. 


AKACT  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  cnses  from  the  docket  of  the  crimi- 
Bal  coartof  the  eleventh  jadlcial  dUtrici  to  the  docket  of  the    circuit 

eoart. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomveaith 
•f  Kentucky : 

M-  That  after  the  terms  of  the  criminal  court  in  the 
counties  of  Franklin,  Henry,  Carroll,  Owen,  Gallatin, 
Boone,  and  Grant,  in  the  year  1880  have  been  held,  it 
fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  clerks  in  said  coun- 
ties to  transfer  all  cases  remaining  on  the  docket  of  said 
court  to  the  docket  of  the  circuit  courts  in  their  respective 
coanties,  and  the  circuit  courts  of  said  counties  shall,  im- 
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mediately  upon  such  transfer,  resume  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  cases  so  transferred. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  ita 

passage.

QH.5vPTER  701. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  My^  errutled  '*  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  Hardin 

,'-.:       county." 

Be  it  enacted  h\f  the  General  Assembly  oJ  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  I.  That,  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
Hardih^  county,"  approved  February  9th,  1878,  be  so 
amended  that  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of 
Hardin  county  may  purchase  the  bonds  of  the  county, 
such  price  as,  in  their  judgment,  they  may  think  for  the 
best  interesj;  of  the  county,  and  the  treasurer  may  loan 
the  money  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  than  seven  per 
centum. 

§  2.  All  parts  of  said  act  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  702. 

AN  ACT  to  smend  an  net  antbonzinfr  the  jud^  of  the  Hart  county  eonrt 
to  appoint  a  clerk  for  the  Hart  quarterly  court,  approved  Febroarj  10th, 

1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuoealth 

.  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitle^  <<  An  act  authorizing  the  judge 
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of  the  Hart  county  court  to  appoint  a  clerk  for  the  Hart 
quarterly  court,"  approved  February  10th,  1880,  be,  and 
the  same  is,  so  amended  that  the  »nid  appointee  shall  be 
Btyled  the  deputy  clerk  for  the  Hart  quarterly  court,  and 
shall  be  authorized  to  do  and  perform  all  clerical  acts 
relating  to  the  business  of  the  Hart  quarterly  court  that 
deputy  clerks  of  circuit  courts  may  by  law  perform  in 
matters  relating  to  circuit  courts. 
§2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pannage. 

Approved  April  1,  1880. 


CHAPTER  703. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  rhe  charter  of  ibe  Louisville,' CincinnHti  and  Lexiofr^on 

Railway  GompaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
sf  Kentucky  : 

\[.  That  the  contract  made  between  the  Louisville, 
Gidcianati  and  Lexington  Railway  Company  and  the 
Sbelby  Railroad  Company  for  the  lease  and  operation  of 
tlieroad  of  the  last  named  company,  be,  and  the  same  is 
lereby,  delared  legal  and  valid  as  if  the  s«aid  companies 
liad  been  specially  authorized  to  make  the  same. 

§2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati 
and  Lexington  Railway  Company  to  contract  with  the 
mayor  and  general  council  ot  the  city  of  Louisville,  in 
behalf  of  said  city,  for  the  removal  of  said  company's 
track  and  depot  on  Jefferson  street  to  along  and  upon  the 
fill  and  depot  grounds  north  of  Main  street,  in  said  city, 
aDd  near  to  and  along  the  old  bed  of  Beargrass  creek  as. 
far  as  Second  stre^et,  in  said  city,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  on  ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  mayor  and  coun- 
cil may  use  and  appropriate  an  amount  of  money  not 
exceeding  sixty  thousand  dollars,  originally  raised  for  the 
porpoae  of  such  removal ;  and  if,  after  meeting  the  re- 
qoirements  of  such  cantract,  any  part  of  said  sum  remains, 
the  same  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  to  be  there- 
after expended  in  the  eastern  district  of  said  ciiy. 

(3.  This  act  takes  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  704. 

AN  ACT  allowing  Charles  S.  Grubbs,  county  judge  of  L'^gan   conntv,    to 

practice  law  in  certain  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Charles  S.  Grubba,  county  judge  of  Logan 
county,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  pernnitted  to  practice  law  in 
any  cape  involving  the  settlement  of  an  estate  or  of  the 
account  of  a  fiduciary,  where  the  fiduciary  has  not  made 
a  partial  or  complete  settlement  of  his  accounts  in  the 
county  court  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  705. 

AN  ACT  to  i'^corporate  the  Southern  Bank  of  Kentnck}*. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  in  the  city 
capitauiock  of  Hcndcrson,  Kentucky,  bearing  the  name  of  the  South- 
ern Bank  of  Kentucky,  which  may  commence  business 
with  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thouiiiand  dollars,  and 
which  may  be  increas^ed,  as  its  business  may  justify,  to 
the  amount  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars;  which  cap? 
ital  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individuals  and 
corporations  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed;  and 
the  subscribers,  shareholders,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
are  cjeated  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Southern  Bank  of  Kentucky,  and  shall 
continue  as  such  until  the  first  day  of  March.  1910;  and 
by  that  name  shall  be  empowered  to  make  contracts,  sue 
and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  or  places  as  natural  persons, 
with  plenary  power  to  acquire,  possess,  use,  sell,  convej', 
and  dispose  of  all  such  real  estate,  chattels,  and  efl^ects  as 
are  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and 
such  as  may  be  transferred  t(.  «.i'd  bank  as  security  for 
any  debt  on  demand,  or  which  .'•;a*  '  e  Durchased  in  satis- 
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faction  of  any  judgment  or  decree  in  favor  of  said  hank, 
OP  acquired  in  the  purchase  of  property  on  which  said 
bank  may  hold  any  lien.  It  may  have  and  u»e  a  common 
seal,  changing  or  renewing  it  at  pleasure,  and  adopt  and 
enforce  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  its  governance  and  the 
conduct  of  its  affairs  as  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  the  United 
States. 

§2.  The  said  bank  shall  keep  its  office  in  the  city  of 
Henderson.  The  business  shall  be  to  loan  money,  dis- 
count promissory  notes  and  bills,  and  other  evidences  of 
debt;  deal  in  exchange,  taking  personal  or  collateral 
security  for  the  payment  thereof;  buy  and  sell  goM  and 
silver  coin  and  bullion;  and  it  may  sell  or  dispose  of 
goods,  chattels,  credits,  or  rights  pledged  for  money  loan- 
ed and  not  redeemed  in  nccordance  with  its  contract. 
Fromiiisory  notes  negotiable  and  payable  at  said  bank, 
and  indorsed  to  and  discounted  by  said  bank,  shall  be 
placed  on  the  same  footing  as  foreign   bills  of  exchange. 

^3.  Said  bank  shall  not  at  any  time  owe  any  amount 
exceeding  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  exclusive 
of  sums  due  on  depo.sit.-*.  In  the  event  of  such  excess,  the 
board  ot  directors  in  office  when  the  excess  was  created 
^hall  he  individually  liable  for  all  and  any  of  the  debts  of 
said  hank,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  against  them,  severally 
or  jointly  :  Provided,  hmvever,  If  any  member  of  the  board 
ttas  absent  when  the  excess  was  created,  or  being  present, 
opposed  the  creation  of  the  excess,  he  may  be  absolved 
from  liability  if,  within  ten  days  from  the  creation  of  the 
excess,  or  the  knowledge  or  discovery  thereof,  he  make 
affidavit  showing  his  ab^ence  or  dissent,  and  file  the  same 
for  record  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Henderson  county 
court,  and  publish  notice  thereof  in  one  ot  the  public 
newspapers  of  the  city  of  Henderson. 

^  4.   The  estate,  real  and  personal,  funds,  business,  and    '  irectors. 
prudential  affairs  of  the  said  bank,  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  seven  directors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  share-holders 
annually  at  the  time  hereinafter  fixed,  the  election  of  whom 
shall  be  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  be  counted  and   pub- 
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licly  read  at  the  meeting  of  share-holders  annually,  under 
the  supervision  of  three  share-holders  acting  under  oath, 
which  supervisions  shall  he  selected  by  a  majority  of  the 

Direnor*    -hall  gharc-holders  votlug  in  said  annual  meeting.     The  direct- 

ors  shall  be  share-holders,  each  having  owned  stock  in 
his  own  right  for  at  least  two  months  before  his  election, 
nhd  shall  be  citizens  of  this  State ;  and  after  the  first 
election  the  hoard  of  directors  shall  he  chosen  annually 
on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  and  shall  remain  in  office 
one  3'ear,  or  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  A  noti- 
fication of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election 
shall  be  published  in  one  newspaper  of  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson for  at  least  thirty  days  preceding  the  time  of  elec- 
tion. 

^  5.  No  director  or  officer  of  another  bank,  nor  two  or

rectors. 

of  director;  and  if  under  protest  for  the  non-payment 
of  debts  due  this  bank,  his  office  of  director  shall  be 
vacated,  and  he  be  ineligible  to  re-election  until  hi:<  debt 
be  paid,  or  his  credit  restored;  and  if  the  president,  cash- 
ier, or  any  director  shall  become  insolvent  after  his  elec- 
tion or  appointment,  his  office  shall  be  held  as  vacated, 
nor  shall  he  be  again  appointed  to  service  in  this  bank 
until  his  drbts  are  paid  or  sati:(factorily  settled. 

^6.  At  all  meetings  of  stockholders  and  elections  under 
this  charter,  each  share-holder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him  in  his  own 
right.  The  votes  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and 
such  proxy  may  be  delivered  to  any  stockholder  (who  is 
i^ot  an  officer  of  the  bank)  to  be  cast. 

§  7.  The   directors  chosen   shall   promptly,  after  their 

Pmident— when  qualification,  elcct  a  president   for   said   bank  from   the 

directors,  who  shall  hold  his  term  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified,  who  shall  be 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  board  of  directors.  Should 
his  office  be  vacated,  the  board  shall  then  choose  a  pro 
tern*  president  from   its   own    body,  and  fill  any  vacancy

ital stock  actually  paid;  and  such  contingent  fund  or  sur- 
plus shall  never  be  reduced  below  that  proportion  on  the 
iteck.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  direcrors 
to  declare,  on  the  first  Mondays  in  January  and  July  in 
each  year,  a  dividend  of  the  profits  among  the  stockhold- 
ers, payable  to  them  on  demand,  leaving,  if  necesj^ary,  a 
som  of  the  profits  sufficient  for  the  contingent  fund;  of 
which  dividend,  so  soon  as  declared,  notice  shall  be  given 
hjthe  cashier  to  the  stockholders;  but  said  president  and 
directors    are    prohibited   from    declaring    any   dividend 
vhich  may  diminish  the  capirai  stock  or  contingent  fund. 
For  any  infraction  of  this  requirement,  the  directors  con- 
ieating  thereto   shall  be  liaMe  to   the   stockholders  and 
creditors  of  the  bank  who  may  be  injured  thereby. 
^  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier  of  said  bank,  on   Tax  paiii  by

the  first  day  of  July,  1880,  and  on  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  succeeding  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  thi^  Com- 
monwealth not  less  than  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  stock  actually  held  and  paid  for  in  said  bank, 
and  not  exceeding  the  rate  taxed  against  shares  of  stock  ' 
i*8oed  by  other  banks  chartered  in  this  Commonwealth, 
which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  or  assessments  : 
Provided,  AH  real  estate  held  by  said  bank,  whether  as 
stock  or  otherwise,  may  be  subjected  to  the  same  taxes  as

real  estate  held  by  individuals  ;  but  such  tax  or  bonds 
shall  not  become  due  until  said  bank  ^oesi  out  of  opera- 
tion. 

§  12.  No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any  direct- 
or for  his  services  as  a  director,  unless  it  be  voted  by  the 
srockholders  at  an  annual  meeting:. 

§  13.  The  president  and  directors  are  required,  at  least 
once  in  three  month-*,  to  make  strict  examination  of  the 
accounts  of  the  cashier,  and  a  complete  statement  of  said 
accounts  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  board. 

§  14.  Neither  the  ca^hier,  clerk,  or  teller  shall  engag^e 
in  any  business  outside  of  their  respective  stations  as 
officers,  without  the  permission  of  the  board,  nor  shall 
either  of  them  become  indebted  to  the  bank  as  borrower, 
indorse!',  c»r  surety. 

§  15.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  journal 
of  all  their  proceedings,  to  be  inspected  by  the  stockhold- 
ers, when  demanded  at  any  regular  meeting,  subject  also 
to  the  inspection  of  any  committee  appointed  by  the  Leg- 
islature.

That  that  portion  of  said  Kentucky  Union  Rail- 
n^ay,  which  may  be  constructed  from  a  point  on  the  Ken- 
tucky and  Virginia  State  line,  in  the  county  of  Letcher, 
to  a  point  on  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railway  west 
of  Mt.  Sterling,  with  its  road-bed,  bridges,  depots,  shops, 
aod  appurtenances  belonging  thereto,  shall  be,  and  are 
faereby,  exempted  free  from  taxation,  State,  county,  or

jl.  That  upon  the  petition  of  any  twenty  qualified 
voters  of  the  county,  presented  to  the  county  judge  of  said 
wuflty  at  any  regular  term  of  his  court  hereafter  held, 
kc^hall  immediately  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  each 
doting  precinct  in  said  county,  not  less  than  thirty  nor 
ttorethan  sixty  days  after  date  of  said  order,  for  the  pur- 
pwe  of  electing  one  commissioner  from  each  justices'

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  towD  of  Liringston,  RockcHstle  oonntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Livingston,  in  Rockcastle  county, 
is  hereby  incorporated. 

§  2.  The  boundary  limits  of  said  town  of  Livingston 
shall  include  a  circle,  the  diameter  of  which  shall  be  two 
miles  in  extent,  and  the  center  of  which  shall  be  the  de- 
pot of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company, 
where  it  is  now  located  in  said  town. 

§  3.  That  J.  S.  Thompson,  George  Sombrook,  and  Jos. 
Shreves,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1880,  and  until  their  successors  in  office  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified  ;  and  said  trustees,  and  their  successor^f  in 
office,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees  of  the  towfl  of 
Livingston,  and  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth.

bridge,  and  of  suitable  avenues  and  approaches  thereto, 
or  may  locate  the  same  on  any  public  road  or  steam-boat 
landing;  and  said  company  shall  be  responsible  for  injuries 
done  to  private  property  adjacent  or  near  to  such  bridge 
by  its  location  and  construction,  which  may  be  recovered 
in  any  civil  action  brought  by  the  owner  or  owners,  or  by 
the  party  injured,  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for 
commencing  civil  acts  arii^ing  upon  torts. 

§  8.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  fix  rea- 
sonable rates  of  toll,  and  collect  the  same,  for  all  per- 
sons, animal;',  and  vehicles  and  property  passing  or

CHAPTER  714. 

AN  ACT  to  charier  the  Cumb' rl>ind   River   Railwaj,  Mining  and  Manufac- 

turiue  Cuuipany . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  nf  tlie  Commonwealili 
of   Kentucky : 

§  J.  That  T.  Z.  Morrow,  J.  E.  Cantrill,  J.  M.  Collins, 
CorrorAf.rc.  Philip  Freck,  and  James  W.  Craig,  are  hereby  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Cumberland  Railway, 
Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  by  this  name 
shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  to  alter  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  It  shall  have  full  and  complete  power  to  build,  own, 
control,  and  operate  a  railway  under  the  privileges  and 
restrictions  in  this  act  provided. 

§  3.  It  shall  have  power  to  buy,  sell,  own  in  fee,  and  to 
use  any  lands  which  may  be  considered  profitable  or  nec- 
essary in  the  prosecution  of  its  busihesis  as  a  railway,  or 
mining  and  manufacturing  company,  and  may  contract 
with  the  owners  or  lessees  of  any  railway  which  has  been 
or  ma}'  hereafter  be  constructed  for  the  use  of  its  road 
and  appendages. 

§  4.  The  railway  shall  be  constructed  from  a  point  on 
<Yaton.  i\i^  west  side  of  the  Cumberland  river,  to  be  selected  b}' 
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the  company,  anywhere  between  a  point,  one  mile  above 
the  moath  of  Jellico  creek  and  one  mile  below  Indian 
creek;  thence  by  the  mo?t  available  route,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  company,  to  intersect  the  line  of  the  Cincin- 
Dati  Southern  Railway. 

§5.  When  the  line  of  the  railway  has  been  located  by 
the  company,  it  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
eoQrt  of  the  counties*  through  which  it  pai<sei<i  a  complete 
map  of  same,  and  the  clerk  shall  preserve  the  map  for 
fatare  reference, 

§6.  The  company  shall   have  the  right  to  acquire,  by 
parcbase  or  by  gift,  such  land   a.*^  may  be  necessary  upon 
which  to  construct  said  railway  and   its  appendages,  and 
to  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  same.

toe  company  cannot  secure  tlire  land  by  contract,  it  may, 
ky proper  proceedings  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
in  which  the  land  is  situated,  condemn  the  same;  and  to 
that  end  the  commissioners  so  appointed  shall  report  to 
the  clerk  of  said  court  the  value  of  the  lands  taken  upon 
their  own  view.  They  shall  estimate  the  value  of  the 
la&d  80  taken  with  reference  to  its  position  and  quality, 
Jitidmay  add  thereto  the  cost  of  the  building  of  any  fence 
necessary,  and  report  the  same,  separately  and  in 
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the  aggregate,  to  the  court.  Upon  this  report,  when  filed, 
the  clerk  shall  w\ie  a  summons:,  in  the  name  of  the  conn- 
pany,  against  the  owner  of  the  land,  to  show  cau^e 
against  the  confirmation  of  the  report.  If  the  owner  be 
a  non-resident,  or  temporarily  absent  from  the  State  or 
ct»unty,so  ihit  service  cannot  be  had  upon  him,  the  court 
shall  proceed  against  him  by  constructive  service,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Code  of  Civil  Practice;  and  if  he  be  an 
infant,  as  in  case  of  infants  under  said  Code.  But  the 
proceedings  to  conde.nn  the  land  shall  not  prevent  the 
company  from  occupying  the  same  ;  and  the  land  so  taken, 
together  with  all  the  improvements  put  thereon  by  the 
company  in  the  construction  of  the  road,  shall  be  in  lien 
for  the  payment  of  the  amount  assessed  by  the  judgment 
of  the  court.

That  the  poll-books  of  all  elections  held  in  said 
town  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk  under  seal,  who  shalL 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  in 
the  presence  of  said  board,  shall  examine  and  compare 
the  same,  decUre  the  result,  and  certify  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  to  the  office  of 
police  judge,  and  the  Governor  shall  commir^^ion  said 
officer. 

}  16.  That  the  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed - 
D.iiies  of  dtrk.  ings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whose  meeting  he  shall 
attend;  and  copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in  hi.s  office, 
and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  his  office  certified 
by  hinii>  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts.  He  shall  issue 
licenses,  and  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  duties 
that  the  board  of  trustees  may  lawfully  require  of  him. 

5  17.  That  the  treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  belong^- 
lutes  of  treas-  iug  to  the  towu,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  ot  receipts 

urer. 

and  expenditures.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money  in  his 
hands  as  such  treasurer  except  by  order  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  He  shall  exhibit  to  the  board  of  trustees  once 
each  year,  and  oftener  if  required,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditapes  from  the  date  of 
the  last  settlement,  which  account  shall  be  filed  by  the 
clerk  in  his  office. 

§  18.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mHr.*«haI,  before 
Dudes  of  mar-  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  within  ten  days 

after  his  election,  to  execute  a  bond,  with  approved  secu- 
rity in  the  county  court,  with  covenants  and  conditions 
similar  to  a  constable's  bond,  and  in  the  same  manner 
that  constables  are  required  to  do.  He  shall  attend  all 
sessions  of  the  police  court,  and  give  the  town  attorney 
notice  of  any  proceeding  in  said  court  to  which  it  is  the 
attorney's  duty  to  attend.  The  marshal  shall  execute 
and  make  due  return  of  all  process,  civil  or  criminal,  to 
him  directed  by  the  police  court  or  judge,  county  judge 
or  court,  or  any  justice  of  the  peaca  of  Menifee  county. 
He  shall  possess  the  power  and  authority  of  a  constable 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  his  powers 
for  discharging    his    duties   shall  be    co-extensive,  with 
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Menifee  county.     He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees 
allowed  by  law  to  sherifTs  and  constables  for  similar  ser- 
vices, to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  ;  for  other  ser- 
vices, he  shall  receive  such  fees  and  compensation  as  the 
board   of  trustees  may   prescribe    by    ordinance    or    by- 
law.    He  sb^tll  collect  all  executions  and  other  demands 
placed  in  bands  for  collection,  and  pay  the  same  over  to 
the  peri^on  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same.     He 
shall  be   liable  in    the  same  way   and    manner,  and  in 
the  same  cases,  as  sheriffs  and  constables  are,  and  sued 
orprosecuted  in  the  same  manner.     The  marshal  shall  be 
ezfi^io  collector  of  the  town  taxes,  and  shall  collect  all 
taxes  and  assessments  which  may  be  levied  by  the  board 
of  trustees;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  ail  the  power 
to  levy,  distrain,  and  sell  for  ail  taxes,  fines,  ae^sessments, 
or  forfeitures,  or  other  dues  of  the  board  of  trustees,  that 
isheriSs  have  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  and   shall 
kavethe  same  compensation,  or  any  additional  compen- 
»tion,  the   board   of  trustees  may   allow;  and  upon   bis 
lailiDre  to  collect  and  pay  over,  he  and  his  sureties  shall 
be  liable  in  the  same  manner,  and  proceeded   against  in 
tbesame  way,  that  sheriffs  and  constables  are  proceeded 
BfaiiiBt  in  this  Commonwealth.     The  marshal  shall  have 
tbe  power  to  sell  any  real  estate,  to   pay  town   tax   or 
usessment  against  its  owner,  in  the  same  manner  and  on 
tbesame  terms  that  sheriffs  have  to  sell  for  State  revenue, 
vben  he  can  find  no  personal  property  out  of  which  the 
taxes  or  assessments  due  can  be  made.     The  owner  of 
inch  real  estate,   his    representatives,  heirs,  or    assigns, 
iball  have  the  right  to  redeem  the  same  in  the  same  man- 
Ber,  in  the  same  time,  and  on  the  same   terms,  as  real 
^tate  sold  by  sheriflTs  for  revenue  ;  the  marshal  shall  give 
tbe  purchaser  a  certificate  of  sale,  containing  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  real  estate,  time   of  sale,  quantity  sold,  and 
price  for  which  it  sold,  which  certificate  shall   be   filed 
with  the  county  clerk  and   recorded  by  him  as  he  is  re- 
qtiired  to  do  when  land  is  sold  by  tbe  sheriff  for  revenue, 
&Dd  the   clerk    shall  be    entitled    to    the    same  fees  for 
similar  serVices.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to 
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arrest  all  persons  who  may  at  any  time  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the  town,  re- 
specting the  good  order,  peace,  and  tranquility  of  said 
town,  or  any  of  its  inhabitants;  and,  when  necessary  to 
quell  riots,  routs,  or  breaches  of  the  peace,  he  may  sum- 
mon all  male  inhf^bitants  of  the  town  of  Frenchburg, 
or  of  the  county  of  Menifee,  and  any  person  who  shall, 
on  being  summoned  by  the  marshal,  refuse  to  obey  him 
or  render  assistance,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  ea^h  offense,  recoverable  in  the  police 
court.  He  may  at  all  times  arrest  drunk  or  disorderly 
persons,  and  he  may  commit  to  the  jail  of  Menifee  county 
any  person  who  may  be  found  in  said  town  drunk,  and 
the  jailer  of  said  county  is  authorized  and  directed  jtp 
receive  such  person  into  and  confine  him  or  fier^n.the 
jail  until  morning  ;  but  he  shall  bring  such  person  before 
the  police  judge,  or,  in  his  absence,  before*  the  county 
judge  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  before  ten  o'clock  next 
morning  ;  if  no  one  appears  against  such  person,  he  or 
she  s^hall  be  discharged,  or  if  none  of  the  ofHcers  afore- 
said  be  found,  the  jailer  shall  discharge  such  person. 

§  19.  That  the  police  judge  shall,  after  his  election  and 
within  ten  days  after  he  receives  his  commission  from  the 
Governor,  enter  into  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the 
Menifee  county  court,  and  take  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  20.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  said  town  a 
court,  to  be  styled  the  Frenchburg  Police  Court,  which 
shall  be  held  by  one  judge,  to  be  styled  the  Judge  of  the 
Frenchburg  Police  Court,  who  shall  be  elected  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

§21.  That  the  Frenchburg  police  court  shall  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  by  laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  concurrent 
jurisdiolion  with  other  courts  of  Menifee  county  of  pros- 
ecutions for  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  other 
misdemeanors  committed  within  said  countv,  where  the 
penalty  imposed  by  law  does  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  fine    and    fifty  days'    imprisonment.     Said   court 
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sLali  have  power  and  authority  to  take  recognizances 
from  persons  charged  with  offenses  cognizable  before  it, 
to  appear  and  answer  the  same,  and  the  same  power  to 
declare  the  same  forfeited,  and  pronounce  judgment 
thereon,  and  to  enforce  full  compliance  therewith,  as 
circuit  courts  have. 

§  22.  That  !«aid  court  shall  have  power  to  it^sue  war- 
rants and  other  process,  in  the  name  of  the  Comtnbn- 
wealth,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  enter 
jodgment  and  award,  and  issue  writs  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  its  orders  and  judgments,  to  the  same  extent, 
and  in  as  full  a  manner,  as  other  courts  of  this  Common- 
vre.rikh  of  like  jurisdiction. 

1 23.  That  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  concur- 
rent with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Menifee  county  in 
civij  cases,  within  the  magisterial  district  in  which  said 
town  is  situated  ;  and  the  police  judge  shall  have  power 
lo grant  orders  of  attachment,  injunctions,  and  restrain- 
in*  orders,  orders  of  delivery,  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  dis- 
tre>s warrants,  and  warrants  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
tz,m,  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  under  the  same 
mlfi  and  regulations,  as  justices  of  the  peace  or  judges 
of  courts  with  like  jurisdiction  and  powers. 

f2l.  That  the  police  judge  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
tie  peace,  and  shall  have  power  to  take  recognizances 
to  keep  the  peace,  the  power  of  two  justices  of  the  peace 
« holding  examining  courts,  to  issue  subpoena?  for  wit- 
Bejses,  and  to  order  the  marshal  to  summon  juries,  and 
^0  other  acts  and  things  necessary  and  proper  to  carry 
'■to  full  and  complete  effect  the  powers  and  jurisdiction 
conferred  on  said  judge  and  said  court. 

'525.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  holden  at  such 
place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  or  they 
'filing  to  designate  and  provide  a  suitable  place,  at  such 
place  as  the  judge  may  select  in  said  town. 

{26.  That  said  court  shall  be  open  at  all  times  for  the 
trial  of  criminal  and  penal  causes  within  its  jurisdiction; 
wd  the  terms  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  shall  be   held 
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quarterly,  at  such  time?  a?  may  be  fixed  by  the  Menifee 
county  court. 

§  27.  That  said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and 
the  judge  thereof  shall  act  as  clerk ;  and  copies  of  the 
records  of  said  court,  over  the  signature  of  the  judge, 
shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Commonwealth 

§  28.  That  said  court  shall  have  power  to  punish  con- 
tempt by  fine  or  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  five  dollars' 
fine  and  three  days'  imprisonment. 

$  29  That  all  process  from  said  police  court  shall  be  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentuoky>  and  may 
be  directed  to  the  marshal  or  any  constable,  sheriff,  jailer, 
coroner,  or  policeman;  and  the  person  executing  the  pro- 
cess  of  said  court  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for 
like  services,  and  to  the  like  remedies  for  the  collection 
thereof,  aa  the  constables  of  this  Commonwealth,  axid 
be  subject  to  the  like  fines  and  penalties  for  the  like  of- 
fenses and  failures,  recoverable  in  the  same  manner. 

§  30.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  said 
court  are  hereby  granted  to  said  town,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  marshal  or  other  officers  to  whom  execution 
or  capias  pro  fine  is  directed,  and  paid  by  him  to  the  town 
treasurer;  but  before  the  issual  of  execution  or  f>ther  final 
process,  the  defendant  may  pay  the  fine  or  forfeiture  to 
the  judge  of  said  court,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer. 

§  31.  That  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  replevy 
for  three  months  any  judgment,  fine,  or  forfeiture  of  the 
police  court,  on  execution  or  other  final  process  thereon, 
by  giving  bond,  with  good  security,  in  the  same  manner 
as  allowed  by  law  in  similar  cases  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  other  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  32.  That  a  return  of  not  found  on  a  capias  pro  fiae, 
and  of  no  property  found  on  a  fiei-i  facias  issued  on  any 
judgment  of  the  police  court,  shall  authorize  an  equitable 
proceeding  in  favor  of  the  trustees  of  Frenchburg  against 
the  estate  of  the  defendant  or  defendants,  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  satisfaction  of  said  judgment,  in  the  same 
manner  that  a  return  of  no  property  authorizes  such  pro* 
ceeding  in  civil  causes. 
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}33.  That  upon  all  judgments  for  fines  rendered  by 
md  court,  and  which  t^hall  not  be  paid,  an  execution 
against  the  estate  of  the  defendant  may  be  issued,  or  a 
eetjnas  pro  fine  may  he  issued,  commaiidin|r  the  imprison- 
ment of  the  defendant  in  the  jail  or  work  houHe  of  the 
town  or  county  until  the  same  shall  be  paid;  but  the  im- 
prisonment shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of 
sach  fine:  Provided^  That  Faid  court,  in  its  discretion, 
may  assign  such  defendant  so  fined  to  hard  labor  on  the 
streets  or  alleys  of  said  town,  or  on  some  public  building 
ifi  or  belonging  to  said  town,  or  at  some  other  labor  for 
the  benefit  of  said  town,  until  he  shall  pay  bts<  said  fine 
and  the  costs  adjudged  against  him,  allowing  for  his  Ihbor 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day.  Such  defendant  shall 
not  be  required  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
oae  day;  and  when  not  at  labor,  such  defendant  shall  be 
confined  as  provided  in  this  section;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  putting  him  in  jail  or  the  work-house,  and  taking  him 
oQtto  labor,  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  assigning  him 
to  work  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  the  marshal,  jailer, 
or  keeper  of  the  work-house.  All  persons  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  by  the  judgment  of  said  court  may  be  as- 
signed to  labor  in  like  manner  as  those  fined.  When 
persons  imprisoned  as  contemplated  in  this  section  shall 
be  confined  in  the  county  jail,  the  jailer^s  fees  shall  be 
paid  «aid  town, 

(34.  That  appeals  shall  from  the  decisions  an<l  judg 
ments  of  said  police  court  to  the  Menifee  circuit  court  in 
criminal  and  penal  cases,  when 'the  fine  exceeds  twenty- 
five  dollars,  or  the  imprisonment  exceeds  ten  days;  but  no 
jodgment  shall  be  suspended  by  sach  appeal,  unless  the 
defendant,  within  five  days  after  the  rendition  thereof, 
caases  to  be  executed,  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  to 
which  the  appeal  is  taken,  a  covenant,  with  good  secu- 
rity in  all  respects,  as  taken  by  section  —  of  the  Crim- 
iial  Code  of  Practice;  or  in  civil  cases,  appeals  shall  lie 
to  the  Menifee  quarterly  or  circuit  court,  the  same  as 
Appeals  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  to  said 
coartp. 
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J  35.  That  the  fees  of  the  police  jud^e^  whether  acting 
as  judge  or  clerk,  or  ()therwis?e,  shall  be  the  same  in  hU 
cases  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  given  by  law  to 
officers  performing  Hke  services;  and  fees  and  costs  shall 
be  taxed  in  cases  in  said  court  to  the  same  extent,  in  the 
same  way,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  in  other 
courts  having  similar  jurisdiction. 

General  Powers  and  Dalies  of  the  Board  of   Trustees. 

^  36.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  town  clerk, 
may  call  meetings,  by  notice  (oral  or  written)  to  each  of 
the    members.     A    majority   of   tbe    members  elected    a» 
trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  37.  That  the  hoard  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to^ 
make,  ordain,  and  publish  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws, 
police  and  sanitary  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Commonwealth,  far  the  good  government 
of  said  town,  and  to  promote  the  health,  security,  trade^ 
and  commerce  thereof,  and  tbat  may  be  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  vested  \n  the  board 
of  trustees,  or  any  officer  of  said  town,  by  this  act,  and 
to  amend  or  repeal  the  same,  and  to  enforce  tbe  observ- 
ance of  all  ordinances,  by-laws  and  regulations,  made  in 
pursuance  of  this  act  b}'  penalties,  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  fine  and  fifty  days'  imprisonment  for  any 
ofTense  against  tbe  same. 

§  38.  That  tbe  board  af  trustees  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  tbe  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  belonging  ta  the  corporatioiv, 
and  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  tbe  erection,  repair,, 
maintenance,  and  government  of  all  public  buildings  for 
the  tov«^n,  and  to  provide  for  inclosing  and  improving  aH 
public  grounds  belonging  to  tbe  tawn  ;  and  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  to-wn,  shall  have  power  by  ordinance 
or  by-law — 

First.  To  sustain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam- 
ing, fraudulent  devices,  playing  at  cards,  dice,  or  other 
games  of  chance,  whereat  anything  of  value  is  won  ar 
lost. 
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Second.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  billiard 
tables,  pi^eon-hoie,  Jenny-lind,  and  similar  tables,  pin- 
alley.<<t  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  ballaileys,  and  shooting- 
galleries. 

Third.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  or  prohibit  all  con- 
certs, exhibitions,  shows,  circuses,  caravans,  theatricnl 
performances,  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Fourth.  To  prevent  and  suppre.-s  tumults,  riots,  routs, 
and  breaches  of  the  peace,  noises,  disturbances,  or  dis- 
orderly assemblages. 

Fifth.  To  restrain  or  suppress  disorderly^  houses,  gro- 
ceries, saloons,  halls,  and  houses  of  ill-fame. 

Sixth.  To  restrain,  suppress,  and  punish  indecent,  ob- 
scene, or  profane  language,  conduct,  or  exhibitions,  and 
restrain  and  punish  vagrants  and  prostitutes. 

Seventh.  To  restrain,  regulate,  or  prohibit  the  running 
at  large  of  horses,  swine,  and  other  animals,  and  author- 
ize the  distraining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same  for 
the  penalty  incurred  and  cost  of  proceedings,  and  to  im- 
pose penalties  on  the  owner  of  any  such  animal  for  a 
riolatiou  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law  in  relation  thereto 

Eighth.  To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same,  when  found  at 
lar^e  contrary  to  by-law  or  ordinance,  and  to  impose 
penalties  on  the  owners  thereof  for  permitting  them  to 
run  at  large. 

Ninth.  To  appoint  watchmen  or  policemen,  and  pre- 
scribe their  duties,  powers,  and  pay. 

Tenth.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  jail  or  watch-house, 
a  hospital  or  pest-house,  an  engine-house,  work-house, 
poqirhouse,  and  market-house,  and  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  thereof,  and  appoint  officers 
for  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  same. 

Eleventh.  To  authorize  the  clerk  to  grant  and  issue 
license,  and  direct  the  time  and  manner  of  issuing  and 
registering  thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor  ;  but 
no  license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  one  year,  and 
the  fee  for  issuing  the  same  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents 
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Twelfth.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auction  sales, 
peddlers,  studs,  bulls,  and  jacks  ;  to  declare  what  are  nui- 
sances, and  provide  for  the  abatement  thereof,  and  im- 
pose penalties  for  the  creation  or  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

Thirteenth.  To  license,  tax.  and  regulate  within  said 
town,  and  within  one  mile  thereof,  innkeepers,  hotel  or 
tavern-keepers,  saloon  or  cotfee-bouse  keepers,  grocers, 
merchants,  druggists,  and  keepers  of  other  places  for  sell- 
ing spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  and  to  restrain  all 
such  persons  from  selling  without  license. 

Fourteenth.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Frenchburg 
shall  have  exclusive  power  to  grant  all  license  for  which 
provision  is  made  by  thi:«  act  ;  but  such  license  shall  not 
excuse  the  person  obtaining  it  from  paying  to  the  State 
any  tax,  and  procuring  from  the  county  court  or  clerk 
>w'  any  license  now  required  by  law.     That  the  amount  to 

be  paid  for  license  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  in  any  hotel,  inn,  tavern,  coffee -bouse,  or  saloon 
by  the  drink,  for  the  period  of  one  year,  shall  not  be  less 
than  lilty  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
amount  to  be  paid  for  any  other  licenses  authorized  by 
thi^i  act  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  Before 
any  person  shall  have  the  rifefbt  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors  within  said  town,  or  within  one  mile  thereof, 
he  fhall  present  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  a  certified 
copy  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  tru:stees  granting  him 
license,  and  lodge  the  same  with  him,  and  pay  him  the 
amount  charged  therefor  as  fixed  by  ordinance  or  by-law. 
If  any  person  shall  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
within  said  limits,  without  first  having  complied  with  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  retailing  liquors  without  license,  or  keeping  a 
tippling-house,  as  the  case  may  be,  under  the  General 
Statutes,  and  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  in  the  Menifee 
circuit  court,  and  fined  as  provided  in  the  General  Stat- 
utes for  the  commission  of  said  offenses. 

Fifteenth .  To  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town 
against  fire>  by  the  purchase  of  fire   engines  and  other 
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fire  apparatus,  and  the  organisation  of  one  or  nnore  fire 
compantee,  appoint  officers,  and  make  rules  and  regala- 
cioos  for  the  government  thereof,  and  do  all  other  things 
and  acts  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  an  effective 
fire  department. 

Sixteenth.  To  acquire,  hy  donation  or  purchase,  and 
receive  conveyances  for  ground,  either  within  or  without 
the  limits  of  said  town,  for  a  cemetery,  not  exceeding  ten 
acres;  lor  a  poor-house  and  a  pest-house,  not  exceeding 
one.  acre  each. 

StvtnteerUh,  To  make  and  receive  all  conveyances  relat- 
ing; to  said  town;  to  take,  receive,  and  hold  any  estate, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  for  the  use,  benefit,  or  ornament 
of  md  town,  by  purcfaa:«e,  devise,  or  bequest. 

Taxation. 
(39.  That  said  hoard  of  trustees  shall  have  power, 
subject  to  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  an- 
oaally  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceeding  thirty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  the  property  in 
i^aid  town,  including  everything  subject  to  taxation  by  the 
State  for  revenue  purposes;  and  a  head  or  poll-tax  upon 
every  male  inhabitant  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years  ol  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  and  a  tax  not 
exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  dog  that  any  person  may 
keep,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be  kept,  on  his  or  her  prem- 
ises. 

(40.  That  there  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation   under 

tbi:<  act  all  public  property  belonging  to  said  town,  the 

eooniy  of  Menifee,  the    State  o{  Kentucky,  the  United 

Siate.s,  any    church,   college,   school,  seminary,  and  all 

ground  Attached  to,  and  dedicated  to  the  use  of,  any  such 

church,  college,  school,  or  seminary,  and  any  cemetery 

belonging  to  said  town,  and  household  and  kitchen  furni- 

^Qre  belonging  to  a  bona  fide  housekeeper  with  a  family, 

Dot  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  in  value. 

Hi-  That  all  taxes  and  asses!<ments  levied  or  assessed 

by  the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act  shall  be  a  lien 

i>pon  the  real  and  personal  estate  upon  which  the  same 

'^y  be  imposed,  voted,  or  assessed,  until   the   same  is 
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paid;  and  no  sale  or  transfer  of  real  estate  shall   affect 
the  lien  thereon. 

§  42.  That  the  right  of  redemption  in  all  ca^es  of  sales 
of  real  estate  for  taxes  or  assessments  shall  exist  to 
the  owner,  or  his  heirs,  for  the  period  of  two  years  from 
the  day  of  sale,  on  payment  of  the  amount  for  which 
the  same  was  sold,  and  thirt}'  per  cent  added,  and  all 
the  taxes  accruing  subsequent  to  the  sale  ;  and  if  the 
owner,' at  the  time  of  sale,  be  an  infant,  married  wo- 
man, or  person  of  unsound  mind,  said  right  to  redeem 
shall  exist  for  a  like  number  of  years  after  the  removal  of 
such  disability.  If  not  redeemed,  the  marshal  shall,  on 
presentation  of  the  certificate  of  sale,  execute  a  deed  to 
the  purchaser,  conveying  to  him  the  real  estate  so  sold 
and  unredeemed  as  aforesaid. 

§  43.  That  all  fines   and  forfeitures,  taxes  and   assess- 
ment:', herein  contemplated  and  provided  for,  shall  be  ap- 
propriated exclusively  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct. 

§  44.  That  the  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  sales  for 
taxes  and  assessments,  which  shall  be  open  for  inspection 
at  all  times. 

Streets,   Alleys.  Public  Squares  and  Grounds ^   if^c. 

§  45.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  authority 
and  control  over  the  streets,  sidewalks,  alleys,  public 
squares  and  grounds  now  in  said  town,  or  which  may 
be  opened  or  laid  out  hereafter,  with  full  power  to  grade, 
pave,  gravel,  construct,  repair,  protect,  and  ornament  the 
samf;,  as  they  may  deem  most  convenient  and  beneficial 
to  said  town,  and  by  unanimous  vote  may  close  any  alley 
in  said  town. 

§  46.  That  the  owners  in  front  of  or  upon  whose  prem 
ises  the  board  of  trustees  shall  order  and  direct  curbing  or 
sidewalks  to  be  constructed,  repaired,  or  relaid,  shall  make, 
repair,  or  relay  such  curbing  or  sidewalks,  at  their  own  cost 
and  expense,  and  in  the  manner,  with  the  material,  and 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  said,  board  of  trustees,  by 
ordinance  or  order  duly  entered  on  their  records;  and  if 
not  done  in  the  manner,  with  the  material,  and  within  the 
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time  prescribed,  the  board  of  trustees  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  coridtructed,  repaired,  or  relaid,  and  assess  the  ex- 
pense thereof,  and  collect  the  same  by  warrant  and  sale 
of  the  premises,  as  in  the  case  of  taxes  ;  a  suit  may  also 
be  maintained  by  the  board  of  trustees  against  such  owner 
or  owners  for  the  expenses  ol  said  improvements:  Pro- 
vided,  That  no  person  shall  be  required,  to  make  a  side- 
walk in  front  of  his  or  her  premises,  until  the;  street  in 
front  of  such  premises  has  been  graveled  or  macadamized 
at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

^7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of   the  board  of  trus- 
tees at  all  times  to  keep  the  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  public 
squares,  and  places  in  good  order  and  condition;  and  for 
every  failure  to  do  so,  as  well  as  for  every  other  willful 
(•ilore  to  efficiently  exercise  the  powers  herein  conferred 
Qpon  them  to  promote  the  good  order,  health,  safety,  and 
prosperity  of  said  town   and  its   inhabitants,  they  shall 
for  each  offense,  upon   indictment  and  conviction   in  the 
Meoifee  circuit  court,  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  use  of  said 
town,  not  less  than  twenty  nor   more  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  such  fine  shall  be  paid  by  the  members  out  of  their 
iodividual  estates,  share  and  share  alike. 

General  Provisions. 

H^-  That  the  property  and  citizens  of  said  town  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  o^ieration  ot  ail  road  laws  now  or 
kerfafter  in  force  in  Menifee  county. 

H**)-  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  superintend-   s.iperiiuendent

indent  shall  be  a  sober,  discreet  person,  well  experienced  ^"*'*^*- 
iDfuch  matters;  his  duties  shall  be  to  watch  over  and  see 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town  are  in  good  and 
condition,  report  an}'^  defects  or  breaks  to  the  board, 
repair  or  improve  them  as  ordered  by  the  board;  they 
sM  agree  with  him  as  to  his  wages,  and  may  remove 
at  any  time  and  put  another  in  his  stead.  The  mar- 
ot'  the  town  shall  be  eligible  to  said  position,  and 
*M  always  have  the  preference  in  appointment  when 
•^^qualifications  are  sufficient.      Said  commissioner  or 
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^superintendent  shall  have  power  to  call  oat  all  male  citi- 
zens of  said  town  who  are  now  required  to  work  on  the 
public  roads  in  the  county,  to  assist  him  in  working  the 
streets  and  alleys  at  any  time  he  may  deem  it  necessary ; 
he  shall  superintend  the  work,  and  shall  give  them  the 
same  notice  of  the  time  of  such  work  as  is  now  required 
by  the  laws  of  the  State.  Should  any  person  subject  to 
work  fail  to  do  so  when  legally  notified,  he  or  they  failings 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  now  prescribed  by 
the  Stale  laws,  recoverable  on  warrant  before  the  police 
judge;  and  when  said  fine  is  collected,  it  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  town  as  other  fines.  Should  any 
person  subject  to  work  under  this  section  prefer,  when 
called  out,  to  pay  fifty  cents  per  day  in  lieu  thereof,  he 
may  deposit  the  same  with  the  marshal  or  superintend- 
ent, and  be  relieved  from  such  time;  and  said  marshal  or 
superintendent  shall  pay  said  sum  of  money  to  the  treas- 
urer, and  take  his  receipt  therefor :  Provided,  That  all  per- 
sons required  to  work  the  streets  under  this  section,  shall 
be  exempted  from  working  on  the  public  roads  of  the 
county  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town. 

§  50.  The  jail  of  Menifee  county  shall  be  used  as  a 
town  prison,  and  the  jailer  thereof  shall  be  the  keeper; 
his  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by  law  for 
similar  service,  and  the  same  shall  be  payable  out  of  the 
town  treasury. 

§  51.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  716. 

AN  ACT  to  allow  the  voters  of  Ballard  county  to  vote  on   the  question  of 

remoying  the  county  seat  of  Ballard  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  in  making  out  the  poll-books  for  the  various 
voting  precincts  in  Ballard  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
recording  the  votes  of  the  county,  at  the  election  to  be 
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held  OD  the  first  Monday  in  Aus^ast,  1880,  the  clerk  shall 
prepare  two  columns  in  each  and  every  poll-book,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  desire  of  the   people  of  8aid 
coonty  in  relation   to  removing  the  county  seat  of  said 
coQDty  from  Blandville  to  Wickliffe   in  said  county;  the 
fint  column  shall  be  headed  ''For  removal,"  the  second 
''Against  removal;"  and   in  taking  the  vote  at  said  elec- 
tion, the  question  shall  be  distinctly  put  to  every  qualified 
roter/'Are  you  for  or  against  the  removal  of  the  county 
Mat  from  Blandville  to  Wickliflfe  ?"  and  the  clerk  of  the 
eleciioD  shall  record  the  vote  in  accordance  with  the  an- 
iwer. 
§2.  That   the  vote  on  said  question   shall  be   kept,  re- 
corded and  counted,  and  the  result  made  known  at  the 
Bame  time,  and   in   the   same   manner,  and   by  the   same 
oieere,  as  is  now   required  by   law   in   the   election   of 
toQBly  officers. 

U.  That  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  be  against 
the  removal,  then  no  further  steps  shall  betaken  in  the 
matter;  bat  if  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  at 
nid  election  f^fid  on  said  question  be  for  the  removal, 
tbeB,as8oon  as  the  necessary  offices  and  a  court-house 
caa  be  built  at  WickliiSfe,  the  books  and  records  of  the 
coDDty  shall  be  transferred  thereto,  and  the  various  courts 
oftbe  county  now  held  at  the  county  seat  shall  be  held 
«t Wickliffe,  and  Wickliffe  shall  be  thereafter  the  county 
««Uf  Ballard  county. 
H-  That  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
«^e  persons,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Commissionjers 
i^fPoblic  Buildings  for  the  county,  and  who  shall  give 
wwlforthe  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  on  them 
imposed,  in  a  sum  not  to  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dol- 
^J^-to  be  approved  by  the  court;  and  the  duties  of  the 
^oiiQlssioners  in  relation  to  said  buildings  shall  be  pre- 
««fiked  by  said  court. 

U-That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
"»« provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

U  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and

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CHAPTER  717. 

AN   ACT  to  prevent  stock  from  ninoing  at  large  in  the  New  Gnsile  mag*str. 

rial  diBtrict.  of  Heorj  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Any  person  bein^  the  owner  of  stock,  or  having 
the  custody  or  control  thereof,  who  shall  suffer  or  permit 
the  same  to  run  at  large,  or  to  be  outside  of  his  or  her 
own  inclosjiure  or  premises  under  his  or  her  charge,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  in  the  name  of 
.  the  Commonwealth  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  j 
police  judge  within  said  district:  Provided,  The  owner  of  ' 
such  stock  had  notice  that  said  stock  was  so  at  large. 

§  2.  Any  person  whose  premises  or  property  may  be 
injured  by  stock  running  at  large  with  the  knowledge  or 
permission  of  the  owner,  shall  have  a  right  of  action 
against  any  owner  of  such  stock,  notwithstanding  the 
premises  so  injured  may  not  be  inclosed  by  a  lawful 
fence  as  now  required  by  law,  for  any  damages  he  may 
have  sustained  ;  and  may  also  have  a  liert  upon  the  stock 
so  trespassing  to  satisfy  any  judgment  he  may  recover; 
and  may  also  have  execution  levied  upon  said  stock,  and 
the  same  sold  in  satisfaction  thereof,  notwithstanding  it 
may  be  exempt  from  said  levy  and  sale  under  the  present 
laws  of  the  Stale. 

^  3.  Should  any  stock  be  sold  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  the  amount  realized  therefor  shall  first  go 
to  satisfy  the  amount  of  the  execution,  including  costs, 
and  the  remainder  be  paid   over  to  the  owner  of  such    * 
stock. 

§  4.  Any  person  finding  any  stock  on  his  premises,  or  • 
on  premises  under  his  control,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  { 
up  the  same,  and  hold  them  as  estrays  are  now  by  law  I 
taken  up  and  held. 

§  5.   Whenever  stock  of  any  kind  shall  be  found  run 
ning  at  large  on  any  of  the  public  roads  of  said  district, 
or  on  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  any  of  the  towns 
therein,  or  on  the  premises  of  another  without  his  con-     | 
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sent,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  any  of  his  depu- 
ties residing  in  said  district,  or  the  constable  thereof,  or 
the  marshal  of  any  town  therein,  to  seize  upon  and  im- 
pound 9uch  stock,  and  provide  for  their  care  and  keeping 
QDtil  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  stock  shall  have  re- 
deemed them  by  the  payment  of  all  fees,  costs,  and  proper 
charges  incident  to  such  procedure. 

J6.  The  fees  to  any  of  the  above  named  officers  for  the 
nrrice?  required  of  him  by  the  preceding  section  shnll  be 
SIty  cents  for  each  head  of  stock  so  taken  up  and  im- 
pounded by  him,  and  all  reasonable  costs  and  charges  for 
keeping  them  while  they  may  remain  so  impounded,  all 
of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  claimant  of  ^aid 
ttock before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take  the  same  into  his 
poieession. 

i7.  The  officer  making  the  seizure  shall,  if  practicable, 
within  two  days  thereafter  give  notice  to  the  owner  of  the 
stock  he  has  so  taken  up,  together  with  the  costs  and 
chargfsdue;  and  if  the  same  is  not  reclaimed  by  the 
owDfr within  five  days  from  said  notice,  the  officer  hav- 
ingtbe  custody  thereof  shall  advertise  the  same  at  two 
or  nore  public  places  in  said  district,  by  posting  notices; 
Mdonless  they  shall  be  reclaimed  by  the  owner,  within 
live  days  after  the  posting  of  said  advertisement,  it  shall 
hetheduty  of  such  officer  to  expose  them  to  sale  at  pub 
lieaociion,  at  some  public  place  in  the  said  district  most 
coD\enient  to  the  owner.  Said  sale  shall  be  made  on  a 
credit  of  three  months;  the  officer  making  the  sale  shall 
tikchond,  with  sufficient  surety,  for  the  price,  payable  to 
hiflttelf, which  shall  have  the  force  of  a  judgment;  and 
after  having  satisfied  all  costs  and  charges  incident  to 
ttcb  seizure  and  sale,  shall  deliver  to  the  owner  or  con- 
troller of  such  stock  the  remainder  of  the  price  for  which 
it  was  acid. 

1 8.  Should  any  of  the  officers  herein  named  neglect, 
Wl,  or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
"'ni  by  this  act,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  in  said  district,  or  any  police  judge  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor 
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more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  act  of  neglect  or  failure  or 
relutnal. 

§  9.  The  officers  herein  named,  and  their  sureties,  shall 
he  responsible  on  their  several  official  bonds  for  all  viola- 
tions of  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  this  act  in  not  pay- 
ing over  to  owners  of  stock  aRy  and  all  moneys  to  i^'htch 
they  may  be  entitled  by  reason  of  any  provision  or  see« 
tion  hereof. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Henry 
county  court  to  give  public  notice  of  this  act,  by  having 
the  same  inserted  in  one  or  both  of  the  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  district,  at  his  option,  the  same  to  be  allowed 
and  paid  for  out  of  the  county  levy  ;  and  for  his  failure 
to  do  so,  he  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five dollars,  t4»  be  recovered  on  warrant  before  the  po- 
lice judge  of  New  Castle. 

§11.  This  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  New  Castle  mag- 
isterial district,  in  Henry  county. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  August,  1880.

CHAPTER  718. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  GHRipbelUville  Cemetery  GonpAnj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Axxembly  of  the  Ctpinmonwetdih 
nf  Kentucky  : 

§1.  That  R.  E.  Puyear,  T.  E.  Greene,  C.  W.  Wright, 
John  H.  Chandler,  John  W.  Bass,  and  Jos.  H.  Chandler, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  con- 
stituted a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
**  The  Campbellsville  Cemetery  Company;"  to  have  per- 
petual succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be 
defended  against,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  elsewhere;  may  establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  govern- 
ment, arrangement  of,  and  for  the  election  of  its  officers; 
make  and  alter  its  by-laws,  and  do  all  other  things  and 
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acts  necessary  and  proper  for  effecting  the  object  of  their 
corporation,  which  is  to  provide  a  repose  for  the  dead  : 
Provided,  however^  They  do  not  act  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§  2.  Said  corporation   shall   have    power  to   purchase, 
take  by  gift,  hold,  transfer,  and  ?ell,  exclusively  for  bury- 
ing purposes,  any  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  not  exceeding  in 
all  6fiy  acres,  to  be  located  within  one  mile — that  is,  the 
nearest  boundary  line  thereto — which  shall  be  forever  free 
from  any  interference  of   turnpiljces,  railroads,  or  other 
public  improvements.     May  improve  the  same  by  avenues, 
walks,  embellishments,  and   adornments;  may  subdivide 
the  grounds  in  suitable  lots  for  graves  or  vaults,  and  mny 
sell  the  same  at   pleasure,  which  lots  shall  be  ut«ed  ex- 
closively  for  burial   purposes,  and    no  other,  except  such 
portion  of  said  grounds   as  the  directors   may  see  fit  to 
appropriate  to  horticultural  purposes  for  the  adornment 
of  said  grounds,  or  otherwise  beautifying  the  same;  and 
said  tract  or   lots  of  land   are   hereby   forever   dedicated 
aod  Bet  apart,  to  be  held  by  said  corporation,  their  asso- 
eintes,  successors  and  assigns,  vendees  and  grantees,  for 
tke  purpose    aforesaid,    and    no    other.      Said     cemetery 
j^onds,  and   all  burial  lots  therein,  shall  be  forever  free 
•nd  fiempt   from   attachment,  levy,  or  sale  for  debt,  or 
otber  liability,  and   also   forever  free   and    exempt   from 
Slate,  county,   railroad,   turnpike,  or  any   other  kind   of 
^«sc^  apportionments,  or  assessments  whatsoever;    and 
BO  public  road  or  passway  shall  at  any  time  be  opened 

^ogh  or  over  said  cemetery  grounds,  or  any  part  there- 
of. 

^3.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed 
kRE.  Puyear,  John  H.  Chandler,  C.  W.  Wright.  John 
"Bass,  Hon:  Jos.  H.  Chandler,  and  T.  E.  Greene,  acting 
*« aboard  of  trustees,  and  they  may  hold  office  and  con- 
tiooe  as  such  trustees  until  the  first  Saturday  in  April, 
1^1,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qual- 
^W;  and  they  shall  put  up  a  written  notice  in  the  town 
^1  Campbellsville  one  week  before  the  time  of  each  elec- 
^»oii  for  trustees,  and   the  election   for  trustees  shall  take 
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place  on   the  first  Saturday  in  April   of  each  succeeding 
vear. 

§  4.  The  hoard  of  trustees  elected  to  succeed  the  board 
appointed  by  this  charter  shall  consist  of  six  (6)  male 
citizens  of  the  county  of  Taylor,  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
lot-owners  in  the  Cannpbellsville  cemetery,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  lot-owners  voting  in  per- 
son as  hereinafter  provided,  four  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  elected  as  aforesaid  in  April, 
1881,  shall,  at  their  first   meeting  after  their  election   and 
qualification,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  equal 
cla$!ses  :  the  first  class  shall  go  out  of  office  on   the  first 
Saturday    in    April,   1882  ;    the  second   class   on   the  first 
Saturday  in  April,  1883;  the  third  class  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April,  1884,  and    thereafter  one  third  of  the   said 
board  of  trustees  shall  go  out  of  ofiice  every  year,  subject, 
though,  to   re-election.      All   vacancies  occurring   in   the 
board  of  trustees   between    the   annual  election  shall  be 
filled  until   that  day  by  the  board.     Failure  to  accept  the 
ofiice  and  qualify  two   weeks  after  being  elected,  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  from  Taylor  county,  shall  vacate 
the  office  of  trustee.       At  their  said  first  meeting   after 
their  election  in  April,  1881,  the  board  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice  chnirman; 
and   they  shall   also   at  that  time  elect  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  appoint  a  superintendent.     The  board  may 
allow  either  of  the  last  three  officers  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation.    The  board  shall   make  deeds  to  all  lots  sold 
by  them,  and  also  shall  require  the  treasurer  to  give  and 
execute  bond  for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  6.  At  the  annual  election  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
each  person  holding  a  certificate  of  title  ta  a  lot  or  lots 
in  the  Campbellsville  cemetery,  regularly  authenticated 
by  the  chairman  and  secretary,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 
When  the  title  of  a  lot  or  lots  is  invested  in  more  than 
one  person,  the  owners  shall  determine  which  of  them 
shall  cast  their  vote  ;  when  lots  are  owned  and  held  by 
decedents^   estate,  the   legal  representatives  ofsuch.de- 
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cedents  shall  be  the  proper  person  to  cast  the  votes  for 
such  estates.  The  officers  of  the  election  shall  he  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  trustees. 

p.  That  each  trustee,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  bis  office,  shall  make  oath  before  some  officer  compe- 
tent to  administer  the  same  that  he  will  faithfuUv  and 
impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  a  trustee  according  to 
the  best  of  his  ability. 

}8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  cemetery  shall,  at  all

tees, or  unlawfully  deface,  cut,  or  otherwise  injure  any 
tombstone,  tablet,  monument,  vault,  tree,  shrub,  flower, 
boilding,  or  ornament  in  said  cemetery,  or  sit  upon  the 
graves,  walks,  or  grounds  without  permission  of  the  sex- 
ton or  superintendent,  or  pass  across  the  lots,  or  ride  or 
drive  upon  the  walks  or  across  the  grounds,  except  along 
opoQ  the  avenues,  or  participate  in  boisterous  conversa- 
tions, laughter,  or  angry  or  boisterous  discussions,  or  use 
profane  language,  or  without  right  or  consent  of  the 
board  of  trustees  or  their  agents,  disinter  any  body  buried 
tberein,  or  in  any  manner  violate  and  offend  against  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  against  any  of  the  by- 
l&vrv,  rules  and  rej^ulations  of  said  corporation,  enacted 
^v  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  conduct  and  government 
oHhe  cemetery  grounds,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
l&W3ofthe  State,  besides  being  liable  to  an  indictment 
^or  misdemeanox  or  felony,  and  punishable  therefor  ac- 
<^ordiDg  to  the  discretion  of  the  jury,  said  company  shall 
°c  entitled  to  recover  damages  for  any  trespass  named  in 
^^11  act  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
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handred  dollars  ($500).  All  actions  at  law  for  violations 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  laws  incorporating  the 
company,  and  any  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulation? 
of  said  corporation,  shall  be  bad  before  a  magistrate  of 
Taylor  county,  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Taylor  county 
or  quarterly  court,  or  the  Taylor  circuit  court,  in  the  name 
of  I*  The  Camphellsville  Cemetery  Company;"  and  all 
fines  imposed  and  collected  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
said  company,  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  their  tieasurer; 
and  when  such  fines  shall  be  for  damages  committed,  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  used  to  repair,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, the  injury  that  was  committed.  The  sexton  or  super- 
intendent of  said  cemetery  shall  have  full  power  to  arrest 
any  parties  charged  with  having  committed  any  of  the 
above-mentioned  misdemeanors  or  felonies,  and  brin^ 
them  before  one  of  the  aforesaid  courts  to  be  tried. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  ta  incorporate  the  Kentucky  aod  iDdiana  Bridge  Coropany. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuoeedth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Bennett  H.  Young,  St.  John  Boyle,  Bluford 
Wilson,  Charles  Godshaw,  E.  F.  Thabue,  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  associates,  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared 
a  body-corporate  forever,  under  the  name  of  the  Ken- 
tucky and  Indiana  Bridge  Company;  with  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  with 
all  other  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  incident  to  corpo- 
rations. 

^  2.  Said   Kentucky  and   Indiana  Bridge   Company  is

hereby  empowered,  and  to  locate,  build,  construct,  and 
maintain,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  a  bridge 
for  railway,  wagon,  street  railway,  and  all  other  purposes, 
between  the  cities  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  New  Al- 
bany, in  the  State  of  Indiana,  from  any  convenient  and 
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accessible  point  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, or  within  one  mile  thereof,  to  any  point  in  the  city 
of  New  Albany,  Indiana,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  and 
may,  if  desired,  cross  over  Sand  Island,  or  any  bar  above 
or  below  said  island;  and  said  company  is  hereby  clothed 
with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  rights,  and  franchises  nec- 
essary for  the  carrying  out  the  purposes  named  herein  ; 
and  is  empowered  to  purchase,  lea^e,  or  condemn  all  the 
real  estate  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  said 
corporation,  whether  for  piers,  approaches,  tracks,   toll- 
houses, or  approaches  leading    to    the  same,   and    shall 
have  all  rights  and  powers  for  the  condemnation  of  prop- 
erty as  may  be  necessary  and  requisite  to  secure  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act.

Warning  orders  against  non 
residents,  absent  defendants,  or  unknown  owners  of  prop- 
erty, mast  be  published  three  times  in  one  of  the  daily 
papers  published   in    Louisville,  the   last    publication  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  trial.     The  owners  of  distinct 
parts  of  one  contiguous  tract  may  all  be  included  in  one 
proceeding,  or  any  one  or   more  of  them   holding   con-

^*^t<t  judgment,  vesting  title  to  the  property  described  in

ville, upon  such  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance 
of  said  city  of  Louisville,  or  along  any  street  or  alley,  to 
connect  with  any  railway  bridge,  transfer  company,  or 
depot;  and  shall  have  the  right  to  operate  or  lease  said 
connecting  line  or  lines,  and  may  charge  a  reasonable 
compensation  lor  the  use  of  the  same. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  is  empowered  to  borrow  any

and  the  security  of  such  bonds,  or  upon  bonds  and  mort- 
gages as  aforesaid,  and  to  change  and  re-invest  the  same 
as  occasion  may,  from  time  to  time,  require. 

§  16.  That  the  affairs  of  snid  company  shall  be  man- 
Businesii— h  o  w   aged  by  not  less  than  five  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be 

managed. 

members.  They  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  president  and 
vice  president  from  their  own  number;  and  shall  fill  all

CHAPTER  721. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Fancj  Farm,  in  GrHYes  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  i.  That  the  following  boundary  of  land,  in  Graves 
county,  lying  and  situated  on  the  State  road  between 
Mayfield  and  Milburu,  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  as 
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the  town  of  Fancy  Farm  :  Beginning  at  the  section  cor- 
ner to  19,  20,  29,  and  30;  thence  a  straight  line  eastward, 
so  as  to  include  S.  T.  Wlllett  and  V.  E.  Bright,  to  the 
Dublin  and  Paducah  Road;  thence  northward  on  the  west 
side  of  said  road,  opposite  W.  B.  Cash's  corner;  thence 
eastward  to  said  corner,  and  with  his  (Cash's)  line  to  a 
small  branch;  thence  northward  down  said  branch,  on 
west  side,  to  a  point  opposite  the  northeast  corner  of  St. 
Jerome's  grave-yard  :  thence  a  straight  line  westward  to 
the  northwest  corner  of  Mrs.  Dunn's  lot;  thence  a  straight 
line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  a  copy  of  said  boundary  be  kept  by  the  trus- 
tees of  sflid  town,  subject  to  inspection  at  all  times  by  the 
citizens  of  said  town;   and  that  the  said  trustees  cause 

another  copy  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  court 
of  said  county. 

§  3.  That  G  R.  Ryan,  S.  T.  Willett,  and  Dr.  P.  M. 
Hobbs,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and 
shall  hold  office  till  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1881,  at 
which  time,  and  annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elect- 
ed, by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town,  three  trustees,  to 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

$  4.  That  all  citizens  living  in  the  town,  who  are  qual- 
ified to  vote  and  hold  office  under  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  Kentucky,  are  entitled  to  vote  and  hold  office  in 
town. 

§  5.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voter^of  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  May  next,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years, 
when  their  successors  shall  be  elected;  and  there  shall  be 
an  election  for  police  judge  and  town  marshal  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  May  every  two  years  thereafter. 

§  6.  Said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath 
prescribed  by  the  law;  and  the  marshal  shall  execute 
bond  in  the  county  court,  with  approved  security,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 

§  7.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Graves  county  in  all 
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criminal  and  penal  cases,  and  to  charge  the  same  fees 
for  services  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  allowed  to 
charge.  The  marshal  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  constables  of  Graves  county,  and  charge  the  same 
fees  for  services. 

§  S.  The  trustees  are  empowered  to  pass  such  by-laws 
and  enact  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
good  government  and  well-being  of  said  town,  not  in 
contravention  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  officfe 
created  by  this  act  that  may  occur. 

§  9.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  on 
all  persons  living  in  said  town  or  owning  property  in  the 
corporate  limits,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  ad  valorem;  also 
power  to  impose  a  poll-tax  of  not  over  one  dollar  on 
each  male  citizen  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  all 
to  be  applied  to  meet  the  expenses  incident  to  corpora- 
tion, such  as  payment  ot  salaries,  street  repairs,  &,c. 
And  all  fines  and  forfeitures  are  to  be  applied  by  the 
trustees  in  such  manner  as  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
town. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  three,  one 
of  the  members  acting  as  chairman  and  one  as  clerk; 
and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and 
sQch  proceedings  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
tbe  citizens  at  any  time;  and  all  by-laws  or  ordinances 
parsed  by  the  trustees  shall  be  posted  up  by  them  in  not 
less  than  three  public  places  in  said  town,  and  not  less 
than  ten  days  before  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

J 11.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  procure,  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  a  lot  of  ground  on  which  to  build  a 
^uard-house,  and  to  build  said  house  by  subscription  or 
otherwise,  for  the  keeping  of  prisoners,  under  the  same 
roles  and  regulations  as  govern  the  county  jail ;  said 
gnard-house  to  be  kept  by  the  marshal,  who  shall  have 
all  the  privileges  and  compensation  allowed  the  keeper 
of  the  Graves  county  jail  for  like  services. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
aage.

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CHAPTER  722. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  [sham  Gottioghara,  of  Henderaon  conDtj. 

Whereas,  The  tax-books  of  Henderson  county  for  the 
years  1873,  1874,  and  1875  were  placed  in  the  hand  of 
Isham  Cottingham  under  a  settlement  made  August  Ist, 
1878,  by  and  between  D.  Howard  Smith,  Auditor,  James 
B.  McCreary,  Governor,  and  Thomas  E.  Moss,  Attorney 
General,  for  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  Isham  Cotting- 
ham, of  Henderson  county.  This  settlement  was  made 
in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved 
March  21)th,  1878,  entitled  ''  An  act  to  authorize  the 
Auditor,  with  the  assent  of  the  Attorney  General  and 
Governor,  to  compromise  with  defaulting  sheriffs  and 
collectors  of  the  public  revenue  and  their  sureties."  By 
the  terms  of  this  settlement,  all  the  taxes  found  in  the 
books  above-mentioned  were  transferred  and  conveyed 
to  the  said  Cottingham,  with  the  privilege  of  collecting 
the  same,  and  appropriating  to  his  own  use  not  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount  collected;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Isham  Cottingham  be  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  collector  to  collect  the  uncollected 
taxes  of  Henderson  county  for  the  years  1873,  1874,  and 
1875,  and  that  such  collector  shall,  with  sufficient  sure- 
ties, execute  to  the  Commonwealth  a  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duty,  this  bond  to  be  taken  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  the  same  penalties  attached,  as 
is  now  provided  in  case  of  other  collectors  of  the  public 
revenue. 

§  2.  Tne  collector  shall  have  the  authority  to  appoint 
as  many  deputies  as  may  seem  necessary  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  taxes  mentioned  in  section  one  of  this  act. 
These  deputies  are  required  to  give  bond,  with  the  same 
penalties  annexed,  as  now  provided  in  case  of  other 
deputy  collecting  officers  of  the  public  revenue. 

$  3.  The  collector  and  his  deputies  shall  have  the  same 
authority   and   rights  to  enforce  the  collection  of  these 
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taxes,  nnd  be  subjected  to  the  same  penalties  as  other 
collectors  of  the  State  revenue,  and  shall  pay  over  to 
Jsbam  Cottingham  the  amounts  collected  every  three 
months,  and  shall  report  to  him  every  three  months  their 
acts  and  deeds  done  under  this  act. 

§  4.  Should  any  executive  or  collecting  ofRcer  of  Hen- 
derson county  be  appointed  collector  as  provided  herein, 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  incon8i:4tent 
with  his  duties  as  such  officer. 

§  5.  The  collector  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than 
twenty  per  cent,  for  his  services;  and  this  act  to  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AK  ACT  to  Amend  rd  net,  entitled  **An  act  to  prohibit  the  s^le  of  s^piritu- 
OQs,  viooQS,  or  malt  liquors  within  one  mile  of  the  court-bouBe  in  fidmoo' 
ton,  Metcalfe  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  chapter  203,  section  1,  of  an  act,  approved 
Febrnary  6,  1872,  be  so  amended  as  not  to  apply  to  the 
premises  of  W.  O.  Newman  :  Provided^  however^  He  shall 
not  sell  in  quantities  less  than  one  quart,  and  not  to  be 
dronk  on  the  premises:  Provided^  htwever,  That  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  give  said 
Newman  any  more  privileges  than  is  given  him  by  the 
law  of  the  United  States. 

(2.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  in- 
terfere with  the  lawful  authority  of  the  city  police  of 
Lexington  over  said  park,  or  the  streets  adjacent  thereto. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

na/D6  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
capable  in  law  of  suing  and   being  sued,  pleading  and

Be  a  enacted  by  the  Genef'oi  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Cadiz  Lodge,  No.  1635,  of 
Knights  of  Honor,  at  Cadiz,  Trigg  county,  Kentucky » 
and  those  hereafter  admitted  to  membership  in  said  lodge, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  in  the  name  and 
!«tyle  of  Cadiz  Lodge,  No.  1635.  of  Knights  of  Honor; 
and  in  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  and  shall  have  the  power  of 
acquiring  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  real 
and  personal  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  lodge  not 
exceeding  in  value  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  at  any 
time  sell  and  convey  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  re- 
invest or  dispose  of  the  proceeds,  and  to  pass  and  adopt 
such  by-laws  for  its  government  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and  the  by-laws  ol  the

nUe  Underwriters,"  approved  February  20tfa,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
^f  Kentucky : 

That  section  first  of  the  said  act  be  amended,  and  is 
hereby  amended,  to  read  and  be  as  follows,  viz :  "  That 
the  Louisville  Insurance  Company,  the  Franklin  Insur- 
ance Company,  and  the  Union  Insurance  Companies,  all 
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of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  made 
a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Louidville  Underwriters,  and  shall  continue  for 
the  term  of  twenty  years;  whose  capital  shall  be  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  being  the  combined  capital  of 
the  three  companies  named  herein;  and  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Louisville  Underwriters,  are  made  capa- 
ble in  law  to  purchase  or  receive,  and  retain  to  them 
and  their  successors,  lands,  chattels,  and  public  or  private 
securities  of  any  kind,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  at  any  time;  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead, 
answer,  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;

\  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Mer- 
cercoanty,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county  con- 
earring,  to  make  subscriptions  of  stock  in  turnpike  road 
companies  for  the  construction  of  such  roads  within  said 
county:  Provided,  That  said  subscription  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  mile  in  each  road  to  be 
constructed. 

M-  That  no  money  to  be  subscribed  by  said  county

CHAPTER  732. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beuefit  of  owoers  of  sheep  killed  by  dogs,  and  to  tax  the 
owners  and  controllers  of  dofrs  for  their  benefit,  in  Bath  coantj. 

Whereas,  Large  numbers  of  valuable  sheep  are  annu- 
ally killed  in  Bath  county  by  ravenous  dogs,  to  the  great 
'oss  of  the  owners  thereof;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  the  county  of  Bath  there  shall  be  assessed 
and  collected  from  the  owner  or  controller  of  any  num- 
ber of  dogs  above  one  an  annual  tax  of  one  dollar  upon 
each  dog ;  and  any  person  being  a  housekeeper  or  a 
landlord  shall  be  liable  to  such  assessment  and  tax  for  all 
dogs  exceeding  one  for  each  family. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  Bath 
county  to  make  and  return  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  with  his  annual  tax  lists,  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons and  the  number  of  dogs  so  liable  for  taxation. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Bath 
county  to  collect  the  said  tax  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  he  is  required  by  law  to  collect  the 
county  levy,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  the  same  compensa- 
tion therefor,  and  shall  hold  and  pay  over  said  tax  8o 
collected  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  court  of  claims 
of  said  county. 

§  4.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  said  county,  at  the 
annual  meeting  thereof,  shall  ascertain  and  declare  the 
number  and  value  of  any  sheep  killed  by  dogs  in  said 
county  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  owners  there- 
of, and  after  paying  to  the  assessor  a  fee  of  five  cents  for 
each  dog  so  listed  for  taxation  by  him,  shall  distribute 
the  proceeds  of  said   taxes  pro   rata  to  said   persons  so 
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declared  to  have  lost  sbeep  by  dog-killing,  not  to  exceed 
ibs  Ml  valuo  of  sucb  losses . 

$  5.  That  in  case  the  assessor  shall  fail  to  list  any  per- 
son liable  for  said  dog  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bheriff  of  said  coanty  to  list  and  collect  such  taxes,  and 
report  the  same  to  said  court,  in  the  same  manner  as 
reqaired  for  coanty  levy  tax  omitted  by  the  assessor. 

( 6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  all  other  acts  imposing  a  tax  upon  dogs  in 
Bath  county  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  common  school  district  No.  4,  in  McCracken 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

\  1.  That  the  trustee  or  trustees  of  common  school  dis- 
trict No.  4,  in  McCracken  county,  shall  have  the  right  to 
8Qbmit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district,  at  some 
regular  election  held  in  each  year,  the  question  whether 
or  Oct  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty -five  cents  on  the  one 
bnndred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  district  shall 
be  assessed,  levied,  and  collected  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plementing the  State  fund  received  by  said  district  in 
payiog  good  and  competent  teachers. 

(2.  If,  at  such  election,  a  majority  of  those  voting  cast 
ikeir  votes  in  favor  of  said  levy  in  said  district,  the  trus- 
ses shall  have  the  right  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  assessed, 
levied,  and  collected  each  year,  which  taxes,  when  col- 
lected, shall  be  paid  over  to  said  trustees  in  trust  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid;  and  in  case  said  trustees  shall  mis- 
appropriate said  lunds,  or  any  part  thereof,  they  shall  be 
guilty  of  embezzlement,  and  punished  accordingly. 

M.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  list  said  taxes 
w^ith  any  collecting  officer  of  McCracken  county,  who 
sball  have  the  same  right  and  power  to  collect  and 
aisirain   for   said    taxes   as    he    would    have    for  county 
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or  revenue  tax,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  same 
upon  his  official  bond  as  for  the  collection  of  other  county 
dues.

AN  ACT  to  iocorporate  QAllileaD  Lod^e,  No.  I,  Padncab,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  R.  H.  Boyd,  Lee  Boyd,  Lee  Boyd,  jr.,  Bowlin 
Adanui,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Galiilean 
Lodge,  No.  1,  and  they  and  their  associates  shall  so  con- 
tinue and  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name 
are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Com- 
monwealth; and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which

§  3.  That  to  the  officers  of  said  lodge,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  is  confided  the  management  of  the  con- 
cerns of  said  corporation  as  trustees,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  have  power  to  make  contracts  pertaining  to  the  per- 
sonal or  real  estate  of  the  lodge;  and  in  conveying  real 
estate  they  shall  join  in  the  conveyance.  A  majority 
of  the  officers  of  said  lodge  shall  have  power  to  take 
bond,  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  of  such  of  their 
officers  as  are  required  by  their  by-laws  to  give  bond. 
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§  4.  That  service  of  process  on  any  one  of  the  ofRcers 

of  said  lodge  shall  he  deemed   sufficient  notice  to  said 

lodge.    That  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 

amend,  alter,  or  abolish  this  charter  at  any  time,  upon  the 

request  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said  lodge.

That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  town  of  Stan- 
ford," approved  April  4th,  1861,  be,  and  the  same  is 
bereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  one  third '^ 
in  the  third  line  of  the  first  section  thereof,  and  inserting 
in  Ilea  thereof  the  words  *•  three  fourths." 

{2.  The  municipal  corporation  of  the  town  of  Stan- 
ford shall  have  the  same  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and 
JDrigdiction  over  the  territory  taken  in  by  the  limits  of 
8aid  town  as  thus  extended  under  its  acta  of  incorpora- 
tion that  it  had  within  the  original  limits  of  said  town 
defined  by  the  act  approved  April  4th,  1861,  and  sub- 
sequent acts  thereto.

f  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons 
not  less  than  ten  to  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  tarnpike  or  i^ravel  road  from  the  city  of 
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Henderson,  in  the  county  of  Henderson,  to  any  other 
point  or  place  in  said  county  ;  and  when  such  persons 
shall  file  in  the  county  court  their  articles  of  hssociation, 
in  writing,  specifying  the  name  and  style  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  the  kind  of  road  they  propose  to  construct,  and 
the  points  or  places  between  which,  and,  in  general  ternis, 
the  route  along  which  they  propose  to  construct  it,  and 
their  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  such 
persons,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  as  in  such  articles  designated, 
and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  rights,  and 
privileges  by  this  act  provided,  and  as  are  authorized  by 
chapter  fifty-six  of  the  General  Statutes;  and  the  said 
court  shall,  by  order,  declare  its  acceptance  and  approval 
of  the  said  articles  of  a:*sociation,  and  cause  the  same, 
with  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  to  be  spread  at  large 
upon  'ts  order-book. 

§  2.  The  said  corporators  shall  have  the  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth,  under  the  name  and  style  as  given 
In  the  said  articles  of  association. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  any  such  company  shall  be 
Capital  stock.       thirty  thousaud  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  as

^  3.  The  police  judge  and  trustees  shall  hold  ofRce  for 
the  term  of  four  years;  the  town  marshal  for  the  term  of 
two  years;  and  they  shall  each  continue  in  their  respec- 
tive offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified  to  supersede  them,  though  it  extend  beyond 
the  terms  of  office  herein  prescribed.  The  clerk  o(  the 
town  elections  herein  provided  for  shall  keep  a  poll-book 
in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  provided  by  law  that 
poll-books  shall  be  kept  in  all  State  elections ;  and  the  polU 
shall  be  opened  and  closed  on  the  day  of  election  as  pro- 
vided for  in  State  elections.  The  judge,  clerk,  and  sherifT 
of  election  shall  count  the  vote,  and  certify  to  the  board  of 
trustees  the  parties  elected,  and  that  an  election  has  been 
held  by  them  according  to  law.  The  trustees  shall  then 
count  the  vote,  and  if  the  count  of  the  officers  of  election 
is  found  correct,  they  shall  give  certificates  to  the  officers 
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elect,  and  caa^e  the  same  to  be  recorded  ;  but  if  the 
count  is  found  to  be  incorrect  to  the  extent  that  a  change 
in  the  result  of  the  election  would  occur  upon  nnakin^ 
the  correctiond,  the  clerk,  judge,  and  sheriflf  of  the  elec- 
tion shftll  be  summoned,  and,  together  with  the  board  of 
trustees,  correct  any  mistake  in  the  count,  and  certificates 
shall  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion so  a8c#taine4  to  the  officer:^  elect;  and  upon  a  pre- 
sentation to  the  Governor  of  a  certified  copy  of  such 
certificate, 'signed  by  the  clerk  and  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  he  shall  cause  a  commission  to  be  granted  to 
BQch  electe<l  police  judge;  and  upon  executing  the  bond 
required  by  law,  and  taking  the  usual  oath  of  office  re- 
quired by  law,  he  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  the 
dii^charge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§4.  The  marshal-elect  shall,  before  entering  upon  the   Marshal  .md 

duties 

duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond,  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  faithful  and  honest 
discharge  of  all  the  duties  imposed  on  him  by  virtue  of 
^is  office,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  pay  to  the 
proper  authorities  and  taxes  or  revenues  from  fines  or 
other  sources  that  may  come  to  his  hands,  belonging  or 
p>kyable  to  the  said  town  of  Brownsville,  as  well  as  to 
pay  to  each  and  every  individual  all  moneys  that  may 
come  to  bis  hands  in  any  way  by  virtue  of  his  office  that 
may  be  due  or  paynble  to  said  individuals.  For  any 
violation  of  his  official  duties,  or  breach  of  his  official 
lH)i)d,  be  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable,  and  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  by  motion  or  suit  in  the  police  court,  in 
ihesame  manner  that  officers  of  the  county  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  in  the  circuit  or  quarterly  courts  on  breach 
of  their  official  bonds. 

J 5.  The  trustees-elect  may  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  official  duties  as  soon  after  they  receive  their 
certificates  of  election  or  appointment  as  the  term  of 
their  predecessors  shall  expire  or  a  vacancy  occurs:  Pro- 
tidtd^  They  shall  be  first  sworn  by  some  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  to  well  and  faithfully,  without  favor, 
fear, or  affection,  and  impartially,  discharge  the  duties  of

trustees  to  the  best  of  their  abilities ;  and  at  the  first  meet- 
ing; of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  fact  of  each  one  having 
been  duly  sworn  and  presented  his  certificate  of  election 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minute-book  or  records  before  any 
other  business  is  transacted  by  them;  and  the  saibe  min- 
ute shall  be  made  upon  any  new  member  being  elected 
or  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  trustees  of  Brownsville,  ^n  ad^ion  to  the 
mny  powcrs  and  authority  granted  to  trustees  of  towns  gen- 
erally by  the  statutes,  shall  have  power  to  levy  an  annual 
ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  in  value  of  real  and  personal  estate 
owned  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  as  herein 
established;  and  also  to  levy  a  polltax,  of  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  on  the  head,  on  every  male  inhabitant  of  tl^ 
town  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They  may  also 
levy  a  tax,  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  on  each  dog  owned 
and  kept  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town;  the}', 
may  also  charge  and  collect  a  town  license  tax  upon 
each  and  every  vendor  of  spirituous  liquors  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town,  where  the  same  is  sold  by 
the  drink,  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  per  annum;  and  where  it  is  sold  by 
the  quart,  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  nor 
more  than  five  dollars  per  annum.  No  vendor  of  spirit- 
uous liquors  shall  be  authorized  to  sell  the  same  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  Brownsville  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  license  from  the  trustees  thereof. 

§  7.  They  may  charge  and  collect  a  town  license  tax 
for  every  circus,  menagerie,  show,  or  public  exhibition  for 
profit,  within  or  near  the  corporate  limits  of  Brownsville, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  performance  or 
exhibition,  and  may  charge  an  extra  tax  on  all  side- 
shows; they  may  also  charge  and  collect  a  license  tax  on 
any  stud,  jack,  or  bull  kept  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  town  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  season  or  stand 
not  exceeding  the  amount  charged  for  the  services  of 
such  animal  to  insure  a  foal.  They  shall  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  for  assessor  and  treasurer.     It  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  assessor,  in  the  month  of  April  in  each  yenr, 
to  make  true  and  impartial  aeeessment  of  all  the  prop- 
j      erty  within  the  limits  of  the  town  liable  to  taxation  under 
this  act,  and  return  the  same  to  the  trustees  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year,  with  his  certificate  that 
it  contains  a  true  and   fair  vatuation  of  all  the  taxable 
property  found  by  him  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
town.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  all 
money  that  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
and  to  pay  the  same  out  on  the  order  of  the  trustees,  and 
to  account  truly  and  faithfully  to  his  successor  in  office, 
and  pay  over  to  him  any  balance  that  may  be  in  his  hands 
at  the  expiration  of  his  term;  and  it  shall  be  his  further 
special  duty  to  make  out  a  semi-annual  statement  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  in  writing, 
to  the  trustees,  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  with  the 
Touchers  on  which  he  paid  the  same;  and  he  is  forbidden 
to  pay  any  money  belonging  to  the  town  without  a  suffi- 
cient voucher.     A  copy  of  the  treasurer's  report  shall  be 
posted  up,  when   made  out,  on  the  court  house  door  tor 
the  benefit  of  the  public,  and  the  original  recorded   and 
filed  away  for  safe-keeping.     Before  the  treasurer  enters 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  he  shall  be  required  to 
execute  a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with

not  be  paid  for  any  money  he  may  turn  over  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office.  They  may  also  make  him  a  reasonable 
allowance  for  the  assessment  roll  and  assessing  the 
May  grade  and  towu.

sidewalks  on  Main  and  Washington  streets,  and  main 
cross  street,  and  make  convenient  necessary  crossings, 
and  levy  a  tax  on  the  property-owners  in  front  of  whose 
property  the  said  improvements  shall  be  made  sufficient 
to  pay  for  the  same;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created  in  favor 
of  the  said  trustees  on  an}'  property  improved  by  said 
grading  and  paving  the  streets  in  its  front  or  adjoining 
thereto  :  Provided,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  property 
so  situated  may,  by  private  contract,  grade  and  pave  in 
front  of  their  own  property,  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  street  inspector,  and  in  a  good  and 
substantial  manner ;  but  if  not  paid  on  due  notice  to  the 
owner  of  the  property  in  front  of  which  the  grading  and 
paving  shall  be  so  done  within  three  months  from  time 
of  its  completion,  the  trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  direct 
the  marshal  to  advertise  the  said  property  by  metes  and 
bounds,  giving  the  name  or  names  of  the  owners,  the 
amount  of  paving  tax  due  thereon,  for  twenty  days,  by 
notice,  in  writing,  on  the  court-liouse  door  and  two  other 
public  places  in  town,  and  then  to  sell  such  property  at 
public  outcry  at  the  court-house  door  on  some  county  or 
circuit  court  day,  for  cash,  to  the  highest  bidder.  If  of 
more  value  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  tax,  then  he 
shall  sell  only  so  much  as  will  pay  the  tax  and  cost  of 
sale  ;  but  the  owner  of  any  property  so  sold  may,  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  day  of  sale,  by  tendering  to  the 
purchaser  the  amount  by  him  paid  for  the  property  sold, 
and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  redeem  the  same.

For  the  purpose  of  repairing  and 
improving  the  streets  and  alley's,  or  when   more  work  is 
required  than  the  revenues  of  the  town  will  pay  to  make 
ditches  or  other   work   for  the    necessary  drainage  and 
grading,  the  male  inhabitants  of  the  town  between  the 
a^ee  of  sixteen  and  fifty  years  of  age  may  be  called  out 
upon  the  same  notice  required  to  be  given  by  surveyors 
of  highways;  and   upon  failure  to   be   present,  or  being 
present  and  failing  to  work  (or  furnish  a  substitute)  on 
the  streets  and  alleys,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penal- 
tiei!  that  hands  notified  to  work  on  the  highways  of  the 
county  are  subject  to  for  failure  to  work   on   them,  col- 
lectable by  warrant  in  the  police  court;  and  the  overseer 
or  marshal  may  testify  in  the  premises  as  to  notice  and 
work. 

§10.  The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
try  all  infractions  of  the  town  ordinances,  violations  of  the

§  1.  That  John  Cartwell,  A.  J.  Chapman,  W.  F.  Berry, 
Hiram  McElroy,  D.  H.  Hughes,  George  Huston,  T.  B. 
Young,  J.  Pat.  Clements,  Sylvester  Pike,  and  F.  B.  Hus- 
ton, and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and

turnpike  roads  now  constructed  in  the  said  county  :  Pro-

§  2.  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  so  far  as  such  conflict  may  exist,  and  no  fur- 
ther.

CHAPTER  772. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  tbe  owners  of  the  gi^ouudd  of  the  West  Louisville 

Cemetery . 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  this  General  As- 
sembly that  the  use  of  the  grounds  of  the  West  Louisville 
Cemetery,  a  corporation  chartered  by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  has  long  been  discontinued  for  burial  purposes, 
and  the  rights  of  lot-holders  purchased  in  by  the  orphan 
ayslums,  who  are  devisees  of  Cromie,  one  of  the  original 
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corporaloFs  and  grantors ;  and  whereas,  it  is  further  rep 
'  refcnted  that  the  bodies  heretofore  interred  in  said  ceme- 
tery grounds  have  been  removed  to  other  cemeteries,  with 
the  exception  of  those  interred  in  a  single  lot,  which  lot 
has  been,  by  decree  of  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  set 
apart,  with  an  avenue  of  ingress  and  egress  to  the  owner 
thereof  by  inclosure,  as  appears  in  the  record  of  the  suit 
filed  by  the  said  lot-owner;  and  whereas,  the  said  ceme- 
tery property  is  situate  within  the  city  limits  of  Louis- 
ville, and  it  is  desirable  that  the  same  be  partitioned 
among  those  entitled  ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aisembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  lot-owners,  or  as- 
fignees  of  lots  or  certificates  therefor,  in  the  West  Louis- 
ville Cemetery  Company,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  to 
file  a  petition  in  the  .Louisville  chancery  court  for  the 
discontinuance  of  the  West  Louisville  Cemetery  Com- 
pany, and  lor  a  partition  of  the  lands  thereof  among  the 
persons  or  corporations  entitled  thereto. 

52.  To  such  petition  other  persons  or  corporations 
claiming  interest  or  title  shall  be  made  parties  plaintiffs 
or  defendants;  and  upon  trial  of  the  same,  the  court  may 
adjndge  discontinuance  of  the  cemetery,  and  partition  of 
thelaikds  according  to  the  rights  of  the  parties.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  St.  Marj's  Cemetery,  of  Franklin,  Simpsorf  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  William  George  McCloskey,  Michael  Boulhet, 
Thomas  F.  Tiernay,  R.  D.  Salmons,  and  John  C.  Carroll, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  St. 
Mary's  Cemetery,"  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that 
name  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  use  a  common  seal,  make,  alter, 
and  amend  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they 
may  deem  proper  apd  necessary  for  the  management  of 
said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  in  general  to  do  all  other 
acts  necessary  and  proper  for  effecting  the  object  and 
purpose  of  their  incorporation,  which  is  to  secure  the 
proper  management,  control,  and  conduct  of  the  St. 
Mary's  Cemetery,  at  Franklin,  Simpson  county,  Ken- 
tucky, in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  respecting  cemeteries  and 
burial  of  the  dead. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  the  bishop  of  said 
church  of  Louisville,  as  president  ex  officio^  and  four 
others,  all  of  whom  may  be  members  of  the  said  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named  as 
the  incorporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  vacancy 
occurs,  in  which  event  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  person. 

§  3.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  over, 
and  complete  control,  management,  and  direction  of  the 
St.  Mary's  Cemetery  ground  aforesaid  belonging  to  the 
said  corporation;  may  collect  and  expend  in  the  interest 
of  said  corporation  all  its  moneys;  shall  have  power  to 
inclose,  impvove,  embellish,  and  adorn  the  grounds  of 
said  cemetery,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  into  suitable 
avenues,  walks,  and  burial  lots,  and  to  make  and  record, 
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on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and  on  the  records  of 
tifiesof  Simp !»on  county,  a  plat  of  the  plan  of  said  ave- 
naes,  walks,  and  lots,  designating  the  same  by  names  or 
nambers;  shall  have  power  to  sell  and  convey  in  the 
corporate  name,  and  under  the  corporate  seal,  said  burial 
lots  in  sQch  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may 
deem  best;  and  they  may  generally  do  and  transact  all 
basiness  necessary  to  promote  and  carry  out  the  aforesaid 
purposes  of  said  corporation  and  incident  to  their  office 
as  directors  thereof. 

H.  Each  purchaser  of  a  burial  lot  in  said  cemetery  shall, 
upon  the  presentation  by  him,  to  the  board  of  directors, 
of  a  receipt  from  the  acting  treasurer  of  said  corporation, 
sowing:  that  he  has  paid  in  full  for  said  lot,  be  entitled 
toacoDveyance  of  the  same;  which  conveyance  shall  be 
made  by  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  president  of  the  cor- 
poration, sealed  by  the  corporate  seal,  and  countersigned 
by  the  acting  secretary,  stating  that   such   purchaser  is 
owner  of  such  lot;  which   certificate   shall  be   recorded 
on  the  deed-books  of  said  county  within  the  time  now 
required  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky  for  the  recording  of 
i^eds, (kc;  and  shall  convey  to  said  purchaser  the  fee- 
fiiiople  right  and  title  in  and  to  the  said  lot,  free  and  ex- 
SQiptfrom  taxation,  assessments,  executions,  attachment, 
or  other  legal  levy  or  process,  but  subject  to  the  rules, 
hy-lawB  and  regulations  of  the  said  corporation  and  its 
hoard  of  directors;  which  certificate  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  for  all  purposes  as  deeds  duly  executed, 
delivered,  and  recorded  :  Provided,  That  said  lots  so  con- 
veyed shall  be  used  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  than  as 
Nal  lots;  and   if   used   for  any   other  purpose  by   the 
owners  thereof,  they  shall  revert  to  the  corporation;  and 
wid corporation  may  reclaim  and  take  possession  of  the 
wme  immediately,  by  the  usual  and  ordinary  proceedings 
tosabject  the  same,  and  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  of 
wid  county  rendered  thereon,  to  evict  the  said  purchaser.

^  6.  Any  person,  who  shall  willfully  and  without  au- 
thority of  law,  and  without  the  consent  of  the  said 
company,  do  anything,  or  aid  in  doing  anything  or  act 
contrary  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  associa- 
tion,  or  contrary  to  the  rights  of  the  said  compan}'  in  the 
said  cemetery,  as  their  own  exclusive  property;  or  in  any 
manner  infringe  upon  their  possession,  use,  or  control  of 
the  same;  or  violate  any  grave  in  the  said  cemetery;  or 
mutilate,  deface,  or  injure  any  inclosure,  monument,  or 
other  structure  therein  placed,  for  protection,  ornament, 
or  other  purpose;  or  shall  willfully  cut,  injure,  or  destroy 
any  tree,  shrub,  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  said  ceme- 
tery; or  shall  willfully  drive  over  lots  in  the  same,  laid 
out  for  iMirial  purposes,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall,  upon  conviction  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  be   fined    not  less  than  five   nor 

more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  a 
jury;  and  such  offender  shall  also  be  liable  in  a  civil 
action  to  the  corporation  or  owners  of  lots  for  all  dam- 
ages occasioned  by  such  trespasses  or  acts.  Warrants 
for  the  arrest  of  trespassers  on  the  said  lots  may  be  sued 
out  against  the  offenders  under  this  act  as  in  other  cases 
of  misdemeanor  and  trespasses  on  private  property,  and 
trials  had  as  in  similar  cases.

^ept  and  sold,  the  applicant  for  such  license  shall  pay 
into  the  town  treasury  of  said  town  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, wbich  money  shall  be  used  only  in  employing  teach- 
^r^inthe  common  schools  of  said  town;  and  the  money 
^opaid  into  the  town  treasury  shall  be  subject  to  be  drawn 
tkerefrom  upon  the  order  only  of  the  school  trustees  for 
tkeachool  district  in  which  said  town  of  Concord  is  situ- 
ated. 

^3.  Before  this  act  shall  take  effect,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
<^' the  board  ot  trustees  of  the  town  aforesaid  to  cause  a 
poll  to  be  opened  at  such  time  and  such  place  in  said 
town  as  they   may   designate,  notice  of  which  shall  be 
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given  at  least  twenty  days  preceding  the  day  on  whieb 
the  vote  is  be  taken,  at  which  all  the  qualified  voters  liv- 
ing within  the  school  district  embracing  the  town  of  Con- 
cord shall  vote  whether  or  not  this  act  will  be  acceptable 
to  them.  Should  it  be  found  that  a  majority  of  those  liv- 
ing within  the  bounds  of  said  district  and  voting,  ii>  favor 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  then,  and  in  that  event,  it  shall 
be  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  virtue.

In  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee  of  said  town,  the  trus- 
tees in  office  shall  have  gower  to  appoint  as  many  as  two 
trustees  to  fill  such  vacancy;  but  in  case  more  than  two 
trustees  have,  from  any  cause,  to  be  appointed,  the  re- 
mainder shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  judge. 

§  8.  The  majority  of  said  trustees  may  levy  and  cause 
to  be  collected,  for  the  purposes  of  the  town  affairs,  a  tax 
of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  upon  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  real  and  personal  property  in  said 
town  not  exempt  from  taxation  under  State  laws,  and 
may  also  levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar upon  each  legal  voter  residing  in  said  town.

*^^Lyon  county  court  to  sell  the  delinquent  tax  lists  due 
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to  said  county  at  public  outcry  to  the  highest  bidder,  for 
cash  in  hand  paid,  on  some  county  or  circuit  court  day 
held  in  and  for  said  county,  and  the  first  day  thereof,  at 
the  court-house  door  in  said  county. 

§  2.  But  no  sale  of  said  delinquent  tax  lists  shall  be  had 
until  the  said  clerk  shall  give  thirry  (30)  days'  notices  of 
the  time,  terms,  and  place  of  said  sale,  giving  in  said 
notices  the  names  of  said  delinquents,  with  the  amounts 
of  taxes  and  costs  thereon  due  from  each  delinquent,  in 
written  or  printed  notices,  by  posting;  one  on  the  court- 
house door,  and  one  in  two  other  public  places  within 
said  county. 

§  3.  Upon  the  making  the  order  of  sale  of  said  delinquent 
tax-lists,  and  the  same  being  placed  in  his  hands,  the  said 
clerk  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  collect  any 
and  all  taxes  and  costs  due  the  county  embraced  in  said 
delinquent  tax-lists,  and  receipt  therefor,  until  he  shall 
sell  (if  any)  the  remainder  thereof. 

$  4.  And  said  clerk,  alter  making  said  sale  of  said  de- 
linquent tax-lists,  and  payment  of  the  purchase  price 
thereof  to  him,  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
assign  and  transfer,  in  the  name  of  the  Lyon  county 
court,  the  said  delinquent  tax-lists  unto  the  purchaser 
thereof,  so  sold  by  him;  and  said  purchaser  may  have  the 
right  to  list  with  any  collecting  officer  of  Lyon  county,

"^fiytlelermine,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  (2,000)  mem- 
•^fs. between  the  age  of  twenty  (20)  and  fifty  (50)  years 
*'en  admitted  to  membership. 

M.  Bach  person,  upon  becoming  a  member,  shall  pay 
^"to  the  treasury  a  membership  fee  of  not  less  than  five

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Forks  o(  Elkborn  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved 
March  5, 1867,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended 
ai  to  aotborize  said  company  to  continue  said  road  from 
ltd  present  terminus,  at  the  Franklin  and  Scott  county 
line,  90  as  to  intersect  the  Stamping  Ground  and  Cedar 
Turnpike  Road  at  or  near  Lindsey's  Station,  in  Scott 
county. 
(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  6,  1880. 


CHAPTER  8J8. 

AX  ACT  relatJDjir  to,  and  for  the  benefit  of,  the  Carlisle  and  Sharpsbtirg 

Turopike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gena'ol  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:  ^ 

\  1.  That  the  proviso  to  the  second  section  of  the  act 
of  the  Legislature,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  Carlisle  and  Sharpsburg  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany," approved  March  1,  1850,  be,  and  the  same  is 
Weby,  repealed. 

\i.  That  so  much  of  the  twenty- fourth  section  of  the 
act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Carlisle  and 
Sharpsburg  Turnpike  Company,"  approved  26th  Feb- 
'oary,  1847,  which  provides  that  from  twenty  to  thirty 
^^ctof  the  road  of  said  company  shall  be  graded  at  an 
elevation  not  exceeding  three  and  a  half  degrees,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

U-  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  and  its 
employes,  with  the  company's  permission,  to  place  stone 
Dponaaid  road,  to  be  broken  for  repairing  the  road:  Pro- 
rided,  That  not  more  than  one  fourth  of  the  width  of  the 
l^raded  and  macadamized  portion  of  said  road  be  so  used; 
and  whereas,  it  appears  that  there  is  no  certificate  by 
three  justices  of  the  peace,  that  said  road  is  made  in 
conlortnity  wiih  the  act  incorporating  said  company,  of 
'ecord,  as  required  by  the  seventeenth  section  of  said  act 
01  incorporation,  but  that  the  recording  thereof  was  neg- 
^ected  to  be  done,  and   said  certificate  cannot  be  found; 
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and  whereas,  said  road  has  been  completed,  and  toll- 
gates  erected  and  maintained  thereon  for  more  than 
seventeen  years. 

§  4.  Be  it  therefore  enacted.  That  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  said  toll-gates  apon  said  road  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  legalized,  and  that  no  penalty  or  Jor- 
feiture  shall  be  deemed  to  have  occurred  or  been  incurred 
by  reason  of  the  non-recording  or  non-existence  of  said 
certificate. 

§  5.  That  encroachments  upon  the  road- way,  by  fencing 
or  otherwise,  may  be  permitted  and  remain  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  board;  but  the  consent  of  £«uch  board  shall  he 
first  obtained;  and  an  agreement,  executed  by  the  party 
covenanting  to  remove  the  same  whenever  required  to  do 
so,  which  covenant  shall  be  entered  of  record  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  and  a  copy  of  which,  should  the 
ortgfnal  be  lost,  be  received  as  testimony  on  any  trial; 
and  any  covenants  or  agreements  heretofore  made  by 
and  between  said  company  and  an  individual  or  indi- 
viduals, whereby  such  encroachments  are  permitted  to 
remain  at  the  pleasure  of  the  company,  are  hereby  legal- 
ized. 

§  6.  That  in  collecting  tolls  on  said  road,  the  amount 
charged  and  coUecte  shall  be  regulated  and  determined 
by  the  distance  traveled  on  the  road,  and  persons  shall 
he  charged  only  for  the  distance  they  may  travel  on  the 
road. 

§  7.  Be  U  further  enacted^  That  section  eighteen  of  an 
act,  approved  February  30th,  1H47,  entitied  *'An  aet  to 
incorporate  the  Carlisle  and  Sharpsburg  Turnpike  Com- 
pany,'' be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  tolls 
upon  said  road  shall  be  the  same  in  the  future  as  novr 
pre^ibed  by  the  General  Statutes  of  this  Common- 
wealth by  section  three,  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten, 
title  '*  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and  Plank  Roads,''  except  the 
following,  viz:  One-horse  cart,  dray,  or  spring  wagon, 
fifteen  cents;  one-horse  wagon,  twenty  cents;  cattle  in 
lots  of  ten  or  less,  two  and  one  half  cents  each;  all  over 
ten   head,  two  cents  each;  hogs,  one  cent  each;  sheep, 
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half  cent  each ;  vehicle?  hitched  behind  other  vehicles 
and  not  loaded,  two-horse  wagon,  twenty  cents;  four- 
horse  wagon,  thirty  cents;  buggy,  sleigh,  or  sulky,  five 
cents;  barouche  or  hack,  ten  cents. 

J  8.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  should  the  net  profits  of 
said  road  arising  from  the  rates  of  toll  fixed  by  this  act 
be  less  than  three  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  the  president  and  directors  may, 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  so  increase  the  rates  of  tolls  as  to  make  the  net  an- 
nual profits  amount  to  three  per  cent.;  but  such  increase 
of  tolls  shall  not  be  so  great  as  in  any  one  year  to  make 
llie  net  profits  exceed  five  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  ex- 
pended in  making  (>aid  road.

}I.  That  a  company  be  formed  and  created   a  body-  Name  or  corpo 

ntiun 

corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  New 
liberty  and  Sparta  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the 
Purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  the  toll-gate 
near  New  Liberty,  on  the  New  Liberty  and  Eagle  Creek 
^VBpike,  in  Owen  eoanty,  running  from  the  above  named 
Po'Blto  Sparta. 

i^'  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company   may  be  capital  stock. 
^'ght  thoasand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  as 
tbe  company  may  desire,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
tweaty-five  dollars  each, 

^3.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  commU! 
opened  by  B.  R.  AHnutt,Thos,  H.  Ritchie,  Thos.  Howard, 
•'ohn  Brock,  James   Bond,  J.  W.  Cornell,  and  Wallace 
Coatee,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  said 
PUfpose,  at  such  times  and   places  as  they   may  deem 
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proper.  When  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  mentioned  in  this 
section  to  ^ive  notice  in  such  mannner  as  they  may  think 
proper  for  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  notice  may  specify,  for  the  election  of  a 
president  and  five  directors.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock;  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  remain  in  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  times  and  places 
of  all  elections  shall,  after  the  first,  be  fixed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  and  the  majority  of  the  board  shall 
be  competent  to  transact  business. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  New  Liberty  and  Sparta  Turnpike 
Road  Company ;  and  by  name  they  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in 
any  court  in  law,  equity,  or  elsewhere;  also  have  a  com- 
mon seal;  and  do  all  other  lawful  things  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  for  which  this  corporation  was  created. 

§  5.  Such  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  width,  and  the  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel;  and  shall 
designate  the  beginning  and  terminus  of  said  road,  and 
may  fix  the  rates  of  tolls,  not  to  exceed  the  rates  now 
fixed  by  general  law. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyor, 
&c.,  are  hereby  empowered  to  enter  upon  the  lands  and 
inclosures,  and  upon  the  highwaj's,  through  and  over 
which  this  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine  the  ground 
most  proper  for  that  purpose,  and  may  examine  quarries, 
gravel  beds,  &c.,  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  workmen,  tools,  wagons,  beasts  of  draught,  to 
enter  into  the  lands  in  or  contiguous  and  near  to  which 
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said  road  may  run,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  owners 
of  said  lands  or  their  agents:  Provided  y  The  president 
and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the  owners  t»f  the  land 
through  which  said  road  is  to  pass,  as  to  damage:;  which 
said  owners  are  to  sustain  by  the  road  passing  through 
their  lands,  the  president  and  directors  shall  apply  to 
the  county  court  of  Owen  county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum  to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owners  of  said 
land  may  sustain  in  consequence  of  the  road  having 
passed  over  the  lands,  or  of  any  gravel,  stone,  or  other 
thing;  taken  from  such  owner  by  reason  thereof. 

§8.  The  president  shall  give  notice  in  such  manner  as

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Grady vilie  Lodge,  No.  251, 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Adair  county,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  Grady  ville  Lodge,  No.  251,  with 
perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
Vvith,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  law 
and  equity  in  this  State  or  eUewhere,  upon  all  contracts 
heretofore  made,  and  upon  contracts  hereafter  made  or 
liabilities  incurred;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  change  at  their 
pleasure.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Palace  Hotel  Gompanj,  of  the  citv  of  Lou isr File. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomcealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  C.  Hite,  Thos.  L.  Barrett,  Geo.  W.  Mor- 
ris, L.  M.  Flournoy,  W.  F.  Harris,  and  those  that  may 
associate  with  them,  and  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Palace  Hotel  Company, 
with  the  power  in  that  name  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever  as 
a  natural  person;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  also  to  purchase 
and  hold,  in  fee  or  by  lease,  a  lot  or  lots  of  land  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  for  a  large  and  convenient 
hotel  or  hotels,  and  such  other  lots  or  parcels  of  land  as 
they  may  require  for  their  business,  or  may  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  acquire  by  purchase  or  lease. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  build  or 
lease  a  hotel  in  said  city,  and  to  furnish  the  same,  and  to 
purchase  and  acquire  all  necessary  goods  and  chattels  for 
that  purpose,  and  rent  or  lease  the  said  hotel  before  or 
after  the  same  is  furnished,  or  to  keep  and  carry  on  the 
hotel  on  account  of  the  corporation,  and  to  erect  store- 
houses and  other  buildings,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient, 
for  the  interest  of  the  corporation. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The  shares  shall 
be  personal  estate,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the 
company  according  to  its  by-laws.      Each  share  of  the 
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capita)  stock  shall  entitle  thef- holder  to  one  vote  at  all 
elections  of  directors,  and  at  meetings  of  stockholders. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  this  corpora- 
tion, and  ten  percent,  of  said  amount  subscribed  actually 
paid  in,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  the  said  corporation  may 
be  organized  and  proceed  to  business.  The  said  persons 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  as  commis- 
ers  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  and  shall  fix  the 
tirne  and  manner  of  paying  the  same,  and  prescribe  in 
the  subscription  what  failure  shall  authorize  a  forfeiture 
of  the  stock  subscribed  for. 

§5.  The  said  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  the  first  board  of  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  organize  by  choosing  one  of  their  number 
prer^ident;  but  if  any  of  said  persons  shall  fail  to  sub-

or  their  place  or  places  as  directors  may  be  deemed  and 
treated  as  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  filled  by 
tbe  remaining  directors.  The  directors  shall  provide,  by 
by-laws,  for  the  annual  election  of  directors  after  one  year 
from  tbe  first  organization  of  the  corporation ;  and  the 
pre;<ident  and  directors  shall  always  hold  their  office  until 
their  successors  are  duly  qualified.

complete  the  portion  of  the  road  of  said  company  lying 
between  Carlisle  and  the  residence  of  Mrs.  S.  M.  Don- 
nell;  and  the  stockholders  so  surrendering  and  transfer- 
ring their  said  stock  shall  he  permitted  to  pass  through 
the  gate  or  gates  which  may  be  erected  on  said  road  on 
horseback  or  with  buggies  free  of  toll  for  the  space  and 
term  o{  ten  years  from  the  time  such  gate  or  gates  may 
be  so  erected.

M-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  go 
opon  said  road  at  least  once  a  week,  after  the  road  has 
^een  let  and  the  work  begun,  and  carefully  inspect  all 
the  work  done  by  the  contractors,  and  see  that  it  is  done 
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lotly  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  said  road,  and  to  keep  a  record  of  all  their 
proceedings;  and  to  issue  their  orders  on  the  said  county 
judge  for  the  amount  of  money  Hue  the  contractors,  except 
always  to  hold  back  at  least  twenty  or  thirty  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  named  in  any  contract  until  the  provisions 
of  the  contract  are  fully  complied  with.  Before  said 
commissioners  shall  enter  upon  their  respective  duties 
they  shall  go  before  some  county  officer  having  authority 
and  take  an  oath  that  they  will  honestly  and  fnithfull}' 
discharge  their  duty. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Nicholas 
county  court  to  remove  any  of  the  commissioners  for 
neglect  of  duty,  and  to  fill  vacancies  in  case  any  should 
occur;  and  to  appoint  a  new  board,  or  re-appoint  the 
old  board  of  commissioners,  once  every  year,  begin- 
ning on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1881  ;  but  in  case  a 
new  board  should  not  be  appointed  at  the  proper  time, 
the  old  board  shall  continue  in  ofRce  until  a  new  board 
shall  be  appointed  and  duly  qualified.

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  41  and  9  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Owens- 

boro. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

5  1.  That  section  forty-one  be  amended  as  follows: 
That  hereafter  whenever  any  real  estate  may  be  sold  for 
taxes  in  said  city,  according  to  the  provision  of  said 
section,  the  mayor  of  said  city  may  be  a  bidder  at  such 
sales,  and  become  the  purchaser  of  such  real  estate  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  city,  and  take  the  title  to  and  hold 
the  same  for  the  city,  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  private  individuals,  as  now  provided  by  the 
charter;  and  if  not  redeemed  as  provided,  the  mayor  and 
council  shall  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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city,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into  the  treasury  as  they  may 
provide  by  ordinance. 

J  2.  Beit  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  said  ?ection 
as  provides  for  the  payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  bid  for  such  property,  and  six  per  cent,  inter- 
est thereon  for  redemption  of  the  same,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  it  is  now  enacted, 
"that  the  owner  mav  redeem  within  the  time  and  the 
manner  now  provided  by  the  charter,  by  paying  the 
purchase  price,  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum 
thereon,  interest  from  the  time  of  sale  to  the  time  of  re- 
demption. 

§3.  That  section  nine  (9)  of  the  charter  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word"  white,"  after  the  word  ** every," 
in  the  beginning  of  said  section. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Worthville, 
approved  March  22d,  187^,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  the  word  *' criminal"  from  the  third 
line  of  section  seven  of  said  act,  and  by  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "civil;"  and  by  adding  after  the  word 
"property/'  in  the  second  line  of  section  eight  of  said 
act,  the  words  "subject  to  State  tax,"  and  by  adding  the 
following : 

(  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  •!- 
clasive  right  to  grant  licenses  for  the  keeping  of  taverns, 
coffee-houses,  and  saloons  in  said  town,  and  to  charge 
therefor  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year  for  such  license ;  and  they  may  make 
such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  proper  for 
the  regulation  of  such  taverns,  cofiee-houses,  and  saloons. 
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hot  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Persons  obtaining  license  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  must  give  bond  and  pay  the  State  tax 
as  now  required  by  law. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  he,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
empowered  to  tax  shows  and  exhibitions,  ten-pin  alleys, 
and  billiard-tables,  exhibited  or  kept  in  said  town,  in 
^  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  performance, 

and  ^ve  dollars  per  year  for  each  billiard-table  or  ten-pin 
alley. 

§4,  That  the  police  court  of  said  town,  in  rendering 
judgment  in  penal  cases  against  defendants,  shall  ad- 
judge that,  ualess  the  defendant  immediately  pay  or  re- 
plevy the  fine  and  costs,  that  he  shall  be  put  to  work, 
secured  by  ball  and  chain,  on  the  streets  or  other  public 
improvements  in  said  town  until  the  fine  and  costs  be 
paid,  allowing  the  defendant  one  dollar  per  day  for  each 
day  he  labors. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  864. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  change  an  act,  approved  March  22d,  1878,  to  incor- 
porate Colunabus  Collej^e,  ia  Hickman  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioe^lth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  said  charter  be  so  changed  and  amended,  by 
striking  out  and  repealing  the  latter  part  of  section  two 
of  said  act,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "And  invest  the  pro- 
ceeds arising  therefrom  in  any  property  they  may  deem 
proper  for  the  benefit  of  the  college,"  and  by  enacting  in 
lieu  thereof  **  that  they  may  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of 
the  same  as  they  deem  proper." 

§  2.  And  that  third  section  of  said  act  be  repealed,  and 
in  lieu  thereof,  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  trustees  of  said 
college  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  thereof.  Each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of

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so  elected  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected;  and  that  the  stockholders  in   the  said  company 
shall  be  individually  liable  only  for  the  actual  stock  held 
by  them  in  said  company.

perpetual  succesition;  and  by  that  name  are  made  capable 
in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer 
and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this 
Commonwealth;  to  make,  have,  and   use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.     They 
may  make  and  ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their 
government,  and  those  now  in  force  in  said  lodge  to  alter 
when  deemed   proper,  and    may  change  and   renew  the 
same  at  pleasure:  Provided^  They  be  not  in  contravention 
of  the  constitution,  laws,  and  regulations  of  the  Grand 
Lodg^e  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  incor- 
porated by  an  act   approved  February  16th,  1838,  nor  in 
contravention  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State.      The  said  corporation  shall  have  • 
power  and  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal 
estate,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value, 
and  from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  re-invest  and 
dispose  of  the  proceeds.     The  right   to  alter,  amend,  or 
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repeal  this  act  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  General  Assem* 
bly.

CHAPTER  866. 

AN  ACT  atrtborizing  the  Boyd  coDoty  court  to  npplj  the  local  tax  on  Chat- 
taroi  RailivHj  Compaoy's  road  aod  properly  rn  paymeDt  of  expenditure? 
for  right  of  way  to  a  limited  amotrnt. 

Whbhea»,  The  people  of  Boyd  county  were  deeply  in- 
terested in  having  the  Chattaroi  Railway  butft  through 
said  county  ;  and  it  was  proposed  to  secure  for  the  rail- 
way company  the  right  of  way,  free  of  cost ;  but  it  wa» 
found  that  this  could  not  be  done  by  voluntary  grant  of 
the  land-owners;  a  few  refused  to  give  the  right  of  way, 
and  in  some  instances  the  owners  were  infants,  and  could 
not.  It  was  then  proposed  that  the  railwny  company 
should  procure  the  right  of  way  by  purchase  and  con- 
demnation, neither  the  people  nor  county  court  having  a 
right  to  condemn  lands;  that  for  the  amount  paid  for 
t<uch  right  of  vray,  including  cost  of  condemnation  and 
interest  thereon,  the  county  court  of  said  county  should 
issue  bonds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  local  tax  to  which  the 
road  and  company's  property  within  the  county  might 
become  liable.  This  proposition  was  accepted  by  the 
Chattaroi  Railway  Company;  therefore,  in  order  to  ena- 
ble the  county  cogrt  of  Boyd  county  to  carry  out  said 
agreement, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Boyd  county  is  author- 
ized to  ascertain  the  amount  paid,  and  that  may  be  paid, 
by  the  Chattaroi  Railway  Company  for  the  right  of  way 
for  its  railroad  through  the  county  of  Boyd,  including  the 
cost  of  condemnation,  and  the  respective  dates  when  paid  ; 
that  the  county  court,  at  its  court  of  claims,  shall  enter 
upon  its  order-book  the  amount  so  ascertained,  and  that 
the   local  tax    upon   the   road    and   company's  property 
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within  the  county  of  Boyd,  when  the  same  ^hall  become 
liable  to  local  tax  for  county  purposes,  shall  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  said  amounts  and  the  interest  thereon, 
not,  however,  exceeding  in  the.aggregate,  including  inter- 
est, the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  whf'n 
the  road  and  company's  property  becomes  liable  to  the 
payment  of  local  taxes  to  have  the  same  set  apart  and 
applied  as  above  provided,  and  no  further  obligation  nhall 
be  imposed  upon  the  county  than  is  herein  declared.

The  president   and  directors  sh .u  dtct  *«:rc- 
shall  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall  till  such  rer. 
vacancies  as  may  occur  in  said  board  during  their  term  of 
office.     Said  board  shall  require  of  the  treasurer,  before 
he  assumes  the  duties  of  his  office,  a  bond  for  the  faithful 
discharge   of    the  duties  of    his   office,   and  to   faithfully 
account  for  all    moneys   that  may  come  to  his  hands  as 
duch  treasurer,  which  bond  and  security  shall  be  approved 
by  the  board.     Said  board  shall   have  power  to  make  all 
«iecessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
said  company,  and  may  sue  for  and  recover,  in  the  name 
4}[  the  company,  from  delinquent  stockholders,  the  amount 
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due  and  unpaid  upon  any  share  or  shares  of  stock  in  said 
company. 

<^  9.  The  president  and  directors  shal)  have  the  exclu- 
sive control  of  the  construction  and  maintaining  of  said 
road,  the  erection  of  toll-gates  and  toll-houses,  and  the 
collection  of  toll  as  now  regulated  by  law;  and  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the  General 
Statutes,  title  "  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and  Plank  Roads,"  shall 
apply  to  the  road  built  by  the  said  company,  and  to  the 
rights,  franchises,  and  liabilities  of  the  company. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  certifi- 
cate, sig^ned  by  the  president  and  secretary,  under  the  seal 
of  the  company,  to  each  share-holder  for  the  number  of 
shares  paid  by  him,  which  certificate  shall  be  transfer- 
able on  the  books  of  the  company,  either  in  person  or  by 
attorney,  upon  the  return  oi  the  original  certificate;  but 
no  share  or  shares  of  stock  shall  be  issued  or  transferred 
whilst  there  is  any  arrearage  due  or  unpaid  thereon. 

§  11.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the -board  at 
any  time  the  business  may  require  it.  Said  board  shall 
keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  to  be  entered  upon  a 
hook  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  after  said  record  has 
been  read  and  approved  by  the  board,  the  same  shall  be 
s-i^ned  by  the  president  and  secretary.  In  the  absence  of 
the  president  said  board  sUall  select  one  of  their  number,, 
who  shall  preside  over  its  meetings. 

§  12.  The  board  «hall  fix  and  regulate  the  elevation  and 
grade  of  said  road,  the  width,  and  part  thereof  to  be  cov- 
ered with  stone;  and  as  soon  as  any  one  consecutive  mile 
is  completed,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  Harrison  county  court,  a  toll-gate  may  be 
erected  and  toll  collected  upon  said  completed  mile. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  pas-^ 
sage.

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CHAPTER  869. 

AN  ACT  to  aiii«i»d  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  tbe  charter  of  the 
ciCj  of  Newport,  «reating  medicnl  districts,"  approved  March  20th,  1876. 

Be  it.  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  an  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Newport,  creating  medical  districts,  and  approved  March 
^Oth,  1876,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit:  That  each  of  the  physicians  of  the  three 
districts  into  which  the  city  is  divided  by  said  act,  shall 
be  required  to  make  post  mortem  examinations,  whenever, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  coroner  of  Campbell  county,  it 
may  be  necessary  :  Providedy  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
«aid  coroner,  and  he  shall  order  the  physician  of  that 
district  in  which  the  dead  body  may  be  found,  or  inquest 
held,  to  make  said  post  mortem;  and  the  said  coroner 
shall  have  no  authority  to  require  the  physicians  of  the 
other  districts  either  to  make  or  assist  in  the  same. 

^  2.  That  as  a  compensation  for  the  services  rendered 
by  them  under  this  act,  each  of  said  physicians  shall  re- 
ceive from  said  city  the  sum  of  ($50)  fifty  dollars  per 
annum,  and  no  more,  payable  at  such  time  as  the  board 
of  councilmen  of  said  city  may  order:  Provided^  That  if 
no  post  mortem  examinations  be  ordered,  no  physician  of 
any  district  shall  be  entitled  to  said  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
and  then  only  the  physician  of  such  district  ordered. 

(  3.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

^  4.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  870. 

AN    ACT  to  incorpofAte   WalDUtta  Collef^iate  Institute,  Paint  Lick,  Gar- 

rnrd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvtealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  J.  Wade  Walker,  Charles  Spillman,  Thomas 
Ramsey,  D.  Beste,  Dr.  B.  Ramsey,  Clelland  Terrell,  and 
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M.  Terrell,  elected  curators  by  the  stockholders  of  the 
Walnutta  Collegiate  Institutejocated  at  Paint  Lick,  Gar- 
rard county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board 
of  Curators  of  Walnutta  Collegiate  Institute;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  power  to  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  change  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the 
said  corporation  to  procure  a  corporate  seal;  but  it  may 
authenticate  its  acts  by  the  signature  and  seal  of  the  pressi- 
dent,  attested  by  the  secretary;  shall  have  power  to  secure 
and  hold  for  the  benefit  of  said  institute  any  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  moneys,  or  choses  in  action,  by 
gift,  donation,  devise,  contract,  or  purchase,  which  the 
curators  may  deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  insti- 
tute; and  to  do  and  perform  ail  such  acts  as  the  curators 
or  managers  of  any  similar  institution  are  permitted  to 
do  and  to  perform. 

§  2.  The  curators  shall  have  power,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  tran.<<action  of  all  busi- 
ness, to  elect  the  president  and  such  other  professors  and 
teachers  as  may  be  necessary  to  instruct  the  pupils  of 
said  institute  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  in  all  neces- 
sary and  useful  branches  of  a  thorough  and  liberal  edu- 
cation. 

§  3.  The  president  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the 
course  of  studies,  and,  in  connection  with  the  board  of 
curators,  to  confer  upon  graduates  of  said  institute  such 
diplomas,  honors,  and  degrees  as  evidence  of  scholarship 
as  are  usual  in  the  high  schools  and  colleges  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  4.  The  curators  may  adopt  by-laws,  and  make  any 
other  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the 
institute,  and  to  carry  out  its  object,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  or  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State;  and  any  by-laws,  rules  or  regula- 
tions, that  may  have  been  adopted  by  said  curators  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  laws  and  Constitu- 
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tion  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  is  hereby  legal- 
ized 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AX  ACT   to  authorize  and  empower  ihe  Montp^omcry  county  cotrt  to  i<9Rue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  and  pAying  the  outstanding  and  unpaid 
bondd  of  the  Lexingiou  and  Big  Saody  Rrtiirond  Company  again  si  Moni. 
gomery  county. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Montgomery  county  court  for  Montgom- 
ery county  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  ii^sue  bonds  of  said  county,  of  the  denom- 
ination of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  the  a^^regate  amount 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  to  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  firs^t  day  of  April,  1883,  to  the  ownern  and 
holders  of  the  outstanding  and  unpaid  bonds  of  the  Lex- 
ington and  Bi^  Sandy  Railroad  Company  by  said  Mont- 
gomery county,  the  said  bonds  to  bear  interest  not  to 
exceed  the  rate  of  sixper  cent,  per  annum,  payable  !?emi- 
annually;  and  said  bonds  are  to  become  due  and  payable 
at  the  Farmers'  National  Bank  of  Mt.  Sterling,  Kentucky, 
not  exceeding  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  issual  of 
same;  said  bonds  to  be  placed  upon  the  market  and  sold 
or  disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage  by  said  county  court, 
or  its  authorized  agents  :  Provided,  Said  bonds  shall  not 
be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  the  proceeds 
realized  thereon  by  virtue  of  this  act  be  applied  to  the 
refunding  and  paying  off  the  outstanding  unpaid  bonded 
indebtedness  of  said  county  to  the  Lexington  and  Big 
Sandy  Railroad  Company,  or  the  owners  and  holders 
thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  872. 

AN  ACT  to  flofiend  Ihe  charrer  of  the  Glasgow  Riilroad  CompaDv. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtfi 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  at  the  annual  election  of  directors  of  the 
Glasgow  Railroad  Company  hereafter  held,  the  judge  of 
the  Barren  county  court,  and  the  two  justices  of  the 
peace  for  the  Glasgow  precinct  of  said  county,  shall  have 
authority,  in  conjunction,  to  appoint  on  behalf  of  said 
precinct  five  persons,  and  the  Giangow  city  council  au- 
thority to  appoint  on  behalf  of  said  city  two  persons,  to 
act  as  directors  of  said  company  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  qualified. 

^  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  authorized  to  donate,  or  to  subscribe  as  stock 
to  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  organized  for  such 
purpose,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceedintr  one  thousand 
dollars,  to  aid  in  rebuilding  the  bridge  across  Barren  river 
upon  the  Glasgow  and  Scottj?ville  Turnpike  Road  :  Pro- 
vided, No  part  of  said  sum,  whether  donated  or  subscribed 
as  stock,  sHhII  be  paid  until  an  amount  sufficient,  with 
said  sum,  to  complete  the  bridge,  has  been  otherwise  se- 
cured. 

§  3.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Glasgow  Railroad  Company," 
approved  March  20,  1872,  by  which  said  railroad  company 
was  empowered  to  extend  their  road  to  the  Tennessee 
.  State  line,  but  limiting  the  time  of  its  completion  to 
Tompkinsville,  Monroe  county,  to  four  years,  and  ex- 
empting said  road  from  taxation  for  such  length  of  time, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereb}^  extended  and  continued  in 
force  until  the  20th  day  of  March,  1884. 

§  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  with 
any  other  incorporated  company,  or  with  individuals,  for 
the  sale  of  said  road  and  the  property,  real  and  personal, 
and  the  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  possessed  and 
owned  by  said  company,  or  to  contract  with  another  com- 
pany or  individuals  for  either  leasing  their  said  road,  or 
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for  aniting  and  consolidating  with  such  other  company, 
upon  such  terras  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon ; 
and  in  case  of  such  sale  or  consolidation,  said  president 
and  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  convey  by  deed  to 
the  purchaser,  or  to  such  company  as  may  unite  and  con- 
solidate with  the   Glasgow  Railroad  Company,  the  title 
thereof  to  said  property,  franchises,  rights,  and  privileges; 
and  by  virtue  of  said  conveyance,  the  grantee  shall  have, 
own,  and  control  all  the  property,  rights,  privileges,  and 
franchises  now  held,  owned,  and  controlled  by  said  Glas- 
gow Railroad  Company :  Provided^  The  proceeds  of  such 
sale,  lease,  or  consolidation  shall  he  first  applied  to  pay 
off  debts  said  company  may  owe,  and  the  balance  applied 
towards    the    liquidation    and   discharge    ratably  of    the 
bonds  issued  by  the  Glasgow  precinct  and  by  the  town  of 
Glasgow  to  aid  in  building  said  road;  and  in  case  ot  such 
consolidation,   provisions    and    stipulations  shall   be  first 
made  for  the  discharge  of  said  debts  due  by  said  com- 
pany, and  the  proceeds,  profits,  or  income  arising  from 
such  consolidation  shall  be  then  applied  towards  the  pay- 
ment of  said  precinct  and  town  bonds  :   Provided  further^ 
That  said  president  and  directors  shall,  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  have  no  authority  whatever  to  either  sell,  lease  for  a 
longer  time  than  six  years,  or  consolidate  and  unite  with 
another  company,  until   the  question   of   accepting  and 
confirming  such  sale,  lease,  or  consolidation  be  first  sub- 
mitted to  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  precinct, 
and  a  majority  of  voters  of  the  precinct  voting,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  of  said  city  voting,  shall  vote  in  favor 
thereof.      That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  wish 
of  the  voters  of  said  precinct  and  of  said  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty   of   the  judge  of   the  county   court,    when    re- 
quested to  do  so  by  said  president  and  directors,  to  cause 
to  be  printed  and  posted  for  at  least  ten  days  a  notice  of 
such  election,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  stipulations  of  such  sale,  lease,  or  consolida- 
tion, as  may  be   the  case.     That  said  election  shall  be 
held,  and  the  vote  of  the  people  of  said  precinct  and  of 
said  town  be  taken,  at  the  court-house  in  Glasgow,  after 
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reasonable  notice  by  the  officers  appointed  and  qualified, 
as  now  required  by  law  in  case  of  election  of  county  or 
State  officers. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in   force  fronn  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  873. 

AN  ACT  aiuhortzinff  th<)  county  judi^e  of   Butler  coantj  to  sign   certain 

orders  and  judgments. 

Whereas,  From  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1870, 
until  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1874,  T.  C.  Carson 
was  judge  of  the  Butler  county  court,  and  from  the  first 
Monday  in  September,  1874,  until  the  first  Monday  in 
September,  1878,  J.  M.  Forgy  was  judge  of  said  court; 
and  whereas,  during  their  said  terms  the  said  Carson  and 
Forgy  each,  by  accident  or  inadvertence,  left  unsigned 
various  and  divers  orders  and  minutes  of  said  court; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  said  T.  C.  Carson  and  J.  M.  Forgy  are 
now  authorized  and  directed  to  properly  sign  with  their 
own  name,  as  late  judge  of  the  Butler  county  court,  all 
orders  and  minutes  made  and  entered  on  the  records  of 
said  court  during  their  respective  terms,  and  said  signa- 
ture,  when  made,  to  operate  as  if  made  at  the  making 
and  entering  of  the  order,  and  to  render  said  order  or 
minute  so  signed  of  full  effect  from  and  after  the  making 
and  entering  thereof.

CHAPTER  874. 

AN  ACT  !o  incorporate  the  Kagic  Valley  Hotel  Company,  in  Carroll  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  in  the  town  of  San- 
ders, Carroll  county,  Kentucky,  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
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rate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Eagle  Valley  Hotel 
Company,  with  a  capital  oi  fifty  thou;<and  dollars,  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed 
and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers, 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  ol  a  natural  person  in  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and 
in  pleading,  answering,  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  nine  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
stockholder  ;  at  least  five  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
this  State;  and  each  of  said  directors  shall  own  at  least 
two  shares  of  stock  in  his  own  right  and  title.  They 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and  may 
appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  superintendent  of  build- 
ing, and  such  other  officers  or  employes  as  the  inter- 
est of  the  company  may  require.  These  oflScers  or 
employes,  including  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  may  or 
may  not  be  stockholders.  One  person  may  fill  one  or 
more  offices  at  the  same  time;  and  any  one  of  the  di- 
rectors except  the  president  shall  be  competent  to  hold 
any  other  office  in  the  corporation.  They  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  and  dismiss  any  officer  or  employe,  to 
fix  their  salaries  or  compensation,  and  to  take  from  them 
such  official  bonds  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties;  to 
make  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
management  of  their  aflTairs:  Provided,  They  be  not  in 
violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State  nor  of  the  United 
Srates;  and  to  do  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  association 

§  3.  The  president  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  see  that  the  various 
officers  and  employes  perform  their  respective  duties;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  directors,  sign  all 
written  contracts  made  with  the  corporation,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
directors  and  their  by-laws. 
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^  4.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold,  by  lease 
or  in  fee,  one  or  more  lots  or  parcels  of  land  in  the  town 
of  Sanders  or  adjacent  thereto,  not  exceeding  fifty  acres, 
and  build  on  them  a  convenient  and  commodious  hotel 
building,  and  such  store-rooms,  offices*,  and  other  build- 
ings connected  therewith  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient; may  buy  and  hold  all  such  materials,  goods,  and 
furniture  an  may  be  necessary  to  build  Hnd  furnish  said 
hotel  and  other  buildings;  and  said  corporation  may  use 
said  buildings  and  carry  on  said  hotel  business  upon  their 
own  account,  or  may  lease  or  rent  the  same  to  other 
parties. 

§  5.  This  corporation  shall  not  contract  debts  greater 
than  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  nor  shall  they  bor- 
row money  on  the  credit  of  the  company  by  which  the 
property  of  said  company  will  be  hehl  under  any  mort- 
gage for  the  same,  nor  shall  money  be  borrowed,  unless 
it  be  in  anticipation  of  calls  on  actual  subscription,  or  by 
a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stock  paid  in  authorizing 
such  loan. 

§  (5.  On  the  first  Monday  in  December  of  each  year,  or 
as  foon  thereafter  as  practicably  convenient,  the  stock- 
holders shall  elect  nine  directors  to  serve  the  ensuing 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in 
all  stockholders'  meetings  for  each  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him  in  his  own  right,  and  may  vote  by  proxy  or  in 
person. 

$7.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  corporation  to  the  amount  of  stock  owned 
by  him,  and  no  more. 

§  8.  The  shares  of  stock  shall  be  personal  property,  and 
transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  directors  may  pre- 
scribe. 

§9.  Duval  English,  of  Louisville;  D.  W.  Lindsey,  of 
Frankfort;  J.  P.  Orr,  of  Covington;  J.  H.  McDaniel,  o^ 
Warsaw;  W.  H.  Tandy,  of  Ghent;  E.  A.  Tullion,  of  Car- 
rollton;  EmmettOrr,  of  Owenton;  C.  B.  Williams  and  L, 
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T.  Sanders,  of  Sanders,  Kentucky,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  any  one  of  whom,  after  notifying  the  other 
eight,  may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the 
capital  stock  of  said  corporation;  and  when  two  hundred 
shares  or  more  have  been  subscribed,  they  shall  notify  the 
stockholders  in  such  manner  as  (hey  may  think  best,  and 
appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  nine  directors,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  ensuing  annual  election.  Payment 
for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows  :  Two 
dollars  to  be  paid  when  the  amount  of  subscription  is 
taken,  and  the  remainder  at  such  time,  and  in  such 
amounts,  as  the  directors  may  order.  Said  corporation 
may  commence  business  as  soon  as  the  first  board  of 
directors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified;  and  shall 
have  the  first  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness 
to  the  corporation  by  the  stockholders. 

5  30.  An  order-book  shall  be  kept  of  all  orders  made 
by  the  stockholders  at  their  annual  meetings,  or  at  the 
meetings  of  the  directors,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  at  any  such  meeting,  to  be  evidence  of  their 
transactions. 

^  11.  That  said  company  shall  have  five  years  to  organ- 
ize and  commence  business. 

§  12.  This  act  take  efl^^ct  from  its  passage,  and  remain 
in  force  fifiy  years,  or  until  repealed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  875. 

AN  ACT  to  regnia'e  the  collectioo  of  taxes  in  Whitley  connty  for  connfy 

purposes. 

Be  it  enacUd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  claims  of  Whitley  county 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  limit  the  poll  or  per  capita  tax  of  said  county  to  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  upon  each  person  in  said  county  now 
required  by  law  to  pay  such  tax ;  and,  in  addition  thereto,

That  before  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  so  limit 
the  per  capita  tax,  and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  as  herein 
provided,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  first  submit- 
ted to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  at  the 
August  election,  1880,  and  a  majority  of  the  voters  of 
said  county  voting  at  said  election  shall  have  voted  in 
favor  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  the  vote  to  be  certi- 
fied by  the  examining  board  of  said  county  to  the  county 
court  at  a  regular  monthly  term,  and  record  made  noting 
the  result  of  the  vote;  and  the  certificate  of  the  exam- 
ining board  shall  at  the  same  time  be  spread  at  large 
upon  the  records  of  said  court. 

^  2  All  Hcts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
shall  have  been  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  vote  of  said 
county  at  said  election,  as  herein  provided  :  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  other  county 
in  this  Commonwealth  than  the  county  of  Whitley. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  in  order  to  avoid  cost  of  condemnation,  the 
Ashland  and  Catlettsburg  Turnpike  Road  Company,  by 
order  of  its  board  of  directors,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  a  right  of  way  to  the  Elizabethtown>  Lexington 
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and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  the  Chattaroi  Railway 
Company,  or  any  other  railway  company,  to  construct  a 
railroad  or  roads  across  or  upon  iu  turnpike  road  in  the 
county  of  Boyd,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  renerva- 
tions  and  restrictions,  and  for  such  compensation,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  said  turnpike  company  and  said  rail- 
road companies. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  878. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  r<^forniiiUoD  of  a  certnia  cinss  of  proatitoles  Id 

the  city  of  IjoaitviUe. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  city  court  of  Louisville  shall 
have  the  jurisdiction  and  power,  when  there  are  present- 
ed to  him  girls  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen 
years,  residents  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  charged  with 
being  common  bawds  or  prostitutes,  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine their  cases;  and,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  they 
are  such  common  bawds  or  prostitutes,  and  that,  from 
their  habits  and  character,  there  is  no  probability  that 
they  will  reform  and  lead  virtuous  lives,  he  shall  make  an 
order  of  court  committing  them  to  the  care  of  the  Sisters 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  their  Institute  of  St.  Xavier  for 
the  reformation  of  vicious  women  in  naid  city;  and  said 
bawds  or  prostitutes  shall  remain  in  said  institute  until 
they  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

§  2.  Any  girl  so  committed  as  provided  in  section  one» 
shall  remain  at  said  Institute  of  St.  Xavier  until  she  at- 
tains the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  and  shall,  during  the 
time  of  her  commitment,  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  orders 
governing  said  institutian. 

§  3.  The  Mother  Superior,  or  other  officer  or  person  in 
charge  of  said  institution,  shall  have  the  power  to  dis- 
charge any  girl  committed  to  the  same  before  she  attains 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.

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§  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  girl  committed  to  the 
said  institution  to  escape  thence  before  the  expiration  of 
her  sentence;  an^  any  one  aiding  or  abetting  any  girl  in 
making  such  escape,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  on  warrant  of 
arrest  before  the  citv  court  of  Louisville.

CHAPTER  879. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  (be  snle  of  epiriiuoas,  Tiuoas,  or  malt  liquors  within 
one  mile  of  Antiooh  nnd  Shilob  Obnrches,  io  Grant  conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  at  any  place  with- 
in one  mile  of  Antioch  and  Shiloh  Churches,  in  Grant 
county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  punishments 
which  are  imposed  by  s^tatute  upon  persons  guilty  of 
retailing  and  tippling. 

§  3.  This  act  thall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
1880.

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of  S.  B.  Reese,  for  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  payable 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro-' 
priated,  being  for  expen.^es  incurred  by  said  Reese  in 
transporting  prisoners  from  Ohio  county  to  Knox  county 
under  order  circuit  court. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  881. 

AN    ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  sehooleof  the  city  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  Beven  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  city  ol  Louisville,"  approved 
March  21st,  1871,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  it  is  enacted  that  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  male  high  school,  the  female  high  school,  and  the 
public  schools  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  shall  have  power 
to  admit  to  the  said  schools  under  their  control  pupils 
from  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  who  or  whose  parents 
pay  taxes  on  property  within  the  limits  of  said  city:  Pro- 
vided, hiwever,  That  they  may  collect  from  all  persons  so 
admitted  such  tuition  fees,  for  the  benefit  of  the  school 
fund  of  said  city,  as  said  board  may  by  rule  establish, 
making  an  equitable  deduction  for  the  taxes  of  such 
pupils  or  their  parents  so  paid  by  them  for  city  taxes  as 
aforesaid. 

§  2.  AH  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  882. 

AN  ACT  to  tocorporate  the  town  of  Three  Forks,  in  Warren  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

(  1.  That  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Three  Forks,  in 
Warren  county,  be,  and  are  hereby,  made  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  town  of 
Three  Forks;  with  full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  and  to  do  and  perform  all 
sach  acts  and  things,  either  in  law  or  equity,  as  bodies 
corporate  may  rightfully  do  and  perform. 

$  2.  That  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  in  the  form  of  TJmn». 
a  square,  and  shall  extend  one  fourth  of  a  mile  from  the 
centre  thereof  to  each  side  of  said  square. 
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$  3.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  J880,  and  on 
Ekctfon  of  trus-  the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year,  an  election  shall 

be  held  in  said  town  \ov  the  choice  of  three  trustees,  and 
on   the   first  Monday  in   August,  1880,  and  on   the  same 
day  every  second  year  thereafter,  an   election   shall   be 
held   for  the  choice  of  a  police  judge   and  marshal  for 
said  town.     Ail  persons  who  are  residents  of  said  town, 
or  who  own  real  estate  therein  in  their  own  names,  who 
are  legal  voters,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  said  elections. 
For  the  purpose  of  holding  the  first  election  for  trustees,  W. 
F.  Lyles  and  W.  R.  Frances  are  appointed  judges  of  the 
election,  J.  W.  Underbill  is  appointed  sherifTof  the  election, 
and  they  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  said  election.     It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  judges  to  count  said  vote  when  polled, 
and  to  give  to  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  certificates  ot  election.     The  trustees,  when  elected, 
shall  take   an   oath   to  truly  and   faithfully  perform   the 
duties  enjoined  upon  them  as  trustees.     They  shall  choose 
one  of  their  number  chairman   of  the  board;  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  chairman  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  board,  and  to  sign  all  ordinances  and  bylaws  enacted 
by  it;  and  said   board  shall   meet  as  often,  and   at  such 
stated   times,  as  they  may  fix   by  rules  or  by-laws;  and 
may  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  own  number,  or  one  who 
is  not  a   member  of  the  board  as  clerk,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  ofiice  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  quali- 
fied ;    and   it  shall    be    his  duty  to    preserve    all    papers 
belonging  to  said  town,  to  attend   the   meetings   of  the 
board,  and  to  keep  a  true  minute  of  its  proceedings  in  a 
bound  book,  and  shall  sign  same  as  clerk.     Said  trustees 
may    appoint  a  treasurer   for  said    town,   prescribe    hia 
duties,  and   take  from  him  a  bond,  with  approved  secu- 
rity, for  the  faithful  discbarge  of  his  duties  as  such.     All 
of  said  officers  of  said  town  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

§  4.  Said  trus>tees  shall  have  power  to  assess  a  poll-tax 
Shan  have  Dower  on  the  resident  voters  of  said  town,  not  to  exceed  one 

to  le^-y  poU  tax. 

dollar  a  year,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  real  and 
personal  property  in  said  town,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
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cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  said  prop- 
erly. They  may  annually  appoint  an  assessor,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  nfiake  out  and  furnish  to  the  trustees, 
at  such'  time  as  they  ma}'  appoint,  lists  of  the  taxable 
property  and  of  the  tithes  in  said  town.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  marshal  to  collect  said  taxes,  and  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  coerce  same  as  sheriflTs  have  to  collect 
the  county  revenue,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  pen- 
alties for  illegal  seizures.  But  no  tax  on  the  property  of 
said  town  shall  be  assessed  or  collected,  nor  any  poll-tax 
shall  be  assessed  or  collected,  unless  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees. 

^  5.  The  police  jud^e  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  PoUcc judge. 
Governor,  and  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  arising  in 
said  town  for  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinan'jes  thereof; 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  ju^^tices  of  the 
peace  are  allowed  for  similar  services.  The  marshal 
shall  execute  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
before  the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  such  penalties  as 
they  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  the  same  powers  in 
said  town  as  are  by  law  conferred  upon  constables,  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees,  and  be  responsible  in  like  man- 
ner. 

§  6.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum, and,  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  may  choose 
one  of  their  number  as  chairman  pro  tern.     The  trustees  Power  of  um- 

tees. 

shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  by-laws 
for  the  good  government  of  said  town  as  they  deem 
proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  Constitution 
of  this  State.  They  shall  have  power,  by  ordinances 
duly  enacted  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  duly  entered 
upon  the  record-book  of  said  town,  to  establish  police 
regulations,  and  to  define,  by  ordinances,  penalties  for 
the  infractions  of  the  peace  of  said  town. 

§  7.  The  trustees  may  cause  to  be  made  a  plan  of  said 
town,  laying  down  streets  and  alleys;  and  If  the  owners 
of  the  property  in  said  town  consent  thereto,  and  signify 
their  consent  on  said  plan,  the  same  may  be  recorded  in 
the  Warren  county  court  clerk's  office;  but  if  the  assent 
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of  any  such  owner  of  real  property  is  not  given  to  the 
dedication  of  his  property  according  to  the  plan,  no  street 
or  alley  shall  be  opened  over  his  land,  except  in  the  man- 
ner that  land  may  be  condemned  by  law.  The  trustees 
shall  have  the  power  to  name  the  streets  of  said  town, 
and  alter  their  names  at  pleasure. 

§  8.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to 
change  the  time  of  the  election  of  trustees  after  the  first 
election,  and  shall  prescribe,  by  ordinance,  the  details  of 
such  election;  hut  in  no  case  shall  any  election  be  held 
for  any  town  officer  until  at  least  ten  days'  previous  no- 
tice has  been  given  by  at  least  four  written  or  printed 
posters  placed  in  four  conspicuous  places  in  said  town. 

§  9.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee,  the 
remaining  trustees  shall  supply  the  vacancy  till  the  next 
regular  election;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  other 
office  of  said  town,  the  trustees  may  supply  the  vacancy 
until  the  next  succeeding  regular  election. 

§  10.  The  provisions  of  chapter  107  of  the  General 
Statiftes  are  adopted  as  part  of  this  charter,  so  far  as 
the  same  in  nowise  conflict  with  the  foregoing  provisions 
hereof,  and  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  883. 

AH  ACT  to  amend  Ihe  cbarter  of  the  town  of  Ludlow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  (30)  thirty  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act 
to  amend  the  ch-^.rier  of  the  city  of  Ludlow,"  approved 
March  7th,  1871,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "  and 
December,"  immediately  after  the  word  *•  June,"  in  the 
second  and  fifth  line  of  said  section,  so  that  taxes  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually. 

§  2.  That  the  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power 
and  authority,  by  ordinance,  to  grant  immunity  from  tax- 
ation for  city  purposes  any  raw  material  held  by  manu- 
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facturers  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturins;;  same  in  said 
city,  aod  any  manufactured  articles  therein,  and  the  ma- 
chinery used  in  manufactories  located  in  said  city,  to  any 
person  or  persons,  company  or  companies,  locating  man- 
ufactories in  said  city. 

§3.  That  section  (1)  one  of  article  (3)  three  of  the  char- 
ter of  said  city  be  amended,  and  that,  in  addition  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  naid  council  by  said 
section  and  article  of  said  charter,  the  council  is  empow- 
ered to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  an  annual  tnx  on  any  and 
all  property  fronting  on  the  Ohio  river  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  city,  and  that  is  used  for  harboring, 
landing,  or  holding  any  boat,  barge,  or  craft,  and  from 
which  property  the  owner  thereof  receives  rent  or  ben- 
efit. 

§  4.  That  all  claims  for  holding  coroner's  inquests  and 
post  mortem  examinations  on  the  body  of  any  resident  of 
the  city  of  Ludlow,  and  within  her  limits,  shall  be  pay- 
able out  of  the  treasury  of  said  city  upon  proper  proof  of 
said  services  before  the  council  of  said  city. 

§  5.  That  nothing  in  the  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 
Ludlow,  approved  March  5th,  18H8,  shall  be  construed  tO 
as  to  repeal  the  law  allowing  the  as::<essment  and  collec- 
tion of  a  poll-tax  in  said  city. 

$  6.  That  section  (3)  three  of  article  (*2)  two  of  said 
charter  of  city  of  Ludlow  be  amended,  and  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  same  shall  apply  to  the  president  of  said 
council. 

§  7.  The  council  of  said  city  is  empowered,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  require  the  construction  of  sidewalks  oi  brick, 
plank,  stone,  or  other  material  used  for  pHviiig  along  any 
street  in  said  city,  if  the  owner  thereof  fail  to  do  same 
in  a  reasonable  time  after  the  pa>sage  for  an  ordinance 
requiring  same  to  be  done;  and  said  council  shall  appor- 
tion and  assess  the  costs  and  expense  therefor  upon  the 
lots  and  parts  of  lots  fronting  or  binding  thereon;  and 
the  same  liens,  and  remedies  for  enforcement  of  liens,  as 
now  provided  by  law  for  collecting  and  enforcing  liens 
ior  improvement  and  repair  of  streets  in  said  city,  shall 
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exist  and  apply  to  the  collection  and  enforcement  of  liens 
that  may  exist  for  work  done  or  paving;  made  hereunder. 
§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  884. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  tbe  North   Middletown   Deposit 

Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  North  Middletown  Deposit 
Bunk  be  so  amentled  that  a  majority  of  the  directors  or 
stockholders  of  said  hank  may  increase  their  capital  stock 
from  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  any  amount  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  decrease  it  to  any  amount 
not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  at  such  time 
or  times  as  they  think  best  for  the  interests  of  said  bank. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pas- 
sage.

structed.  ^^ij  town,  fronting  on  any  street  or  alley,  to  cause  suita- 

ble sidewalks  in  front  of  their  respective  lots  or  fractions 
of  lots  to  be  curbed  and  paved  in  such  manner,  of  such 
material,  of  such  width,  and  at  such  elevations,  as  the 
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board  may  deem  expedient,  also  to  repair  the  8ame,  and  at 
b  jch  times  as  the  hoard  may  direct ;  if  the  owner  or  owners 
of  puch  lot  or  lots  or  fractions  of  such  lot  or  lots  fail  or 
refuse  to  have  the  sidewalics  paved,  curbed,  or  repaired  or 
finished  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  to 
have  the  same  done,  and  all  cost  and  char|i:es  expended 
or  incurred  in  the  execution  of  said  work  shall  be  taken 
and  taxed  upon  said  lot  or  lots  or  fraction  of  lot  or  lots, 
and  the  owners  thereof  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  which  the  whole  improvement  made  under  such 
order  bears  to  the  length  in  front  of  said  lot  or  lots  or 
fractions  thereof  respectively,  which,  when  ascertained 
and  determined  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  by  ordinance 
now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulate  and  pro- 
vide, shall  be  listed  with  the  marshal  of  the  town,  and 
collected  as  other  taxes. 

§  3.  That  notices  of  such  order  or  direction  for  con- 
struction, repairing,  paving,  or  curbing  sidewalks  shall  be 
given  by  written  or  printed  notices  posted  at  five  public 
places  in  said  town,  for  at  least  one  month  previous  to 
the  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  said  work,  and 
also  a  copy  of  such  order  or  directions  shall  be  executed 
upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or  lots  or  fractions 
of  lots,  by  the  marshal  of  said  town,  the  constable  of  the 
precinct,  or  sheriff  of  the  county,  and  returned  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town;  and  the  offi- 
cial return  thereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the 
said  order  or  directions  was  given  or  executed  on  the  per- 
son or  persons  named  therein;  and  an  attested  copy  thereof 
may  be  used  as  evidence  on  the  trial  of  any  cause,  and 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  other  copies  now 
authorized  by  law.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Upper  Bine  Lick  and  Eliz^ville  and  Ftemiogs- 

burg  Turnpike  Road  Gompanr.

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Upper  Blue  Lick  and 
Elizaville  and  Flemingsburg  Turnpike  Road  Company; 
and  by  said  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded; 
and  as  such  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  enjoyed 
by  similar  corporations  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  commission- 
ers to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company, 
namely  :  J.  P.  Drenon,  Wm.  Hunt,  J.  C.  Spencer,  J.  O. 
Hunt,  and  Geo.  Mcllvane;  and  said  persons  are  author- 
ized to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  at  any  time 
or  place  they  may  deem  proper. 

^3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each;  and  the  entire  capital 
stock  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  to  construct 
said  road  and  toll-houses,  at  which  toll  may  be  collected 
at  the  rates  allowed  by  general  law. 

§  4.  When  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  justify  the  beginning  of  said  road,  the  com- 
missioners, or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  and  hold  an  election  for  a  president 
and  three  directors  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors 
to  appoint  one  of  their  directors  treasurer,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  moneys  of  the  company,  subject  to  the 
order  of" the  president;  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  company  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  stockholder  in  said  company. 

§  G.  This  road  shall  commence  at  a  point  near  Crane's 
school-house,  and  terminate  at  the  most  convenient  and 
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practicable    point   on    the    Eiizaville    and    Flemingsburg 
Turnpike  Road.

Wheeeas,  On  the  24th  day  of  July,  1879,  J.  J.  Hitch- 
cock, by  virtue  of  an  order  of  the  Hickman  county  court, 
entered  and  surveyed  two  hundred  acres  of  vacant  and 
unappropriated  land  in  Hickman  county,  on  the  island 
known  as*  Towhead^  Inland;  and  the  surveyor  of  said 
county  having  recorded  the  said  survey,  and  forwarded 
the  same  to  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office, 
and  said  Register  having  doubt.s  as  to  his  authority  under 
existing  laws  to  issue  a  patent  on  said  survey;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembty  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office  is  hereby 
directed  to  issue  to  J.  J.  Hitchcock  a  patent  on  said  sur- 
vey named  in  the  preamble  to  this  act,  when  said  Hitch- 
cock  pays  the  fees  of  regit^tecing. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  888. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Science  Hill  Academy,  of  Taylor  county. 

Whereas,  The  voters  under  the  school  law,  and  the 
patrons  residing  in  school  district  No.  4,  in  Taylor  coun- 
ty, desiring  to  elevate  the  standard  of  education  in  said 
district,  and  realizing  that  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
present  school  system  are  inadequate  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  purpose,  have  improved  the  old  building  and 
erected  a  new  one  in  conjunction  therewith,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  about  a  thousand  dA>ilars,  on  the  lot  of  ground

that  was  donated  for  school  purposes  by  J.  Cowherd,  and 
have  had  in  successful  operation  for  the  last  few  years  a 
school  of  high  order,  and  are  now  desirous  of  perpetu- 
ating the  institution  and  of  putting^  it  on*  a  firm  basis  by 
harmonizing  any  apparently  conflicting  interest ;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  James  W.  Edwards.  Benj.  O.  Durritt,  W.  H. 
Cowherd,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Science  Hill  Academy;  and  by 
that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
power  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the 
same  at  pleasure;  to  make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of 
said  academy;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  to 
acquire  and  hold,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  purchase,  or 
otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property  for  the  u^e  of 
said  company,  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  in 
value. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  academy  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty  ($20)  dollars  each;  and  the  trustees 
may,  from  time  to  time,  a.-«  necessity  may  require,  issue 
shares  additional  to  those  alreadv  issued,  but  in  no  case 
to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars;  and  the  amount  of  stock 
subscribed  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary,  and  no  stock  shall  be  transferable  from 
one  person  to  another  except  the  transfer  be  entered  on 
such  book. 

§  3.  That  the  title  in  and  to  the  said  house  and  lot,  and 
the  entire  control  of  the  same,  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of 
said  trustees,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  education,  and 
none  other;  that  the  above  named  trustees  hold  their  office 
till  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  at  which  time,  and  on 
the  same  day  each  succeeding  year,  an  election  shall  be 
held.  That  at  the  first  election  there  shall' be  elected  by 
the  stockholders,  who  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every 
share  of  stock  held  by  them,  five  trustees,  one  of  whom, 
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to  be  determined  by  lot,  8hall  hold  his  office  five  years, 
another  four,  another  three,  another  two,  and  another 
one;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year  there- 
after the  stockMblderts  shall  elect  one  trustee  to  fill  the 
place  of  him  whose  term  expiree  on  that  day. 

§  4.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  at  every  election,  shall 
select  out  of  their  own  number  a  chairman,  whose  duties 
it  shall  be  to  preside  at  each  meeting  of  the  board,  and 
that  be  have  power  to  convene  the  board  at  any  time  he 
may  deem  proper,  by  giving  reasonable  notice;  and  that 
the  said  board  shall  select  a  secretary  annually,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings;  and 
that  said  board  have  the  power  to  employ  a  principal, 
and  make  such  arrangements  as  may  seem  best  for  the 
success  of  the  school,  and  that  they  be  clothed  with  gen- 
eral supervisory  powers  over  the  school;  to  hear  and  de- 
termine all  complaints,  and  to  expel  any  scholar  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons;  that  should  any  vacancies  occur 
in  the  said  board,  that  they  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
stockholders;  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman,  in 
addition  to  his  other  duties,  to  make  out  a  census  each 
year  of  the  number  of  common  school  scholars  in  said 
district,  and  to  make  such  reports  of  that  portion  of  the 
school  as  may  be  required  under  the  school  law. 

§  5.  That  a  uniform  rate  of  tuition  for  the  diflferent 
grades  be  charged  and  collected  on  each  scholar  that 
attends:  Provided^  however.  That  those  pupils  within  the 
district,  and  of  age  fixed  by  the  school  law,  and  who 
attend  the  said  school,  shall  receive  a  credit  by  their  per 
capita  of  the  school  fund. 

§  6.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  establish  such  by  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  charter,  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  supervision  and  government  of  said 
academy.  The  property  of  said  corporation  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation. 

$  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  ir?  hereby,  incorporated, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  Knob  Lick  and  McCormick's 
Church  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  t>ald  name  and 
9ty)e  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  as  such,  is  hereby 
vested  with  all  the  powers  enjoyed  by  similar  corpora- 
tions in  the  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  commission- 
ers to  receive  subscriptions  of  :<tock  to  said  company,  viz: 
Henry  Baughman,  Edward  Carter,  B.  F.  Powell,  Bene- 
dict Spaulding,  W.  S.  Hocker,  and  A.  K.  Denny;  and 
said  persons  are  authorized  to  open  books  and  receive 
subscription  at  an}'  time  and  place  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  sHid  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  the  entire  capital 
stock  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  to  construct 
said  road  and  toll-house,  at  v^hich  toll  may  be  collected 
at  the  rates  allowed  by  general  law. 

§  4.  When  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  justify  the  beginning  of  said  road,  the  com- 
missioners, or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  and  hold  an  election  for  a  president 
and  six  directors  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  under  eigh- 
teen feet,  or  more  than  twenty  feet;  the  metal  or  mac- 
adamized part  shall  not  be  less  than  fourteen  feet  wide 
and  ten  inches  deep;  the  steepness  or  grade  shall  not  ex- 
ceed four  degrees. 

§  0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors 
to  appoint  one  of  their  directors  treasurer,  who  shall  exe- 
cute bond,  with  approved  security,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  moneys  of  the  company,  subject  to  the  order 
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of  the  president;  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  company,  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  stockholder  in  said  company. 

§  7.  The  county  court  of  Lincoln  county  are  hereby 
authorized  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, in  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
per  mile,  should  they  deem  it,  in  their  discretion,  neces- 
sary to  be  done;  and  said  court  are  hereby  empowered 
and  authorized  to  subscribe  stock  to  said  company,  in 
their  discretion,  to  aid  in  building  bridges  along  the  route. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  890. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  cbarier  of  the  town  of  North  Ifiddletown,  Bourbon 

connty. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assenibljf  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  North  Middle- 
town,  Bourbon  county,  are  authorized  to  buy,  bui|d,  or 
otherwise  secure  a  station-house,  or  other  proper  place 
to  confine  persons  found  guilty  of  or  charged  with  vio- 
lating the  ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  are  authorized  to  prescribe  punish- 
ment and  penalties  for  violations  of  said  town  ordinances 
by  confinement  in  said  station-house,  or  other  place  of 
confinement,  or  other  modes,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  891. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  E.  H.  Mottlev,  late  sheHflT  of  Warren  coantv. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  L  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
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hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
in  favor  of  E.  H.  Mottley,  late  sheriff  of  Warren  county, 
for  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  pay- 
able out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated. 

§  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  892, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  ad  act,  entitled  *' An  act  to  incorporate  the  Uovinirton 

and  Taylor's  Mill  TtirnpilEe  Road  Company/' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  Covington  and  Taylor's  Mill  Road  Turn- 
pike Company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
complete  five  miles  of  said  road,  beginning  at  a  point  op- 
posite the  southwest  corner-stone  of  the  tavern  stand 
now  occupied  by  John  Moss,  at  South  Covington,  Kenton 
county,  Kentucky,  and  follow  the  grade  as  at  made,  and 
continue  southwardly  for  the  distance  of  five  miles,  the 
same  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  first  mentioned  act  of  incorporation. 

§  2  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  turnpike  com- 
pany may  erect  a  toll-gate  at  the  bridge  over  the  Bank 
Lick  creek  on  said  road,  or  within  one  quarter  of  a  mile 
of  the  stone  in  South  Covington  mentioned  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act :  Provided^  however^  That  said  com- 
pany shall  not  have  the  right  to  charge  toll  at  said  gate 
on  said  road  until  said  company  shall  have  completed  at 
least  one  mile  of  said  turnpike  road. 

§  3.  The  rates  of  toll  on  said  turnpike  road  shall  be 
such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4  This  act  not  to  interfere  with  the  completion  of 
road  when  the  company  may  think  fit  to  complete  the 
same  :  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  terminus  of  said 
turnpike  road   in   the  city  of  Covington  shall  be  at  the 
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south  end  of  Edwards  street,  in  the  corporation  line,  in- 
stead of  Scott  or  Greenup  streets,  as  before  enacted. 
§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  894. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  public  school  for  chiidri^D  of  the  Afric'in  race  resid. 

\ng  in  the  city  of  FraokFort. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  ].  That  the  trustees  of  the  public  school  shall  estab- 
lish, organize,  and  maintain  a  public  school  for  children 
of  the  African  race  residing  in  the  said  city,  which  shall 
be  known  as  the  Colored  Public  School  of  Fiankfort. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  the  public  school  shall  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  the  colored  public  school,  make 
rules  and  regulations,  adopt  text-books  and  a  course  of 
study  for  the  same,  and  appoint,  within  twenty  days  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  five  discreet,  qualified  colored 
voters  in  the  city,  who  shall  be  the  advisory  board  of 
trustees  of  the  colored  school. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  the  public  school  shall  prescribe 
the  duties  of  the  colored  trustees,  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  remove  them  for  cause,  and 
supply  all  vacancies  in  the  said  advisory  board  caused  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  oflice,  or  removal  from 
the  city. 

§  4.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  colored  public 
school  shall  consist  of  the  pro  rata  from  the  State  for 
the  education  of  colored  children  residing  in  the  city, 
and  such  other  sums  of  money  as  are  now,  or  may  here- 
after be,  set  apart  by  law  or  ordinance  or  otherwise,  for 
the  support  of  the  said  colored  public  school, 

§5  The  fund  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  kept 
separate,  collected  and  disbursed  as  the  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  public  school  are.

ers  owning  real  estate  on  or  near  the  route  of  any  pro- 
posed turnpike  road  in  said  county,  accompanied  by  a 
map  of  said  proposed  road,  or  the  part  thereof  proposed 
to  be  macadamized,  showing  in  detail  the  commencement, 
the  termjnus,  length,  width  of  road-bed,  width  and  depth 
of  metal,  grade,  and  cost  of  construction,  certified  to  as 
correct  by  a  competent  civil  engineer  resident  in  said 
county;  also  that  the  proposed  route  is  the  most  eligible 
and  practicable  in  said  district  for  a  turnpike  road;  and,

jud^e,  when  the  delinquent  lists  are  thus  returned,  shall 
place  the  same  for  collection  in  the  hands  of  the  consta- 
bles or  town  inarshals  in  whose  district  the  delinquent 
may  live  respectively;  and  they  shall  collect  the  same  as 
sheiifis  are  aothor^zed  to  collect  taxes.  Any  constable 
or  marshal  receiving?  socfa  list  for  collection  shall,  within 
four  months  after  the  list  is  placed  in  his  hands,  make 
settlement  with  the  county  judge,  showing  all  the  taxes 
collected  by  him  on  such  lists,  and  of  whom  collected; 
and  the  judge  shall  allow  such  officer  not  less  than  twen- 
ty nor  4nore  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  so  col- 
lected for  his  services;  and  any  balance  in  his  hands  he 
shall  then  pay  immediately  over  to  the  county  judge.  In 
such  settlement  the  judge  must  charge  the  constable  with

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by  distress  or  other  legal  process,  as  other  taxes  may  be 
coiiected;  and  any  money  so  received  by  the  judge  on 
such  sale  shall  be  reported  by  him  to  the  county  court, 
and  paid  over  to  the  districts  entitled.

over  to  the  officer  making  the  settlement  by  such  super- 
visor, constable,  or  marshal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  o\  the 
«ounty  court,  on  the  motion  of  the  county  attorney,  to 
issue  a  rule  against  the  person  so  in  default  to  show  cause 
why  a  judgment  should  not  be  rendered  against  him  by 
the  said  court,  in  the  name  of  Boone  county,  for  the 
amount  so  found  in  the  bands  of  such  person,  which  rule 
may  be  returnable  to  the  next  regular  term  of  the  court, 
or  to  some  earlier  special  term  to  be  then  called  by  the 
court  for  the  trial  of  the  rule,  which  rule  shall  be  exe- 
cuted by  any  oflicer  authorized  to  serve  a  summons  from 
the  county  court  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  the  parry 
at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day.  The  officer  exe- 
cuting the  rule  shall  make  return  thereof  to  the  county 
court  on  the  return  day  named  therein.  On  the  return 
of  the  rule  executed,  the  court  shall  try  the  case,  and 
render  a  judgment  in  the  name  of  the  county  against 
the  defendant  or  defendants  in  the  rule  for  the  amount 
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found  in  such  parties'  hands,  with  ten  per  cent,  thereon, 
by  his  settlement,  anless  there  be  an  error  shown  in 
the  settlement;  and  in  that  event,  the  judgment  shall 
be  for  the  amount  due,  with  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  after 
correcting  such  errors  as  may  have  been  shown.  The 
costs  shall  be  adjudged  against  the  defendant,  when 
the  judgment  is  against  him,  for  an^*  sum.  When  the 
rule  is  against  a  constable  or  marshal,  if  a  copy  thereof 
be  served  on  the  official  sureties  of  such  officers,  they 
shall  thereby  be  deemed  parties  to  the  rule,  and  the  court 
may  render  judgment  against  them  jointly  with  such  offi- 
cer on  trial  of  the  rule  for  the  amount  recovered  and  the 
costs.  The  judgment  shall  be  enforced  by  execution  as 
judgments  of  the  circuit  courts,  except  that  no  property  of 
the  defendant,  real  or  personal,  shall  be  exempt  from  levy 
and  sale  thereunder,  and  no  replevy  shall  be  allowed;  and 
any  sale  made  under  such  execution  shall  be  for  ca«<h. 
The  money  collected  on  such  judgments  or  executions 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  court;  and  after  paying 
costs,  the  court  shall  pay  the  remainder  over  to  the  sur- 
veyor of  the  road  district  entitled  thereto.*  The  county 
court,  as  referred  to  in  this  and  the  preceding  section, 
means  the  county  court  proper,  and  does  not  include  the 
justices  of  the  peace  as  forming  a  part  of  said  court.  Any 
money  paid  over  to  the  judge  or  commissioner  making 
the  settlements  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  reported 
to  and  paid  over  to  the  county  court,  and  distributed  to 
the  surveyors  entitled.  The  officer  making  the  said  set- 
tlements shall  state  in  his  report  the  amount  found  in  the 
surveyor's  hands,  or  in  the  hands  of  such  marshal  or  con- 
stable, and  whether  the  same  has  been  paid  over  to  the 
officer  as  required  by  this  act;  and  the  said  rule  shall  then 
issue  for  the  amount  unpaid,  as  shown  by  the  report  when 
confirmed  by  the  court.  The  officer  making  the  settle- 
ments referred  to  in  this  act  shall  receive  for  each  settle- 
ment he  makes  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  levy. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  904. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  voMng  and  mairistcrial  district  in  Martin 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniDealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  establuh^d  an  additional  vot- 
ing and  magisterial  district  in  Martin  county,  bounded  as 
follows,  viz :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Wolf  creek,  on 
Tugg  river,  on  the  lower  side  of  said  Wolf  creek;  thence 
up  the  point  to  the  top  of  the  hill  between  Wolf  creek  and 
Buck  creek ;  thence  with  the  top  of  the  ridge  to  the  head 
of  Little  Rockcastle  fork  of  Wolf  creek,  so  as  to  include 
all  the  citizens  on  Little  Kockcasile  to  its  mouth;  thence 
down  main  Wolf  creek  to  the  mouth  of  the  Pigeon 
Roost  fork  of  said  creek;  thence  up  the  point  on  the 
lower  side  of  said  Pigeon  Roost  fork  to  the  top  of  the  hill 
between  the  said  fork  and  the  Emily  of  Wolf  creek; 
thence  with  the  top  of  the  hill  to  the  county  line  at  the 
head  of  the  Bent  branch  of  Big  creek;  thence  with  the 
county  line  to  the  mouth  of  Big  creek;  thence  down  the 
river  to  the  beginning;  and  the  voting  place  in  said  dis- 
trict is  hereby  located  at  the  mouth  of  the  Long  branch. 

$  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Whekbas,  The  common  school  commissioner  of  Cum- 
berland county  failed  to  report  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  eighteen  scholars  reported  to  him  by 
the  trustee  of  district  No.  10  for  the  school  year  ending: 
the  June  30th,  1879,  and  the  teacher  contracted  with  th« 
trustee  upon  the  basis  of  said  trustee's  report;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  for  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  and  forty  cents,  in 
favor  of  L.  G.  Chauncey,  teacher,  the  same  to  be  paid 
out  of  any  surplus  remaining  to  the  credit  of  Cumber- 
land county,  or  from  the  interest  on  the  Cumberland 
county  school  bond  for  the  year  1880. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  907. 

AN  ACT  to  aoiboriie  the  county  court  of  Leslie  county  to  issue  bonds  to 

creditors  for  work  done  on  public  buildings. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Leslie  county  is  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
county,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  to  the  credit- 
ors of  said  county,  for  any  amount  due  said  creditors  for 
work  done  on  public  buildings  for  said  county. 

$  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  in  language  sufficient  to  obli- 
gate said  county  court  to  pay  said  creditor  the  sum 
specified  in  said  bond. 

§  3.  The  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  said  bonds 
shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 

$  4.  Said  bonds  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  for  the 
payment  of  said  bonds,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  county 
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judge  and    attested  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county' 
under  the  seal  of  his  of&ce. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  908. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  Irelaodt  of  Woodford  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  ordered  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  John  T. 
Ireland,  of  Woodford  county,  Kentucky,  for  the  sum  of 
twenty-nine  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents,  to  refund  the 
amount  bid  and  paid  by  him  for  lands  sold  by  the  sheriff 
of  Woodford  county  for  taxes,  which  lands  were  so  irreg- 
ularly assessed  that  said  Ireland  obtained  no  title  there- 
to under  said  purchase. 

^  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;  but 
said  land  shall  be  assessed  again  for  taxation  for  the  year 
it  was  so  improperly  listed.

CHAPTER  909. 

AN  ACT  to  aathorize  and  empower  the  county  court  of  Lawrence  coaoty 
to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  connty  to  pay  for  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Cbattaroi  Railway  Company  through  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Lawrence  county  is  au* 
thorized  to  ascertain  the  amounts  paid  for  the  right  of 
way,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  paid  by  the  Chattaroi 
Railway  Company  for  the  right  of  way  for  said  railroad 
through  the  county  of  Lawrence,  including  the  cost  of 
condemnation,  and  the  date  of  said  payments;  and  the 
amount  paid,  or  to  be  paid,  shall  be  inspected  and  ap- 
proved by  the  county  judge  and  county  attorney  of  said 
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coanty,  as  to  the  amounts  agreed  upon  by  the  said  rail- 
way conripany  and  the  owners  of  the  land  over  which 
the  road  passes;  and  the  Lawrence  county  court  is  di- 
rected and  authorized  to  issue  bonds,  denominated  as 
bonds  of  Lawrence  county,  for  the  amounts  paid,  bear- 
ing^ six  per  cent,  interest  from  the  date  of  their  issual 
until  paid.  The  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid  off,  together  with  the  interest  that 
may  accrue  thereon,  out  of  the  local  tax,  the  road  and 
property  of  the  railway  company,  which  may  be  subject 
for  taxation  within  said  county  for  county  purposes;  and 
said  county  is  allowed  to  levy  a  tax  on  said  railroad  an- 
nually, not  to  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile, 
and  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  property.  This  tax  is  to  be  levied  when  the  road 
and  property  becomes  subject  to  taxation  in  said  county, 
and  the  tax  on  said  road  and  property  shall  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  until  the  same  is 
fully  paid.  The  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be  issued, 
and  the  accruing  interest,  shall,  in  no  event,  exceed  six 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  impose  any  obligation  on 
the  county  for  their  redemption  beyond  that  above  pro- 
vided. 

§  2.  If  bonds  be  issued  in  pursuance  to  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to 
have  the  amount  of  tax  entered  on  the  records  of  said 
court,  and  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and 
accruing  interest,  and  to  be  applied  to  that  purpose  until 
the  bonds  and  interest  are  fully  paid. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentaokj  BapliBt  Assurftnce  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  McAlister,  W.  P.  Walton,  A.  R.  Penny, 
D.  B.  Edmiston,  A.  L.  Hale,  M.  G.  Nevins,  R.  W.  Hocker, 
R.  E.  Barrow,  and  V.  E.  Kirtley,  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate, 
under  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  Baptist  Assurance  Asso- 
ciation, with  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with;  the  right  to  acquire  and  hold  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  eigh- 
ty thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  dispose  of  same  for 
the  benevolent  purposes  herein  declared;  and  may  make 
such  by  laws  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry

or  other  process  of  law,  so  as  to  divert  its  benefits  and 
use  from  the  persons  above  named.

forfeitures,  and  moneys  for  the  public  use  received  by 
him,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  them;  and  on  his  failure 
to  do  so,  he  shall  be  proceeded  against  by  indictment  in 
the  criminal  court  as  in  case  of  justices  of  the  peace  who 
have  failed  to  report  fines,  &c.,  collected. 

Article  IV. 
§  1.  The  marshal  of  said  town,  if  required  by  the  trus- 
tees, shall  have  a  deputy  or  deputies,  not  exceeding  three 
in  number,  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties; 
and  he  and  his  deputies  shall  be  the  cimservators  of  the 
peace  in  said  town.  He  shall,  by  himself  or  his  deputies, 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  trustees  and  police  court.  He 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law 
on  constables,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  shall  ex- 
ecute all  process  in  said  town  of  the  police  judge  thereof 
He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  constables  are  required  to  do  by  law  He  shall 
pay  over  all  fines  and  public  moneys  collected  by  him  to 
the  town  trustees,  or  as  they  may  by  ordinance  provide. 
For  neglect  or  non-performance  of  duty,  or  misfeasance 
in  office,  he  shall  be  proceeded  against  in  the  court  of  the 
police  judge  in  the  same  manner  as  constables  in  like 
cases  are  now  proceeded  against  by  law;  and  he  shall  in 
ail  like  cases  be  entitled  to  charge,  receive,  and  collect 
the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  or  may  hereafter  be 
allowed  by  law  to  constables,  and  such  fees,  salary,  and 
perquisites  as  the  town  trustees  may  by  ordinance  allow 
him,  and  his  deputies  such  as  may  be  allowed  to  them  by 
ordinance. 
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Article  V. 
§1.  The  trustees  of    said   town   shall   have   power   to  Mayievyand 

collect  laxts. 

assess  and  collect  a  poll-tax  on  the  legal  tith^bles  therein, 
not  exceeding  one  dollar,  and  levy  and  collect  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  all  real,  personal,  and  mixed  estate 
within  said  town;  and  also  all  other  rights^,  credits,  and 
choses  in  action;  and  whatever  else  now  or  hereafter 
may  belong  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  not  to  ex- 
ceed thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property,  or  whatever  is  or  may  be  taxed.  They  may  by 
ordinance  also  require  from  each  voter,  at  their  charter 
elections,  and  as  a  qualification,  a  receipt  from  the  tax 
collector  for  his  poll  tax,  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
supervisors  of  elections.

who  shall  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  and  shall  have  power  to  coerce  the  payment 
of  all  taxes  assessed  by  them  by  distress  and  sale  of  per- 
sonal property  as  sheriffs  have  in  collecting  the  county 
levy.  In  case  no  personal  property  can  be  found,  he 
shall  advertise  and  sell  the  real  estate  of  the  delinquent 
in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  authorized  to  do  in 
selling  real  estate  under  executions,  except  that  there 
shall  be   no  valuations;   and  the  property  shall  be  sold 
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at  the  town  hall  door  in  said  town.  Within  sixty  days 
after  such  sales,  the  collector  shall  make  a  full  return, 
specifying  the  property  sold,  names  of  owners,  if  known, 
the  purchasers^,  amount  of  sale,  and  when  sold,  together 
with  a  copy  of  his  advertisement,  to  the  town  clerk,  who 
shall  file,  record,  and  preserve  the  same.  The  owner  shall 
have  the  power  to  redeem  the  real  estate  thus  sold,  at 
any  time  within  one  year,  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the 
purchaser  the  amount  of  his  purchase  money,  and  fifty 
per  cent,  thereon;  and  all  taxes  paid  since  purchase  by 
him  on  the  property,  or  when  the  purchaser  is  a  non-resi- 
dent, or  cannot  be  found,  such  amounts  may  be  paid  to 
the  trustees  for  his  benefit;  the  collector,  or  his  success- 
ors, shall  make  deeds  to  the  purchasers  or  their  assigns 
of  the  real  estate  thus  sold  for  taxes,  which  shall  pass  the 
title  thereto,  unless  the  same  is  duly  redeemecl;  and  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  efllect  as  a  sheriff''s  deed  under 
his  sales  and  execution.  Said  collector  may  be  allowed 
such  fees,  charges  for  advertisements,  sales,  and  deeds, 
and  per  centage  for  collections,  as  the  trustees  may  deter- 
mine. For  securing  the  payment  of  taxes  to  said  town, 
a  lien  shall  exist,  and  is  hereby  given,  on  all  property 
asses:$ed,  real  and  personal,  from  the  first  day  in  January 
in  each  year  until  payment  thereof,  which  shall  not  be 
invalidated  or  affected  by  subsequent  transfers,  encum- 
brances, or  sales.  The  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  become 
due  at  such  times  as  the  town  trustees  may,  by  ordinance, 
prescribe;  and  for  the  non-payment  of  the  same  by  the 
time  they  are  declared  to  be  due,  said  trustees  may  add 
such  per  centum,  not  exceeding  fifteen  per  centum,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  collect  the  same  in  the  man- 
ner as  the  original  taxes  levied.

§  2.  The  board  of  school  trustees  of  said  town  shall  fix 
its  times  and  place  of  meeting,  which  meetings  shall  be 
public,  adopt  its  own  rules  and  by-laws,  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  members,  punish  members  for  disorderly 
conduct,  and,  for  cause,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  elect,  expel  a  member. 

§  3.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  of  said  board  Quorum,  &c. 
shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  said  board  shall,  at  its 
first  meeting,  elect  from  its  number  a  president,  who  shall 
prei^ide  at  all  its  meetings,  sign  all  orders,  agreements, 
contracts,  and  other  writings  on  the  part  of  the  board, 
and  take  care  that  its  by-laws  are  faithfully  executed.  In 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  president,  the  board  may 
choo:$e  a  president  joro  tern. 

§  4.  Said  board  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase,  re-  ^ay  hold  land, 

&c  ,  for  common 

ceive  conveyance  to,  and  hold  sufficient  land,  as  also  to  sc^<^«^  purposes, 
sell  the  same,  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  thereof,  for  com- 
mon school  purposes;  to  erect  suitable  common  school 
buildings  in  said  town;  to  pass  all  needful  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  schools,  and  to  employ  teachers  for 
the  same  at  such  salaries  as  the  board  may  determine. 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  visit  regularly  the  schools  of  said 
town,  and  attend  all  public  examinations  of  the  same. 

Article  VII. 

§  1.  All  persons  owning  real  estate  in  the  said  town  cf 
Berr3's,  and  residing  in  the  precinct  thereof,  and  are  legal 
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voters  at  other  elections,  shall  he  qualified  voters  at  all 
municipal  elections  held  in  8ai<!  town  of  Berry's. 

§  *2.  That  all  acta  and  parts  of  acts  concerning  charter 
or  town  of  Berryville  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed 

§  3.  That  this  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  914. 

AK    ACT    to  iDCorportiie  the  Harp  Turnpike  Road  Coropanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Harp  Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Fay- 
ette and  Bourbon  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  the  point  where  the  Russell's  dirt 
road  intersects  the  Lexington  and  Cynthiana  Turnpike; 
thence  along  the  line  of  said  dirt  road  to  the  Devore  lane; 
thence  along  line  of  said  Devore  lane  to  the  Hurst  place; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction,  through  said  Hurst  farm, 
to  the  line  between  the  Brooks  farm  and  the  Bagg  farm, 
or  in  such  direction  to  the  Lexington  and  Maysville  Turn- 
pike Road  at  such  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
board  of  directors.  Said  corporation,  when  formed,  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  incident  to  such  corpo- 
rations. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  Jas.  C.  Wallace,  John  J.  Piper,  Robt.  Devore, 
Lewis  Harp,  George  Harp,  and  Jas.  Hurst  are  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  a  book 
in  which  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  said  company  shall 
enter  into  the  following  obligation  :  We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  bind  ourselves  to  pay  to  the 
Harp  Turnpike  Road  the  sums  of  money  set  opposite 
our  names,  in  such  proportion,  and  at  such  time,  as  shall 
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be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  has  been 
subscribed  or  secured  to  build  one  half  of  said  road,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  give  notice  of 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  at  some 
convenient  point,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  for 
said  company;  and  at  said  meeting  at  least  two  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be  present  and  superintend  the  elec- 
tion. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  elected  a  president  and  five  direct- 
ors, who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the  day 
of  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  elect  a 
treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, who  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  or  their  duties, 
give  such  bond  as  said  board  may  require. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body;  and  the  elec- 
tion for  president  and  directors,  after  the  first  election, 
shall  be  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year. 

§  7.  That  said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
in  all  litigation  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  natural  person. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  915. 

AN  ACT  to  iocorporate  tbe  L^wrenceburg  and  White's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road 

CompBnj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealih 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Lawrenceburg  and  White's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road,  from  a 
point  at  or  near  where  the  old  White's  Ferry  Road  comes 
into  the  Lawrenceburg  and  Shryock's  Ferry  Turnpike,  to 
Lock  No.  5,  on  the  Kentucky  river.     The  books  of  the 
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company  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened  in 
Lawrenceburg,  under  the  direction  and  management  of 
the  following  commissioners,  viz:  Ezra  McGinnis,  John 
Vaughn,  James  Sharp,  Randall  Boggess,  Dixon  G.  Mc- 
Ginnis, George  W.  Forston,  and  John  W.  Hickman.  The 
capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars, 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  shall 
be  authorised  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company,  in 
the  name  of  Anderson  county,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  in  length;  and 
shall  be  governed,  in  making  said  subscriptions,  and  in. 
levying  and  collecting  the  tax  to  pay  the  same,  by  the 
provisions  of  an  act  authorizing  the  county  of  Anderson 
to  take  and  hold  stock  in  certain  roads  in  said  county, 
approved  March*  the  10th,  1854;  and  said  act,  as  far  aa 
the  same  is  applicable  to,  and  not  inconsistent  with,  this 
act,  is  made  a  part  hereof. 

§  3.  That  sections  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven, 
eight,  nine,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  and  fourteen  of  aa 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Camdenville, 
Johnsonviile  and  Burnt  Church  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany," approved  February  24th,  1870,  as  far  as  they  are 
applicable  and  not  inconsistent  [with]  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  made  and  enacted  as  part  hereof. 

§  4.  That  no  law  heretofore  enacted  shall  preclude  the 
county  court  from  taking  stock  in  said  road  on  account  of 
the  length  of  said  road  being  less  than  four  miles. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  916. 

AN  AOT  autboriziDfir  the  commissioners  of  the  siokinp:  fund  of  the  city  of 
LouisTille  to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  transfer  the  stock  of  the  LoaisTille  and 
NRshvitle  Railroad  Company  held  bj  said  comnissioners  for  said  citj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the 
city  of  Louisville  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  sell, 
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di>po9e  of,  and  transfer  the  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
held  by  said  commissioners  or  said  city,  in  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and  with  the  proceeds 
thereof  pay  and  dischargee  all  and  every  liability  for 
which  said  stock  has  been  pledged  :  Provided,  hnvever, 
That  the  general  cbuncil  of  the  city  of  Louisville  shall 
have  no  right  or  power,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  to 
expend  or  appropriate  the  said  proceeds  of  said  stock,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for 
which  it  was  pledged  as  aforesaid;  but  the  said  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  after  paying  or  provid- 
ing for  said  charge  against  said  stock  or  fund,  use  the 
surplus,  if  any  remains,  in  the  payment  of  the  floating 
debt  of  said  city  created  prior  to  January  1,  1880:  P/'f)- 
vided  further.  That  the  power  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  not  be  exercised 
uniil  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
voting  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  or  some 
general  election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  power  to  sell 
said  stock;  said  election  to  be  held  after  sixty  days'  pub- 
lic notice,  published  in  at  least  two  English  and  one  Ger- 
man daily  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville.  At 
said  election,  each  voter  shall  be  asked  the  question : 
"Are  you  for  or  against  empowering  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  to  sell  the  stock  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad?''  !Said  election  shall  be  ordered  by 
ordinance  of  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville, 
passed  in  a  regular  session  and  approved  by  the  mayor. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  all  charters  or  parts  of  charters, 
acti  or  parts  of  acts,  coming  in  conflict  with  this  act  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  lU  passage.

Ail  ACT  to  fncorporate  a  turopike  road  cooipaDj  in  GfadI  cnuatj'. 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  General  Asuemhiy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  O.  H.  Wright,  J.  G.  RolrfHd,  M.  F.  Acre,  P. 
P.  Kennaday,  J.  R.  Stephenson,  and  tbeir  successors  and 
associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Long 
Rid^e  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  said  uame  and 
style  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the 
courts  and  places  in  the  Commonwealth.  They  shall 
have  and  use  a  seal,  which  may  be  altered,  changed,  or 
renewed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors,  and  do  all  Hct:^ 
which  such  bodies  corporate  may  do,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  general  laws  of  the  State.

which  shall  be  paid  in  such  calls  as  a  majority  of  the

^  b.  Be  it  further  e7uicte{l.  That  the  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
lavirt»,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  interest  and 
benefit  of  said  boaitl  of  directors,  and  power  to  enforce 
the  same.  All  contracts  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  have  the  aseal  of 
the  company  affixed  thereto.

punishable  according  to  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  corporation  in  an  act  of  trespass,  and  the 
damages,  when  recovered,  shall  be  applied  by  the  corpo- 
ration to  restore,  as  far  as  possible,  any  injury  that  has 
been  done.

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CHAPTER  923. 

AN  ACT  to  tDcorpor»te  the  Oarroll,  Gallatin,  and  Owen  Union  Fair  and 

Exposition  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  W.  H.  Tandy,  W.  B.  Williams,  and  Peter  Lewd- 
ly n,  of  Carroll  county;  Wm.  Payne,  Wm.  Carpenter,  and 
W.  M.  McDannell,  of  Gallatin  county;  R.  T.  Vories,  J. 
N,  Williams,  and  Henry  McDorment,  of  Owen  county, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
hy,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Carroll,  Gallatin,  and  Owen  Union  Fair 
and  Exposition  Association,  with  perpetual  succession; 
have  full  power  to  receive,  acquire,  and  hold,  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  fj^ift,  subscription,  &c.,  any  and  all  lands, 
moneys,  and  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  stated;  to  sell,  transfer,  or  convey  the  same; 
and  under  said  name  may,  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  or  abolish  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  any  five  of  the  above  named  persons  con- 
stitute a  board  of  commissioners  pro  tempore  to  transact 
any  business  in  the  interest  of  said  association,  and  may, 
within  three  years  from  the  date  hereof,  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock,  and  whenever  one  thousand 
dollars  are  subscribed,  at  their  discretion,  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  nine 
directors,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  the  said  stockholders 
shall  hold  a  similar  meeting  annually  on  the  fourth  Sat- 
urday in  October;  but  if,  from  any  cause,  they  fail  to 
hold  an  election  on  that  day,  the  board  of  directors  in- 
cumbent niay,  at  their  discretion,  call  a  meeting  for  that 
purpose  on  the  day  they  deem  expedient,  by  giving  no- 
tice twenty  days  previous  thereto,  in  any  newspaper 
printed  in  Carroll,  Gallatin,  or  Owen  county,  or  by  mail- 
ing written  or  printed  notices  to  the  several  stockholders; 
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and  may,  by  giving:  similar  notice,  call  a  meeting  at  any 
time  for  any  purpose,  in  their  judgment,  necessary  to  the 
interest  of  said  association. 

§  3.  That  the  objects  of  said  association  &ha)i  be  the 
promotion,  improvement,  development,  and  encourage- 
ment of  the  agricultural,  mechanical,  mining,  manufac- 
turing, stock-raising,  and  general  industrial  interests  and 
resources  of  its  vicinity;  and  for  the  purpose  of  advancing^ 
said  interests,  the  board  of  directors  may  hold  one  or 
more  exhibitions  annuall}',  offering  such  premiums  and 
awards  as  in  their  judgment  or  conducive  thereto. 

§  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  »aid  association  shall  he 
five  thousand  dollars,  liable  to  increase,  if  desirable,  to 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  or  transferred,  or 
otherwise  controlled,  as  provided  in  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  thereof. 

§  5.»  That  the  prudential,  financial,  and  otber  concerns 
of  said  association,  together  with  all  its  property  and 
estate  of  any  and  every  kind,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  president  and  directors,  who  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  adopt  such  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  States,  and  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the 
Bime  at  pleasure,  as,  in  their  discretion,  or  necessary  to 
the  management  or  conducive  to  the  interests  of  said 
association,  and  may  require  of  stockholders  to  afBx  their 
respective  signatures  to  said  constitution,  by-laws,  &;c., 
as  fully  consenting  to  the  terms  thereof,  and  conditional 
to  the  ownership  of  stock  in  said  association. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  directors,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  whose  vote  in  all  cases  of  tie  shall  be  decisive^ 
and  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  their  body  by  death,  removal,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  by  election  from  the  stockholders;  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  treasurer,  one  or  more 
vice  presidents,  and  one  or  more  secretaries,  and  such 
other  officers  as  necessary  to  the  interests  of  said  aasocia- 
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tion,  and  may  require  of  all  its  ofHcers  bond,  with  security, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

§7.  That  for  and  during  the  days  on  which  said  asso- 
ciation may  hold  its  exhibitions,  the  hoard  of  directors 
may,  for  satisfactory  consideration,  rent  or  lease  to,  and 
have  exclusive  control  over,  shows,  menageries,  minstrel 
troupes,  curiosities,  swings,  booths  for  refreshments,  sale 
stands,  and  similar  institutions,  the  privilege  of  exhibit- 
ing  or  selling  within  their  grounds:  Provided,  That  said 
board  of  directors  shall  not  allow  within  their  grounds,  or 
the  vicinity  thereof,  any  immoral  exhibition,  or  any  gam- 
bling or  swindling  devices,  or  the  sale  or  gift  of  any  in- 
toxicating liquors. 

§  8.  That  for  and  during  the  day  on  which  said  asso- 
ciation may  hold  its  exhibitions,  no  person  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  board  of  directors  first  had  and  ob- 
tained, erect  on  any  lot  or  land,  road,  street,  or  alley, 
within  the  distance  of  three  hundred  yards  of  the  bound- 
ary of  the  grounds  owned  or  leased  by  said  association, 
any  booth,  stall,  or  shed,  or  station  any  stable,  stand, 
wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle,  for  the  sale  or  gift  of  any 
refreshments,  confections,  cakes,  cider,  fruits,  melons,  in- 
toxicating drinks,  &c.;  and  any  person  who  shall  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  for  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  sepa- 
rate act  of  selling,  to  be  recovered  by  a  warrant  from,  and 
tried  before,  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Carroll  county; 
and  all  fines  so  recovered  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said 
association. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  directors  aforesaid,  during  the  days 
aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  booth,  stall, 
shed,  table,  stand,  wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle,  on  or  at 
which  aoy  refreshments,  confections,  cakes,  cider,  fruits, 
melons,  intoxicating  drinks,  &c. ,  are  sold,  or  offered  to  be 
sold,  within  the  distance  aforesaid  of  the  grounds  of  said 
association,  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  directors 
aforesaid  first  had  and  obtained;  and  they  may  also,  by 
their  marshals  and  police,  arrest  any  disorderly  person 
within  their  grounds,  or  the  distance  thereof  aforesaid, 
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who  may  annoy  or  disturb  the  crowd  in  attendance,  or 
obstrucj  the  gates  of  entrance,  or  otherwise  interfere  with 
^heir  exhibition,  and  bring  them  summarily  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  for  Carroll  county  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law. 

^  10.  That  any  person  who  shall  at  any  time  trespass 
on  the  grounds  owned  or  leased  by  said  association  by 
hunting,  shooting,  fishing,  gaming  for  money,  or  by  lewd 
or  immoral  conduct,  or  by  marring,  defacing,  or  other- 
wir^e  injuring  its  trees,  shrubbery,  ornaments,  buildings,  or 
other  property,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
ten  dollars,  or,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  whatever  fine 
may  be  imposed,  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
less  than  twenty  days,  sueh  fine  recoverable  by  warrant 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  from  any  justice  of 
the  peace  for  Carroll  county,  or  by  indictment  in  the  Car- 
roll circuit  court;  and  in  case  of  a  warrant  from  a  justice, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  prosecute;

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  school  district  No.  I,  of  Carter  county. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genend  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  common  school  dis- 
trict No.  1,  in  the  town  of  Grayson,  Carter  county,  Ken- 
tucky, are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
district  to  any  amount,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  the  purpose  of  erectin^^  within  said  district  such 
building  or  buildings  as  may  be  deemed  suitable  for 
school  purposes. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  hear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be 
paid  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  issued  in  such  denom- 
inations as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  proper,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each,  running  not  longer 
than  ten  years,  and  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  of  trustees  at  any  time  after  two  years. 

§  3.  That  the  fund  hereby  created  shall  vest  in  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  district ;  and  they  shall  be  re- 
quired to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  county 
court  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  ;  and 
they  shall  have  power,  with  the  fund  hereby  created, 
to  acquire  such  real  estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  erect  thereon  a  building  or  buildings  suitable  for 
school  purposes ;  and  may  either  cash  the  bonds  or  pay 
them,  or  such  proportion  of  them  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
to  such  persons  as  they  may  purchase  real  estate  from,  or 
to  the  contractor  or  contractor'^  workmen  who  may  erect 
the  building  herein  provided,  or  may  use  them  in  any 
way  deemed  proper  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
And  in  erecting  or  contracting  said  building  or  buildings, 
the  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  prohibited  from 
being  one  of  the  contractors  or  workmen,  either  directly 
or  indirectly. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually,  by  same  suit- 
able person  appointed  by  them,  make  an  annual  asssess- 
ment  of  all  the  real,  personal,  and  residuary  estate  and 
property  in  said  district  ;  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
levy,  a  tax  to  any  amount  not  exceedi|)g  fifty  cents  upon 
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each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  such  property.  The 
collection  of  the  tax  shall  be  had  in  the  manner  that 
is  provided  by  law.  The  money  thus  raised  shall  be  ap- 
plied exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon 
the  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be  issued,  and  to  their 
redemption  at  maturity,  or  at  the  option  of  the  board  of 
trustees :  Provided^  however.  That  only  the  property  of 
white,  persons  shall  be  taxed  for  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  supervision  and 
direction  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  act  ;  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  agents  as  they  may, 
from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act 

§  6.  The  trustees  may  acquire  any  property,  for  this  pur- 
pose herein  set  forth,  by  donation,  gift,  or  otherwise. 

§  7.  This  act  and  the  provisions  thereof  shall  not  be  in 
force  until  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  patrons  of  school 
district  No.  1,  of  Carter  county  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  will  of  the  people  of  said  district,  the 
trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  required  to  cause  an 
election  held  at  their  school-house,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  next,  to  take  the  vote  upon  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  this  act.  If  a  majority  vote  for  its  adoption, 
then  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force.

CHAPTER  933. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  incorporate  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  cttj  graded  school  of  Gjrnthiana,"  approved  April  5tb, 
1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  graded  city 
school  of  Cynthiana,  Kentucky,  shall  have  the  power  to 
levy  and  collect  an  additional  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  tax- 
able property  of  white  persons  in  said  city  each  year,  not 
exceeding  thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  said  property,  whenever  said  trustees  deem  it  neces- 
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sary  to  repair  the  buildings  or  to  ereol  any  additional 
buildingd  or  rooms  to  saccessfully  operate  said  school. 
Said  tax  shall  be  assessed,  levied,  and  collected  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  name  way  and  manner  as  are 
the  taxes  for  said  school  now  collected  by  law  :  Pro- 
vided^ Thirty  days  before  some  regular  or  legal  city  elec- 
tion, the  commissioners  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Cynthiana, 
stating  the  amount  of  tax  proposed  to  be  levied  and 
collected,  and  for  what  purpose,  and  cause  a  poll  to  be 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  accepting  or  rejecting  said 
proposed  tax.  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  white  voters 
vote  in  favor  of  such  tax,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  levy  and 
collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  taxes 
are  collected,  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  no  longer, 
without  re-submitting  the  same  as  provided  in  this  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  B.  G.  Beavers,  A.  B.  McCorkle,  John  Ragland, 
Henry  Lewis,  and  William  Van  Cleave,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  are  hereby  constituted,  as  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  as  trustees  of  Magnolia  College,  in  the 
county  of  Larue,  and  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with 
power  of  perpetual  succession;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Common* 
wealth ;  and  in  the  name  of  Magnolia  College  shall  have 
power  to  nee  a  corporate  seal,  and  to  change  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  secure 
and  hold,  for  the  benefit  and  in  the  name  of  said  institu- 
tion, any  lands,  tenements,  moneys,  goods,  choses  in  ac- 
tion, by  gift,  devise,  donation,  or  purchase,  not  to  exceed 
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m  value  one  hundred  tbauBand  do4lar8,  ainl  to  do  and 
perform  aU  such  acts  as  the  trustees  or  managers  of  sim- 
ilar institutions  are  permitted  to  do  and  perform. 

^  2.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board  trf  trustee? 
by  death,  removal,  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
a  majority  of  said  trustees  to  fill  said  vacancy  by  the  elec- 
tion or  appointment  of  some  suitable  or  capable  person, 

^  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting  after  this  act  shall  take  effect^ 
to  elect  a  president,  vice  president,  trea:3urer,  and  secre- 
tary, whose  duties  and  powers  are  declared  to  be  same  as 
those  of  other  incorporated  educational  institutions  of 
this  State. 

i  4.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  its  first  regular 
meeting  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  A.  D.  1880,  and 
annually  thereafter  forever.

§  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  course  of 
study  in  said  institution,  which  shall  include  the  English 
.  courise,  Latin,  Greek,  German,  and  French,  or  any  of  them; 
Intellectual  Arithmetic,  Written  Arithmetic,  (Elementary 
and  Higher;  Algebra,  first  and  second  parts),  Geometry, 
Surveying,  Analytical  Geometry,  and  Calculus;  course  of 
History  and  Geography;  and  shall  have  power  to  employ 
and  appoint  a  principal  or  president  of  said  college,  with 
such  assistant  teachers  or  professors  as  may  necessary  to 
cbrry  out  the  objects  and  designs  of  said  institution. 

§  7.  That  said  principal,  in  connection  with  the  board 
of  trustees,  shall  have  full  power  to  confer  upon  gradu- 
ates of  said  college  such  diplomas,  honors,  and  degrees, 
as  evidence  of  scholarship,  as  are  usual  in  the  high  schools 
and  colleges  of  this  Commonwealth.

AI7  ACT  in  reUtion  to  the  Louisville,  New  Alb-tny  and  St.  Louis  Railway 

CompaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Conunnnwealth 
nf  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  and  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company,  a  corporation  formed  and  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Illinois,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  made  a  corporate-body  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, with  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
other  railroad  companies  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

$  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  build 
and  operate  a  railroad  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  in 
the  city  of  Louisville,  from  the  terminus  of  any  bridge 
now  or  hereafter  built  across  the  Ohio  river,  or  from  any 
railroad  transfer  landing  on  the  said  river  to  any  station, 
or  to  a  junction  with  any  other  railroad  in  the  said  county 
or  city;  and  may  purchase,  lease,  or  make  running  ar- 
rangennents  with  the  owners  of  any  such  railroad;  and 
said  company  may  carry  and  transfer  its  locomotives, 
cars,  freight,  and  passengers  across  the  Ohio  river;  it 
being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  act  to  enable  and 
authorize  the  said  company  to  build,  own,  and  operate  a 
line  of  railway  from  some  convenient  point  in  the  said 
city  of  Louisville  to  any  such  bridge  or  transfer  landing; 
and  so  as  to  connect  the  same  with  a  line  of  railway  in 
the  Slate  of  Indiana  by  bridge  or  river  transfer;  and  the 
said  company  may  establish  and  construct  such  depots, 
sidings,  turn-tables,  shops,  and  offices  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient;  and  it  may  purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire property  for  the  said  railroad  depots,  sidings,  shops, 
offices,  and  other  purposes  of  the  said  company;  and  for 
these  objects  may  condemn  property  by  proceedings  in 
the  Jefferson  court  of  common  pleas  or  Louisville  chan- 
cery court;  and  in  such  proceedings  the  owner  or  owners, 
or  claimants  of  the  property  sought  to  be  condemned, 
shall  be  made  defendants,  and  be  summoned  as  in  other 
actions.     The  actions  shall   be  tried  by  a  jury,  unless  a 
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jury  be  waived;  and  the  proceedings  shall  be  according' 
to  the  practice  in  cases  af  a  traverse  of  the  return  upon 
a  writ  of  ad  qiwd dennnwn. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may  issue  and  seH  its  negotiable 
bonds,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per 
eentum  per  annum,  payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  il 
may  determine;  and  may  secure  the  same  or  other  obli- 
gations by  a  mortgage  upon  tbe  property,  rights,  and 
franchises  of  tbe  said  company  within  thie  State,  either 
separately  or  in  connection  with  the  property  o»t  of 
the  State. 

§  4.  The  said  company  sba))  have  tbe  right  to  buikl  or 
operate  its  railroad  over  and  along  such  public  ways  in 
the  city  of  Louisville  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  general 

council  of  the  said  city  :  Provided^  Said  company  does 
not  interfere  with  the  chartered  rights  of  any  other  rail* 
Foad  or  railroad  company  or  companies, 

§  ^.  This  act  sball  take  effect  from  its  passage.

as  the  law  required  in  such  cases,  J.  W.  Gaines,  who  was 
duly  sworn,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties- 
and  summoned  a  venire  of  (70)  citizens  and  bouse-keep- 
ers  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  and  (19)  nineteen  witnesses; 
and  whereas,  a  jury  was  accepted  and  sworn  to  try  said 
issue  of  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  the  trial  gone  into, 
lasting  three  days;  during  all  of  said  time  they  were  re- 
manded into  the  inunediate  custody  of  the  said  J.   W^ 
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Gaines,  elisor  as  aforesaid,  who,  daring  that  period,  con- 
tinued in  charge  of  them;  and  whereas,  there  exists  no 
law  for  the  paynnent  of  said  services  of  said  elisor;  there- 
fore, • 

be  it  enacted  hjf  the  General  Assembljf  of  the  Cammonweallh 
of  Kentucky : 

}  1.  That  said  J.  W.  Gaines  be,  and  is  hereby,  allowed 
the  sum  of  twent}'  dollars  for  his  services  above  recited, 
and  that  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky for  said  sum,  payable  to  said  J,  W.  Gaines  out  of 
any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  C<tmmonweaUk 
0f  Kentucky: 

§  I .  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  pernoms 
to  play  cards  within  one  mile  of  the  co«irt- house  in  O  wings - 
viile,  Bath  county,  i«  any  of  the  lots,  pastures,  shops,  sta- 
bles, or  any  outbuildings,  without  the  written  permission 
and  consent  of  the  owners  of  said  lots,  pastures,  shops, 
^tables,  or  outbuildings. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  dollar:^ 
for  each  and  every  offense,  recoverable  before  the  police 
Judge  of  said  town  or  any  magistrate  of  said  precinct. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  marshal 
of  said  town  to  arrest  all  such  persons  so  offending,  and 
bring  them  before  the  police  judge  of  said  town  or  some 
magistrate  of  the  precinct.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Voigt  Patent  Water-wbeel  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Adolph  Rentlinger,  Ferdinand  Voigt,  Joseph 
J.  Fischer,  Gotlieb  Layer,  and  Adam  Schuster,  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Voigt  Patent  Water-wheel  Company  ;  and  by  that 
name,  and  as  such  body-corporate,  are  empowered  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  and  renew  the 
same;  to  tease  and  purchase  real  estate  to  the  extent 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  the  same  to  hold, 
sell,  exchange,  and  convey;  to  employ  agents;  to  borrow 
money  as  its  business  may  require,  and  to  secure  the 
same  by  pledge  of  its  real  or  personal  estate;  to  make, 
execute,  and  amend  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  its  government,  and  not  contrary  to  the 
law  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  is  incorporated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  the  patent  right  from  the  patentee  of 
the  wheel  known  as  the  Voigt  Patent  Water-wheel,  man- 
ufacturing said  water-wheel,  and  selling  the  same;  selling 
throughout  the  United  States  territorial  rights  to  manu- 
facture and  sell  the  same;  receiving  royalties  for  the 
manufacture  and  use  of  said  wheel. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
$100,000,  divided  into  500  shares  of  $200  each. 

§  4.  That  the  incorporators  hereinbefore  named  shall 
constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  who  shall  elect  a 
president,  vice  president,  and  secretary;  at  the  first  meet' 
ing  of  the  stockholders  they  shall  elect  from  their  number 
a  directory  consisting,  of  five  members,  who  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  president,  vice  president,  and  secre- 
tary; that  said  board  of  directors  and  said  officers  shall 
remain  in  office  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  enter  upon  their  said  office.  In  all  elections 
each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote, 
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which  may  be  east  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  managfe  and  control 
all  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  to  submit  to  the  an 
nual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  a  full  report  of  the 
management  and  condition  of  the  company;  and  they 
shall  have  tfae  power  to  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  their  board. 

^  5.  The  shares  of  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  es- 
tate, and  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company, 
and  the  stock  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments  and  at 
such  times  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine;  and 
for  default  of  payment,  the  company  may,  by  its  by-laws, 
authorize  the  forfeiture  of  stock. 

§  6  That  said  corporation  shall  go  into  operation  as 
soon  as  the  t^aid  incorporators  shall  determine  a  sufficient 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  to  have  been  subscribed  and 
paid. 

§  7.  That  ib'iM  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  A€T  for  the  benefit  of  Carroll  coufitv.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Carroll 
county  to  return  the  delinquent  list  for  said  county  by  jus- 
tices* districts,  piacin;^  the  delinquents  of  each  district 
under  the  number  of  said  district,  with  his  oath  that  he 
has  called  upon  each  delinquent  on  said  list  who  is  a  resi- 
dent of  tbe  county,  and  endeavored  to  collect  his  taxes. 

§  2.  Said  sheriff  shall,  on  or  before  the  25th  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year^  deliver  a  copy  of  said  list  to  the  judge 
and  attorney  for  said  county,  and  deliver  to  each  justice 
of  the  peace  for  said  county  a  list  of  the  delinquents  in 
his  district. 

§  3.  Said  delinquent  list  shall  be  passed  upon  by  the 
county  judg«  and  justices  of  said  county  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  each  year,  and  no  de- 
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linquent  shall  be  allowed  unless  he  has  been  called  upon 
for  his  taxes,  if  a  resident  of  the  county. 

^  4.  For  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  the  sheriff  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  each  list 
that  he  fails  to  make  out  and  deliver  as  herein  required. 
Said  fine  shall  be  assessed  by  the  county  judge  when  the 
court  convenes,  if  the  justices  do  not  answer  that  they 
have  received  a  list  as  aforesaid,  and  the  judge  and  attor- 
ney have  not  received  a  copy  as  aforesaid.

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pose  of  paying  for  the  Four  Mile  bridge  upon  the  road 
of  said  company;  such  subscriptions  to  be  payable  in 
installments  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years,  unless 
otherwise  stipulated;  and  whenever  a  sufficiency  of  such 
stock  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid, 
then  the  said  Four  Mile  bridge  shall  become  free  of  all 
tolls  now  chargeable  upon  it,  except  such  as  may  be  or 
become  actually  necessary  to  keep  it  up  and  in  repair. 
All  stock  so  subscribed  shall  be  applied  to  said  special 
purpose  of  paying  for  said  bridge;  and  the  said  stock 
shall  be  held  and  considered  as  stock  pertaining  to  said 
bridge  only,  and  not  be  accounted  as  part  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  road  company. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Four  Mile  and  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike 
Road  Compan^^  in  Campbell  county,'*  passed  at  the  pres- 
ent session  of  this  General  Assembly,  be,  and  the  same, 
80  far  as  applicable,  are  hereby  adopted  and  made  part 
of  the  charter  of  the  said  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Com- 
pany.

CHAPTER  947. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  a<;t,  entitled  "An  net  to  incnrpofHte  the  Falmouth 
and  Miltbrd  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approveil  Murch  8,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  present  stockholders  of  the  Falmouth  and 
Milford  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  those  who  may 
hereafter  become  stockholders,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  body-politic  and   corporate,  with  perpetual  succession; 
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with  power  in  said  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  do  all  other  things  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  its  incorpora- 
tion. 

^  2.  That  it  shall  he  the  business  of  said  company,  and 
it  shall  have  the  right  and  power,  to  construct  a  turnpike 
road  on  the  macadamized  plan  from  Falmouth,  in  Pen- 
dleton county,  through  Milford,  in  Bracken  county,  to 
some  point  in  the  Robertson  county  line,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  directors  of  said  company. 

}  3.  That  said  road  shall  be  at  least  thirty  feet  wide, 
and  the  stone  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  wide  ani  nine 
inches  deep,  and  the  grade  sufficient  to  support  the  same, 
and  within  the  above  limitations  the  board  of  directors 
may  determine  the  manner  of  constructing  said  road. 

§  4.  That  at  or  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
present  board  of  directors,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  or  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  a  ma- 
jority in  interest  of  said  stockholders  agreeing  thereto,  the 
number  of  directors  may  be  increased  to  seven;  and  upon 
the  concurrence  of  a  like  majority  at  such  meeting,  said 
company  may  build  a  branch  road  from  its  main  road, 
from  a  point  between  Falmouth  and  Bachelor's  Rest  to  a 
point  in  the  Bracken  county  line,  at  or  near  what  is  known 
a»  the  McCarty  place. 

§  5.  The  business  and  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be 
under  the  management  and  control  of  its  board  of  direct- 
ors, including  the  construction  and  repair  of  its  road  or 
roads,  and  management  of  the  same,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  officers,  toll  collectors,  and  other  agents,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  in  addition  to  those  provided 
for  by  the  act  to  which  rbis  is  an  amendment;  and  they 
shall  cause  an  accurate  account  of  all  their  acts  and 
proceedings,  and  all  their  business  transactions,  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  the  company,  which  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  stockholders  for  their  inspection  at  each  of  their 
regular  or  called  meetings.  Said  company  shall  have 
power  to  borrow  money  and  issue  its  bonds  for  the 
same,  and  to  secure  payment  thereof  may  mortgage  its 
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road  or  any  part  thereof,  and  any  other  property  or 
right  they  may  have  or  own.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued 
in  denominations  of  two  hundred  and  fifty,  five  hun- 
dred, and  one  thousand  dollars,  and  each  shall  bear 
not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  annu- 
ally at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  stipulated  in 
said  bonds.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  said  company,  and 
shall  be  payable  at  the  option  of  the  company  in  three 
years  after  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  shall  be  due  and 
redeemable  in  five  years  from  their  date  :  Provided^  A 
greater  sum  than  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  not  be  bor- 
rowed under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  all  sums  so 
borrowed  shall  be  expended  in  the  construction  of  said 
road,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

§  6.  That  in  every  election  of  president  and  directors, 
as  well  as  every  other  vote  or  election  to  ascertain  the 
will  of  the  stockholders  with  reference  to  any  matter 
touching  the  action,  interest,  or  rights  of  the  company, 
each  stockholder  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and 
shall  have  one  vote  for  every  share  (of  $50  each)  that  he 
may  at  the  time  of  voting  own. 

§  7.  That  the  rates  of  toll  which  said  company  may 
collect  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Statutes ;  and  so  soon  as  three  miles  of  its  road  is  com- 
pleted, it  may  erect  one  toll  gate  and  collect  toll  thereat. 

§  8.  That  said  company  may  acquire  by  gift  or  pur- 
chase or  condemnation,  the  right  of  way  for  the  con- 
struction of  its  road  and  branches,  ground  not  exceed- 
ing one  acre  for  each  toll-house,  necessary  stone,  stone 
quarries,  gravel,  gravel  beds,  timber,  and  other  material 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  its  road  ; 
and  in  all  such  condemnations  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Statutes  shall  apply  and  govern. 

§  9.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  incorporation  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  and  only  so  much  as  is  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  is  repealed  ;  and  all  of  said  act  not  incon- 
sistent herewith  is,  and  shall  remain  in  full  force,  and  the 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  here- 
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tofore  made,  the  elections  of  president  and  directors,  and 
their  acts,  are  hereby  validated  and  legalized. 

§  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  948. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Jacob  Hawthorn. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  sum  of  twenty^eight  dollars  be  appropri- 
ated to  Jacob  Hawthorn,  of  Campbell  county,  for  taxes 
overpaid  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  tbe  Auditor  is  di- 
rected to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  said 
sum  in  favor  of  said  Hawthorn,  payable  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  949. 

AN  AGT  for  tbe  benefit  of  R.  F.  Wells,  of  Elliott  county. 

Whebeas,  On  the  17th  of  January,  1876,  the  homestead 
and  all  the  lands  of  Richard  F.  Wells,  of  Elliott  county, 
was  sold  in  part  satisfaction  of  the  revenue  due  from  H. 
D.  Porter,  then  sheriff  of  Elliott  county,  for  the  year  of 
1874,  for  one  thousand  dollars,  which  was  an  exorbitant 
price,  and  bought  in  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  by  its 
agent,  and  has  not  been  sold  or  conveyed;  and  it  being 
represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that  not  more  than 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  original  purchase  aforesaid  by  the 
State  of  said  lands  can  be  realized  out  of  it;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  Richard  F.  Wells,  or  any  one  for 
him,  is  hereby  given  the  right  to  redeem  said  lands  by 
paying  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  original  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase price  by  the  State,  and  the  title  shall,  upon  such 
payment,  revert  to  said  Wells,  or  to  the  person  redeeming 
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the  same,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  the  same  had  not 
been  sold:  Provided^  Said  payment  ia  made  within  ninety 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  act :  And  provided  further^ 
That  the  sheriff,  H.  D.  Porter,  and  his  sureties,  shall  only 
be  entitled  as  a  credit  on  the  judgment  and  execution  of 
the  Commonwealth  ag^ainst  them,  for  the  sum  which  may 
be  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  instead  of  the 
sum  which  the  State,  by  its  agent,  bid  for  said  land  of 
said  Wells;  and  any  future  execution  that  may  issue  on 
said  judgment  shall  be  so  indorsed,  and  the  said  sheriff 
and  sureties  held  liable  for  the  remainder  of  said  judg- 
ment yet  unsatisfied. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  950. 

AN  ACT  to  clmrter  the  town  of  Caneyville,  Orayson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Caneyville,in  Grayson  county,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  an  incorporated  town, 
and  shall  embrace  within  its*  corporate  limits  the  follow* 
ing  land  :  beginning  at  V.  B.  Roman's,  on  the  Cloverport 
road,  north  side  of  said  town;  running  thence  a  south- 
east course  to  Patrick  Hickey's;  thence  to  the  old  Hartley 
Zachery's  house,  near  the  mouth  of  Blue  creek,  on  the 
south  side  of  Caney  creek;  thence  a  southwest  course  to 
Joseph  Oiler's  and  A.  A.  Kemper's;  thence  from  Kemp* 
er's  a  northwest  course  to  Cicero  Wilson's;  thence  to  G. 
E.  Porter's  a  northwest  course;  thence  north  to  S.  W. 
Bond's,  on  the  north  side  of  Caney  creek;  thence  a  north 
course  to  J.  A.  Whitton's;  thence  to  V.  B.  Roman's,  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  That  all  the  financial  and  municipal  affairs  of  said 
town  shall  be  vested  in  three  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected 
every  four  years  by  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said 
town.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofHce  of  trus- 
tee except  a  resident  and  freeholder  of  said  town.     Said 
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trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  quhlified.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  their  own  body  occurring  by  reason  of  death, 
removal,  or  resignation.  A  majority  of  said  trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
§  3.   On  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  and  every  two   Eiecuon  of  miv 

ttes 

years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  had  in  paid 
town  for  the  election  of  three  trustees,  a  police  judge, 
and  a  town  marshal. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  with  all 
the  general  powers  conferred  by  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth upon  corpo,rate  bodies  of  a  like  character;  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure.  They  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Caneyville. 

§  5.  The  said  trustees,  alter  being  sworn  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
chairman  to  preside  over  their  deliberations,  and  he  shall 
be  known  and  recognized  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trusteets  of  the  town  of  Caneyville. 

§6.  The  police  judge  shall  have  exclusive  jurisidiction  Powers  ofpt^icc 
of  violations  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town, 
and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of 
all  criminal,  penal,  and  civil  causes  within  the  limits  o( 
said  town.  He  shall  hold  his  regular  court  lor  the  trial 
of  civil  causes  quarterly,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  himself. 
All  proces!$es  issued  by  him  shall  be  made  returnable  be- 
fore him.  All  warrants  issued  for  the  violation  of  State 
laws  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshal  or  any  sheriff,  jailer, 
constable,  or  policeman  of  this  State,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  execute  and  make  due  return  of  the  same;  but  war- 
rants for  violation  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the 
town  shall  be  directed  to,  and  executed  by,  the  marshal 
of  the  town,  or  any  constable  or  sheriflS'of  Grayson  coun- 
ty. Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  said 
police  judge  shall  be  sworri  to  honpstly  and  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  bis  office  in  addition  to  the  oaths 
required  by  law  of  officers  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  see  that  ordi-  Duty  of  marshal. 
nances  and  by-laws  of  said  town  are  carried  into  execu- 
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tion;  shall  collect  all  taxes  imposed  by  the  trustees,  and 
shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  annually,  for  the 
faithful  account  of  all  moneys  that  may  come  to  his 
hands,  and  shall  pay  the  same  as  directed  by  the  board 
of  trustees.  He  shall,  in  Grayson  county,  have  all  power, 
and  be  bound  by  the  same  responsibilities,  in  criminal 
and  civil  causes,  as  constables  have  and  are  bound  by, 
and  shall  have  power  to  execute  any  process  issued 
by  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Caneyville;  and  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  oath  as  required  by  law  of  constables. 

$  8.  No  salary  shall  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees to  the  police  judge  or  marshal;  but  they  shall  each 
receive  the  fees  of  their  respective  offices  as  now  fixed 
and  regulated  by  law  for  magistrates  and  constables  and 
other  officers  performing  service  similar  to  those  required 
of  them  by  this  act. 

^  0.   The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  build  a 
laii  cr  work-  lock-up  aud  work-house;  and  persons  convicted  of  violat- 

house. 

ing  the  laws  of  the  town,  and  persons  convicted  of  mis- 
demeanors committed  in  said  town,  and  failing  to  pay 
the  fine  and  cost  therefor  assessed  against  them,  shall  be 
made  to  work  in  the  workhouse,  or  upon  the  streets  or 
any  improvements  in  said  town,  until  the  same  is  dis- 
charged at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  da^'. 
The  fees  of  officers  discharged  by  such  work  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  town;  and  if  any  prisoner 
escapes  from  work  or  confinement,  he  shall,  upon  being 
recaptured,  be  required  to  work  double  the  time  of  his 
unexpired  term  of  work. 

§  10.  That  the  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  for  of- 
fenses committed  against  the  town  of  Caneyville,  and 
committed  in  the  said  town,  are  granted  to  said  town. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  may  clear  the  streets  and 
alleys,  sidewalks,  and  passways  of  said  town  of  all  ob- 
structions, sink  cisterns  and  wells  thereon,  abate  and 
prevent  nuisances,  regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  com- 
bustible, explosive,  dangerous,  or  unwholesome  material. 
They  may  enact  by-laws  for  the  prevention  of  the  erec- 
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tion  of  unsafe  or  defective  chimney  flues,  fire-places,  and 
stovepipes,  or  to  have  them  repaired  or  removed  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner ;  and  to  require  the  owners  of 
property  fronting  on  streets  to  grade  and  pave  the  side- 
walks; and  generally  they  may  provide  by  by-law  or 
ordinances  all  such  thing  as  are  necessary  for  the  good 
government  and  peace  of  said  town,  and  for  the  health, 
comfort,  and  convenience  of  its  citizens. 

§12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy   Mayievyuix. 
and  collect  taxes  as  follows  :  An  ad  valorem  tax   upon 
the  property  in    said   town  liable   to  taxation   for  State 
revenue  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one 
hundred   dollars  in  value,  and  a   poll-tax  on  each  male 
person  of  twenty-one  years   of  age   not  exceeding  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents.     To  tax  shows,  performances,  and 
exhibitions  of  every  description   not  exceeding  thirty  dol- 
lars for  each  exhibition,  performance,  or  show;  to  impose 
an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  on  each  mercan- 
tile establishment  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  except 
the  selling  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  which 
they  may  tax  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; to  impose  a  tax  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  on  all 
traoMent  peddlers  and  auctioneers  for  each  day  they  ex- 
pose their  goods  for  sale  in  the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  13.  Ail  criminal  process  in  cases  of  which  the  police 
judge  has  final  jurisdiction  shall  be  issued  in  the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Caneyville. 

\  14.  Penalties  for  the  violations  of  the  town  ordinances 
and  by-laws  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  and  twenty-five 
days'  imprisonment. 

k  15.  The  marshal  shall   have  the  same  power  to  sell 

real  estate  for  the  payment  of  taxes  due  the  town  as  the 

sheriff  has  to   sell  real  estate  for  the   payment  of  State 

and  coQQty  taxes,  and  the  sale  shall  be  made  in  front  of 

the  pofltofiice  door  in  the  town  of  Caneyville.

§  1.  That  J.  M.  Smith,  T.  C.  Edwards,  W.  F.  Smith, 
H.  M.  Fartner,  Z.  T.  Rule,  H.  B.  Miller,  D.  Bean,  C.  C. 
Smith,  VV.  H.  Watson,  S.  J.  Smith,  M.  C.  Wilson,  L.  P. 
Wilson,  M.  S.  Smith,  officers  of  Clark's  River  Grange,  No. 
228,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Clark's  River  Grange,  No.  228,  Patrons  of 
Husbandry. 

§  2.  And  they  and  their  successors  shall  continue  and 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  are  made 
capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
answer  and  be  answered  in  law  and  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity  in  the  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere  ;  to  make, 
have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  amend  tho 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  3t  They  may  make  and  ordain  regulations  and  by- 
laws for  their  government :  Provided^  They  be  not  in 
contravention  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
National  Grange  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  nor  in  con- 
travention of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or 
United  States. 

§  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  acquire  and  hold  real  or  personal  estate,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value  at  one  time,  and 
from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  to  sell  and  con- 
vey same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  re-invest  and  dispose  of 
the  proceeds. 

5  5.  No  private  property  of  any  member  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  corporate  debts. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporHt*  the  town  of  West  Louisville,  in  Daviess  county. 

B€  it  enacted  by  the  GeneitU  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  !.  That  so  much  of  the  county  of  Daviess  as  is  in- 
cluded within  the  following  boundary,  to-wit :  Beginning 
at  Thomas  MurrHy's  house,  thence  west  with  J.  F.  Bland- 
ford's*,  Chas.  Thompson's,  and  T.  N.  Lee's  line;  thence 
north  with  T.  N.  Lee  and  Isabella  Hayden's  line;  thence 
east  with  J.  C.  Blandford's  line;  thence  south  with  Chas.  Corporators. 
Mudd,  J.  E.  Thompson,  V.  Oshorn,  and  Thos,  Murray  to 
the  beginning,  containing  about  three  hundred  acres;  and 
the  persons  residing  within  said  boundaries  are  hereby 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Town  of  West  Louisville;  and  by  that  name 
fnay  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  against,  at 
law  and  in  equity,  in  all  the  courts  and  places,  and  in  all 
matters  whatsoever;  contract  and  be  contracted  with; 
purchase  lands,  tenements,  goods  and  chattels,  and  hold 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  themselves  and  other  and 
^QCcesBors^  or  sell  and  convey  them  to  other  persons ; 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break  and  alter  it  at 
pleasure  ;  and  generally  have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  liable  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  a  municipal  corporation. 

§  2.  The  exercise  of  the  powers  and  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  said  town,  herein  granted,  are  hereby 
confided  to  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  board 
of  trustees  in  and  for  said  town  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  hereinafter  appointed  to  cause  a  definite 
boundary  of  said  town  to  be  made  out  and  recovered  in 
the  county  court  clerk's  office  of  said  county,  embracing 
ihe  above-mentioned  territory. 

§3.  That  T.  W.  Blandford,  V.  Osborn,  and  Thomas 
iVfurray,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of 
«aid  town,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Satur- 
day in  June,  1880,  at  which  time,  and  annually  there- 
•after  on  the  same  day,  there  shall  be  held  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  «aid  town  an  election  for trustees,  to  serve 
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for  one  year  and  until  their  enccessors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified  ;•  and  sakl  trusteea  shall,  before  en^terin^ 
upofl  the  duties  af  their  ofEce,  take  ai>  oatb  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  adnr>inister 
oaths,  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  their  duties.

Said  trustees  and  their  sue- 
eessors  in  office  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and 
shall  be  known  as  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  West  Louis- 
ville; and  by  that  name  shaM  be  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being,  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  iinpleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§.  5.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  make  such  police  reg- 
ulations as  they  may  deenv  pro|>er,  and  pass  sucb  ordi- 
nances  as  they  may  think  best,  provided  the  same  do  not 
in  any  manner  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States.

^  7.  That  said  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  reside 
and  keep  their  offices  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town;  and  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office  they  shall  take  the  same  oath  as  justices  of  the 
peace  and  constables  are  required  by  law  to  take.  The 
marshal  shall  collect  all  taxes  named  in  this  act,  with  all 
the  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  by  the  police  judge,  and 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  trustees  of  said  town,  to  be  ap- 
plied as  directed  in  section  five  of  this  act. 

§  8.  There  shall  be  a  quarterly  term  of  said  police 
court,  to  begin  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  the  months  of 
May,  August,  November,  and  February  in  each  year,  and 
held  as  many  days  as  the  business  of  the  court  may  re- 
<juire  ;  but  the  court  mdy  be  held  at  any  time  for  the  trial 
of  criminal  cases,  and  cases  for  breaches  of  the  town  or- 
dinances;  and  satd  court  shall  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Daviess 
county  in  the  justices'  district  in  which  said  town  is  situ- 
ated, in  all  civil  cases  and  proceedinjjs. 

§9.  That  the  election  of  police  jud^e  and  town  mar- 
shal shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as 
elections  for  trustees,  as  provided  in  this  charter,  and  the 
voters  shall  possess  the  same  qualification  as  in  other 
coontv  elections. 

^  10  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town 
to  keep  the  streets,  alley's,  and  sidewalks  of  the  same  in 
good  repair,  and  also  the  county  roads,  so  far  as  they  run 
through  the  limits  of  said  town  ;  and  for  this  purpose 
they  shall  have  the  power  to  call  out  and  work  all  the 
hands  within  said  limits,  who  are  suDJect  to  work  roads 
under  the  general  laws,  as  frequently  and  for  such  time 
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fts  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose,  but  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  week  ;  and  said  hands  are  hereby  ex- 
enipted  from  working  on  any  other  roads  or  pass  way » 
out>-«rde  of  the  corporate  limits  ;  and  upon  the  failure  of 
said  trustees  to  keep  said  streets,  alleys,  <&c.,  in  repair, 
they  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  and  fine. 

§il.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax,  not  ezceedinf?  twenty- 
ffve  dollars,  on  each  hotel  keeper,  coffee-house  keeper,  or 
other  vender  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  maft  liquors,  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  ;  and  that  before  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  grant  any  such  hcense,  a  majority 
of  a)l  the  trustees  of  (he  town  shall  concur  therein  ;  and 
no  such  Ucense  shall  be  issued  until  the  party  apply 
therefore  shall  have  obtained  the  licenses  now  required 
bv  law  from  the  Stale  and  United  States.

jllf  ACT  to  unthorize  AnA  empower  {>recinct  Xo.  3  (Li7«rn»ore),  STcLran 
counij,  to  compromise  and  fund  its  boodel  dfbt. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  precinct  No.  3,  McLean  county,  in  the 
State  ot  Kentucky,  is  hereby  autboriz-ed  and  empowered 
to  compromise  and  fund  its  present  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness,  on  account  of  stock  subscribed  in  the  Owens- 
boro  and  Rui^sellville  Railroad  Company^  and  to  redeenr» 
and  cancel  aU  bonds  and  unpaid  coupons  evidencing*  the 
same,  whether  due  or  to  become  due,  and  whether  merged 
into  judgment  or  not,  by  the  issue,  negotiation,  and  de- 
livery to  the  holder  or  holders  of  its  said  bonds  and  cou- 
pons or  judgments,  who  agree  to  receive  the  same,  of  the 
bonds  of  said  precinct,  of  the  denomination  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, one  hundred  dollars,  and  five  hundred  dollars,  to 
bear  date   July    1st,    1880,   and   to   mature   twenty  years 
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thereafter,  and  to  bear  interest  from  date,  payable  semi- 
annually, at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
the  semi-annual  installments  of  interest  to  be  represented 
by  coupons  attached  to  the  bonds,  the  bonds  and  coupons 
to  be  payable  to  bearer  at  any  incorporated  bank  in  the 
city  of  Owensboro,  Kentucky.  The  said  bonds  shall  be 
signed  by  the  county  judge  of  McLean  county,  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
with  the  seal  of  said  county  affixed,  and  the  coupons 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  county  court  only.  At  any 
time  after  five  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  the 
eaid  precinct  shall  have  the  right  to  pay,  call  in,  and 
redeem  any  or  all  of  them  at  par. 

§  2.  The  powers  of  said  precinct  to  compromise  and 
fund  its  said  indebtedness,  and  to  redeem  and  cancel  the 
said  evidences  of  the  same,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board,  to 
consist  of  three  members,  and  to  be  styled  and  known  an

Lean  county,  Kentucky."  The  qualified  voters  oi  said  vhe^ciccd. 
precinct  shall  elect  said  members  of  said  board.  The 
firiiit  election  shall  be  held  at  the  voting  place  in  said 
precinct  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  i8S0,  at  which 
election  one  member  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one 
member  for  two  years,  and  the  other  member  for  three 
years;  at  each  succeeding  August  election  one  member 
shall  be  elected  for  three  years.  The  member  having  the 
shortest  time  to  serve  shall  be  styled  the  chairman  of 
said  funding  board.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  said  board,  unless  he  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  at  least  twenty-four  years  of  age, 
nor  unless  he  has  resided  in  said  precinct  two  years  next 
preceding  his  election  or  appointment.  If,  from  any  cau-e, 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  precinct  shall  fail  tu  elect,  or  if 
any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board,  the  county  court 
of  said  county  shall  appoint  a  member  or  members  to  fill 
such  vacancy.

Any  sheriff  or  collector  who  shall  fail  to 
collect  or  pay  over  the  taxes  as  provided  herein,  shall, 
wiih  his  sureties  on  his  bond,  be  liable,  by  motion  or  by 
action,  in  the  name  of  said  precinct,  in  the  circuit  court  of 
said  county,  or  in  any  other  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion; in  which  proceedings  the  said  precinct  shall  recover 
of  s«uch  sheriff  or  collector  and  his  sureties  the  amount 
due  the  precinct,  with  interest  from  the  time  it  should 
have  been  paid,  and  ten  per  cent,  damages  on  the  amount 
iouod  due  and  recoverable.  Judgments  in  the  name  of 
said  precinct  against  any  sheriff  or  collector,  their  sure- 
ties, or  the  heirs,  devisees,  or  personal  representatives  of 
any  of  them,  shall  bind  their  estate,  legal  and  equitahle, 
from  the  commencement  of  the  motion  or  action  till  sat- 
isfied. No  execution  issued  thereon  shall  be  stayed  by 
replevin  or  sales  on  credit ;  but  in  all  cases  the  estate 
taken  shall  be  sold  for  money.  Officers  and  their  depu- 
ties failing  to  levy  any  such  execution,  or  withholding 
any  such  execution,  or  failing  without  reasonable  excuse 
to  return  such  execution  within  thirty  days  after  the 
return  day  thereof,  or  failing  to  pay  the  money  when  col- 
lected, shall,  together  with  their  sureties,  be  liable,  by  like 
motion  or  action,  for  the  amount  of  such  execution  and 
twenty  per  cent,  damages  thereon.  The  county  attorney 
of  said  county  shall  prepare  and  prosecute  said  proceed- 
ings. To  any  judgment  in  favor  of  said  precinct  against 
any  defaulting  officer  and  his  sureties,  or  against  either, 
two  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  thereof,  excepting  the 
damages,  shall  be  added,  and  shall  be  collected  and  ac- 
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counted  for  in  the  same  manner  and  under  like  responsi- 
bilities.

ing authorized  by  this  act,  or  in  the  defense  of  any  pro- 
ceeding against  the  board  or  precinct,  and  by  written 
contract  stipulate  for  a  reasonable  compensation,  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  on  the  amount  sued  for.  Neither 
the  county  attorney  nor  any  attorney  at  law  so  employed 
by  the  funding  board  shall  receive  or  receipt  for  any 
of  the  money  due  and  owing  to  the  precinct  by  or  from 
any  sheriff,  collector,  or  other  officer. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  the  collector 
of  taxes  under  this  act,  at  the  county  court  in  January,  in 
the  same  manner  that  the  sheriff  ie<  required  to  do  in  re- 
lation to  the  return  of  his  delinquent  list  of  the  public 
revenue,  to  return  to  said  court  all  delinquents  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  imposed  under  this  act,  and  he  shall  be 
credited  on  his  settlement  by  all  such  as  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  court.  The  court  may  re-list  the  delinquents  or 
place  the  collection  of  same  in  the  hands  of  other  per- 
sons, and  the  same  shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for 
as  other  public  dues  placed  in  their  hands  for  collection. 
§  11.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  sheriff  lail  to  execute  the 
bond  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  the  county  court  shall 
fail  to  appoint  a  collector,  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  in 
virtue  of  his  office,  phall  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes 
levied  or  imposed  under  this  act;  and  he  and  his  sureties 
shall,  in  all  respects,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be 
responsible  upon  his  official  bond  as  collector  of  said 
taxes. 
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5  12  That  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,  keeping,  and  Treasurer 
diiibureing  the  money  collected  under  this  act,  the  county 
coart  of  paid  county  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  of  said  pre- 
cinct.  No  person  shall  he  appointed  such  treasurer  un- 
less he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  least  twenty- 
four  years  of  age,  nor  unless  he  has  resided  in  said  county 
two  years  next  preceding  his  appointment.  He  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  an 
oath  faithfully  to  perform  them,  and  execute  bond  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  two  or  more  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  worth  at  the  time,  jointly  or  severally, 
at  least  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
county  court  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  stipula- 
ting for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  ; 
upon  which,  for  any  breach  thereof,  proceedings  may  be 
instituted,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  name  of  said  precinct 
or  in  the  name  of  any  person  aggrieved,  by  action  or  mo- 
tion in  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  or  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  and  recovery  had  to  the  extent  of 
the  damages  sustained.  The  treasurer  shall  have  no  right 
to  pay  any  money  received  by  him  except  in  pursuance 
to  the  orders  of  the  funding  board  ;  said  board  shall  fur- 
nieh  him  a  certified  copy  of  each  order  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money. 

§  13.  The  treasurer  shall  reside  and  keep  his  office  in 
said  county  of  McLean.  Upon  the  resignation  of  his 
office,  or  death,  or  removal  from  office,  the  county  court 
shall  cause  his  accounts  to  be  examined  and  stated,  and 
the  money  in  the  treasury  counted,  and  an  inventory  of 
the  books,  stationery,  and  implements  of  office  taken, 
which  shall  be  passed  to  his  successor,  who  shall  receipt 
for  the  same,  which  receipt,  together  with  the  statement 
and  inventory,  shall  be  reported  to  gaid  court  and  entered 
of  record  thereon.  If  the  treasurer  is  sick  and  unable  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  if  he  absents  himself 
from  the  county,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  recommend,  in 
writing,  to  the  county  judge, some  suitable  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  for  him  during  such  sickness  or  absence; 
and  if  the  county  judge  approves  such  recommendation, 
be  shall  cause  the  same,  with  his  approval,  to  be  entered 
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of  record  in  the  county  court,  after  which  the  person  so 
recommended  ma}'  perform  the  duties  of  treasurer  until 
he  is  restored  to  health  or  returns  to  the  county.  The 
treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  on  his 
official  bond  tor  the  acts  of  the  person  so  appointed  by 
the  county  judge.  The  treaf«urer  shall  not  receive  any 
money  into  the  treasury  from  any  collecting  officer  or  col- 
lector of  taxes  under  this  act,  unless  accompanied  by  the 
permit  of  the  chairman  of  the  funding  board,  stating  the 
amount  to  he  received,  on  what  account,  and  from  whom 
to  be  received.  He  shall  immediately  make  out  a  receipt 
for  the  amount  received,  and  for  what  and  of  whom 
received,  and  deliver  it  to  the  officer  or  person  of  whom 
received. 

§  14,  The  treasurer  shall  keep  in  appropriate,  well- 
bound  books,  to  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  pre- 
cinct, true  accounts  of  all  money  paid  into  the  treasury, 
by  whom,  when,  and  on  what  account.  He  shall  keep 
the  accounts  of  the  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the 
bonds  issued  under  this  act  distinct  from  the  accounts  of 
the  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  accruing  interest  on  said 
bonds;  and  in  like  manner  he  shall  keep  a  true  account 
of  all  sums  paid  out,  when,  to  whom,  and  for  what  paid. 
He  shall  make  a  clear,  distinct,  and  intelligible  report  of 
all  money  received  and  disbursed  each  year  ending  dlsC 
of  December,  which  shall  exhibit  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements (or  the  year,  which  report  he  shall  lay  before 
the  county  court  at  its  next  ensuing  term,  to  be  filed  and 
entered  of  record  in  said  court.  He  shall  at  all  times, 
when  called  upon  by  the  funding  board,  or  any  member 
thereoC  or  by  any  commissioner  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, exhibit  his  books  and  accounts  and  vouchers,  and 
his  cash  on  hand  or  on  deposit. 

§  15.  If  the  treasurer,  or  any  person  acting  as  treas- 
urer, willfully  misappropriate  any  of  the  money  coming 
to  or  in  his  hands  as  treasurer,  or  as  acting  treasurer,  or 
shall  loan  or  use  the  same  for  his  own  use  or  for  the  uses 
or  purposes  of  another,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  ;  and, 
upon  indictment  and  conviction  thereof,  be  confined  in 
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the  penitentiary  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  years,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

§  16.  The  county  court  of  said  county  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  to  require  the  sheriff,  as  collector- under 
this  act,  or  an}'  special  collector,  to  renew  his  bond,  or  to 
^ive  additional  security;  and  on  his  failure  so  to  do,  nrxay, 
after  due  notice  and  investigation,  remove  him  from 
office  ;  and  shall  have  the  same  right  in  relation  to  the 
treasurer. 

§  17.  The  members  of  the  funding  board  shall  each  be   Pay  of  finding 

board 

entitled  to  receive  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  day,  for  each  day's  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  board;  and  the  treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance  of  the  board,  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dol- 
lars per  year.  The  rate  of  compensation  to  members  of 
the  board  and  to  the  treasurer  shall,  within  the  limits 
aforesiaid,  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the  board,  and 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  upon  the  order  of  the  board,  duly 
recorded  in  the  journal  of  their  proceedings. 
§  18.  That  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  county   Cjimty  court

court  of  said  county,  composed  of  the  county  judge  alone, 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty,  to  levy  and  impose  the  taxes,  and  perform  the  other 
duties  of  8aid  court  herein  provided  for;  but  this  grant 
of  power  shall  not  extend  to  taxation  for  any  other  pur- 
pose whatever.  In  levying  said  taxes,  and  in  allowing 
delinquent  lists,  the  county  judge  may  have  the  justices, 
or  any  number  of  them,  associated  with  him  for  advice. 
The  said  court  may  adopt  the  tax-book  returned  by  the 
county  assessor  tor  said  precinct,  or  may  appoint  an 
assessor  to  take  and  return  a  tax-book  for  said  precinct, 
to  contain  a  list  of  all  taxable  property  in  said  precinct 
which  shall  be  liable  to  taxation  under  this  act,  and  may 
appoint  supervisors  of  said  book. 

$  19.  The  sheriff  or  collector  having  said  taxes  in  his  power  of  sheiitf 
hands  for  collection,  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  dis-  °^^°'*-^°*^- 
train,  attach,  and  collect  said  taxes  as  are  given  to  sheriffs 
under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
collection  of  taxes.     Any  person  whose  land  may  be  sold 
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for  the  payment  of  such  taxes,  his  representatives,  heirs, 
or  assigns,  shall  have  the  same  rig^ht  to  redeem  the  same  as 
is  given  to  owners  of  real  estate  so  sold  under  the  revenue 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  20,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  954. 

AN   ACT  to   extend  the  limits  of  the   tuwa   of  Versailles,    ia  Woodford 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Versailles, 
in  Woodford  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  so  changed  and  enlarged  as  to  reach  and  extend 
over  that  portion  of  Woodford  county  embraced  in  the 
following  boundaries,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  a  point  in 
the  Versailles  and  Anderson  Turnpike  Road,  one  thousand 
yards  from  the  center  of  the  square  in  Versailles  on 
which  the  court-house  and  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  are 
built,  which  is  known  as  the  **  Public  Square;"  thence  in 
a  circle  to  a  point  in  the  Versailles  and  McCoun's  Ferry 
Turnpike  Road,  one  thousand  yards  from  the  center  of  said 
square  ;  thence  in  a  circle  to  a  point  in  the  Versailles  and 
Nicholasville  Turnpike  Road,  one  thousand  j'ards  from 
the  center  of  the  square  aforesaid;  thence  in  a  circle  to 
a  point  in  the  Frankfort,  Lexington,  and  Versailles 
Turnpike  Road,  east  of  Versailles,  eight  hundred  and  forty 
yards  from  the  center  of  the  above-named  square;  thence 
to  a  point  in  the  same  pike,  on  the  north  side  of  Ver- 
sailles, eight  hundred  and  forty  yards  from  the  center  of 
said  square;  thence  in  a  circle  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ver- 
sailles shall  employ  the  county  surveyor  of  Woodford 
county  to  run  off,  fix,  and  mark  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  town,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  act  ;  and  when  the  limits  and  boundaries 
fixed  and  marked  by  him  shall  have  been  approved  and 
adopted  by  said  trustees,  it  shall  be  conclusive  proof  that 
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they  are  fixed  In  accordance  with  this  act;  and  said  trus- 
tees shall  pay  said  surveyor  for  his  services  out  of  any 
money  in,  or  which  may  be  in,  the  treasury  of  the  town. 
^  3.  That  all  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  heretofore 
pat^sed  concerning  all  laws  of  this  State  applicable  to, 
and  all  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  heretofore  granted 
to  the  town  of  Versailles,  or  any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or 
servants,  shall  apply,  be  in  force,  and  have  the  same 
effect  now  as  if  passed,  enacted,  and  granted  specially  to 
apply  to  said  town  with  corporate  limits  as  fixed  in  this 
act:  Provided^  That  no  lands  included  in  said  exten:<ion  of 
the  town  limits  of  said  town,  that  are  used  for  agricultural, 
horticultural,  or  pasture  lands,  shall  be  taxed  for  municipal 
purposes  until  said  property  shall  be  laid  off  by  the  own- 
ers thereof  into  town  lots. 

\  4.   That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

McConneirs  creek;  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  old 
line. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  956. 

AN   ACT  to   incorporate  tbe  Bagdad ,  JacksoDville,  aod  Benson  Turnpike 

Companj. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General' Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  D.  Kesfer,  W.  S.  Scroggin,  J.  P. 
Pryor,  William  Moore,  sr.,  and  Samuel  Miles,  and  their 
associates  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate  and  board  of  directors, 
with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Bagdad,  Jacksonville,  and  Benson  Valley  Turnpike 
Company;"  the  object  being  to  build  and  equip  a  macad- 
amized turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Bagdad,  in  Shelby 
county,  by  the  way  of  Jacksonville,  in  the  same  county, 
and  Benson  VHlley,  in  Franklin  county,  to  the  city  of 
Frankfort,  in  the  latter  county;  and  said  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  acquire,  hold,  and  transfer  property, 
real  and  personal,  for  the  purposes  herein  stated;  saiti 
property  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty- five  thousand 
dollars  in  value. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  open 
stock  books  and  obtain  subscriptions  of  stock  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  funds  wherewith  to  build  said  turnpike 
road,  the  shares  of  said  stock  to  be  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  payable  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such 
amounts,  as  said  board  may  direct. 

§  3.  The  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  hold  an 
annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  installed. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  organize  by  electing 
from  their  number  a  president,  and  from  among  the  stock- 
holders a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  installed. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  call  the 
board  together  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  affairs  of 
the  company  may  demand;  preside  over  its  deliberations, 
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«ind  do  all  that  he  can  to  pu?«h  the  road  through  to  com- 
pletion; and  he  shall  receive  as  compens^ation  an  amount 
safficient  to  cover  his  actual  expenses  while  engaged  in 
the  service  of  the  company,  said  amount  to  he  determined 
and  certified  to  bv  the  board  of  directors. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
to  keep  the  hooks  of  subscription  after  the  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed;  he  s«hall  also  ke-ep  a  record  of  all  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  th«  company,  with  vouch- 
ers for  every  transaction,  and  be  ready  to  make,  and  shall 
make,  full  rep<»rt«  of  the  same  at  least  once  a  year,  or 
whenever  the  board  of  directors  or  the  stockholders  may 
<5all  for  the  same;  he  i?haH  al?o  ke«p  a  full  recM)rd  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  directors  at  their  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  of  those  of  the  stockholders  at  their 
annual  meetings;  and  the  compensation  of  said  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  be  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum — the  exact  amount  to  i« 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors  according  to  the 
amount  of  actual  service. 

§  7.  After  two  consecutive  miles  of  said  road  shall  have 
heen  built,  one  toM-gate  may  be  erected  across  it,  and  for 
tjvery  additional  five  (5)  miles  of  road  finished  by  the 
i;i»mpany,  they  may  erect  an  additional  toll-gate  across 
said  road;  but  the  rate  of  toll  shall  not  exceed  that  fixed 
by  general  law,  and  may  be  regulated  by  law. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  "by  the  General  Asstembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  the  territory  embraced  within  the  following 
limits,  viz :  Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Andrew 
Muith's  land,  thence  running  a  straight  line  to  intersect 
the  line  of  J.  W.  Cooper  and  Miss  Nannie  A.  Cooper  at 
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the  corner  near  the  Coiydon  road,  and  cro^^ing  said  road 
at  the  bridge  near  Mrs.  Jacobs'  houi^e;  thence  on  a 
straight  line  to  L.  W.  Cooper's  house,  including  his  house; 
thence  on  the  line  between  said  L.  W.  Cooper  and  Wal 
lace  Cooper  to  the  farm  of  Hosea  Snnith;  thence  on  the 
line  between  said  Smith  and  S.  W.  and  B.  M.  Hopkins  to 
xMrs.  Lilly's;  thence  with  the  line  between  Mrs.  Lilly's  and 
John  Green  lo  James  Ganes's;  thence  on  the  line  between 
said  Ganes  and  the  FuUenwide  place  to  the  Morganfield 
and  Henderson  road,  crossing  said;  thence  on  the  line 
between  J.  W.  Cooper  and  said  Ganes  to  the  lands  of 
John  S,  Baker;  thence  on  the  line  of  said  Baker  and  the 
Aliin  farm  to  the  Williams  farm;  thence  on  the  line  of 
the  Williams  and  AHin  farms  to  the  lands  of  Person  Latta 
and  Mrs.  Hoskins;  thence  on  their  line  to  Pond  creek; 
thence  up  said  creek,  with  its  meanders,  to  where  the 
Grant  line  crosses  said  creek,  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
F  G  Eakin's  land,  and  the  lands  of  J.  W.  Cooper  and  G, 
B.  Martin,  intersecting  the  line  of  B.  F.  Read;  thence  on 
the  line  of  said  Read,  Cooper,  and  Martin  to  the  Floyd 
line  and  Posev  line;  thf-nce  with  their  line  and  the  line  of 
D.  N.  Utley  and  said  Muith  to  the  beginning,  shall  be,  and 
is<  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  school  district,  which  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  managetnent  of  a  board  of  trustees,. 
con!»i8ting  of  the  following  persons,  to-wit  :  G.  B.  Martin, 
J.  W.  Cooper,  B.  F.  Martin,  F.  G,  Eakins,  Benj.  Faulkner, 
Royal  Utley,  J.  T.  Hoskins,  L.  C.  Sheffer;  four  of  whom 
shall  hold  their  ofBce  or  serve  until  August,  1880,  and 
four  until  August,  188i,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  meet  regularly  once  a 
month. 

§  2  The  trustees  of  said  school  district  shall  constitute 
and  be  st>led  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Smith's  Mills 
Public  School;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  as  a 
body- politic  and  corporate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with;  and  may  buy,  sell,  and  cr  n- 
vey  real  and  personal  estate;  and  the  title  to  all  school 
property  in  said  district  shall  vest  in  said  board  and  their 
f'uccessors  forever. 
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§  3.  The  said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  their  duiies, 
shall  take  an  oath  to  discharge  faithfully  their  duties  as 
such  trustees;  and  shall,  within  one  month  after  the  incor- 
poration of  this,  the  said  school  district,  meet  and  organ- 
ize. 

J  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  their  first  regular  gection  nf 
meeting  after  each  August  election,  select  as  a  president 
some  suitable  person  from  their  own  number,  who:?e  duty 
it  shall  be  to  preside  at  all  meetings;  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  a  majority  of  said  board  shall 
elect,  by  ballot,  one  of  those  present  to  act  as  chairman, 
to  preside  and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  president  pro 
tempore.  Said  board  shall,  at  the  same  meeting,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  appoint  one  suitable  per- 
son to  act  as  secretary,  and  another  one  to  act  as  treas- 
urer of  said  board,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for 
one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qual- 
ified, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  generally 
pertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  all  other  such  duties 
as  nnay  be  prescribed  by  the  board. 

§  5.   The  trustees  mentioned  by  name  in  the  first  section 

of  this  act   shall,  at   their   first   regular  meeting:  after  the 

I 

passage  of  this  act,  divide  themselves  into  two  clashes  of 
four  each,  and  one  of  these  classes  shall  hold  their  office 
until  August,  1880,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  the  other  class  shall  hold  their  office  until 
August,  1881,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Said  trustees  shall,  at  said  first  meeting  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  determine  by  lot  which  class  shall 
hold  their  office  until  August,  1880,  and  which  until  Au- 
gust, 1881  ;  and  at  the  said  meeting  above  mentioned  in 
this  section,  said  trustees  shall  elect  a  president  from  their 
own  body,  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  last  until  August,  1880,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified;  their  duties  shall  be  the 
same,,  and  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions 
and  penalties  as  herein  provided.  The  white  voters  of 
said  school  district  shall,  upon  the  first  Monday  in  Au- 
gust next,  and  upon  the  first  Monday  of  August  in 
each   succeeding   year,  elect,   as  in   all    other   elections, 
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four  suitable  persor^s  as  school  trustees,  who  shall  hold 
their  of&ce  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified  :  Provided^  That  in  any 
event  it  shall  become  necessary  or  expedient  to  add  to  the 
number  of  trustees  as  herein  provided  for,  the  increased 
number  so  determined  upon  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
then  existing  board,  which  appointees  shall  determine  by 
lot  their  term  of  office  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  by  the  people  in  the  usual  way. 
Said  trustees  shall  be  bona  fide  residents  of  said  school 
district ;  and  if  any  trustee  shall  move  from  said  district 
after  his  appointment  or  election,  his  office  shall  be  va- 
cated and  an  appointment  made  to  fill  such  vacancy. 
Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time  by  the  resignation  or 
death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  or  otherwise,  said  board  shall, 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  by  a  majority  vote, 
elect  some  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  control  and  management  of  said  public  school, 
and  the  property  and  funds  belonging  thereto,  and  which 
may  accrue  in  any  way  to  them,  or  for  their  establish- 
ment, management,  or  maintenance  under  this  act,  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  trustees  and 
their  successors  in  office. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  all  teachers, 
Shall  appoiat  and  Other  persons  necessary  to  successfully  carry  on  said 

schools,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  their  government,  and 
fix  their  compensation  and  salaries,  and  dismiss  or  sus- 
pend any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by  them; 
prescribe  the  branches  of  education  to  be  taught  in  the 
schools,  grade  the  schools  and  class,  and  prescribe  the 
necessary  qualifications  for,  and  the  mode  of  examination 
of  pupils  or  perc«ons  applying  lor  admission  to  the  schools. 
Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  by- 
laws and  rules  for  the  government  of  themselves,  the 
teachers,  and  all  other  appointees,  and  for  the  dispatch 
of  business,  and  for  the  management  and  control  and 
government  of  the  schools,  and  to  enforce  such  by  laws 
and  rules  by  suitable  fines  and  penalties,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount. 
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§8.  Said  board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  reg:ilar  and  journal  of  pro- 
correct  journal  of  their  proceedings,  in  a  well-bound 
book,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  of  the  members  of  said  board,  or  to  any  committee 
appointed  by  the  citizens  of  the  district  in  a  regular  man- 
ner for  such  purpose,  but  to  no  other  person  or  persons, 
except  by  order  of  the  board,  or  at  the  option  of  the 
officers  in  whose  charge  such  book  may  be  kept. 

§  9.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness; they  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month,  and  shall  fix 
tbe  time  of  their  meeting,  and  may  meet  as  often  as  to  them 
may  seem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A 
majority  of  those  present  may  transact  any  business,  ex- 
cept in  the  making  of  a  contract  for  the  purchase  or  sale 
of  real  estate,  or  for  the  erection  of  any  building,  or  for 
the  paying  out  of  any  money,  in  which  a  majority  of  the 
board  must  concur;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  polled 
aad  recorded  in  the  journal. 

§  10.  Only  white  children  shall  be  admitted  into  said 
schools,  and  all  white  children  six  years  of  age  or  over, 
on  the  first  day  of  July  preceding  the  beginning  of  each 
session,  and  all  under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  living  in 
snid  district,  shall  have  equal  right  of  admission  to  said 
schools,  and  no  fees  or  tuition  shall  be  charged. 

§11.  No  catechism  or  other  form  of  religious  belief 
shall  be  taught  or  inculcated  in,  nor  shall  any  class-book 
be  used  or  adopted  for  said  school  which  reflects  upon 
any  religious  denomination;  nor  shall  any  class  or  classes 
be  so  conducted  as  to  interfere  with  the  religion  of  pa- 
rents or  pupils. 

§  12  The  secretary  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  keep  their  record  and  papers,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  prescribed  by  said 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may 
b(^  fixed  by  the  board,  and  paid  at  such  time  as  they  may 
direct. 

§  13.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his   duties,  xreas 
shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with  good 
and  ample  securities,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  bo^rd 
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of  trustees,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perfornfiance  of  all 
his  duties,  and  to  pay  over  to  proper  persons  all  nfioneys 
which  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  said  office. 
He  shall  receive  and  dispense  the  moneys  belonging  to  the 
school  fund,  keep  accurate  and  true  accounts,  in  well- 
bound  books,  of  all  his  acts,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  or  prescribed  by  said  board  of  trustees: 
Provided^  however.  That  he  is  at  no  time  to  pay  out  or 
disburse  the  money  of  said  school  fund  except  upon  an 
order  directed  to  him  officially,  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  indorsed  by  the  secre- 
tary. And  for  such  services  he  shall  receive  such  salary 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  paid  at  such  time  as 
they  may  direct. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  end  of  each 

Report  of  irus-  gcholastic  year,  and  oftener  if  required,  make  out  and  • 
report  to  the  patrons  of  said  school,  and  also  publish  the 
same  in  some  Henderson  county  newspaper,  a  written  or 
printed  statement  showing  the  number  of  pupils  in  said 
school,  and  the  condition  and  amount  of  property  and 
funds  belonging  thereto,  and  such  other  information  as 
may  be  desired. 

§  15.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide  the  funds 

Funds  for  build  for  buildiug  the  school-house,  for  purchasing  within  said 
school  district  ground  suitable  and  sufficient  upon  which 
to  locate  said  school-house,  and  for  paying  all  the  ex- 
penses of  said  public  school;  and  for  said  purpose  the 
said  board  of  tru.stees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  levy  a  poll-tax  of  five  dollars  on  every  white  male 
voter  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  over,  and  a 
property  tax  not  to  exceed  forty  per  cent,  per  annum  to 
the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  said  property  lying 
within  said  boundary;  and  also  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
Smith's  Mills  Public  School  District  in  such  amount  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  become  necessary,  but  which 
amount  shall  not,  in  the  agsrregate,  exceed  the  suin  of 
three  thousand  dollars.  The  said  bonds  may  be  of  any 
denomination  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  running  not  longer  than  twenty 
years,  and  bearing  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  (8) 
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eight  per  centum  per  annam,  payable  demi-annually  or  at 
the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  as  said  board  of  trustees  may 
direct.  The  said  bonds  in  this  section  provided  for  shall 
be  made  payable  to  bearer,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  of 
tru8tee«,  or  such  person  as  they  may  authorize,  and  shall 
pass  by  delivery,  and  shall  be  sold  or  discounted  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  or  such  person  as  they  may  authorize,  for 
the  best  price  they  can  get,  or  paid  out  for  such  building 
or  any  other  indebtedness  created  on  account  of  such 
^ichool.  And  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  an 
annual  tax,  as  herein  provided  for  in  this  section,  to  be 
levied  and  collected,  by  an  assessor  and  collector  to  be 
appointed  by  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  the  same  prop- 
erty in  said  school  district  as  is  taxed  by  the  State  for 
common  school  purposes;  the  assessment  to  be  made  at 
such  time  as  said  trustees  may  direct,  to  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  the  principal 
when  it  becomes  due:  Provided,  h'wever.  It  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  tax  above  mentioned  in  this  section. 
Tae  assessor  appointed  by  them  shall  make  the  assess- 
ments necessary  for  the  fixing  and  the  other  collection  of 
said  tax.  under  such  rules  and  provisions  as  may  be  pre- 
i?cribed  by  said  board  of  trustees.  Said  taxes,  and  other 
expenses  of  collectini^  the  snme,  shall  be  collected  by  the 
person  appointed  for  th-^t  purpose,  at  the  direction  of  sHid 
board  of  trustees,  by  levy,  distress,  or  sale,  or  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  county  and  State  revenue  is  now  collected; 
and  the  officer  so  collecting  said  tax  shall,  with  his  sure- 
lies,  be  responsible  on  his  bond,  which  shall  have  previ- 
oa!*ly  been  filed  with,  and  approved  of,  by  said  board,  for 
the  faithful  performrince  of  his  duties.  This  tax,  together 
with  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of 
the  said  public  school,  shall  always  be  collected  in  money, 
and  shall  only  be  used  in  paying  the  interest  and  princi- 
pal of  said  bonds,  and  for  paying  the  expenses  of  the 
school:  Provided,  That  the  interest  coupons  may  be  taken 
in  payment  of  such  tax,  and  the  bonds  themselves  may 
be  liquidated  before  maturity,  at  the  discretion  of  said 
hoard  of  trustees;  and  for  these  purposes  the  said  board 
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of  trustees  shall  cause  the  property  and  poll  tax,  hereto- 
fore provided  for  in  this  section,  to  he  levied  and  collected 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for:  Provided  ahtxiys,  That  only 
the  property  belonging  to  white  people  shall  be  taxed  for 
said  school  purposes. 

§  16.  The  funds  arising  from  the  collection  of  such 
thxes  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees  by  the  collector,  and  his  receipt  taken 
therefor  by  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  or  said 
collector  shall  be  a  delinquent  and  liable  to  the  same 
penalties  as  sheriffs  or  collectors  of  State  revenue  for  fail- 
ing to  collect  or  pay  over  State  revenue;  and  shall  be 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  way,  except  that  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  in  the  Henderson  circuit  court.  The  execution  upon 
any  such  judgment  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Hen- 
derson county,  or  any  officer  the  court  may  direct,  and 
the  Kheriff  or  other  officer  shall  collect  and  account  for 
the  same,  and  be  responsible  on  his  bond,  as  in  other 
cases  of  execution  placed  in  his  hands. 

§  17.  The  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and 
s»ie  of  bonds       all  Other  moneys  in   the  school   treasurer,  shall   be  under 

the  control  and  management  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  said  public 
school,  and  the  purchase  of  property  and  erecting  build- 
ings therefor;  and  they  shall  not  be  used  for  any  school 
excepting  that  under  the  control  of  said  board  of  trustees. 
If  any  of  the  trustees,  or  the  treasurer,  shall  appropriate 
any  of  said  money  to  his  own  use,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony;  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five 
years. 

§  18.  The  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  common 
schools  shall  annually  make  an  estimate  of  the  share  or 
proportion  of  the  State  common  school  fund  which  would 
be  coming  or  due  to  the  school  district  of  Smith's  Mills, 
as  herein  described  ;  and  shall  annually  pay  over  to  the 
board  of  trustees  herein  created,  the  full  amount  of  such 
proportion  or  share,  which  shall  be  held  and  used  by  them 
as  other  funds  herein  provided  for. 
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§  19.  All  the  lands  within  the  boundary  of  said  Achooi 
district,  which  shall  escheat,  or  in  any  way  be  forfeited 
to  the  Commonwealth,  shall  vest  in  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  to  be  used,  held,  and  controlled  by  them  as  other 
property  and  school  funds. 

6  20.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  con-.  May  condemn 

'  ^  properly. 

demn  any  private  properly  for  school  purposes  whenever, 
in  their  opinion,  it  shall  become  necessary,  by  first  pay- 
ing therefor,  in  money,  its  fair  cash  value,  if  such  value 
can  be  fixed  by  ag:reement ;  if  such  value  cannot  be 
agreed  upon,  then,  upon  an  application  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  the  county  court  of  Henderson  count}'  shall  issue 
a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  if  there 
be  DO  sheriff,  then  to  the  jailer  of  said  to  be  executed 
and  returned  to  said  court,  as  in  cases  of  opening  roads; 
and  upon  the  return  of  said  writ  duly  executed,  the  said 
court  shall  adjud^^e  the  payment  of  such,  damage,  and 
upon  payment  thereof,  the  court  shall  issue  a  writ  requir- 
ing the  sheriff  to  put  the  said  board  in  possession  of  said 
lot,  and  thereupon  the  title  to  said  lot  shall  vest  in  said 
board  of  trustees  :  Provided,  They  shall  not  have  the 
right  to  condemn  any  private  property  which  is  used  by 
the  owner  as  a  residence  for  himself  or  family. 

§  21.  The   board    of    trustees   shall,   in  the    month   of  Report  of  trus- 
tees to  citizens 

March  or  April  in  each  year,  make  a  report  or  estimate 
in  writing  to  the  citizens  of  said  school  district,  showing 
the  probable  amount  of  money  necessary  to  properly 
conduct  said  school  for  the  next  scholastic  year,  which 
amount  shall  be  levied  for,  and  collected  by,  taxation,  as 
hereinbefore  directed.  No  person  living  in  said  school 
district  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  election  held  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  school  trustees,  or  in  any  other 
election  touching  the  interest  of  the  school,  who  owes 
more  than  one  year's  school  taxes  under  this  act. 

§  22.  The  members  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall  re- 
ceive no  compensation  for  their  services  as  trustees.  Said 
board  may  admit  into  said  public  school  white  children 
who  are  non-residents  of  said  school  district,  upon  nuch 
terms  and  conditions,  and  upon  payment  of  such  charges, 
as  to  the  board  may  seem  right. 
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}  23.  But  it  id  herein  provided  that  Mr.  E.  O  Cheatham 
is  himself,  with  hi*  property,  except  about  ttve  acres  of 
land,  exempt  from  the  taxes  herein  provided  for. 

§  24.  The  said  trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  publish  the  same,  calling  an 
election,  submitting  this  proposition  to  the  legal  white 
vote  of  said  district. 

§  25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  so  soon 
as  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes

cast  ot  the  qualified  voters  of  said  school  district,  at  any 
election  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the 
voters  upon  the  subject  of  such  ratification.  The  board 
of  trustees  shall  cause  this  act  to  be  published,  and  due 
notice  to  be  given  of  any  election  to  be  held  for  that  pur- 
pose.

CHAPTER  958. 

AN    ACT    to    incorporate    Archer,   Maocourt  k  Gompaoy,   and    aatborize 
them  to  do  business  in  lumber  and  mininii^on  Cumberland  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  Grant  Green,  R.  N.  Archer,  C.  W.  Mancourt, 
and  A.  W.  Overton,  and  their  associates  and  success- 
ors, be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  with  power  of  perpetual  succession*  under  the 
name  and  8t>le  of  Archer,  Mancourt  &  Company;  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  succession,  sue  and  be  sued;  may 
purchase,  acquire,  hold,  lease,  transfer,  and  convey  such 
real  and  personal  property,  choses  in  action,  and  securi- 
ties, negotiable  and  otherwise,  as  may  be  expedient  for 
the  successful  prosecution  of  its  business,  as  herein  de- 
fined; may  do  and  perform  all  acts  and  things  not  con- 
trary to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  which  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  carry- 
ing on  a  general  lumber,  manufacturing,  mining,  and 
mercantile  business  in  the  State  of  Kentucky:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
fiaid  company  to  engage  in  the  business  of  barking. 
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( 2.  That  said  company  may  float  and  drive  down  the 
CQmberland    river   and    its    tributaries    logs,   wood,    and 
other  lumber,  and  for  the  purpose  of  catching  and  necuring 
aach  logs,  wood,  and  lumber  as  shall  be  floated  down  said 
river  and  its  tributaries,  they  may  erect  and  maintain  a 
boom  00  the  Cumberland  river  below  the  falls,  and  at  or 
near  the  foot  of  Smith's  Shoals,  which  shall  be  for  their 
exclusive  use  and  benefit;  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  landing  of  boats  and  rafts  in  transitu,  and  tying  up 
the  same  to  the  shore  on  lands  leased  or  owned  by  the 
coaipany  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  and  on  the  south 
side  of  the  river  below  the  boom,  nor  with  the  occupancy 
of  landings  on  either  side  of  the  river  on  lands  not  leased 
crowned  by  the  company;  and  when  it  may  be  necessary 
for  driving,  dislodging,  fastening,  and  securing  boats,  rafts, 
logs,  and  timber,  or  for  putting  them  back  in  the  stream 
wheD  they  may  have  been  floated  upon  lands  outside  of 
the  bin ks  of  the  river  by  high  water,  may  enter  upon  the 
lands  of  others  for  the  purpot«e  of  reclaiming  and  secur- 
ing their  logs,  limber,  and  rafts;  subject,  however,  to* pay 
sDch  damages  as  may  be  sustained   by  such  entry  and 
occupation:  Provided  always^  That  said  boom  shall  be  so 
coDstructed  as  not  to  prevent  the  safe,  convenient,  and 
speedy  passage  of  rafts,  logs,  and  boats  on  said  Cumber- 
land river:  And  provided  alst),  That  the   logs  which   may 
have  lodged  on  the  lands  of  others  shall  be  removed  in  a 
reasonable  time,  and  the  company  shall  be  responsible  for 
any  damages  the  owners  may  sustain   by  reason   of  the 
logs  of  the  company  remaining  on   their  lands:  And  pro- 
vided  further^  That  all  logs  and  lumber  belonging  to  other 
parties,  which  may  be  floated  into  said  boom,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the   owners  thereof  on  demand   and  proof  of 
ownership;  and  upon  failure  to  deliver  said  logs  or  lum- 
ber, after  proof  of  ownership,  the  company  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  the  value  of  the  same  and  any  damage  the  owner 
may  sustain  by  the  failure  to  deliver,  to  be  recovered  in  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  but  the  company  shall  be 
allowed  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  catching, 
holding,  and    delivering   said    logs    and   lumber;    but  no 
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charge  shall  be  made  against  parties  who  notify  the  com- 
pany that  they  do  not  wish  their  loo^s  stopped. 

§  3.  That  if  any  person  shall  willfully  or  maliciously 
destroy  i»aid  boom,  or  shall  willfully  or  maliciously  turn 
adrift,  destroy »  or  injure  any  rafts,  boats,  or  lumber,  or 
shall  wrongfully'  take  possession  of,  stop,  or  interfere 
'with  logs  or  other  lumber  of  the  company  which  may  be 
floating  in  the  Cumberland  river  or  its  tributaries,  or 
lodged  on  the  shore  thereof,  or  shall  deface,  cut,  or  other- 
wise remove  the  marks  of  the  company  from  any  logs  or 
lumber,  or  put  marks  or  brands  on  the  same  for  the  pur- 
pose of  depriving  the  owners  thereof  of  their  property, 
he  or  they  shall  pay  the  amount  of  damage  so  done  to 
said  company,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  trespass,  and 
shall  also  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  and  punishments 
imposed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  for  such  of- 
fenses. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  ^enty 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  to  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
incorporators  and  their  associates  may  adopt  for  its  gov- 
ernment; which  rules  and  regulation  shall  not,  however, 
be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State. 

^  5.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
abolish,  or  repeal  this  charter  in  full  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  The  rates  for  catching  logs  shall  not  exceed  the 
rates  now  fixed  by  law,  and  said  company  shall  act  de- 
tain  or  stop  logs  belonging  to  parties  below  said  boom 
without  being  requested  so  to  do. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweal ih 
of  Kentucky  : 

}  J.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Louisville  chancery 
court  to  order  the  various  c«ums  of  money  rerriHinin^  in 
court,  in  the  case  of  Geo.  L.  Douglass,  trustee,  against  the 
Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company 
and  others',  to  be  paid  over  to,  and  distributed  among,  the 
holders  of  said  Douglnss'  mortgage  bonds,  after  the  lapse 
ol  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  :  Provided, 
however.  That  if  any  person  nhall,  at  the  time  said  order 
is  asked,  show  themselves  entitled  to  any  of  said  money, 
the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  such  claimants  :  And  pro* 
vided  further.  That  before  making  such  order  «»ne  month's 
notice  of  the  application  therefor  shall  be  given  in  two 
newspapers  published  in  Louisville  having  the  largest 
hona  fide  circulation.  All  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

\  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  Hrarod  ilip  clihfter  uf  the  Maclipeljih  Cemetery  Company, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Machpelah  Cem- 
etery Company  are  authorized  and  directed  to  create  a 
sitiking  fund  for  the  benefit  of  its  cemetery  in  this  way, 
to-w.it:  Filteen  per  cent,  of  all  the  receipts  is  to  be  set 
apart  by  them,  until  the  principal  thereof,  and  nny  ac- 
crued interest  thereon,  amounts  to  eight  thousand  dollars. 
Said  fund,  as  it  accrues,  is  to  be  invested  by  them  in  safe 
interest-paying  stocks  or  bonds  ;  and  when  it  reaches 
»aid  sum  of  eight  thousand. dollars,  any  interest  or  profits 
therefrom  may  be   used  in   improving  said  cemetery,  or 
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purchasing  other  ground  for  it,  provided  said  fund  is  kept 
at  eight  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  on  January  Ist,  1881.

CHAPTER  961 

AN  .A.OT  to  amend  the  rharter  of  the  town  of  Grayson.  Carter  couDty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Gray- 
son, Kentucky,  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to  grant 
license  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  to  sell 
malt  liquors,  such  as  ale,  beer,  and  other  malt  liquors. 
And  for  said  license  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  said 
license  are  granted  shall  pftj'  into  the  town  treasury  a 
sum,  not  e.xceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be  fixed  by. said 
board  of  trustees. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  part  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed  and  held  for  naught. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  002. 

AN  ACT  to  authoriee  Simpson   county  to  issae  bonds   for  turnpike  road 

purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  Simpson  county  court  be,  and  it  is  here- 
by, authorized  to  submit  the  question,  at  any  general 
election,  to  the  voters  of  said  county,  whether  the  county 
court  shall  or  not  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said  county 
to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi  annually;  said  bonds  to  be  due  twenty  years  after 
date,  redeemable,  after  five  years,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
county ;  and  said  bonds,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof, 
to  be  expended  in  the  construction  of  turnpike,  gravel,  or 
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macadamized  roads  in  said  county.  Should  a  majority  of 
those  voting  at  said  election  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposi- 
tion, the  county  court  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county 
to  the  amount  so  voted  to  be  issued;  said  bonds  shaU  be 
signed  by  the  pre^^iding  jud^e  of  the  Simpson  county 
court,  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk.  The  cou- 
pons to  represent  the  interest  shall  be  signed  by  the 
clerk  alone.  When  said  bonds  are  ready  for  issue,  the 
county  judge  shall  advertise  them  for  sale,  and  the  cit- 
izens of  said  county  shall  have  the  preference  of  pur- 
chase for  the  period  of  thirty  days;  after  which  time, 
should  there  be  any  bonds  unsold,  they  shall  be  offered 
and  sold  to  any  person  desiring  to  purchase  :  Provided^ 
That  no  bond  or  bonds  shnll  be  sold  at  less  than  their  par 
value. 

§  2.  When  said  bonds,  or  a  sufficient  amount  thereof, 
are  sold,  in  the  discretion  of  the  county  court,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring 
therein,  shall  then  proceed  in  such  manner  as  seem  most 
expedient,  to  expend  said  funds  in  the  construction  of 
turnpike,  gravel,  or  macadamized  roads  in  said  county. 

^  3.  That  the  county  court  shall  annually  have  an 
assessment  and  levy,  and  have  collected  a  tax  upon  all 
the  property  of  said  county  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
revenue  purposes,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  bonds,  which  collection  shall  be  by  the  sheriff,  or 
a  special  tax  collector  which  the  county  court  may  ap- 
point for  the  purpose;  and  the  collector  of  these  taxes 
shall  execute  bond,  with  approved  security,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties;  and  the  collec- 
tor shall  have,  and  may  exercise,  all  the  powers  conferred 
by  law  upon  sheriffs  for  the  collection  of  the  State  reve- 
nue and  county  levj',  and  shall  pay  over  all  moneys  thus 
collected  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county,  less  the 
commission  that  the  county  court  may  allow  for  collect- 
ing. 

§  4.  That  the  Simpson  county  court  shall   appoint  a 
treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  receive  and  receipt  for 
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all  moneys  paid  by  the  sheriff  or  other  collector  of  the 
taxes  levied  and  collected  nnder  this  act;  also  receive  all 
moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  any  bonds  that  may  be 
issued  and  sold  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  recited  act,  and 
deposit  the  same  in  some  solvent  bank,  in  the  town  of 
Franklin,  to  the  credit  of  Simpson  county;  and  shall  pay 
out  the  same  upon  the  order  of  the  county  court.  The 
treasurer  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  security  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  said  county  court,  conditioned  for  the 
honest  and  faithful  fulfillment  of  his  duties  as  treasurer, 
and  settle  his  accounts  with  the  county  court  at  any  time 
required.  The  county  court  may  make  allowance  at  the 
courts  of  claims  of  the  county  to  compensate  the  treas- 
urer for  his  services;  also  for  the  services  of  other  agent 
or  agents  that  may  be  employed  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
improvements  contemplated  in  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  963. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Keene  nnd  South  BIkhorn  Tirrnpflce  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  (pf  the  Comnvmwenlth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jacob  Burrier,  O.  D.  Bryant,  Whitfield  Hay- 
don,  H.  W.  Cleveland,  John  Woods,  S.  R.  Hampton,  R. 
R.  Henderson,  F.  S.  Wilson,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and 
corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Keene  and  South 
Elkhorn  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  said  name  and 
style  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  courts  and  places  in  this  Commonwealth; 
and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  break,  alter, 
or  change  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  construct  a  turnpike  or  macadamized  road 
from  Keene,  in  Jessamine  county,  to  the  military  pike,  in 
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Fayt^Ue  county,  at  or  n«ar  the  toU-gat«  near  the  village  of 
South  Eikhora,  ranning  with  the  Shawii«e  Run  road  as 
near  as  is  pi^acticable;  and  in  order  to  secure  the  funds 
BBcesisary  to  construct  the  sam-e,  ^tiall  have  power  to  rai-se 
a  sum,  by  \ssae  and  sa\e  of  the  capital  sluck  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  tho«ii>and  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

§  ^.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  slock  shall 
be  opened  in  the  town  of  Keene,  and  at  such  other  p-l aces 
as  may  be  deem-ed  best,  under  the  direction  of  the  per- 
«ons  hereinbefore  named,  aH  of  whom  are  hereby  named 
<somraissioRers  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company^;  and  th-ey  shall 
provide  a  book  or  books  which  shall  contain  the  following 
obligation^  to  be  signed  by  evevy  person  who  sha-ll  take 
^ock  in  said  corporation,  viz:  **  We,  whose  nain^s  are 
hereto  subscribed,  do  severally  bind  ourseiveH  to  pay  re- 
spectively to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Keene 
and  South  Elkhorti  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for-each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite 
our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  eaid  company."  And  when  the  president  and  direcN 
"ors  shall  be  chosen,  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall 
have  full  controi  of  said  books,  and  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  opened  from  time  to  time  untii  the  entire  amount  of 
stock  herein  authorized  is  subscribed. 

§  4.  That  as  soon  as  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
«hall  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock 
4s  subscribed  to  justify  the  commencement  of  said  road, 
they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an 
•election  for  presideot  and  five  directors,  who  shail  hold 
their  offices  fo^r  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen  :  Providedy  That  should  a  vacancy  occur,  the  re- 
maining directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment.  The 
■directors  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary. The  treasurer  shaH  execute  a  bond,  with  security 
to  said  company,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office. 
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§  5.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
acquire,  hold,  or  sell  real  or  pergonal  estate  as  the  same 
may  he  deemed  necessary  in  the  said  construction  of  said 
road,  and  to  do  ail  other  acts  and  things  necessary  in  the 
exercise  of  the  power  herein  expressly  conferred. 

§  6.  That  the  entire  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
forty  feet,  and  the  macadamized  part  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  feet,  and  the  ^rade  shall  not  exceed  four 
degrees;  and  whenever  the  road  shall  be  completed  from 
Keene  to  the  Military  Pike  (which  is  about  five  miles),  the 
directors  shall  call  upon  the  two  justices  of  the  peace 
residing  nearest  thereto,  and  not  interested  therein,  to 
examine  the  same,  and  if  they  shall,  by  a  written  state- 
ment, to  be  filed  with  the  county  court  of  the  county  in 
which  said  road  lies,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  certify 
that  the  same  is  done  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner, 
then  the  said  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  or  gates  ory 
said  road,,  and  may  charge  and  collect  tolls  from  persons 
traveling  or  using  the  same,  as  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  regard-* 

ing  turnpike    companies,  and   not  inconsistent  with  the 

provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  parts  hereof. 

§  8.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  Hftrvoy  Pidcock,  of  Todd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  :  ' 

§  I.  That  Harvey  Pidcock  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  per- 
mitted to  peddle  in  Todd  county,  Kentucky,  from  and 
after  this  date,  without  paying  the  license  tax  required  by 
law:  Provided,  He  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell  any  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors. 

§  2    This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  965. 

AN   ACT   to   incorporate   the   Bowling   Green    Fire   »nd   Maiine  Insnratic* 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tike  General  Assemblif  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  L.  A.  Graham,  William  S  Ragland,  Ed.  B. 
Seley,  Charles  G.  Smalihouse,  James  A.  Graham,  James 
L.  McLine,  Robert  S.  Knowtes,  John  Maesey,  James  D. 
Hines,  R.  S.  Evans,  George  VV.  Hines,  Thomas  J.  Smith, 
Dr.  A.  C.  Wright,  Austin  J.  Claypool,  Dr.  Samuel  W. 
Combs,  H.  H.  Skiles,  together  with  their  associates  and 
successors  and  as-signs,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and 
made  a  corporation  and  body-politic,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  Bowling  Green  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  or  receive,  possess,  enjoy, 
and  retain,  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tene- 
ments, goods  and  chattels,  public  or  private  securities  of 
kind  and  quality  or  nature  whatsoever,  not,  however,  incon- 
sistent with  the  acts  and  amended  acts  regulating  such  in- 
surance companies  in  this  State;  and  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  de- 
fend and  be  defended,  in  any  court  whatsoever;  and  also  to 
make  and  use  a  seal  or  seals;  and  also  ordain  and  establish 
and  put  into  execution  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary 
and  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  company,  not 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of   this  charter. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company. shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time,  at  the  will  of  the  stockholders,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

5  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  four  of 
them,  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  ot  the 
same,  or  sooner  if  they  wish,  give  notice  in  the  Bowling 
Green  newspapers  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the 
books  for  the  sub!«cription  of  stock;  and  when  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
and  ten  per  cent,  of  that  amount  paid  into  the  corporators. 
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«nd  notes  given  for  the  ren>ainder,  to  be  paid  as  th-e  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  demand,  aaid  company  may  be  or- 
ganized by  electing  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary^ 
treasurer,  and  general  agent  from  the  namea  of  the  cor- 
porators herein  mentioned;  and  the  el^ection  of  directors 
to  occur  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  every  two  years 
thereafter,  commencing  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1882, 
to  be  selected  by  the  stockhqiders,  giving  each  holder  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  lum  or  her,  in  person 
or  by  proxy. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  advertise  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  the  annual  election.  The  board 
may  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  directory, 
by  reason  of  death  or  resignation,  for  the  unexpired  time 
of  any  such  member.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company 
to  have  seven  members  to  constitute  a  quorum,  including 
the  president.  In  case  the  president  is  absent,  the  vice 
president  shall  preside  ;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of 
both,  the  secretary  may  call  a  member  present  to  preside. 

§  5.  The  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  assignable 
and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person 
or  by  attorney;  and  said  &tock  shall  be  considered  as  per- 
sonal property;  but  no  person  indebted  to  the  company 
shall  be  permitted  to  make  a  transfer  until  such  debt  is 
paid  or  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  president  and 
board  of  directors.  And  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  installments  when  called  for  and  demanded 
by  the  president  and  board  of  directors  aforesaid,  within 
sixty  days  after  the  time  designated  for  the  payment  of 
buch  installments,  such  stockholders  shall  forfeit  each  and 
every  share  on  which  payment  shall  not  be  fully  made; 
and  the  shares  so  forfeited  may  be  sold  by  the  company. 

§6.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance  against  fire  on  all  kinds 
of  buildings;  also  to  make  all  kindsof  insurance  on  steam 
vessels,  flat-boats,  and  all  kinds  of  crafts  of  any  descrip- 
tion, on  all  rivers,  lakes,  or  canals  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  as  well  as  on  goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
produce,  specie,  freight,  and  every  description  of  property 
transferred  by  land  or   water   within   the  "United  States; 
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and  said  company  may  take  applications  for  all  said 
risks,  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  company's  office,  and 
may  issue  policies  to.  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  said  company;  said  policies  to  be  worded  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  invent  any 
part  of  its  capital  stock,  moneyrf,  funds  or  other  properly, 
in  the  manner  and  in  the  funds  authorized  to  be  invested 
tn  by  virtue  of  '-  An  for  the  incorporation  and  regula- 
tion of  fire,  marine,  accident,  live  stock,  and  all  other 
except  life  insurance  companies,"  approved  March  12, 
1870,  and  by  virtue  of  the  amendment  thereto,  approved 
April  3d,  1878.  ' 

i  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  cau^e  a  full 
report  to  be  made  on  first  of  January  and  July  of  each 
year  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed;  and  said  com- 
pany may  declare  dividends  out  of  the  net  earnings  of 
said  company  as  often  as  twice  a  year. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  cause  a  set  of  by- 
laws to  be  made  to  comply  with  this  charter,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky;  and 
the  said  board  of  directors  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  all  the 
officers,  and  rates  of  all  expenses  of  the  directory. 

$  10.  The  stockholders  of  this  company  shall  not  be  in- 
dividually liable  for  any  amount  whatever. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  966 

AN  ACT  to  incorpofAte  the  Lnsbj's  Mills  and  Beech  Branch  Turnpike  Road 

Coaipany,  in  Owen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
incorporated  to  construct  a  road,  on  the  macadamized 
plan,  from  Lusby's  Mills,  in  Owen  county,  to  a  point  near 
the  mouth  of  Beech   Branch    to    the    Owen    and   Grant 
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county  line,  near  said  place,  upon  the  most  practicnble 
route  between  said  points  above  named,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Lusby's  Milts  and  Beech  Branch  Turnpike 
Road  Company;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be 
Impleaded,  and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  A.  B.  Acree,  Isaac  Ing:ram,  John  Lusby,  t»r.. 
Dr.  A.  Smithen,  Martin  Holbrook,  sr.,  Jeff.  Pautner,  James 
Taylor,  ar.,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  such  places  as  said  commissioners  may  designate; 
and  as  soon  as  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  sub- 
scribed, they  shall  give  ten  days*  notice,  at  the  most  pub- 
lic places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  road,  of  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president 
and  five  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  competent  to  do  business,  and  to  do  all  things 
authorized  by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company;  and  the  management  of  the 
fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  con- 
fined to  said  president  and  directors  and  their  successors 
in  office,  to  be  chosen  annually  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  said  president  and  directors,  from  time  to  time, 
may  appoint,  and  who  shall  continue  in  ofiice  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or 
director  who  is  not  the  owner,  in  his  own  name,  of  one  or 
more  shares  of  stock  in  said  road. 

^  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other 
officers  or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  they 
shall  have  power  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  and  all  other 
officers  or  agents  appointed  by  them,  bond  and  security 
in  Buch  penalties  as  they  may  require,  conditioned  for  the 
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faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  them  as 
such. 

§6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  ' 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book  or  books,  (viz):  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  sub- 
scribed, do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors 
of  the  Lusby's  Mills  and  Beech  Branch  Turnpike  Road 
Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  oppo;:«ite  our 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  by  them  required  under  the  law  incorporating 
said  company,  to  be  collected  as  other  debts.  Witness 
our  hands  this  —  day  of ,  18 — ." 

^  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide  ;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  twenty  feet  wide, 
and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  shall 
be  graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees  at 
any  part  thereof;  that  whenever  two  and  one  half  con-  » 

tinuous  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  the  company 
may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge  tolls  thereat  at  a  rate 
of  toil  not  exceeding  that  now  authorized  by  law  on 
roads  made  under  the  general  turnpike  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall

^  1.  That  H.  B.  Lane,  of  Hart  county,  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  take  charge  of  and  advertise  for 
sale  and  8ell  to  the  highest  bidder,  on  a  treasonable  ci*edit, 
all  the  old  iron  remaining  of  the  late  bridge  over  Green 
river,  in  Hart  county,  at  Rio;  and  for  his  services  he 
may  retain  ten  per  cent,  of  the  gross  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase money  of  said  iron.  After  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  connected  with  the  sale  of  said  iron  and  deduct- 
ing his  commissions,  said  Lane  shall  promptly  pay  the 
remainder  of  the  purchase  money  into  the  2State  Treas- 
ury into  the  revenue  proper.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ballard  county 
court  to  order  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  open  a  poll  at 
each  of  the  voting  precincts  of  said  county  on  Saturday, 
the  2d  day  of  May,  1880,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  county  on  the  question  of  removal  of  the 
county  seat  from  Blandville  to  Wickliffe,  in  said  county. 
And  the  said  county  court  shall  appoint  the  officers  to 
hold  said  election;  and  in  making  said  appointments,  to 
have  due  regard  to  the  general  laws  on  that  subject. 

§  2  That  in  making  out  the  poll-books  for  the  various 
voting  places,  (or  the  purpose  of  taking  the  vote  on  said 
question,  the  clerk  shall  prepare  one  column  in  which  to 
record  the  votes  of  those  who  are  in  favor  of  the  removal 
01  the  county  seat  to  Wickliffe,  and  the  poll-books  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  sheriff  to  the  several  clerks  of  the  elec- 
tion. The  clerk  of  said  election  shall  propound  to  each 
individual  voter  voting  at  said  election  the  question, 
"Are  you  for  or  against  the  removal  of  the  county  seat 
from  Blandville  to  Wickliffe?"  And  if  said  voter  answers 
affirmatively,  then  his  vote  shall  be  so  recorded;  and  if  he 
answers  negatively,  then  no  entry  shall  be  made  of  it  on 
said  poll-book. 

§  3.  That  the  poll-book  shall  be  kept  sealed  by  the  clerk 
of  said  election  as  required  of  them  by  the  general  laws 
on  the  subject  of  elections,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  by  the  sheriff  of  said  election,  and  the 
officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  count  and  compare  the  vote  in 
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case  of  elections  shall,  on'Wednesday  after  said  election, 
open  said  poll-books  and  count  and  compare  the  polls,  and 
nnake  known  the  result  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now 
required  by  law  in  the  election  of  county  officers. 

§  4.  That  if  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified  voters  ni 
the  county  vote  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  to 
WicklifTe,  then,  in  that  event,  the  court-house  and  public 
offices  shall  be  erected  at  Wickliffe,  and  the  books,  papers, 
and  records  of  the  county  shall  be  removed  there,  and 
the  various  courts  of  the  county  shall  be  held  there,  and 
it  shall  thereafter  be  the  county  seat  of  said  county  ; 
and  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  majority  of  all  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  count}'^  are  in  favor  of  the  removal, 
the  officers  comparing  the  polls  shall  refer  to  the  assessors' 
books,  and  count  thereon  each  individual  assessed  for  the 
purpose  of  county  levy  or  poll-tax,  and  from  that  result 
determine  whether  the  majority  have  voted  for  the  re- 
moval. 

§  5.  That  in  case  a  majority  of  the  legally  qualified 
voters  of  the  county  vote  for  the  removal  of  the  county- 
seat  to  Wickliffe,  then  the  acts  passed  at  this  session,  en- 
titled ^'  An  act  to  authorize  the  Ballard  county  court  to 
re-build  court-house  in  Blandville,  and  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  for  that  purpose,"  and  **  An  act  to  authorize  the  Bal- 
lard county  court  to  rebuild  court-house  in  Blandville, 
and  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose,"  shall  apply  to  and  be 
in  effect  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  court-hou;*e  at 
Wickliffe. 

§  6.  That  the  act  passed  at  this  session,  entitled  '*  An 
act  to  allow  the  voters  of  Ballard  county  to  vote  on  the 
question  of  removing  the  county  seat  of  Ballard  county," 
„  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed

^  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  shHll 
be  divided  into  four  classes — three  for  one  year,  three  lor 
two  years,  three  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four  years 
after  the  organization  of  the  board,  and  until  their  sue- 
eessors  are  appointed;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  board  ot 
trustees  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  eaid  board. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall,  within  twelve  months  after  the  eic  tiou  of  board 
approval  of  this  act,  and  after  a  piinhc  advertisement  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  Covington  or  Cincinnati,  call  a 
meeting  at  some  designated  place  in  Covington,  and  pro- 
ceed to  organize  said  corporation  by  an  election  from  the 
board  of  trustees  a  president,  vice  president,  secrethry, 
and  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices*  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected: 
Provided,  however.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be 
chosen  from  persons  outside  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
shall  proceed  to  take  such  steps  for  the  purchase  of  a 
necessary  site  in   or  near  Covington,  Kentucky,  for  the 
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erection  of  the  necessary  building  or  buildings  suitable 
lor  ft  children's  home,  as  shall  seem  to  them  necessary. 

§  5.  The  said  hoard  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point and  fix  their  terms  of  service,  a  board  of  managers 
outside  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  such  other  officers, 
accents,  and  employes  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  all 
or  any  of  whom  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board.  The  duties  and  compensation  of  said  managers 
and  of  said  employes  ^hall  be  defined  and  fixed  by  the 
by  laws  of  the  corporation. 

^  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  pro- 
ceedings, certified  copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in 
ali  courts*  in  this  State. 
.§7.    The  corporation   hereby  created  as  **  The  Coving- 
pQwftFs  offhe   ton  Protestant  Children's  Home"  are  hereby  empowered, 

ct)rpofaiion,, 

and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  through  its 
hoard  of  trustees,  to  take  under  its  guardianship,  tutelage, 
and  control  into  said  home,  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age,  and  to  provide  for  their  support,  care,  and  main- 
tenance, in  either  of  the  following  modes:  Fii^st.  Chil- 
dren under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  their  father  and  mother,  or,  in  case  of  hi* 
death  or  long  continued  or  willful  absence  from  his  fam- 
ily without  contributing  to  his  children's  support,  by  their 
mother  or  by  their  guardians,  to  the  care  of  said  trustees 
ot  i*aid  "  Covington  Protestant  Children's  Home,"  they 
being,  by  virtue  of  said  surrender  invested  with  the  same 
power  over  the  persons  of  said  children  thus  surrendered 
as  the  parents  or  guardians  themselves  possessed.  Sec- 
ond. Children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  said  corporation,  through  its  trustees,  may  be 
committed  to  their  care  by  the  judgment  of  any  county 
court,  circuit  or  criminal  court  in  this  Commonwealth, 
Power  so  to  do  is  hereby  given  to  said  courts  on  account 
or  vagrancy  or  exposure  to  want  and  suffering,  or  neg- 
lect or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  chil- 
dren,  from  any  cause,  or  in  accordance  with  the  request 
of  the  mother,  or  next  friend  of  said  children,  in  case  of 
the  habitual  intemperance,  abuse,  or  neglect  of  said  chil- 
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dren  by  the  father  of  said  children;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  judge  so  committing  any  child  to  the  care 
and  custody  of  said  trustees  of  said  corporation  to  annex 
to  the  commitment  an  abstract  of  the  evidence  taken  by 
him  and  on  which  his  adjudication  was  founded,  which 
evidence  must  be  taken  under  oath  or  aflirmation  admin- 
istered to  the  party  testifying  by  said  judge,  who  is  hereby 
empowered  to  administer  said  oath:  Provided ahcaySy  Th^it 
no  such  order  of  committal  shall  ever  be  made  by  said 
Judge  save  on  the  exclusive  application  of  said  corpora- 
tion through  its  board  of  trustees. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation,  through  its  board  of  trustee:?, 
shall  have  the  guardianship  of  said  children  committed 
to  them  during  their  minority,  and  shall  have  power,  kiw 
good  cause,  within  their  discretion,  to  dismiss  said  chil- 
dren, and  again  to  take  charge  of  them,  if  it  be  deemed 
advisable  by  said  board  of  trustees.  Said  tru&tees  are 
empowered  whenever,  in  their  discretion,  it  shall  seem  to 
be  proper,  to  place  said  child  or  children  under  their 
guardianship  or  control,  in  suitable  homes,  having  scru- 
pulous regard  to  the  religious  and  moral  principles  of 
those  with  whom  said  children  are  placed,  in  order  to  j«e- 
cure  to  them  the  benefit  of  good  example  and  wholesome 
instruction,  and  the  opportunity  ot  becoming  intellit^ent 
and  useful  men  and  women.  Said  corporation,  through 
its  trustees,  shall  require  an  agreement  to  be  entered  into 
that  each  and  every  child  so  placed  shall  be  furnished 
with  good  and  sufficient  Ibod  and  clothing,  and  a  suitable 
common  school  education,  and  given  kind  and  humane 
treatment.  Any  person  receiving  such  child  or  children 
from  the  trustees  of  said  corporati<»n  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  his,  her,  or  their 
services  for  any  period  without  the  written  consent  of 
Baid  board  of  trustees  ol  said  corporation;  and  if,  for 
any  cause,  any  person  or  persons  so  taking  charge  of  a 
child  or  children,  desires  to  be  released  from  the  contract, 
the  board  of  trustees,  upon  application,  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, cancel  the  same,  and  resume  the  charge  and  man- 
agement of  said  child,  and  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  over  said  child  or  children  as  before  said

§  9.  The  said  corporation,  through  its  trustees,  shall

to  their  custody  in  said  house  when,  in  their  discretion,  it 
shall  be  deemed  best,  subject  to  all  the  limitations,  quaii- 
tications,  and  restrictions  contained  in  the  last  foregoing 
section  of  this  act. 

§  10.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

§  11.  This  Corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
May  acqune,   powered  to  hold  and  acquire,  bv  bequest,  legacy,  gilt,  or 

h'ld,   and  tr;BS-  i  •        •  i  * 

fcr real  csiaic.       subscription,  aud  m»y  purchase  and  transfer  real  estate 

to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
corporation  shall  hold  and  use  either  the  principal  or  in- 
terest, or  both,  of  estate  given  to  it  by  bequest^  legacy,  or 
subscription,  using  it  in  the  manner  and  terms  prescribed 
by  the  donor  or  testator,  but  within  the  purposes  ol  this 
corporation,  ior  the  use  of  said  home  and  the  construction 
of  the  necessary  buildings  and  adjacent  s^rounds,  and  in 
addition,  personal  property,  money,  bonds,  notes,  mort- 
gage securities,  policies  of  insurance,  choses  in  action, 
and  the  same  to  hold,  retain,  invest,  use,  and  apply  to  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  Covington.  Protest- 
ant Children's  Home  by  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
to  an  amount  the  interest,  profits,  and  proceeds  of  which 
shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and 
all  of  which  real  and  personal  estate  shall  be  held  in  the 
name  of  the  Covington  Protestant  Children's  Home  and 
their  successors,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  establishment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  said  home  and  its  inmates. 
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Both  the  personal  and  real  estate,  buildings,  moneys, 
credits,  &c,,  and  all  of  the  property  of  every  description 
held  by  the  corporation  hereby  created  or  held  for  its  use, 
are  to  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  exempt  from  all 
taxation  for  State  or  municipal  purposes,  ordinary  or  ex- 
traordinary, so  long  as  the  same  is  used  and  consecrated 
to  the  children's  home. 
§  12.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  pa^stige.

CHAPTER  979. 

AN  ACT  antlioriciog  the   improveraeat  of    the    Fountain    Perry  Road,   in 

Jeflferson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gcnerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Fountain  Ferry  Road,  in  Jefferson  county, 
commencing  at  the  western  line  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
and  extending  to  the  Ohio  river,  or  as  near  thereto  as  the 
commis:*ioners  named  in  this  act  may  direct,  shall  be  im- 
proved twenty  feet  wide  by  macadamizing  or  graveling, 
or  both,  ai  the  cost,  expense,  and  charge  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  land  within  fifteen  hundred  feet  each  side  of 
said  road  authorized  to  be  improved  by  this  act.  The 
s^aid  road  shall  be  graded  and  shaped  for  a  proper  drain- 
age, with  all  necessary  culverts  and  bridges  for  public 
travel,  and  when  completed,  the  county  court  of  said 
county  shall  have  control  over  it  and  keep  it  in  repair  at 
the  expense  of  said  county. 

§2.  That  W.  W.  Gardner.  W.  R  Ray,  J.  W.  Stine, 
Robt.  Dunlop,  J.  F.  Pelle,  and  Jno.  M.  Delph,  are  ap- 
pointed comini:<sioners  for  said  improvement,  and  they 
have  the  power  to  contrwct  and  be  contracted  with,  fur  all 
nece:<8ary  materials  and  work  fur  the  construction  of  said 
improvement,  to  employ  an  engineer,  and  to  have  the 
general  superintendence  and  control  of  said  road  and  im- 
provement thereof,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith; 
and  shouM  any  such  contractor  or  engineer  fail,  refuse, 
or  neglect  to  perlorm  his  duty  or  contract,  said  commis- 
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sioners  may  discharge  him,  and  annul  the  contract  or 
employment;  and  should  any  of  said  commindioners  fail 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,  or  should  there  be  a  vacancy 
in  said  hoard  of  commissioners,  from  any  cause,  the  judge 
of  the  said  county  court  may  supply  said  vacancy  by  the 
appointment  of  some  (it  and  proper  person. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  engineer  to  ascer- 
tain, by  actual  measurement,  the  number  of  square  feet  or 
acres  or  parts  of  acres  of  land  within  the  boundaries  afore- 
said, and  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  and  to  make  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  said  improvement,  includ- 
ing all  necessary  and  proper  outlays  for  or  attending  the 
construction  of  said  improvement  of  said  road,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  the  judge  of  said  county  court,  with  a 
fair  and  equal  apportionment  of  said  cost  and  expenses 
among  said  owner  or  owners  of  land  within  said  bound- 
aries, according  to  the  number  of  square  feet  or  acres  or 
parts  of  acres  owned  by  them  respectively. 

§  4.  That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
to  receive,  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  record  of  said 
court,  the  said  report  of  the  engineer,  and  to  hear,  try, 
and  act  as  judge  of  the  court,  on  any  objections  or  excep- 
tions or  complaint  of  an}'  owner  of  land  apportioned  to 
pay  for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  to  correct  said 
apportionment;  and  said  judge  shall,  upon  said  report  of 
the  engineer  being  approv^ed  by  hitn,  cause  certificates  to 
he  issued  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  against  ^he  said  own- 
ers of  land,  respectively,  in  favor  of  said  commissoners, 
or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  they  direct,  in  writing, 
according  to  said  apportionment  or  amended  apportion- 
ment. 

§  5.  That  a  lien  shall  exist  upon  the  land  apportioned 
as  aforesaid  for  the  amount  chargeable,  with  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  construction  of  said  road,  in  favor  of  the 
commissioners  or  contractors  for  the  work  and  material, 
and  other  expenses  incident  to  making  said  improvement, 
which  lien  may  be  enforced  in  the  Louisville  chancery 
court  by  said  commissioners,  contractors,  or  other  person 
holding  and  having  right  to  said  certificate  or  any  of 
them,  and  the  land  which  is  chargeable  with  the  amount 
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of  such  certificate  sold,  as  provided  for  in  casets  of  lien  in 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Louisville  to  contractors  for  im- 
proving streets  within  said  city. 

§  G.  That  said  engineer  shall  have  the  immediate  and 
special  superintendence  of  the  con^ftruction  of  said  road, 
and  have  the  power  to  reject  any  material  or  work  which 
may  not,  in  his  judgment,  be  a  compliance  with  the  con- 
tract for  said  material  or  work,  and  shall  have  power  to 
suspend  any  contract  for  material  or  work,  but  he  shall 
report  to  said  commis^sioners  immediately  such  suspension. 

§  7.  That  said  commissioners  shall  adjust  and  settle  all 
accounts  and  claims  lor  and  on  account  of  said  improve- 
ment, and  make  a  full  detailed  statement  of  such  accounts 
to  the  judge  of  said  county  court,  who  shall  examine  them 
and  approve  or  reject  any  item,  as  in  cases  of  fiduciary 
accounts. 

§  8.  That  said  commii^sioners  shall  not  be  personally 
bound  or  liable  for  any  contract  or  agreement  they  may 
make  for  said  improvements,  nor  for  the  collection  of  the 
cost  of  the  same.  They  may  assign  said  certificates  to 
any  contractor  for  work  or  materials,  or  other  pers(»n 
having  a  claim  against  said  road,  or  they  may  place  the 
Bame  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  for  said  county  tor  col- 
lection; and  if  placed  in  his  hands,  he  shall  collect  and 
account  for  same  as  he  is  required  by  law  to  collect  and 
account  for  the  State  revenue;  and  he  and  his  sureties  in 
his  bond  as  collector  of  the  State  revenue  shall  be  hound 
to  said  commissioners,  who  may  enforce  said  liability  by 
proceedings,  by  motion,  against  said  sheriff  and  sureties 
in  the  said  county  court,  by  giving  five  days'  notice.  The 
said  sheriff  shall  have  no  power  to  levy  upon  personal  or 
real  property  to  enforce  the  collection  of  said  certificates 
or  amount  thereof;  and  he  shall  t^ettle  with,  and  pay  over 
to  the  clerk  of  said  court  for  all  collections  made  by  him, 
which  settlement  shall  be  reported  to  the  judge  of  said 
court,  and,  when  approved  by  him,  entered  on  the  record 
of  said  court.  The  sheriff's  accounts  and  report  shall  be 
subject  to  exceptions. 

§  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  of  said 
county  court  to  record  and  receipt  for  all  money  paid  to

him  by  the  sheriff  on  account  of  said  infiprovenient  of 
8ai(J  road,  and  to  keep  an  account  of  the  same,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  order  of  said  commissioners  or  a  majority 
of  them,  and  to  report  his  account  to  the  judge  of  said 
court,  and,  if  approved  by  him,  enter  it  on  the  record  of 
the  court.  The  said  clerk  and  his  sureties  shall  be  bound 
and  liable  on  his  official  bond  to  said  commissionere,  an  J 
they  may  enforce  the  game  b}'  motion. 

^  10.  That  said  commit^sioners  may  cause  said  road  to 
he  graded  so  as  to  make  a  good  and  sufficient  drainage  of 
the  same  by  ditching  the  side  of  said  road  or  otherwise, 
and  cause  the  necessary  culvert.-^  and  bridges  to  be  made 
on  said  road  for  public  travel  ;  which  grading,  ditching, 
culverts,  and  bridges  may  be  contracted  for,  and  made 
before  the  metal  is  put  upon  said  road,  and  the  metal- 
ing of  said  road  may  be  delayed  or  postponed  by  said 
commissioners  until  they  shall  consider  it  expedient  and 
proper.  The  costs  and  expen^ies  of  said  grading,  ditch- 
ing, culverts,  and  bridges  to  be  paid  for  as  directed  in  this 
act  for  the  payment  of  the  making  said  road  with  mac- 
adamizing or  gravel,  and  such  costs  and  expenses  to  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner.  The  commissioners  may 
make  all  necessary  contracts  to  carry  into  effect  this  act, 
and  apportionment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  grading, 
ditching,  culverts,  and  bridges  shall  be  made  on  the  land 
within  said  district  when  said  grading,  ditching,  cul- 
verts, and  bridges  are  completed  and  the  work  received 
by  the  commissioners.  And  if  the  commissioners  there- 
afrer  determine  to  have  the  said  road  metaled  as  author- 
ized by  this  section,  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  shall 
be  apportioned,  borne,  collected,  accounted  for,  and  paid 
over,  as  directed  in  this  act  as  to  whole  improvement,  nv 
provided  in  the  case  of  the  sheriff  in  this  act. 

§  11.  The  sheriff  and  clerk  of  said  court  shall  be  enti- 
tled, for  their  services  required  by  this  act,  the  same  fees 
as  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services:  Provided^ 
That  that  portion  of  the  land  embraced  in  the  district 
named,  lying  and  being  within  one  thousand  feet  of  said 
road,  shall  be  liable  for  double  the  amount,  in  proportion 
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to  quantity,  for  which  that  portion  lying  nnore  than  one 
thousand  feet  shall  be  liable:  Provided  further.  That  be- 
fore the  commissionerd  named  in  thid  act  shall  make  any 
contract  for  constructing  said  road,  or  apportionment 
against  the  owners  of  lahd  within  said  district,  they  shall 
obtain  the  written  assent  of  a  majority  of  the  persons 
living  or  owning  land  in  said  district. 
§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  981. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  iDcorpornte  the  Maysville 
and  Bijr  S-indr  R\iIro*4  CnDi»»\a/,"  approved  Dvi-embir  18,  1850,  and 
varioott  other  actti  amendatorj  thereto. 

Whereas,  Under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
aa  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common  wealth  of 
Kentucky*,  entitled  ''  An  act  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  and  providing  for  the 
organization  of  a  new  company  under  its  charter  to  con- 
struct said  road,"  approved  February  17th,  1806,  and  an 
act  to  amend  said  last  mentioned  act,  approved  February 
28th,  1867,  and  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  le- 
gal proceedings  were  instituted  for  the  hireclosure  of  a 
mortgage  upon  said  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad, 
and  such  proceediags  were  had  that  all  the  chartered 
rights,  privileges,  property  rights,  and  credits  of  said  rail- 
road company  were  sold,  at  public  sale,  to  the  highest 
bidder;  at  which  sale  the  said  chartered  rights,  privileges, 
property,  rights,  and  credits  were  struck  off  and  sold  to 
Harrison  Taylor,  William  H.  Wadsworth,  Michael  Ryan, 
John  B.  Poynts,  Elizabeth  Gray,  John  G.  Hickman,  the 
latter  as  assignee  of  Charles  B.  Coons,  deceased;  and  the 
said  sale  having  been  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  court, 
the  title  to  said  chartere<l  rights,  privileges,  property, 
rights,  and  credits  of  said  company  were  conveyed  to  the 
purchasers  by  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  court,  by 
deed  recorded  in  Ma-^on  county  county  clerk's  office;  and 
whereae,  the  said  purchasers,  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
acts,  did  subsequently  reorganize  the  said  Maysville  and 
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Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  under  the  same  corpo- 
rate name,  and  the  said  company  has  since  continued 
and  still  continues  to  exist  as  a  duly  organized  corpora- 
tion, authorized  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a 
railroad  from  the  city  of  Maysville,  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  the  Big  Sandy  river,  by  such  route  as  the  com- 
pany might  select  and  as  might  be  found  practicable; 
now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  proceedings  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of 
all  the  chartered  rights,  privileges  property,  rights,  and 
credits  of  the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Com- 
pany, under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, entitled  '*  An  act  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Mays- 
ville and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  and  providing  for  the 
organization  of  a  new  company  under  its  charter  to  con- 
struct said  road,"  approved  February  17th,  1866,  and  an 
act  to  amend  said  last  mentioned  act,  approved  February 
28th,  1867,  and  of  the  laws  of  the  Stale  of  Kentucky,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  ratified  and  confirmed;  and  that 
the  subsequent  re-organizatiou  of  the  Maysville  and  Big 
Sandy  Railroad  Company,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  said 
acts,  are  also  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed;  and  said 
reorganized  corporation  is  hereby  declared  to  be  vested 
with  all  the  chartered  rights,  privileges,  property,  rights, 
credits,  and  franchises  granted  to  and  conferred  upon, 
or  which  were  vested  in,  the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company  by  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,'* 
approved  December  18th,  1850,  and  each  and  every  act 
amending  the  same,  as  well  as  by  the  act  above  men- 
tioned, approved  February  17tb,  1866,  and  the  act  to 
amend  the  same,  approved  February  28th,  1S67,  or  which 
were  acquired  by  said  company  under  any  or  either  of 
said  acts  or  amendments. 

^  2.  That  the  said  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad 
Company,  as  re-organized,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and 
authority,  franchises,  rights,  and  privileges  heretofore  or 
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herein  conferred  upon  and  vested  in  it,  be,  and  it  i9  here- 
by, authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  maintnin, 
and  operate  a  railroad  from  its  present  western  terminuB, 
in  the  city  of  Maysville,  to  a  connection  with  the  Cincin- 
nati Southern  Railroad  at  such  point  as  it  may  deem  be^t, 
not  further  south  from  the  Ohio  river  than  Walton  on 
the  line  of  said  road,  and  to  a  connection  with  any  other 
railroad  between  said  city  of  Maysville  and  said  Cin- 
cinnati Southern  Railroad,  with  all  the  powers,  fran- 
chise?,  rights,  and  privileges  as  to  said  railroad  herein 
authorized  to  be  built,  as  are  herein  or  have  been  hereto- 
fore conferred  upon  and  granted  to  the  Maysville  and 
Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  between  Maysville  and 
the  Big  Sandy  river,  by  the  act  of  original  incorporation, 
approved  December  1 5th,  1850,  and  by  the  above  mMt- 
tioned  act  authorizing  the  sale  of  said  railroad  and  the 
or§^anization  of  a  new  company  to  construct  said  road, 
approved  February  17th,  1860,  and  by  any  and  all  acts 
passed  to  amend  said  acts  or  either  of  them. 
§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  983. 

AN  ACT  10  efltAblish  a  graded  scboot  at  Willisbur^,  in  Washington  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  school  district  No.  4,  in  Washington  county, 
Kentucky,  the  same  being  bounded  as  follows,  to-wit : 
Beginning  at  the  bridge  on  the  Springfield  and  Willis- 
burg  Turnpike  over  Long  Lick  creek;  thence  north  with 
said  pike  to  where  it  intersects  the  line  between  the  lands 
of  D.  R.  Hays  and  Thos.  Reed;  thence  with  Hays'  line  to 
North  Prong;  thence  down  North  Prong  to  the  western 
corner  of  H.  Chrouch's  lands;  thence  with  sard  Chrouch^s 
line,  and  on  in  a  northern  direction,  to  a  point  on  the  W^il- 
lisburg  and  Chaplin  Turnpike  Road,  between  the  lands  of 
Iflaac  Lynch  and  James  Mayes;  thence  with  Mrs.  Hupp's 
line  to  a  branch  near  Mrs.  Lynch;  thence  up  said  branch, 
and  on  in  the  same  direction,  to  a  point  on  the  Yocum's 
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Old  Mill  road  north  of  Henry  Scrup^gs';  thence  with  t»ald 
road  to  its  intersection  with  th*3  Williahurg  and  Fox  Creek 
Turnpike  Road;  thence  with  said  pike  in  a  northern  direc- 
tion to  the  northern  boundary  of  John  Sultan's  land; 
thence  in  an  eastern  direction  to  a  point  on  a  branch 
near  Elias  Calvin's;  thence  up  paid  branch  to  the  county 
road,  and  with  said  road  to  the  cross-roads,  and  with  the 
road  leading  to  David  McHooy's  to  Taylor's  Fork;  thence 
down  Taylor's  P'ork  to  Long  Lick;  thence  down  same 
to  the  beginning,  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  graded  school  for  the  instruction  of  all  the 
white  children  within  said  boundary. 

§  2.  The  name  of  said  school  shall  be  Brown's  Institute 
and  Graded  School,  of  Willi.sburg,  Washington  county, 
Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  school  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  a  board  of  trustees,  composed  of  five  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  five  years, 

§  4.  The  first  board  shall  consist  of  James  Mayes,  who 
shall  be  chairman,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire 
July  1st,  1880,  James  A.  Seay,  John  Shirley,  T.  R.  Phelps, 
and  Frank  Schrugs,  each  of  whom,  after  James  Mayes, 
shall   be   chairman   of  the   board  in  the  order  of   their 

name.^. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  the 
school  buildings,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  proper 
re^pair  and  properly  furnished. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  once  a  month,  or 
oftener  if  necessary. 

^  7.  The  board  ol  trustees  shall  have  power  to  employ 
teachers,  fix  the  salaries  of  same,  dismiss  teacherc^  for 
neglect  ot  duty  or  incompetence,  and  shall  manage  and 
control  all  the  financial  affairs  of  said  institution. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  board 
to  visit  said  school,  while  the  same  is  being  taught,  at 
least  once  in  every  two  weeks,  and  examine  and  report 
its  condition  to  the  board.  , 

\  9.  In  order  to  maintain  said  institution,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  its  said  board  of  trustees  to  levy  and  collect, 
annually,  on   the  property  of  the    white  citizens  of  said 
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district, an  ad  valorem  \ fix  of  not  exceeding  thirty  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  of  the  di.-«- 
trict,  and  a  poil-tax  not  exceeding:  one  dallar  on  each 
while  male  citizen  of  said  district  over  twenty-one  ye«r:j 
of  age,  with  an  additional  tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  male 
patron  of  the  school  living  in  the  district.  The  s«aid  trus- 
tees may  make  naid  assessment  from  the  books  of  the 
a3!«f3;*or  of  the  county,  and  may  appoint  a  collector  of 
?ame  and  fix  his  compensation;  and  said  collector,  when 
appointed,  shall  have  the  same  power  in  collecting  same 
»s  is  now  given  by  law  to  sherilfs  in  the  collection  of  the 
State  revenue. 

§  10.  There  shall  be  a  principal  and  at  least  one  assist-    , 
ant  teacher,  but  they  may  employ  other  assistant  teach- 
ers as   the    number  of  scholars  increase;  and  thev   must 
have  one  teacher  for  each  sixty  scholars  in  attendance. 

§  II.  The  school  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge 
of  the  principal,  and  said  principal  shall  have  the  sole 
and  exclusive  charge  of  the  discipline  of  the  pupils. 

§  12.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  place  of  prin- 
cipal whose  average  standing  of  scholarship  before  the 
county  board  of  examiners  is  below  eighty-five  per  cenr. 
The  standing  of  the  assistant  teachers  must  be  at  the  least 
Beveniy-five  per  cent. 

§  13.  Especial  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  common 
school  branches;  but  higher  branches  may  be  taught 
when  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  common  school 
branches. 

}  14.  Said  school  shall  be  free  to  all  the  white  children 
living  in  the  district  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty 
years.  And  children  from  without  the  district  may  be 
admitted  at  a  charge  fixed  by  the  school  board,  provided 
the  instruction  of  such  children  will  not  in  any  way  in- 
terfere with  the  instruction  of  the  children  living  in  the 
dislrict. 

§  15.  The  session  of  said  school  shall  be  ten  months  of 
twenty  days  each  of  actual  teaching,  commencing  on  the 
first  Monday  in  September  of  each  year,  and  six  hours  of 
actual  teaching  shall  constitute  a  day. 
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§  )H.  There  shall  be  four  written  examinations  in  each 
year,  which  shall  determine  the  standing  and  rate  of  ad 
vancement  of  the   pupils.     No   pupil  shall   be   advanced 
from  one  g^rade  to   another  whose   average  shall  fall  be- 
low sevenly-five  per  cent. 

§  17.  At  any  meeting  of  the  hoard  three  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  bu.xinez^s,  except  the  election  of 
teachers,  when  there  must  be  a  full  board. 

§  18.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  receive  the  pro  rata  of 
said  district  from  the  common  school  fund,  and  shall  ap- 
propriate same  exclunively  to  the  payment  of  teachers. 

^  19.   The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer, 
,   who  shall   give   bond  with   approved   security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  board,  and  who  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
all  moneys  belonje:ing  fo  si^id  school. 

§  20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  Its  passage.

CHAPTER  984. 

AN   ACT    to  incorporate  the  Owi^nsboro  and  Biizznrd  Roost  Qravel  Road 

Company,  of  Daviess  county. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
'  /'  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  S.  M.  Deane,  J.  M.  Herr,  J.  I.  Berry,  J.  H. 
Rudy,  and  W.  M.  Fuqua,  of  the  county  of  Uaviess,  and 
their  successors  and  associates,  are  hereby  created  and 
formed  into  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Owensboro  and  Buzzard  Roost  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany. 

§  2.  The  said  corporators,  or  any  one  of  them,  are  au- 
thorized to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  at  any  point  or  place,  and  at  any  time  during 
the  years  of  1880,  1881,  or  1882,  in  the  said  county  of 
Daviess.  In  said  book  or  books  the  following  obligation 
shall  be  written,  viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  at- 
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tacbed  and  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  and  obli- 
gate ourselves  to  pay  unto  t!;e  Owensboro  and  Buzzard 
Roost  Gravel  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for 
each  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  our  re- 
spective names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at 
such  time  or  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company. 

$  3.  The  book  or  books  may  be  opened  as  soon  as  said 
corporators  may  think  proper,  and  remain  open  until  a 
sufficient  number  of  shares  of  stock  has  been  subscribed, 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  said  corporators,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  will  justify  them  to  proceed  to  build  said  road 
or  any  part  thereof. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  and  when  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  has 
been  sub:9cribed,  the  directors  hereinafter  provided  for 
may  commence  work  upon  said  road;  but  the  books  may 
remain  open  until  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
have  been  subscribed  in  stock. 

^  5.  As  soon  as  the  said  corporators  have  secured  a  sub- 
scription of  stock  sufficient  to  justify  them  to  begin  opera- 
tions on  said  road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  said  stock- 
holders at  some  convenient  point,  after  having  given 
reasonable  notice  thereof  to  each  subscriber  of  stock,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  board  of  directori  for  said  road, 
«nd  said  notice  shall  be  given  by  placing  or  causing  t«> 
be  placed,  in  the  hands  of  each  stockholder,  a  writing, 
stating  the  amount  of  stock  which  has  been  subscribed, 
by  whom  it  has  been  subscribed,  and  the  day  and  place 
of  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  At  said  meeting  of 
stockholders,  any  one  of  the  corporators  named  herein 
may  preside  and  superintend  the  organization;  and  said 
stockholders  shall  proceed  to  elect  five  of  th«ir  number 
as  directors,  who  shall  be  known  and  sjtyled:  The  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Owensboro  and  Buzzard  Roost  pravel 
Road  Company.  The  said  five  directors  shall  then  chooBC 
one  of  their  number  to  be  president,  another  treasurer, 
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aid  another  to  be  secretary  of  aaid  board  of  directarsJ. 
The  said  directors,  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary 
shall  hold  their  office  one  year  from  the  day  of  their  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  treasurer 
shall  execute  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  good  sureties,  to 
be  approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  to  the  effect  that 
he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that 
he  will  safely  keep  and  pay  over,  on  the  order  of  the  board 
of  directors,  all  money  in  his  hands. 

§  6.  At  all  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may 
own,  which  vote  the  owner  may  cast  in  person,  or  may 
authorize,  in  writing,  some  other  stockholder  to  cast  for 
him. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  agents,  superintendents,  workmen,  carts,  tool:«, 
wagons,  implements,  horses,  mules,  oxen,  to  enter  upon 
the  lands  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to  which  said 
road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  inten- 
tion to  the  owners  or  occupants  thereof,  or  their  agents  : 
Provided^  That  if  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road 
shall  not  agree  with  the  owners  of  said  land  over  or 
through  which  said  road  shall  pass  as  to  the  damages  the 
owner  may  sustain  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through 
his  land,  then  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  au- 
thority to  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Da- 
viess for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages 
which  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
land;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  damages 
thus  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  di- 
rectors to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  and  carry 
away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  necessary  for 
the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road,  after  paying  the 
owner  the  full  value  of  the  same:  Provided,  Said  land  shall 
not  be  condemned  ior  the  road  for  a  greater  width  than 
forty  feet;  and  the  width  of  the  gravel  part  of  said  road 
shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  feet,  and  depth  of  gravel  not 
less  than  eight  inches. 
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^B.  Said  board  of  directors  are  authorized  to  establish 
«nd  erect  toll-gates  on  said  road  when  one  mile  of  it  has 
been  completed   and   examined   by  three  magistrates   of 
tbecoQoty  of  Daviess  in  no  way  interested  in  said  road, 
and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  said  county 
court  of  Daviess  county,  who,  with  the  aid  of  a  compe 
tent  eniifineer,  shall  view  said  road  and   report  its  condi- 
tion to  the  county  court.     The  said  justices  and  engineer 
shall  be  paid,  each,  by  said  company,  one  half  dollar  per 
mile  for  every  mile  they  examine;  and  upon  its  appear- 
ing that  said  road  has  been  com^tructed  according  to  law, 
and  as  directed  herein,  the  said  county  court  shall  make 
an  order  authorizing  a  gate  or  gates  to  be  erected  and 
established  and  the  collection  of  tolls, 

§  9.  The  said  board  of  directors  are  authorized  to  let 
out  the  building  or  making  of  said  road  to  contractors  on 
sQcb  terms  and  in  such  portions,  as  they  may  deem  ben- 
eficial to  the  interest  of  the  company. 

§  10.  At  the  time  the  stockholders  meet  the  first  time^ 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  each 
stockholder  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company  one 
Sfth  of  the  total  amount  of  stock  he  may  have  subscribed, 
and  shall  pay  thereafter  such  a  proportion  of  the  amount 
he  subscribed  in  stock  as  the  board  of  directors  may  call 
on  him  for. 

^11.  And  the  said  board  of  directors  may  call,  at  any 
lime,  on  the  stockholders  for  the  payment  of  stock,  or  a 
certain  proportion  thereof,  by  giving  each  of  them  twenty 
dayV  notice  thereof;  and  if  any  stockholder  fail,  neglect, 
or  refuse  to  pay  his  call  when  due,  the  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  sue  therefor  in  any  court  of  this 
Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  sued 
for,  and  all  costs. 

§  12.  The  board  of  directors  shall  require  the  secretary

^  13.  The  board  of  director^  shall  have  the  power  to 
t«tabU«b  a  rate  of  tolls  not  exceeding  those  allowed  by 
Ac  General  Statutes, 
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§  14.  The  proposed  road  to  be  built  on  or  near  tba  line 
of  the  county  road  known  as  the  new  Buzzard  Roost  road, 
in  Daviess  county. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  985. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit,  of  L.  D.  Comhs,  jailer  of  Perry  ccMtnty, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  L.  D.  Combs,  jailer  of  Perry  county,  be,  and 
he  is,  allowed  to  appoint  a  deputy  jailer,  who  shall  have 
power  to  receive  prisoners,  into  the  jail  of  said  county,  and 
release  said  prisoners  when  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  pris- 
oners to  be  released 

§  2.  That  said  deputy  jailer  shall  take  the  oath  of  office 
required  by  law  that  jailers  shall  take,  and  he  under  the 
same  responsibility  that  jailers  are  under  for  letting  pris- 
oners escape.  The  jailer  shall  also  be  responsible  upon 
his  official  bond  for  all  the  acts  of  such  deputy  or  depu- 
ties as  may  be  appointed  under  this  act,  and  may  take  a 
bond  from  such  deputy  to  secure  himself  from  damages. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commowoealth

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  of  the  Gray- 
son county  court,  annually,  to  appoint  a  collector  in  each 
of  the  justices'  districts  of  said  county  of  the  delinquent 
tithes  for  said  district,  who  &haU  have  the  power  to  col- 
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\ect  the  same  by  distraint,  as  sheriffn  are  now  empowered 
to  collect  the  State  revenue;  and  the  said  collectors  shall 
have  the  same  powers  to  collect  said  delinquent  tithes  by 
garnishment  as  is  now  given  to  sheriifs  by  the  provisions 
of  sections  one,  two,  three,  and  four  of  article  nine  of 
chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Statutes. 

^  2.  He  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  make  settlement  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are 
required  to  make  settlement  for  the  county  levy. 

§  3.  Thitt  he  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  fees 
and  commis.-iions  that  sheriffs  now  receive  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  revenue;  and  as  to  commission,  fifteen  per 
cent.  ID  ore. 

§  4.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  county  court  from  relisting  the  delinquents  with 
the  sheriff. 

(  5.  That  thi:s  act  shall  take  effect  from  U^  pa^sa^e.

all  the  members  of  said  court  except  one,  all  the  justices

rected to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of 
said  Alexander  Deaton  for  whatever  amount  may  be 
found  due  on  said  adjustment  of  his  accounts  as  afore- 
said; said  sunn  not  to  exceed  eighty  dollars.

AX  ACT  to  ioeorporAte  Fairview  Cemetery,  Waghin^ton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

J  1.  That  John  W.  Shirley,  John  W.  Burton,  and  Jas. 
A.  Seay  be,  anrl  they  are  hereby,  made  a  body-corpo- 
rate in  law,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Fairview 
Cemetery  Company,  and  aa  such  may  have  perpetual 
succession  and  a  common  seal,  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  nue  and  be  sued,  and  to  acquire,  hold, 
assign,  and  convey  real  and  personal  property. 

§2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  governed  and  con- 
trolle<J  by  a  board  of  directors  composed  of  three  mem- 
bern,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  iir^t  Saturday  in  April, 
1880,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  and  shall  hold  their 
office  utittl  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified; 
and  each  and  every  person  who  now  hold,  or  may  here- 
alter  acquire,  a  lot  in  sal  I  cemetery,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  said  lot  at  the  election  of  directors. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  may  acquire,  in  or  near  the  town 
of  Willisburg,  Washington  county,  a  body  of  land,  not 
exceeding  five  acres,  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  may  in- 
close, lay  out,  and  adorn  the  same  for  such  purposes,  and 
may  make  such  disposition  of  lots  in  the  same,  and  may 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  supervision  and 
use  of  the  same,  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine. 
§  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  grave  in  said 
cemetery,  or  shall  com  nit  any  trespass  upon  its  grounds, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  also  be  liable  in  dam- 
ages to  the  said  corporation  for  the  same. 
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§  5.  Said  board  of  directors  may  levy  and  collect  one 
dollar  for  each  year  from  the  owners  of  said  lot  or  lots 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  in  repair  the  fencin;^,  gates, 
and  ground  of  said  cemetery. 

§  tf.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  996. 

AN  ACT  to  aatborize  the  biiildin£C  of  tarnpike  roads  ia  Peodleton  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Vommonwealth 
of  Kentucky :  • 

§  1.  That  when  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  lands  lyings 
in  the  county  of  Pendleton,  and  within  one  mile  of  the  line 
of  a  proposed  turnpike  road,  and  within  one  half  mile  of 
the  ends  thereof,  shall  present  a  petition  to  the  county  court 
of  said  county  asking  it,  then  the  said  court  shall  appoint 
three  discreet  freeholders,  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
said  road  district,  to  layout  and  establish  a  turnpike  road 
in  said  county  between  the  points  named  in  said  petition; 
which  commissioners,  under  such  name  as  said  court,  in 
its  order,  may  fix  upon,  shall  be  a  body- politic  and  corpo- 
rate, with  full  power  to  lay  out  and  construct  such  road, 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair;  and  for  this  purpose  to  con- 
tract and  be  contrncted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  ac- 
quire, by  gift,  purchase,  or  condemnation,  such  property, 
real  and  personal,  or  right  of  way,  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction, repair,  and  operation  of  said  road. 

§  2'.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissi>ioners  to 
cause  said  district  and  road  to  be  surveyed,  and  return  to 
said  court  a  map  of  said  district,  with  the  names  of  per- 
sons owning  land  and  residing  within  the  same,  together 
with  a  profile  of  said  road,  and  detailed  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  constructing  it,  arid  the  asse^ssed  value  of  lands 
within  said  district,  and  of  the  personal  property  owned 
by  the  residents  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  assest<ment  of 
the  county  assessor  next  preceding  the  date  of  said  report. 

§  3.  That  at  the  next  regular  term  after  the  filing  of 
said  report,  said  court  shall,  by  an  order  duly  entered  on 
its  order-book,  levy,  equally  and  ratably,  on  all  the  prop- 
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erty  assessed  as  provided  for  in  the  precediof^  section,  a 
sum  saflicient  to  construct  said  road  according  to  the  esti- 
mates reported  by  the  commissioners,  after  deducting 
therefrom  the  amount  or  value  of  any  donation,  private 
subscription,  or  county  aid  which  said  commissioners  may 
receive,  or  be  entitled  to,  for  the  purpose  of  building  said 
road:  And  provided  further.  That  this  levy  shall  not  be- 
come finally  binding  on  any  one  bound  for  the  payment 
of  any  part  thereof,  until  after  he  has  had  an  opportunity, 
by  objections  or  exceptions  to  said  levy,  to  show  its  ille- 
gality or  unfairness  as  to  him,  after  ten  days'  previous 
printed  or  written  notice  of  the  fact  of  said  levy,  or  if 
he  be  a  non-resident,  has  been  warned  to  appear  and  ex- 
cept or  object,  as  provided  in  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice. 
Said  exceptions  shall  be  heard  and  disposed  of  by  said 
court  in  a  summary  manner  at  some  regular  term  after 
notice,  as  above  provided. 

§  4.  That  from  the  date  of  the  order  making  the  same, 
said  levy  shall  be  and  constitute  a  lien  on  the  property 
assessed,  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  respective  own- 
ers thereof  shall  be  personally  bound  for  the  payment  of 
the  same;  and  in  case  any  one  bound  for  the  payment  of 
any  part  of  said  levy  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same  when  dae, 
said  commissioners  may  institute  snit  in  any  court  ot  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  and  for 
the  enforcement  o1  said  lien  on  the  property  bound  for 
payment  of  the  same. 

§  5.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num-

ber  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  money 
due  and  coming  to  said  commiss^ioners  from  all  sources, 
and  shall  pay  the  same  out  on  their  order,  and  take  and 
preserve  vouchers  for  all  such  payments.  But  before  he 
shall  enter  on  his  duties,  said  treas^urer  shall  execute  to 
the  Commonwealth,  before  said  court,  a  bond,  with  sure- 
ties approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  duties  required  of  him  as  treasurer, 
and  to  account  for  and  pay  over  to  said  commissioners,  on 
their  order,  all  money  coming  to  his  hands  as  treasurer, 
on  which  bond  suit  may  be  brought  by  any  persons  or  re- 
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later  who  has  suffered  injury  by  reason  of  any  wrongful 
act  or  acts  of  said  treasurer. 

§  0.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  at  least  once  a  year, 
at  such  time  as  the  court  may  appoint,  make  a  settlement 
or  report  to  said  court,  showing  in  detail  all  their  acts  and 
transactions,  including  the  business  and  transactions  of 
their  treasurer;  and  said  court  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty,  to  remove  any  or  all  said  commissioners 
for  neglect,  misconduct,  or  incompetency,  or  on  the  peti- 
tion of  a  majority,  in  number  and  value,  of  all  persons 
assessed,  making  subscriptions,  or  donations  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  7.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  the  right  to 
employ  persons  owing  any  part  of  said  assessment  or 
levy,  to  labor  on  or  construct  any  part  of  said  road, 
or  to  furnish  material  therefor,  and  shall  give  to  any  per- 
son furnishing  material  or  performing  labor,  a  certificate 
showing  the  amount  of  credit  he  is  entitled  to  on  account 
thereof,  which  certificate  shall  be  received  and  receipted 
for  by  the  treasurer,  and  credit  given  for  the  amount 
of  it. 

§  8.  That  |he  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ten  of  the  General  Statutes,  in  all  matters  relating  to 
condemnation  of  right  of  way,  land  for  toll-houses,  &c., 
or  for  materials  required  for  the  construction  of  said  road, 
shall  apply  to  and  govern  all  proceedings  for  condemna- 
tion under  this  act. 

§  9.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  before  entering  on 
their  duties,  execute,  before  said  court,  a  joint  bond,  with 
sureties,  conditioned  as  that  of  the  treasurer,  which  may 
be  sued  on  in  the  same  manner. 

§  10.  That  any  turnpike  road  constructed  under  this 
act  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  count}'  aid  or  subscrip- 
tion as  any  other  turnpike  road  in  paid  county. 

^11.  No  lahd  or  property  that  has  been  assessed  for 
the  building  of  any  turnpike  road  under  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  for  assessment  for  any  other  turnpike  road  built 
under  the  provis^ions  of  this  act,  except  that  lands  and 
property  l)^ing  more  than  one  mile,  and  less  than  two 
miles  from  any  road  constructed  under  this  act,  and  which 
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may  lie  within  the  limit  of  one  mile  from  any  turnpike 
road  afterward  built  under  this  act»  may  be  subject  to 
such  assessment  as  will  make  its  total  assessment  equal 
to  that  of  other  land  and  property  located  within  the  said 
boundst 

^12.   Assessments  shall  become  due  and  payable,  o^^^j 
third  in  six  months,  one  third  in  twelve  months,  and  the 

remainder  in  eighteen  months  from  the  time  the  assess- 
ments were  made. 

(  13.  That  no  land  or  property  shnll  be  assessed  under 
this  act  to  build  a  turnpike  road,  when  such  land  or  prop- 
erty is  on  the  opposite  side  of  Licking  river  from  such 
road,  except  when  such  land  or  property  is  within  the 
prescribed   limits   by   a    route    measured    over  a   county  « 

bridge. 

§  14.  That  when  said  road  is  completed,  all  tax  or  la- 
bor which,  under  the  law  now  in  force,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  in  force  in  said  county,  would  be  performed 
or  expended  in  repairing  said  road  if  it  were  a  public 
improved  road,  shall  be  assigned  to  and  performed  or 
expended  on  it,  under  the  supervision  of  said  commission- 
ers, who  shall  report  as  surveyors  of  roads  are  required  to 
do:  Provided^  That  on  the  petition  of  said  commissioners, 
showing  that  said  labor  and  tax  is  insufficient  to  keep 
said  road  in  repair,  said  court  may  make  an  order  per- 
mitting them  to  erect  toll-gates  on  said  road;  but  no 
greater  rate  of  toll  shall  be  collected  than,  when  added  to 
said  labor  and  tax,  will  keep  said  rond  in  repair. 

§  15.  On  the  application  to  said  court,  in  writing,  of  a 
majority  in  value  of  those  assessed,  making  donations, 
and  private  subscription,  actually  paid  in,  for  the  con- 
struction! of  said  road,  said  court  shall  make  an  order 
allowing  the  erection  of  gates  and  taking  of  toll  on  said 
road,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes: 
Provided^  The  amount  of  county  subscription,  if  any, 
shall  be  controlled  in  such  application  by  a  proxy,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  court  of  claims. 

5  16.  If,  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen,  said 
road  shall  be  converted  into  a  toll-road,  then  the  provis- 
ions of  section  fourteen  shall  be  inoperative  and  of  no 
effect. 
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§  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said 
county  to  preserve  in  his  office  all  reports,  settlements, 
bonds,  map:),  and  other  papers  required  by  this  act  to  be 
made  or  filed  with  said  court ;  and  for  his  services  ren- 
dered under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  such  fees  as  may  be 
•agreed  on  between  him  and  said  commissioners;  and  in 
case  they  fail  to  a^ree,  the  court  shall  make  an  order 
directing  what  compensation  he  shall  receive. 

^  18.  That  the  court  may  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
commissioners,  which,  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollar-^  per  mile  of  completed  road. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Griffith,  J.  A.  Carr,  P.  H.   Darby,  W.  S.  Powell,  of  Cald- 
well count}',  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are   hereby,  created   a   body-corporate   and    politic,

§  10.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex-  Capital  stock. 
ceed  one   million   five  hundred  thousand   dollars,  to   be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

$11.  When  authorized  so  to  do,  by  a  vote  of  two  May  issue  bonds. 
thirds  of 'the  stock  represented  at  any  regularly  called 
meeting  of  stockholders,  the  board  of  directors  may  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  company,  bearing  interest  at  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent.,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  which  bonds  shall  be  secured  by  such  hypoth- 
ecation of  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  company 
as  may  be  necessary;  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  such 
bonds  outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  one 
million  of  dollars. 

§  12.  The  said  Clarksville  and  Princeton  Railroad  Com-  May  cooioiidate 
pany  may  rent,  lease  to,  or  consolidate  its  road  with,  any  other  railroads.

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nessee  or  Kentucky,  or  may  lease  any  other  connecting 
railroad  and  operate  the  same.

CHAPTER  999. 

AN   ACT  lo  incorporate   the  GoroishTtlle  and  ShnrpsTille  TurnpIKe  Road 
0  Company. 

be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 
is,  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Cornishville  and  Sharps- 
ville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  under  that  name  and 
style  it  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  Washington  and  Mercer  county  line,  near  Cor- 
nishville,  in  Mercer  county,  to  or  near  the  town  of  Sharps- 
ville,  in  Washington  county,  making  W.  L.  Perkins'store- 
house  a  point  on  said  road. 

$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shafl  not  ex- 
ceed fifteen  thousand  dollars*  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  under  the  supervision  of  J. 
H.  Kinsey,  Jas.  Koyes,  John  Royalty,  A.  J.  Herrin,  Archy 
Wheeler,  John  S.  Riley,  W.  L.  Perkins,  Thos.  W.  Reed, 
James  T.  Royalty,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are  hereby 
constituted  commissioners  for  such  purpose.  The  sub- 
scribers for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the  following 
obligation,  to-wil:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Cornishville  and  Sharpsville  Turn- 
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pike  Road  Company  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  9harc 
of  stock  in  said  company  hereby  suhdcribed  by  us."  The 
number  of  shares  so  subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be 
designated  opposite  each  subscriber's  name,  and  said  sub- 
scription shall  be  made  in  a  book  in  which  said  obligation 
shall  be* written;  but  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting, 
•or  the  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  receive 
conditional  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  route  which  said  road  may  take,  or  upon 
any  other  conditions  which  may  be  expressed  in  writing 
in  any  such  subscription;  and  such  subscription  shall  he 
valid  and  binding  on  the  conditions  therein  stated;  and 
«aid  commissioners:,  or  those  acting,  or  said  company,  after 
it  is  organized,  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said 
•company  in  real  estate,  rock,  lumber,  o4ber  personal  prop- 
•erty,  or  iabor,  which  shall  be  valid  and  binding;  and  the 
amount  in  value  of  such  subscription  shall  be  expressed 
in  the  respective  subscriptions;  and  if  the  property  is  not 
«urrendcr.ed  or* delivered,  or  the  labor  performed,  on  de- 
oiand  of  the  said  company,  the  value  thereof  in  money^ 
•a:<  expressed  in  the  subscription,  may  be  coHected  of  the 
:subscri&ei*. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
<the  stock  of  said  company  it  may  be  organized,  and  to 
this  end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  to  the 
rsubscribers  of  stock,  by  posting  up  at  least  five  notices 
«ilong  the  line  of  said  road,  of  the  election  of  officers  of 
«aid  company,  which  shall  be  a  president  and  five  direct- 
ors; the  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be  stated  in 
:said  notices,  and  said  notices  shall  be  put  up  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  said  election;  and  after  the  first  election 
of  said  officers,  the  election  thereafter  for  said  officers 
«hall  be  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year.  Each 
stockholder  shall  he  entitled  to  one  vot-e  for  each  share  of 
stock  owned  by  him,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by 
proxy.  No  one  but  a  stockholder  shall  be  a  president  or 
director.  The  first  election  shall  be  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  commissioners  or  of  those  acting.  The  presi-

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perform  their  duties  as  such,  which  shall  be  certified  by 
the  officer  administering  it,  and  filed  with  the  papers  of 
the  company;  and  said  officers  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  If  any  vacancy  occurs 
during  the  year  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from 
the  State,  the  remainder  of  the  directors  may,  if  th*ey  deem 
it  necessary,  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  said  eompany,  after  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  the  hooks  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in 
said  company.  The  Washington  county  court  may  sub- 
scribe stock  in  said  company  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  said  road,  payable 
on  the  completion  of  each  mile. 

^  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  clerk,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure.  Said 
treasurer  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  honestly 
to  account  for  all  money  that  may  come  into  his  hands, 
and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties;  and  shall 
also  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  his  duties;  which 
bond,  and  the  certificate  of  such  oath,  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  papers  of  said  company.  The  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  superintendent  or  agent 
to  superintend  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  its 
maintenance  and  management  afterwards,  and  gate- 
keepers, and  such  other  employes  as  they  may  deeai 
necessary. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  locate  said 
road  in  accordance  with  this  act;  and  shall  have  power 
to  pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  affairs,  that  they  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  Can- 
stitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  let  out  for 
construction  any  portion  of  said  road  as  soon  as  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  subscribed  in  good  faith, 
and  by  responsible  parties,  or  may  do  so  after  additional 
subscriptions  are  received  ;  and  they  may  go  on  letting 
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out  for  construction  and  completing  said  road  as  the  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  to  said  company  raay,  in  their  opin- 
ion, justify  them  in  so  doing;  and  as  soon  as  two  and 
one  half  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  they  may  erect 
a  toll-gate,  and  coHect  toli  for  that  portion  of  said  road. 
The  charges  for  toll  on  said  road  shnW  be  in  conformity 
with  the  general  laws  of  this  State  regulating  tolls  on 
turnpikes;  and  they  shall  only  be  authorized  to  charge 
toll  on  said  road,  in  proportion  to  the  distance  traveled, 
and  only  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  be  completed. 

§  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  ri^ht 
of  way  for  said  road  and  ground  for  rock  quarries  and 
toll-houses,  by  consent  or  purchase ;  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  they  may,  by  proceedings  instituted  in  con- 
formity with  the  existing  laws*  of  this  State  on  the  sub- 
ject of  turnpike  and  plank  roads,  condemn  land  for  right 
of  way  over  which  said  road  may  be  located,  and  ground 
for  toll-gates  and  tollhouses  and  rock  quarries,  just  com- 
pensation being  paid  to  the  owners  thereof,  to  be  assessed 
by  a  jury  empaneled  for  such  purpose  according  to  law 
as  aforesaid. 

§  11.  And  the  right  of  way  of  said  road  shall  not  be 
less  than  thirty  feet  wide,  and  the  grade  of  said  road 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  and  the  rock 
broke  and  put  upon  said  grade  shall  not  be  less  than 
fourteen  feet  wide,  and  not  icas  than  ten  inches  deep,  six 
Inches  broke  at  bottom,  no  rock  to  be  larger  than  will 
pass  through  a  five-inch  ring,  and  four  inches  top  dress- 
ing, no  rock  larger  than  will  pass  through  a  three-inch 
ring;  and  said  metal  shall  be  of  good  sound  rock,  broke 
and  put  on  said  road,  under  the  management  and  control 
of  said  president  and  director.^,  who  shall  be  the  sole 
Arbiters  between  them  and  their  contractors. 

§  12.  Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said 
road  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor,  which  shall  be  recover- 
able by  law. 

^  13.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevatiofi  and  grade  of  said  road;  but  in  no  event  is 
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the  elevation  to  be  greater  thaa  three  degrees*  Said  pres- 
'vlent  and  directors  shall  prescribe  in  what  installments 
the  subscriptions  of  stock  shaH  be  paid.  They  n>ay  bor- 
row money  for  the  use  of  said  company  in  constructing 
safd  road,  but  not  exceeding  two  thoosaiMl'  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  give  personal  security  therefor,  or  a  mort- 
gage on  said  road  and  its  franchises,  which  may  be  en- 
forced and  foreclosed  by  law.

Howman:(^d.  and  the  said  district  thus  formed  shaH  be  under  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  five  trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  white  voters,  and  white  widows  who  may  be 
entitled  to  vote,  as  prescribed  by  the  general  common 
schoo)  law  of  the  State,  for  trustees  residing  within  said 
boundary. 

^  2.  That  the  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  and  be

Schools,'^  and  by  that  name  shatl  be  a  body-corporate; 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,

or  over  any  private  passage-way,  or  along  or  over  any 
other  ground  or  land  near  to  or  adjoining  the  road  or  any 
gate  of  said  company,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall, 
with  the  intent  aforesaid,  take  off,  or  cause  to  be  taken 
off,  any  horse  or  other  beast,  or  cattle  of  draught  or  bur- 
then, from  any  carriage  oli  burthen  or  pleasure,  or  shall 
practice  any  other  fraudulent  means  or  devise  with  the 
intent  to  evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  any  such  toll  or 
duty,  all  and  every  such  person  or  persons  offending  in 
the  manner  aforesaid  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  re- 
spectively forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky the  sum  often  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered* 
with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
county  where  the  offense  happened,  in  like  manner,  and 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  as  debts  of 
equal  amount  are  or  may  be  by  law  recoverable. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  AOT  to  rpguliitft  TOtinfc  At  primary  electioas  aod  prevent  frntsd  therein, 
for  the  benefit  of  Hrtrrisoa,  Bourbon,  Campbell,  and  Kenton  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  all  elections  hereafter  to  be  holden  by  any 
voluntary  political  association  or  party  in  this  State,  for 
any  delegate  or  managing  committee,  or  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  for  public  office,  may  be  called  or  or- 
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dered,  by  published  notice,  upon  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  county,  city,  district,  or  controlling  comnaittee  of  such 
voluntary  political  association  or  party  of  the  county, 
city,  or  district  which  may  elect  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  state  the  purpose,  time,  manner, 
condition,  together  with  the  place  or  places  of  holding 
such  election;  also  the  authority  by  which  the  call  or 
notice  is  published;  and  the  persons  shall  be  named  who 
shall  act  as  judges  at  each  poll  of  said  election,  and  the 
said  person  shall  be  a  legal  voter  of  the  precinct,  ward, 
or  election  district  for  which  he  is  named.  Said  notice 
shall  likewise  declare  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  to 
vote  at  such  elections  :  Provided^  That  such  prescribed 
qualifications  shall  not  be  inconsistent*with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  vote  at  a 
primary  election  who  would  not,  at  the  time  of  voting, 
be  a  legal  voter,  under  the  Constitution  aod  laws  of  the 
State,  for  the  office  for  which  the  nomination  is  being 
made,  as  if  the  regular  election  was  being  held  on  that 
day;  and  in  addition  thereto,  he  must  possess  the  qualifi- 
cations prescribed  by  the  authority  of  those  who  called  or 
ordered  the  primary  election  to  be  held,  in  the  call  there-» 
for;  and  any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  con- 
viction, fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  A  primary  election,  within  the  meaning  of  this  acl^ 
li  an  election  held  under  the  order  of  the  constituted  au- 
thority of  any  political  party  in  the  State,  at  which  a  per- 
son is  to  be  voted  for  as  the  nominee  of  said  party,  lor  all 
offices  to  be  filled  by  an  election  afterward  to  be  held  for 
said  office,  by  the  voters  of  the  State,  county,  district,  or 
ward. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  who  act  as 
judges  and  clerks  at  said  election  to  take  an  oath,  before 
some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  they  will 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties  as  such,  and  to  see  that 
an  accurate  poll  of  the  vote  cast  is  kept,  and  to  refuse

the  votes  of  all  persons  not  entitled  to  vote,  and  to  cast 
up  and  certify  the  poll-book,  and  send  the  same,  under 
seal,  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  election,  to  be  selected 
bp  them,  to  th^  clerk  of  the  county  court,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  keep  the  same  on  file  for  two  years  thereafter, 
or  so  long  as  any  prosecutions  may  be  pending  in  the 
courts  wherein  such  is  used  as  evidence;  and  said  books 
so  made  and  kept  shall  be  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated. 

§  5.  Any  officer  of  said  election  or  other  person,  who 
shall  falsely  certify  to  any  fact  in  said  poll -book,  or  who 
shall  alter,  erase,  change,  or  deface  said  book,  shall  be 
g^uilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  influ- 
ence or  to  ofier  to  influence  the  vote  of  any  person  at 
such  an  election,  or  any  delegate  at  a  convention,  if  such 
delegate  be  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  the 
use  of  money,  or  property  of  any  kind  whatever;  and  any 
one  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  middemeanor,  and, 
on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars; 
and  if  the  person  so  offending  be  a  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion at  said  election,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  disqual- 
ified from  holding  said  oflice  during  the  next  ensuing

§  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  bet  or  make  a  wager  of 
money  or  property  or  other  thing  on  the  results  of  such 
an  election;  and  any  one  so  offending  shall,  on  convic- 
tion, be  punished  in  the  mode  now  prescribed  by  law  for 
betting  on  the  results  of  a  regular  election. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  in 
which  grand  juries  are  empaneled  to  specially  charge 
them  in  regard  to  any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  no  expense  shall  be  incurred  to  the  county  or  State

§  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  sell  or  vend  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  of  either,  in  the  town  of  Three  Springs,  in 
Hart*  county,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits 
thereof. 

§  2.  That  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  vend,  in  any 
manner  whatever,  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors, 
or  a  mixture  of  either,  in  said  town,  or  within  one  mile 
of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
keeping  a  tippling-house,  and  for  each  offense  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  sixty  dollars. 

§  3.  If  any  person  shall  twice  sell  or  vend  any  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either,  in  said 
town,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  he  shall  be  fined  in  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  sixty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars. 

^  4.  Any  person  that  shall  keep  a  tippling-house  in  said 
town,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof. 
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for  three  months  at  one  time,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  four  hundred 
dollars. 

§  5.  Prosecutions  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  may  be  had  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to 
try  such  offenses  under  the  General  Statutes.

Dressel,  Wesley  Vicroy,  R.  Albert, 
Thomas  W.  Woods,  J.  D.  Kehoe,  George  Fleming,  and 
Edward  Eshorn,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  are  here- 
b3',  created  a  body-politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  Independent 
Order  of  Workingmen;  and  by  such  name  and  title  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
and  ol  purchasing,  leasing,  holding,  granting,  and  receiv- 
ing, in  its  corporate  name,  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  and  of  instituting  grand  and  subordinate  lodges.

amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  corporation  from  time  to  time, 
shall  be  paid  to  his  family;  lo  provide  for  creating  a 
fund  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  distressed  members,  and  to 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  humanity  in  every  possible

^  3.  Said  supreme  lodge  shall  have  a  common  seal  for 
the  making  and  delivering  of  all  legal  acts  and  proceed- 
ings, the  same  to  break  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Said  supreme  lodge  may  provide  for  holding  an- 
nual, biennial,  triennial,  or  special  meetings,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  its  voting  members  may 
select.

Whek£as»  At  the  October  term,  1873,  of  the  Caldwell 
county  court  of  claims,  an  order  was  made  by  said  court 
levying  a  tax  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  each  and 
every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real  and  personal 
property  in  said  county  as  returned  on  the  assessor's  book 
for  the  year  1873,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest 
accruing  between  the  first  day  of  September,  1873,  and 
the  first  day  of  September,  1874,  upon  the  bonds  of  said 
county  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  Elizabethtown  and 
Paducah  Railroad  Company;  and  whereas,  the  clerk  of

year  1874,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  accru-

That  said  collector  shall,  out  of  the  money  first 
collected  by  him,  pay  over,  under  the  orders  of  said  court, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  county,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
which  said  D.  H.  Wylie,  as  sheriff  ay  aforesaid,  may  be 
owing  said  county  on  account  of  the  taxes  levied  as  afore- 
eaid  for  the  years  1873  and  1874;  and  when  he  shall  have 
satisfied  said  sums  or  amounts,  he  shall  pay  over  any  and 
all  moneys,  collected  by  him  thereafter,  to  said  D.  IL 
Wylie.

§  7.  Said  court  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  re- 
move said  collector  from  office  for  failure  to  discharge  his 
duties  under  this  act,  and  also  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  said  office. 

^  S.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  for  two  years.

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the  same,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  full  power 
to  levy  and  distrain  for  said  tax. 

§  2.   The  acts  of  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  legalized. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

pike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  J.  J.  Stevens,  John  B»  Otten,  Nicholas  Chalky 
and  Coleman  Shaw,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  Persimmon  Grove  and  Pendleton 
Line  Turnpike  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  turnpike  road  from  Persimmon  Grove,  in  Campbell 
county,  lo  the  Pendleton  county  line,  by  such  route  as  they 
may  determine;  and  under  said  corporate  name  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be 
more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  upon  bona  Jide 
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sabscriptions  being  obtained  to  the  amount  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  said  incorporators  may  organize  and  elect  a^ 
board  of  directors;  said  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

^  3.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Alexandria  and  Per- 
simmon Grove  Turnpike  Company,  approved  January  25, 
1868,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  part  of 
this  aci. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1059. 

AN    ACT  to  amend  an   act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 

town  of  Dixon,  in  Webeter  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Dixon,  in  Web- 
ster county,  be,  and  are  hereby,  empowered  to  issue  cof- 
fee-house license  to  persons  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  in  the  town  of  Dixon,  and  shall  not  charge 
less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars 
for  such  license. 
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§  2.  Before  such  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  trustees, 
^he  applicant  shall  apply  to  the  county  court,  and  execute 
bond,  and  pay  State  tax  as  is  now  required  by  law. 

§  3.  That  all  acts  heretofore  passed  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1060. 

AN  ACT  to  nmend  rd  act  to  reduce  into  one  tbe  Bererftl  acts  ro Deeming 
the  towD  of  Murray,  and  to  re-cbarter  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

Article  I. 

Town   Bounded, 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Murray  be,  and 
is  hereby,  established  as  follows,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a 
stone  marked  **  M,"  one  hundred  poles  and  eleven  links 
south  of  the  northwest  corner  of  section  twenty-six,  town- 
ship two,  range  four  east;  thence  south  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  poles,  one  foot,  and  four  inches  to  a  stone;  thence 
east  one  hundred  and  thirteen  poles,  one  foot,  and  four 
inches  to  a  stone;  thence  north  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
poles,  one  foot,  and  four  inches  to  a  stone;  thence  west 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  poles,  one  foot,  and  four  inches 
to  the  beginning,  containing  eighty  acres. 

§  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  are  hereby  cre- 
ated a  body-politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  with  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  by  the  name 
of  the  town  of  Murray. 

Article  II. 

Officers  and  Elections, 

§  1.  That  the  municipal  government  of  said  town  shall 
consist  of  a  board  of  trustees,  composed  of  five  persons, 
elected  as  hereinafter  directed,  one  of  whom  shall,  at  the 
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first  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  be  by  them 
chosen  to  preside  over  their  meetings;  and  be  shall  be 
styled  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Murray;  also,  they  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  clerk 
and  treasurer. 

^  2.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
and  called  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  •*  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Murray,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in 
law,  and  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  town,  of  contracting 

ft 

and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
defending  and  being  defended, of  pleading  and  being  im- 
plead in  all  courts  and  places;  and  of  taking,  holding, 
purchasing,  leasing,  and  conveying  such  real,  personal, 
and  mixed  estate  as  the  purposes  and  necessities  of  the 
town  may  require,  within  or  without  the  limits  aforesaid. 
Said  board  of  trustees  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  and 
alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  That  all  the  legislative  power  and  authority  of  said 
town,  together  with  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal 
concerns  thereof,  and  the  government  and  control  of  the 
same,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  That  the  other  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, viz:  a  police  judge,  an  attorney,  a  marshal,  an 
assessor,  and  such  other  ofiicers  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  deem  necessary,  and  appoint. 

§  5.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December,  1880,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  at  some  suitable  place  appointed  by  the  trus- 
tees, of  which  five  da3's'  previous  public  printed  or  writ- 
ten notices  shall  be  posted  at  three  public  places  in  said 
town,  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trusteee.  Said  elec- 
tion to  be  held  by  two  judges,  a  clerk,  and  sheriff,  who 
shall  be  appointed'  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

§  6.  That  at  said  elections  there  shall  be  elected,  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  police  judge  and  five 
trustees,  and  the  person  or  persons  receiving  the  highest 
nnnltber  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  the  per- 
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sons  holding^  said  election  shall  certify  the  result  thereof 
to  the  board  of  trustees.  The  marshal,  attorney,  and  as- 
sessor, and  all  other  officers  which  are  not  here  especially 
named,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
continue  in  office  daring  the  pleasure  of  said  board  of 
trustees. 

§  7.  The  police  judge  and  board  of  trustees,  elected 
under  this  act,  shall  respectively  qualify  and  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  offices  on  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
1881,  and  shall  hold  said  offices  and  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  same  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  said  date,  or 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  board,  or  any  office  of  the  town  created 
by  this  act,  until  the  next  regular  election,  or  they  may, 
at  their  discretion,  order  an  election  to  fill  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  board,  or  the  office  of  police  judge. 
Officers  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  shall  re- 
spectively hold  for  the  unexpired  term  only,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified.  If 
there  should  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to  elect  any  officer 
herein  required  to  be  elected,  the  board  of  trustees  may 
appoint  such  officer,  or  forthwith  order  a  new  election. 

§  8.  That  every  person  appointed  to  any  office  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  the  people, 
may  be  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees;  but  no  officer 
who  is  elected  by  the  people  shall  be  removed,  except  for 
cause,  nor  unless  first  furnished  with  the  charges,  and 
heard  in  his  defense;  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the 
production  of  papers  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
such  trial,  and  shall  proceed,  within  ten  days,  to  hear  and 
determine  upon  the  merits  of  the  case^  and  if  such  officer 
shall  neglect  to  appear  and  answer  such  charges,  then  the 
board  o(  trustees  may  declare  the  office  vacant. 

§  9.  That  all  free  white  male  citizens  who  are  entitled 
to  vote  for  town  offices,  elective  by  the  people  under  this 
act,  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  any  office  created  by.  this 
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act  except  aa  is  hereinafter  provided.  But  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  to  hold  office  created  by  this  act  who  is  now, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  a  defaulter  to  said  town,  or  being  a 
collector,  or  keeper  of  the  funds  of  said  town,  has  failed 
or  refused  to  settle  his  accounts  with  said  board  of  trus- 
tees within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  expiration 
of  his  office  or  removed  therefrom. 

§  10.  That  all  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
town  shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  11.  That  every  free  male  .citizen  of  the  United  States, 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  resident  of  Kentucky  one 
year,  and  of  this  county  six  months,  and  of  the  town  of 
Murray  sixty  days,  having  paid  his  taxes  for  the  past  cur- 
rent year  with  all  past  taxes  and  lines  imposed  by  or  due 
said  town,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  town  offices  elec- 
tive by  the  people. 

§  12.  That  all  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth, 
punishing  illegal  voting  at  all  elections,  shall  apply  to 
illegal  voting  in  the  town  of  Murray,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

§  13.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  juj^ge  of  the  qual- 
ifications, elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  and  cases 
of  contested  elections  for  any  town  officer  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  board  of  trustees,  under  such  rules 
as  they  may  prescribe  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinance.  • 

§  14.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  im- 
mediately after  the  election,  certify  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  for  police  judge  of 
said  town,  and  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  shall 
issue  a  commission  to  said  officer. 

§  15.  That  the  poll-books  of  all  elections  for  said  town 
shall  be  returned  by  the  sheriff  of  said  election  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  file 
and  keep  the  same  as  part  of  the  records  of  his  office. 

Article  III. 
Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers. 

§  i.  That  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  ex- 
ecutive, judicial,  or  ministerial  office  under  this  act,  shall, 
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before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and 
subscribe  before  the  county  judge  of  said  county  or  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  file  the 
same,  duly  certified  by  the  officers  before  ^vhom  it  was 
taken,  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  q^  trustees. 

§  2.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
take  care  that  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  town,  are  duly  enforced,  re- 
spected, and  obeyed,  and  that  all  the  other  executive 
officers  of  the  town  discharge  their  respective  duties. 
The  chairman  shall  likewise  have  the  power  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  police  judge  in  all  criminal  and  penal 
actions  in  cases  where,  from  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
police  judge,  or  from  absence,  sickness,  or  other  cause^ 
the  police  judge  does  not,  or  cannot,  act;  and  h^  shall 
have  the  same  fees  therefor  as  the  police  judge  is  allowed ; 
but  he  shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  town  treas- 
urer, when  required  by  the  treasurer,  all  fines  or  other 
moneys  received  by  him  in  his  judicial  capacity. 

§  3.  That  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chair- 
man, or  of  his  being  unable  to  perform  his  duties  by 
reason  of  temporary  or  continued  absence  or  sickness, 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number, 
whose  official  designation  shall  be  acting  chairman;  and 
the  trus^tee  so  appointed  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  pow- 
ers, and  perform  all  the  duties  of  chairman,  except  in 
regard  to  acting  as  police  judge,  until  the  chairman  shall 
resume  his  office,  or  the  vacancy  be  filled  by  a  new  elec- 
tion. 

§  4.  That  the  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  if  there 
be  one,  and  make  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  attend;  and  copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in 
his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by  him,  shall  be 
evidences  in  all  courts;  he  shall  likewise  draw  all  war- 
rants on  the  treasury,  and  countersign  the  same,  and  keep 
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an  accurate  account  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  attorney  to 
perform  all  professional  services  incident  to  the  office, 
and,  when  required,  to  furnish  written  opinions  upon 
subjects  submitted  to  him  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  its 
committees. 

§  6.  That  the  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  town,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may  direct.  All  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury  by  warrant  from  the  chairman,  or  acting 
chairman,  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk;  such  warrant  shall  specify  for  what  purpose 
the  amount  specified  therein  shall  be  paid.  The  treas- 
urer shall  exhibit  to  the  board  of  trustees,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  annual  election  of  each  year,  and  ofrener 
if  required,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report; 
and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  attend 
all  the  sessions  of  the  police  court,  and  to  give  the  town 
attorney  notice  of  any  proceedings  in  that  court  to  which 
it  is  his  duty  to  attend,  and  to  attend  to  the  procuring 
of  evidence  in  any  cases  to  which  the  board  of  trustees  or 
town  of  Murray  is  a  party,  within  the  limits  of  the  town, 
in  all  matters  arising  under  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 
said  town  or  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  He  shall 
possess  the  same  powers  as  constables  and  sheriffs;  and 
shall  have  power  to  make  arrests  and  subpoena  witnesses 
in  criminal  cases,  or  in  which  the  town  is  a  party;  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  con- 
stables and  sheriffs  for  similar  services,  to  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  constables'  and  sheriffs'  fees  are.  For 
other  services,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  such  fees  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  fix  by  law  or  ordinance.  He  shall 
be  liable  in  the  same  case,  way,  and  manner,  and  to  the 
same  extent,  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
sheriff  and  constable;   and  he  shall  perform  such  other 
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duties,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  make  such  other 
returns  and  reports  of  his  acts  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance  or  by-laws<,  and  as  are  hereinafter  prescribed; 
he  may  or  may  not  be  appointed  collector;  but  if  he  is,  he 
shall  be  required  to  give,  in  addition  to  the  marshal's 
bond,  a  bond  as  collector. 

§  8,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  collect 
sll  taxes  and  assessments  which  may  be  levied  by  the 
board. of  trustees,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  herein  prescribed  or  required  by  the  board  of  trustees: 
Provided^  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  pow^r  to 
require  all  license  money  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  treas- 
urer, or  to  appoint  some  person  other  than  the  collector 
to  collect  such  money. 

§  9.  That  the  assessor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  which 
the  board  (»f  trustees  may,  by  by-law  or  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe in  relation  to  the  assessing  of  property,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  levying  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

$  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  to  require  further  and 
other  duties,  and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers 
whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and  prescribe  the 
powers  and  duties  of  all  officers  appointed  or  elected  to 
any  office  under  this  act,  whose  duties  are  not  herein  spe- 
cifically mentioned,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

§  11.  That  the  police  judge,  treasurer,  collector,  and 
marshal  shall  severally,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  execute  a  bond,  payable  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Murray,  in  such  sum,  with  such  con- 
ditions and  sureties,  as  the  board  of  trustees  ma}'  approve, 
conditioned  that  they  will  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  and  pay  over  to  such  persons,  and  at  such 
times  as  they  may  respectively  be  entitled  to  the  same, 
all  money  or  other  property  that  may  come  to  their  hands 
a*<  such  officers  respectively;  which  bonds,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board  of  trustees  certified  thereon  by  the 
clerk,  shall  be  filed  and  carefully  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  12.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray,  or  any  per- 
son injured  by  the  breach  of  any  or  either  of  said  bonds, 
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may,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  prosecute  suit  or 
motion  against  the  said  officer  by  whose  breach  of  duty 
they  have  been  injured,  and  his  sureties,  or  any  or  either 
of  them,  or  the  personal  representatives,  heirs,  or  devii^ees 
of  any  or  either  of  them,  as  now  provided  by  'law  for 
sheriffs  and  constables;  and  the  bonds,  or  any  or  either 
of  them,  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Murray,  and  every  person  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or 
omissions  of  such  officers,  shall  have  been  recompensed. 
§  13.  That  if  any  per.son,  having  been  .an  officer  in  said 
town,  shall  not,  within  twenty  days  after  notification  and 
request,  deliver  to  his  succes:^or  in  office  all  the  property, 
papers,  and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  said  to.wn,  or  appertaining  to  the  office  he 
held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  town  one 
hundred  dollars,  bei^ides  all  costs  and  damages  caused  by 
his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 

Article  IV. 
Police   Court . 

^  1.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  said  town  a  court 
to  be  styled  the  Murray  police  court,  which  shall  be  held 
by  one  judge,  to  be  styled  the  judge  of  the  Murray  police 
court,  who  shall  be  elected  as  is  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  2.  That  the  Murray  police  court  shall  have  exclusive 
original  jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  magistrates  of  all  pleas  of  the  Common* 
wealth  arising  within  the  limits  of  said  town.  Said  court 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take  recognizances 
from  persons  charged  with  offenses  cognizable  before 
said  court,  to  appear  and  answer  the  same,  that  the  cir- 
cuit courts  have,  like  power  to  take  the  same  as  for^ 
feited,  and  pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and  to  enforce 
full  compliance  with  the  same;  and  shall  have  the  power 
of  two  justices  of  the  peace  as  an  examining  court. 

§  3.  That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  a  conserva- 
tor of  the  public  peace,  and  may  order  arrests  for  all 
offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  town;  and  for  those  committed 
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within  his  presence  may  order  arrests  without  warrant, 
the  person  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  or  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
town.  If  he  think  it  necessary,  he  may  detain  any  person 
or  persons  so  ofTending  in  custody  in  the  county  jail  or 
other  safe  place. 

§  4.  That  the  p<tlice  court  shall  be  holden  at  such  place 
as  the  hoard  of  trustees  may  designate;  or,  thej  failing 
to  designate  and  provide  a  suitable  place,  at  such  place 
as  the  judge  may  select  in  said  town.  The  judge  shall 
have  power  to  fix  the  time  of  holding  court  for  the  trial 
of  criminal  or  penal  cases  as,  in  his  discretion,  the  busi- 
nes:i  before  him  may  seem  to  require. 

J  5.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record, 
and  the  judj^e  thereof  shall  act  as  clerk;  and  certified 
copies  of  the  records  of  said  court,  over  the  signature  of 
the  judge,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Cora* 
mon  wealth. 

§  6  That  all  proceedings  in,  and  process  from,  the  police 
court,  shall  he  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  process  shall  be  made  returnable  to  the  police 
court,  and  may  be  directed  to  the  town  marshal;  but  the 
judge  may  direct  the  process  to  any  constable,  sheriff, 
jailer,  coroner,  or  policeman;  and  the  person  executing 
the  process  of  said  court  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  for 
the  like  services,  and  to  the  like  remedy  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof,  as  the  constables  and  sheriffs  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  fines  and 
penalties  for  the  like  offenses  and  failures,  recoverable 
in  the  same  manner. 

§  7.  That  the  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the 
police  court  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  those  in  favor  of  the  town  of  Murray,  or  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Murray,  are  hereby  granted  to  the 
town  of  Murray. 

§  8.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  police 
court  are  to  be  collected  by  the  marshal  or  other  officer 
to  whom  execution  or  capias  pro  fine  is  directed,  and  to  be 
paid  by  him  to  the  treasurer;  but  before  the  issual  of  the 
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execution  or  other  final  process,  the  defendant  may  pay 
the  fine  or  forfeitare  to  the  jud^e  of  the  police  court,  who 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer. 

§  9.  That  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  replevy,  for  three  months,  any  judgment,  fine,  or  for- 
feiture of  the  police  court,  or  execution  or  other  final  pro- 
cess thereon,  hy  giving  bond,  with  good  security,  in  the 
same  manner  as  allowed  by  law  in  similar  cases  in  favor 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  10.  That  a  return  of  not  found  on  ^  capias  pro  fine ^ 
and  of  no  property  on  a  writ  of  fieri  ^acia.Y,.  issued  on  any 
judgment  in  the  police  court,  shall  authorize  an  attach- 
ment out  of  equity  in  favor  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Murray  against  the  defendant  or  defendants,  in  the  same 
manner  that  a  return  of  no  property  authorizes  an  attach- 
ment in  equity  on  judgments  rendered  in  the  circuit 
courts. 

§  11.  That  upon  all  judgments  for  fines  rendered  by 
the  police  court,  whether  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  or  of  the  town  of  Murray,  or  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Murray,  and  which  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  rendering  the  same,  an  execution  against  the  estate 
of  defendant  may  be  issued,  or  a  capias  pro  fine  may  be 
issued,  requiring  the  imprisonment  of  the  defendant  in  the 
county  jail  or  station-house  of  Murray  until  the  same 
shall  be  paid;  but  the  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one 
day  for  every  two  dollars  of  such  fine. 

§  12.  That  in  all  cases  in  said  police  court  where,  by 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  this  act,  or  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town,  the  punishment  is  in  whole 
or  in  part  imprisonment,  the  police  court  shall  have  the 
power  to  imprison  the  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of 
said  laws,  this  act,  or  said  by-laws  or  ordinances,  in  the 
Calloway  county  jail,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  fifty 
days,  specified  by  said  laws,  this  act,  or  said  by-laws  or 
ordinances. 

§  13.  That  appeals  shall  lie  from  the  decisions  and  judg- 
ment of  the  police  court  to  the  Calloway  quarterly  court,     ^ 
in  all  cases  where  the  fine  exceeds  ten  dollars  and  is  less 
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than  fifty  dollars,  excluaive  of  costs,  and  to  the  Calloway 
circuit  court  where  the  fine  is  fifty  dollars  or  upwards, 
exclusive  of  costs;  and  where  the  punishment  is  by  im- 
prisonment exceeding  ten  days,  an  appeal  shal)  He  to 
either  the  said  quarterly  or  circuit  courts.  In  all  cases  of 
appeals  in  criminal  or  penal  cases,  the  execution  of  the 
judgment  shall  not  he  suspended  unless  the  defendant, 
within  ten  days  after  the  rendition  of  the  judgment, 
causes  to  be  executed,  before  the  clerk  or  judge  of  the 
court  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken,  a  bond  with  good 
surety,  in  all  respects  as  required  by  section  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Practice. 

§  14.  That  the  police  court  shall  always  be  open  for 
hearing  and  determining  such  penal  and  criminal  case:f» 
as  are  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  may  make  such  reason* 
able  rules  and  regulations  for  the  speedy  hearing  and 
determining  of  all  such  cases  as  to  aflTord  reasonable 
notice  to  the  parties  and  a  prompt  administration  of  jus- 
tice. 

§  15.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  this 
chapter  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  shall  be  sued  for  by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Murray,  or  the  CommonweaHh  of 
Kentucky,  and  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  town. 

5  16.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Prac- 
tice shall  regulate  the  proceedings  of  said  court. 

§  n.  That  the  fees  of  said  judge,  whether  acting  as 
judge  or  clerk,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  the  same  in  all  case» 
as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  given  by  law  to  oflicerB 
performing  like  services;  and  fees  and  costs  shall  be  taxed 
in  cases  in  said  court  to  the  same  extent,  in  the  same  way, 
and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  in  courts  having  sinr^i- 
lar  jurisdiction. 

Article  V. 
General  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

^  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated   meet- 
ings, and  the  chairman  may  call   meetings,  by  notice  to 
^     each  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  either  oral 
or  written;  but  if  written,  such  notice  must  be  served  per- 
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tonally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode.  A  major- 
ity of  the  persond  elected  as  trustees  shali  constitute  a 
quorum. 

^  2.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  manage- 
•Bent  and  control  of  the  finances,  and  ali  the  property, 
real,  persoaai,  and  mixed,  belonging  to  the  corporation; 
And  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  to  be  contracted 
with,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  town;  and  shall  have 
power  to  provide  for  the  erection  and  repair  of  all  need- 
ful public  buildings  for  the  town;  and  to  provide  for  in- 
closing and  improving  ali  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
town;  and  shall  likewise  have  power  within  the  junsdic* 
tion  of  said  town,  by  by-law  or  ordinance— 

ist.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gaming 
and  fraudulent  devices,  and  all  playing  of  dice,  cards, 
and  other  games  of  chance,  whereat  anything  of  value  ii 
bet,  won,  or  lost. 

2d^  To  regulate  and  tax  the  selling  of  any  ardent  spir- 
its or  other  intoxicating,  fermented,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
by  any  hotel-keeper,  tavern-keeper,  innkeeper,  saloon  or 
coffee-house  keeper,  druggist  or  merchant  in  said  town: 
Provided,  That,  in  addition  to  the  present  State  tax,  the 
tax  (under  this  act)  upon  licensed  hotel,  tavern,  inn, 
ealoon,  or  coffee-house  keepfers  shall  be  not  less  than  two 
hundred  nor  more  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the  tax  upon 
euch  licensed  druggist,  merchant  or  merchants,  shall  be 
•not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  now  required  by  law, 

3d^  To  prohibit  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  spir^ 
its,  or  other  intoxicating  liquors,  to  any  minor  or  appren- 
tice, without  the  written  consent  of  his  or  her  parent  or 
guardian,  master  or  mistress. 

4th>  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress,  and  prohibit 
billiard  tables,  pigeon  hole,  jenny -lind,  and  ail  similar  ta* 
bles,  or  contrivances,  pin^alleys,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys, 
ball  alleys,  and  shooting  galleries.  , 

5tlu  To  tax,  license,  regulate  auctioneers,  distillers, 
brewers,  and  pawnbrokers,  and  tax  or  lay  duties  on  the 
«ale  of  goads  at  auction. 
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6th.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hawkers  and  ped- 
dlers, and  all  itinerant  venders  of  medicines  or  other 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  whether  at  auction  or 
otherwise;  also  any  and  all  agents  of  insurance  and  lot- 
tery oflieers  and  agencies  doing,  or  pretending,  or  offer- 
ing to  do,  business  in  said  town,  and  to  prevent  any 
business  of  that  kind  being  done  without  license. 

7th.  To  regulate,  license,  suppress,  and  prohibit  all 
exhibitions  of  common  showmen,  shows  of  every  kind  by 
itinerant  and  other  persons  or  companies,  exhibitions  of 
natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theat- 
rical performances,  and  all  other  exhibitions  (except  by 
the  citizens  of  the  town  and  county). 

8th.  To  authorize  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
or  other  proper  officer  of  the  town,  to  grant  and  issue 
licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  and  time  of  issuing  and 
registering  thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor.  No 
license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  one  year,  and  not 
less  than  one  dollar  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  for  any 
license  under  this  act;  and  the  fee  for  issuing  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents. 

J)th.  To  prevent  and  suppress  any  riot,  rout,  breach  of 
the  peace,  noise,  disturbance,  or  disorderly  assemblage. 

10th.  To  establish  and  regllate  markets  and  other  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  provide  for  their  erection,  and  determine 
their  location,  and  authorize  their  erection  in  the  streets 
of  said  town,  or  other  suitable  place  or  places  within  the 
town  limits. 

lith.'To  regulate,  license,  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to 
revoke  their  license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade. 

12th.  To  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  gunpow- 
der and  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials. 

idth.  To  prevent  harse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or 
driving  in  the  town,  and  to  authorize  persons  immoder- 
ately riding  or  driving  to  be  stopped  by  any  person;  ard 
lo  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse  of  animals,  and  to  compel 
persons  to  fasten  or  secure  their  horses,  mules,  oxen^or 
other  animals,  attached  to  vehicles  or  otherwise^  while 
standing  or  remaining  in  the  street. 
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14fh.  To  prevent  the  encumberinc:  of  the  utreets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  with  carriagei;, 
carta,  sleighs,  sleds,  wheel -barrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber, 
fire  wood,  brick,  stone«  posts,  awningti,  signs,  or  any  sub- 
stance or  material  whatever. 

15th.  To  prevent  any  obscene,  indecent,  or  profane  ex- 
hibition, conduct,  or  language. 

16th.  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants  and  prostitutes.. 

17th.  To  restrain  and  regulate,  or  prevent,  the  running 
at  large  of  horses  and  swine,  and  authorize  the  distrain- 
ing, impounding,  and  sale  of  the  sam-e,  for  the  penalty 
incurred  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  and  also  to  im- 
pose penalties  on  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  a  viola- 
tion of  any  bylaw  or  ordinance  in  relation  thereto. 

18.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  running  at  large  of 
hogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when 
aC  large  contrary  to  the  by-laws  and  ordinances. 

]9th.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  playing  of  ball,  fly- 
ing of  kites,  or  any  other  amusement  or  practice  having  a 
tendency  to  annoy  persons  passing  on  the  streets  or  side- 
walks,  or  to  frighten  teams  and  horses. 

20th.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
or  spread  of  contagious  di:<eases  in  the  town 

21st.  To  have  exclusive  power  over  the  streets  and  al- 
leys and  sidewalks,  and  remove  and  abate  any  obstruc- 
tions and  encroachments  therein  or  thereon. 

22d.  To  abate  and  remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the 
authors  thereof  by  penalties  of  fine  and  imprisonment, 
and  to  define  and  declare  what  shall  be  deemed  nui- 
sances, and  authorize  the  summary  abatement  thereof. 

2dd  To  appoint  watchmen  and  policemen,  and  pre- 
scribe their  duties,  power,  and  pay. 

24th.  To   purchase    lands  for    and    locate    cemeteries, 

either  within  or  without  the  town  limits,  which  ceme- 
teries may  or  may  not  (in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of 
trustees)  adjoin  the  old  cemetery  near  said  town.  They 
«hall  have  power  to  lay  off  said  cemeteries  into  lots,  and 
sell  the  same;  to  improve  said  cemeteries,  and  to  exercise 
full  control  over  the  same,  and  enforce  the  proper  regula- 
tion and  management  thereof,  and  punish  all  trespasses 
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thereon  by  adequate  fines  and  penalties;  and  may  open 
and  improve  roads  or  streets  thereto. 

25th.  To    appoint    inspectors,   weighers,  and   gau^ers, 
and  regulate  their  duties  and  fees. 
»  2Gth.  To  provide  the  town  with  water  in  any  manner 

they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  establish,  malce,  and  regu- 
late public  pumps,  wells,  and  cisterns. 

27th.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds. 

28th.  To  authorize  and  regulate  the  use  of  locomotive 
engines  within  the  town,  and  to  grant  to  any  railway 
company  the  right  of  way  through  the  streets  of  said 
town,  and  to  direct  and  control  the  location  of  railroad 
tracks  and  depot  grounds,  and  prohibit  railroad  compa- 
nies from  doing  storage  and  warehouse  business  or  col- 
lecting pa}'  for  the  same. 

2&th.  To  erect,  control,  and  keep  in  repair  public  scales 
in  naid  town,  when  deemed  necessary. 

30th.  To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  grade, 
pave,  macada*mi2e,  and  amend  and  clear  the  streets  and 
alleys,  bridges,  »ide  and  cross-walks,  and  open,  widen, 
straighten,  extend,  and  vacate  streets  and  alleys. 

3 1st.  To  establish  hospitals  and  pest-houses,  and  make 
regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  and  discontinue 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

32d.  To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preservation  of 
health  and  the  suppression  of  disease. 

33d.  To  prohibit  any  work  or  buBiness  being  done  or 
performed  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  to  punish  an}'  pere«on 
found  at  or  engaged  in  any  work  or  business  on  that  day, 
except  it  be  the  ordinary  household  ofBces  of  daily  neces 
siiy,  or  other  work  of  necessity  or  charity  :  Provided,  Thai 
perc^ons  who  are  members  of  any  religious  society,  who 
ob.^erve  as  a  Sabbath  any  other  day  in  the  week  than 
Sunday  or  the  Christian  Sabbath,  shall  not  be  punished 
if  they  observe  as  a  Sabbath  one  day  in  each  seven. 

34th.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
make,  publish,  ordain,  amend,  and  repeal  all  such  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  and   police  regulations,  not  contrary  to 
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the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  good  gov- 
ernment and  order  of  the  town,  and  the  trade  an  doom- 
fiierce  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry 
into  effect  the  powers  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  or 
any  officer  of  said  town  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  and 
other  regulations  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  pen- 
alties not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  offense 
against  the  same 

35th.  The  board  of  trustees  may  also  enforce  such  rules, 
ordiYiances,  by-laws,  and  police  and  other  regulations,  as 
aforesaid,  by  punishment  of  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
both,  in  the  county  jail,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  be- 
fore which  conviction  may  be  had:  Provided^  Such  fine 
fihail  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs, 
nor  the  imprisonment  exceed  fifty  days. 

3Gth.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  provide  for  the 
use  of  said  town  a  fire-engine,  organize  a  fire  company, 
and  make  necessary  regulations  for  the  prevention  of 
damage  by  fire. 

37th.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray  shall  have 
exclusive  power  to  grant  all  licenses  for  which  provision 
IB  made  by  this  act;  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  any 
license  for  which  provision  is  made  by  this  act  ehail  be 
fixed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees. 

Article  VI. 
Taxation. 

§  I.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned, 
to  annually  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  the  real 
estate,  and  upon  all  personal  estate  in  said  town;  and  a 
hoad  or  poll-tax  upon  every  male  inhabitant  of  said  town 
over  twenty  one  years  of  age,  of  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  this  act, 
or  for  the  purposes  of  said  town,  all  public  property  be- 
longing to  said  town,  the  county  of  Calloway,  the  State 
of  Kentuck}',  the  United  States,  any  church,  college,  pub- 
lic seminary  ol  learning,  ail  grounds  attached  to  any  such 
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college,  church,  school,  or  seminary,  and  dedicated  solely 
to  the  use  thereof,  and  any  cemetery  belonging  to  said 
town. 

Article   VII. 
Collections  of  Taxes  and  Assessments. 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  by 
ordinance,  to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  and 
prescribe  the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors; 
and  to  make  such  rules,  and  give  such  directions  in  rela- 
tion to  attending,  revising,  or  adding  to  the  rolls,  as  they 
may  deem  it  proper  and  expedient. 

§  2.  That  the  annual  assessment  rolls  ehall  be  returned 
by  the  assessor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each 
year;  but  the  time  may  be  extended  by  order  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  On  the  return  thereof,  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fix  a  d&y  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  the 
clerk  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
hearing;  and  any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assess- 
ment of  his  property,  may  appear  at  the  time  specified 
and  make  his  objections.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  supply  omissions  in  said  assessment  rolls;  and 
tor  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to, 
take  from,  or  otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same. 

§  3.  That'^^'hen  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  cor- 
rected and  revised,  the  same  shall  be  filed,  and  an  order 
confirming  the  same  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  res- 
olution, levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
this  act,  and  direct  the  collector  to  collect  the  same. 

§  4.  That  all  taxes  and  ass«essments,  general  or  special, 
levied  or  assessed  by  the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act, 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  upon  which  the  same 
may  be  imposed,  voted,  or  assessed,  until  such  tax  shall 
be  paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer  shall  afiect  the  lien  there- 
on;  and  no  property  shall  be  exempt  from  sale  for  the 
payment  of  such  taxes  or  assessments,  except  such  as  is 
by  this  act  exempted  from  taxation. 
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§  5.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  im- 
mediately after  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  con- 
firmed,  make  out  a  true  and  perfect  copy  thereof,  which 
shall  be  examined  and  sif^ned  by  the  chairman,  attested 
by  the  clerk,  and  delivered  to  the  collector,  who  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  according  to  said  a^ses^ment, 
as  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  give  his  receipts 
therefor.  If  not  otherwise  paid,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Murray  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  and  costs, 
by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray, 
or  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  property  as  aforesaid,  after 
a  demand  and  refusal  to  pay  the  same.  The  assessor's 
roll  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Murray;  and  notice  published  by  the 
collector,  by  sticking  up  written  or  printed  notices  at  four 
public  places  in  said  town  for  ten  days,  shall  be  deemed 
a  demand,  and  a  neglect  to  pay  for  twenty  days  there- 
after shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  to  pay  sqch  tax  or  assess- 
ments. 

§  6.  That  the  collector  shall  pay  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments as  fast  as  collected  into  the  town  treasury;  and  his 
powers,  duties,  liabilities,  in  cases  of  a  default  or  mis- 
conduct, shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees  by 
ordinance. 

§  7.  That  in  case  of  non-payment  of  any  taxes  due  the 
town  of  Murray,  so  much  of  any  peri^onal  or  real  e.-<tate, 
belonging  to  the  person  from  whom  the  said  tax  is  due, 
as  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  shall  be  sold  by  the  col* 
lector  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  public  auction,  for  cash  in 
hand,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  advertised,  as 
the  law  requires  of  similar  property  sold  under  execution, 
at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  confirmation  of 
the  assessment  by  the  board  of  trustees.  Sales  of  real 
estate  shall  be  made  at  the  court-house  door,  and  on  the 
first  day  of  some  county  or  circuit  court.  The  collector 
shall  give  to  the  purchaser  of  any  real  estate  sold  by  him 
a  certificate  of  purchase,  similar  in  all  respects  to  certifi- 
cates given  by  the  sherifi*  in  sales  of  land  for  taxes  due  the 
State,  which  certificates  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
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eflfect  as  those  given  by  the  sheriff  in  sales  for  faxes,  and 
shall  be  recovered  t)y  the  county  court  clerk  of  Calloway 
county  in  the  book  kept  by  him  to  record  certificates  of 
real  estate  sold  for  taxes.  When  any  real  estate  sold  for 
taxes  due  the  town  of  Murray  shall  remain  unredeemed 
at  the  expiration  of  the  time  in  which  the  same  may  be 
redeemed  a:«  hereinafter  provided,  the  collector  then  in 
office  shall  make  a  deed  oi  conveyance  to  the  purchaser, 
which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  deeds  made 
by  the  sheriff  in  similar  cnses.  The  collector  shall  be 
allowed  such  fees  for  making  sales  for  taxes  under  this 
act  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe. 

§  8.  That  the  right  of  redemption,  in  all  cases  of  sales 
of  real  estate  for  taxes  or  assessments,  shall  exist  to  the 
owner  or  his  heirs  for  the  period  of  three  years  from  the 
day  of  t^ale,  on  payment  of  twenty  per  cent,  per  annum 
on  the  amount  for  which  the  same  was  sold,  and  all  taxes 
accruing  subsequent  to  the  sale.  If  the  real  estate  of  any 
infant  or  feme  covert  or  lunatic  he  sold  under  this  act  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  redeemed  at  any  time  within 
three  years  after  such  disability  is  removed.  In  case  of 
redemption,  the  money  may  be  paid  to  the  purchaser,  or 
for  him  to  the  county  court  clerk  of  Calloway  county. 

§  9.  If,  at  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate  for  taxes 
or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  for  any  parcel  of 
land,  or  any  grounds  or  chattels,  the  same  shall  be  struck 
off  to  the  said  hoard  of  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  town; 
and  thereupon  .the  board  of  trustees  shall  receive  from 
the  officer  making  the  sale  a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof, 
and  shall  be  vested  with  the  same  rights  as  other  pur> 
chasers  at  such  sales,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  town; 
and  the  collector  shall  execute  to  the  purchaser  a  certifi- 
cate of  sale  for  all  real  estate  sold  for  tax. 

§  10.  Any  deed,  or  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  the 
record  thereof,  made  for  real  estate  sold  for  taxes  or 
assessments,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  power 
and  authority  to  sell  the  name,  that  all  proceedings  in 
reference  to  such  sale,  and  levying  the  taxes-  or  assess- 
ments for  which  the  same  was  sold,  were  regular. 
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Article  VIII. 
Grading y  Paving,  and  Improving  Streets  and  Alleys. 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  lo 
^rade,  pave,  improve,  protect,  and  ornament  any  public 
square  or  ground  how  or  hereafter  laid  out. 

§  2.  That  the  owners  in  front  of  or  upon  whose  prem- 
ises the  board  of  trustees  shall  order  and  direct  curbing 
and  sidewalks  to  be  constructed,  repaired,  or  re-iaid,^hall 
make,  repair,  or  re-lay  such  curbing  or  sidewalks  at  their 
own  costs  and  expense,  and  in  the  manner,  with  the  mate- 
rial, and  in  the  time  prescribed  by  said  board  of  trustees, 
by  ordinance  or  otherwise;  and  if  not  done  in  the  man- 
ner, with  the  materials,  and  within  the  time  so  prescribed, 
the  board  of  trustees  may  cause  the  same  to  be  con- 
structed, repaired,  or  reiaid,  and  assess  the  expenses 
therefor,  by  an  order  to  be  entered  in  the  record  of  their 
proceedings,  upon  such  lots  respectively,  and  collect  same 
by  warrant  and  sale  of  the  premises,  as  in  the  case  of 
taxes;  a  suit  may  also  be  maintained  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Murray  against  such  owner  or  owners  for  the 
expenses  of  such  improvements. 

§  3.  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section 
shall  apply  with  equal  force  to  all  persons  whose  duty  it 
is  to  remove  or  abate  any  nuisance,  and  to  all  property 
chargeable  with  the  expense  of  abating  or  removing 
nuisance,  where  the  board  of  trustees  have  incurred  ex- 
pense in  abating  or  removing  same.  That  no  person 
shall  be  required  to  make  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  or 
her  premises  until  after  the  street  in  front  of  such  shall 
have  been  curbed  for  the  sidewalks  thereof  at  the  expense 
of  the  town,  and  of  suitable  material  for  the  sidewalks  so 
ordered  to  be  made. 

Article  IX. 

Borrowing  Money, 
§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund  for  mak- 
ing such  improvements  as  may  seem  necessary,  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  town  of  Murray,  due  in  one  year  from  date, 
and  payable  in  five  years  from  date,  payable  to  the  bear- 
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er,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  at  such 
place  as  the  hoard  of  trustees  shall  designate  by  ordi- 
nance, and  which  shall  be  expressed  in  the  face  of  said 
bonds.  Said  bonds  may  be  of  any  denomination  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  have  cou- 
pons for  interest  attached.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk,  and  shall  have  the  corporate  seal  attached, 
and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone ; 
which  bonds  so  issued  may  be  sold,  pledged,  or  disposed 
of  by  the  board  of  trustees  as  to  them  may  seem  best  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  and  for  the  interest  of  said  town; 
and  for  the  payment  of  same,  principal  and  interest, 
all  the  revenue  of  said  town  shall  be  pledged  :  Provided^ 
That  no  bond  shall  be  sold  for  a  less  amount  than  its  par 
value:  And  provided  further^  That  not  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars  of  such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  any  one  year, 
and  the  amount  of  same  outstanding  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

Abtigle  X. 
Miscellaneous. 

^  1.  That  all  persons  adjudged  to  pay  fines  in  the  Mur- 
ray police  court,  who  do  not  pay  or  replevy  the  same, 
shall  be  forthwith  confined  in  the  station-house  of  said 
town  until  the  fines  and  costs  of  prosecution  assessed 
against  them  are  discharged,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
day  for  each  day's  confinement;  but  the  police  judge  may 
require  and  have  power  to  compel  any  able-bodied  per- 
sons confined  in  said  station-house,  for  a  failure  to  pay  or 
replevy  fines  imposed  by  said  court,  or  on  a  judgment  of 
imprisonment  by  said  court,  to  work  out  said  fines  and 
costs,  under  the  supervision  of  the  marshal  or  other  per* 
son  appointed  by  the  court,  on  any  of  the  streets,  alleys, 
or  public  grounds  of  said  town,  and  allow  such  persons 
one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day's  work  as  aforesaid;  or, 
in  case  of  a  judgment  of  imprisonment,  allow  the  prison- 
er, for  each  day's  work,  a  credit  of  one  day  on  the  judg- 
ment.    In  all  cases  where  the  defendant  works  out  the 
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costs  adjudged  against  him,  the  officers  to  whom  said 
co^ts  are  due  shall  be  allowed  the  same  out  of  the  town 
treasury.  , 

§  2.  Every  ordinance,  by-law,  or  regulation  imposing 
any  penalty,  fine,  imprisonment,  or  forfeiture  for  a  viola- 
tion of  its  provisions,  shall,  after  the  passage  thereof,  be 
published  one  week,  by  porting  up  written  or  printed 
--copies,  or  a  synopsis  thereof,  at  four  public  places  in  said 
town. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees 
at  all  times  to  keep  the  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  and  high- 
ways in  said  town  in  good  order  and  condition;  and  for 
every  failure  so  to  do  they  shall,  upon  indictment  and 
conviction  in  the  Calloway  circuit  court,  forfeit  and  pay 
for  the  use  of  said  town  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars;  and  such  fine  shall  be  paid  by  the 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees  out  of  their  individual 
estates,  share  and  share  alike. 

^  4.  All  ordinances,  regulations,  or  by-laws  now  Tn 
force  in  said  town,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
Shan  remain  in  full  force  under  this  act  until  altered, 
modified,  or  repealed  by  the  board  of  trustees  after  this 
act  shall  take  effect. 

§  5.  All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures, 
in  suit  or  otherwise,  which  have  accrued  under  the  sev- 
eral acts  consolidated  herein,  shall  be  vested  in,  and  pros- 
ecuted by,  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray  hereby  created 
or  provided  for. 

§  6.  That  all  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  belong- 
ing to  the  town  of  Murray,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Murray,  is  hereby  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  Mur- 
ray, created  or  provided  for  by  this  act;  and  the  offi- 
cers of  said  town  now  in  office  shall  respectively  remain  ' 
and  continue  in  the  same  until  superseded  in  conformity 
to  the  provisions  hereof,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this 
act. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  legal  act 
done  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  Murray,  or  by  its  officers, 
nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any  rights  of 
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property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  ac- 
crued to,  or  been  created  by,  said  corporation  prior  to  the 
passflfTC  of  this  act. 

§  8,  The  Calloway  county  court  shall  not  ^ant  a 
licen^^e  to  any  merchant  or  tavern-keeper  to  sell  spiritu- 
ou!<,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  until  the  person  applying  (or 
such  license  shall  produce  to  said  county  court  a  certifi* 
cate  from  said  board  of  trustees  that  the  town  tax  re* 
quired  by  this  act  has  been  paid  by  such  applicant. 

§  U.  Any  person  who  shall  oppose  the  marshal,  his  depu- 
ty»  or  any  legally  appointed  policeman,  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty,  or  who  shall  forcibly  rescue,  or  attempt  to  do  »o, 
from  the  custody  of  any  such  officer,  a  prisoner  in  his 
charge,  or  ,who  shall  resist  any  such  officer  in  legally 
making  an  arrest^  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

§  10.  All  licenses,  fines,  forfeitures,  or  other  revenue  or 
money  created  or  raised  under  this  act,  is  hereby  given  to 
the  town  of  Murray,  to  be  expended  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

^11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  heretofore  enacted  in- 
corporating the  town  of  Murray,  are  hereby  repealed. 

(  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1061. 

AN  ACT  It)  BTD«od  the  trbnrtcr  of  the  Irvine  and  Miller's Oreek  Turnpike 
Roetl  and  Bridflre  Com^mny,  and  to  legaliee  the  transfer  of  (he  stock  of 
the  Irvine  and  Miller's  creek  districts  therein  to  Estill  conniy. 

Be  it  enacted  bf  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Irvine  and  Miller^s  Creek 
Turnpike  Road  and  Bridge  Company,  and  the  act  to 
amend  the  same,  approved  March  27,  1872,  be,  and  the 
same  are,  amended  as  follows:  The  transfer  of  the  stock, 
rights,  and  franchises  owned  in  said  company  by  the 
Irvine  and  Miller^s  creek  districts,  made  by  the  judge  of 
Estill  county  and  the  justices  of  said  districts,  on  the  18th 
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day  of  February,  1880,  to  Eatili  county,  Ia  legalized  and 
made  valid. 

§  2.  In  tbe  absence  of  an  election  of  ofBcers  of  said 
company,  aa  provided  for,  the  county  judge  of  said  county 
9haU  be  the  president  of  said  company,  and  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  of  said  county  the  treasurer,  ex- officio ; 
and  said  clerk  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for 
all  moneys  received  from  said  road. 

$  3.  the  election  of  officers  of  said  company  shall  here- 
after be  held  annually  at  the  court  of  claims  of  said  coun- 
ty, and  the  stock  of  said  county  voted  by  the  judge  and 
justices  thereof:  Provided ^  That  at  the  next  regular  May 
*  election  provided  for,  the  vote  of  snid  county  may  b*? 
cast  by  a  person  appointed  by  said  judge  and  justices. 

§  4.  That  any  money  expended  by  any  of  the  stock- 
holders in  rebuilding  the  Cow  creek  bridge  on  said  road, 
or  extending  the  road  under  the  charter,  shall  be  additional 
stock  in  the  road. 

§  5.   This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  the  west,  and  four  bun- 
dred  feet  on  the  south  sides  thereof. 

§  2.   This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

trustees  of  said  town,  to  remain  in  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  August  (1881),  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  on  which  day,  and  on  the  first  Monday

have  power  to  provide  puni;<hment  for  all  violations  of 
their  laws  and  ordinances  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both.  They  may,  from  year  to  year,  levy  and  provide  for 
the  collection  of  a  tax  on  the  inhabitants  and  property 
within  said  town,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  listable  for 
State  taxation,  and  one  dollar  per  annum  for  each  male 
inhabitant  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  be  expended 
by  them  in  the  necessary  outlays  attending  the  govern- 
ment of  said  town,  and  for  the  repair,  improvement,  and 
preservation  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and  roads  of 
said  town,  and  for  educational  purposes  :  Provided,  That 
no  by-laws  or  ordinances  shall  be  passed  that  in  anywise 
conflict  with  the  Cont^titution  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth or  of  the 'United  States.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president  of  said  board,  and  regulate  the 
times  and  place  of  their  meetings;  they  may  annually 
appoint  a  town  clerk,  a  town  treasurer,  and  a  town  assess- 
or, and  regulate  the  amount  of  the  penalties  of  their  sev- 
eral bonds,  payable  to  the  corporation,  if  any  shall  by 
them  be  deemed  necessary;  and  they  shall  define  the 
duties  and  fix  the  compensation  of  their  several  officers. 

§  5.  Tl/at  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  es-  Mayestabiish 

and     maintain  a 

tahlish  and  maintain  a  public  school  within  the  corporate  public  school. 
limits  of  the   town,  with  full  authority  to  regulate  and 
control  the  same,  and,  as  a  corporate  body,  shall  be  capa- 
ble in  law  of  receiving  donations,  bequests,  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  escheats.

CHAPTER  1064. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Uoiled 
Workmen  of  Color  of  Kentnckj,  nnd  provide  for  iia  or^flniztiion. 

Whereas,  Certain  colored  persons,  citizen^  of  Ken- 
tucky, are  desirous  of  forn^ing  a  corporation  to  promote 
and  advance  scientific  and  mechanical  pursuits  in  said 
State  and  elsewhere;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  tite  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweedtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1  That  S.  M.  Bell,  sr.,  Henry  Harris,  Warren  How- 
ard, Joseph  Smith,  Rohert  Hawkins,  G.  W.  Shelton,  J. 
Allen  Ross,  and  S.  iM.  Bell,  jr.,  and  their  successors,  he, 
and  they  are  herehy,  created  a  hody-politic  and  corpo- 
rate by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  Color  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  by  such  name  and  title  shall  have  perpetual 
i!iucces9ion,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  beings 
sued,  pleadings:  and  being  impleaded,  and  of  purchasing, 
holding,  and  receiving  in  its  corporate  name  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  of  instituting;  such  subor- 
dinate lodges  as  it  may  see  fit,  under  such  rules,  by-laws, 
and  regulations  as  the  corporation  may  establish,  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  object  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  improve 
the  moral,  mental,  and  social  condition  of  the  members 
of  the  lodge  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  to  prevent  strikes 
among  all  classes  by  exhausting  all  honorable  means  in 
its  power  for  such  end. 

^  H.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  a  common  seal  for 
the  making  and  delivering  of  all  legal  acts  and  proceed- 
ings, and  it  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 

^  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  corporation  to  accumu- 
late, hold,  manage,  and  disbursie  a  beneficiary  fund  for 
the  relief  of  the  members,  and  their  families,  of  the  lodges 
established  by  this  corporation,  or  of  sister  lodges  estab- 
lished by  other  grand  lodges  working  under  and  subordi- 
nate to  a  supreme  lodge,  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  adopted  by  this  corporation  or  by  &  supreme  lodge. 
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5  5.  Such  beneficiary  fund  aa  the  corporation  may  deem 
suitable  and  proper  maj'  be  set  apart  and  provided  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  families  of  deceased  members,  or  the 
heirs  of  such  deceased  members,  or  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  such  deceased  meipbers  may,  whilst  living,  direct. 
The  collecting,  management,  and  disbursement  of  the 
same,  as  well  as  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  a  deceased  member,  shall  be 
controlled  and  regulated  by  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the 
corporation;  and  any  such  fund, so  provided  and  set  apart, 
€:ha{l  be  exempt  from  execution,  and  shall,  under  no  cir- 
cumstances, be  liable  to  be  seized,  taken,  or  appropriated 
hy  any  legal  or  equitable  process  to  pay  any  debt  of  such 
deceased  member. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  may  make  and  constitute 
for  the  Hanie  such  officers  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  second 
Monday  in  May  in  each  year. 

§  7.  A  supreme  lodge  may  be  established  by  this  grand 
lodge  in  conjunction  with  other  grand  lodges,  and  when 
eo  established  the  officers  thereof  and  their  successors 
in  perpetuity  shall  become  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  ihe 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  Color  of  the  United 
States;  and,  on  accepting  this  charter,  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  therein  contained 
with  power  to  establish  other  grand  lodges  within  the 
United  States,  with  like  powers,  privileges,  and  immuni- 
ties, but  subordinate  to  the  said  supreme  lodge. 

§  8«  The  said  grand  lodge  or  any  of  its  subordinates  May i«iue boms. 
may,  for  enabling  them  to  erect  any  building  in  which 
they  shall  have  a  hall  for  the  use  or  their  lodges,  issue 
their  bonds,  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000), 
and  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  per  an- 
num. They  may  also  issue  their  bonds  not  to  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  for  the  purpose  of  temporarily 
relieving  them  in  rait*ing  money  to  pay  insurance  on  their 
deceased    members.     But    at   no    time    shall    any    lodge 
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therein  incnr  an  indebtedness  to  exceed  seven  thousand 
dollars. 

$  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AS  ACT  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  lazes  in  tfcCrKcken  coitntv. 

Whek£as,  The  existing;  )»\V8  of  this  Commonwealtb 
afford  no  adequate  means  of  collecting  taxes  due  the 
counties  on  real  esutate  where  the  owners  thereof  have  no 
personal  property  out  of  which  said  taxes  can  be  made; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  life  Commonijoealth 
of   Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  dul}'  of  the  sheriff  or

linquenu,  and  Cracken  countv  to  make  out  a  list  of  all  parties  who  are 

publish  notice  in  "^  ■ 

■ewspaper.  '^^  arrears  for  taxes  on  real  estate  four  weeks  prior  lo  the 

second  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  and  that  said  col- 
lector shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in 
Paducah  four  weekly  advertisements  giving  notice  that 
application  will  be  made  to  take  judgment  for  the  sale  of 
such  delinquent  lands  and  lots  upon  which  taxes  remain 
due  and  unpaid;  said  advertisement  shall  contain  a  list  of 
the  delinquent  lands  and  lots,  the  names  of  the  owners^ 
if  known,  the  total  amount  of  the  taxes  due  thereon,  and 
the  year  or  years  for  which  the  same  are  due,  and  that 
said  application  will  be  made  to  the  county  cour^  at  the 
April  term  thereof  for  judgment  against  said  property  for 
said  taxes,  interest,  and  costs,  and  for  an  order  to  sell  the 
same  for  the  satisfaction  thereof;  said  advertisement  shall 
also  give  notice  that,  on  the  next  regular  county  court  day, 
all  the  lands  and  lots  for  the  sale  of  which  an  order  shall 
be  made  will  be  exposed  to  public  sale  at  the  court-house 
door  for  the  amount  of  taxes,  interest,  and  costs  due  there- 
on; and  the  advertisement,  published  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  sufii- 
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clejit  notice  of  the  intended  application  for  judgment  and 
of  the  sale  of  the  lands  and  lots  under  the  order  of  said 
court.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  collector  is  prevented  from 
advertising  and  obtaining  judgment  at  said  term,  it  will 
be  legal  to  obtain  judgment  at  any  subsequent  term  of 
said  court,  after  advertising  in  the  manner  aforesaid.    . 

§  2.  The  court  shall  examine  said  lists,  and  if  defense 
(specify  in  writing  the  particular  cause  of  objection) 
be  offered  by  any  person  interested  in  any  of  said  lands 
or  lots  to  the  entry  of  judgment  against  the  same,  the 
eourt  shall  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  a  summary 
manner  without  pleading,  and  shall  pronounce  judgment 
as  the  right  of  the  case  may  be.  The  court  shall  give 
judgment  for  such  taxes,  special  assessments,  and  penal- 
ties as  shall  appear  to  be  due,  and  such  judgment  shall 
be  considered  as  a  several  judgment  against  tract,  lot,  or 
part  of  tract  or  lot  for  each  kind  of  tax  or  special  assess* 
ment  included  therein;  and  the  court  shall  direct  the  clerk 
to  make  out  and  enter  an  order  for  the  sale  of  such  real 
property  against  which  judgment  is  given;  and  that  in 
all  judicial  proceedings  of  any  kind  for  the  collection  of 
taxes,  all  defenses  may  be  made  which  by  law  could  be 
made  in  any  personal  action  in  furtherance  of  justice; 
and  no  assessment  of  property  for  any  of  said  taxes 
shall  be  considered  illegal  on  account  of  any  irregu- 
larity in  the  tax  lists  or  assessment  rolls,  or  on  account 
of  the  a:«sessment  rolls  or  tax-lists  not  having  been'made, 
completed, ^r  returned  within  the  time  required  by  law,  or 
on  account  of  the  property  having  been  listed  in  the  as* 
sessment  or  tax-lists  without  name,  or  in  any  other  name 
than  that  of  the  rightful  owner.  Mistakes  in  description 
ma}'  be  corrected,  and  no  error  or  informality  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  any  of  the  officers  connected  with  the  assess- 
ment, levying,  or  collecting  of  the  taxes,  not  affecting  the 
substantial  rights  of  the  tax-payer,  shall  vitiate,  or  in  any 
manner  affect  the  tax  or  the  assessment  thereof;  and  any 
irregularity  or  informality  in  the  assessment  rolls  or  tax- 
lists,  or  in  any  of  the  proceedings  conn.ected  with  the 
as^eosment  or  levying  of  such  taxes,  or  any  omission  or 
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defective  act  of  any  officer  or  officers  connected  with  the 
aBsessment  or  levying  of  such  taxes,  may  be,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  corrected,  supplied,  and  made  to  conform 
to  law  bj'  the  court,  or  by  the  person  Irom  whose  neglect 
or  default  the  same  was  occasioned. 

§  3  The  county  clerk  shall,  before  the  day  of  sale,  make 
a  record  of  the  lands  and  lots  against  which  judgment 
is  rendered,  which  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the  owner, 
if  known,  the  description  of  the  property,  the  total  amount 
of  the  judgment  on  each  tract  or  lot,  and  the  year  or  years 
for  which  same  is  due,  in  the  same  descriptive  order  as 
said  property  may  be  set  forth  in  the  judgment-book,  and 
shall  attach  thereto  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court  and 
his  certificate  that  such  order  is  correct;  said  record,  so 
attested,  shall  be  the  process  on  which  all  real  property,  or 
any  interest  therein,  shall  be  sold  for  taxes,  as  well  as  the 
record  for  the  sale  of  such  property.  The  county  clerk 
shall  attend  all  such  sales  made  by  the  sheriff  or  other 
collector,  and  when  any  tract  or  lot  shall  be  sold,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  enter  on  the  record  aforesaid 
the  quantity  sold  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser  opposite 
such  tract  or  lot  in  the  blank  column  provided  for  that 
purpose;  and  when  any  such  property  shall  be  redeemed 
from  sale,  the  clerk  shall  enter  the  name  of  the  person 
redeeming,  the  date,  and  amount  of  redemption,  in  the 
propi'T  column.  The  book  for  such  record  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  county,  and  be  so  ruled  that  there  shall  be 
suitable  blank  columns  for  entering  the  quantity  or  portion 
of  each  tract  or  parcel  that  may  be  sold,  the  name  of  the 
purchaser,  and  such  other  columns  as  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary. The  sherifT  or  collector,  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
shall  attend  at  the  court-house  on  the  day  specified  for 
the  sale  of  real  estate  for  taxes,  and  then  and  there,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  proceed  to  offer  for  sale,  sepa- 
rately and  in  consecutive  order,  each  tract  of  land,  or 
town  or  city  lot  in  the  said  list,  on  which  the  taxes,  inter- 
est, or  costs  hav«  not  been  paid.  The  sale  shall  be  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day  until  all  the  tracts  or  lots  in  the 
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delinquent  lists  shall  be  8old  or  offered  for  sale.  The 
person  offering  at  such  sale  to  pay  the  amount  due  on 
such  tract  or  lot  for  the  least  quantity  thereof,  shall  be  the 
purchaser.  The  officer  selling  shall  say  which  side  or 
part  of  said  property  shall  be  sold. 

§  4.  Every  tract  or  lot  so  offered  at  public  sale,  and  no 
person  bids  therefor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  at- 
torney to  bid  the  amount  of  the  debt,  interest,  and  cost 
on  behalf  of  McCracken  county,  and  the  title  to  such 
property,  so  purchased  by  said  county,  shall  become  fully 
vested  in  the  county,  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  much  so 
as  if  she  were  an  individual,  with  full  power  to  hold,  en 
joy,  convey,  and  dispose  of,  as  may  be  to  her  best  interest: 
Provided,  That  this  purchase  by  the  county  shall  in  no- 
wise affect  the  lien  of  the  Slate  of  Kentucky  on  such 
lands  and  lots  for  taxes  due  the  State.

vviihin  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale;  and  if  not  redeemed 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  sale,  twent)'  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  paid.  The  person  redeeming  shall 
also  pay  the  amount  of  all  taxes  after  such  sale,  with  ten 
per  cent,  interest  thereiui  from  the  day  of  payment,  un- 
less such  subsequent  tax  has  been  paid  on  behalf  of  the 
person  for  whose  benefit  the  redemption  is  made,  and 
not  by  the  purchaser  at  the  tax  sale  or  his  a»>signee.

est, and  costs  for  which  same  was  sold,  and  that  pay- 
ment has  been  made  therefor;  for  said  certificate  the 
clerk  shall  receive  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  the 
said  property  so  purchased  shall  thereafter  he  listed  or 
assessed  to  said  purchaser  or  his  assignee.

§  8.  At  any  time  after  two  years  from  the  date  of  sale  i[  ^^  ^^STtSc 
of  any  real  estate  for  taxes,  if  the  same  shall  not  have  d!Sd.****"  "**''* 
been  redeemed,  the  county  clerk,  on  production  of  the 
certificate  of  purchase  and  making  the  affidfavit  afore- 
said, shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  a  deed  of  conveyance  for  the  real  estate  de- 
scribed in  such  certificate.  The  deed  so  made  by  the  clerk,

$  9.  That  all  back  taxes  due  to  McCracken  county  for 
railroad  and  county  purposes  for  past  years,  together  with 
costs  and  interest  at  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  may  be  col- 
lected in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
are  liable  to  the  same  penalties  and  costs. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  rep- 
resent the  county  in  prosecuting  the  foregoing  actions, 
and  for  his  services  shall  receive  the  statutory  attorney's 
fee,  to  be  taxed  as  costs.  All  other  officers  rendering  ser- 
vices shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  allowed  in  the  cir- 
cuit court  for  like  services. 

(11.  This  act  shall  apply  and  govern  the  collection  of 
all  back  taxes  due  McCracken  county,  as  well  as  to  all 
taxes  to  become  due  to  said  county;  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1066. 

AN  ACT  to  create  a  special  road  law  for  the  coaatiea  of  Lee  and  Rockcastie. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Otrieral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(1.  That  the  sherifis  of  Lee,  and  Estill,  Laurel,  and  Rock- 
castle counties  shall  cause  a  poll   to  be   opened   at  the 
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several  voting  places  in  said  counties,  at  the  election  to 
he  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1880,  and  that  to 
each  voter  this  question  shall  be  put  by  the  officers  con- 
ducting the  election  :  **  Are  you  in  favor  of  having  a  tax 
of  two  dollars  imposed  on  all  persons  now  designated  by 
law  to  work  on  roads  in  this  county,  or  are  you  against 
such  tax?'^  Those  voting  for  the  tax  shall  have  their 
votes  placed  in  one  column,  and  those  voting  against  it 
in  another;  and  the  result  shall  be  returned  to  the  county 
court  clerk's  office  of  said  county,  and  the  same  compared 
and  reported  in  the  same  way  and  by  the  same  officers 
who,  under  existing  laws,  examine  and  adjudge  the  poll- 
books  in  elections. 

§  2.  Should  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  either 
county  vote  for  the  tax  as  above  stated,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  to  levy  a  tax,  not 
exceeding  two  dollars  per  head,  on  all  the  persons  in  said 
county  designated  now  b}'  law  to  work  on  roads,  which 
shall  be  collected  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3.  That  the  county  judge  of  said  county  shall  appoint, 
at  the  first  county  court  after  the.  ratification  of  this  act 
by  the  voters  of  said  county,  one  road  commissioner  in 
each  magisterial  district  in  said  county. 

§  4.  Before  acting  as  commissioners,  they  shall  first  take 
an  oath,  before  the  county  judge  for  said  county,  to  faith- 
fully discharge  their  duties,  and  shall  be  required  to  exe- 
cute bond  to  said  county  court,  with  good  security,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  same;  said  bond  to  be  approved 
by  the  court  of  said  county  and  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
county  court. 

§  5  That  said  commissioners  shall  collect  all  the  road 
taxes  in  their  respective  districts  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  taxes  are  now  required  to  be  collected  by  sherifTs, 
and  shall  have  the  power  that  sheriffs  have  in  collecting 
the  State  revenue  and  county  levy,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  liabilities,  and  shall  receive  the  same  commis- 
sion thereon  as  now  allowed  sherifTs  by  law. 

§  6.  The  commissioner  of  tax  for  said  county  shall  keep 
a  separate  book  for  each  magisterial  district,  and  shall 
have  recorded  in  said  book  the  names  of  persons  between 
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the  age  of  sixteen  and  fifty  years.  Said  book  shall  be 
fnrnitfhed  him  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county,  and  to 
be  returned  with  the  other  tax  book^f  at  the  same  time; 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  make  out  a  certified 
copy  of  each  of  said  bookstand  give  to  each  road  coin- 
mlssioner  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year.  The 
county  court  clerk  shall  have  one  cent  for  each  name  so 
copied  and  certified,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy 
fund.  The  commii^sioner  of  tax  shall  have  one  cent  for 
each  name  so  taken,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy 
fund. 

$7.  That  said  road  commissioners  shall  proceed,  in 
sach  manner  as  best  to  secure  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  roads  in  said  districts^  as  far  as  the  same  can 
be  done  by  a  judicious  expenditure  of  the  funds  so  re- 
ceived by  them.  Said  commissioners  are  required  to 
make,  to  the  county  court  of  said  county,  an  annual  re- 
port and  settlement  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  of 
each  year,  showing  the  amount  of  moneys  collected  by 
them,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  same;  and  ottener 
than  once  a  year,  if  so  required  by  said  court;  and  for 
any  misapplication  of  the  road  funds  so  received  by  them, 
may  be  proceeded  against  before  said  county  court,  by 
motion,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  county,  for  the  use  of  said  district,  the  full 
amount  of  the  principal  so  misapplied  and  thirty  per 
cent,  damage  thereon;  the  proceeding  before  said  court 
to  be  conducted  by  the  county  attorney. 

§  8.  Full  power  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  said 
commissioners  to  do  whatever  may  be,  in  their  judgment, 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  such  as 
hiring  hands  to  work  the  road,  with  tools,  wagons,  carts, 
teams,  and  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  touching  the 
same. 

§  9.  That  ail  delinquent  capitation  tax-payers  of  Lee 
county  shall  be  required  to  work  out  their  taxes,  at  such 
times  and  on  such  roads  as  the  commissioner  of  the  dis- 
trict where  they  live  may  require;  for  which  work  such 
delinquents  shall  have  credit  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for 
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each  full  working  day  performed  by  him.  The  commis* 
sinners  for  the  purpose  above  set  forth,  U  invested  with 
tfce  fninre  aotftonCy  that  aorreyors  of  rondv  iri»der  the  gem- 
eral  l^w  now  have;  and  for  failing  or  refusing  to  comply 
with  the  orders  of  said  commissioners,  when  notified  as 
required  by  law,  all  such  delinquents  are  made  liable  to 
all  the  penalties  now  imposed  by  law  for  persons  failing 
or  refusing  to  work  on  roads.  Each  commissioner  is 
authorised  and  empowered  to  collect  the  taxes  due  from 
such  delinquents,  if  they  shall  elect  to  pay  the  same 
rather  than  work  on  the  roads,  and  the  same  shall  be  held 
and  applied  as  part  of  the  road  fund.  Any  person  shall 
have  the  right  to  work  the  road,  if  he  so  elect,  rather 
than  to  pay  the  two  dollars  tax  imposed  by  this  act,  and 
will  be  credited  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for  each  full 
day's  work. 

§  10.  If  it  is  ascertained  that  there  is  an  insufficient 
amount  of  taxes  in  any  district  in  said  counties  to  put  the 
roads  therein  in  good  order,  then  the  commissioner  shall 
have  power  to  warn  the  hands  within  such  district  to  work 
on  the  roads  therein,  and  put  the  same  in  good  condition; 
not  exceeding,  however,  two  days  in  each  year. 

§  11.  The  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable 
compensation  of  the  sums  received  by  them  for  their  ser- 
vices, 

§  12.  The  general  law  of  this  state  is  hereby  adopted 
and  made  part  of  this  act,  except  when  it  comes  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  13«  The  said  commissioners,  after  the  approval  of  this 
act  b}'  the  voters  of  said  county,  shall  proceed  to  assess 
their  respective  districts  for  the  year  1880,  and  collect  the 
taxes,  and  apply  the  same  for  road  purposes;  but  the 
commissioner  of  tax  for  said  county,  after  the  year  1880, 
shall  comply  with  section  six  of  this  act. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
After  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Murray  aod  Widesboro  Gravel  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  M.  Hutchens,  L.  C.  Linn,  Wm.  H.  CdtiJ, 
Hen.  C.  Keys,  James  Hendrick,  W.  C.  Cement,  and  A.  J. 
Holland  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic 
and  corporate,  by  tbe  name  of  the  Murray  and  Wades- 
boro  Gravel  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name  may  con^ 
traet  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  the  courts  of 
tbid  Commonwealth.  They  may  have  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  and  are  author^ 
ized,  t<i  construct  a  gravel  road,  beginning  at  Murray, 
thence  north  to  the  north  boundary  of  Calloway  county, 
at  or  near  Wadesboro. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  in- 
creasing it  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
tihares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  4.  Said  incorporators,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  open 
books  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  titnes  and  places 
as  they  may  deem  best.  When  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  nhail  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  incorporators, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the  stock- 
holders  to  meet  at  the  ofiice  of  the  company,  in  the  town 
of  Murray,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and 
five  directors;  one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of 
stock;  and  such  president  and  directors  thus  elected  shall 
hold  their  ofiice  for  one  year  after  the  first  election  of 
president  and  directors.  There  shall  be  an  election  held 
annually  on  tbe  first  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year. 
Said  election  to  be  held  and  presided  over  by  the  president 
and  two  directors,  to  hold  their  ofiice  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified. 
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§  5.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  the  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with* 
gravel,  to  designate  the  points  of  beginning  and  terminat- 
ing, the  points  for  the  erection  of  toll-gates,  and  to  fix  the 
rates  of  toll  not  beyond  the  rates  fixed  by  the  general  law 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
have  power,  after  three  consecutive  mile«  are  completed, 
to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  tolls,  and  shall  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  the  completion  of  said  road,  or  for  re- 
pairs on  the  same. 

§  6.  For  the  purpose  of  locating  said  road«  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  so 
empowered,  to  enter  with  their  surveyors,  chain-carriers, 
engineers,  and  artists  upon  the  lands,  inclosures,  and  pub- 
lic roads  in,  through,  and  over  which  the  intended  road 
may  pnss,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the  ground  most 
suitable  for  that  purpose,  and  may  examine  beds  of  gravel, 
stone,  or  rock,  and  all  other  material  necessary  to  the  con- 
struction of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  with  their  agents  and  employes,  wagons, 
carts,  and  other  carriage?,  and  beai^ts  of  draught  or  bur- 
den, to  enter  upon  the  lands  over  and  near  to  which  said 
road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice,  in  writing,  of 
their  intention  to  the  owner,  occupier,  or  agent:  Provided^ 
That  said  president  and  directors  shall  not  be  able  to 
agree  with  the  owners  of  the  lands  through  and  over 
which  said  road  shall  be  located  as  to  the  damages  which 
said  owner  or  owners  may  sustain  by  rea<ron  of  said  road 
passing  through  or  over  their  land,  the  president  and 
directors  may  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Calloway 
county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  to  have  the  dam- 
ages ascertained  which  the  owners  of  land  may  sustain, 
as  under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth;  and 
upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  payment  of  the  dam- 
ages assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  road,  together  with  agents  and  em- 
ployes, to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  and  carry 
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away  any  stone  or  rock  or  gravel  or  other  materia)  nee- 
ecK^ary  for  the  building  or  repairing  of  said  road. 

^  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  give  notice,  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  of  the  amount  of  the 
call  on  each  share  of  the  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
of  payment;  and  if  any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  neglect  his  amount 
of  stock  so  called  for,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after 
said  notice,  his  said  stock  shall  be  forfeited  to  this  com- 
pany together  with  its  increase.  No  stockholder  shall 
vote  at  any  election,  or  be  entitled  to  any  rights  as  a 
member  of  said  company,  until  the  amount  thus  called 
shall  be  paid. 

§  0.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, secretary,  gatekeeper,  and  fuch  other  officers  as 
they  may,  from  time  to  time,  think  proper;  and  may  re- 
quire bond,  with  security,  of  them  to  faithfully  discharge 
their  duties  as  such  officers;  to  hold  their  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  directors  of  said  company. 

$  10.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the  sec- 
retary, countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  this  company,  and  the  same 
may  be  sold  and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  secretary, 
in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when  all  arrearages 
are  paid,  and  not  until  then. 

§  11.  The  president,  or  any  two  directors,  may  call 
meetings  of  the  directors  or  stockholders  at  such  time  and 
place  as  they  may  think  best  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, or  to  any  lawful  act  in  effecting  the  object  of  this 
act. 

$  12.  The  officers  of  this  company  shall  receive  such 
compensation  for  their  services  as  the  stockholders  may 
agree  upon. 

§13.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  may  make 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government 
of  said  company  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
think  best. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  1009. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  th«  coaotj  coort  of  FiendersoQ  countj  to  take  stock 
in  turnpike  or  griivel  roads  in  Henderson  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Ctfimnon wealth 
of  Kentucky : 

5  1.  That  the  Henderson  county  court,  composed  of  the 
county  jud^e  and  the  justices  of  said  county,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  subscribe  stock  for  said  county  in  any  company 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  building  turnpike  or  gravel 
roads  in  said  county,  to  an  amount  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  each  company  or 
road;  and  the  said  county  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  stockholder,  and  the  said  court  shall  ap- 
point one  or  more  persons  to  represent  the  county  in  all 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  in  any  such  company. 

^  2.  That  the  said  court  shall  have  the  power  and  au- 
thority, and  they  are  required  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
county,  for  such  amount  or  amounts  as  may  be  subscribed 
under  section  one  f>/  this  act.  Said  bonds  shall  he  of 
such  denomination,  and  shall  be  made  payable  at  such 
time  and  place,  as  the  said  court  may  determine,  but  with 
the  privilege  to  redeem  same  at  the  expiration  of  five 
years  from  their  date,  and  shall  bear  such  rate  of  interest, 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually, as  said  court  may  deem  best. 

§  3.  That  said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  county  judge  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk, 
with  the  county  seal  attached,  and  the  coupons  lor  the 
semi-annual  interest  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  clerk; 
and  the  said  bonds,  to  the  amount  that  may  be  subscribed 
to  any  compnny,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  company,  or  the 
bonds  may  be  sold  and  the  money  paid  to  the  company 
by  the  said  court  as  they  may  deem  best,  at  the  times  and 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  articles  of  association  of 
said  company;  and  the  said  county  shall  receive  from 
such  company  a  certificate  of  stock  for  the  amount  thus 
subscribed  and  paid  in. 
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§  4.  That  in  no  event  shall  the  subscription  above  pro- 
vided for  be  made,  or  the  said  bonds  be  issued,  until  there 
has  been  subscribed  to  an}^  such  company  or  road  by  good 
and  solvent  persons,  at  ieast  the  sum  of  t«n  thousand  dol- 
lars of  stock  in  such  road,  and  when  that  amount  shall 
have  been  subscribed  by  said  parties,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  of  naid  county,  upon  the  request  of 
said  subscribers  or  any  of  them,  to  convene  the  said  jus- 
tices for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  a  register  of  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall 
be  kept  by  the  county  clerk. 

g  5.  That  when  the  bonds  as  hereinbefore  provided  for 
Are  issued,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court  to  an- 
nually levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  as  other  county 
revenues  are  now  collected,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not 
exceeding  twenty -five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  for  county 
purposes^  which  said  amount  so  collected,  together  with 
the  dividends  from  such  road  or  roads  as  may  be  built, 
shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  interest 
and  principal  of  said  bonds. 

^  6.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Henflerson 
<;ounty  court  to  cause  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
Henderson  county  to  be  taken  upon  this  act  at  the  next 
general  election  held  in  said  county,  and  for  that  purpose 
there  shall  be  opened  upon  the  poll-books,  at  each  voting 
(place,  a  column  "headed  **  For  subscription  to  turnpike 
or  gravel  roads,"  and  another  column  headed  "Again.-«l: 
subscription  to  turnpike  or  gravel  roads;"  and  should  ^ 
majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  for  and  against 
such  subscription  be  in  favor  of  such  sub.-icription,  thf'n 
the  subscriptions  herein  provided  for  shall  be  made  and 
-said  bonds  be  is^med. 

^  7.  The  said  judge  shall,  in  like  manner,  submit  this 
•act  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  at  any  subse- 
quent general  election,  when  thereto  requested,  in  writing, 
by  as  many  as  twenty  resident  voters  and  tax-payers  of 
said  county,  should  not  a  majority  of  votes  be  cast  there- 
for 4n  the£rst  submission.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A^enMy^  of  the  (Jammonwecdth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  J.  That  any  ffve  or  more  persons  nmy  associate 
themselves  together  for  tb>e  purpose  of  constructing  »

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "-'An  act  to  authorize  and  em- 
power the  county  of  Mahlenburg  to  compromise  and  fund 
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^t8  outstanding  bonded  indebtedneds,  issue  bonds,  and  levy 
and  collect  taxes  to  pay  the  sanne,"  approved  March  18, 
1876,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  to  read 
as  follows,  viz:  That  all  real  estate  sold  under  the  au- 
thority of  said  act,  by  the  sheriflTor  other  collecting  officer, 
for  taxes  to  meet  the  semi-annuai  interest  that  may  fall 
due  on  said  bonds,  or  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  shall  be  subject  to 
redemption,  and  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  so  i«uld  may 
redeem  the  same  at  any  time  within  five  years  after  such 
sale  by  paying  the  purchase  money  and  eight  per  cent.

Grant 
county,  Kentucky,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
Stewarlsville  Academy.

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5  2.  That  J.  H.  Ambler,  John  W.  Gaugh,  J.  C.  Frank, 
J.  R.  Steager,  and  B.  P.  Claik,  and  their  successors*,  are 
hereby  appointed  a  board  of  trustees,  and  as  such  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  and  as  such  ofiay  hold  any  prop- 
erty, money,  or  choses  in  action  which,  at  any  time  or  in 
any  manner,  may  belong  to  said  institution.

school  building,  and  when,  in  their  judgment,  a  sufiicienC

§  1.  That  when  any  landowner  within  the  above  named 
boundary  shall  have  constructed  suitable  ditches  to  drain 
his  or  her  own  lands,  that  he  or  she  may  give  written  no- 
tice to  the  land-owner  next  below  him  or  her,  or  to  his  or 
her  agent,  representative,  guardian,  or  trustee,  who  shall 
construct  a  ditch  or  ditches  within  twelve  months  there^ 
after  to  carry  off  the  water;  and  when  any  land-owner* 
after  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  construct  a  ditch  or

premises,  then  the  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury  as 
in  other  cases  of  damages  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  against  the  person  or  persons  benefited 
by  the  ditch  or  ditches  and  paid  to  the  land-owner  so 
damaged :  And  provided  further,  That  any  land -owner  shall 
have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  to  reopen  a  ditch  or 
ditches  that  were  conferred  on  him  or  her  to  construct  it 
or  them. 

§  2.  Andbe  it  further  enacted^  That  all  land-owners  within 
the  above  boundary  shall  construct  swinging  water-gates 
on  all  ditches  and  water-courses  in  their  premises  where 
water  gates  are  required;  and  for  failure  to  do  so,  shall 
he  finable  in  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  ninety  days 
that  he  or  she  shall  permit  an  immovable  water-gate.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Nevada,  in  Mercer  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genend  Assemblj/  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Nevada,  in  Mercer  county,  be, 

and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  the  following 

Boundrry.  boundaries :  Beginning  on  the  Nevada  and  Quiske  Run 

Turnpike,  at  the  crossing  of  the  Boyle  county  line,  run- 
ning thence  north  to  Bethel  Church,  including  the  church 
property  and  cemetery  thereto  attached;  thence  west- 
wardly  with  the  county  road  to  the  Old  Petersburg 
Church;  thence  southwestwardly  with  a  ridge  to  David 
Board^s  Big  Spring,  including  Houston  Graves;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  the  Lexington  and  Perryville  Turnpike 
Road  at  the  Boyle  county  line;  thence  eastwardly  with 
said  line  to  the  beginning.  The  trustees  of  said  town 
may  cause  a  plat  thereof  to  be  ma<ie,  which  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Mercer  county  court  clerk's  ofBce. 

§  2.  That  there  sbalt  be  three  trustees  elected  annually 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  for  said  town.  That  said 
trustees  and  their  successors   in  office  shall  he  a  body* 
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politic  and  corporate,  and  known  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Nevada;  and  by  that 
name  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that 
said  trustees  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  shnll 
have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  liabilities,  as  provided  by  general  law. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  pass 
all  needful  regulations  and  ordinances  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  the  general  laws  of  the  land, 
which  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  health,  peace,  and 
good  order  of  the  citizens  thereof;  and  all  forfeitures  and 
fines  imposed  and  collected  tor  the  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  town  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said 
town,  to  be  used  by  the  trustees  for  the  public  good  thereof. 

§  4.  That  on  the  same  day  set  apart  for  the  election  of 
trustees  of  said  town,  there  shall  also  be  held  an  election 
once  in  every  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  po- 
lice judge  and  town  marshal  for  said  town,  and  said  police 
judge  and  town  marshal  shall  qualify  and  give  bond,  and 
shall  be  clothed  with  all  the  usual  powers  and  privileges 
delegated  to  such  officers;  and  they  shall  be  governed  and 
controlled  by  all  laws  made  binding  upon  such  officers. 

§  5.  Said  police  court  shall  hold  quarterly  terms  for  the 
trial  of  civil  suits;  and  that  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
said  court  shall  be  confined  to  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  and  jurisdiction  as  to  amount  the  same  as  that  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county. 

§  6.  H.  G.  Banta,  Aaron  Vanarsdall,  and  Joseph  I.  Van- 
arsdall  are  constituted  trustees  of  said  town,  and  author- 
ized to  act  as  such  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualify  according  to  law;  and  Jacob  M .  Board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  act  as  police  judge  of  said  town,  after  being 
duly  commissioned  according  to  law,  until  his  successor 
be  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  James  Buchanan  Banta 
shall  act  as  marshal  of  said  town,  after  qualification,  until 
his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified.

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CHAPTER  1079. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporftte  the  town  of  Beech  Qro^e,  in  McLean  coantjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoeallh 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  town  of 
Beech  Grove,  with  corporate  limits  to  the  same  to  be 
fixed  by  the  trustee;*  of  said  town,  which  shall  be  re^ 
corded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  them,  and  also  recorded 
in  the  clerk>  office  of  the  McLean  county  court,  and  may 
extend,  but  shall  not  exceed,  one  mile  in  any  direction 
from  the  center  of  said  town. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  five  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  styled 
Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Beech  Grove,  with  perpetual 
succession;  who,  in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  and  capacity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  or 
be  impleaded,  grant  and  receive,  by  their  corporate  name, 
and  do  all  other  acts  as  natural  persons  may  do;  and  as 
such  may  make  and  enforce  all  needful  by-laws  and  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  said  town,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  or 
of  the  United  States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all 
needful  acts  to  promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of 
this  corporation,  to  wit,  the  improvement  of  said  town 
and  its  good  government.  One  of  said  trustees  to  be  by 
them  chosen  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  but  a  ma- 
jority may  act. 

§3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal; 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  grave-yard,  church,. and 
seminary,  and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same; 
may  have  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by  gift, 
land  or  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  and 
shall  establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  streets 
and  alleys  in  said  town. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  to  be  styled 
Police  Judge  of  Beech  Grove  and  Town  Marshal  of  Beech 
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Grove.  The  police  judge  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction, 
power,  and  capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  emol- 
uments, and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  responsi- 
bilities as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  McLean  count3^ 
The  town  marshal  to  have  the  same  power  and  capacity, 
entitled  to  the  same  fees,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabil- 
ities, duties,  and  responsibilities  as  a  constable  for  Mc- 
Lean county.  The  police  judge  to  be  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  of  this  State;  the  town  marshal  to  execute 
bond  in  the  McLean  county  court,  with  security,  To  be 
approved  by  the  court,  with  same  conditions  and  penal- 
ties as  the  bond  of  a  constable. 

§  5.  All  the  officers  herein  mentioned  shall  be  first  duly 
sworn,  by  some  court  or  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  before 
they  proceed  to  act;  all  resignations  of  the  same  shall  be 
to  the  McLean  county  court,  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
same,  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said 
court  until  the  next  election;  and  all  officers  may  con- 
tinue to  act  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  All  elec- 
tions shall  be  held  by  a  clerk,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
board,  who  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  McLean  county 
court;  and  said  court,  as  to  the  police  judge,  shall  certify 
to  the  Governor  of  this  State. 

§  6.  Until  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  qualify,  the  following  shall  be 
the  officers  of  said  town  :  James  Smith,  police  judge  ;  Guss 
Rudy,  VV.  H,  McDaniels,  G.  B.  Travis,  John  Wesley,  and 
Marshall  Ashby,  as  trustees;  William  Rudy,  town  marshal 
for  said  town. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage; 
but  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change,  amend,  ' 

or  repeal  the  same  at  any  time;  but  in  case  of  its  repeal, 
or  the  forfeiture  af  this  charter,  all  debts  due  to  or  from 
the  corporation  shall  be  extinguished,  and  all  property 
bought  by  or  donated  to  said  corporation,  not  disposed  of, 
shall  revert  to  the  original  donor  or  vendor.

§  2.  Any  number  of  stockholders,  not  less  than  five, 
who,  together,  shnll  be  the  proprietors  of  two  hundred 
shares  or  upwards,  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  cnll 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  purposes  relative  to  the 
institution,  giving  previous  notice  by  at  least  ten  (10)  in- 
sertions in  two  public  newspaper^,  printed  one  in  Frank- 
fort and  one  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  first  day  of  June,  1880,  is  hereby  fixed  as  the 
time  when  the  stockholders  shall  hold  their  first  meeting 
ynder  this  extension  of  the  charter  at  Paducah,  Ken- 
tack}',  to  elect  directors,  &c.,  and  at  that  meeting  the 
directors  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  votes 
then  cast,  whether  by  proxy  or  otherwise. 

§  4.  Anything  in  the  charter,  by-laws,  and  rules  that 
conflicts  with  this  Act  is  hereby  repealed.

^  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  CApitai  fttock. 
(itt}'  rhoui^and  dollars,  divided  into  shnres  of  twenty- five 
dollars,  and  may  be  increased,  if  deemed  advisable  by  the 
directors,  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  stock 
shall  be  personal  estate,  and  tran:>ferable  on  the  books 
of  the  corporation  according  to  the  by-laws. 

$  3.  That  the  property,  bu.^iness,  and  affairs  of  this  cor-  Directon  and 
poration  shall  be  under  the  direction,  management,  and 
control  of  a  board  of  five  directors,  who  must  be  citizens 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  stockholders,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  annually  president  of  the  board.  After  • 
the  first  election  they  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  Said 
board  of  directors  shall  have  the  full  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  bank,  and  may 
employ  and  appoint  such  agents,  officers,  and  servants  as 
may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  same,  and  pay  them 
such  salaries  and  wages  as  they  may  agree  upon,  and 
take  such  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  same  as  they  may  think  proper  and  reasonable.  Said 
board  shall  have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so 
many  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  said  bank  remaining  un- 
sold as  they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell;  to  declare 
dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  business;  to 
provide  for  the  administration  of  oaths  to  the  different 
ofiicers,  and  to  enact  any  and  all  necessary  by-laws,  not 
inconsit^tent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky, 
for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  and  to  amend  or 
repeal  the  same  at  pleasure.  The  election  of  a  hoard  of 
directors,  provided  for  by  this  section,  shall  be  held  by 
three  persons  appointed  by  the  board  for  that  purpose; 
and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  owned  by  him  in  said   election.     Any  va- 
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cancy  occurring  in  said  board  may  be  filled  by  appoint- 
nrient  until  the  next  annual  election. 

§  4.  J.  D.  /V.  H>ile,  S.  H.  Dees,  F.  C.  Allen,  B.  C.  Keyn, 

Commissioiien.  J.  M.  Hutchens,  W.  B.  Kcys,  and  H.  C.  Wade  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of*  whom  may  open 
books  for  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock;

United  States  Treasury  notes,  or  other 
currency,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
time,  and  at  such  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  depositors 
by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning 
of  money,  and  in  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  debt ;  take  personal  and  other  securities

N.  Ramey,  W.  H.  Dougherty,  Benj.  D:inn,  and  George 
Hampton,  or  some  two  or  more  of  them,  who  are  ap- 
pointed commissioners,  and  may  continue  said  books 
open  as  long  as  they  deem  proper. 

§  4.  The  subscribers  to  stock  in  said  company  shall  en-

That  so  Boon  as  three  (93,000)  thousand  dollars  is 
subscribed  lo  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  connmissioners  named  in  this  act,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  to  give  such  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  think  proper  to  designate,  for  the  purpose  of

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to 
erect  a  toll-gate  upon  said  road  at  such  point  as  suits 
them,  and  charge  the  rates  of  toll  now  authorized  by  the 
general  law.  The  president  and  directors  shall  cause  a 
printed  list  of  the  rates  of  toll  which  they  may  lawfully 
demand  to  be  posted  up  at  their  toll-gate.

§  9.  That  if  the  construction  of  the  road  provided  for 
by  this  act  shall  not  be  commenced  within  five  years  from 
the  passage  thereof,  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities 
hereby  granted  shall  be  void  to  all  intents  and   purposes. 
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§  10.  That  no  hanking  privileges  are  conferred  by  this 
act,  and  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal,  alter, 
or  amend  this  charter  at  pleasure.

however,  That  said  subscription  shall  not  be  made  nor  tax 
levied  until  the  company  show  to  the  county  court  that, 
with  the  subscription  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile 
aforesaid,  it  has  sufficient  means  to  build  and  complete 
at  least  five  miles  of  said  road,  and  when  that  is  done, 
then  said  subscription  shall  be  made,  and  a  levy  laid  on 
all  the  taxable  property  of  said  county  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  Stale  revenue  purposes,  sufficient  to  pay  said 
subscription:  Provided,  however.  That  the  said  county 
court  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  subscription 
in  one  or  more  years.  The  following  commissioners  are

whose  parents  are  too  poor,  helpless,  or  worthless  to  take 
care  of  them;  also  to  furnish  a  home  for  the  children  of 
such  mothers  as  are  compelled  to  labor  out,  and  also  to 
afford  shelter  and  protection  to  destitute  mothers  with 
infants  too  young  to  be  separated.  Said  institution  shall 
be  located  in  Louisville, or  in  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky; 
and  may  acquire  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  real 
estate  for  the  purposes  of  said  institution,  to  the  amount 
often  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same 
as  a  natural  person.  Said  institution  shall  be  under  the 
management  and  control  of  a  board  of  five  directors, 
composed  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act;  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  their  term  of  service  shall  be  for  life,  unless  they  re- 
sign or  their  place  be  declared  vacant.

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Mizpeh  Lodge,  No.  507,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Wolfe  county,  Kentucky, 
and  those  hereafter  admitted  to  membership  in  said  lodge, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  in  the  name  and

Gate- 
wood,  and  Frank  Fitch,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  creatied 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  **  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  Ascension  Church 
in  the  town  of  Mt.  Sterling,  Kentucky;"  and   they,  with 
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their  successors,  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession-; &nH  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law,  as 
natural  persons,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be 
answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  Common- 
wealth and  elsewhere;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  receive  and  hold, 
to  themselves  and  their  successors,  the  freehold  or  lier.

mission, and  said  commission  has  made  a  report  of  set- 
tlement to,  and  the  same  has  been  ratified  and  confirmed 
by,  said  board  of  councilmen,  who  now  ask  the  necessary 
legislation  to  carry  out  the  same;  now,  to  that  end, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  all  accounts,  claims,  and  indebtedness  of  every 
character  and  description  between  the  city  of  Frankfort 
and  that  part  of  said  city  on  the  south  side  of  the  Ken- 
tucky river  known  as  South  Frankfort,  be,  and  the  c^ame 
are  hereby  declared  to  be,  fully  canceled  and  relinquished. 
And  all  the  property,  rights,  franchises,  and  immunities,  of 
every  kind  and  description,  belonging  or  appertaining  to 
the  city  of  Frankfort,  or  North  or  South  Frankfort,  are 
hereby  made  and  declared  to  be  the  common  property, 
rights,  franchises,  and  immunities  of  the  city  of  Frankfort,

§  2.  The  city  of  Frankfort  is  hereby  laid  off  into  three 
wards  as  follows,  to-wit:  That  part  of  said  city  south 
of  Kentucky  river  shall  constitute  the  first  ward;  that 
part  on  the  north  side  of  Kentucky  river  and  east  of  the 
center  of  St.  Clair  street,  shall  constitute  the  second 
ward;  and  that  part  on  the  north  side  of  Kentucky  river 
and  west  of  the  center  of  St.  Clair  street,  shall  constitute 
the  third  ward. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort, to  be  elected  at  the  next  regular  and  each  succeed- 
ing election,  shall  consist  of  nine  councilmen,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  first  ward,  three  of  the 
second  ward,  and  three  of  the  third  ward,  each  of  whom 
shall  be  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  the  ward  for  which 
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he  was  elected,  and  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  said 
ward  one  year  next  preceding  his  election.  If  a  council* 
man  removes  from  his  ward,  he  shall  thereby  vacate  and 
forfeit  his  office. 

§  4.  That  the  qualifications  of  voters  at  said  elections 
shall  be  as  now  prescribed  bylaw.  Each  voter  shall  vote 
in  the  district  in  which  he  resides,  and  shall  have  the 
right  at  such  voting  place  to  vote  for  nine  councilmen; 
but  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  voter  to  vote  for 
more  than  three  persons  who  are  residents  of  the  same 
ward.  The  three  persons  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  for  each  of  said  wards  shall  be  declared  to  be 
elected.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  empower  the  Oal* 
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latin  county  court  to  take  stock  in  turnpike  roads  in  said 
county,"  approved  March  10th,  1880,  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows :  That  so  much  of  said  act  as  restricts  the  rate  of 
interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  sold  shall  bear  six 
per  cent.,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  said 
bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Green  and  Barren  River  Navigation  Com- 
pany be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct  and  maintain  a  line  of  telephone  or  tel" 
egraph  along  or  near  the  banks  of  Green  and  Barren 
rivers,  from  the  ciry  of  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky,  to 
Evansville,  Indiana,  or  to  such  points  along  said  line  as 
they  may  desire,  and  to  charge  and  receive  pay  for  mes- 
sages and  dispatches  over  said  line  from  and  to  its  various 
points,  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  charged  by  the  West- 
ern Union  Telegraphic  Company  for  similar  messages 
over  those  telegraphic  lines. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  in  any  man- 
ner mutilate,  pull  down,  injure,  or  destroy  any  part  of  the 
said  line  of  telephone  or  its  buildings,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  fines  and  penalties  prescribed  by  statute  against 
those  who  in  any  manner  injure  a  line  of  telegraph.

CHAPTER  nil. 

AX  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Vincent's  Academy,  in  Union  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1  That  the  sum  of  ninety-nine  dollars  and  forty  cents 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  appropriated  to  St.  Vincent's  Acade- 
my, a  female  college  and  seminary  of  learning,  in  Union 
county,  to  reimburse  said  institution  the  amount  of  reve- 
nue taxes  paid  by  it  in  the  years  1874,  1875,  1876,  1877, 
1878,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2  The  Auditor  will  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  said  institution  for  said  amount. 

§  3    This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER   1112 

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Dreonon  Tarnpike  Gomp»iny,  of  Henry  county. 

WiiEBEAS.  John  Martensy,  John  Harding,  J.  W.  Downs, 
H.  C.  Barclay,  James  Kephart,  Thomas  W.  Rowland,  and 
E.  W.  Eeasley,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  special  turnpike 
law  for  Henry  county,  approved  March  9,  1869,  built  (2) 
two  miles  and  (16)  sixteen  rods  of  turnpike  road  in  Henry 
county,  beginning  at  the  western  terminus  of  the  New 
Castle,  Pleasureville,  and  Sweet  Home  Turnpike  Road, 
one  mile  west  of  the  town  of  Pleasureville,  and  running 
westwardly,  and  intersecting  with  the  Sulphur,  Eminence, 
and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Road,  which  was  received 
and  accepted  by  the  turnpike  commissioner  for  said 
county  as  being  built  according  to  law  and  the  require- 
ments of  said  act;  and  whereas,  said  turnpike  is  being 
used  and  traveled  as  a  public  highway;  and  whereas, 
tolls  cannot  be  collected  for  travel  thereon,  because  said 
road  is  less  than  two  and  one  half  miles  in  length;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ol  Kentucky : 
§  1.  That  a  company  with  powers  of  perpetual  succession 
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IS  hereby  created,  under  the  name  of  the  Drennon  Turn* 
pike  Company;  and  by  that  name  it  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  .with, sue  and  be  sued,  collect  tolls;  and  it  shall 
have  the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  incident  to  such 
corporations. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  thousand  dollars.  The  stock  issued  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  every 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  owned  by  him. 

§  3.  Said  company  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  two  directors,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified. The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  with  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  presiden^t  and  directors. 

§  4.  The  company  may  erect  one  toll  gate  at  any  point 
on  said  road  which  may  be  selected  by  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders,  or  the  president  and  directors  may  author- 
ize the  gate-keeper  east  of  and  nearest  Eminence,  of  the 
Sulphur,  Eminence,  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Company, 
or  the  gate-keeper  at  Pleasureville,  of  the  New  Castle, 
Pleasureville,  and  Sweet  Home  Turnpike  Company,  either 
one  gate-keeper,  to  collect  tolls  at  his  gate  for  travel  upon 
said  two  miles  and  sixteen  rods  of  turnpike;  and  when  so 
authorized,  said  gate-keeper  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  collect  tolls  for  the  Drennon  Turnpike  Company  that 
he  now  has  for  his  said  respective  company. 

§  5.  The  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten, 
entitled  **  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and  Plank  Road,"  of  the 
General  Statutes,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  made 
parts  hereof. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1113. 

AN  ACT  for  ihe  benefit  of  Lincoln  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county,  a  major- 
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ity  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  voting 
therefor,  nnay  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  to  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  six  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum  :  Provided,  The 
bonds  to  be  issued  by  virtue^f  this  act  shall  not  be  sold 
for  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  2.  That  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  he 
issued  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  the 
tavern-house,  frame  offices,  &c.,  situated  on  the  court- 
house square,  removing  the  houses  off  the  ground  pur- 
chased, fencing  the  same,  and  such  other  acts  necessary 
to  secure  the  public  buildings  of  the  county  from  danger  ^ 
of  fire. 

§3.  That  the  bonds  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  are  authorized  to  be  issued,  may  be  in  such  denomi- 
nations as  the  court  may  direct,  and  the  bonds  so  issued 
shall  be  indorsed  by  the  county  judge  and  clerk  in  their 
ofiiciai  capacity,  and  when  so  indorsed  and  sold,  shall  be 
binding  and  valid  upon  said  county. 

§  4.  That  to  enable  the  county  court  to  pay  off  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act^ 
they  are  empowered  to  make  a  levy  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  county  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  by  theni  under  this 
act.  Such  levy  shall  be  made  at  the  time  the  county 
court  meets  to  make  the  county  levy  for  other  purposes, 
and  when  a  majority  of  the  justices  are  present  and  vot- 
ing theretbr. 

$  5.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  ten 
^ears,  or  at  an  earlier  time,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
^aid  bonds  shall  have  interest  coupons  attached  to  the 
margin  of  each  bond  for  each  year  that  said  bonds  may 
have  to  run. 

§  6.  That  the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  payable 
semi* annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of 
each  year  at  the  National  Bank  of  Stanford,  until  said 
bonds  are  paid  off. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  of  Clayaviile,"  approved 
March  14,  1872,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  inoperative  until  ratified  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  Claysville  district,  in  Webster 
county,  at  an  election  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  under  such  notice,  as  the  judge  of  the  Webster  county 
court  may  prescribe;  and  a  poll  shall  be  opened  at  which 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  may  vote  *' for  the 
adoption  of  this  act '^  or  '*  against  the  adoption  of  this 
actj'  If  at  &aid  election  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  who  may  vote  shall  be  in  favor  of  this  act,  then 
the  same  shall  be  in  full  force  and  efi'ect.

CHAPTER  1118. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liqaora,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  in  any  quantities,  within  two  miles  of  Monroe  Meeting- 
faonse,  in  Hart  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  of  either,  in  any  quantities,  within  two  miles  of 
Monroe  Meeting-house,  in  Hart  county. 

§  2.  That  any  one  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 
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§  3.  That  all  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  commoD  school  of 
the  district  in  which  said  church  is  situated  ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  <luty  of  any  officer  collecting  same  to  pay  it  to  the 
commissioner  of  common  schools  for  the  county,  who 
shall  notify  the  trustees  of  said  district  that  he  has  said 
money,  and  he  shall  pay  it  to  teachers  on  the  order  of 
the  trustees  of  said  district.

''  An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Chester,  in  Mason 
county,"  be,  and  is,  amended  as  follows  :  The  marshal  of 
said  town,  and  all  ministerial  officers  of  said  town,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  they  shall  each, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take 
an  oath  as  required  by  law  of  State  and   county  officers, 
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and  give  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
attested  by  the  mayor  or  chairman  of  the  board,  and 
filed  and  preserved  by  the  cleric 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  one  or  more 
deputy  marshals,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make 
arrests  given  to  the  marshal,  and  shall  be  sworn  before 
acting,  and  give  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
trustees. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  at  pleasure,  or  for  any 
failure  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  remove  any 
officer  of  said  town,  and  declare  vacant  his  office,  and 
select  his  successor.

AN  ACT  authoriziDg  the  funding  boArd  of  CAseyTille  and  Lindle  diairicts, 
1o  UnioD  couoty,  to  briog  suitR  and  bind  said  districts  for  the  expenses 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  funding  board  of  the  Caseyville  and 
Lindle  districts,  in  Union  county,  when  elected  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
Caseyville  and  Lindle  districts,  in  Union  county,"  passed 
at  the  legislative  session  of  1870  and  1880,  are  author- 
ized to  bring  such  suits  as  they  deem  for  the  interests  of 
said  districts,  on  any  contract  or  liability  growing  out  of 
the  railroad   enterprise  known  as  the   Madisonville  and 
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Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad,  or  its  construction, 
or  for  or  on  account  of  any  failure  therein,  iji  which  the 
people  and  tax-payers  of  said  district^  are  in  anywise 
interested,  and  may  make  any  contract  for  such  purpose, 
and  bind  the  tax-payers  thereby,  and  shall  have  the  same 
authority  to  provide  for  the  defense  of  any  action  or  pro- 
ceeding brought  or  prosecuted  to  enforce  the  collection 
of  the  bond  issued  under  the  charter  of  the  Madisonville 
and  Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad;  and,  should 
it  become  necessary  to  raise  any  money  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  such  suits  or  proceedings,  said  board  shall 
report  the  amount  necessary  to  the  levy  court  of  Union 
county,  which  court  shall  levy  a  tax  on  the  property  in 
said  districts  to  pay  the  same,  which  shall  be  collected 
by  the  collector  and  paid  over  to  said  board  to  be  dis- 
bursed in  payment  of  said  expenses.

Be  if  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  tlie  CommonweaJtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  notice-)  of  sales  of  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property  hereafter  made  by  the  sheriff  of  Pendleton 
county,  under  executions  from  the  circuit  court  of  said 
county,  and  all  sales  made  under  a  judgment  of  the  Pen- 
dleton chancery  court  by  a  commissioner,  and  all  notices 
of  the  sittingv^  of  the  niartter  commissioner  for  the  settle- 
ment of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  proceedings 
under  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  to  dis- 
tribute the  estate  of  insolvent  debtors,  are  hereby  required 
to  be  inserted  in  any  paper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  said  Pendleton  county.  All  notices  of  sales  of 
real  estate  to  be  inserted  two  times  previous  to  the  day  of 
sale,  and  all  notices  of  sales  of  personal  property  to  be 
inserted  twice  previous  to  the  day  of  sale,  and  all  notices 
of  the  sittings  of  the  master  commissioner  shall  be  in- 
serted as  soon  as  said  commissioner  fixes  the  day  of  his 
tiittings,  and  continue  up  to  the  time  the  same  take  place, 
and  as  often  thereafter  as  said  commissioner  may  deem 
proper. 
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§  2.  The  cost  of  inserting  said  advertisements  shall  be 
collected  as  part  of  the  costs,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
costs  are  now  collected,  and  the  charges  for  said  adver- 
tisements shall  not  exceed  the  usual  rates  for  similar  ad- 
vertising.

addition,  license  cofiee-houses  and  taverns,  and  shall

house,  and  not  violate  the  laws  against  selling  to  minors 
and  inebriates. 

§9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  from  their  number, 
elect  their  chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  may 
require  bond  of  their  secretary  and  treasurer;  and  such 
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officers  shall  be  liable  to  a  suit  on  their  bond  for  any  mal- 
feasance or  misfeasance  in  office. 

§  10.  Said  board  of  tru:«tee8  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  time  for  assessing  the  property  of  said  town 
for  town  purposes,  and  shall  appoint  a  collector  of  town 
taxes,  which  collector  shall  be  required  to  execute  to  said 
board  of  trustees  a  bond,  with  approved  surety,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty  in  collecting  said  taxes 
or  other  dues  owinj;  to  said  town,  unless  the  collection  of 
the  town  tax  shall  be  by  said  board  assi^^ned  to  the  town 
marshal  of  said  town,  in  which  event  he  shall  be  liable 
on  his  official  bond  for  the  same.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  regulations  for  the 
good  government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the 
rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid  the  assessor,  collector, 
and  t^treet  surveyor  of  said  town.  It  shall  be  their  es- 
pecial duty  to  keep  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town  in 
good  repair. 

^  11.   The  municipal  election  of  said  town  shall  take

the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  occurring 
in  any  of  the  town  offices  till  the  next  succeeding  regular 
election. 

§  12.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  apply 
any  surplus  revenue  of  said  town,  which  may  at  any  tinie 
be  on  hand,  to  the  building  and  furnishing  a  school-house 
or  in  paying  a  teacher  to  teach  their  school;  and  they 
may,  in  addition,  levy  and  collect,  annually,  a  tax  of  not 
exceeding  twenty  (20)  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  property  in  said  town,  and  a  poll-tax  of  not 
exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  white  male  citizen  of  said 
town,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  town  free  school  : 
Provided^  The  property  of  the  blacks  of  said  town  shall 
not  be  taxed  for  school  purposes. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  may  sue  in 
their  corporate  capacity  as  trustees  of  Stroud  City.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  P.  P.  Johnston,  A.  A.  Delong,  C.  F.  Rogers,  Corporatow. 
Pat.  Dolan,  W.  M.  Kenny,  J.  S.  Woolfolk,  E.  F.  Clay, 
Horace  Miller,  Thomas  Wilson,  Abe  Hunter,  John  Stout, 
Samuel  H.  Shouse,  R.  H.  Prewitt,  Ed.  Fiahback,  W.  H. 
Tucker,  James  D.  Smith,  James  Brooks,  T.  H.  Summers, 
John  Steele^  George  Mitchell,  George  Good,  W.  W.  God- 
dard,  James  Starks,  Jas.  L.  Neal,  B.  F.  Falkner,  Janes  A. 
Slaughter,  S.  T.  Yager,  L.  R.  Hudson,  Thomas  Brough- 
man,  Allen  Burnside,  Jackson  Givens,  Levi  Hubble,  A. 
R.  Denny,  Thos.  J.  Megibben,  N.  S.  Patterson,  N.  B. 
Wilson,  and  their  associates  (the  hemp  producers  of  Ken- 
tucky), are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Kentucky  Hemp  Producers'  Association,  with  per- 
petual succession  ;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  a  capital 
stock  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
used  for  the  introduction  of  improved  machinery  for  pre- 
paring hemp  for  market,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as 
in  their  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  enable  them  to 
make  the  largest  profit  out  of  their  hemp,  provided  no 
assessment  shall  be  made  on  members  except  for  neces- 
sary expenses ;  and  that  the  said  capital  stock  shall  be 
raised  by  voluntary  subscription,  and  used  for  the  bene- 
fit or  profit  of  the  contributors  and  the  advancement  of 
the  interest  herein  sought  to  be  protected. 

5  2.  No  officer  or  active  member  of  the  association 
shall  have  any  interest  in  connection  with,  or  growing 
out  of,  hemp,  in  conflict  with  the  objects  of  this  organ- 
ization. 

§  3.  Any  hemp-producer  may  become  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  association  by  signing  a  copy  of  this  charter, 
and  none  other  shall  be  amenable  to  its  rules  or  entitled 
to  its  benefits. 

§  4.  The  object  of  thi3  association  is    to  procure  and   object  of  aaso- 
famish  to  each  producer  all  information  that  will  in  any 
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way  aid  him  in  making  intelligent  sale  of  his  crop,  at 
the  highest  market  price,  according  to  the  standards  then 
prevailing  in  the  difierent  great  markets  of  the  world  ; 
the  ways  and  cost  of  transportation;  the  difference  in  the 
price  of  the.  raw  material  and  the  manufactured  article 
in  the  various  markets,  and  the  cost  of  manufacturing  it 
as  it  i^  done  here,  and  then  leave  each  individual  free  to 
act  on  his  own  responsibility. 

§  5  Its  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  wii'o  shall 
OAccn.  live  in  Fayette  county,  and  one  vice  president  resident  in 

each  of  the  other  hemp-producing  counties  of  our  section; 
a  secretary,  and  no  less  than  three  or  more  than  five 
committeemen  in  each  county  ;  said  committeemen  shall 
constitute  the  general  committee,  and  it  shall  be  called 
together  by  the  president  upon  the  application  of  mem- 
bers from  any  two  counties.  It  shall  have  supervisory 
powers  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  object  of  the 
association  as  expressed  in  this  constitution. 

§  6.  The  committeemen  of  Fayette  county,  of  whom 
Executive  com.  the   president  shall   be  ex  officio  member  and  chairman, 

miitee 

shall  constitute  the  executive  committee  of  said  county. 
The  committeemen  in  each  of  the  other  counties,  of  whom 
the  resident  vice  president  shall  be  ex  officio  member  and 
chairman,  shall  constitute  their  respective  executive  com- 
mittees. The  said  vice  president  shall  be  chairman  of 
their  county  organiKations. 

^  7.  The  executive  committee  of  each  county  shall  oflTer 
every  hemp-producer  therein  the  opportunity  and  en- 
deavor to  induce  them  to  take  an  active  interest  in  this 
association.  They  shall  provide  for  the  expense  of  their 
own  county  organisations,  and  be  responsible  for  none 
other.  They  shall  keep  themselves  informed  on  all  ques- 
tions within  the  scope  of  section  three  of  this  constitution, 
and  communicate  their  information,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  members  of  the  association  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties, and  to  the  president,  who  shall  have  it  communi- 
cated to  the  producers  in  his  own  county  and  to  the  dif- 
ferent vice  pre<«idents  for  like  use. 

§  8.  For  purposes  of  organization,  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  Fayette  county  shall  appoint  a  vice  president 
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and  two  executive  committeemen  for  each  of  the  other 
hemp-producing  counties  resident  therein,  who  shall  look 
after  the  objects  of  this  association  in  their  respective 
counties  until  they  can  have  a  meeting  of  their  hemp- 
growers;  when  said  hemp-growers  shall  have  met,  they 
can  then  afGrm  said  appointments  or  choose  other  per- 
sons to  fill  them,  as  they  may  deem  best. 

§  9.  No  salaries  or  other  compensation  is  to  be  paid 
for  work  done  by  members  of  the  association,  only  the 
necessary  incidental  expenses  in  procuring  and  communis 
eating  to  members,  and  to  the  different  county  organiza- 
tions, the  information  It  becomes  their  duty  to  procure 
and  communicate. 

§  10.  Each  county  organization  shall  manage  its  own 
fiscal  affairs,  and  contribute  its  proportion  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  general  committee,  use  diligence  and  indus^ 
try  in  the  pursuit  of  bseful  facts,  and  communicate  them 
promptly  to  the  president,  to  be  used  as  aforesaid. 

§  11.  The  following  persons  having  been  heretofore  ap 
pointed  to  the  offices  designated,  they  are  hereby  author* 
rzed  to  hold  the  same,  and  exercise  the  powers  pertaining

§  13.  The  county  committees  shall  conduct  the  affairs 
of  their  respective  county  organizations  in  obedience  to 
the  provisions  of  this  charter  and  the  rules  prescribed  by 
the  general  committee,  and  in  harmony  therewith;  do 
whatever  is,  in  their  judgment,  best  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  hemp-producers,  especially  the 
active  members  of  the  association.

§  14.  Representatives  from  three  or  more  counties  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
said  general  committee  may  lawfully  transact:  Provided, 
No  called  meeting  shall  be  had  without  ten  days'  notice 
thereof  given  to  each  member  by  circular  letter. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN   ACT  to  amend  And  extend  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  Bct  to  iticorpornte  the 
Midway  and  Oraig's  Mill  Turnpike  Ro<)d  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweal ih 
of  Kentticfcy  : 

§  1.  That  the  present  board  of  directors  of  the  turnpike 
road  known  as  the  Midway  and  Craig's  Mill  Turnpike 
Road,  may,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empow- 
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lered  to  construct  and  build  a  branch  to  said  turnpike 
road,  beginning  at  a  point  thereon  opposite  the  present 
reisidence  of  Thompson  P.  Parrish,  and  running  thence 
alonfi:  or  near  to  the  present  dirt  road,  on  the  most  practi- 
cable route,  to  a  point  on  the  old  continuation  turnpike 
road  that  runs  from  a  point  known  as  Offutt^s  Cross-roads, 
in  Woodford  county,  to  Lexin^^ton,  opposite  the  present 
home  farm  of  Wm.  Steel. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Midway  and  Craig's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,  ap- 
proved February  28th,  1860,  shall  apply  as  fully  to  the 
branch  herein  named  as  it  has  or  does  to  the  Midway  and 
Craig's  Mill   Turnpike  Road.

county. 

§  2.  An-y  person  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than^ 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, recoverable  upon^ 
either  warrant  or  indictment. 

§  3.  This  act  shair  take  effect  and  be  in  force  ft*om  it9 
passage. 

§  4.   It  shall'  be   the  duty  of  the   trustees  of  common 
school,  in  sard  distrrct  25,  to  take  the  vote  of  the  qual- 
ified voters   in  sard  district,  two  of  whom   shall  act  as

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  Treoton  School  and  Hall  Company  to  issue  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Trenton  School  and  Hall  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
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wealth,  in  Todd  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  duly  empowered  by  law  to  execute  and  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  company,  secured  by  a  mortgage  lien 
upon  all  or  any  of  the  property  or  real  estate  of  said 
company,  for  any  amount,  in  the  discretion  of  said  com- 
pany, not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars. 

^  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  company,  and  may  be  for  such 
amount  or  amounts,  and  payable  in  such  time  or  times, 
and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, payable  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  time  or  times, 
at  such  place  or  places,  as  said  company  may  direct  or 
elect,  and  shall  be  negotiable,  and  placed  on  the  footing 
of  bills  of  exchange. 

§  3.  That  the  mortgage  made  to  secure  said  bonds  shall, 
when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  said  company,  be  issued 
and  acknowledged  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said 
company,  and  shall  recite  said  order  or  vote  of  said  com- 
pany, and  contain  a  particular  description  of  the  prop- 
erty mortgaged,  and  be  recorded  in  the  Todd  county  court 
clrrk*8  office;  an^d  when  so  signed,  acknowledged,  and 
recorded,  shall  constitute  a  valid  lien  upon  the  property 
mortgaged  for  the  purposes  of  the  mortgage.

CHAPTER  1137. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville,  Cloverport,  And  Western  Railway 

Compiiny. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomveallh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  and  style 
of  the  Louisville,  Cloverport,  and  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  implead,  answer  and  defend,  in  any  and  all 
courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person.     Said  company 
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may  also  have  and  use  a  common  8eal,  and  may  alter 
and  change  the  same  at  will;  and  it  shall  have  all  other 
lawful  powers  usual  and  incident  to  railroad  corporations 
in  this  Commonwealth,  and  which  may  be  requisite  and 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  for 
which  it  is  created  and  established. 

§  *2.  That  P.  Meguian,  L.  C.  Murray,  Clint.  McClarty,  Commissioner*. 
J.  W.  Richardson,  F.  Ditto,  L.  T.  Roberts,  J.  A.  Crawford, 
Jas.  T.  Milled,  and  R.  R.  Pierce,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
choose  to  act,  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  com- 
missioners to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  they  may  deem 
proper.

Louisville,  Kentucky,  notifying  the  subscribers  to  assem- 
ble at  some  convenient  place  and  time,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  board  of  directory  for  said  company;  which 
board  of  directory  shall  consist  of  seven  members;  and 
such  of  them  as  shall  have  paid  five  dollars  in  cash  upon 
each  share  of  stock  subscribed  by  them,  respectively,  shall 
be  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  said  directory.  They 
shall  then  proceed  to  elect  from  their  own  number  said 
directory.  No  person  shall  be  declared  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  directory  for  said  company,  unless  he  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast.  Said  di- 
rectors shall  hold  their  position  as  a  board  of  directory 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.

and  to  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describ- 
ing the  land  or  other  material  valued,  and  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed.  The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall 
give  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  slate  whether  said  owner 
is  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  whether  a  feme  covert,  an 
infant,  or  non-sane  person.  The  clerk  shall  receive  sach 
report  and  file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  its 
being  filed;  and  if  the  owner  resides  in  the  county,  he 
shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons  commanding  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  lands  to  appear  and  show  cause  why 
the  report  of  said  commissioners  should  not  be  confirmed, 
which  summons  shall  be  forthwith  executed  by  the  sherifi* 
or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it  may  be  placed.  The 
report  shall  be  docketed  in  the  county  court,  and  stand 
for  trial  at  any  term  of  said  court,  commencing  not  less 
than  ten  days  after  service  of  the  summons.  If  the  owner 
is  not  a  resident  of  the  county,  the  court  shall,  at  the  first 
term  after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an  attorney  to  de- 
fend for  such  owner,  who  may  file  exceptions  at  any  time

affidavit  of  some  one  of  its  engineers,  stating  that  a 
greater  width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more  is  re- 
quired, when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quantity  thus 
stated. 

§  13.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  lands,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  Sot  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  first  caused 
the  property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  commissioners  ap-

are  also  empowered  to  lease  or  buy  coal  mines  of  lands 
adjacent  to  the  said  railroad,  and  to  operate  the  same : 
Provided,  That  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  being  pres- 
ent, either  by  person  or  proxy,  consent  thereto. 

§  18.  That  said  company  shall  commence  work  on  said 
road  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1138. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Harrodsbarg,  Mercer  conniy. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  grant  a  license  to  the 
lessee  or  lessees  of  the  public  hall,  on  Main  street,  known 
as  Chenowith  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  having  public  en- 
tertainments, concerts,  lectures,  and  shows  therein,  such 
as  are  usually  taxed  and  licensed  by  municipal  authori- 
ties, and  are  not  immoral  and  unlawful. 

§  2.  That  the  license  granted  by  said  trustees  to  the 
lessee  or  lessees,  or  owner  of  said  hall,  shall  not  be  for  a

longer  period  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  granting 
the  same,  and  ^hall  be  for  a  specific  amount  of  mone}'  to 
he  fixed  by  the  trustees  for  the  annual  licen^^e  of  paid 
hall,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees  by  the  said 
lessee  or  owner  of  the  hall,  when  the  license  is  granted 
And  issued;  and  no  other  tax  or  license  for  public  enter- 
tainments in  said  hall  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  said 
lessee  or  owner.

§  1.  That  the  coHector  of  taxes  of  the  tsity  of  Lexing- 
ton shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorised  to  levy  upon 
any  real  estaie  in  the  city  of  Lexington  of  a  person  ow- 
ing taxes  to  said  city,  for  the  amount  of  taxes  unp^d  of 
«uch  person,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  for  collec- 
tion, and  proceed  to  sel4  and  convey  the  same,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  is  necessary  to  pay  such  taxes,  in  the 
«ame  mangier  that  sheriffs  are  authorired  to  sell  lands 
cinder  executions  of  fi.  fei,;  fout  with  the  right  of  redemp^ 
tion  for  the  same  time,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  that  is 
given  hy  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Lexington  upon  sales

§  2.  The  Wen  on  the  real  estate  of  the  tax-payer  for 
taxes  shall  commence  on  the  tenth  of  January  in  the 
year  in  which  the  taxes  are  assessed,  and  may  he  enforced 
hy  the  levy  anrf  sate  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act.

§  1.  That  W.  A.  Mohoi>,  late  sherifT  of  MuhJenburgr 
county,  he,  and  is  hereby,  aiKhorized  ai>d  enripowered  to 
appoint  a  deputy  sheriff,  whose  duty  it  ahaH  be,  an^d  who- 
shall  have  the  power  and  autht>rity,  to  collect  aH  UiipaidT 
taxes  an<i  fee  bills  now  due  said  W.  A.  Mobon,  as  sheriff^ 
as  afore8ai<t;  and  which  deputy  shall  have  aU  the  reme- 
dies for  collecting  taxes  and  fee-bills  that  sheriffs  have 
under  existi-n^  laws  :  Provided,  Said  deputy,  before  he-

4  1.  The  boundary  and  corporate  Kmitjrof  the  town  of 
Tunnel  Gity,  in  Lincoln  county,  kicorporated  by  an  act 
approved  March  20,  h878,  entitled  *'Aii  aclr  to  incorporate 
Tunnel  Gity,  in  Lincoln  county,"  »halJ  be  as  follows:  The 
centr«>!  of  said  town  shall  he  the  middle  of  the  CineiDoatF 
Southern  Railroad,  at  the  beginning  of  the  southern  ap- 
Corporate  limits,   proach  to  KingV  MountaMi  tunnel.    From  tbis  centre  shaU' 

be  run  four  lines,  one  to  the  north,  o»e  to  tbe  east,  one- 
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to  the  south,  and  one  to  the  west,  each  a  distance  of  one 
lialf  mile.  At  the  terminus  of  each  line  shall  be  estab- 
lished a  corner^  which  corners  shall  be  the  corners  of  the 
boundary  of  8a4d  town.  Between  these  corners  shall  be

Before  any  per- 
son shall  have  the  right  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  within  said  town,  he  shall  pres^ent  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  town  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  board  of 
trustees  granting  him  license,  and  lodge  the  same  with 
him,  and  pay  him  the  amount  charged  therefor  as  fixed 
by  ordinance  or  by- law.  If  any  person  shall  sell  spiritu* 
ous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  said  limits,  without 
first  having  complied  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  section,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  retailing  liquors 
without  license,  or  keeping  a  tippling-house,  as  the  case 
may  be,  under  the  General  Statutes,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  indictment  in  the  Lincoln  criminal  court,  and  fined  as 
provided  in  the  General  Statutes  for  the  commission  of 
said  offenses. 

Fifteenth.  To  acquire,  by  donation  or  purchase,  and 
receive  conveyances  for  ground,  either  within  or  without 
the  limits  of  said  town«  for  a  cemetery,  not  exceeding  ten 
acres.

^  1.  That  A.  H.  Hog^an,  iate  sheriflT  of  Boyd  county,  be^ 
and  he  is  gftven  further  time,  not  exceeding  six  months,  in 
which  to  return  to  the  Auditor  his  lists  of  exonerations, 
made  him  by  the  Lawrence  eounty  court  for  the  years 
1875,  1876,  1877,  and  1878;  and  upon  a  fair  adjustment 
of  said  Hogan's  accounts  for  said  years  as  sheriff,  the 
Auditor  is  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
in  favor  of  said  Hogan  for  whatever  amount  may  be 
found  due  him,  n^t  exceeding  eighty  dollars  and  twenty- 
oine  cents.

AN  ACT  for  the  beDefii  of  John  Wallace,  late  clerk  of  tbe  Boooe  coantj 

circait  court. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

(  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  be  granted  to  John  Wallace,  late  clerk  of  the 
Boone  county  circuit  court,  for  the  collection  of  fee-bills; 
and  that  during  the  said  two  years  he  shall  have  power 
to  distrain  for  the  collection  of  the  same :  Provided,  That 
he  shall  not  be  relieved  from  the  pains  and  penalties 
attached  to  the  collection  of  fee-bills,  as  provided  in  the 
General  Statutes. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER   1173. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Batler  Seminary,  at  Morgantown,  Kentockj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentncky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustee  of  Butler  Seminary,  James  C. 
Skillern,  be  charged  with  only  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
interest  on  the  amount  in  his  hands  from  the  date  of  his 
settlement,  made  in  187S,  instead  of  ten  per  cent,  as  here'- 
tofore. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1174. 

AN  AOT  for  the  benefit  of  Hiram  T.  Warder,  late  sheriff  of  D^wis  count/.

§  1.  That  Hiram  T.  Warder,  late  sheriff  of  Lewis 
county,  be  permitted  to  list  all  fee-bills,  unpaid  taxes,  and 
other  claims  due  him  as  sheriff,  with  the  constables  of 
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Lewis  county  for  collection  during  and  for  the  time  now 
allowed  him  to  make  such  collections.

said  George  W.  Sutton  in  the  year  1876,  1877,  and   1878.

CHAPTER   1176. 

An  fict  for  the  benefit  of  John  P.  Raymond,  of  Robertson  coonty. 

Whereas,  John  P,  Raymond,  a  citizen  of  Robertson 
county,  is  blind  and  badly  crippled,  and  has  been  so  ever 
since  he  was  an  infant,  and  that  he  has  no  estate,  either 
real  or  personal,  and  is  entirely  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  John  P.  Raymond  to 
peddle  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  notions,  &c.,  but  not 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof, 
in  the  counties  of  Nicholas,  Harrison,  and  Robertson, 
without  being  required  to  take  out  license  for  said  priv- 
ilege of  peddling,  or  paying  any  tax  therefor. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Dixon  and  Princeton  Ranlrond  Comp^nr^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geriervtl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

f  1.  That  Abraham  W.  Rice,  Chas.  A.  Scribner,  Chaff. 
Corporators.        Van  Duscii,  Rlchard   H.  Fyfe,  Edmund  B.  Scribner,  and 

their  associates,  successors,  and   assi|!:ns,  are  hereby  cre- 
ated a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
Name  of  the  cor-  o^  thcDIxon  and  Princcton  Railroad  Company,  with  per- 
**"'"*  petuat  succession;  and   in   that   name   are   hereby   made 

capable  in  law  or  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity  in  this  State  or  any  other  State;  to  make 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew

said  line  of  railroad  ;  and  th«  said  corporation  is  here- 
by fully  invested  with  power  to  receive  donations  and 
conve3*ances  of  land  or  personal  property  necessary  or 
proper  to  be  received  by  it  to  aid  io  the  construction  or 
operation  of  said  line  of  road  ;  and  shall  have  authority, 
with  the  consent  of  the  owners,  to  enter  upon  all  such 
lands  and  rights  of  way  as  may  be  necessary  whereon  to 
tionstruct  its  line  of  road,  buildings,  sidings,  and  append- 
ages, or  which  may  be  donated  to  it ;  but  all  land  entered

tion may  be  made  by  the  corporation,  in  writing,  to  the

§  12.  The  said  directors  of  said  company  are  hereby

the  bonds  of  the  said  company,  at  such  time  and  in  such 
place,  either  within  or  without  said  State,  and  at  such 
rates,  and  for  such  price,  as  in  their  opinion  will  best  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  the  company;  and  if  such  bonds  are 
negotiated  or  sold  at  a  discount  below  their  par  value, 
such  sale  shall  be  as  valid  and  binding  on  the  company 
and  their  representatives  as  if  they  were  disposed  of  and 
sold  at  their  par  value;  and  the  said  deed  of  trust  shall 
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etand  for  the  equal  security  of  an5'  bonds  issued  there- 
atidei',  notwithstanding;  the  same  are  negotiated  and  sold 
at  diflferent  times. 

§  13.  The  said  company  shall,  in  ^ood  faith,  within  five  Shaii  begin bmi-

years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  organize   and   begin  >«»«■ 
and   prosecute  continuously   the  objects   for   which    this 
charter  is  granted;  and  their  failure  so  to  do  shall  forfeit 
this  charter  and  all  rights  and  powers  under  it. 

^  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

§  15.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  charter  as  provided  in  an  act,  entitled  '*An 
act  reserving  power  to  amend  or  repeal  charters  and 
other  laws,"  approved  February  14,  1866.

CHAPTER  117S. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beoefii  uf  the  trustees  of  Hartford. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  judge  of  Ohio 
county,  virhen  directed  to  do  so  by  order  of  the  county 
court,  made  and  entered  of  record  upon  the  order-book 
of  said  court,  to  convey  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
town  of  Hartford  all  the  ri^ht,  title,  and  interest  of  said 
county  in  and  to  the  one  acre  lot  in  said  town,  and  all 
the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon,  known  as  the 
old  jail-house  and  lot. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
town  of  Hartford,  when  conveyance  shall  have  been  made 
in  pursuance  to  the  provision  of  section  one,  to  sell  and 
convey  or  lease  said  lot  and  buildings  and  improvements, 
upon  such  terms  and  time  as  they  may  deem  advisable, 
and  apply  the  sums  so  arising  to  the  building,  improving, 
and  maintaining  a  graded  school  in  said  town. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1180. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  Act  approved  February  2l8t,  1880,  and  entitled  *'Ao 
act  regulating  the  city  court  of  Louisville,  and  Ibe  reoiuneration  of  its 
ofiBcers." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  city  court  of  Louisville  shall  have  the 
same  jurisdiction,  within  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  is  con- 
ferred on  city  and  police  courts  by  section  13  of  the 
Criminal  Code  of  Practice.  It  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction as  an  examining  court  of  all  offenses  committed 
within  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  its  powers  in  such 
cases,  and  the  effect  of  its  acts,  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
of  a  county  judge  in  other  counties. 

§  2.  In  all  cases  where  persons  are  presented  to  said 
court  charged  with  an  offense  within  its  jurisdiction,  the 
punishment  of  which  is  limited  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dol- 
lars or  less,  the  judge  may  hear  and  determine  the  case, 
and  impose  such  fiite  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury. 
In  all  other  cases  he  shall  cause  a  jury  to  be  impaneled, 
unless  waived  by  the  party  charged  ;  and  in  all  cases  of 
drunkenness  or  disorderly  conduct,  in  addition  to  impos- 
ing a  fine,  he  may  hold  the  offender  to  bail,  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  keep  the  peace 
and  be  of  good  behavior,  for  any  length  of  time  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  or  he  may  impose  the  fine  without 
holding  to  bail;  but  in  no  case  shall  he  hold  to  bail  with- 
out imposing  a  fine;  and  thereupon  the  offender  shall  be 
forthwith  committed  to  the  city  work-house,  and  shall 
there  be  kept  in  custody  until  the  bail  be  given,  or  the 
time  for  which  it  was  required  shall  have  expired,  and 
until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  or  replevied,  or  satisfied 
by  labor  as  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  In  all  preliminary  examinations  before  said  court, 
when  the  offense  charged  is  not  capital,  the  accused  shall 
be  admitted  to  bail  to  answer  from  day  to  day,  until  the 
case  shall  be  disposed  of;  and  no  person  who  is  charged 
with  an  offense  not  capital  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and 
who  tenders  proper  and  sufHcient  bail,  shall  be  committed 
to  jail  or  a  station-house  unless  intoxicated  or  violent  at 
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the  time,  or  arrested  after  or  before  the  regular  business 
hours  of  the  day,  or  at  night,  or  on  Sunday  ;  but  shall  be 
taken  forthwith  before  said  city  court,  if  in  session,  or,  it' 
not  in  session,  before  the  clerk  of  said  court,  or  before  the 
judge  of  said  court,  if  the  clerk  cannot  be  found,  and  bnil 
shall  be  accepted  by  said  court  or  clerk  or  judge,  as  the 
case  may  be.  All  such  bail  bonds  or  recognizances,  if 
forfeited,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  in  said  court,  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in 
the  circuit  courts;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  court  shall 
hold  monthly  terms,  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month. 

§  4.  Policemen  shall  have  power  to  execute  warrants  of 
arrest,  and  subposnas  and  attachments  for  witnesses, 
whether  the  same  be  directed  to  them  or  not. 

^  5.  That  section  eighteen  is  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  as  now  provided  by  law,"  alter  the  words 
**  remitting  any  fine,  penalty,  or  costs." 

§  6.  That  section  five  of  said  act,  entitled  ''  An  act 
regulating  the  city  court  of  Louisville  and  the  remunera- 
tion of  its  officers,"  be,  and  it  is  amended  by  adding  after 
the  words  *' supported  by  the  affidavits  of  two  credible 
housekeepers  of  the  city  of  Louisville,"  the  following 
words  :  When  the  judge  of  said  court  is  compelled  to 
vacate  the  bench  becau^ae  of  the  filing  of  said  affidavits, 
the  judge />ro  tem.  who  tries  the  case  shall  not  receive  any 
pay  for  his  services,  unless  the  trial  of  the  case  occupies 
more  than  one  day,  and  then  he  shall  be  paid  only  the 
sum  of  four  dollars  per  day;  and  said  sum,  on  the  written 
request  of  said  judge  pro  tem.^  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of 
Louisville,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the 
regular  judge. 

§  7.  That  section  nine  of  said  act  be,  and  it  is,  amended 
by  adding  the  following  words  :  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of

line,  in  a  southerly  direction,  to  the  foot  of  Cox's  Knob; 
thence  to  the  west  of  said  knob,  till  it  intersects  a  road 
known  as  the  New-cut  Road,  or  Seventh-street  Road 
extended.  It  is  also  empowered  and  authorized  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  road  from  the  point  where  it  strikes 
Cox*s  Knob  to  the  east  of  said  knob,  in  a  south  or  south- 
easterly direction,  to  the  line  of  Bullitt  county,  crossing 
the  Old  Deposit  Road  at  a  point  within  two  miles  of 
Mount  Holly  Church. 

§  2.   The   capital  stock   of  said   company  may  be   in- 
Capital  stock.       creascd  in  any  sum  deemed  necessary  by  the  president 

and  board  of  directors,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 
Said  president  and  directors  are  hereby  given  the  same 
power  in  regard  to  said  additional  stock  as  was  granted 
the  commissioners  by  section  three  of  the  original  charter 
of  said  company.

stone-quarries  and  gravel-pits,  to  borrow  money  for  the 
purpose  of  building  the  road,  and  to  mortgage  the  road- 
bed, and  pledge  the  tolls  to  secure  the  same,  and  have  all 
the  privileges  therefore  granted  any  turnpike  road  com- 
pany by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

county  judge  of  said  county  to  grant  a  license  to  any 
person  to  sell  any  such  liquors,  in  any  quantity,  within 
said  boundary ;  and  such  license,  if  granted,  shall  be 
void,  and  no  protection  to  the  person  obtaining  the  same. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act

§  i.  That  the  county  court  of  Simpson  county,  Ken- 
tucky, be,  and  it  is  hereby,  empowered  and  authorized  to 
levy  an  additional  ad  valorem  tax,  of  not  exceeding  ten 
cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property, 
real  and  personal,  in  said  county.  The  proceeds  of  said 
extra  levy,  and  the  amount  collected  thereunder,  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  to  improving  the  public  road  from 
Franklin,  Simpson  county,  Kentucky,  to  the  iron  bridge 
on  Drake's  creek  in  said  county. 

(  2.  That  said  extra  tax  may  be  levied  and  assessed  as 
for  1880  or  1881,  but  for  one  year  only. 

§  3.  The  county  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  ap- 
point a  commission  or  committee  of  three  honest  and 
competent  men  to  receive  the  moneys  collected  here- 
under, and  supervise  the  building  of  said  road  and  the 
application  of  said  moneys.     The  court  may  instruct  said 
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commission  as  to  the  manner  of  building  said  road  if  it 
deems  fit;  and  so  far  as  instructed,  the  commission  shall  so 
act,  hut  may  exercise  its  own  discretion  wherein  it  is  not 
instructed.  The  commission  shall  let  contracts  and  super- 
intend same;  but  neither  of  said  commissioners  shall  be 
contractors  or  sub-contractors..  Said  committee  or  com- 
mission shall  execute  a  bond,  with  surety  to  the  county 
court,  in  such  sum  as  the  judge  thereof  may  require,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  said  commission  and  application 
of  the  fund. 

§  4.  That  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
Simpson  county  as  the  State  taxes  are  collected,  and  shall 
be  paid  over,  less  regular  commissions  thereon,  to  the 
commissioners  of  the  court,  after  they  have  given  bond; 
and  the  sheriff,  and  his  sureties  upon  his  bond  for  the 
collection  of  the  State  tax«  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
.collection  and  faithful  payment  of  said  extra  tax,  equally 
as  they  are  responsible  for  the  revenue;  and  if  same  be 
not  duly  collected  and  paid  over  by  the  sheriff,  it  may  be 
collected  of  him  and  his  sureties  by  the  said  commission 
suing  for  the  Simpson  county  court.

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  bave  tbe  right  to  take 
and  hold,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devise,  real  or  persona) 
estate,  not  exceeding  tbe  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  tbe  select  councilor  and 
recording  secretary  joining  with  the  trustees  in  the  con- 
veyance, and  to  re-invest  and  dispose  of  tbe  proceeds. 

§  3.  That  service  of  process  upon  the  select  councilor, 
recording  secretary,  and  trustees  shaM  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient notice  to  said  council.  That  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repreal  this  act  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  ;  but  the  repeal  shall  not  deprive  the  par- 
ties interested  of  the  praperty  or  effects  acquired  or  held 
under  this  act.

Whereas,  Tbe  Springfield,  Willisburg.  Antioch,  and  Fox 
Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,  chartered  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  approved  March  11,  1870,  hav€  built  a 
turnpike  road  from  Rogers'  gate,  on  the  Springfield  and 
Macksville  Road,  to  the  Anderson  county  line;  and  where- 
as, from  Rogers'  gate  to  the  Louisville  and  Macksville 
Road  is  four  miles,  and  said  road  being  built  to  said  point 
and  not  connected  with  the  balance  of  said  road,  there- 
fore, 

Be  ii  enacted  6y  the  General  AasemUy  of  the  Commonwealth 
^f  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Springfield,  Willisburg,  Antioch,  and  Fox 
Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, authorized  to  erect  a  full  toll-gate  on  said  four  miles 
of  road  between  Rogers'  gate,  on  the  iMacksville  and 
Springfield  road,  and  the  Macksville  and  Louisville  road, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  full  toll;  and  said  company 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights^and  privileges  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  as  they  would  be  if  said  road  was  five 
miles  long. 

§  2.  And  said  company  stiall  have  the  power  to  build  a 
branch  road  near  Sharpy's  Mill,  on  the  northern  division

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''An  act  to  provide  for  the  building  of  turnpike  roads  in 
Todd  county^  Kentuclcy,  and  to  authorize  the  differenl 
magisterial  districts  or  election  precincts  therein  to  vote 
a  tax  for  that  purpose,"  approved  March  20th,  1876,  and 
so  much  of  the  first  section  of  said  act  as  requires  one 
third  of  the  tax  therein  specified  to  be  by  capitation  and 
two  thirds  ad  valorem,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  2.  It  sbnll  be  the  duty  of  the  voters  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  in 
their  petition  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Todd  county 
court,  to  specify  what  proportion  of  the  amount  desired 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  shall  be  made  by  an  ad  valorem 
assessment,  and  what  amount,  if  any,  by  capitation  tax, 
and  also  the  number  of  annual  levies  to  be  made.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  unless  he 
be  a  graduate  in  pharmacy,  a  practicing  pharmacist,  or 
a  practicing  assistant  in  pharmacy,  to  sell  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  by  retail,  in  the  town  of  Verona, 
in  Boone  county,  and  no  such  sale  shall  be  made  unless 
upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  regular  practicing 
physician  as  to  each  sale,  dated  and  signed  by  said  phy- 
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sician,  specifying  the  amoant  to  be  sold,  and  the  party 
to  whom  sold. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating:  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  for 
e  ich  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  or  upon  indict- 
ment in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

by clothed  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  rights,  and  fran- 
chises necessary  for  the  carrying  out  the  purposes  named 
herein;  and  is  empowered  to  purchase,  lease,  or  condemn 
all   the   real  estate  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  par- 
poses  of  said  corporation,  whether  for  piers,  approaches, 
tracks,  toll-houses,  or  approaches  leading  to  same  ;  and 
shall  have  all  right  and  power  for  the  condemnation  of 
property  as  may  be  necessary  and  requisite  to  secure  the 
purposes    of   this    act.

1.  That  so  much  of  the  county  of  Green,  State  of 
Kentucky,  as  is  now  embraced  in  a  plat  of  the  town  of 
Greensburg,  count}'  aforesaid,  as  shown  and  recorded  on 
page  three  hundred  and  eighty,  book  seven,  of  the  records 
of  Green  county,  together  with  the  inhabitants  in  the 
boundary  covered, by  said  plat,  be,  and  the  same  shall 
continue  to  be,  known  as  the  *<  Town  of  Greensburg." 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  prudential,  fiscal,  and  munici-  AfEUn  iranaged

pal  concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  seven  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  April,  by  the  male  inhabitants  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  who  shall  have  been  bona  fide  residents  in  said 
town  six  months  next  preceding  said  election.  Said  trus-  Termor omce. 
tees,  when  elected,  shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  the  term 
of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
duly  qualified.  That  said  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully, and  without  partiality  or  afl^ection  to  any  one,  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  trustees  to  said  town  during  their 
continuance  in  office.

tipplinghouses,  and  to  fine  all  who  may  violate  their  by- 
laws any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense, except  disturbance  of  religious  worship,  riots,  routs, 
unlawful  assemblies,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  tippling- 
houses,  where  the  penalty  may  be  one  hundred  dollars, 
which  may  be  recovered  before  the  police  judge  herein- 
after provided,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Green 
county;  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  disorderly 
itinerant  persons  from  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  they 
shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town 
against  fire,  by  organizing  a  fire  company,  defining  their 
duties,  and  punishing  by  fine  those  who  shall  fail  to  per* 
form  the  duties  required  of  them;  they  shall  have  power 
to  inflict  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  a  failure  of  any  member 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  board;  they  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies;  they  shall  have  full  power  to  pass 
all  by-laws  and  ordinances  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  all  the  powers  herein  granted  and  executing  all 
the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  appoint 
p^ttfficers/^    a  treasurer,  clerk,  marshal,  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
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may  deem  necessary,  and  take  from  them,  respectively,

officer  that  he  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  faithfully 
and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  bis  ability,  without  favor 
or  affection,  together  with  such  other  oaths  as  are  Ui^ually 
required  of  judicial  officers.

each  year  thereafter;  and  for  the  purposes  of  electing  a

AX  ACT  Biipplemenial  to,  and  ameadatorj  of,  an  act,  ectitlfd  *'  An  act  to 
re-enact  and  Amend  an  act,  entitled  *  An  act  to  authorise  the  people  of 
Henry  county  to  vote  a  tai  for  the  parpose  of  aiding  companies  in  the 
building  of  turnpilce  roads  in  eaid  county,'"  approved  March  9,  1869, 
and  the  actd  aoiebdatory  thereto,  said  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment 
being  approved  March,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  of  the  act  approved  March 
20,  1880,  to  which  this  act  is  supplemental  and  amenda- 
tory, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that  the  elec- 
tions provided  for  by  said  act  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June,  1880,  instead  of  being  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  May,  1880,  as  provided  by  said  act;  and  all 
the  other  provisions  of  said  act  are  to  remain  in  full  force.

AN^  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Highland  Literary,  Scientific,  ani   Military  In- 
stitute. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning,  for  the  education  of 
boys  and  young  men,  to  be  known  as  the  ''  Highland  Lit-   Nane. 
erary,  Scientific,  and  Military  Institute,"  be,  and  is  here- 
by, incorporated   and   established   at  Mt.  Sterling,  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  2.  That  J.  G.  Trimble,  J.  M.  Bigstaff,  W.  H.  Winn,  D.  corporator. 
S.  C.  M.  Potter,  Thos.  H.  Grubbs,  H.  L.  Stone,  J.  D.  Ha- 
zelrigg,  W.  T.  Howe,  B.  F.  Cockrell,  A  W.  Hamilton, 
Richard  Reid,  E.  B.  Richardson,  and  W.  H.  Holt,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate,  under  the  name  of  *' The  Highland  Literary, 
Scientific,  and  Military  Institute;"  and  in  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succesrtion,  with  power  to  adopt  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  to 
make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of  said  institute;  to  sue  and 
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be  sued,  to  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  Comnnonwealth  ;  to  acquire  by  purchase,  ^ift, 
grant,  donation,  loan,  or  otherwise,  any  property  for  said 
institute;  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  of  its  bonrd  of  trustees,  and  to  invest 
the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  in  any  property  they  may 
deem  proper  for  the  benefit  of  said  institute. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  institute  shall  not  exceed 

Capital  stock.  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars 
each;  and  no  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  any  greater 
sum  than  the  amount  of  his  stock. 

§  4.  The  persons  named  as  incorporators  are  appointed 

Trustees.  temporary  trustees  for    said    institute,  and  any  three  of 

them  are  empowered  to  open  books  at  once  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  institute; 
and  when  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
in  good  faith,  and  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  paid  up, 
the  said  temporary  trustees  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  per- 
manent board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  eight  members, 
from  the  stockholders;  and  the  president  of  said  institute 
shall  be  ex  officio  president  of  said  boar-d  of  trustees;  and 
in  case  of  vacancy  in  said  board  of  trustees  by  death,  re- 
moval, resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  election.

advice  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point su-ch  other  teachers  and  professors  as  may  he  nec- 
essary to  instruct  the  pupils  of  said  institute  in  the  arts 
and  sciences  and  military  tactics,  and  in  all  necessary 
branches  of  a  thorough  and  useful  education,  and  also  to 
remove  or  dismiss  the  same;  and  the  president  shall  have 
power  to  regulate  and  prescribe  the  course  of  studies, 
and,  in  connection  with  the  teachers  and  professors  in 
eaid  institute,  and  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
shall  have  power  to  confer  any  and  all  diplomas  and  de- 
grees and  honors,  as  evidence  of  scholarship,  as  are  usual 
in  the  high  schools  and  colleges  of  learning  in  this  Com- 
monwealth :  Providedy  That  no  degree  shall  be  conferred 
upon  any  student  except  those  who  have  completed  one 
of  the  regular  course  of  studies,  and  shall  have  passed  a 
eatisfactor}'  examination  in  the  same,  and  shall  have  sus- 
tained a  good  moral  character. 

(  9.  The  institute  buildings,  groundf*,  and  other  prop- 
erty necessary  for  school  purposes,  shall  not  be  liable  for 
taxation  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  either 
for  municipal,  county,  or  State  purposes. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1208. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  ThnmHS  Loftin,  of  McOrackeii  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenertU  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Thomas 
Loftin  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  pay-

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  funds  in  the  general  rev- 
enue of  the  State  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
benefit  of  Elijah  W.  GofT,  lale  committee  for  John  W.. 
Goff,  a  pauper  lunatic,  for  services  in  providing  for  said 
lunatic  from  June  3d,  1878,  to  February  Ist,  1879,  under 
appointment  of  the  Hart  county  court.

Whereas,  It  appears  that  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  district  of  Cold  Spring,  in  Campbell 
county,"  approved  March  the  15th,  1876,  and  an  amenda- 
tory act  thereto,  approved  March  the  12th,  1878;  and 
also  that  the  incorporation  of  the  Highland  district,  in 
said  county,  has  worked  hardship  on  the  adjoining  school 
districts  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvcky : 

§  1.  That  the  commissioner  of  common  schools  in 
Campbell  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  invested  with  the 
same  power  and  authority  to  alter  and  establish  the  lines 
of  said  Cold  Spring  district  that  he  now  has  by  law  over 
the  lines  of  other  school  districts  in  said  county. 
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§  2.  That  said  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  ex- 
tend the  lines  of  any  school  district,  adjacent  thereto, 
over  the  lines  and  into  the  territory  embraced  in  the 
boundaries  of  the  Highland  district  named  in  the  pream- 
ble, and  to  estabKsh  the  same  in  his  discretion  :  Provided^ 
That  such  extension  shall  not  change,  alter,  or  abolish 
the  lines  of  said  Highland  district,  but  they  shall  remain 
as  now  established  by  law. 

§  3.  That  any  changes  made  pursuant  to  this  act  shall

companies,''  approved  March  12,  1870,  and  the  acts  which

Demaree,  T.  E.  Denniss,  J.  W.  Edwards,  W.  A.  Kleissen- 
dorf,  Robert  Gilchriest,  John  C.  Cooper,  James  A.  Daw- 
son, C.  D.  Jacob,  James  A.  Semple,  Elbridge  Palmer, 
Edward  Badger,  J.  L.  Powell,  and  J.  M.  demons,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under 
the  name  of  **  The  Knights  of  Honor  Mutual  Aid  Associ-  Name  of  corpo- 
ation/*  the  object  being  to  provide  financial  aid  to  the 
widows,  orphans,  heirs,  devisees,  and  assigns  of  deceased 
members  of  the  association  ;  and  under  said  name  it  shall 
have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§2.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  said  corporation    Principal  o (» c e 

In  Louisville. 

shall  be  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  where  all  elections  for 
directors  and  officers  shall  be  held,  every  member  of  this 
association  being  entitled  to  one  vote  in  electing  said 
board  of  directors,  and  said  vote  may  be  cast  by  the 
member  in  person  or  by  his  written  proxy. 

§3.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  controlled  by  a  board  How  controlled. 
of  directors  of  not  less  than  twelve  nor  more  than  fifteen 
members,  one  third  of  whom  shall  be  elected  each  year  at 
the  annual  election,  and  hold  the  office  of  director  for 
three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quaU 
ified. 
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(  4.  The  annual  election  for  directors  shall  be  on  the 
ScUonhcid"**'  first  Wednesday  in  June  of  each  year;  and  the  directors 

may,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  said  election,  elect  from

their  number  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from 
their  election,  and  until  their  e^iccessors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  corporators  herein  named  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  directors  until  the  first  election,  and  the  direct- 
ors first  chosen  shall  arrange,  as  they  may  deem  best,  who 
shall  hold  for  the  long  and  short  term. 

j  6.  The  officers  elected  by  the  directors,  before  entering 
upon  their  duty,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  one  au- 
thorized by  law  to  administer  oaths,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully, and  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  perform  the  duties 
of  said  office,  and  honestly  account  for  and  pay  over  all 
moneys  that  they  may  receive  to  their  successor,  or  as 
directed  by  the  directors  and  provided  for  by  the  by-laws 
of  this  corporation.

§  9.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meet- 
ings, transactions,  and  business  of  the  board  and  the  asso- 
ciation, conduct  its  correspondence,  receive  all  the  money 
tlue  the  association,  receipt  for  the  same,  and  pay  it  over 
to  the  treasurer  at  the  close  of  each  week,  taking  his  re- 
ceipt therefor;  he  shall  prepare  all  certificates  of  member- 
ship, notices  of  death,  and  register  all  memberships  and 
deaths  in  a  well-bound  book;  also  the  amount  paid  to  the 
representative  of  any  deceased  member;  he  shall,  within 
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forty  days  afler  notice  has  been  served  up»n  the  membersi 
make  a  record  of  all  those  who  have  paid  and  have  not 
paid.  He  shall  semi-annually,  or  as  often  as  required  by 
the  board,  present  a  written  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  association. 

5  10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  from  the  secretary  all 
money  belonging  to  the  association, and  deposit  the  same 
in  the  name  of  the  association  in  some  good  bank,  to  be 
designated  by  the  board,  and  shall  semi  annually,  or  as 
often  as  required  by  the  board,  present  a  written  state* 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  association. 

§  11.  Both  treasurer  and  secretary  shall  take  an  oath 
to  faithfully  perform  their  duties,  and  give  bond  in  such 
sum,  with  good  surety,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board, 
to  account  for  and  pay  over  all  money  or  other  property 
received  by  them  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same;  and 
such  bonds  shall  be  increased  or  renewed  as  often  as  de- 
manded by  the  board. 

$  12.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  charge  and 
supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  association,  and  for  this 
purpose  they  may  enact  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  charter,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  and, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  to 
faithfully  and  to  the  best  of  their  ability  perform  the  duty 
of  director. 

§  13.  The  qualifications  for  membership  in  this  associa- 
tion shall  be  that  the  applicant  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Honor,  and  furnish  a  physician's  certificate, 
showing  that  he  is  in  good  health,  sound  in  mind  and 
body,  and  that  he  is  under  fifty-five  years  of  age. 

$  14.  The  board  shall  determine  in  their  by-laws  how 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  made,  furnish  the 
necessary  form  of  application  ;  also  fix  the  schedule  of 
prices  to  be  assessed  against  its  members,  the  duea  to  be 
paid,  the  age  at  which  persons  shall  be  eligible  to  become 
members,  who  shall  be  members,  and  fees  to  be  paid  by 
the  different  members,  and  times  of  meeting  of  said  board. 
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how  meetings  shall  be  called,  &c.,  &c.,  and  such  rules  as 
are  necessary  for  their  managennent. 

§  15.  The  applicant  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion, designate  who  shall  be  the  beneficiary;  and  if  it 
shall  be  for  any  other  person  than  the  applicant,  the  said 
benefit  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  of  the  applicant. 

§  16.  Should  a  member,  at  any  time,  desire  to  change 
his  certificate,  he  shall  surrender  the  first  certificate,  or 
give  satisfactory  reasons,  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit,  why 
he  cannot  surrender  the  first  certificate,  and  send  said 
affidavit  to  the  secretary,  with  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  pay 
for  new  certificate,  who  shall  submit  same  to  the  board 
at  their  next  meeting;  and  should  the  board  be  satisfied, 
a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued. 

§  17.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member  of  this  associa- 
tion, a  certificate  of  death  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
secretary  ;  and  if  satisfactory  to  the  president,  he  shall 
instruct  the  secretary  to  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer 
for  the  amount  due  beneficiary  on  the  decease  of  said 
member. 

§  18.  Three  thousand  dollars  shall  be  the  highest  amount 
paid  by  thii5  association  on  the  death  of  a  member,  and 
this  sum  shall  be  paid  on  the  death  of  every  member 
whenever  the  membership  of  said  association  has  so  in- 
creased as  to  realize  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
from  one  assessment;  and  until  that  time,  the  benefit  paid 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  one  assessment  on  each 
member.  After  the  receipt  of  satisfactor}'  evidence  of 
the  death  of  a  member,  the  secretary  shall  immediately, 
by  mail,  notify  each  member  to  pay  their  advanced  as- 
sessment within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice; 
and  if  said  assessment  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days,  the 
member  shall  be  reported  to  the  president,  and  by  hia 
order  suspended  from  all  rights  and  benefits  of  this  asso- 
ciation. 

§  19.  Each  member  changing  his  post-office  address  is 
required  to  notify  the  secretary  of  said  change. 

§  20.  As  early  as  practicable  after  the  suspension  of  a 
member,  the  secretary  shall,  by  mail,  send  a  notice,  noti- 
fying the  member  of  the  date  of  his  suspension;  and  said 
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suspended  brother  may, -within  sixty  days  from  date  of 
his  suspension,  forward  the  assessments  for  all  deaths 
accrued  previous  to  his  suspension,  and  a  fee  of  twen- 
ty-five cents  for  the  additional  trouble;  and  should  he 
remain  suspended  for  a  ionfi^er  period  than  sixty  days 
without  making  application,  then  he  shall  be  re-examined 
by  the  physician,  and  pay  in  all  respecttS  as  though  his 
application  was  for  the  first  time. 

§21.  The   private   property   of  members  shall   not   be 
liable  for  the  debts  of  this  association. 

§  22.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1214. 

AN  AtJT  for  tbebfoefit  of  W.  C.  D.  Wbipp?. 

Be  il  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  oi  the  Commonwealth 
or  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  W.  C.  D.  Whipps,  of 
Louisville,  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky,  to  dispose  of  the 
VVillard  hotel  property,  situated  on  Jefferson  street,  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  with  two  houses  and  lots  on 
Green  street  in  the  rear  of  said  Willard  hotel  property  in 
said  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  including  furniture,  fixtures, 
and  appurtenances  of  the  same,  or  either  of  them,  in 
shares;  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  and  sell,  by  him- 
self or  agents,  as  many  certificates  of  specified,  undivided 
intere.sts  therein,  at  prices  which  will,  in  the  aggregate, 
amount  to  the  fair  equitable  value  of  the  property,  and 
Che  costs  of  disposing  of  the  same,  in  the  manner  hereby 
authorized.

on  the  record  of  the  county  court,  shall  terminate  the  ex- 
istence of  the  corporation,  and  vest  the  county  court  with 
the  same  powers  over  such  road  as  it  now  has  over  the 
ordinary  public  roads  of  the  county.

Whereas,  By  reason  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  sheriff* 
of  Perry  county  for  the  year  1876,  the  county  court  clerk 
of  said  county,  Ira  J.  Davidson,  was  unable  to  procure 
a  receipt  of  the  sheriff*  for  the  copy  of  the  assessor's  books 
made  out  by  said  clerk  for  the  sheriff*  as  required  by  law, 
and,  thereiore,  received  no  compensation  for  the  same; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tke  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of  said  Davidson,  for  the  amount  he  would  have 
been  legally  entitled  to  for  said  copy  m^ide  out  for  the 
sheriff*,  had  he  received  the  aherilf  s  receipt,  for  said  cop}'. 

§  2.    This  act  shall  take  elfeot  Iroin  its  p  ts^fige.

CHAPTER  1229. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Mnrthft  E.  Cosby,  of  Hart  county. 

Whereas,  Martha  £.  Cosby  was  improperly  charged  on 
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the  assessor's  book  of  Hart  county,  in  the  year  1876,  with 
two  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  her  tax- 
able property,  which  error  was,  on  the  14th  day  of  May, 
1877,  corrected  by  the  Hart  county  court;  but  said  error 
was  not  recognized  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  col- 
lected and  paid  the  tax  thereon  into  the  State  Treasury; 
now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aaaembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  appropriated,  for  her  benefit,  on  account  of  said 
error;  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  for  said 
amount,  payable  out  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  State. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1230, 

AS  ACT  to  regnlate  the  term  of  office  of  police  jadge  und  town  niArsbal  of 

the  town  of  Carrullton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  at  the  next  regular  town  election  in  the  town 
of  Carrollton,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and 
place  as  now  provided  by  law, -a  police  judge  and  town 
marshal  shall  be  elected,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
two  j'ears  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  till  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified* 

§  2.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  each  succeeding  two 
years  to  fill  the  offices  of  police  judge  and  town  marshal 
in  the  town  of  Carrollton.  That  otherwise  the  law  gov- 
erning the  elections  in  the  town  of  Carrollton  shall  re- 
main in  fact. 

$  3.  This  law  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1231. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  or  giving  or  loaning  of  spirituous,  vinoti?,  or 
mnit  liquors  within  two  miles  of  Deering  Camp  Sleeting  Grounds,  in  Nicb- 
olfls  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonujealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell, 
give,  or  loan  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  at  any  place  within  two  miles  of 
Deering  Camp  Meeting  Grounds,  in  Nicholas  county. 

§  2.  If  any  person  violate  this  act,  such  person  shall, 
upon  conviction  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, be  fined  in  any  sum  of  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars, 
and  not  exceeding:  thirty  dollars,  for  each  offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER    1232. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  tbaU  liquors  in  the 
village  of  Slick  Rock,  and  within  a  boundary  of  two  miles  of  said  viU 
lage,  in  Barren  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  judge  of 
Barren  county  to  grant  to  any  person  or  persons  a  license 
to  sell,  in  any  quantity,  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
in  the  village  of  Slick  Rock,  or  within  a  boundary  of 
two  miles  of  said  village. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
to  another  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  of  any  kind, 
or  in  any  quantity,  in  the  village  of  Slick  Rock,  and  within 
a  boundary  of  two  miles  of  said  village,  except  on  the 
prescription  of  a  regularly  practicing  physician,  suth  pre- 
flcription  to  be  in  writing;  and  physicians  shall  not  grant 
or  give  any  such  prescriptions,  as  above  referred  to,  ex- 
cept when  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for. medical  purposes. 

}  3.  Any  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
flhall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  now  pro- 
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vided,  or  that  may  be  provided,  by  law  as:ain8t  persona 
for  selling  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  without 
license. 

§  4.  That  any  physician  who  violates  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  fined,  in  any  court  of  compe* 
tent  jurisdiction,  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
less  than  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  ofTense. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  efi*ect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Afi  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  eotitled  *<  An  act  to  eaUblish  a  graded  school  at 
S^.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  election  for  five  trustees  of  said  school 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  1880,  at  the 
court  house  in  Shelbyville,  and  every  two  years  there- 
after, instead  of  the  time  now  provided  by  law;  and  the 
trustees  thus  efected  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  two  years 
from  date  of  said  election,  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified.

AN  ACT  to  e&able  the  coort  af  claime  of  Shelby  coonty  to  iMoe  and  tell 
bonds  to  pay  off  so  macb  of  (he  coonty  lefy  indebtedness  of  said  coaaty 
as  is  bearing  ten  per  cent,  interest* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Shelby  county,  at  any 
regular  or  called  term  of  said  court,  may  issue  and  pro* 
vide  for  the  sale  of  as  many  bonds,  not  exceeding  in 
amount  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  ofi*  so  much  of  the  county  levy  indebtedness  of  said 
county  as  is  bearing  ten  per  cent,  interest. 
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$  2.  Each  bond  shall  be  for  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
shall  bear  seven  per  cent,  interest,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  presiding  judg:e  of  the  Shelby  county  court,  and 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  court.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
payable  to  the  bearer,  and  shall  have  not  exceeding  ten 
years  to  run,  and  the  interest  shall  be  paid  semi-annually. 

^  3.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
applied  in  payment  of  so  much  of  the  county  levy  indebt- 
edness of  said  county  as  bears  ten  per  cent,  interest;  and 
said  court  of  claims  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  at  their  maturity,  and  the  county  levy  of  said  coun- 
ty shall  be  responsible  for  the  paynvent  of  said  bonds  and 
their  interest. 

§  4.   This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1235. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Lott  in  Wbitley  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  town  of  Lott,  in  Whitley  county,  Kentucky, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  the  follow- 
ing boundary,  viz :  Beginning  at  the  residence  of  6.  A. 
Siler,  including  him;  thence  due  north  to  the  residence  of 
Wm.  Provence,  including  him;  thence  west  to  John  W. 
Siler's,  including  him;  thence  south  to  the  Tennessee 
State  line;  thence  east  with  said  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  Sandy  Bottom,  J.  VV.  Faulkner,  John  Archer, 
E.  L.  Siler,  and  John  W.  Faulkner  be,  and  they  are,  ap- 
pointed trustees  of  said  town,  to  serve  until  the  fir^t 
Saturday  in  January,  1881,  on  which  day,  and  annually 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  town,  five  trustees*  The  trustees  of  said  town 
shall  have  the  same  rights,  powers,  and  duties  as  are  pre- 
scribed for  similar  officers  in  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seven  of  the  General  Statutes,  title  "  Towns." 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  trustees 
by  said   statute,  said  trustees  shall    have    the    exclusive 
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right  to  license  coffee-houses,  or  houses  for  retailing  spir- 
itous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  and  to  fix  the  amount  of 
said  license,  or  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquors  in  said  town 
by  retail,  at  their  discretion. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  January,  1S81,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  a  police  judge,  who  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  on  the  next  succeeding  Monday  after 
his  election,  after  having  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution,  and,  in  addition,  the  oath  to  well  and  faith- 
fully discharge  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  shall  execute 
a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  conditioned  on  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties.  Said  police  judge  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  civil  and  penal  cases  concurrent  with  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  may  issue  warrants  of  arrest  and 
try  persons  charged  with  a  violation  of  the  penal  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth  committed  wirhii)  the  limits  of 
said  town,  and  may  also  issue  warrants  for  and  try  per- 
sons charged  with  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  charter,  or  any  ordinance  or  by-law  adopted  under  it. 

§  5.  There  shall  also,  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same 
period,  be  elected  a  marshal  of  said  town,  who  shall  take 
a  similar  oath,  and  give  a  bond  with  good  security,  paya- 
ble to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  to  be  executed  in 
the  presence  and  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  Said  mar- 
shal shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  constable,  as 
now  prescribed  by  law. 

§  6.  The  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  receive  for 
their  services  such  fees  and  commissions  as  are  prescribed 
by  law  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  may  require  the  marshal  to 
perform  the  duties  of  collector  of  taxes  of  said  town,  and 
prescribe  his  compensation  therefor. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act  may  elect  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  office  of 
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police  judge  of  said  town,  and  also  one  to  fill  the  office 
of  marshal;  the  persons  so  elected  to  fill  said  offices  to 
hold  until  the  first  Saturday  in  January,  1881,  the  regular 
election  for  all  the  offices  mentioned  in  this  act. 

§  9.  Should  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police  judge 
or  marshal  of  said  town  occur  by  resignation,  death,  or 
otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to 
elect  a  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
power  to  enact  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  are  nee- 
cessary  for  the  government  of  said  town:  Provided,  They 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State. 

§  II.  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  limiting  the  jarisdiction  of  the  police  jadge  and  town  marsbul  of 
the  town  of  Pikeville,  Pike  county,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge  and  town 
marshal  of  the  town  of  Pikeville,  Pike  county,  shall  ex- 
tend no  further  than  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town, 
and  all  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1237. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jesse  Conningham,  of  Clark  countj,  a  panper 

lunatic. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentncky: 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  Jesse  Cunningham,  of  Clark  county,  a  pauper 
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lunatic  of  said  county.  The  amount  hereby  appropri- 
ated shall  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Mary  C  Shield,  sister  of  said 
iunatic,  with  whom  he  lives  and  is  supported,  on  the 
order  of  the  Clark  circuit  or  common  pleas  courts,  to  be 
made  annually  by  one  or  the  other  of  said  courts  as  now 
provided  by  law  in  similar  cases,  which  sum  shall  be 
Applied  to  the  support  of  said  pauper  lunatic. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its  pas^ 
sage.

pan  J,  in  Wsshington  coonty. 

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  Genet^al  Assembly  ^f  the  thmmonweallh 
t>f  Kentucktf : 

§  1.  Tliat  a  company  is  hereby  formred  and  created  a 
body-politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  DuncancK 
ville  and  Chaplin  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  beginning  on  the 
Sloomfield  Road,  at  the  crossing  of  the  Mercer  and  Wash- 
ington eounty  line,  near  Lucy  J.  Alfred^s;  thence  said 
road  by  the  most  practicable  route,  by  way  of  Seaville 
«nd  Antioch,to  the  Washingtoii  and  Anderson  county  line, 
fiear  Beaver  creek;  to  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
the  aforesaid  name  and  styJe  may  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
vn  any  of  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth;  may  use  and 
bave  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or  amend  the  same 
al  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
49bares  of  twenty-five  dollars  ^$25)  each. 

§3.  That  John  R.  Graham,  L.  H.  Sea,  Thomas  Pink- 
ston,  E.  W.  Royalty,  Wm.  Yates,  Thomas  J.  Trent,  C.  C. 
Trent,  S.  H.  Paulter,  N.  S.  Hahn,  John  R.  Mitchell,  Thos. 
tiedger,  Thos.  Brown,  and  W.  H.  Bell,  or  any  three  of 
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whom  are  willing  to  act,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed 
comnnissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock,  at  such  places  as  they  may 
designate;  and  as  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  is  sub- 
scribed, they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  for  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  presi- 
dent and  five  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  com- 
petent to  do  business,  and  to  do  all  things  authorized  by 
this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and  directors;  and  the 
management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  said

They  shall  have  power  to  require  the  treasurer,  and  all 
other  officers  and  agents  appointed  by  them,  to  execute 
bond  and  security,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  require,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incum- 
bent on  them  as  such, 

§  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz :  *'  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Dun- 
cansville  and  Chaplin  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sun> 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock 
in  said  company  set  opposite  our  names^  in  such  manner 
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and  proportion,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them  re- 
quired  under  the  law  incorporating  the  company,  to  be 

collected  as  other  debts.     Witness  our  hands  this day 

of ,  1880." 

^  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet 
grade,  and  the  metal  (sound  rock  broken),  not  less  than 
fourteen  feet  wide,  and  graded  to  an  elevation  of  not 
more  than  four  degrees.  The  depth  of  broken  metal  to 
be  not  less  than  ten  inches;  the  top  dressing  of  four 
inches  to  be  broken  to  pass  through  a  three-inch  ring. 
That  whenever  two  miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  a 
toll-gate  may  be  erected  thereon,  and  tolls  collected  there- 
at, at  the  rate  now  allowed  by  the  General  Statutes  regu- 
lating same. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  flhall

§  1.  That  said  Eliza  A.  Snell  be,  and  she  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  do  and  transact  business,  with 
the  same  privileges,  responsibilities,  and  liabilities  of  a 
feme  sole, 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  either 
directly  or  indirectly  vend  or  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Dixon,  in  Webster  county,  Ken- 
tucky, or  within  one  mile  thereof. 

§  2.  For  any  violation  of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons 
so  offending  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
to  be  recovered  by  warrant  issued  by  police  judge  of  said 
town,  judge  Webster  county  coui*t,  or  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  ;  such  warrant  be  issued  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  full  power  is  hereby  given  to 
any  such  officer  to  try  any  violation  of  this  act  that  may 
occur  within  said  corporate  limits  or  within  one  mile 
thereof;  and  the  same  proceeding  shall  be  had  upon  a 
judgment  rendered  as  if  rendered  by  a  criminal  or  circuit 
court  for  a  similar  offense. 

§  3.  All  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  one  now  selling  under 
a  license  until  the  expiration  of  such  license. 

§  5.  Provided,  however.  This  act  shall  not  be  in  force 
or  effect  until  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
town  for  its  ratification ;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting 
be  in  favor  of  said  act,  then  it  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect.  Said  election  to  be  held  at  the  same  time,  place, 
and  manner  as  elections  for  officers  of  said  town  are 
held.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

i  1.  That  subsection  one  of  section  one  of  article  six» 
of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Mt.  Sterling,  be  amended  by 
adding  after  the  word  "oflTenders,"  in  the  ninth  line  of 
said  section,  and  before  the  word  **and,"  the  following: 
And  upon  all  judgments  rendered  in  the  Mt.  Sterling  city 
court  he  may  cause  a  fi.  fa,  to  be  issued,  to  be  levied  on 
(.lie  estate  of  the  defendant,  or  may  take  a  capias  pro  fine, 
requiring  the  imprisonment  of  the  defendant  in  the  city 
work-bouse  or  county  jail,  or  work  him  upon  the  roads, 
streets,  or  alleys  of  the  county  of  Montgomery  or  city  of 
Mt.  Sterling,  until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid.  The  city 
council  may  fix,  by  ordinance,  the  amount  allowed  per 
day  for  work  in  said  city  work-house,  or  upon  the  roads^ 
streets,  or  alleys  of  Montgomery  county  or  the  city  o*  Mt. 
Sterling. 

§  2.  That  section  eight  of  article  five  of  said  charter 
be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "  to,"  and  before 
the  word  "  suit,"  the  word  '*  civil." 

§  3.  That  subsection  two  of  section  five  of  article  six 
of  said  charter  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  :  Said  city 
collector  may  appoint  a  deputy,  and  may  revoke  the  ap- 
pointment at  pleasure.  He  shall  be  responsible  upon  his 
official  covenant  for  his  deputy's  acts.  Before  said  deputy 
shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  take  the  oaths  required  by 
other  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  and  the 
city  of  Mt.  Sterling.

CHAPTER  1252. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  certain  birds  and  birds'  eggs  in  Warren,  Hickman,  and 

Fa  I  ton  conn  ties. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Ke-ntucky : 

§  1.  That  no  person  shall  catch,  kill,  or  pursue  with 
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such  intent,  or  have  the  same  in  possession  after  it  has 
been  caught  or  killed,  any  quail,  partridge,  or  pheasant, 
between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  three  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  kill,  or  have  in  possession  after  it 
has  been  killed,  any  mocking-bird,  under  a  penalty  of 
three  dollars  for  each  oflTense. 

§  3.  No  person  shall  rob  or  destroy  the  nest  or  nests  or 
eggs  of  any  of  the  birds  mentioned  in  the  first  and  sec- 
ond sections  of  this  act  at  any  time  whatsoever,  and  for 
every  oflTense  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  three  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  4.  That  the  unlawful  killing,  catching,  or  possession 
of  each  and  every  one  of  the  birds  intended  to  he  pro- 
tected by  this  act  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct 
oflTense,  and  shall  be  punishable  accordingly,  and  two  or 
more  oflTenses  may  be  joined  in  the  same  warrant  or  in* 
dictment  therefor,  and  the  person  so  ofliending,  if  con- 
victed, shall  be  fined  for  each  offense. 

§  5.  All  prosecutions  under  this  act  may  be  instituted 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace;  and,  upon  conviction,  if 
any  person  found  guilty  of  the  violation  of  this  act  shall 
fail  to  pay  the  fine  assessed  against  him,  such  person  may 
be  confined  in  the  county  jail  one  day  for  each  dollar  of 
the  fine  imposed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  counties  of  War- 
ren, Hickman,  and  Fulton,  and  shall  take  efi^ect  from  and 
after  September  Ist,  1880.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Deering  Gamp  Ground  Association,  in  Nicholas 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  T.  S.  Parks,  T.  J.  Glenn,  Thomas  A.  Dorsej-, 
R.  M.  Parks,  Moses  A.  Glenn,  Horace  M.  Taylor,  and 
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W.  P,  Ross,  and  the  followiDg  laymen,  viz :  Rev.  Morris 
Evans,  W.  T.  Pointer,  and  H.  P.  Walker,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deering  Gamp  Ground 
Association,  situated  on  Licking  river,  and  on  the  Ken- 
tucky Central  Railroad,  and  near  the  railroad  bridge 
which  spans  said  river  in  Nicholas  county;  to  have  per- 
petual  succession,  with  right  to  obtain,  hold,  sell,  and 
convey,  and  dispose  of  every  class  of  property  necessary 
for  the  uses  of  this  company,  not  to  exceed  in  value  two 
thousand  dollars;  and  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
the  courts  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  transact  all  busi- 
ness in  its  corporate  name  for  its  corporate  purposes; 
and  may  make  by-laws  for  its  government,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  laws  of  the  land. 

§  2.  Said  company  having  erected,  at  considerable  ex- 
pense, a  large  amphitheatre  and  chapel  for  religious 
services,  a  dining-hall,  a  large  number  of  nice  cottages, 
ice-house,  cisterns,  stables,  and  a  number  of  other  build- 
ings, &c.,  and  the  grounds  inclosed  with  a  neat  fence,  it 
shall  be  the  object  and  business  of  said  company  to  keep 
up  and  maintain  said  grounds,  with  all  the  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging,  and  to  furnish  good  boarding  or 
single  meals  for  all  persons  who  may  desire  it,  and  sta- 
bles and  provender  for  horses,  and  all  other  necessary 
accommodations  for  the  public  during  religious  services 
on  said  camp  ground,  at  fair  and  reasonable  rates. 

§  3.  The  company  shall  have  authority  to  forbid  all 
transient  persons  from  erecting  booths  and  selling  con- 
fectioneries, fruits  and  melons,  tobacco  and  cigars,  or 
any  kind  of  diet  or  provender  for  horses,  at  any  place 
within  one  mile  of  said  camp  ground,  without  first  ob- 
taining the  written  permission  to  do  so  of  said  company. 

^  4.  If  any  person  or  persons  violate  section  three  of 
this  act,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars,  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  be- 
fore any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
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§  5.  The  company  shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and 
privileges,  and  may  do  all  the  acts  and  things  necessary 
to  keep  up  said  buildings,  grounds,  &c.,  and  to  police 
said  grounds,  that  good  order  may  be  maintained  during 
the  religious  services ;  and  to  provide  for  the  accommo- 
dation and  comfort  of  the  people  during  religious  ser- 
vices, and  at  all  other  times  from  the  beginning  of  any 
protracted  meeting  until  its  close. 

^  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  post  at 
least  twenty  printed  copies  of  their  rules  and  regulations 
at  the  most  public  places  on  said  camp  grounds  at  the 
beginning  of  each  protracted  meeting. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  or  restrict  any  person  or  persons  attending 
services  on  said  camp  ground  from  bringing  their  own 
diet  and  eating  it  on  said  ground,  renting  cottages  and 
boarding  themselves,  &c. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  10  iatsorporate  the  Perryville  Male  and  Female  Seminarj,  io  Boyle 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoetdth 
vf  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning,  previously  known 
as  Harmonia  College,  located  in  the  town  of  Perry ville, 
Boyle  county,  Kentucky,  now  owned  and  controlled  by 
the  Kentucky  Presbytery  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Perryville  Male  and 
Female  Seminary. 

^  2.  That  the  following  persons  appointed  as  a  board 
of  trustees  by  said  Presbytery,  viz :  Rev.  J,  C.  Gilliam, 
Nelson  Wingate,  W.  W.  Brinton,  Dr.  J.  W.  Reno,  S.  C, 
S.  Vanarsdall,  J.  C.  Barkley,  J.  B.  H.  Latimer,  Dr.  J.  B. 
Boiling,  and  W.  L.  Caldwell,  and  their  successors,  shall 
be  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Perryville  Seminary. 
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§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  their  number 
a  president,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary 
to  do  business;  five  members  constituting  a  quorum. 

$  4.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to^elect 
members  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  death,  resign 
nation,  or  other  causes,  the  same  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
Presbytery. 

^  5.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  with  the  consent  of 
the  principal  of  said  seminary,  shall  have  power  to  direct 
the  course  of  study,  to  appoint  assistant  teachers  as  may 
be  necessary  to  complete  the  course  of  study  prescribed 
by  said  board,  and  to  make  all  by-laws  and  regulations 
necessary  for  the  management  and  control  of  said  semi-* 
nary. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  in  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  any  principal  or  teacher  they  may 
employ  or  may  discharge,  appoint  his  or  her  successor; 
shall  visit  the  seminary,  attend  the  annual  examinations, 
and  give  such  counsel  to  the  principal  as  the  interest  of 
the  seminary  may  require. 

(  7.  That  the  principal  and  teachers,  with  the  consent 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  grant  diplomas  signed  by  the 
principal,  teachers,  and  board  of  trustees,  together  with 
the  seal  of  the  seminary,  which  shall  be  as  valid  as  those 
conferred  by  any  other  seminary  or  college  in  this  State  : 
Provided,  That  no  such  honor  be  conferred  upon  any  of 
the  students  but  those  who  shall  have  completed  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  studies,  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion, and  shall  have  sustained  a  good  mora)  character. 

§  8.  That  should  Kentucky  Presbytery  at  any  time 
remove  or  dismiss  the  present  board  of  trustees,  or  therr 
successors,  and  appoint  a  new  board,  the  new  board  shaH 
have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers  conferred 
upon  the  present  board  of  trustees. 

§  9    That  the  trustees  shall  report  annually  the  wants, 
condition,  and  prospects  of  the  seminary,  the  condttion  of 
the  property,  &c.,  to  the  Kentucky  Presbytery. 
§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1256. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  advertising  of  real  estate  ander  ezecation  sales 
for  State  and  coiiDtj  taxes,  sales  nnder  decrees  or  judgments  in  Robert- 
son county,  and  to  regulate  the  compensation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  sheriflTs  and  master  and  special  com-' 
missioners  making  sale  of  real  estate  under  execution  or 
by  virtue  of  judgments,  where  the  execution  or  judgment 
is  for  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  and  over,  shall  advertise 
the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  the  Robertson  County  Tri- 
bune, a  weekly  newspaper,  published  in  Mt.  Olivet,  Rob- 
ertson county,  Kentucky,  by  John  W.  Zollar,  for  two 
weeks,  by  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  making 
the  sale. 

^  2.  That  sheriffs  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of 
sale  of  land  for  State  and  county  taxes  in  said  newspaper 
for  four  weeks,  by  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of 
sale. 

§  3.  That  the  publisher  of  said  newspaper  shall  be  al- 
lowed eighty  cents  per  lineal  inch  of  the  usual  type  of 
said  newspaper  for  the  first  insertion,  and  forty  cents  for 
the  subsequent  insertions  of  such  advertisements  as  are 
provided  for  in  first  section  of  this  act,  to  be  taxed  as 
costs  in  the  returns  or  proceedings,  and  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  list  of  taxable  property,  as  required  by  second 
section,  to  be  taxed  up  as  costs  of  sale. 

§  4.  That  in  case  said  Tribune  should  cease  to  be  pub- 
lished at  any  future  time,  and  there  is  no  other  newspaper 
published  at  Mt.  Olivet,  then  this  act  shall  be  null  and 
void,  and  the  old  law  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 

§  5.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Weber,  and  Dr.  J.  J.  Brown,  shall  be,  and  they  and  their 
successors  in  office  are  hereby  constituted,  a  bod}' -corpo- 
rate and  politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Board 
of  Officers  of  the  Paramont  Institute;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  existence,  and  a  cor- 
porate seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure;  but  it  shall 
be  necessary  for  said  corporation  to  procure  a  corporate 
seal.

subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the 
subscribers,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
Adair  County  Deposit  Bank;  and  shall  so  continue  for  Name  of  bank. 
twenty  years  from  its  oganization;  and  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  be- 
ing sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answer- 
ing  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;  it 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the 
flame  at  pleasure.

good  cause  shown  or  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  court. 

§  7.  When,  after  such  correction  as  the  court  may  deem 
proper,  said  report  shall  be  approved  and  confirmed,  judg- 
ment shall  be  rendered  against  each  of  the  parties  named 
in  the  report  for  the  amount  each,  according  to  said  re- 
port as  so  corrected,  should  be  required  to  pay  and  for 
costs;  and  at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the  date 
of  said  judgment,  several  executions  shall  issue  against 
all  persons  who  have  not  then  paid  to  the  sherifi*  or  other 
ofllicer  who  collects  executions  from  said  court,  the  sums 
adjudged  to  be  due  by  them  respectively;  which  execu- 
tions may  be  levied  on  any  property  held  by  defendants 
therein  respectively,  or  which  was  owned  by  them  at  the 
date  of  the  judgment. 

§  8.  The  court  shall  make  proper  orders  for  the  safe- 
keeping and  disposition  of  the  money  to  be  collected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  if  the  amount  col- 
lected shall  he  more  than  necessary  to  pay  the  judgment 
and  costs,  the  residue  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county,  or  to  such  other 
ofiicer  or  person  as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may 
by  order  direct  to  receive  same, and  same  shall  be  used  in 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds 
issued  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

5  9.  The  sheriff  or  other  officer  who  may  collect  such 
sums  as  shall  be  voluntarily  paid  to  him  under  such  judg- 
ment, shall  be  respon.-ible  for  same  on  his  official  bond; 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  as  sheriffs 
shall  be  entitled  for  collecting  taxed  due  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  10.  The  bonds  to  be  issued  under  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment  shall,  on  their  face,  stipulate  that 
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the  holders  of  any  of  them,  or  of  any  coupon  thereof, 
flhall  be  entitled  to  the  remedies  for  the  collection  of  same 
herein,  and  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  pro- 
vided  for. 

^  11.  That  bonds  issaed  under  authority  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment  may  bear  any  rate  of  inter- 
est that  may  be  fixed  by  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
and  specified  in  said  bonds,  not  exceeding  seven  (7)  per 
centum  per  annum.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  0.  Kennedy.  * 

Wberbas,  Certain  improved  real  estate  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky,  listed  in  the  name 
of  Andrew  McKinley,  was  returned  as  delinquent  for 
State  taxes  to  the  Auditor,  who  caused  a  sale  to  be  made 
of  said  property  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1874,  to  raise 
the  amount  returned  as  due  on  said  property,  and  W.  C. 
Kennedy  became  the  purchaser  thereof  at  said  sale  for 
the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and 
thirty-six  cents,  the  amount  of  said  delinquent  tax  and 
costs,  which  sum  he  paid,  and  the  same  was  received  by 
the  Auditor  and  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State; 
and  whereas,  thereafter,  in  an  action  in  the  Louisville 
chancery  court.  No.  27572,  McKinley,  &c.,  versus  Mc- 
Kinley, &c.,  the  legality  of  said  tax  was  litigated  by  the 
McKinleys  and  defended  by  said  Kennedy,  who  was  rep- 
resented by  able  and  experienced  counsel,  yet,  after  due 
investigation,  it  was  considered  by  the  court  that  the  tax 
8o  levied  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  said  Kennedy, 
and  for  which  said  property  was  sold,  was  in  part  illegally 
asiiessed,  and  that  Kennedy  acquired  no  interest  in  the 
land,  nor  had  he  or  the  SState  any  claim  on  McKinley  or 
the  property  for  the  said  taxes  because  of  the  illegal  as- 
sessment and  sale  to  the  extent  of  ($550)  five  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  of  the  amount  so  paid  into  the  Treasury 
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by  said  Kennedy;  and  whereas*,  said  Kennedy,  prior  to 
the  said  litigation  concerning  the  legality  of  the  assess- 
ment, had  received  from  a  fund  in  court  of  said  McKinley 
the  full  amount  paid  by  him  at  said  sale;  but  after  said 
decree,  was,  by  rule,  compelled  to  payback  to  the' said 
McKinley  said  :*um  of  i\ve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
which  he  did  on  the  28th  of  March,  1878;  and  whereas^ 
the  Treasury  of  the  Slate  has  said  money  so  illegally 
collected  and  received  from  said  Kennedy;  therefore, 

lie  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
fit  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be.  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favor 
of  W.  C.  Kennedy,  of  Louisville,  Jefferson  county,  Ken- 
tucky, for  the  sum  of  ($550)  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
being  full  amount  of  said  illegal  tax  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury by  said  Kennedy  and  received  by  the  State,  with 
interest;  the  acceptance  by  said  Kennedy  of  said  warrant 
shall  be  in  full  discharge  to  said  State  because  of  any 
claim  he  may  have  against  the  State  arising  from  the 
payment  by  him  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  this  act,  by 
providing  that  the  proper  officers  of  the  State  shall  re- 
a«sess  said  property  for  the  years  1865  to  1871,  inclusive.

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persona 
to  let  hogs  run  at  large  along  the  line  of  theGermantown 
and  Chatham  and  the  Germantown  and  Brooksville  Turn- 
pike  Roads,  in  Bracken  county,  unless  such  hogor  hogs 
have  rings  in  their  snouts  sufficient  to  keep  them  from 
rooting  the  ground. 

§  2.  For  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
owner  of  auch  hog  or  hogs  thus  running  at  large  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  nor  n>ore  than  one 
dollar  for  each  day  such  hog  runs  on  said  roads;  said  fine 
to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  police 
judge  in  Bracken  county.

That  section  2d  of  an  act  concerning 
Mill  creek  and  tributaries,  in  Jefferson  county,  chapter 
350,  of  the  Acts  of  1876,  be  so  amended  as  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  land-holders  through  whose  land  said  creek  or 
tributaries  run,  between  where  the  Valley  Turnpike  and 
Gravel  Road  crosses  said  creek  and  the  mouth  of  Mill 
creek,  and  all  the  tributaries  of  said  creek  west  of  said 
turnpike  and  gravel  road,  to  remove  all  drift-wood,  brush, 
dams,  or  other  obstructions  from  said  creek  and  tributa- 
ries on  their  respective  lands;  and  when  said  creek  or 
tributaries,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  the  division  line 
between  the  adjoining  land,  then  each  land-holder  shall 
remove  such  drift-wood,  brush,  dams,  or  other  obstruc- 
tions on  his  land  ;  and  such  removal  shall  be  made  io 
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each  year  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  first  day  of 
November  in  each  succeeding  year;  and  when  such  re- 
moval is  made,  the  drift-wood,  brush,  dams,  or  other 
obstructions,  shall  be  removed  to  a  distance  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  the  main  channel  of  said 
cre^k  or  tributaries. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  failing  to  remove  drift-wood, 
brush,  dams,  or  other  obstructions,  as  above  required,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  any  such  ofl[ense,  recoverable  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Jefierson  ;  the 
fines  herein  imposed  to  be  applied  to  removal  of  the  ob- 
structions in  said  creek  and  tributaries.

hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  public 
auction,  at  the  court-house  door  in  Piketon,  Pike  county, 
Kentucky,  the  house  and  lot  of  ground  in  said  town  of 
Piketon,  said  lot  containing  between  one  half  and  one 
quarter  of  an  acre,  which  was  purchased  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  as  the  property  of  P.  A.  Cline. 
The  sale  will  be  made  after  due  advertisement,  upon  the 
following  terms:  One  third  cash,  one  third  on  a  credit  of 
one  year,  and  the  remainder  on  a  credit  of  two  years  from 
the  day  of  sale,  and  will  require  the  purchaser  to  give 
bonds,  with  good  security,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  for  the  deferred  payments.

Morris,  of 
Trimble  county;  and  Cornelius  Deweese  and  W.  F.  Howe, 
of  Carroll  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  a

road;  and  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  to  pay  any  install- 
ment when  so  demanded,  the  same  may  be  recovered  by 
an  action,  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  in  such  cases;  and  in  all  such 
actions  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  any  other  de- 
mand than  the  publication  provided  for  in  this  section; 
or  in  case  such  a  failure  to  pay  any  installment,  or  part  of 
installment,  so  demanded,  shall  continue  for  the  space  of 
sixty  days  after  the  time  the  same  is  required  by  such  de- 
mand to  be  paid,  the  board  of  directors  may,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, order  the  same  to  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and 
may,  if  they  think  proper,  sell  such  share  or  shares  for  the 
benefit  of  the  company;  or,  in  the  event  of  the  highest 
bid  being  less  than  the  unpaid  balance  and  interest  on 
said  subscription,  then  the  company  may  become  pur- 
chaser, and  shall  retire  said  subscription.  But  the  board

A 
certificate  of  such  oath,  taken  before  an  officer  author- 
ized by  law  to  administer  oaths,  ^hall  be  filed  with  the 
records  of  said  company.  That  if,  in  judicial  proceed- 
ings and  judgments  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, it  shall  be  adjudged  that  any  engineer  or  any  of  the 
officers  aforesaid  shall,  at  any  time  after  taking  such  oath., 
have  been  interested  with  any  contractor  in  any  contract 
for  the  construction  of  said  road,  or  any  part  of  it,  or  for 
equipping  said  road  or  its  branches,  no  recovery  in  law 
shall  be  had  on  such  contract;  and  said  engineer  inter- 
ested, or  officer,  shall  be  deemed  guiJiy  ol  the  crime  of 
perjury. 

§  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company 
Co  acquire,  by  purchase  or  donation,  and  hold  land  for 
stone-quarries  and  timber,  and  coal  and  other  mineral 
lands  that  may  be  necessary  (uv  the  construction  and  re- 
pairs of  the  road  and  its  business. 

§  16.  That  said  company  may  connect  its  said  road,  or 
any  of  its  branches,  with  the  railroad  of  any  other  com- 
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pany,  in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  may  parchasre  or  lease 
and  operate  an}'  railroad  connecting  with  the  road  or 
branches  of  said  Madison  and  Southern  Railroad  Com- 
pany; and  it  tnay  consolidate  with  and  make  running  and 
operating  ari*ang€ments  with  any  other  railroad  company, 
upon  8uch  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  contracting 
parties;  and  it  shall  be  )awiul  for  the  franchises  and  sub- 
scri)>tion  of  stock  granted  and  subscribed  to  any  other 
railroad  company  to  be  assigned  and  transferred  to  the 
Madison  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  and  the  like 
power  and  privileges  are  hereby  granted  to  any  railroad 
company  with  which  it  may  contract. 

§  17.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  unite  therr 
May  unite  with  foad,  brauch  or  branches,  with  any  other  railroad  or  rail- 
roads,  and  to  acquire  interest  in  other  roads  or  parts  of 
roadst,  and  use  the  same  as  parts  of  their  main  line,  branch 
or  branches,  with  the  consent  of  the  directors  of  such 
companies.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  have  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  of  prosecution;  and  any  person 
or  per&ons  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  and  for- 
feitures  for  injuries  done  and  committed  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  such 
tolls  and  rates  for  travel  and  tran^^portation  over  their 
road  and  its  branches  as  are  provided  for  in  the  laws  in- 
corporating the  Madison  and  Southern  Railroad  Company 
and  acts  amendatory  thereto ;  and  shati  have  all  the  pow- 
ers and  privileges  conferred  upon  said  Madison  and  South- 
ern Railroad  Company  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  for 
constructing  and  operating  their  said  proposed  railroad, 
not  herein  specified  and  granted,  and  not  in  conflict  with 
the  terms  of  this  charter. 

§  18.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  are  em- 
powered to  appoint  an  executive  committee  of  five  per- 
sons from  among  the  directors  of  the  company,  of  whom 
the  president  shall  be  one,  and  authorize  said  com^mittee 
to  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business  of  the 
said  company  during  the  intervals  of  the  meeting  of  the 
board;  and  may,  at  any  time,  discontinue  said  committee, 
or  remove  any  member  thereof. 
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§  19.  That  in  order  to  create  and  secure  a  fund  for  the 
final  payment  of  the  indebtedne:<s  of  said  company,  i^aid 
company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  create 
and  form  a  sinking  fund  for  that  purpose,  in  that  way 
deemed  most  advantageous  and  practicable  by  the  board 
of  directors  to  said  payment 

^  20.  The  property  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of 
this  State  until  one  section  of  twenty*five  miles  of  said 
road  shall  have  been  completed,  or  for  three  years  from 
the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  law  and  its  approval 
by  the  Governor.  Said  railroad  company  may  construct 
or  purchase  a  telegraph  line  near  this  road  and  branche:<, 
or  may  become  owners  of  stock  in  any  company  which 
may  construct  such  line  of  telegraph,  and  may  establish 
an  express  company  over  their  line  of  railroad,  branches, 
and  connections,  and  become  owners  of  stock  in  such  a 
company,  with  the  usual  privileges  of  such  companies, 
and  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions  upon  them.  The  said 
company  may  acquire  any  corporate  rights,  franchise.**, 
and  privileges  in  other  States,  and  use  the  same,  which 
they  may  receive  from  the  Legislatures  thereof,  or  which 
they  may  acquire  therein,  not  inconsistent  with  this  char- 
ter or  the  laws  of  Kentucky.  They  shall  begin  work  on 
their  road,  in  good  faith,  within  three  years,  and  complete 
the  same  within  ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
or  forfeit  the  powers  and  franchises  herein  conferred. 

^  21.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1286. 

AN  ACT  to  lucorpora  e  the  flinkston  Turnpike  Road  OoiupAQy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name  Name  of 
and  style  of  the  Mt.  Sterling  and  Bald  Eagle  Turnpike 
Road   Company,  for  the   purpose   of  making   a  turnpike

as  they  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  pres- 
ident and  five  directors  ;  the  said  officers  to  be  elected 
from  the  stockholders,  and  one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for 
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each  share  of  stock  ;  and  the  paid  officers  shall  continue 
in  office  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  likewise 
duly  elected.

the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  or  part  ^^' 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone,  and  the  width  or  part 
thereof  to  be  elevated  and  graded  and  left  uncovered  with 
stone;  shall  designate  the  place  for  the  erection  of  gates, 
not  exceeding  one  for  every  five  miles  of  said  road;  and 
they  may  charge  and  receive  the  same  tolls  which  are  al- 
lowed by  law  :  Provided^  The  width  of  said  road  shall  not 
exceed  forty  feet,  and  the  part  covered  with  stone  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  feet,  and  the  rate  of  toll  shall  not 
exceed  an  annual  dividend  of  six  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
stock  required  to  complete  said  road. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  call  on  the  sub- 
scribers of  slock  for  any  portion  of  their  subscription,  not 
exceeding  one  fifth  of  the  total  amount  at  one  time,  nor 
on  shorter  periods  than  three  months,  beginning  with  one 
call,  until  all  shall  have  been  paid;  and  if  it  shall  be 
ascertained  that  the  amount  of  capital  before  named  is 
not  sufficient  to  accomplir^h  the  objects  of  this  act,  the 
president  and  direotors  may  increase  the  capital  to  such 
sum  as  they  may  judge  sufficient  to  complete  the  road;

and  the  president  shall  give  thirty  days'  notice  of  the 
amount  of  the  call  on  each  share  of  stock,  and  of  the 
time  of  payment;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  his  proportion  of  such  stock  for  the  space

ine  any  lands,  quarries  of  stone,  or  other  material  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  or  use  of  said  road ;  and  where 
the  use  of  any  quarry,  stone,  or  other  material  (which 
shall  not  be  within  two  hundred  yards  of  any  person's 
residence)  shall  be  necessary  in  the  construction  and  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  and*  the  board  of  directors  anci  the 
owner  of  said  land,  stone,  quarry,  or  material  cannot 
agree  upon  the  price  that  shall  be  paid  by  the  company 
for  the  same,  application  shall  be  made,  in  behalf  of  the 
company,  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  said 
land,  quarry,  stone,  or  other  material  may  be  situated,  for 
a  jury  to  assess  the  value  of  the  same;  and  after  the 
return  and  confirmation  by  the  pioper  court  of  the  in-

rials for  the  purpose  aforesaid.  The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  lands,  quarry,  stone,

vided.  Said  conpany  shall  be  liabie  for  any  damages  by 
reason  of  such  ingress  and  egress. 

§  12..  When  said  road,  or  any  continuoas  section  of 
three  miles  of  said  road,  shall  have  been  completed,  the 
board  of  directors  shall  apply  to  the  judge  of  the  county 
court  of  Montgomery  county,  or  any  three  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
said  section  of  said  road,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  con- 
structed according  to  this  charter,  to  certify  the  same,  and 
to  return  said  certificate  to  the  county  court  thereof  for 
When  may  erect  rccord  I  and  OH  said  Certificate  being  signed  by  the  county 
judge  or  justices  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
president  and  directors  to  erect  a  toll-gate  upon  said  sec- 
tion of  said  road,  and  to  collect  for  all  travel  and  transit 
through  it  toils  according  to  the  rates  hereinafter  estab- 
lished. 

§  13.  Toll-gate  keepers  shall  be  appointed  in  the  man- 
ner and  mode  prescribed  in  section  fourteen  of  an  act 
approved  26th  February,  1849,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend 
the  charter  of  the  Winchester  and  Mt.  Sterling  Turnpike 
Road  Company,^*  with  the  proviso  and  exemptions  con- 
tained in  said  section  of  said  act;  and  the  same  penalty 
and  forfeiture  shall  be  imposed  upon  and  collected  from 
every  and  hII  persons  traveling  upon  and  using  said  road, 
and  willfully  failing  to  pay  toll  or  avoiding  the  gates,  that 
are  imposed  by  section  fifteen  of  the  last  named  act;  and 
an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  is  to  be  kept, 
dividends  on  the  capital  stock  to  be  declared  and  paid, 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  capital  stock  after  paying 
expenses,  in  the  manner,  and  upon  the  terms,  and  with 
all  the  provisions,  as  prer»cribed  and  dir^-cted  in  section 
sixteen  of  said  la:»t  named  act.  The  same  tolls,  and  no 
other,  shall  be  charged  and  coll(:;c(e(i  from  all  persons 
using  said  turnpike  road,  as  are  fixed  by  chapter  110 
of  the  General  Statutes,  titled  "  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and 
Plank  Roads.'-' 

§  14,  That  all  wheel  carriages  and' vehicles  using  said 
road  ^hall,  in  passing  other  wheel  carriages,  keep  on  the 
right  hand  side,  leaving  the  other  side  free  and  clear  lor 
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wheel  carriagea  to  pass  and  repass,  except  when  over- 
taking or  passing  a  carriage  of  slower  draught ;  and  every 
carter,  driver,  or  wagoner  oflending  against  this  provision 
shall  pay  to  any  person  suing  for  the  same  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  and  also  all  damages  any  person  may  sus* 
tain,  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  the 
circuit  court  of  the  appropriate  county. 

§  15.  The  san^  penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  and  col- 
lected from  any  toll-gate  keeper  on  said  road,  who  shall 
demand  and  receive  from  any  person  using  said  road  a 
greater  amouivt  or  rate  of  toil  than  is  authorized  by  this 
act,  recoverable  by  the  same  persons  and  in  the  same 
manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  limitations  as  prescribed 
in  section  eighteen  of  the  act  aforesaid;  and  the  gate- 
keepers employed  on  said  road  shall  execute  bond  or 
bonds,  with  good  security,  payable  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  as  such  gate-keepers  by  themselves,  and  such 
persons  as  may  be  employed  by  them;  and  the  board  of 
directors  may  cause  such  bonds  to  be  renewed  whenever 
they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

§  16.  All  laws  relating  to  the  obstructions  on  the  Mays- 
yille,  Washington,  Paris,  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  and  all  laws  providing  for  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  said  road,  and  all  bridges  and  property  of 
every  description  belonging  or  attached  to  it,  and  all  laws 
preventing  and  punishing  ofienses  for  any  act  or  acts 
relating  to  said  road,  or  any  property  or  appendage  of  it, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable,  to  be  a  part  of  this  charter. 

§  17.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  amend  this  charter 
at  pleasure,  and  this  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  it9 
passage.

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CHAPTER  1287. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gamarfro  and  S'anton  Tornpike  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Camargo  and  Stanton  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  or  gravel 
road  from  Camargo,  in  Montgomery  county,  to  Stanton, 
in  Powell  county,  passing  at  or  near  the  Poplar  Tavern,  on 
Lulbegrud  creek,  and  that  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  he  as  many  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  as  will 
make  said  road,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  shall  be  opened  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June 
next,  or  at  any  time  thereafter  that  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient, in  Camargo,  under  the  direction  of  William  Ficklini 
James  H.  Hall,  William  F.  Harton,  John  Jay  Anderson, 
and  George  Douglass,  of  Montgomery  county,  in  Stanton, 
under   the  direction   of  John   W.    Williams,  John    Rose, 

Judge  J.  R,  Hard  wick, Wallers,  and  Thomas  B.  Hall, 

of  Powell  county,  or  some  two  or  more  of  them  at  each 
place,  who  are  appointed  commissioners.  The  subscribers 
to  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation, 
substantially  :  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
severally  promise  to  pay  to  the  Camargo  and  Stanton 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  cash, 
labor,  or  materials,  as  the  president  and  directors  may  re- 
quire, for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our 
names  respectively,  and  agreeably  to  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  incorporating  said  company.  Notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  opening  of  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  company. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  theiQ, 
may  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  has 
been  subscribed  to  justify  commencing  the  making  of  said 
road,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
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ors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  A  treasurer  shall  be 
appointed  ahnually  by  the  president  and  drrectorp,  who 
shall  give  a  bond,  with  good  siecurity,  in  an  adequate 
penalty,  payable  to  said  company,  conditioned  that  he 
will  faithfully  di:?charge  the  duties  of  treasurer,  that  he 
will  perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  company,  and  that  he  will  pay  the  amount  of  moneys 
in  his  hands  to  the  president  and  directors,  or  to  their 
order:  Provided,  That  the  said  president,  directors,  and 
treasurer,  before  entering  upon  their  offices  respectively, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the 
peace  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
without  favor  or  affection,  and  to  the  best  of  his  judg- 
ment. 

$  4.  That  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the 
president  and  directors,  they  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law%  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Gamargo  and  Stanton  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and 
by  said  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the 
privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  capital  stock, 
and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof;  and  of  purchasing, 
taking,  and  holding,  to  them  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, and  of  selling,  transferring,  and  conveying  all  such 
lands,  tenements,  and  real  and  personal  estate,  as  much 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
work;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
courts  of  record  or  any  other  place  whatever;  also  to  have 
a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  and  every  thing  which  a 
body-politic  or  corporate  may  lawfully  do. 

i  5.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many 
votes  in  the  election  of  a  president  and  directors,  abd  in 
all  other  elections,  as  he  may  hold  shares  of  stock  in  said 
company:  Provided,  That  if  the  county  court  of  Mont- 
gomery and  Powell  counties  shall  take  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, they  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  vote  for  every  ten 
shares  of  stock  in  said  company.  The  stockholders  may 
vote  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The  election  shall  take  place 
annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  unless  the  time 
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shall  be  changed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the  president 
shall  lay  before  them  an  expose  of  the  situation  of  said 
company,  and  the  records  of  their  proceedings.  The 
company  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for  their  gov- 
ernment, and  to  fix  days  and  places  for  their  annual 
meetings  and  elections;  and  certificates  of  stock  shall  be 
transferable  as  other  personal  property  on  the  books  of 
the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  and  proper  certifi- 
cates of  stock  shall  be  given  to  stockholders;  no  share 
shall  be  transferred  until  all  calls  and  arrearages  shall  be 
paid  thereon.  The  by-laws  shall  provide  for  calling 
meetings  of  the  president  and  directors,  the  number  of 
which  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  the  keeping  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  board;  the  filling  of  vacancies  in 
the  board  or  otherwise;  the  election  of  agents,  superin- 
tendents, gate-keepers,  engineers,  and  others;  and  the 
president  and  directors  shall  prescribe  the  time,  manner, 
and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  make 
payments  on  their  respective  shares.  The  president  may 
draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  sums  necessary  to  be 
disbursed,  and  the  board  may  do  ail  such  matters  and 
things  as  by  the  charter  and  the  by-laws  they  are  author- 
ized to  do. 

§  6.  The  president  shall  give  public  notice  for  at  least 
thirty  days  on  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share  of  stock, 
and  of  the  time  of  payment;  and  should  any  stockholder 
fail  to  pay  each  call  as  may  be  made  within  thirty  days 
after  it  falls  due,  he  shall  pay  one  per  cent,  per  month 
for  such  failure  until  the  call  shall  be  fully  paid;  and  for 
failure  to  pay  the  call  and  interest  for  six  months,  the 
president  and  directors  may  forfeit  to  the  corporation  the 
shares  so  unpaid,  and  the  amount  which  may  have  been 
paid  on  such  shares,  and  such  forfeited  shares  may  be 
sold  by  the  president  at  public  auction  for  what  they  may 
bring,  provided  they  bring  the  balance  due  thereon,  or 
the  president  may  force  payment  from  such  stockholder 
bv  law. 

§  7.  The  road  shall  be  graded  as  deemed  most  advisable 
by  the  president  and  directors;  the  width  of  the  grade  of

the  road  shall  not  be  greater  than  thirty  feet,  and  the 
portion  covered  with  metal  or  macadamized  stone  shall 
not  exceed  sixteen  feet ;  and  the  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  then),  may  fix  the  route  over  which  paid 
road  shall  pass;  and  by  themselves,  servants,  and  agents 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  land 
and  inclosures  through  and  over  which  said  intended 
road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  to  examine  and 
survey  the  ground  therefor,  and  to  examine  for  quarries, 
beds  of  stone,  and  other  material  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion and  repair  of  the  road;  and  in  case  the  corpora- 
tion, by  purchase  or  voluntary  cession,  shall  not  be  able 
to  acquire  the  lands  over  which  the  road  shall  be  laid, 
the  same  may  be  condemned  as  required  by  the  General 
•Statutes. 

§  8.  So  soon  as  said  road  may  be  completed,  and  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  one  respectively  from  the  counties 
of  Montgomery  and  Powell,  shall  certify  to  the  fact,  toll- 
gates  may  be  put  across  said  road,  not  less  than  five 
miles  apart,  or  in  that  proportion  for  the  whole  length  of 
the  said  road,  and  the  corporation  may  collect  tolls  as 
now  provided  by  law. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  all  necessary  toll-gatherers,  and  to  collect 
toll  from  every  person  using  said  road. 

§  10.  If  any  person  liable  to  pay  tolls  on  said  road 
shall,  with  intent  to  defraud  the  company,  pass  through 
any  private  gate  or  bars,  or  along  or  over  any  grounds 
or  lands  near  to  such  turnpike  gate  ;  or,  with  intent  to 
lessen  or  evade  the  payment  of  toll,  shall  practice  any 
other  fraud  or  device,  or  use  force,  such  person  so  offend- 
ing, for  each  and  every  offense,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
said  company,  over  and  above  the  tolls,  a  sum  not  less 
than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars,  recoverable 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the 
name  of  the  corporation,  and  for  its  sole  use. 

§  11.  Whenever  the  county  court  of  either  of  said  coun- 
ties shall  enter  an  order  that  the  said  road  is  so  far  out  of 
order  in  its  county  that  tolls  should  not  be  paid,  then  the 
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company  shall  be  forbidden  to  charge  tolls  in  said  coanty 
at  their  ^ate  ;  and  should  they  offend,  the  company  shall 
be  finable,  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  five 
dollars,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  in 
an  action  of  debt  by  any  person  aggrieved  :  Provided, 
The  president  of  said  company  shall  have  notice  of  such 
order  of  the  county  court.  After  such  order  no  toll  shall 
be  charged  until  said  court  is  satisfied  that  the  road  has 
been  sufBciently  repaired,  or  until  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  said  county,  from  personal  inspection  of  the  road,  shall 
certiCy  that  it  has  been  repaired,  and  that,  in  his  judgment, 
toll  ought  to  be  charged,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed 
in  the  county  clerk's  office,  and  there  to  be  recorded  by 
the  clerk,  for  which  the  clerk  shall  be  paid  twenty-five 
cents  by  the  company  ;  and  so  soon  as  so  filed,  tolls  may 
be  charged  and  collected  oh  said  road.  Should  any  toll- 
gatherer  on  said  road  charge  and  collect  a  greater  amount 
of  toll  than  hereby  authorized,  he  shall  be  fined  ten  dol- 
lars, before  any  justice  of  the  ^eace,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
informant. 

§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  fair 
account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  com- 
pany, which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  inspection  of 
any  stockholder,  and  be  laid  before  the  stockholders  at 
their  general  meetings.  After  the  completion  of  the  road 
the  president  and  directors  shall,  at  every  annual  meet- 
ing, make  a  dividend  of  the  clear  profits,  and  pay  it  to 
the  shareholders  :  Provided,  homever^  That  if  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  the  tolls,  at  the  rates  herein  allowed,  shall  not 
produce  a  dividend  of  net  profits  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  cost  of  said  road,  the  sum  may  be  in- 
creased so  as  to  produce  six  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  and  if 
the  said  rates  for  one  year  should  produce  more  than 
twelve  per  cent,  per  annum^  they  shall  be  reduced  so  as 
not  to  produce  a  greater  than  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  13.  All  gate-keepers  shall  give  a  bond,  when  required 
by  the  company,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duty;  and  all  persons  guilty  of  tearing  down  or  in  any- 
wise defacing  any  superstructure  on  said  road  belonging 
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to  the  company  shall  be  finable,  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  in  the 
name  and  to  the  use  of  said  company. 

§  14.  Ail  wheel-carriages  passing  on  said  road  other 
wheel-carriages  shali  keep  on  the  right  hand  side,  leav- 
ing at  least  one  half  of  the  track  on  the  other  side  free 
and  clear  for  other  carriages  to  pass  and  re-pass,  except 
when  overtaking  or  passing  a  carriage  of  slow  draught, 
when  they  may  pass  on  either  side  of  the  slow  carriage; 
and  any  driver  offending  herein  shall  be  finable  in  the 
sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recoverable  by  the  company 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  besides  being  liable  to  the 
person  injured  in  all  damages  which  he  may  sustain. 

§  15.  The  president  and  directors  may  purchase,  or 
otherwise  have  condemned,  in  the  same  way  as  land  for 
the  road,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ground  to  erect  a  toll- 
house and  other  buildings  and  fixtures,  not  exceeding  one 
acre;  but  such  building  shall  not  include  any  dwelling  or 
other  house  of  the  owner  without  his  consent,  nor  his 
garden,  yard,  or  orchard;  nor  shall  it  prevent  him  from 
having  free  access  to  the  road  from  his  farm  or  residence. 

§  16.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  impose  toll-fees  upon  the  own'ers  of  lands 
through  which  the  road  shall  pass,  their  horses,  cattle,  or 
other  stock  passing  on  said  road  from  one  part  of  their 
farm  to  another,  or  to  impose  toll-fees  upon  persons  pass- 
ing to  or  from  any  funeral,  or  upon  voters  going  to  or 
returning  from  any  general  election  in  said  counties;  nor 
upon  persons  on  the  Sabbath  going  to  or  returning  from 
any  public  worship,  or  upon  persons  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  any  grist-mill,  whose  business  at  said  mill  is  to 
have  grinding  done. 

§  17,  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
reduce  the  rates  of  toll  in  cases  of  persons  or  families 
having  frequent  occasions  to  pass  through  the  gate,  and 
instead  thereof  may  charge  a  reasonable  annual  toll  or 
compensation  for  such  person  or  family;  all  persons  mak- 
ing these  annual  contracts  shall  be  reported  by  the  treas- 
urer. 
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§  18.  That  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of  Mt. 
Sterling,  the  Mt.  Sterling  and  Jeffersonville  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  and  the  county  courts  of  Montgomery 
and  Powell  counties,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  company,  tbe  former 
county  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

§  19.  That  persons  connecting  tbeir  private  passways 
with  said  road,  shall  make  good  culverts  over  tbe  ditches, 
and  not  allow  the  water-drip  to  come  into  said  road;  for 
any  such  offense,  the  party  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dol- 
lars, recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  for  use  and 
benefit  of  the  company. 

§  20.  That  if  Monti^omery  county  shall  make  five  miles 
of  said  road  before  that  part  of  said  road  lying  in  the 
county  of  Powell  shall  be  made,  then  the  &aid  county  of 
Montgomery  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate  organizatioD 
until  the  said  Powell  county  end  shall  be  made. 

§  21.  That  all  persons  allowing  their  stock  to  ran  od 
said  road  shall  be  liable  to  the  company  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for  every 
ofien^ie,  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  company  :  Provided,  That  no  per- 
son shall  be  liable  to  said  penalty  until  being  first  notified 
that  their  stock  is  running  at  large  on  said  road. 

§  22.  That  no  corporation  subscribing  stock  in  said 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  for 
every  ten  shares  of  stock  so  subscribed.

CHAPTER  128». 

AN  ACT  to  amend   an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Forest  HilP

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammonicealth 
of  KentucLy: 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  •*  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Forest  Hill  Inclined  Plane  Railway  Company^  of  Coving- 
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ton,''  approved  April  5th,  1878,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  adding  and  inserting  as  follows: 

1st.  By  inserting  in  the  title  of  the  act,  and  in  the  first 
and  second  sections  of  the  same,  between  the*  words 
^*  plane"  and  "railway,"  the  word'*  and,"  wherever  the 
words  "  inclined  plane  railway  "  occur. 

2d.  By  inserting  between  the  consecutive  words  *'  same  " 
and  "  purchase,"  in  section  two,  the  words, "  and  such  com- 
panies ar€  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  such  agree- 
ment." 

3d.  By  inserting  between  the  consecutive  words  *'  they  " 
and  "  may,"  in  section  two,  in  the  clause  which  reads, 
**they  may  elect  such  other  officers,"  the  words  *'  and  their 


fiuccessors." 


4th.  By  inserting  between  the  consecutive  words  "  shall " 
and  '•  determine,"  in  section  two,  the  words  *'  subject  to 
their  approval." 

5th«  By  inserting  immediately  after  the  consecutive 
words  **  shall  use,"  in  section  two,  the  words  "  upon  the 
routes  it  may  operate." 

6th.  By  inserting  between  the  consecutive  words  '*  shall " 
and  "have,"  in  section  eight,  the  word  "  not," 

7th.  By  repealing  section  seven,  and  substituting  there- 
for the  following:  *' In  the  event  the  use  of  a  route  or 
right  of  way  for  railway  tracks  needed  for  the  benefit  of 
the  company  cannot  be  obtained  by  agreement,  then  such 
use  may  be  condemned  by  proceedings  under  a  writ  of  ad 
qvjod  damnum,  as  provided  in  chapter  110  of  the  General 
Statutes,  entitled  *  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and  Plank  Roads.'  " 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
eage.

Alf  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  eatitled  '*Aa  act  to  charter  the  to*frn  of  Park- 
land." 

Be  it  enacted  h^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.   That  hereafter  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  board  of 
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May  issiecbond*.  tfustees  of  thc  towD  of  Parkland,  in  the  name  of  said 

town,  to  issue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  eight 
thousand  dollars,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceedin|^  six  per  cent.,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  school- 
house  and  establishing  a  school  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  town.  That  said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  be  known 
as  the  Parkland  school  bonds,  and  shall  be  redeemable 
within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue.  8aid  Park- 
land school  bonds  shall  each  be  for  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  made  payable  to  bearer,  with  interest 
coupons  attached  for  the  payment  of  said  interest  semi- 
annually; and  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  made  payable  at  some  bank  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, designated  in  said  bond  and  coupon.  Said  bonds 
shall  not  be  sold  at  a  lower  rate  than  ninety  cents  on  the 
dollar^and  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  building  a  school- 
house  as  aforesaid,  and  establishing  and  supporting  a 
school  therein. 

§  2.  That  in  order  to  create  a  fund  for  the  payment  of

coUect  a  tax. 

isfactory  school,  and  a  sinking  fund  to  retire  the  bonds 
at  or  betore  maturity,  shall  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected, 
annually  (one  half  of  said  tax  to  be  set  aside  each  year 
for  said  sinking  fund),  a  tax  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  the 
property  of  said  town  subject  to  taxation  for  State  pur- 
poses: and  this  tax  shall  be  known  as  the  school  and  sink- 
ing fund  tax,  and  said  fund  shall  be  set  apart  and  used  only 
for  the  running  expenses  of  said  school,  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  matures,  and  the  retirement 
of  said  bonds  at  or  before  maturity.  Each  year,  as  said 
school  and  sinking  fund  tax  U  collected,  said  trustees  shall 
retain  in  their  treasury  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the 
interest  on  aforesaid  bonds  for  one  year,  and  such  other 
amounts  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  school  current  ex- 
penses; and  the  remainder  of  said  tax,  as  before  provided, 
must  be  invested  in  Louisville  city,  State  of  Kentucky,  or 
United  States,  or  the  bonds  herein  provided  to  be  issued, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  of  paying  said  bonds  at  or  be- 
fore maturity.

§  3.  That  whenever  a  school-house  shall  be  built  in  said 
town  of  Parkland,  the  building  and  manngement  thereof, 
as  well  as  the  management  of  said  school,  shall  be  wholly 
vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town. 

§  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  making,  and  re- 
pairing streets,  sidewalks,  or  alleys  in  said  town  of  Park-

land,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  to  issue  bonds  in  the  name  of  said  town.  That 
said  bonds  shall  be  known  as  Parkland  improvement 
bonds;  may  be  in  denominations  of  one  hundred,  five 
hundred,  or  one  thousand  dollars,  redeemable  within  thir- 
ty years  from  their  date;  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent.,  evidenced  by  coupons,  payable 
semi-annually,  with  both  principal  and  interest  payable 
at  some  bank  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  designated  in  the 
face  of  said  bond  and  coupon;  but  said  bonds  shall  not  Buds  limited. 
be  sold  at  a  lower  rate  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dollar, 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  said 
bonds  were  issued ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said 
board  of  trustees  to  issue  more  than  five  thousand  dollars 
in  amount  in  any  single  3'ear,  nor  a  greater  amount  in 
total  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  5.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Parkland  that  the  carriage- 
way of  any  street  in  said  town  shall  be  graded,  construct- 
ed, or  otherwise  improved  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  bonds  heretofore  provided  to  be  issued,  the  same  shall 
be  done  under  and  by  virtue  of,  and  in  accordance  with, 
the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  providing  therefor;  and 
when  completed,  an  annual  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon 
the  property  fronting  on  said  street  so  improved  for  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pa}^  the  annual  interest  on  the  cost 
thereof;  which  tax  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  lot- 
owners  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  feet  owned  by 
them  fronting  on  said  improvement,  and  extending  back 
to  the  centre  of  the  square;  which  tax  lotowners  shall 
pay  into  the  treasury  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  required  by  ordinance;  and  the  tax  thus  collected 
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shall  be  denominated  street  tax,  and  the  proceeds  of  same 
shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  said  bonds. 

§  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking  fund 
TOilcaatt'Jnmlla  ^^^  ^^^^  payment  or  retirement  of  said  bonds  at  or  before 
***  maturity,   said   board   of  trustees  are  hereby  authorized 

and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  upon 
all  real  estate  in  said  town  of  Parkland  sufficient  to  cre- 
ate a  sinking  fund  to  pay  such  bonds  as  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  issued,  at  their  maturity,  not  exceeding  one 
half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
value  thereof  ;  and  such  taxes  shall  never  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose,  and  shall  be  known  as  a  sinking  fund  tax. 
Said  sinking  fund  may  be  invested  in  bonds  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  city  of  Louisville,  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
in  Parkland  improvement  bonds;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  trustees  to  pass  and  enforce  all  the  neces- 
sary ordinances  for  the  protection,  security,  and  invest- 
ment of  said  sinking  fund. 

§  7.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  right,  by

good  government  of  the  town  of  Parkland  as  they  may 
deem,  in  their  judgment  prudent,  and  for  the  best  interet^t9 
of  her  citizens  :  Provided  always,  That  such  laws  shall 
not  conflict  with  any  of  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky.  That  said  board  shall  also  have  the  power  to 
appoint  such  officer  or  officers  as  in  their  judgment  are 
needed  to  aid  and  assist  them  in  the  general  government 
of  aforesaid  town,  and  to  designate  by  what  title  or  titles 
such  offices  may  be  known.

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1292. 

AN  ACT  to  regalate  the  advertising  of  real  estate  under  execution  sales  for 
State  and  coantj  taxes,  sales  under  decrees  or  judgments  in  Lewis  county, 
and  to  regulate  the  compensation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  sheriffts  and  master  commissioners,  . 
and  special  commissioners  making  sales  of  real  estate 
under  execution,  or  by  virtue  of  judgments,  where  the 
execution  or  judgment  is  for  two  hundred  dollars  and 
over,  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  one 
newspaper,  if  published  within  the  county,  for  two  weeks, 
by  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  making  the 
sale. 

^  2.  That  sheriffs  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of 
sales  of  land  for  State  and  county  taxes  in  one  newspa- 
per, if  published  within  the  county,  for  four  weeks,  by 
weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  sale. 

§  3.  That  the  publisher  of  such  newspaper  shall  be  al- 
lowed eighty  cents  per  lineal  inch  of  the  usual  type  of  such 
newspaper  for  the  first  insertion,  and  forty  cents  for  the 
subsequent  insertion  of  such  advertisements  as  are  pro- 
vided for  in  first  section  of  this  act,  to  be  taxed  as  costs  in 
the  action  or  proceedings,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
list  of  taxable  property,  as  required  by  second  section,  to 
be  taxed  up  as  costs  of  sale. 

§  4.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  Lewis  county. 

§  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1293. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  sections  three  and  five  of  an  act  approved  February  28, 
1880,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  town  of 
Greenup,  in  Greenup  county,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof.'' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  sections  three  and  five  of  the  act  approved 
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February  28,  1680,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  of 
incorporation  of  the  town  of  Greenup,  in  Greenup  coun- 
ty, and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,"  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2\  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1294 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  Vaacebarg,  Drj  Run,  and  Kinoicoaick  Turnplkt 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  any  person  maliciously  or  willfully  injuring 
the  Vanceburg,  Dry  Run,  and  Kinniconick  Turnpike  Road 
by  the  use  of  dead-loeks,  or  in  any  other  manner,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  by  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  Lewis  county,  or  other  officer  having 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  2.  That  all  fines  and  iorfeitures  for  violation  of  any 
laws  relating  to  the  Vanceburg,  Dry  Run,  and  Kinnico- 
nick Turnpike  Road  Company,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  said  company  and  used  for  their  benefit. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1296. 

AN  ACT  to  arranf^e  the  business  of  tbe  Union  circuit  court,  and  directing 
the  clerk  to  doclcet  tbe  cases  in  accordance  tberewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  Hereafter  the  clerk  of  the  Union  circuit  court  is 
empowered  and  directed,  in  docketing  criminal  and  penal 
cases  in  said  court,  to  set  them  for  trial  in  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  term,  and  no  such  case  shall  be  set  for  trial 
during  the  third  week  of  the  term,  but  some  of  such  cases 
may  be  set  for  the  fourth  week  of  the  term. 
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§  2.  In  docketing  ordinary  actions  in  said  court,  the 
clerk  shall  place  them  all  for  the  second  day  of  the  term, 
on  which  day  said  cases  shall  be  called,  and  judgments 
rendered  when  no  defense  is  made,  unless  time  be  given 
until  the  fifth  day  of  the  term  to  make  defense. 

§  3.  When  said  ordinary  docket  shall  have  once  been 
called,  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
court,  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  term,  to  call  the  cases  left 
open,  and  either  to  render  judgment,  if  no  defense  be 
made,  or  to  set  such  cases  for  trial  on  and  after  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  the  term,  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  On 
the  second  day,  the  court  may  give  time  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  pleadings. 

§  4.  In  setting  cases  for  trial,  as  provided  in  t\te  third 
section,  the  court  shall  ascertain  whether  a  jury  trial  will 
be  demanded;  and,  unless  a  jury  trial  shall  be  then  de- 
manded by  one  of  the  parties,  and  notice  of  record,  the 
right  to  a  jury  trial  shall  be  deemed  waived;  and  in  set- 
ting cases,  the  court  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  place 
the  jury  cases  together  consecutively. 

§  5.  By  the  thirteenth  day  of  each  term  the  clerk  shall 
make  a  docket  of  the  cases  as  set  by  the  court.  One 
such  docket  shall  be  placed  at  an  acceptable  place  in  the 
court-room  for  public  inspection,  and  one  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  clerk  for  the  use  of  the  court. 

§  6.  The  cases  shall  be  called  for  trial  in  the  order  set 
as  herein  provided,  and  may  be  postponed  to  another 
day  of  the  term,  or  continued  as  by  existing  law. 

§  7.  Witnesses  in  ordinary  actions  shall  be  subpc&naed 
for  the  thirteenth  day  of  each  term. 

§  8.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  law  are  repealed;  and 
this  act  shall  take  effect  from  June  1st,  1880.

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cepted  Masons,  in  Ohio  county,  is  hereby  declared  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  sue;  and  the  present  principal  officers 
of  said  lodge,  to-wit:  D.  W.  Coppage,  W.  M.;  Josephus 
I.  Harder,  S.  W.;  W.  H^  Smith,  J.  W.,  or  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  have  the  power  to  sell  and  convey  any 
real  estate  now  belonging  to  said  lodge,  or  may  exchange 
such  real  estate  for  other  real  estate  at  their  option. 
§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  AOT*for  the  benefit  of  the  Palmoatb  and  Ojntbiana.Tarnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Whereas,  The  Cynthiana  and  Falmouth  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, a  company  organized  under  chapter  fifty-six  of  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  *'  Incorporated  Companies,  how  Formed," 
has  constructed  a  macadamized  turnpike  road  from  Cyn- 
thiana to  Second  Lick  creek,  in  Harrison  county;  and 
whereas,  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  the  power  of  said 
company  to  charge  and  collect  toll  for  travel  upon  said 
road ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  ].  That  said  turnpike  company  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  demand  and  collect  for  travel  on  said 
road  toll  as  now  regulated  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage thereof.

CHAPTER  1300. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  constraction  of  temporary  drifts  or  boomB  in  Sta- 
tion Cninp  creek,  in  Batill  coanty,  and  to  prescribe  a  peaaitj  for  a  failure 
to  remove  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLcky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
engaged  in  driving  or  rafting  logs  and  timber  in  Station 
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Camp  creek,  a  navigable  stream  of  this  Commonwealth, 
to  construct,  from  time  to  time,  temporary,  such  drifts  or 
booms  across  said  creek,  at  or  near  its  mouth,  in  Estill 
county,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  securing  of  logs  and 
timber  so  driven  or  rafted ;  and  each  drift  or  boom  may 
remain  in  said  creek  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days 
from  the  time  of  its  construction,  and  no  longer. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  obstructing  the  free 
navigation  of  said  stream  by  the  maintenance  of  any 
drift  or  boom  therein  for  a  longer  time  than  authorized  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  under  proceedings 
had  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  five  dollars  for 
every  day  said  obstruction  is  allowed  to  remain. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Ez(7bBnge  Bnnk  of  David  Willson  &  Co.,  of 

Flemingsburg,  in  Fleming  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  all  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  the  Exchange  Bank  of  David  Willson  &  Co., 
Flemingsburg,  Kentucky,  and  discounted  by  said  bank,  or 
any  national  bank  or  any  incorporated  bank  of  this  State, 
and  all  inland  bills  which  may  be  discounted  by  said  Ex- 
change Bank  of  David  Willson  &  Co.  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  put  on  the  same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  ex- 
change when  so  discounted,  and  on  the  same  footing  that 
such  negotiable  paper  is  put  by  the  statutes  of  this  State 
for  the  benefit  of  incorporated  banks  of  this  State,  and 
like  remedies  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  acceptor,  drawer,  and  indorsers. 

§  2.  That  the  cash  capital  of  the  Exchange  Bank  of 
David  Willson  &  Co.  shall  be  taxed  as  if  so  much  stock, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  David  Willson  &  Co.,  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  each  year,  to  pay  into   the  State 
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Treasury,  for  the  benefit  of  the  revenue  proper,  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  used  as  capital  stock  by  said 
Exchange  Bank  of  David  Willson  &  Go.  in  the  said  busi- 
ness, which  shall  be  in  full  and  in  lieu  of  all  State,  county, 
and  municipal  taxes. 

$  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  Frank    Fitch.  W.    T.  Howe,  Thomas   John- 
Corporators.        SOU,  W.  T.  Havcns,  O.  S.  Tcnncy,  of  Mt.  Sterling;   H. 

W.  Cox,  William  Mynheir,  and  J.  T.  Hazelrigg,  of  West 
Liberty,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  named  the  Lick'^ 
ing  River  and  Morgan  Coal  Road  Company  ;  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con* 
tracted  with,  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and 
personal,  of  any  kind,  and  the  same  to  convey;  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
places  as  a  natural  person  forever;  and  to  make  all  nec- 
essary by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
company  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  incon*^ 
sistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States. 

$  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct 
Powers  of  the  and  Operated  railroad  from  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexing- 
ton, and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  at  some  point  between  Mt. 
Sterling  and  cross-roads  on  Licking  river  into  the  Morgan 
coal  fields,  and  may  extend  the  main  line  or  branches  to 
such  other  localities  as  it  may  thereafter  deem  expedient. 
The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  acquire, 
or  hold  such  real  estate  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  else- 
where, by  lease  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,  and  such  tim- 
ber rights,  mining  privileges,  rights  of  way,  and  other 
easements,  as  it  may  deem  expedient  or  necessary  for  its 
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basiness.  It  shall  have  power  to  mine  coal  or  other  min- 
eral prodacts,  or  purchase  and  prepare  the  same  in  any 
manner  for  market,  and  to  exercise  any  necessary  and 
proper  powers  to  carry  out  the  express  powers  granted  by 
this  act. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may  obtain,  by  aji^reement  with 
proprietors,  the  lands,  timber,  and  other  materials  requi- 
site to  be  taken  for  said  railroad,  its  branches  and  appur- 
tenances, or  it  may  proceed  to  have  the  same  condemned 
to  the  use  of  said  company,  according  to  the  statute  laws 
of  this  State. 

§  4.  The  first  three  persons  named  in  this  act  (surviv- 
ing) shall,  after  its  passage,  call  a  meeting  of  the  corpo- 
rators named  herein,  and  they  shall  open  books  and  fix 
the  terms  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  ;  and  when- 
ever fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
and  notice  shall  have  been  given  each  subscriber  of  the 
time  and  place  when  and  where  a  meeting  of  such  sub- 
scribers shall  be  held,  they  may  assemble  and  effect  the 
permanent  organization  of  the  company  ;  and  a  major- 
ity in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  represented 
at  such  meeting,  and  five  per  cent,  shall  have  been  paid 
by  each  subscriber  upon  his  subscription  before  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  act  further.  The  subscribers,  so  qualified 
and  organized,  may  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  board  of 
directors,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
members,  as  such  meeting  shall  first  decide. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  man-   Businc«;s-by

agement  of  all  the  business  of  said  company,  and  may 
exercise  any  and  all  the  powers  granted  to  the  corpora- 
lion.  Immediately  upon  the  election  of  a  board  as  pro- 
vided in  section  fourth,  they  shall  proceed  to  a  choice  of 
one  of  their  number  to  be  president  and  another  to  be  vice 
president ;  and  thereupon  the  company  shall  be  deemed 
duly  organized,  and  may  proceed  with  its  business.  The 
board  of  directors  may  appoint  and  employ  such  minor 
officers  and  employes,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  or  provide  by  by-laws  for  their  appoint- 
ment and  employment;  may  fix   their  salaries  and  pre- 
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scribe  their  duties,  as  well  as  those  of  the  president  and 
vice  president,  and  the  term  of  office  or  employment  of 
such  minor  officers,  agents,  and  employes  ;  and  may  re- 
quire and  take  from  any  of  them  bonds,  with  security, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.

increased  by  the  company  by  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  for  each  additional  mile  of  road  it  may 
then  determine  to  build.  The  stock  shall  be  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws.  The  times  and  manner  of 
payment,  and  the  time,  manner,  and  grounds  of  forfeiture 
of  stock  subscribed,  but  not  paid  in  as  required  by  call, 
shall  be  regulated  and  controlled  by  the  by-laws,  and  the 
board  of  directors  may  either  forfeit  the  stock  of  the  de- 
faulting stockholder,  or  collect  the  installments  by  suit, 
as  ihey  may  elect.  They  may  increase  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  from  time  to  time  above  the  amount 
required  by  section  fourth  to  be  subscribed  to  efliect  the 
organization,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  either  bj'  new 
subscription,  sales,  or  otherwise,  but  not  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding that  limited  herein.  They  may  borrow  money 
upon  the  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  com- 
pany, in  such  sums,  payable  at  such  times  and  places,

and  at  such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  may  exe- 
cute mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all  of  the 
property  and  franchises  of  the  company,  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  be  created.  They  may,  from  time  to  time, 
declare  and  pay  dividends  in  stock  or  cash  from  the 
profits,  and  may  distribute  the  net  receipts  among  the 
stockholders  pro  rata,  or  may  retain  them  to  be  applied 
in  extending  the  operations  of  the  company. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  provide  in  the  by-laws 
for  the  annual  election  by  the  stockholders  of  a  board  of 
directors,  and  such  election  shall  be  annually  held.  Each 
share  of  stock  upon  which  the  calls  of  the  company  shall 
have  been  paid  shall  entitle   the  holder  to  one  vote  at 
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elections  of  directors,  or  in  stockholders^  meetings  held 
for  any  purpose,  and  may  be  voted  in  person  or  by  written 
proxy.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  director  who  does 
not  own  in  his  own  right,  when  elected,  ten  shares  of  the 
stock  upon  which  the  payments  required  by  call  shall 
have  been  made.  The  directors,  when  elected  in  each 
year,  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and 
one  as  vice  president  as  aforesaid,  and  they  shall  severally 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected.

§  8.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter 
or  amend  this  charter  as  it  may  deem  expedient.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  Lewis  county  court  is  authorized  to  provide

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for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  acrosa  Salt  Lick  creek 
where  the  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  Tollsboro,  and  Maysville 
Turnpike  Road  crosses  said  creek,  at  the  Gaines  place. 
To  raise  the  money  to  pay  for  said  bridge,  the  Lewie 
county  court,  at  any  regular  term  of  said  court,  shall  have 
the  power  to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  the 
county,  to  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  county  tax  is  collected,  and  paid  over  as  the 
court  may  direct.  When  the  bridge  is  finished  the  county 
shall  have  stock  in  the  said  turnpike  to  the  extent  of  the 
cost  of  said  bridge.  The  county  court  may  issue  bonds 
of  the  county  sufficient  to  pay  for  said  bridge,  which 
•  bonds  shall  draw  six  per  cent,  interest;  and  the  tax  levied 
shall  be  pledged  to  pay  said  bonds  and  interest.  The 
bonds  shall  be  issued  p.ayable  in  one,  two,  and  three 
years,  and  the  tax  levied  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
same  and  interest ;  and  when  the  bonds  and  interest  are 
paid,  then  the  tax  shall  cease.  The  tax  shall  be  levied 
for  the  3'ear  1880,  and  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  to  antici- 
pate  the  tax  for  1880,  but  the  same  shall  be  paid  over, 
when  collected,  on  the  order  of  the  court  The  bonds 
issued  shall  be  sold  at  tbeir  face,  and  no  discount  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  sale.

§  8.  The  salary  of  said  police  judge  shall  be  one  hun-  ?3]*'y  ^  **>« 
dred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  at  the  expira- 
tion of  each  quarter,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
judge  of  Hardin  county  out  of  any  funds  which  may 
come  to  his  hands  as  town  tax  for  cofl!ee-house  license, 
pursuant  to  an  act,  approved  April  6th,  1878,  entitled 
"An  act  to  authorize  the  county  judge  of  Hardin  county 
to  issue  coffee-house  licenses  in  the  town  of  Elizabeth- 
town;"  and  the  salary  of  said  police  judge  shall  have 
preference  and  priority  over  any  other  appropriation  of 
said  fund.

public  places  in  said  town;  and  he  shall  receive  for  his 
compensation,  for  each  election,  the  sum  of  five  dollars.

ized  proxies,  may  hold  a  meeting,  at  such  time  and  place 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  proceed  to  elect  a  president 
and  six  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  manage  and 
conduct  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  company.  Each 
share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  one 
shall  be  pres^ident  or  director  who  is  not  a  stockholder.

The  report  shall 
describe  the  land  or  material  valued,  and  state  the  inter- 
est and  duration  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed,  and  give  the  name  of  the  owner  and  place  of 
residence,  if  known,  and  if  under  disability,  state  it,  and 
the  nature  thereof,  which  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall  indorse  on  it  the  date  of 
filing,  and  issue  summons  to  the  owners  or  known  agent, 
if  in  the  county,  to  show  cause  against  the  confirmation 
of  said  report;  but  if  neither  owner  or  agent  be  in  the

The  clerk  shall 
docket  said  report,  and  if  no  exceptions  thereto  be  filed, 
the  same  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  damages  and  the  execution  of  a  grant  to  the 
company  ordered.  If  either  party  traverse  said  report, 
the  court  shall  have  the  case  tried  in  open  court  by  a 
competent  jury.  The  commissioners  or  jury,  in  estimat- 
ing damages,  shall  find  the  actual  value  of  the  land  or 
material  proposed  to  be  taken  ;  and  in  estimating  result- 
ing damages  to  the  residue,  shall  set  off  against  the  same 
the  advantages  to  the  residue  to  be  derived  by  the  owner 
of  the  land  or  material  by  the  construction  and  operating 
of  said  railway  through  or  near  said  residue.  Upon  the 
finding  of  a  verdict,  if  a  new  trial  is  not  granted,  the 
court  shall  order  the  payment  of  the  damages  found  by 
the  jury,  and  the  execution  of  a  grant  to  the  company. 
All  proceedings  upon  the  commissioners'  report  shall  be 
similar  to  actions  in  circuit  courts,  as  provided  by  the 
Civil  Code  of  Practice,  except  as  herein  provided.  Either 
party  may  have  an  appeal  to  the  circuit  court.  Upon  the 
filing  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  the  company 
may  take  immediate  possession  of  the  land  or  material 
described  in  said  report,  provided  they  execute  bond  with 
surety  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  pay  the  damages 
that  may  be  assessed  upon  the  final  hearing  of  the  case. 
The  company  may  pay  ^he  damage  assessed  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  take  his  receipt  therefor,  and  said  clerk  shall 
be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  to  the  person  entitled 
to  the  same,  and  the  company  shall  be  thereby  released 
from  a  further  payment  of  the  sum  named  in  the  clerk's 
receipt.  No  owner  shall  commence  an  action  in  any 
court  against  the  company,  or  any  of  its  employes,  for 
damages  or  recovery  of  land  or  material  after  the  filing 
of  commissioners'  report  and  the  execution  of  a  bond  by 
the  compan*y  as  above  mentioned.  The  final  judgment 
of  the  court  shall  be  a  bar  to  any  action  or  proceeding 
by  the  owner  against  the  company  about  or  concerning 
the  land  or  material  described  in  the  commissioners'  re- 
port, and  adjudged  to  the  company  by  the  court.

CHAPTER  1310. 

AN   ACT  to  Incorporate  the  KeDtocky  River  Union  Mining  and  Manufac- 
turing company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  T.  Underwood,  William  Lindsay,  H.  H- 
Skiles,  and  S.  F.  J.  Trabue,  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereb}',  constituted  a  body-cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ken- 
tucky River  Union  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company; 
and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and  places;  to  have  a  com- 
mon seal;  to  own  property,  both  real  and  personal;  to

§  5.  Said  company  may  erect  and  build,  on  any  of  their  May  own  fur-

lands,  such  buildings,  furnaces,  mills,  engines,  machinery 
and  fixtures,  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper 
for  establishing  and  conducting  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany.

and  tramwa^^B,  and  operate  the  same  from  its  mines, 
mills,  &c.,  to  any  other  railroad,  or  to  the  Kentucky 
river  and  its  tributaries,  in  the  vicinity  of  their  business;

cessors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  board  of 

education  for  the  town  of  Louisa,  and  so  much  of  school 
district  number  one,  Lawrence  county,  as  may  be  outside 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  control  and  manage  the  public  schools  within  said 
boundary;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  as  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued  ;  may  buy  and  sell  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  the  title  to  all  school  property  in  said  district 
shall  vest  in  said  board  and  their  successors  forever.

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CHAPTER  1313. 

AN  ACT  to  chnrter  the  North  Mi<)dIeto«?n  and  Prescolt  Tarnpike  Oompanj. 

Whereas,  The  North  Middletown  and  Owingsville  Old 
Dirt  Road,  in  Bourbon  county,  is  so  rough  and  muddy, 
and  so  worn  and  neglected,  as  to  have  become  almost  im- 
passable and  useless  as  a  highway,  and  the  efforts  to  re- 
pair it  have  become  a  great  burden  to  those  persons  living 
on  and  near  to  it,  and  who  are  dependent  upon  it  to  ^et 
to  the  churches,  schools,  mills,  and  other  places  of  busi- 
ness; for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Prescott  and  Mary  E.  Prescott  are 
hereby  authorized  to  grade  and  macadamize  one  mile  of 
the  said  road  at  their  own  expense,  beginning  at  the  ter- 
minus at  North  Middletown,  and  extending  to  and  alon^ 
the  line  of  the  farm  of  said  Mary  E.  Prescott,  situated  on 
said  road. 

5  2.  They  are  granted  the  right  to  occupy  and  use  the 
material  on  said  mile  of  road-bed,  and  remove  the  same 
from  one  place  to  another  in  grading  and  constructing  a 
turnpike,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet  wide, 
graded  not  less  than  twenty-seven  feet,  metaled  not  less 
than  sixteen  feet  in  width,  with  rock  well  broken,  and 
spread  so  as  to  measure  eight  inches  deep  on  the  sid^s 
and  thirteen  inches  in  the  middle  of  the  road,  with  grad- 
ual slope  to  the  sides;  the  gtade  of  the  road  not  to  exceed 
two  and  a  half  degrees  of  elevation. 
^  §3.  They  shall  follow  the  existing  road-bed,  unless  for 
the  purpose  of  straightening  a  crook  or  shortening  the 
distance:  Provided,  The  owner  of  the  land  adjoining  the 
road  at  the  place  of  the  proposed  diversion  shall  consent 
to  a  change. 

§  4.  They  shall  construct  substantial  culverts  or  bridges 
across  ravines  when  needed;  and  when  the  work  of  turn- 
piking  authorized  shall  be  completed,  they  may  erect  a 
gate  across  the  said  turnpike,  and  collect  toll  from  the 
pas!>ers  over  the  road  at  said  gate  at  the  rates  established 
in  the  General  Statutes,  under  the  title  **  Turnpike,  Graved 
and  Plank  Roads." 
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§  5.  It  shall  he  known  as  the  North  Middletown  and 
Prescott  Turnpike  Road;  and  the  said  J.  W.  Prescott  and 
Mary  E.  Prescott,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  have 
the  benefit  of  ail  remedies  for  the  collection  of  tolls  and 
protection  of  the  turnpike,  and  shall  be  subject  to  like 
penalties  and  responsibilties  for  overcharges  or  failure  to 
keep  the  road  in  proper  repair  that  devolve  upon  officers 
and  managers  of  incorporated  turnpike  road  companies 
under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^6.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  date  of  its  approval.

CHAPTER  1314. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*Ad  aC.  to  incorporote  tbe  Nortli  Middle- 
toi?D  aad  Cane  Ridge  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  March  9,  1867. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
North  Middletown  and  Cane  Ridge  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany," approved  March  9,  1867,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, amended  as  follows,  to-wit:  The  said  company  is 
empowered  to  make  and  construct,  in  extension  of  the 
road  as  projected  in  said  act,  a  road  on  the  McAdam's 
plan,  from  Bramblett's  shop  (a  point  near  to  the  present 
terminus  of  said  road  on  the  Paris  and  Flat  Rock  Turn- 
pike Road)  to  the  Parts  and  Jackstown  Turnpike  Road,  at 
or  near  Bayliss's  Cross  Roads,  in  Bourbon  county,  and 
thence  to  the  ford  on  Hinkston  creek,  at  Young's  old 
mill.  Such  extension  of  said  road  shall  be  located,  as 
far  as  fs  practicable,  on  the  line  or  bed  of  the  old  road 
between  Bramblett's  shop  and  Bayliss's  Cross  Roads;  but 
wherever  the  grade,  or  any  material  saving  of  distance 
may  require  a  departure  from  the  bed  of  said  old  road, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  land  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  and  completion  of  said  road,  ia 
the  manner  and  on  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  2.  All  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities 
conferred  and  imposed  on  the  president,  directors,  officers. 
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and  company  of  said  North  Middletown  and  Cane  Ridge 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  by  the  said  act  of  March  9, 
1867,  relative  to  the  construction,  operation,  and  manao:e- 
ment  of  the  said  road  as  originally  projected,  are  con- 
ferred and  made  obligatory  on  them  with  reference  to  the 
construction,  operation,  and  management  of  the  road  as 
extended. 

§  3.  The  Bourbon  county  court  is  authorized  to  sub- 
scribe stock  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  such  extension 
of  said  road,  on  the  same  terms  and  in  the  same  manner, 
and  with  like  powers  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such 
subscription,  as  is  provided  in  the  seventh  (7)  section  of 
the  said  act  of  March  «,  1867- 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  receive  and 
collect  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  with  which  to  construct 
and  complete  such  extension  of  said  road,  and  for  every 
fifty  dollars  so  subscribed  by  any  individual,  company,  or 
corporation,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  paid,  a  certifi- 
cate of  stock  shall  be  issued  to  such  individual,  company, 
or  corporation  by  said  turnpike  road  company;  and  every 
such  share-holder  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  responsibilities  of  all  other 
share-holders. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Its  business  shall  be  to  loan 
its  capital  stock  as  paid  in,  and  the  accumulations  thereof, 
only  upon  mortgages  and  liens  upon  real  and  persona! 
estate,  or  upon  approved  collaterals,  ample  in  amount  to 
secure  the  same,  preference  being  given  in  all  cases  to 
members  of  said  association.  On  all  such  loans  and 
renewals  of  the  obligations  therefor  the  association  may 
require  the  interest  thereon,  not  to  exceed  the  legal  rate, 
to  be  prepaid.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to 
have  the  mortgage  property  of  the  borrower  insured  at 
his  expense,  as  additional  security  for  the  payment  of 
the  loan,  and  may  require  the  borrower  to  pay  all  the  ex- 
penses thereof. 

§  7.  In  addition  to  the  mortgage  or  other  Hen  or  secu* 
rity  which  may  be  given  by  a  stockholder  to  secure  any 
loan  which  may  be  made,  or  any  indebtedness  which  may 
be  created,  a  prior  lien  is  given  to  said  association  upon 
the  interest  and  stock  of  such  share-holder  to  secure  pay-' 
ment  of  such  lo.an  or  indebtedness. 

^  8.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  association  is 
ready  to  go  into  operation,  as  provided  for  in  section  five 
of  this  act,  the  corporation  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  giving  reasonable  notice  of  such  meeting, 
for  the  election  of  directors  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
succe'^sors  are  elected  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties;  annually  thereafter,  at  such  times 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  bj'-laws,  the  directors  shall  be 
elected.  Said  directors,  or  the  stockholders,  shall  have 
authority  and  power  to  pass,  make,  alter,  amend,  and 
enforce  any  and  all  by-laws,  rules,  ordinances,  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter  or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
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this  State   or  the    Constitution    and   laws  of  the   United 
States. 

§  9.  Said  corporation  may  provide  in  its  by-laws  what 
penalties  shall  attach  for  failure  to  pay  the  installments 
of  stock  at  the  times  Hxed  therefor,  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  enforce  such  penalties,  whether  the  same  shall 
be  fine  or  forfeiture  of  such  shares.  It  may  also  provide 
upon  what  terms  members  desiring  to  withdraw  from  the 
association  may  do  so.  It  also  may  direct  what  officers 
shall  be  required  to  execute  bonds,  with  security,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  amount  of 
penalty  in  said  bonds;  and  said  bonds,  when  executed, 
shall  be  fully  binding  upon  the  obligors  therein;  and  it 
may  require  the  payment  quarterly  in  advance  of  five 
cents  per  week  on  each  share  to  meet  current  expenses, 
and  also  fix  an  initiation  fee  of  one  dollar  on  e<ich  share. 

§  10.  Said  corporation  may,  if  a  majority  \)f  its  stock- 
holders so  decide,  divide  its  capital  stock  authorized  by 
this  act  into  several  series,  to  be  numbered  first,  second, 
third,  and  so  on.  Penalties  attaching  for  failure  to  pay 
the  installments  of  stock  in  any  given  series  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  the  stock  in  that  series.  The  accounts 
of  each  series  of  stock  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  distinguish 
the  accounts  of  each  series. 

§  11.  The  primary  object  of  said  association  being  to 
enable  its  members,  by  their  savings  and  accumulations, 
to  acquire  homes  and  other  property,  and  its  primHry  busi- 
ness being  to  loan  its  capital  as  paid  in,  and  the  accu- 
mulations thereof,  as  provided  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
sections  of  this  act,  its  other  operations  shall  be  so  con- 
ducted as  to  be  consistent  with  the  object  and  business 
aforesaid. 

§  12.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

W.  Sewell,  Marion  Day,  and  Ed.  Strong,  or  such  three  of 
them  as  shall  act,  and  those  they  may  associate  with

company  books,  to  five  million  dollars,  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  and  said  company  shall  have  the 
right  and  power  to  buy,  receive  by  gift,  hold,  sell,  and 
convey  real  and  personal  estate,  as  hereafter  provided;  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  make 
by-laws  and  regulations  necessary  and.  proper  to  operate 
its  road  and  transact  its  business;  and  shall  have  a  com- 
mon seal  and  perpetual  succession  of  its  members. 

§  3.  The  commissioners  and  corporators  named  shall, 
within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  open  books 
for  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  deem  proper,  and  keep 
them  open  until  the  amount  hereinafter  named  shall

§  21.  In  the  absence  of  any  contract  or  proceeding  to 
value  land  or  right  of  way,  and  where  no  owner  or  claim- 
ant can  be  found,  or  is  a  non-resident,  the  company  may 
proceed  to  build  its  road  across  the  same,  and  it  shall  be 
presumed  that  the  land  upon  which  the  road  or  its  nec- 
essary buildings  are  constructed  has  been  granted  to  the 
compan}^  by  the  owner  to  the  extent  of  fifty  feet  each 
side  of  the  centre  of  the  road;  and  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  the  same  for  the 
purposes  of  the  road,  so  long  as  so  used,  unless  the  owner, 
at  the  time  the  road  was  finished  over  said  land,  shall, 
within  five  years  from  that  date,  apply  for  an  assessment

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Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  said  ri^ht  of 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  or  infants,  until  two  years  after 
the  removal  of  their  respective  disabilities. 

§  22.  If  any  person  shall  intrude  upon  said  railroad,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  upon  the  rights  and  privileges  and 
appendac^es  of  it,  or  connected  with  it,  he  or  she  may  be 
indicted  for  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  fined  and 
imprisoned,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  23.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  or  maliciously,  in  any 
manner,  injure  or  destroy  or  damage  or  obstruct  said  rail- 
road, or  any  bridge  or  cattle-guard  or  other  appendage 
thereof,  or  any  car,  locomotive,  or  vehicle  used  thereon 
and  therefor,  he  or  she  shall,  upon  indictment  and  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  five 
years,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  and  shall  further  be  lia- 
ble for  all  the  expense  of  repairing  the  same;  and  it  shall 
be  no  defense  that  he  or  she  was  the  owner  or  the  agent 
and  servant  of  the  owner  of  the  land  where  or  upon 
which  such  obstruction,  .damage,  or  injury  was  done  or 
committed. 

§  24.   Every  obstraction  to  the  safe  and  free  passage  of 
vehicles  over  said  road  shall  be  deemed  a  public  nuisance, 
and  may  be  abated  as  such  by  any  ofiicer,  agent,  or  ser- 
vant thereof;  and   any   person  cau:i:ing  such  obstruction 
may  be  indicted  and  punished  for  so  doing. 

§  25.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  take,  at 
the  store-houses  they  may  establish  on  or  near  their  road, 
all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  produce  intended  for 
transportation;  prescribe  the  rules  of  priority,  and  charge 
and  receive  such  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for 
storage  as  they,  by  rules,  may  establish  and  publish,  or 
as  may  be  agreed  on  with  the  owner,  in  addition  to  the 
charge- for  transportation.  But  said  company  shall  make 
no  charge  for  storage  of  goods,  wares,  and  produce  de- 
livered to  them  at  their  regular  depositories  for  immedi- 
ate transportation,  and  which  the  company  have  it  in 
their  power  to  transport  immediately. 

§  26.  Whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established

road  or  way,  said  company  shall  construct  its  road  across 
or  over  or  under  the  same,  so  as  not  to  impede  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  along  the  same;  and 
when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of 
any  one,  it  shall  provide  a  proper  watron-way  across  said 
road  from  one  part  of  the  land  to  the  other. 

§  27.  The  president,  vice  president,  directors,  clerks, 
agents,  officers,  and  servants  of  said  company  shall  be 
exempt  from  serving  on  juries  and  working  public  roads. 

^  28.  Said  company  shall,  when  required,  receive  on 
their  road  the  full  loaded  freight  cars  from  its  branches 
or  other  railroads,  tapping  or  intersecting  it,  or  intersected 
by  it,  and  transport  them  to  their  destination,  or  as  far 
towards  the  same  as  the  road'  reaches,  and  return  same, 
not  charging  for  so  doilig  more  than  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  similar  produce,  wares,  and  merchandise  on  their 
own  cars :  Provided,  Such  cars  are  constructed  in  the 
same  manner  and  are  of  equal  strength  with  their  own, 
in  the  judgment  of  their  engineers.  But  it  is  not  bound 
to  receive  any  such  cars  of  other  roads^  or  its  branches 
without  receiving  payment  for  at  least  twenty  miles  trans- 
portation: And  provided  further,  That  said  company  shall 
be  entitled  in  all  respects  to  similar  and  equal  privileges 
on  such  other  roads  or  its  branch  roads  with  the  same 
restraint. 

(  29.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  three  judges  and  two  clerks,  from  year  to  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  election  for  directors ;  but 
no  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  proceed  to  elect  a 
board  unless  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  are 
represented  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  shall  have  power, 
with  the  consent  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  its  stock- 
holders, to  consolidate  with  other  roads  in  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,  or  Tennessee,  or  with  roads  that  tap  the  State 
of  Kentucky ;  and  may  extend  its  road  to  Cumberland 
Gap,  or  Pound  Gap,  to  meet  roads  constructed,  or  to  be 
constructed,  in  Virginia  or  Tennessee  to  those  points. 

§  30.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  individuals,  counties,  cities, 
or  towns  along  the  line  of  said  road  or  its  branches,  or  at 
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their  depots,  to  donate  to  it  the  right  of  way  ;  to  subscribe 
stock  to  said  company,  or  to  give  boni  of  money,  land, 
tioiber,  stone,  cross-ties,  earth,  mineral  rights,  or  other 
thini?  to  said  company,  upon  terms  and  conditions  to 
be  agreed  upon  between  them. 

§  31.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  employ  agents 
to  procureyipiid  boni  of  land,  mineral  rights,  timber,  stone, 
right  of  way,  ties,  &c.,  and  to  give  them  a  percentage  of 
what  is  obtained. 

§  32.  If,  by  decree  of  court  or  otherwise,  said  corpora- 
tion should  be  dissolved,  the  then  president  and  directors 
of  said  company  are  created  trustees,  with  such  powers 
only  as  may  be  necessary  to  collect  any  money  due  to,  and 
•pay  debts  due  by  the  company,  and  to  distribute  the  prop- 
erty and  effecis  of  the  company  t^  those  entitled  thereto, 

§  33.  Subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company  shall  be 
in  this  form,  substantially  :  Each  of  us  whose  names  are 
hereto  sub:?cribed,  agree  to  take  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  in  the  Mountain  Rail- 
road Company  that  are  set  opposite  our  respective  names, 
no  part  of  the  same  to  be  paid  unless  persons  or  corpora- 
tions with  us  subscribe  unreonditional  stock  within  two 
yeari«  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
and  if  they  do,  then  we  agree  to  pay  said  company, 
when  organized,  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  installments  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company  shall,  by  order  on  their  books,  require  in  pursu- 
ance of  its  charter.  Said  company  may  also  take  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
on  ;  and  said  company  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock 
in  mineral  and  timber  lands,  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  on 
by  the  commissioners  or  the  board  of  directors.

limits  shall  include  one  square  mile,  and  the  court-house 
of  Fleming  county  shall  be  the  geographical  center  of 
said  city  of  Fleming.-'burg.  The  present  trustees  may 
cause  a  survey  to  be  made,  and  a  plat  of  said  city  to  be 
recorded  in  the  Fleming  county  clerk's  office.

§  2.  The  principal  office  of  said  association  shall  be  in 
the  city  of  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Campbell,  and  State 
of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  object  and  manner  of  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness of  said  association  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  purpose 
of  the  association  shall  be  for  the  mutual  protection  and 
relief  of  its  members,  and  for  the  payment  of  stipulated 
sums  of  money  to  the  members,  or  the  heirs  of  deceased 
members,  of  the  association.

Thereupon  a 
certificate  of  membership  shall  be  issued  to  the  appli- 
cant, signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and  having 
affixed  thereto  the  corporate  seal.  The  said  application 
and  certificate  shall  constitute  the  contract  between  the 
member  and  the  association;  and  each  shall  specify  the 
amount  to  be  paid  and  when — whether  at  the  death  of  the 
member  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  the  member  shall  so 
long  live.  The  fee  of  admission  to  membership  and 
asses.'^ments  shall  be  the  same  to  all  members,  and  the 
benefits  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  the  ages  of 
members  at  the  time  of  admission. 

§  4.   When  a  certificate  of  membership  becomes  due,  and 
the  same  has  been  proven,  notice  by  mail  shall  be  given 
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to  each  member,  addreaaed  to  his  or  her  respective  post- 
office,  requiring  each  to  pay  one  dollar  within  thirty  days, 
or  the  amount  so  collected,  eighty  percent,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  person  or  persona  entitled  thereto  within  sixty  days 
after  proof  of  claim  :  Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall 
more  be  paid  than  the  amount  named  in  the  certificate. 

,§  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or  her  assessment, 
as  required  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  forfeit  his  or 
her  membership  and  all  moneys  paid  to  the  association  ; 
hut  such  membership  may  be  restored  within  one  year  by 
paying  all  back  dues,  and  producing  satisfactory  proof  of 
good  health. 

§  6.  No  assessment  shall  be  made  for  expenses,  but  the 
»ame  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  surplus  money  in  the  treas-  . 
ury.  The  officers  of  said  association  shall  be  a  president, 
vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  general  agent,  medical 
director,  attorney,  not  less  than  five  director;?,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  association  may  deem  proper.  The 
association  shall  be  organized  and  its  officers  elected  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May,  1880,  and  the  officers  elected 
annually  thereafter. 

§  7.  This  association  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
may  sue  and  be  sued  by  its  corporate  name;  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  may  make  all  necessary  rules,  b3^-laws.  and  regula- 
tions for  the  management  and  carrying  on  of  its  afiairs  as 
to  the  directors  may  seem  right  and  proper,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  8.  Whenever  said  association  has  issued  (3,000)  three 
thousand  certificates,  the  parties  holding  the  same  may 
have  said  .certificate  reduced  to  one  half  of  the  original 
amount  by  surrendering  the  certificate  then  held,  and 
making  application  in  writing  to  the  association,  and 
paying  pro  rata  assessments  thereafter,  and  one  dollar 
for  the  certificate. 

(  9.  The  association  may  acquire  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  not  exceeding  ($50,000)  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  the  private  property  of  officers  and  members 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  association. 
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§  10.  No  part  of  the  interest  of  any  member  of  the 

r 

association  shall  be  subject  to  any  debt,  liability,  or  le^al 
or  equitable  process  against  them,  or  which  shall  alienate 
the  benefits  from  their  legal  heirs. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1332. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Eldorado  and  OoKaQsWUe  Turnpike  Road  Com- 

pany,  in  Mercer  counij. 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Eldorado  and 
Dugansville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  or  at  a  point  in  the 
Harrodsburg  and  Frankfort  Turnpike  Road,  near  the 
town  of  Eldorado,  in  said  county;  thence  by  the  most 
practicable  route,  through  the  town  of  Dugansville,  to 
the  Washington  county  line,  to  be  determined  by  the 
commissioners  hereinafter  named,  to-wit:  James  H.  Laps- 
ley,  James  D.  Smith,  Joseph  N.  Driskell,  John  C.  Spring- 
gate,  Thos.  Edwards,  and  Benjamin  Sanders,  jr.,  or  a 
majority  of  them  who  will  act. 

(  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  road  company  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  All  or  any  one  of  said  commissioners  may,  in  a 
book  provided  by  them  for  that  purpose,  receive  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  To  said  road  company  to  the  effect  follow- 
ing, to-wit:  **  We,  the  subscribers,  do  respectively  promise 
to  pay  to  the  Eldorado  and  Dugansville  Turnpike  Road 
Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  share 
of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  proportions  and 
at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  on  by  said  corpora- 
tion: Provided,  however.  That  said  calls  shall  not  be  over 
the  one  fifth  part  of  the  stock  subscribed^  and  sixty  days 
to  intervene. 
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§  4.  That  when  one  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  is 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or 
such  of  them  as  will  act,  to  call  a  meeting  of  said  stock- 
holders by  posting  notice  at  three  or  more  places  along 
the  line  of  said  road,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time 
therein  specified  to  meet,  appointing  the  time  and  place 
of  such  meeting.  Such  of  said  commissioners  ad  may 
be  present  at  said  meeting  shall  proceed  to  organize  said 
company  by  electing  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
by  them  chosen  as  president.  In  the  election  of  a  board 
of  directors  each  stockholder  shall  be  eligible  to  vote,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  sub- 
scribed by  him  or  her,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person 
or  by  written  proxy.  The  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  such  other  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary; 
and  said  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  ofiice,  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  discharge  the  du- 
ties of  his  said  office,  and  enter  into  such  bond  as  the 
directors  may  deem  proper. 

§  5.  Any  person  or  persons  making  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  turnpike  road  company  may  pay 
the  same  in  property,  personal  or  real,  or  in  labor,  the 
same  being  indicated  in  writing  at  the  time  of  making 
such  subscription.  And  it  is  hereby  further  provided, 
that  the  price  for  such  labor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
customary  for  such  work,  and  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  company  and  such  subscriber;  but  in  the  event  of 
disagreement,  the  matter  shall  be  determined  by  three 
disinterested  discreet  men.  citizens  of  that  community, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  parties  respectively; 
the  umpire  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  referees;  and  in  like 
manner  shall  the  value  of  any  property  so  subscribed  be 
determined. 

§  6.  Upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  they  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered, 
in   any  of  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth;    may  hold 
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and  acquire  and  convey  all  real  and  personal  property 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  road  and  keeping 
the  salne  in  repair,  and  have  all  other  privileges  and  fran- 
.  chises  incident  to  a  corporation  Said  company  may  also 
go  upon  the  lands  or  inclosures  contiguous  or  near  to  their 
road  to  examine  any  land,  quarries  of  stone,  or  other 
material  necessary  for  the  construction  or  use  of  said 
road;  and  if  the  directors  and  owner  or  owners  of  said 
land  or  other  material  cannot  agree  as  to  price  of  land 
or  other  material,  the  ofEcers  of  said  company  may  ap- 
ply to  the  Mercer  county  court  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum  to  assess  the  damages  to  the  land  or  value  of 
material  to  be  used;  and  after  a  tender  of  the  amount 
of  the  damages  to  such  owner,  the  company  may,  with 
any  and  every  appliance  necessary  in  the  construction  of 
said  road,  enter  upon  such  lands  and  make  said  road. 

§  7.  The  whole  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  feet,  and  that  part  covered  with  metal  not  less  than 
fourteen  feet.  The  depth  of  the  broken  metal  on  said 
road,  the  size  thereof,  and  the  grade  of  said  road,  as  also 
the  elevation,  shall  be  determined  by  the  directors,  a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
business. 

§  8.  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  directors,  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  stock  is  subscribed  to  construct  said 
road,  or  as  much  as  two  and  one  half  miles  thereof,  they 
may  proceed  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best  to 
contract  for  the  construction  of  said  road  or  portion 
thereof;  and  when  as  much  as  two  miles  of  said  road 
shall  have  been  completed,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate 
thereon,  and  collect  tolls  in  the  manner  and  at  rates  not 
exceeding  those  now  regulated  by  General  Statutes. 

^  9.  Said  commissioners  shall  locate  said  road  on  the 
most  practicable  route,  and  for  that  purpose  may,  with 
their  engineers,  chain-carriers,  &c.,  enter  upon  the  lands 
and  highways  along  said  route,  and  lay  off  and  locate 
the  same. 

§  10.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  sue- 
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cessors  are  elected  and  qaalified  ;  and  an  election  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  determined  by  said  board. 

§  n.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER   1333. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bloomfield  and  Harrodsburji  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  George  W.  Anderson,  As«hton  P.  Harcourt,  of 
the  county  of  Spencer;  J.  R.  Hughes  and  Wattie  Mc- 
Micken,  of  the  county  of  Nelson  ;  Thomas  R  Phelps,  Jas. 
B.  Hays,  William  Neal,  F.  R.  Neal,  jr  ,  James  Isham,  and 
William  Lear,  of  the  county  of  Washington,  and  John 
Litny,  John  K.  Wilson,  William  Adkerson,  and  Daniel 
Stagg,  of  the  county  of  Mercer,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  whom, 
or  any  two  of  whom,  in  each  of  said  counties,  subscrip- 
tions may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bloom- 
field  and  Harrodsburg  Railroad  Company,  which  is  hereby 
incorporated;  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be  opened,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, after  having  given  such  notice  of  the  times  and 
places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  if  such  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation  shall  not  have 
been  obtained,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
ma}'  cause  said  books  to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  and 
may  adjourn  to  such  places  as  they  may  deem  hiest,  until 
the  sum  necessary  for  its  incorporation  shall  be  subscribed: 
Provided^  They  may  receive  subscriptions  tendered  at  any 
time  or  from  any  place;  and  if  any  of  said  commissioners 
shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continuance 
of  their  powers  or  duties  under  this  act,  others  may  be 
appointed  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  commissioners 
to  fill  the  vacancy.

CAoital  stock. 


Subscriptions. 


§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
one  million  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration;  and  as  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  of  said 
stock  shall  be  subscrib^'d,  the  subscribers,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to 
be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Bloomfield  and  Harrodsburg  Railroad  Company;"  and 
by  this  name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,! 
selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate, 
so  far  as  the  same  ma}'  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation,  and  no  further,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  and  by  said  corporate  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  coniract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  may 
have  and  use  a  seal;  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  which  other  like  corporations  may  lawfully  do. 

§  3.  That  every  subscriber,  at  the  time  of  his  or  their 
subscribing,  shall  pay  to  the  commissioner,  or  other  agent 
appointed  to  receive  such  subscription,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  in  cash,  or  a  negotiable  note  on  every  share  sub- 
scribed, and  said  notes  ma}-  be  ardde  payable  at  such 
time  and  place  as  said  commissioners  may  deem  expe- 
dient, and  the  residue  of  said  subscriptions  &hall  be  paid 
in  such  installments,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  may 
be  required  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company : 
Provided^  That  no  payment  shall  be  demanded  until  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall 
have  been  given  by  said  board  of  directors  by  printed 
handbills,  posted  at  the  court-house  door,  c^id  at  least 
three  other  public  places  in  each  county  through  which 
said  road  is  chartered  to  run,  nor  shall  more  than  fifiy 
per  cent,  be  demanded  in  any  one  year;  but  if  a  majority 
of  the  directors  shall  decide  the  exigencies  of  the  com- 
pany requires  more  money,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  said  company  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  and  if  any  should  fail  to  pay  any 
installment  %r  subscription,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same 
becomes  due,  the  stock  upon  which  the   same   was  de- 
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manded  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company  if  the  president 
and  directors  bo  declare. 

6  4.  That  as  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall  when  they  may

have  been  subscribed,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  shall  designate,  upon  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  mentioned;  and  at  such  meet- 
ing said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books 
before  the  subscribers  or  their  proxies  then  present,  and 
thereupon  said  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them  then 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  have  power  to  elect, 
by  ballot,  seven  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said 
company;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said  corn- 
pany,  either  from  among  the  directors  or  any  other  stock- 
holder, and  to  allow  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  they  may  think  proper;  and  at  such  elections,  and  on 
all  other  occasions  when  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be 
allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned  by  such 
voter.

thereof,  that  shall  connect  with  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
Railroad;  the  route  to  be  by  them  selected  and  deter- 
mined, not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width;  and  they 
may  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  contracts  with  others  for 
the  building  of  said  railroad,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they, 
their  agents,  engineers,  contractors,  or  other  employes, 
may  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  land  which  may 
be  wanted  for  the   site   or  building  of  said  road,  or  the 
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Caoitdl  stock. 


Subscriptions. 


§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
one  nnillion  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration ;  and  as  soon  as  two  hundred  B.hare8  of  said 
stock  shall  be  sub.scrib:^d,  the  subscribers,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to 
be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  *' The 
Bloomfield  and  Harrodsburg  Railroad  Company;"  and 
by  this  name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  # 
selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation,  and  no  further,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  and  by  said  corporate  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  may 
have  and  use  a  seal;  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  which  other  like  corporations  may  lawfully  do.

ing said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books 
before  the  subscribers  or  their  proxies  then  present,  and 
thereupon  said  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them  then 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  have  power  to  elect, 
by  ballot,  seven  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said 
company;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said  com- 
pany, either  from  among  the  directors  or  any  other  stock- 
holder, and  to  allow  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  they  may  think  proper;  and  at  such  elections,  and  on 
all  other  occasions  when  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be 
allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned  by  such 
voter.

a  railroad  from  a  point  near  Bloomfield,  in  Nelson  county, 
Kentucky,  thence  in  the  direction  of  Harrodsburg,  Ken- 
tucky, to  some  point  in  said  town  or  within  ten  miles 
thereof,  that  shall  connect  with  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
Railroad;  the  route  to  be  by  them  selected  and  deter- 
mined, not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width;  and  they 
may  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  contracts  with  others  for 
the  building  of  said  railroad,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  they, 
their  agents,  engineers,  contractors,  or  other  employes, 
may  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  land  which  may 
be  wanted  for  the  site   or   building  of  said  road,  or  the 
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erection  of  warehouses,  depots,  switches,  or  other  struc- 
tures or  works  necessarv  to  said  road  and  its  use;  and 
may  contract  with  other  railroads  for  the  use  of  their 
track  or  property,  or  any  part  thereof. 

§  6.  That  for  the  right  of  way,  condemnation  of  land 

May  condemn  anj  other  materials,  for  the  building,  use,  and  repair  of 

this  road,  this  company  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
privileges  as  conferred  in  section  15  and  17  of  the  char- 
ter of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company, 
chapter  382,  Acts  1849-^50,  and  may  charge  for  trans- 
porting persons  or  property  of  any  descxiption  whatever 
the  same  rates  allowed  to  the  said  Louisville  and  Nash- 
ville Railroad  under  their  said  charter. 

§  7.  The  said  company,  through  its  president  and  di- 

Ma^  lease  or  »eu  rcctoTs,  or  a  majority  of  them,  Is  hereby  authorized  to 

lease  or  sell  to  any  other  railroad  company,  or  to  any 
individual  or  collection  of  individuals,  and  convey  to 
and  confer  on  them  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges 
herein  granted,  or  to  them  belonging.  They  may  also 
connect  or  consolidate  or  make  running  rates  with  any 
other  railroad  company,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon.  They  may  also  mortgage  their  road,  road-bed, 
right  of  way,  easements,  privileges,  or  any  or  all  of  their 
property  and  possessions,  of  every  description,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  money  or  material  with  which  to 
build  or  operate  their  said  road,  and  may  increase  thrir 
capital  stock  to  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars; 
and  they  are  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  mortgage  bonds 
of  said  company  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  mil- 
lion dollars,  in  denominations  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  ten  thousand,  with  coupons  attached. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to  bearer 
not  more  than  thirty  years  from  date,  bearing  an  inter- 
est of  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  and  signed  by  the  president  of  the  com- 
pany, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof,  with 
the  seal  of  the  company  affixed,  the  coupons  to  be  signed 
by  the  secretary  alone;  said  bonds  to  be  secured  by  deed 
or  deeds  of  mortgage,  as  before  said,  on  the  road  and 
property  of  the  company,  to  be  specified  therein. 
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§  8.   The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  modify  this  act  at  pleasure.

§  1.  That  the  line  of  said  counties*  be  so  changed  as  to 
leave  all  the  land  lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  Beard's 
Station  branch  of  the  Jefferson  and  Brownsboro  Turnpike 
Road,  in  Jefferson  county,  shall  hereafter  be  added  to  the 
county  of  Oldham,  which  includes  the  residence  of  said 
Hudrson. 

§  2.  This  act  takes  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER    1338. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  and  continue  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  LoQiBTille. 

WiiBREAS,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Louisville  will  expire  and 
cease  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1883;  and  in  order  to 
remedy  and  continue  and  extend  the  same, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaitk 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  chartered  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Bank  of  Louis-^ 
ville  shall  continue  and  extend  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
twenty  years,  from  and  after  the  said  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1883. 

§  2.  Said  bank,  under  the  continuance  and  extension 
hereby  granted,  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions,  limita- 
tions, penalties,  conditions,  and  duties,  and  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights  imposed  and  granted  upon  and  to  it  by  the 
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act  of  its  incorporation  and  the  acts  amendatory  to,  or 
relating  thereto,  now  in  force  ;  but  it  may,  at  any  time, 
sell  and  dispose  of  any  or  all  real  estate  taken  by  or  con- 
veyed to  it  in  payment  or  satisfaction  of  any  debt  or 
debts  due  it. 

§  3.  Before  this  act  shall  go  in  force  or  take  effect  it 
must  be  approved  and  accepted  by  a  majority  in  interest 
of  its  stockholders,  at  a  meeting  ordered  or  called  for  that 
purpose  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  bank. 

§  4.  If  it  should  be  so  approved  and  accepted,  notice 
thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  president  of  said  bank  to 
the  Governor  of  said  Commonwealth;  and  when  >2:iven, 
this  act  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  in  lull  force 
and  efiect.

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  ihat  part  of  the 
road  next  to  Franklinton,  of  the  Eminence  and  Franklin- 
ton Turnpike  Company,  are  authorized  Uo  establish  an 
additional  toll-gate  on  that  end  of  said  turnpike  road,  to 
be  erected  within  one  mile  of  Point  Pleasant  meeting- 
house.

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Bussellville,  as  now  established  by 
law,  within  the  boundaries  de6ned  in  the  plats  of  said  town,

tion of  councilmen,  to  reside  therein,  b}'  the  persons  entitled 
to  vote  in  their  respective  wards.  Notice  shall  be  given  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  said  town  of  the  place  at  which 
the  election  is  to  be  held  in  each  ward.     Judges  and  clerks  « 

appointed,  as  directed  in  the  (3)  third  section,  shall  hold  the 
election  in  the  different  wards  at  the  same  time,  and  close  at 
the  same  hour.  The  judges  and  clerks  of  the  different  wards 
shall,  on  the  Monday  following  the  election,  meet  and  deposit 
the  poll-books  with  the  clerk  of  the  council,  who,  in  their 
presenciB,  shall  add  up  the  polls,  and  give  to  the  persons  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes  for  mayor  and  council- 
men  a  certificate  of  their  election.

§6.  Said  mayor  and  coancilmen  shall  be  a  body-politio 
and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Mayor  and  Councilmen  of  the  Town  of  Russellville;" 
and  in  that  name  may  sued  and  be  sued  in  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth^  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  use  a 
common  seal,  and  do  all  other  acts  which  such  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession,  may  do  right- 
fully and  lawfully.  The  mayor,  councilmen,  and  all  other  officen  to  reside 
officers  elected  or  appointed  by  the  council,  shall  reside  and  t^thia*t^n  ii^ 
keep  their  offices  within  the  limits  of  said  town.  Three 
months^  absence  from  the  town  of  the  mayor  or  councilmen,

Said  coanciT  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resignation,  ar  otherwise  in 
the  offices  of  said  town,  which  may  bo  done  at  either  a  stated 
or  called  meeiing. 

§  7.  The  mayor  shaU  preside  orer  the  meetings  of  Iho 
coaneil,  when  present,  and  give  the  casting  vote  when  there 
shall  be  a  tie.  He  may  convene  the  councfl  in  called  ses* 
sion,  whenever  he  deems  it  proper.  He  shall  countersign 
all  orders  oi  the  council,  signed  by  the  clerk.  He  .^hall  re- 
port all  improper  conduct  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
officers,  elected  or  appointed  by  the  council,  to  thrat  body, 
when  rn  session,  who  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  such 
officer  by  resalation  entered  on  their  journal.  He  sbaH  have 
the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  public  property  of  the 
town,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  by 
ordinance  and  laws  as  chief  executive  officer  of  the  town.

in  office,  on  application  being  made  therefor.  He  shall  keep 
a  regular  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council,  aod  a 
correct  account  of  the  fiscal  concerns  thereof  j  be  shall  record 
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all  aets,  resoluUon8,  and  orders  of  the  council;  he  shall  take 
aU  bonds  and  agt'eemeiits  between  the  council  and  other 
persons;  he  shall -farnish  attested  copie^^  of  ail  acts,  resolu- 
tions, and  orders  passed  by  the  council  when  required  to  do 
so  b^'  persons  entitled  to  demand  the  same;  he  shall  draw  his 
orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  sums  of  money  due  to  persons 
on  claims  allowed  by  the  council  on  the  application  of  the 
holders;  and  on  the  return  of  the  assessor's  list  to  the  coun- 
cil, and  the  assessment  of  taxes  thereon,  he  shall  hand  over 
one  of  said  lists,  together  with  the  order  affixing  the  rate  of 
assessment,  to  the  collector,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  he 
shall  bo  required  to  give  bond,  in  an  adequate  penalty,  to  be 
approved  by  the  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
chare:e  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  such  other  duties  as 
may  bo  required  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  board. 

§11.  The  council  shall  annually  appoint  a  treasurer,  to  Treasttrer. 
whom  ail  money  belonging  to  the  town  shall  be  paid.  No 
claim  against  the  town  shall  be  paid  until  the  same  is  audited 
and  allowed  by  tbo  council.  In  all  eases  of  the  payment  of 
money  by  the  treasurer  in  satisfaction  of  claims  on  the  treas- 
ury, it  shall  be  upon  an  order  drawn  by  the  clerk,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  maj^or,  for  the  amount  appearing  to  be  due 
to  the  claimant.  Such  order  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
receipted,  shall  bo  evidence  of  its  pa3^ment.  The  treasurer 
shall  execute  bond,  with  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  coun- 
cil, for  the  payment  of  all  money  received  by  him,  and  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  12.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  and  authorit}'  to 
assess,  levy,  and  collect  taxes  on  the  value  of  all  estate,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  and  on  bonds,  stocks,  and  choses  in 
action  held,  owned,  possessed,  used,  or  employed  by  person 
living  in  said  town,  or  on  such  classes  of  the  same  as  they 
may  designate:  but  such  taxation  shall  be  uniform  on  each 
description  of  property  assessed ;  but  no  tax  shall  bo  levied 
or  collected  on  the  choses  in  actions,  or  money  of  anj'  person, 
except  upon  the  ei^ess  of  the  same  over  and  above  the  just 
debts  of  such  person  on  the  day  of  the  annual  assessment; 
nor  shall  any  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town,  which  have  not  regularly  and  legally 
laid  oiT  into  town  lots,  be  assessed  for  taxation  in  any  other 
way  than  by  the  acre  as  farming  lands.

§  13.    The  council  shall   have  power  to  levy  and   collect 
Tajc  on  dog<.       from  owDors  of  do^s  a  tax  not  exceeding  five  dollars  on  each 

dog,  over  and  above  one  dog  to  each  whole  honsehold,  and  to 

prohibit  by  ordinance  doi^s   from   running  at  large  without 

muzzles,  under  a  penally  of  a  fine. 

§  14.  The  council  shall  annually  appoint  an  assessor,  and 

AsBcssor  one  assistant,  if  necessary,  who  shall  lake  a  list  of  all   the 

taxable  inhabitants  and  owners  of  propert}"  in  said  town 
separately,  and  fix  against  each  the  real  estate  in  said  town 
owned  by  h\m,  her,  or  then),  with  the  value  thereof,  on  the 
10th  day  of  January  in  the  year  in  which  the  list  is  taken; 
and  also  the  true  and  just  value  of  such  other  estate  of  each 
of  said  inhabitants  or  owner,  whether  In  goods,  sto<;ks,  bonds, 
or  other  property  owned,  held,  possessed,  used,  or  employed 
by  him,  her,  or  them  in  said  town  on  said  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, urt  may  bo  designated  for  taxation  by  said  council,  which 
list  shall  be  made  on  the  oath  of  the  party;  or  if  the  party 
refuse  to  give  in  a  list,  and  swear  to  the  same,  the  list  shall 
be  made  from  the  best  information  the  assessor  possesses  or 
may  acquire.  Said  list  shall  be  made  to  include  all  males 
over  the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  all  taverns,  coffee-houses, 
restaurant-keepers,  all  keepers  of  houses  of  public  resort, 
drivers  of  drays,  hacks,  carts,  wagons,  all  livery -stable  keep- 
ers, grocers,  merchants,  druggists,  confectioners,  and  parties 
plying  for  hire  in  said  town,  if  required  by  the*  council,  of 
which  list  two  fair  copies,  arranged  alphabetically,  shall  he 
completed  and  returned  to  said  council  at  its  stated  meeting 
in  May.  The  council,  after  notice  given  to  the  public  for  ui 
least  ten  days,  by  written  or  printed  notices  posted  up,  or  by 
advertisement  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  town,  shall 
sit  as  a  revision  board  on  the  tax -list  returned  in  each  year 
b}^  the  assessor;  and  if  any  one  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the 
action  of  the  assessor  in  valuation  or  otherwise,  may  make 
complaint  to  said  board  of  revision,  and  on  proof  being  made 
to  establish  excessive  valuation,  or  other  grievance,  to  the 
SHlinfaction  of  the  board,  the  list  of  such  parties  shall  be  cor- 
rected.    The  council,  sitting  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  have  the 

* 

power  to  increase  the  valuation  on  any  property  listed  by 
the  assessor,  on  satisfactory  information  and  proof  that  the 
amount  fixed  by  the  assessor  is  6nder  value.  After  said 
meeting  of  the  revisory  board,  no  alteration  or  change  shall 
be  made  in  the  value  of  property  assessed  as  aforesaid,  ud-

lesH  the  party  aggrieved  Bhall   appeal    to  the  coanty  court 
within   ten   days;  bat  the  council  shall   proceed   to  lay  and 
«levy  the  taxes  for  the  current  year  from  estimates  submitted 
to  them  by  the  mayor. 

§  15.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  or/i^anise  a  fire  de-  Fire  department. 
partment,  purchase  engines,  and  all  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fire,  and  pass  such  ordinances  as  may 
be  necessary*  to  make  effective  such  department.  To  provide 
against  the  calamity  of  fire,  the  council  shall  have,  power  to 
prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings  shall  not 
be  erected  or  placed  or  repaired,  without  permission,  of  the 
council,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden 
buildings  within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  damaged  or  worn  out  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of 
their  original  value,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascer- 
taining such  damage. 

§  16.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  health  Health  officer, 
officer,  and  establish  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  small -pox  or  other  con- 
tagious diseases  in  said  town,  and  cause  the  removal  of  all 
patients  suffering  with  such  diseases  without  the  limits  of  the 
town.  Said  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  all  persons  to 
cleanse  their  private  lots,  privies,  out-buildings,  and  premises, 
and  may  direct  the  health  officer,  or  a  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  to  examine  same,  and  report  whenever  they 
may  deem  it  necessary. 

§  17.  The  council  shall  have  control  of  the  cemetery  near  cemetery, 
fiaid  town  or  within  its  limits,  and  are  hereby  vested  with 
power  to  add  to  the  ground  now  held  for  that  purpose  by 
purchase  of  such  quantity  as  may  at  any  time  be  necessary. 
They  shall  have  power  to  erect  all  necessary*  buildings  on 
fiaid  cemetery  ground,  to  make  such  improvements  on  said 
cemetery  grounds  for  beautifying  the  grounds  and  preserving 
the  same  as  may  bo  right.  They  may  annually  elect  a  per- 
son as  sexton  to  take  charge  and  control  of  the  grounds,  sub- 
ject to  their  order.  They  may  sell  and  convey  lots  within 
said  cemetery  grounds  to  parties,  and  cause  said  conveyances 
to  be  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  council.  They  may  pass 
ordinances  inflicting  penalties  for  desecrations  or  intrusions 
on  said  grounds  and  improvements,  and  also  have  power  to 
make  all  regulations  for  the  preservation,  government,  and 
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of  this  act,  with  suitable  penalties  for  the  infraction  of  the 
same,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  fine,  except  in  cases  of  dis- 
turbing religious  worship,  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace, 
tippling-hottses,  and  bawdy-honsee,  where  the  penalty  may 
be  one  hundred  dollars  fine.  They  shall  have  power  to  fix  a 
fine,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  against 
persons  for  keeping  gambling-houses  or  running  faro  banks 
or  other  gambling  machines.  Capias  pro  fine  may  issue 
against  the  defendant  on  all  judgments  for  violation  of  the 
laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  at  any  time  before  the  judg- 
ment is  satisfied. 
§  28.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  sub- 

Subordinate  offi-  ordinate  officers  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 

of  this  act,  such  as|  market-master  and  weigher,  and  any 
other  neccHsary,  requiring  from  each  officer  bond,' and  good 
surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  It  shall  also 
be  lawtul  for  the  council  to  employ  such  other  police  officers 
to  serve  for  any  length  of  time,  within  the  discretion  of  the 
council,  not  exceeding  one  year;  and  said  policemen,  when  so 
elected  and  sworn  in  as  such,  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
preserve  the  peace,  to  make  arrests,  and  to  bring  persons  to 
trial  before  the  proper  tribunals,  as  is  given  to  the  marshal 
under  this  act. 

§  29.  The  council  may  receive  conveyances,  or  the  consent, 

New  streets.        in  Writing,  of  proprietors  of  lots  or  lands  within  the  town, 

for  the  purposes  of  locating  new  streets  or  alleys,  or  extend- 
ing any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  to  the  limits  thereof,  and  on 
receiving  the  same,  may  direct  such  street  or  alley  to  be  ex- 
tended or  opened  in  accordance  with  said  conveyance  and 
written  consent  only;  and  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  to 
have  any  new  street  or  alley  opened,  or  any  of  the  streets  or 
alleys  of  said  town  extended  in  part,  or  to  the  limits  thereof, 
they  shall  petition  the  Logan  circuit  court,  stating  the  street 
or  alley  they  wish  extended  or  opened,  and  the  name  of  the 
owners,  if  known,  of  the  lots  and  lands  through  which  they 
desire  to  have  such  street  or  alley  opened  or  extended,  and 
the  width  thereof,  and  thereupon  the  court  shall  order  a  sum- 
mons to  issue  for  such  owners  to  appear,  on  some  convenient 
day  of  that  or  some  subsequent  term  of  said  court,  to  show 
cause  why  such  street  or  alley  should  not  be  opened  or  ex- 
tended, which  summons  shall  be  executed  on  the  owner,  if 
in  the  county,  if  not,  on  their  agents,  it  known;  and  on  the 
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retarn  of  no  inhabitant,  and  do  known  agent,  and  no  one 
appearing,  after  appointing  attorneys  for  non-reBidentg,  wbo 
shall-  report,  and  guardians  ad  litems  and  construclive  ser- 
vice by  warning  order  as  in  other  cases,  the  court  shall 
order  the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended;  and  if 
one  or  more  of  such  persons  shall  appear,  they  shall  have 
a  right  to  claim  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  which  the 
court  shall  award,  directed  to  the  proper  officer,  to  be  exe- 
cuted as  other  writs  of  that  nature  for  opening  roads;  and 
on  the  return  of  the  writ  executed,  the  court  shall  order 
the  council  to  pay  the  damages  assessed,  and  shall  order 
the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended.  The  council 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  cause  all  streets 
and  alloys  to  be  opened  and  cleansed  of  all  obstructions  by 
the  infliction  of  suitable  fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  how- 
ever.  That  the  council  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  be- 
fore final  order  or  judgment,  to  dismiss  their  petition,  at  Us 
own  cost,  which  shall  not  prevent  their  again  instituting 
proceedings  for  opening  or  extending  such  street  or  alley 
at  any  time,  after  one  year  from  said  dismissal  :  And  provided 
further^  That  the  party  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  cir- 
cuit judge  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  as  in  other  cases  of 
similar  chard^tcr. 

§  30.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  make  Bylaws, 
and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town. 
They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  necessary 
by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  good  government  qf  said  town, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. They  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect 
annually  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  the  real  and  personal 
estate  in  said  town,  assessed  as  hereinbefore  directed,, and  a 
poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each 
tithable;  and  upon  the  refusal  of  any  person  so  assessed  to 
pay  said  revenue  or  poll  tax,  or  upon  the  return  of  the  town 
marshal  or  collector  herein  provided  of  any  delinquent  list, 
they  may  order  a  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  real  or  personal 
estate  of  said  person  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes,  after  an 
advertisement  of  said  sale  has  been  made.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  council  to  cause  all  nuisances  to  be  abated 
and  removed,  and  keep  the  streets  in  good  repair  for  trans- 
portation and  travel;  and  for  any  failure  to  do  either,  they 
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of  this  act,  with  suitable  penalties  for  the  infraction  of  the 
samei  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  fine,  except  in  caaes  of  dis- 
turbing religious  worship,  riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace, 
tippling-honses,  and  bawdy-houses,  where  the  penalty  may 
be  one  hundred  dollars  fine.  They  shall  have  power  to  fix  a 
fine,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  against 
persons  for  keeping  gambling-houses  or  running  faro  banks 
or  other  gambling  machines.  Capias  pro  fine  may  issue 
against  the  defendant  on  ail  judgments  for  violation  of  the 
laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  at  any  time  before  the  judg- 
ment is  satisfied. 
§  28.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  sub-

they  shall  petition  the  Logan  circuit  court,  stating  the  street 
or  alley  they  wish  extended  or  opened,  and  the  name  of  the 
owners,  if  known,  of  the  lots  and  lands  through  which  they 
desire  to  have  such  street  or  alley  opened  or  extended,  and 
the  width  thereof,  and  thereupon  the  court  shall  order  a  sum- 
mons to  issue  for  such  owners  to  appear,  on  some  convenient 
day  of  that  or  some  subsequent  term  of  said  court,  to  show 
cause  why  such  street  or  alley  should  not  be  opened  or  ex- 
tended, which  summons  shall  be  executed  on  the  owner,  if 
in  the  county,  if  not,  on  their  agents,  if  known;  and  on  the

retarn  of  no  inhabitant,  and  do  known  agent,  and  no  one 
appearing,  after  appointing  attorneys  for  non-residentg,  wbo 
shall  report,  and  guardiam  ad  litem^  and  constructive  ser- 
vice by  warning  order  as  in  other  cases,  the  court  shall 
order  the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended;  and  if 
one  or  more  of  such  persons  shall  appear,  they  shall  have 
a  right  to  claim  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  which  the 
court  shall  award,  directed  to  the  proper  officer,  to  be  exe- 
cuted as  other  writs  of  that  nature  for  opening  roads ;  and 
on  the  return  of  the  writ  executed,  the  court  shall  order 
the  council  to  pay  the  damages  assessed,  and  shall  order 
the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended.  The  council 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  cause  all  streets 
and  alloys  to  be  opened  and  cleansed  of  all  obstructions  by 
the  infliction  of  suitable  fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  how- 
ever^ That  the  council  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  be- 
fore final  order  or  judgment,  to  dismiss  their  petition,  at  its 
own  cost,  which  shall  not  prevent  their  again  instituting 
proceedings  for  opening  or  extending  such  street  or  alley 
at  any  time,  after  one  year  from  said  dismissal  :  And  provided 
farther^  That  the  party  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  cir- 
cuit judge  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  as  in  other  cases  of 
similar  chard^tcr. 

§  30.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  t«hall  have  power  to  make  Bylaws, 
and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town. 
They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  necessary 
by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  good  government  qf  said  town, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. They  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect 
annually  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  the  real  and  personal 
estate  in  said  town,  assessed  as  hereinbefore  directed,, and  a 
poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each 
titbable;  and  upon  the  refusal  of  an}*  person  so  assessed  to 
pay  said  revenue  or  poll  tax,  or  upon  the  return  of  the  town 
marshal  or  collector  herein  provided  of  any  delinquent  list, 
they  may  order  a  sale  and  convej^ance  of  the  real  or  personal 
estate  of  said  person  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes,  after  an 
advertisement  of  said  sale  has  been  made.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  council  to  cause  all  nuinances  to  be  abated 
and  removed,  and  keep  the  streets  in  good  repair  for  trans- 
portation and  travel ;  and  for  any  failure  to  do  either,  they 
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shall)  upon  indictment  or  presentment  by  the  grand  jury,  be 
fined  by  the  Logan  eircait  court  a  8am  not  exceeding  fifly 
dollars^  to  be  collected  of  ihem  by  the  sheriff,  and  paid,  into 
the  town  treasury.  They  shall  have  power  to  declare,  by  by- 
laws, what  are  nuisances  within  said  town,  abate  the  same, 
and  may  impose  fines  and  penalties  upon  whomsoever  may 
cause  them. 

§  31.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing  any 

May  tax  stores,  storc,  groccry,  ov  retail  establishment  of  any  kind,  that  may 
bo  commenced  or  opened  subsequent  to  the  day  fixed  for  the 
annual  assessment.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  peddlera 
and  auctioneers,  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law, 
such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  and  Co  require 
them  to  take  out  license  under  such  restrictions  and  penalties 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  such  tax,  as  well  as  the  power 
to  tax  and  license  shows,  exhibitions,  theatrical  performances, 
concerts,  and  all  places  of  public  amusements,  when  money  is 
charged  for  admission  to  the  same:  Provided,  That  no  tax 
shall  ho  levied  upon  sales  of  decedent's  estates  by  executors, 
administrators,  or  curators,  or  by  sheriffs,  constables,  mar- 
shals, coroners,  or  any  public  oflScors,  as  such,  or  by  commis- 
sioners appointed  or  directed  by  authority  of  any  court: 
Provided  further.  That  no  tax  shall  be  levied  oji  the  public 
sale  of  books. 
§  32.  The  council  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  regulate 

Sale  of  liquors,  the  salc  of  spirituous  liquors  within  said  town.  They  shall 
also  have  the  right  to  tax,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  license, 
all  taverns,  houses  of  private  entertainment,  coffee-houses, 
billiard  tables  or  saloons,  grocers,  victualers,  confectioners, 
and  houses  of  public  resort  in  said, town;  but  tavern-keepers 
and  venders  of  spirituous  liquors,  and  billiard  tables  and 
saloons,  shall  still  be  liable  to  pay  any  revenue  tax  now  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  be  paid;  and  no  license 
shall  be  granted  whereby  spirituous  liquors  or  wines  may  bo 
retailed,  except  to  tavern-keepers  and  keepers  of  coffee- 
houses, upon  the  payment  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars. 
The  council  shall  have  power  and  authority,  two  thirds  of 
the  councilmen  concurring,  to  suspend,  either  indefinitely  or 
for  a  limited  period,  any  license  which  tlrey  may  grant  to  a 
tavern-keeper  or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house  or  drinking  saloon, 
whenever  they  shall  be  satisfied  by  proof  that  said  tavern- 
keeper  or  keeper  of  a  coffee  house  has  permitted  any  unlaw* 
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fol  gaming  in  his  honse,  or  has  permitted  any  diRorderly  or 
indecent  condnct  to  be  practiced  or  committed  in  his  house, 
or  has  permitted  any  person  or  persons  to  tipple  or  drink  to 
intoxication  therein,  or  selling  or  giving  liquors  on  Sunday  : 
Provided,  however.  That  no  license  shall  be  suspended  until 
said  tavern-keeper  or  keeper  of  a  coffeehouse  shall  have  at 
least  five  days'  previous  notice,  and  has  been  permitted  to 
show  cause,  If  he  can,  why  his  license  should  not  be  sus- 
pended. If  any  person,  whose  license  shall  have  been  sus- 
pended by  said  council,  shall  afterwards  sell  by  retail  any 
spirituous  liquors  or  wines,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
keeping  a  tippling^house,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  town. 

§  33.  The  council  shall  sit  as  a  court  to  try  any  charge  pre-  May  sit  as  a 
forred  against  any  tavern-keeper  or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house 
or  merchant  or  other  person  licensed  to  retail  liquor,  when 
the  penalty  annexed  is  a  suspension  or  suppression  of  license. 
Before  acting  as  such,  they  shall  take  an  oath  to  try  the 
charges  according  to  the  law  and  evidence,  and  a  true  verdict 
render,  which  oath  shall  be  administered  to  them  by  an  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths.  The  mayor  shall  act 
as  presiding  officer  in  said  trial,  and  in  all  matters  affecting 
the  case  being  tried,  shall  give  the  casting  vote  when  the 
council  of  councilmen  shall  be  equally  divided.  The  charges 
against  the  party  arraigned  shall  be  in  writing,  and  a  copy 
delivered  to  said  party  when  notice  of  trial  is  served  on  him. 

§  84.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  suppress,  by  ordi-   Tippling  and 
nance,    with  suitable  penalties,   all  tippling  houses,   bawdy^ 
houses,  and   houses  of    ill-fame,  all   retailing    of   spirituous 
liquors  and  wines,  and  malt  liquors,  all  gambling  and  gam« 
bling  houses,  and  indecent  behavio^  on   the  public  streets,  all 
riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  disturbances  of  religious 
wor^ihip,  yagrancy,  obstruction  of  streets  and  corners  by  the 
idle  or  dissolute,  and  any  and  all  disturbance  of  the  peace 
and  quiet  and  good  order  of  the  town.     They  shall  also  have 
power,  whenever  the  public  convenience,  health,  or  safety, 
In  their  opinion,  require  it,  to  prohibit  hogs  and  other  animals 
from  running  at  large  in  the  streets,  alleys,  commons,  and 
other  public  places  in  said  town,  and  to  require  and  compel: 
the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  ordinances.

^  36.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  full  power  and 

Sidewalks,  authoHty  (two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  councilmen 

elected  concurring)  to  cause  the  Bidewalks,  or  any  portion  of 
them,  in  said  town  to  be  curbed,  graded,  and  paved  with  stono 
or  brick,  and  when  so  done  to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to 
assess  the  expenses  and  costs  of  such  work  adjacent  to  any 
iot  or  part  of  lot,  against  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  part  of  lot 
fronting  thereon;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  costs  afore- 
said and  expenses,  a  lien  is  hereby  created  and  given  on  said 
lots  or  parts  of  lots.  Said  costs  and  expenses  may  be  listed 
as  taxes  with  the  collector  of  said  town,  and  by  him  collected 
as  other  taxes,  who  shall  have  power  to  sell  and  convey  said 
lots  or  parts  of  lots,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
in  the  same  manner  that  real  estate  in  said  town  may  be  sold 
for  taxes:  Provided,  That  infants,  femes  covert,  non-residents, 
and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  five  years  after  their 
several  disabilities  are  removed  to  redeem  the  same  :  And 
provided  further,  That  the  owners  of  property  fronting  there- 
on shall  first  have  an  opportunity  of  making  said  improve- 
ment themselves,  upon  fiiir  and  reasonable  written  notice  to 
them  In  person  given. 

g  37.  If  at  any  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  council,  it 
shall  become  necessary  to  grade  and  pave  any  sidewalk  in 
front  of  the  lot  of  any  widow  or  other  person  in  said  town, 
which  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council,  oppress  such 
widow  or  other  person  to  grade  and  pave  such  sidewalk  oat 
of  his  or  her  own  meanis'  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall 
cause  such  pavement  to  be  graded  and  paved,  and  pay  for  the 
same  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  town,  unless  such  widow  or 
other  person  shall  voluntarily  pay  the  same. 

§  38.  That  the  citisens  of  said  town  and  their  hands  shall 
Citizens  to  wotic  be    bound  to  work   upon   all  roads   and   streets  within   the

bounds  of  said  corporation,  when  required  to  do  so  by  the 
ordinance  of  the  council,  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair  ; 
but  they  shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  roads  outside  the 
limits  of  said  town. 
§  39.  There  is  established  by  this  act  a  ctl)urt  in  said  town, 
PoMc*  couit.        to  be  known  as  the  Busseliville  Police  Court,  which  shall  have 
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jurisdiction  of  all  violations  of  the  charters,  ordinances,  and 
laws  of  said  town,  and  of  ail  matters  over  which  the  Criminal 
Code  of  Practice  gives  jurisdiction  to  police  courts,  as  well  as 
such  other  matters  as  are  given  by  this  act.  At  the  August 
election  in  the  year  1880,  held  for  the  election  of  county  offi- 
cers, there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
town,  a  police  judge,  who  shall  preside  over  and  hold  said 
court.  The  police  judge  elected  at  the  August  election,  1880, 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years;  and  on  the 
first  M.onday  in  August,  1882,  and  every  four  (4)  years  there- 
after,  there  shall  be  elected  a  police  judge  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Gov- 
ernor, on  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor  and  councilmen, 
may  appoint  a  police  judge  to  servo  until  August  election, 
1880.  The  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  those  of  the  Criminal  and  Civil 
Codes  of  Practice,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable  thereto, 
and  do  not  conflict  herewith.  The  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be 
one  dollar  for  the  issuing  of  a  warrant  against  persons  charged 
with  the  violation  of  the  ordinances  and  laws  of  said  town ; 
and  for  other  services,  like  fees  us  are  allowed  by  law  to  the 
county  judges  for  similar  services  rendered  in  such  cases. 
Process  in  all  cases  for  breaches  or  violations  of  ordinances 
or  laws  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  directed  to  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Kussell- 
ville,  or  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  Logan  county,  either 
of  whom  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  serve  said 
process,  make  arrests,  &c.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  Dutyofmanhai. 
marshal  to  attend  on  the  sitting  of  said  court,  and  aid  in  keep- 
ing order  in  the  same.  Th^  jailer  of  Logan  county  shall  janer. 
receive  and  confine  in  the  jail  all  parties  committed  by  the 
order  or  judgment  of  said  police  court  for  violations  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town,  when  the  penalty  for  such  violation 
is  imprisonment,  or  In  satisfaction  of  judgments  where  it  is 
provided  by  ordinance  that  same  may  be  discharged  by  im« 
prisonment  or  labor  on  the  public  streets  or  other  works  in  the 
said  town.  Said  court  shall  have  a  seal,  and  all  proceedings, 
orders,  and  judgments  had,  made,  and  rendered  by  said  court 
or  judge  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose.    Ko  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  police  judge  Quaiificationi  of

in  said  town  who  is  not  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  a  freeholder  therein,  and  who  has 
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not  been  a  citiEen  reBident  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town  at  least  two  years  previous  to  his  election.  He  shall 
also  be  a  man  of  good  moral  character.  He  shall  also  exe- 
cute bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  filed  in  the 
county  court  clerk's  office,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  said  bond  to  be  indorsed,  approved,  and 
signed  by  the  county  judge,  and  for  the  payment  over  of  all 
moneys  which  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office 
to  the  parties  entitled  thereto.  He  shall  also  take  the  oaths 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  to  be  taken  by  the 
count3' judge.  Said  election  of  police  judge  shall  be  held  by 
the  officers  appointed  by  the  county  court  for  holding  elec* 
tions  in  the  JRussellville  district,  and  his  election  shall  be  cer- 
tified to  the  Governor  as  now  directed  by  law,  who  shall 
commission  him  as  "police  judge  of  the  town  of  JRussellville." 
He  shall  be  his  own  clerk;  and  certified  copies  of  the  record 
of  said  court  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  the  courts  of 
this  State.  In  the  event  that  said  police  judge  cannot  sit  in 
any  case,  or  is  absent  from  the  town,  it  shall  be  the  dutj*  of 
the  mayor  of  Kussellvillo  to  hold  said  court  for  the  time  be- 
ing. A  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  police  judge  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Grovernor  until  the  succeeding  August  elec- 
tion, when  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  an  election, 
if  more  than  six  months  of  the  term  is  unexpired ;  if  not,  the 
appointee  of  the  Governor  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  reg- 
ular election  therefor.  Appeals  from  the  final  orders  and 
judgments  of  said  court  may  be  taken  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  courts  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  bo,  an- 
thorieod  by  law  to  be  taken  from  courts  of  justices  of  the 
peace.  The  justices  of  the  peace  residing  within  the  Russell- 
ville  district  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  all  violations  of 
the  ordinances  and  laws  of  said  town  until  said  police  judge 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  tiie  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  qualified  as  such,  or  whenever  the  police  judge  and  mayor 
mav  be  absent  from  the  said  town. 
§  40.  The  council  may  annually  appoint  an  attorney,  whose 
Tovrn  attorney,  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosccuto  all  cases  in  the  police  court  for 
violations  of  the  ordinances  and  laws,  and  such  other  mat* 
ters  as  the  town  may  be  interested  in,  for  which  services  said 
attorney  shall  be  allowed  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
council,  and  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury. 
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§  41.  At  the  Aagast  election  of  1880,  and  ©very  two  years  Election  of  mar-

thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qaalifiod  voters  resi- 
dent within  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  a  marshal  for  the 
town  of  Kusseilville.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  said 
Office  Who  is  not  twenty-one  years  old,  and  who  has  not  re- 
sided within  said  town  limits  for  more  than  two  years  pre- 
vious to  his  election,  nor  shall  he  serve  for  a  longer  period 
than  two  successive  terms  at  uny  one  time.  Before  entering 
on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  he  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
his  election,  signed  by  the  judges  and  clerks  who  hold  the 
election*  under  the  State  laws,  when  he  shall  be  voted  for, 
that  he  has  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  at  said 
election  for  the  office  of  town  marshal;  and  shall  have  exe- 
cuted bond,  with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  council, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  well  as 
to  pay  oyer  all  moneys  collected  by  him  to  the  proper  par- 
ties. He  shall  also  take  the  oaths  now  required  by  law  to  be 
taken  by  constables,  which  may  be  administered  to  him  by 
the  mayor,  and  noted  of  record  in  said  police  court;  and  if, 
for  any  cause,  a  vacancj*  may  occur  in  said  office  of  marshal, 
the  mayor  and  council  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment 
antil  the  ensuing  August  election,  at  which  an  election  shall 
be  held  to  fill  said  vacancy.  It  shu.ll  be  the  duty  of  the 
officers  appointed  by  the  Logan  county  court  to  hold  elec- 
tions in  the  Russellvillo  district  to  open  a  poll,  and  take  the 
vote  for  marshal  in  the  election  contemplated  by  this  act.

revenue,  and  in  serving  notices,  warrants,  executions,  and 
selling  property  under  the  judgments  rendered  for  the  viola- 
tions of  the  town  laws  and  ordinances  and  orders  of  said 
council.  He  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liablo  to  the  judgment 
of  the  Logan  circuit  court  for  failing  to  collect  or  pay  over 
any  sum  of  money  put  into  his  hands  for  collection,  with  ten 
per  cent,  interest  thereon.     A  lion  is  hereby  created  upon  the 
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real  estate  of  the  mtirBlml  and  his  suretios  for  all  sums  placed 
in  his  hands  for  collection.  He  shall  serve  all  kinds  of  process 
and  notices  issufng  from  the  proper  »athorities  for  Tiolation^ 
of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  sold  town.  He  shafT  remove 
or  cause  to  be  reinovw*  all  n a isances  within  the  llnrkits  of 
said  town,  according  to  the  ordinances,  rnt^s  and  regalations, 
of  the  council.  He  shall  e^ecrrte  aFl  the  process  issoed  by 
the  proper  authorities  of  the  town,,  and  ntake  due  retora 
thereof.  He  shall  be  cntrtled'  to  the  sante  fees  and  per  cent, 
for  collecting  the  town  tax,  penalties,  and  forfeitirres  as  the 
sheriffs  and  constables  hnre  in  like  cases,  where  it  is  not 
otherwise  proTtded  for  by  this  act,  or  by  the  t>rder  of  the 
council.  He  shall  be  entitlecf  to  the  fee  of  one  dollar  for 
serving  a  peace  warrant;  for  serving  a  warrant  for  a  riot, 
rout,  or  breaeh  of  the  peace,  one  dollar;  fbr  all  warrants 
when  fines  are  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury,  one  doUar;  for  alf 
penalties  and  forfeitures  .'and  debts,  to  be  tried  by  the  town* 
ftuthoritres,  twenty-ftve  cents;  suranrwning  a  witness,  frfteen 
cents.  The  n>arshal  shall  be  authorized  to  taker  replevin 
bonds,  with  security,  payable  to  the  council,  ibr  all  penalties 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection;  such  bonds  shalf  run  for 
three  months,  as  in  case  of  debts  returnable- to  the  office  fronv 
which  exceutron  issued;  when  due,  the  judge  shall  issue  exe-- 
eution,  with  the  indorsement  thereon  of  **no  surety  of  any 
kind  to  be  taken/'  He  shall  perfornv  all  other  duties  im- 
posed on  him  by  ordinances  and  law&  of  the  council.  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  couneitmen  of  said  town  ta 
forthwith  appoint  a  marshal  to  hold  hrs  office  until  August 
election,  1880. 

§  42.  The  mayor  and  connoil  i^hall  have  the  power  to  pledge 
the  faith  and  credit  of  said  town  of  Kussellville  for  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  improving  the  streets 
and  other  public  Improvements  of  said  town,  and  sball  have 
the  power  to  raise  said  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  time; 
and  from  tfme  to  trme,  as  such  improvements  may  require, 
issue  tbe  bonds  of  said  town,  bearrng  interest  at  no  greater 
rate  than  stx  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  running  not  more  than  twen- 
ty years,  and  to  sell  the  same.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  clerk,  and  the  council  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  tbe  town  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  thus  or  otherwise  indorsed  under  this  sec* 
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tion.  They  shaU  also  have  power,  at  the  time  of  issaing 
said  bonds,  or  the  creation  of  any  such  debt  as  contemplated 
by  this  section,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
thereon  when  due,  and  the  principal  when  it  shall  fall  due, 
as  the  same  mature.  Nothing  in  this  section  shail  be  so 
t;onBtrued  as  to  include  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  town 
in  the  said  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  authorised  to  be 
raised  for  the  purposes  herein  set  forth.

the  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  town,  or  so  much  of  ness. 
it  as  is  now  due,  and  the  residue  a^  it  may  become  due  here- 
afler,  bj"  the  issuing  of  coupon  bonds,  bearing  six  per  cenU 
interest,  the  interest  payable  semi *-ann nail}*,  and  having  ten 
years  to  run,  but  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  council 
after  the  expiration  of  two  3'ears  from  their  date,  by  aiibsti^ 
luting  same  for  the  present  outstanding  bonded  debt.  Said 
bondi^  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  clerk.  The  council 
shall  have  the  power  to  pledge  th«  revenue  of  said  town  for 
the  payment  of  intei-est  and  principal  of  said  indebtedness. 

§  44.  That  any  bonds  issued  by  jthe  council  under  the  pro* 
visions  of  this  act  may  be  of  the  denomination  of  SlOO,  $500, 
or  91,000,  as  the  council  may  determine,  or  of  all  said  de- 
nominations, in  th«  discretion  of  said  council;  and  the  coun^ 
<3ii  shall  cause  to  bo  kept  by  the  clerk,  under  their  supervision, 
a  regular  set  of  books  and  bond  register,  in  which  the  exact 
financial  condition  of  the  town,  on  inspection,  may  at  any 
time  be  ascertained, 

§  45.  Any  tax-payer,  who  shall,  in  any  year,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August,  pay  to  the  treasurer  his  town  tax  for  that 
year,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reduction  of  eight  per  cent,  there- 
from; and  the  clerk  of  the  council  shall,  in  each  year,  in  the 
month  of  June,  give  to  the  tax-payers  notJce,  through  some 
newspaper  printed  in  sahd  town,  that  they  are  entitled  to 
Buch  deduction  upon  payment  of  their  taxea  on  or  before 
that  time. 

§46.  Th«  mayor  and  council  shall  have  power  to  fix,  by  saiaiies  otam- 
resolution,  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  various  officers  of  the 
town  as  annual  salaries,  and  to  alter  and  change  same  in 
their  discretion.  All  Balariea  or  compensation  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  clerk,  countersigned  by 
the  mayor,  at  such  times  as  the  council  may  imi^vid«. 
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§  47.  The  conncii  shall  annaaliy  publish  an  accoant  of  all 
tho  money  received,  and  of  all  payments  made  daring  the 
year  they  are  in  office,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  town 
debt,  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  through  the  newspapers 
published  in  said  town. 

§  48.  The  council  shall  cause  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  to 
be  fairly  recorded  in  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and 
published  in  the  newspapers  printed  in  said  town.  The  va- 
lidity  of  the  town  ordinances  and  by-laws  may  be  tried  by  a 
writ  of  prohibition  from  the  judge  of  the  Logan  circuit  court, 
with  the  right  of  appeal  by  either  party  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. 

g  49.  All  ordinances  and  laws  now  in  force  in  said  town, 
except  so  far  as  they  are  incompatible  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  Bhall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  repealed  ;  aod 
all  the  power,  authority,  and  privileges  vested  in  the  mayor 
and  council,  or  in  any  of  the  officers  of  said  town,  by  this  act, 
shall  be  vested  in,  and  be  exorcised  by,  the  present  chairman 
and  board  of  trustees  and  officers  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  installed  in  office. 

§  50.  The  duties  imposed  on  the  marshal  shall  be  performed 
by  the  constable  in  the  Russell ville  district  until  a  marshal 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

§  51.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage; 
and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  coming  within  the  purview  of 
thi8  act  are  hereby  repealed:  .Provided,  That  the  private  prop- 
erty of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for  public  use  without  just 
compensation:  And  provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not 
be  construed  as  interfering  with,  prejudicing,  or  in  any  man- 
ner or  degree  affecting  the  right  or  rights  of  any  porson^s 
heretofore  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  the  said  town  of  RusBellville,  or  otherwise,  in  adding 
to  or  extending  the  limits  of  the  said  town,  so  as  to  inclade 
land  or  grounds  without  the  consent  of  their  owners,  or  the 
regular  and  legal  action  of  some  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion.

CHAPTER  1345. 

AN  ACT  to  inoorpora'e  the   LoiiisviHe,   Lawreocebarfc,  and  Harrodsburg; 

Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  ail  personA  who  shall  become  stockholders 
pursuant  to  this  act  in  the  company  hereby  authorized, 
ehaii  be,  and  are  made,  a  body-corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  all  powers  incident  to  such  a  corporation 
in  law,  with  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  wilh;  to  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal, 
under  the  name  of  the  Louisville,  Lawrenceburg,  and 
Harrodsburg  Railroad  Company,  for  the  object  and  pur- 
pose, and  with  full  power  to  construct  and  maintain  a 
railroad  and  telegraph  line,  with  all  such  appendages, 
fixtures,  buildings,  and  machinery  ad  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  use  of  the  same,  commencing  on  the  Ohio 
river,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Louisville,  county  of  Jeffer- 
son, and  State  of  Kentucky,  and  thence  to  Harrodsburg, 
in  the  county  of  Mercer,  through  or  near  to  Lawrence- 
burg, in  Anderson  county,  in  said  State,  by  such  route  as 
may  be  found  practicable,  and  means  raised  to  construct 
the  same,  with  such  branches  as  to  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  seem  proper. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  three  Capital  stock. 
millions  of  dollars,  to  be  increased,  if  necessary  to  com- 
plete or  lurnish  the  road  with  lands,  depots,  sites^  machin- 
ery, cars,  or  other  necessary  appendages  er  equipments 
to  make  or  carry  on  the  business  of  said  company;  said 
stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  o(  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  shall  be  considered  personal  property. 

§  3.   That  Bennett  H.  Young,  Esq.,  of  the  said  city  of  Books  to  be 

o|>ened  by  com- 

Louisville,  county  o/  Jefferson,  shall  be  a  commissioner,  «»»«oncr.  , 
with  power  to  open  a  book  or  books,  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  in  this  corporation ;  and  may  appoint 
the  time  and  place  of  opening  said  books,  giving  three 
weeks^  notice  of  such  time  and  place,  by  written  notice, 
set  up  on  the  door  of  the  house  where  such  book  or  books 
may  be  opened,  and  also  printed  in  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city  of  Louisville.

^  4.  As  soon  as  one  bandred  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
When  they  najr  bccn  sabscHbed  to  said  capital  stock,  the  said  commis- 

sioner  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  by  publish- 
ing a  notice  thereof  for  at  least  ten  days  previously  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  giving 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  at  which  meeting,  or 
at  any  adjourned  meeting,  said  subscribers  shall  organize 
and  proceed  to  business,  and  an  election  for  not  le^s  thao 
five  nor  more  than  nine  directors  shall  he  had  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  said  company  At  such  election,  said  com- 
missioner shall  attend  and  conduct  the  same  as  judge  of 
said  election.  Each  stockholder  shall,  at  such  election, 
and  all  future  elections,  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  he  or  she  may  bold,  and  may  vote  by  proxy  ;  and 
the  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  elected,  and  notified  thereof.

^  5.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  have  power

the  bonds  of  said  company  deemed  necessary  by  the  board 
of  directors  at  such  times,  upon  such  terms,  and  bearing^ 
such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  »ix  per  cent.,  as  to 
said  directors  may  seem  advantageous,  in  order  to  raise 
means  for  the  equipment,  completion,  and  operation  of 
their  railroad  ;  and  that  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  may  be  secured,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
said  board  of  directors,  by  mortgage  on  the  road  and  its 
franchises,  and  any  other  property  owned  and  held  by  the 
company. 

$  B.  That  said  Louisville,  Lawrenceburg,  and  Harrods- 
wk?Mhcrrofds!  ^^^Fi  Railroad  Company  may,  the  holders  ol  a  majority  in 
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value  of  all  the  stock  therein  concurring,  ai^ree  on  terms 
for  consolidating  said  company  with  any  other  railroad 
company  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon;  but  no 
such  consolidation  shall  in  anywise  affect  the  holders  of 
mortgage  bonds  issued  by  said  Louisville,  Lawrenceburg, 
and  Harrodsburg  Railroad  Company. 

§  7.  The  bonds  of  the  company  issued  under  authority 
of  this  act,  whether  sold  and  delivered  in  this  State  or 
elsewhere,  shall  not  be  avoided,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
reason  of  the  rate  of  interest  agreed  to  be  paid,  or  of  ihe 
place  at  which  they  may  be  sold  or  delivered,  nor  by 
reason  of  their  having  been  sold  at  less  than  their  par 
value.

requiring  him  to  summon  twenty  discreet  men,  not  re- 
lated to  the  owners,  nor  in  any  way  interested,  to  meet 
on  the  land  or  near  the  property  or  materials  to  be  valued, 
on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same  ; 
and  if  at  the  time  and  place  any  of  the  said  jurors  do  not 
attend,  said  sheriff  or  constable  shall  forthwith  summon 
as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors  in 
attendance,  and  from  them  each  party,  if  present,  or  if 
not  present,  by  agent  or  otherwise,  the  sheriff  or  consta- 
ble for  the  party  absent  may  strike  off  four  jurors,  and 
the  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest  of 
damages.  The  sheriff  or  constable  may  adjourn  the  jury 
from  day  to  day;  and  if  they  cannot  agree  upon  a  ver- 
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diet,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  discharge  them  and  summon 
another,  to  meet  as  soon  as  convenient.  Before  the  jury 
acts,  the  sheriflTor  constable  shall  administer  to  them  an 
oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  justly  and  impartially 
fix  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain 
by  the  use  and  occupation  of  said  property  required  by 
said  company;  and  the  jur3%in  establishing  the  damages, 
shall  find  the  owner  or  owners  the  actual  value  of  the 
land  or  other  thing  proposed  to  be  taken;  but  in  esti- 
mating damages  resulting  incidentally  to  the  other  land  or 
other  property  of  such  owners,  they  shall  offset  the  advan- 
tages to  such  residue  to  be  derived  from  the  building  and 
operating  of  said  road  by,  through,  or  near  such  residue. 
The  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to  writing,  and  sign 
the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  b}"^  the  sheriff  or  con- 
stable  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  his  county,  and 
such  clerk  shall  receive  and  file  it  in  his  office;  and  such 
verdict  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  circuit  court  at  its  next 
regular  term,  if  no*  sufficient  reason  is  shown  by  either 
party  tor  setting  it  aside;  and  when  so  confirmed,  it  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company; 
but  if  set  aside,  the  court  shall  direct  another  inquisition 
to  be  held  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  the  manner 
above  prescribed  :  Provided^  That  the  company  may  pro- 
ceed to  construct  their  said  road  as  soon  as  the  first  ver- 
dict of  the  jury  shall  be  returned,  whether  the  same  be 
set  aside  and  a  new  jury  ordered  or  not;  and  every  inqui- 
sition shall  describe  the  property  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned,  and  the  duration  of  interest  on  the  same, 
valued  for  the  company;  and  such  valuation,  when  ten- 
dered or  paid  to  owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  or  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said  inquest  is  held, 
when  the  owner  or  owners  do  not  reside  in  such  county, 
shall  entitle  said  company  to  the  use  or  interest  in  the 
same  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  to 
it  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  valuation 
of  the  same,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may,  at  any 
time  thereafter  within  one  year,  be  recovered  from  the 
company  without  costs  or  interest  by  the  owners,  his,  their, 
or  its  legal  representatives :  Provided,  That  land  condemn- 
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ed  for  road-way,  shall  not  be  more  than  one  hundred  feet 
wide,  unless  said  company  shall  file  with  the  justice,  at  the 
time  of  applying  for  a  warrant,  the  affidavit  of  some  one 
of  its  engineers,  stating  that  a  greater  width  is  necessary, 
and  how  much  more  is  required,  when  the  inquisition  shall 
be  for  the  quantity  thus  stated. 

§  9.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  s^id  com- 
pany to  loan,  use,  or  occupy  any  land,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  first  caused 
the  property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  jury  formed  as 
hereinbefore  prescribed;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary, 
after  such  view,  in  order  to  the  occupation  of  the  same, 
to  wait  the  issue  of  the  proceedings  upon  such  inquest; 
and  the  inquest  of  the  jury,  after  the  payment  or  tender 
of  such  valuation,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking 
and  using  such  property,  whether  before  or  after  such 
confirmation  or  payment  of  such  valuation. 

§  JO.  The  rates  for  freight  and  passengers  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  rates  now  charged  by  roads  operated  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  legislation 
as  may  be  equal  to  other  roads  in  the  Commonwealth. 

§  11.  That  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 
alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act,  as  provided  in  an  act, 
entitled  ''  An  act  reserving  power  to  amend  or  repeal 
charters  and  other  laws,"  approved  February  14th,  J 856. 

§  12.  That  said  railway  company  shall  survey  and  locate 
the  route  of  said  line  of  railway,  and  begin  actively  to 
construct  the  same,  within  the  period  of  three  years,  and 
complete  the  same  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  People's  City  Railvray  Con.paDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwetdlh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  R.  S.  Veech,  Sftmuel  Look,  T.  N.  Hays,  their 
associated  and  successors,  he,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  People^s 
City  Railway  Company,  of  Louisville,  with  ail  the  pow- 
ers and  authority  incident  to  corporators,  for  the  pur- 
/   poses  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  The  corporation  in  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  or 
double  track  railway,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient 
tracks  for  turn-outs,  side-tracks,  and  appendages,  in  the 
city  of  Lpuisville,  in,  on,  over,  and  along  such  street  or 
streets,  highway  or  highways,  alley  or  alleys,  within  the 
present  or  future  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  the 
general  council  of  said  city  shall,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion fiiteen  of  the  city  charter,  authorize  said  corporation 
so  to  do,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions, and  with  such  rights  and  privileges,  as  the  general 
council  may,  by  contractor  otherwise  with  said  corpora- 
tion  or  any  of  them,  prescribe;  but  said  corpoi^tion  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  baggage  carried  on  said  railway 
kept  in  and  under  the  care  of  its  owner,  his  servant,  or 
agent.

way  as  may  be  necessary  to  operate  said  railroad. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  to  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny,  and  issue  bonds  of  one  hundred  dollars,  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  pledge  and 
mortgage  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  corpora- 
tion, including  the  track,  fixtures,  rolling-stock,  appur- 
tenances, and  real  estate  belonging  to  the  corporation,  to 
secure  payment  of  the  same. 

^  9.  The  rate  of  fare  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  for 
each  passenger,  except  when  the  cars  or  carriages  shall 
be  chartered  for  specific  purposes. 

§  10.  The  cars  or  carriages  used  upon  said  railway 
shall  be  operated  by  animal  power,  and  shall  be  run 
under  such  regulations  as  the  municipal  authorities  of 
the  city  of  Louisville  may  prescribe  by  ordinances  or 
agreement. 

§  11.  Nothing  in  this  act  is  to  be  construed  so  as  to

city  of  Louisville :  Provided^  hoivever,  That  such  pro  rata 
compensation  be  made  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  with 
such  company  or  companies  for  the  construction,  use, 
and  maintaining  such  part  of  track  so  used  or  utilized.

CHAPTER  1348. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Union  countj  coart,  authorizing  said  coort 

to  appoint  a  collector  of  county  revenue. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaXtk 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  When  the  sheriff  of  Union  county  fails  to  give 
bond  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  or  when  there  is 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  sheriff,  either  from  a  failure  to 
elect  or  qualify,  the  county  court  of  Union  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  con- 
curring therein,  shall  appoint  a  collector  of  the  county 
revenue  for  that  year,  and  agree  upon  a  compensation 
therefor,  and  shall  take  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  law.  Such 
collector  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  regulating  the 
duties  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  except 
as  to  compensation  ;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
jointly   and  severally  liable  to  the  Commonwealth,  and 
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all  others,  in  the  same  manner  that  the   sheriff  and  his 
sureties  would  have  been. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1350. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  CyntbiAiifi,  Paddy's  Rno,  and  Lair's  Station 
Turnpike  RoadOompany,  in  Harrison  county. 

Whbrbas,  The  Cynthiana,  Paddy's  Run,  and  Lair's 
Station  Turnpike  Road  Company,  of  Harrison  county, 
owes  an  indebtedness  of  about  fourteen  hundred  dollars, 
contracted  in  the  original  construction  of  said  turnpike 
road;  and  whereas,  some  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  subscribed  and  paid  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  sixty-five  dollars  lo  pay  off  other  indebtedness  of 
said  company  contracted  in  the  original  construction  of 
said  turnpike  road,  upon  the  faith  of  a  mortgage  executed 
by  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  said  company; 
and  whereas,  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  reducing  the  tolls  upon  turnpike  roads  in  this 
Commonwealth,  the  tolls  collected  upon  said  turnpike 
road  have  not  been  sufficient  to  keep  the  same  in  proper 
repair,  and  the  aforesaid  indebtedness  has  been  continu- 
ally increasing  since  the  passage  of  said  act. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemb/p  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  T.  J.  Megibben,  John  Lair,  John  M.  Lair,  J. 
A.  McKee,  and  W.  D.  Urmston,  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  the  Cynthiana,  Paddy's  Run,  and  Lair's  Station 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  sell  the  turnpike  road,  and  all 
other  property  and  the  franchises  of  said  company,  for  the 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  named  in  the  preamble  to 
this  act. 

§  2.  That  said  sale  shall  be  made  after  advertisement 
of  the  time,  place,  and  terms  of  sale,  by  posting  written 
or  printed  notices  at  tbe  court-house  door  in  Cynthiana, 
and  at  three  or  more  public  places  along  the  line  of  said 
turnpike  road,  and  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  news- 
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paper  publiBhed  in  Cynthlana  for  one  month  before  the 
day  of  sale,  at  public  auction,  to  the  hiKhest  bidder. 

§  3.  That  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  shall  be  applied, 
first,  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  first  named  in 
the  preamble  of  this  act;  and  if  said  proceeds  should  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  said  indebtedness,  then  the 
balance  shall  be  applied  pro  rata  to  the  payment  of  the 
subscriptions  secured  by  mortgage  as  stated  in  the  pre- 
amble to  this  act;  and  if  said  balance  should  be  more 
than  sufficient  to  pay  said  subscriptions  in  full,  then  the 
excess  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  general  stock- 
holders of  the  company. 

$  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

ors  may  be  requisite  to  build,  complete,  and  equip  any 
branches  which  it  is  now  authorized  to  build  to  it8  line 
of  railroad,  and  to  is^^ue  its  bonds  to  such  amount  as 
said  directors  may  determine,  and  to  secure  the  same  by 
mortgage  or  trust  deed  upon  such  of  its  property  and 
franchises  as  said  directors  may  deem  proper:  Provided, 
That  the  authority  hereby  given  to  borrow  money  to  com- 
plete and  equip  any  branches,  and  to  issue  bonds  therefor, 
and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  or  trust  deed,  shall 
not  be  exercised  by  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and 
Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  until  said  r6ad  is  completed 
from  Lexington  to  the  Big  Sandy  river,  in  Kentucky,  and 
trains  sball  be  running  over  the  line  of  said  road,  together 
with  the  road  controlled  by  same  from  Lexington  to  the 
Big  Sandy  river,  in  Kentucky;  and  no  debt  contracted  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  have  priority  over 
any  existing  debt ;  nor  shall  the  authority  hereby  given  be 
used  to  impair  the  value  of  any  existing  debt  or  liability, 
or  of  any  stock  in  said  road;  nor  sball  anything  herein 
be  construed  to  impair  the  value  of  any  contract  entered 
into  by  the  New  York  board  of  directors  of  said  rond  with 
the  counties  along  its  line. 

§  2.  This  act  sball  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER   1355. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  ibe  Ht.  Sterling,  flinkston,  and  Bath  Taropfke 

Road  Oompanjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  persons  who  have  sabscribed  or  may  sab- 
scribe  stock  for  the  purpose  of  constriicting  a  turnpike 
road,  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Itne  of  the  citj  Hmits 
of  the  city  of  Mount  Sterling,  Kentucky,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  directors,  and  to  ran  a  northeast  direction, 
as  near  the  valley  of  Hinkston  creek  and  the  water9 
thereof  as  practicable,  until  it  strikes  the  line  between 
Montgomery  and  Bath  counties;  thence  to  a  point  in 
Bath  county,  near  Springfield  Church,  be  a  body-poli- 
tic, under  the  nanae  and  style  of  the  Mt.  Sterling,  Hink- 
ston, Bath  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion. 

$  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  tbe  control  and  marMige- 
ment  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  cbosen  pres- 
ident by  said  directors,  and  another  of  whom  sbaM,  in 
like  manner,  be  chosen  treasurer  and  secretary  of  said 
company.

hereby,  incorporated  as  a   body-politic    and   corporate,

under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Poor  Ridge  and  Sugar 
Creek  Turnpike  Road  Confipany;  and  are  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers  incident  and  udual  to  such  corpora- 
tion:?, for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  a 
point  on  the  Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road, 
where  the  Poor  Ridge  dirt  road  now  intersects  eaid  turn- 
pike, to  or  near  Leavell's  Ferry  across  Kentucky  river. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed six  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each;  and  the  corporators  above 
named,  or  any  of  them,  may  open  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  when- 
ever the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed, 
said  stockholders  may  meet,  at  any  time  and  place  they 
may  select,  and  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  of  said 
company;  said- officers  shall  consist  of  a  pres*ident  and 
five  directors,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  compel  the  treasurer  to  execute 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such; 

said  company  may  then  proceed  to  the  making  and  build- 
ing said  turnpike  road. 

§  8.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  ma}^  re- 
ceive additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company;, 
and  the  Garrard  county  court  may  subscribe  the  usual 
amount  (which  is  eight  hundred  dollars  per  mile)  to  said 
road. 

}  4.  That  the  width  of  the  artificial  part  of  said  road 
shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  feet,  and  the  portion  of  it 
covered  with  metal,  gravel,  or  macadamized  stone  shall 
not  exceed  fifteen  feet,  and  may  be  as  narrow  as  twelve 
feet,  and  be  fully  six  inches  in  thickness  or  depth  from 
side  to  side  of  the  width. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe  in 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  paid.

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CHAPTER  1363. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  6al«  of  spirituous,  vinou*,  or  laalt  liquors  in  the 
town  of  Blandville,  Bnllnrd  county,  and  to  provide  for  taking  a  vote  on 
that  <|Qe8tion. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembiy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

• 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
within  the  town  of  Blandville,  Ballard  county,  any  spir- 
ituous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof. 

§  2  Whoever  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  for  each  offense 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

§  3.  That  in  order  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters*  of  said  town  as  to  whether  they  are  for  or  against 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town  to  appoint  three  persons  to  take 
the  vote  in  said  town,  two  of  whom  shall  be  named  as 
judges  and  the  other  the  clerk  of  said  election.  The  mar- 
shal of  said  town  shall  act  as  sheriff  of  said  election. 

§  4.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  make 
out  and  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  election  a  poll-book 
containing  two  columns.  One  column  shall  be,  *'  For  the 
sale  of  whisky  and  other  liquors;"  the  other  column  shall 
be,  *'  Against  the  sale  of  whisky  and  other  liquors;"  and 
on  the  first  >Saturday  in  June,  1S80,  after  posting  notices 
of  said  election  in  three  places  in  said  town,  the  officers 
named  shall,  at  some  place  in  said  town  to  be  selected 
by  them,  hold  said  election,  at  which  every  qualified  vo- 
ter of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  vote;  and  of  each 
and  every  voter  voting  at  said  election,  the  question  shall 
be  distinctly  asked:  '^Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of 
whisky  or  other  liquors  in  the  town  o\  Blandville?"  and 
the  clerk  shall  record  the  vote  according  to  the  answer. 

§  5.  The  poll-book  shall  be  sealed  and  delivered  by  the 
town  marshal  to  the  clerk  of  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  who  shall  safely  keep  same  until  the  meeting  of  the 
board,  which  shall  be  on  Tuesday  following,  when  the 
clerk  shall  deliver  the  sealed  poll-book  to  the  chairman 
of  the  board,  and  he  shall  open  same,  and  with  the  assist- 
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ance  of  the  other  members  of  the  board,  count  and  com- 
pare the  vote ;  and  if  it  is  ascertained  that  a  majority  of 
those  voting  at  said  election  are  in  favor  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  have  voted  against  the  sale  of  whisky  and 
other  liquors  in  said  town,  then  the  said  board  shall 
•order  the  clerk  to  state  the  facts  upon  the  record-book  of 
said  town,  and  then  the  provisions  of  this  bill  shall 
become  the  law,  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  15th 
day  of  June, 1880.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charier  of  the  Augusta,  Gyutbiana,  and  Georfteiown 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  February  28,  1835,  and  the  aeie 
amendatory  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genet^al  Assembljf  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Augusta,  Cynthiana,  and  Georgetown  Turnpike  Road 
Company,"  approved  February  28th,  1835,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  be  so  amended  that  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Augusta  and  Brooksviile  division  of  said 
road,  the  road  having  been  severed  by  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  shall  hereafter  consist  of  a  president,  treas- 
urer, and  six  directors,  to  be  elected  annually  as  provided 
in  said  acts.  The  president  and  four  directors  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  five  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  electing 
one  of  their  number  as  temporary  chairman. 

§  2.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy, 
for  every  fiity  dollars'  worth  of  stock  (one  share)  they 
may  own  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  in  the 
election  of  president,  treasurer,  and  directors  of  said 
company,  or  in  the  transaction  of  any  business  properly 
belonging  to  said  stockholders. 

§  3.  The  presiding  judge  of  the  Bracken  county  court 
shall  cast  the  vote  of  the  county,  either  in  person,  or 
through  a  written  proxy  given  to  some  competent  person, 
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one  vote  for  each  share  of  fifty  dollars  owned  by  Bracken 
county  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company.  In  all  elec- 
tions of  officers  of  said  company,  the  election  shall  be 
conducted  by  inspectors,  three  in  number,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  board  of  directors,  and  the  vote  cast  viva  voce,  and 
a  record  kept  of  the  same. 

(  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  passaf^e.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Sharon  Cemetery  Company,  in  Bracken  county. 

Be  it  enacUd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  A.  Taliaferro,  W.  M.  Byar,  and  Tom. 
Reynolds,  their  successors  and  associates,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Sharon  Cemetery  Company; 
and  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  defend  and  be  defended 
against,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  may 
make  and  alter  rules  for  their  own  government,  and  do 
all  other  things  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  object  of  their  corporation,  which  is  to  provide 
a  repose  for  the  dead. 
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§  2.  The  aflTaira  and  bueinesa  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  managed  by  a  board  of  (3)  three  directors,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  lot-holders  in  said  cemetery. 

§  3.  Said  company,  in  addition  to  the  grave-yard  now 
owned  by  the  Sharon  Chorch,  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, or  in  case  that  they  cannot  purchase,  then  to  con- 
demn sufficient  ground,  not  exceeding  five  acres  of  land, 
adjoining  their  present  burial-ground,  to  be  used  for  such 
purpose  only;  if  condemned,  the  land  to  be  valued  by  a 
jury  of  twelve  men,  who  are  housekeepers  of  said  county, 
to  he  summoned  by  the  sheriff,  upon  an  order  from  the 
county  judge  of  Bracken  county. 

^  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  take  and 
hold,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devise,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, such  grounds  as  is  set  forth  in  this  act. 

$  5.  Said  corporation  shall  cause  a  plat  or  plan  of  the 
land  to  be  made,  dividing  said  land  into  walks,  avenues, 
and  burial-lots,  and  designating  said  walks  and  avenues 
by  name,  and  said  burial-lots  by  number,  which  plat  or 
plan  shall  be  recorded  in  the  book  of  the  corporation,  and 
on  the  record  of  the  title  of  Bracken  countv.  After  the 
land  is  thus  laid  off,  the  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
sell  said  burial-lots  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  corporation. 

§  6.  The  board  of  corporators  shall  have  control  of  all 
the  business  transactions  of  the  corporation  ;  shall  collect 
and  expend  for  the  corporation  all  money ;  shall  have  con- 
trol of  the  cemetery  grounds,  and  shall  have  power  to 
improve  and  adorn  said  grounds,  and  to  prescribe  rules 
for  adorning  said  grounds,  and  shall  have  power  to  pro- 
hibit any  use,  division,  or  adornment  of  lot  which  they 
may  deem  improper. 

^  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  call- 
ing and  conducting  their  meetings,  and  for  the  transac- 
tion of  their  business  and  duties.

§  2.  That  in  the  event  of  a  contract  being  made  be- 
tween said  roads  as  authorized  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Cynthiana,  Connersville,  and 
Scott  County  Turnpike  Road  Company  to  collect  toll  at 
its  first  gate  next  to  Cynthiana  from  all  persons  passing 
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throug^h  the  same,  and  traveling  over  said  fraction  of  the 
Cynthiana  and  Leesburg  Turnpike  for  the  distance  trav- 
eled over  both  roads  at  the  same  rates  for  the  distance 
traveled  over  both  roads  as  it  is  now  by  law  authorized 
to  collect  for  travel  over  the  one  road. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Said  com- 
pany shall  also  have  the  right  to  collect  toil  for  the  actual 
distance  traveled  by  parties  over  said  road,  that  pass 
through  any  of  its  gates;  but  said  company  shall,  at  no 
time,  charge  a  greater  rat«  of  toll  than  that  now  pro- 
vided by  the  General  Statutes. 

§  10.  The  annual  election  of  officers  for  said  company  Annual  election. 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  in  each  year, 
beginning  with  the  first  Saturday  of  April,  1681.  The 
stockhdiders  of  said  company  shall  fix  the  hours  between 
which  said  election  shall  be  held,  and  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
they  own. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AS  ACT  to  enable  ttie  commissioners  of  the  sinkini^  fund  of  Bracken  couotj 
to  settle  and  compromise  with  Bf^inheart  Daum,  jr.,  laie  sheriff  of  Bracken 
conntj,  and  with  his  aareties  on  his  ofBciai  bond,  for  the  years  1875  aikd 
187^. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of 
Bracken  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  settle  and  compromise  with  Egin- 
heart  Daum,  jr.,  late  sherifi*  of  Bracken  count}',  and  his 
sureties,  or  any  one  of  the  sureties  on  his  official  bond 
as  sheriff  aforesaid,  for  the  taxes  and  revenue  due  to  the 
county  of  Bracken  by  said  Eginheart  Daum,  jr.,  and  for 
which  he  and  his  sureties  are  or  may  be  liable  on  his  said 
official  bonds  for  the  years  1875  and  1876,  or  for  either  of 
fiaid  yearsy  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  and 
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between  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking:  fund  of  Brack- 
en county  and  the  sureties  in  said  official  bonds,  or  either 
one  of  them  on  either  of  said  bonds;  and  when  the  amount 
of  money  agreed  upon  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  Bracken  county,  said  surety  or 
sureties  shall  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  on 
said  bond  :  Provided^  That  the  payment  by  one  or  more 
of  said  sureties  shall  operate  to  release  and  discharge 
them  from  all  further  liability  on  said  bond,  but  shall  not 
discharge  the  other  sureties  on  said  bonds,  or  either  of 
them,  for  their  proportion  of  the  debt  due  to  the  county 
of  Bracken,  who  may  fail  or  refuse  to  compromise  and 
settle  with  said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for 
Bracken  county. 

§2.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  Bracken 
county  are  hereby  authorized  to  settle  with  the  sureties 
aforesaid,  or  any  one  of  them,  on  such  terms,  and  for 
such  an  amount  of  money,  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  which 
amount,  when  paid,  shall  discbarge  said  surety  or  sure- 
ties ^o  paying  from  all  further  liability  on  said  bond. 

§3.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  Bracken 
county  are  hereby  authorized  to  release  all  the  sureties  in 
both  the  bonds  of  Eginheart  Daum,  jr.,  for  the  years  1875 
and  1H76,  from  the  payment  of  the  penalty  and  all  dam- 
ages prescribed  by  law,  if,  in  the  discretion  of  said  com- 
missioners of  the  sinking  fund,  they  shall  see  proper  :  Pro- 
iHded,  That  a  majority  of  the  magistrates  of  said  county 
be  present  and  concur  therein.

CHAPTER  1381. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  B.  Adams,  of  Pike  coaaty. 

Whereas,  A.  E.  Adams  on  January  30th,  1862, received 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  the  sum  of 
two   hundred   and  eighty-five  dollars  and   twelve  cents, 
which  was  paid  said  Adams  for  expenses  and  services  in 
organizing  a  company  of  State  Guards  under  the  exist- 
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ing  law;  and  some  time  prior  to  the  20th  of  January^  1863, 
in  obedience  to  orders,  said  Adams,  with  his  company, 
reported  to  the  Federal  commandant  and  was  mustered 
into  the  regular  service  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment; and  on  the  said  20th  of  January,  1863,  said  Adams 
was  required  to  refund  the  money  so  received  as  afore- 
said to  the  Treasury,  and  did  do  so,  as  shown  by  the  books 
in  the  Adjutant  General's  office;  and  whereas,  the  United 
States  Government  recognizes  its  liability  for  the  expenses 
aforesaid,  and  has  manifested  its  readiness  and  willing- 
ness to  pay  claims  such  as  thi<<,  but  that  said  claims  must 
be  allow^ed  by  Congress  to  the  States  and  by  the  States 
paid  to  the  parties  entitled;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  A.  E.  Adams  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and 
twelve  cents  for  services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred 
in  organizing  a  company  of  State  Guards  in  the  year 
1862 ;  conditioned  that  the  General  Government  first 
make  the  payment  of  said  amount  to  the  State  upon  the 
account  aforesaid;  in  which  event  the  Auditor  is  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  said 
A.  E.  Adams  for  the  amount  above  specified. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  to 
repeal  the  charter  and  reincorporate  the  town  of  Eliza- 
belhtown,''  approved  February  20,  1868.  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  April  29th,  1880,  be,  and  the 
same  is,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Bowling  Green.

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  city  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  to  the  effect  that  the  mayor  and  board 
of  councilmen  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices  on  the  first  Monday  succeeding  their  elec- 
tion; and  that  the  mayor  and  members  of  the  board  of 
council  now  in  office  shall  hold  their  respective  positions 
until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1861. 

^  2.  That  the  judge  of  the  Bowling  Green  police  court 
shall  hold  a  term  of  his  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes 
once  in  each  month,  beginning  on  the  second  Monday  in 
each,  and  continuing  so  long  as  the  business  of  the  court 
may  require. 

$  3.  That  the  city  collector  of  Bowling  Green  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  a  deputy  collector,  who,  when  he 
shall  have  taken  the  oath  of  office  now  required  by  law 
of  the  other  officers  of  said  city,  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  now  conferred  by  law  upon  the  col- 
lector, and  said  collector  shall  be  liable  upon  his  official 
bond  for  ail  the  acts  of  such  deputy. 

§  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Ashland  District  Camp  Meeting  Aseociatioo  of 

the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Whbreas,  The  ministers  and  lay  members  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  of  the  Ashland  District  of  the 
Kentucky  Annual  Conference  of  said  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  have  organized  an  association,  the  chief  ob- 
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ject  of  which  is  to  hold,  annaally  or  oftener,  a  camp 
meeting  for  religious  purposes;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genera/  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Walker,  president;  W.  J.  Hager,  vice  Cotporacon. 
president;  George  W.  Howes,  secretary;  Wm.  T.  At- 
kinson, treasurer;  and  D.  M.  Atkinson,  Reuben  Patrick, 
Samuel  P.  Hager,  William  Collins,  James  E.  Burgess, 
directors,  their  successors  in  office  and  associate  mem- 
bers, he,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  Ashland  Dis- 
trict Camp  Meeting  Association  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

5  2.  They  shall  have  power  to  enact  such  constitution  Constiiutian  and 
and    by-laws  for  their   regulation    as  shall    not    conflict 

with  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  with 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  with  this  act,  or 
with  the  discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

6  3.  The  association  shall  have  authority,  through  its*  May  make  con- 

tracts. 

board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  thereof,  to  make  con- 
tracts, sue  or  be  sued  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; hold  real  or  personal  estate,  either  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  gift  or  devise,  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  let  or  sell  the  same,  by  deed  or  otherwise,  as 
a  natural  person. 

§  4.  All  horse-swapping,  huxtering,  peddling,  or  selling 
of  goods  of  any  kind  from  wagons,  booths,  or  other  place 
of  temporary  sale,  shall  be  unlawful  within  the  boundary 
of  the  camp  ground  of  the  place  of  any  of  their  camp 
meetings,  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  such  meet- 
ing, hours  of  intermission  included;  and  the  sale  of  spir- 
ituou.**  or  malt  liquors,  M'ine  or  cider,  for  or  within  the 
distance  of  five  miles  from  the  place  of  such  meetings, 
or  for  any  person  to  be  found  with  any  spirituous  or  malt 
liquors,  wine  or  cider,  upon  or  about  his  person,  or  the 
bringing  of  any  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  wine  or  cider, 
to  be  drunk  by  the  person  bringing  or  by  another,  for  or 
within  the  distance  of  two  miles  from  the  place  of  such 
meetings  shall  be  unlawful,  in  like  manner  and  time. 
For  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  penalty 
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shall  be,  for  selling  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  wine  or 
cider,  or  being  found  with  spirituous  or  mait  liquors, 
wine  or  cider,  upon  or  about  the  person,  or  bringing 
spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  wine  or  cider,  within  two  miles 
of  said  place  and  said  time,  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  recoverable 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  in  which  the 
offense  was  committed,  or  in  the  quarterly  court  thereof; 
and  for  violation  of  any  other  provision  of  this  section, 
the  penalty  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  recoverable  in  like  manner. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  are  empowered  to  adopt 
such  regulations  for  selling  provisions  and  horse  feed  to 
persons  attending  their  meetings,  and  for  keeping  a 
boarding  tent  or  tents  on  the  camp  grounds,  as  they  may 
think  best ;  and  all  traffic  on  the  camp  grounds  not  au- 
thorized by  them  shall  be  unlawful,  and  the  penalties  of 
section  four  shall  apply  to  this  in  like  manner  and  extent. 
They  are  also  empowered  to  adopt  such  measures  for 
obtaining  order  as  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
mon wealth*  and  to  appoint  as  many  police  officers  as 
they  may  choose,  at  their  own  expense.  Such  police 
officers  shall  give  the  usual  bond  before,  and  be  sworn  in 
by,  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  person  authorized 
to  administer  an  oath,  and* shall  exercise  the  functions  of 
police  officers  and  constables  anywhere  within  five  miles 
of  the  camp  ground  during  all  the  time  of  the  camp 
meeting,  or  until  discharged  by  the  board  of  directors; 
and  they  shall  also  have  authority  to  remove  the  person 
and  goods  of  offenders  to  a  distance  beyond  the  prescribed 
limits  of  section  four,  and  detain  prisoners  for  trial,  not 
exceeding  thirty-six  hours,  and  convey  persons  tccourt 
for  trial.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  justice  of  the  peace  to 
open  court  for  the  trial  of  offenders  on  the  camp  ground 
or  in  its  vicinity. 

^  6.  All  fines  under  this  act  shall  be  collected  as  all 
other  fines,  and  accounted  for  as  provided  by  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

}  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  approved  March  16tb,  1878,  prahibiting  the  sale 
of  spirituoas,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in  tbe  town  of  Moscow,  Hickman 
county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  approved  March  16th.  1878,  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in 
the  town  of  Moscow,  Hickman  county,  be  so  amended  as 
to  extend  the  provisions  of  said  act  to  the  limits  of  school 
district  No.  32,  being  the  same  school  district  in  which  the 
said  town  of  Moscow  is  situated,  and  the  provisions  and 
penalties  of  said  act  is  declared  to  be  in  full  force  in  said 
district. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  elfTect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  Tor  tbe  bene6t  of  J.  H.  Holladay,  former  presiding:  judge  of  tbe 

Nicholas  county  conrl  and  quarterly  court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  H.  Holladay,  former  presiding  judge  of 
the  Nicholas  county  and  quarterly  courts,  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  allowed  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of 'this  act,  to  collect,  list,  and  distrain 
for  fee-bills  due  him  as  judge  aforesaid  :  Provided^  Said 
Holladay,  however,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
now  imposed  by  law  for  the  issual  of  illegal  fee-bills. 

§  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  Holladay,  as 
judge  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  right  to  make  out  his 
claims  (not  heretofore  allowed  him)  for  holding  examining 
courts,  as  then  provided  by  law;  and  if  legal,  the  judge  of 
the  Nicholas  circuit  court  shall  allow  them,  and  certify 
the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  payment. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iocorpofAte  the  Sftlvisa,  Kirkwood,  and  JobnsonTiHe  Tarnpike 

Roftd  Company,  in  Anderson  ceucty. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
x>f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  an<I  styte  of  the 
Salvisa,  Kirkwood«  and  Jofansonville  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road 
lieginning  at  the  terminus  of  the  Salvisa  and  Kirkwood 
Turnpike  Road,  on  the  county  line  between  Mercer  and 
Anderson  counties,  and  thence  the  most  direct  and  prac- 
ticable route  to  a  point  on  the  Pox  Creek  and  Washing- 
ton County  Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  the  beginning  of 
the  Johnsonville  and  Burnt  Church  Branch  Road,  in  An- 
derson county.  The  books  of  the  company  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  shall  he  opened  in  Johnsonville,  Law- 
renceburg,  Boston^s  Store,  and  may  be  opened  in  Salvisa, 
Mercer  county,  under  the  direction  and  management  of 
the  following  commissioners,  viz  :  T.  J.  McMurry,  Enoch 
Royalty,  John  H.  McBrayer,  E.  H.  Bowen,  V.  B.  Bo:<ton, 
J.  L.  Walker,  Jamen  Casey,  Wm.  Darnell,  John  Caldwell, 
and  J^  B.  Case,  and  Dr.  James  Johnson.  The  capital  stock 
Df  said  company  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars,  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty  five  dollars  eacti. 

$  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  shall 
be  authorized  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  for  each 
mile  in  length,  and  shall  be  governed  in  making  said  sub- 
scriptions, and  in  levying  and  collecting  the  tax  to  pay 
the  same,  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  authorizing  the 
eounty  of  Anderson  to  take  and  hold  stock  in  certain 
roads  in  said  county,  approved  March  the  10th,  1854;  and 
said  act,  as  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with,  this  act,  is  made  part  hereof. 

^  3,  That  sections  two.  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight, 
nine,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  and  fourteen  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Camdensville,  John* 
sonville,  and    Burnt  Church    Turnpike    Company,'^   ap- 
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proved  February  24,  1870,  as  far  as  they  are  applicable 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are 
made  and  enacted  as  part  hereof. 

(  4.  That  no  act  heretofore  enacted  shall  preclude  the 
county  from  taking  .stock  in  said  road  on  account  of  the 
length  of  said  road  being  less  than  four  miles.  The  pres- 
ident and  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  erect 
a  toll  gate  as  soon  as  completed. 

§  5.  This  act  shnil  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AH  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Independence  nod  OoviDgton  Telephone  Cjm-' 

pnny. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Aftsembly  of  Ike  Commontoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

5  1.  That  Wm.  A.  Bryson,  E.  S.  Ri\;e,  W.  B.  Wilson,  H. 
P.  Stephens,  J.  M  Chambers,  and  J.  C.  Byland,  their  asao- 
ciatesy  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereb}', 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of 
the  Independence  and  Covington  Telephone  Company, 
with  power  under  such  name  to  contract  and  be  con* 
tracted  witb,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  a  common  seal,  and  such  other  powers  as  herein 
granted. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  telephone  line  from 
Covington,  in  Kenton  county,  to  Independence  in  said 
county,  and  shall  be  common  carriers  of  telephonic  mes- 
sages. 

§3.  Said  company  may  acquire  rights  of  way  for  said 
line  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  law  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  the  acquisition  of  rights  of  way  by 
turnpike  road  companies. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  charge  for  the  transmission  of 
messages  over  said  line  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents 
for  each  message  :  Provided,  however,  That  if  more  than 
fifteen  minutes  is  used  in  sending  and  receiving  any  mes-* 
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sage,  then  the  said  company  nfiay  charge  fifteen  cents  for 
each  five  minutes  or  fractional  part  thereof  consumed  in 
excess  of  said  fifteen  minutes. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  contract  with  any  person  or 
corporation  for  supplying  them  with  telephonic  facilities, 
and  the  use  of  telephone  instruments,  and  for  said  purpose 
may  huild  branch  lines  from  said  main  lines;  said  con- 
tract to  be  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties 

§  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  three 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  (120)  one  hundred  and 
twenty  shares  of  ($25)  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  7.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by 
a  board  of  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  upon  the 
third  Monday  in  April  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  at 
which  election  each  share  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  president,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  incident  to 
said  ofHce.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  a  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  agents  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  business,  and  may 
pay  them  such  compensation  as  they  may  think  reasona- 
ble. Said  company  may  acquire  and  hold  all  property 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  9.  Said  company  may  commence  the  construction 
of  said  main  line  when  (40)  forty  shares  of  its  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  bona  fide  taken  and  subscribed  for, 
and  when  there  fihall  have  been  paid  in  upon  the  same 
tlld  Sum  of  (S300)  three  hundred  dollars,  and  not  before. 
Each  of  said  incorporators  is  authorized  to  solicit  and 
take  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company;  and  when 
(40)  forty  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  bona  fide  sub- 
scribed for  and  taken,  and  said  sum  of  ($300)  three  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  to  them,  then  they 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  at  which  time  the 
subscribers  shall  elect,  by  ballot  as  aforesaid,  a  board  of 
five  directors,  who  shall  serve  as  such  until  the  time  for 
the  regular  annual  election  provided  for  in  the  seventh 
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section  of  this  act.  Said  company  may  contract  with 
any  other  telephone  company  having  telephone  lines  in 
Covington,  Kentucky,  for  the  transmission  or  re-sending 
of  messages  over  its  lines  to  any  other  point  or  points. 

§  10.  Said  company  may,  by  its  board  of  directors, 
make  all  by-laws,  rales  and  r^uiations,  necessary  for 
the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not 
inconsistent  therewith,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  11.  Said  company  may  establish  branch  lines  and 
offices  along  or  from  said  main  line  in  any  part  of  said 
county  that  they  may  deem  necessary  for  telephonic  pur- 
poses. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1394. 

AN  ACT  to  incorpornte  tbo  town  of  OaDO  Valley. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Cane  Valley,  in  Adair  county, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated. 

§  2.  That  the  boundary  of  said  town  shall  be  as  fol-  Boundary. 
l6w9:  The  center  shall  be  at  the  house  now  used  as  a 
storehouse  by  Judd,  Banks  &  Mally,  in  said  town,  and 
extend  one  half  mile  in  every  direction. 

§  3.  That  A.  H.  Judd,  A.  McKeeny,  Reece  Morgan,  J.  Trustees. 
J.  Beard,  and  W.  S.  Dudgeon  are  hereby  appointed  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  who  shall  take  an  oath  before  some 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  to  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  their  office ;  and  they  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  and  to  do  all  such  acts 
and  things,  either  in  law  or  equity,  as  bodies-politic  and 
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corporate,  having  perpetual    snccession,  may  rightfully 
do  and  perform. 

§  5.  The  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  alTairs  of  said 
Trustees  to   be  town  shall  bo   managed  and  controlled   by  five  trustees, 

elected  annually^  '='  ^ 

who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  qualified  voters  in 
said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  of  each  year,  by 
the  male  inhabitants  of  said  town  over  twenty-oae  years 
of  age,  who  have  been  bona  fide  residents  of  said  town 
six  months  next  preceding  the  election;  and  said  trustees, 
when  so  elected  and  qualified,  shall  bold  their  ofiice  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified; that  said  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  office,  phall  take  an  oath  before  some  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  without 
afiection  or  partiality  to  any  one,  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  office.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
trustee  except  a  free  white  male  citizen  of  said  town 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  has  resided 
in  said  town  for  six  months  next  preceding  his  election. 

§  6.  That  said  trustees  shall  proceed,  after  their  quali- 
fication, to  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman,  who  shall* 
preside  at  their  meetings,  and  have  power  to  convene 
the  board  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  town 
demands  it.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  the  ordi- 
nances and  by-laws  of  said  town  are  duly  executed  and 
put  in  force.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Cane  Valley." 

$  7.   That   the   trustees   aforesaid,  or  their  successors. 

May  lay  off  town  may  lay  oflf  said  town  into  necessary  streets  and  alleys, 

and  lots  of  convenient  size,  and  a  plan  and  map  of  said 
town,  when  so  laid  oflT,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  county 
clerk's  office  of  Adair  county;  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation 
to  said  town;  they  shall  have  power  over  the  streets, 
alleys,  and  sidewalks  of  said  town,  which  maybe  opened

May  levy  tax.  they  deem  best;  they  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the  property  of  said  town, 
not   exceeding  twenty  cents   on   the  one    hundred   dol- 


LAWS  OF  KENTUCKY.

sum  a«  they  may,  by  their  by-laws,  declare;  they  shall  ^JJ^V*  °'^**** 

have  th«  power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses,  and  to 

fine  those  who  may  violate  their  by-laws  any  sum  not 

exceeding   twenty   dollars   for   each    offense,  except   for 

disturbance    of  religious    worship,  riots,  routs,  unlawful 

assemblies,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  tippling-houses, 

when  the   penalty  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars,  which 

may  be  recovered  before    the   police  judge    hereinafter 

provided  for,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Adair  county; 

they   shall  have  power  to  declare   what  are   nuisances, 

and  remove  the  same;  they  shall  have  power  to  inflict 

a  fine  of  one  dollar  or  less  on   any  member  failing  to 

attend   the  meeting  of  the  board,  and    for   good  cause 

(two   thirds  of  the  trustees  concurring)   may   remove   a 

member;  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies;  they 

shall  have  full  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  and  ordinances 

necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  all  the  powers  herein 

granted,  and  executing  all  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

i  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  6f  said  trustees  to  appoint  May  appoint 

treasurer  and 

a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  other officm. 
deem  necessary,  and  take  from  them,  respectively,  bonds, 
with  approved  security,  payable  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Cane  Valley,  and  their  successors  in  office,  in  such 
penalty  as  said  trustees  may  direct,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  and  for  a 
violation  on  the  part  of  either  of  said  officers,  suit  may  be

Power  of  police  havc  jurisdiction   within   the  limits   of  said   town  of  all 

civil  causes  of  which  justices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdic- 
tion; and  in  ail  criminal  cases  arising:  in  said  town  said 
police  jud^e  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  as  a  court  of 
inquiry  now  given  by  law  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and 
shall  .proceed  in  like  manner  as  said  justices  are  required 
to  proceed  in  criminal  cases.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction 
of  all  offenses  arising  under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws 
of  said  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  award  judgment, 
and  enter  execution  accordingly;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy 
of  which  shall  be  evidence,  and  shall  have  the  same  effect 
as  records  of  justices  of  the  peace.

He  shall  have  power  to 
fine  and  imprison  for  contempt :  Provided^  That  said  fine 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  ten  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment 
twelve  hours.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  maishal 
to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before  him 
where  a  jury  would.be  required  before  a  circuit  court 
or  a  justice  of  the  peace.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  those  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for 
like  services,  and  collected  in  the  same  way. 

$  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  and 
elerk  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly 
belong  to  their  respective  offices;  and  it  shall  be  the  doty 
of  the  treasurer  to  render  an  account  to  said  trustees  of 
all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him  whenever  by 
them  required  so  to  do.

the  peace  to  the  circuit  or  quarterly  courts. 

§  13.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  serve  ^j'"  of  mar - 
all  process  and  precepts  to  him  directed  from  the  said  po- 
lice judge,  and  make  due  return  thereof;  collect  all  taxes 
of  said  town,  executions,  and  other  demands  which  may 
be  put  into  his  hands  to  collect,  and  account  for  and  pay 
over  the  same  to  whomsoever  may  be  entitled  thereto, 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  required  by  law  of 
sherifis  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  of  constables  in 
the  collection  of  executions  and  other  demands;  and  for 
a  failure  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  he 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings  which  may  be 
had  against  sheriiTs  or  constables  in  similar  ca^es.  The 
said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power,  and  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  for  collecting  the  town  tax,  that  sheriffs 
have  for  collecting  the  county  levy  and  revenue  tax,  and 
in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  allowed  constables  for 
similar  service:  Provided^  however^  That  the  said  judge 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  direct  his  process  to  be 
executed  by  any  constable  or  sheriff*  of  the  county  of 
Adair.  Said  marshal  shall  be  invested  with  the  power 
and  authority  which  is  given  to  constables  in  all  cases 
cognizable  before  said  police  judge;  he  shall  have  power, 
if  need  be,  to  summon  the  power  of  the  county  to  aid 
him  in  executing  any  process  to  him  directed.  Any  per- 
son or  persons  failing  to  aid  said  marshal  when  so  sum* 
moned  may  be  fined  or  imprisoned  by  said  police  judge, 
the  fine  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  or  the  imprisonment 
twelve  hours. 

§  14.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  the   ah  fines  to  be

§  16.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  impose  a 
tax  on  ail  domestic  animals  running  at  large  in  said  town. 

§  17.  The  trustees  shall  annually  appoint  one  town  as- 
sessor, who  shall  take  a  list  of  all  the  taxable  inhabitants 
and  owners  of  property  in  said  town,  and  affix  against 
each,  separately,  the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their  whole 
estate  within  said  town  subject  to  taxation  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  which  list  shall  be  taken  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  revenue  lists  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  taken. 

§  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
trustees  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  collector  a  fair 
copy  of  the  assessor's  book,  with  the  amount  of  tax  to 
be  paid  by  each  individual,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;

§  22.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority

No  person  shall  be  an  officer  in  the 
aMOoiatioti  v,*ho  is  not  a  member  thereof;  and  the  board 
of  directors,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  shall  elect  ixom  among  their  number  a  president, 
secretary,  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  office  one 
year,  or  until  others  are  elected. 

§  5.  This  association  shall  not  insure  any  dwelling  or 
other  building  in  the  aggregate  with  insurance  taken  in 
other  companies  for  more  than  two  thirds  of  its  cash 
value;  and  in  case  of  fire,  accident  by  lightning  or  wind, 
the  association  will  not  pay  more  two  thirds  of  the  cash 
value  thereof  at  the  time  of  such  loss;  nor  shall  the  asso- 
ciation have  the  right  to  assess  or  collect  any  money  from 
any  member  of  the  association,  unless  there  has  been  a 
loss  in  said  association :  Provided^  however ^  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  assess  and  collect,  annually,  not  exceeding 
one  fifth  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  insured  by 
each  and  every  member  to  pay  contingent  expenses. 

§  6  Upon  the  application  of  any  persons  to  become  a 
member  of  the  association  and  paying  to  treasurer  two 
dollars,  any  three,  or  more  if  necessary,  of  the  five  direct- 
ors shall  go  to  his  dwelling  or  other  house  to  be  insured, 
and  make  a  survey,  fix  a  valuation,  and  the  amount  of 
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risk  that  the  association  will  take;  and  if  the  parties 
agree,  the  directors  shall  report  to  the  >president,  who 
shall  issue  bis  certificate  of  insurance^  countersigned  by 
tbe  secretary,  bearing  date  at  what  time  the  risk  com- 
mences running,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  entered  by  the 
secretHry,  and  countersigned  by  the  president  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose. 

§  7.  In  case  of  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  or 
wind,  happening  to  any  member,  upon  property  insured 
in  and  with  said  association,  tbe  said  member  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  president  or  secretary  within  thirty 
days  from  the  time  such  loss  or  damage  happened  ;  and 
any  three  of  the  directors,  upon  a  view  of  the  same,  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  a  just 
and  correct  estimate  thereof,  shall  ascertain  and  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  such  loss  or  damage ;  and  if  the 
party  suffering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of 
ibe  directors,  the  question  may  be  submitted  to  referees, 
or  the  said  party  may  bring  an  action  against  said  asso- 
ciation for  said  toss  or  damage,  the  next  court  held  in  and 
for  circuit  of  Bath  county,  and  not  afterwards,  unless 
said  court  shall  be  holden  within  sixty  days  after  said 
determination  ;  but  if  not  holden  within  that  time,  then  at 
tbe  next  court  holden  in  said  county  thereafter  ;  and  if,  on 
the  trial  of  such  action  a  greater  sum  be  recovered  than 
the  amount  determined  upon  by  the  said  directors,  the 
party  suffering  shall  have  judgment  therefor  against  said 
association,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  such 
loss  or  damage  and  the  cost  of  suit ;  but  if  no  more  shall 
be  recovered  than  the  amount  aforesaid,  the  said  party 
«hail  become  non-suited,  and  tbe  association  shall  recover 
cost:  Provided,  however,  That  the  judgment  last  men- 
tioned shall  in  nowise  affect  the  claim  of  said  suffering 
party  to  the  amount  of  loss  or  damage  as  determined  by 
the  directors  aforesaid  ;  and  further,  that  execution  shall 
not  issue  or  lien  be  enforced  on  any  judgment  against 
said  association  until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  rendition  thereof,  and  then  only  to  be  levied 
upon  the  property  of  such  persons  as  shall  have  failed  to 
pay  their  pro  rata  of  such  loss  or  damage  and  costs;  and 
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the  production  of  a  receipt  from  the  treasurer  of  said 
association  for  such  pro  rata  or  the  payment  thereof,  the 
officer  holding  such  execution  or  judgment  of  lien  shall 
release  the  person  to  whom  such  receipt  was  ^iven  or 
making  such  payment  from  all  liabilities  upon  such  judg- 
ment or  execution. 

§  8.  The  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  loss  or 
damage  by  any  member,  and  ascertaining  the  sum  of,  after 
the  rendition  of  any  judgment  aforesaid  against  said  asso- 
ciation for  loss  or  damage,  settle  and  determine  the  sum 
to  be  paid  by  the  several  members  thereof  as  herein  pro- 
vided, as  their  respective  portion  of  said  loss,  and  give 
each  of  the  members  notice  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
shall  have  prescribed;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each 
member  shall  always  be  in  proportion  to  their  certificates 
of  insurance,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  proportion  that  the 
loss  or  damage  sustained  bears  to  the  aggregate  valuation 
of  the  property  insured,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
within  thirty  days  next  after  said  notice;  and  if  any  mem- 
ber shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  asser^sed  upon 
him  as  his  or  her  portion  of  any  loss,  in  such  case  the 
directors  mav  sue  for  and  collect  the  amount  assessed, 
with  cost  and  ten  per  cent,  damages.

§  1.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Tay- 
lor county,  a  majority  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  concur- 
ring, to  form  a  company  to  construct  a  turnpike  road 
fr^m  Campbellsville,  via  Elkhorn,  to  Mannsville. 

$  2.  That  said  court  shall  appoint  five  commissioners 
to  locate  said  turnpike  road.  When  said  company  shall 
be  fully  organized,  a  majority  of  the  stock  subscribed  by 
individuals  and  the  amount  by  the  county  court  shall 
govern  in  said  location 

$  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  de- 
termine the  width  of  road,  also  the  width  and  depth  of 
stone  or  gravel,  as  well  as  the  degree  of  elevation  of  said 
road:  Provided^  No  gr^de  shall*  exceed  five  degrees  eleva- 
tion. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  granted  similar  companies  found  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  acquiring  right  of  way,  earth,  rock,  timber,  or 
other  materials  out  of  which  to  build  said  road  ;  also 
land  on  which  to  erect  toll-houses  and  gates,  not  ex- 
ceeding  in  quantity  five  acres  for  each  toll-house  erected. 
They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  gate-keeper  or 
keepers,  and  do  all  other  things  that  a  body-politic  can  or 
may  lawfully  do. 

§  5.  That  said  commissioners  ^hall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders and  by  the  stock  held  by  the  county.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Falmontb  and  Berryville  Tarnpike  Road  Coro- 

paoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  a  body-corporate  and  poUtic  is  hereby  cre- 
ated, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Falmouth  and 
Berryville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  under  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a 
common  seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  may  have  all  rights  and  privileges  now 
enjoyed  by  similar  corporations. 

§  2  Private  property  shall  be  exempt  from  corporate 
debts. 

§  3.  The  object  of  said  corporation  nhall  be  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  turnpike  road  frOm  the  junction  of  the 
Broad  Ford  road  with  the  Falmouth  and  Claysville  Turn- 
pike Road,  in  Pendleton  county,  by  the  nearest  and  most 
practicable  route,  all  things  considered,  to  Berryville, 
Harrison  county. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  any 
amount  required  to  complete  said  road  in  good  order, 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  shall 
be  payable  at  such  time  and  place  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  officers  may  direct. 

§  5.  Books  shall  be  open  for  subscription  of  stock  at 
any  time  and  place,  and  under  the  direction  of  commis- 
sioners hereby  appointed,  viz  :  C.  £.  Aulick,  John  Shites, 
Tony  Shomaker,  Daniel  Williams,  G.  W.  Booker,  and 
G.  C.  Ferris,  in  Pendleton  county,  and  A.  King,  J.  R. 
Earl,  J.  M.  Berry,  and  A.  J.  McNeese,  in  Harrison  county, 
or  any  of  them,  the  books  to  be  kept  open  until  a  suffi- 
cient sum,  including  that  which  may  be  appropriated  and 
subscribed  by  the  Pendleton  and  Harrison  county  courts, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners  or  of  the  board  of 
officers,  when  organized,  shall  have  been  subscribed  to 
complete  said  road. 

^  6«  All  rules  necessary  for  organizing  and  the  manage- 
ment of  said  company,  not  herein  specified,  shall  be  spec- 
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ified  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  and  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  conferred  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State 
upon  similar  companies  for  procuring  and  condemning 
the  right  of  way  and  materials  for  said  road,  the  protec- 
tion of  their  chartered  rights,  and  the  safety  and  preserva- 
tion of  their  property,  and  all  other  provisions  of  the  most 
favored  charter,  8hall  apply  to  this  charter  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  embraced  herein.

That  section  two  of  article  three  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  approved  March  5,  1870,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  following  is  enacted 
in  lieu  of  said  section  :

Kentucky  two  years,  and  in  the  said  city  one  year  next 
preceding  his  election,  and  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his 
election  a  bona  fide  resident  and  housekeeper  of  said  city, 
or  the  ward  for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  or  who  holds  or 
discharges  any  office  or  agency  under  the  city  of  Hop- 
kinsville, or  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  interested, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  with  the  city  of 
Hopkinsville,  or  who  holds  any  office  of  trust  or  salary  in 
any  corporation  which  holds  any  contract  with  said  city, 
the  terms,  rates,  or  prices  whereof  are  subject  to  altera- 
tion, modification,  or  enforcement  by  the  board  of  coun- 
cilmen,  and  who  is  not  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  said 
city  of  not  less  value  than  one  thousand  dollars  in  his 
own  right ;  and  no  collector,  or  keeper,  or  treasurer  of 
the  funds  or  money  of  said  city  shall  be   eligible  as  a 
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member  of  the  boarrl  of  councilmen  until  he  shall  have 
settled  his  accounts  with  said  city  and  obtained  a  quietus. 

§  3.  That  section  forty-one^  article  three,  of  the  charter 
of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  approved  March  5,  1870,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

AN  AOT  for  tbe  beneBc  of  the  Padacah  and  North   Ballard  Gravel  Road 

OompaDy,  and  its  branches. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  ijreneral  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky-: 

§  1.  That  said  eorporation  shall  not  be  required  to 
extend  its  road  to  the  terminal  point  provided  for  in  its 
chatter,  Woodville,  Hinkleville,  or  to  any  point  beyond 
the  point  to  which  it  is  now  constructed,  unless  there 
shall  be  an  amount  subscribed  to  its  capital  stock,  and 
paid  in  or  Batisfactorily  arranged,  to  build  the  same  to 
such  point  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  directors  and  the 
parties  subscribing. 
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§  2.  That  in  the  future  construction  of  any  part  of  said 
road,  or  in  keeping  up  the  road  now  or  heretofore  con- 
structed, said  company  shall  not  be  required  to  construct 
said  road  more  than  fifteen  feet  wide  with  metal  or 
gravel,  but  may  construct  it  any  width,  not  to  exceed  forty 
feet,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  directors.  Nor 
shall  said  company  be  required  to  rail  or  fence  any  part 
of  said  road,  except  the  bridges  thereon,  when  the  height 
of  the  fill  or  declivities  thereon  from  the  surface  do  not 
exceed  six  feet  in  perpendicular  height.

R.  Morgan,  as  sheriff  of  Trimble  county,  for  the  years 
1872,  1873,  1874,  and  1875,  with  the  sheriff  or  any  con- 
stable of  Trimble  county;  and  they  shall  have  power  tr> 
collect  and  distrain  for  the  same,  and  they  and  their 
securities  shall  be  responsible  on  their  official  bond  for 
such  collections,  and  be  subjected  to  all  the  pains  and 
penalties  as  imposed  for  illegal  collections:  Provided^ 
That  the  sureties  of  said  Morgan  shall,  in  open  court,  for 
the  county  of  Trimble,  acknowledge  themselves  severally 
bound  for  any  future  unlawful  act  of  their  principal 
touching  the  collection  of  his  said  fees.

defined,  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  shall  be 
elected  annuetlly  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  by  the 
qualified  voters  living  in  the  bounds  of  said  corporation, 
as  now  laid  out  and  defined,  to-wit :  two  miles  square, 
the  public  square  being  the  center,  and  who  have  resided 
in  the  said  bounds  six  months  next  preceding  said  elec- 
tion, and  who  are  the  owners  in  fee  of  a  house  and  lot  in 
said  town,  or  not  less  than  five  acres  of  land  in  said 
boundary  outside  of  the  town  limits:  the  first  election 
after  the  passage  of  this  bill  to  be  held  at  any  time  after 
five  days'  notice,  by  posting  up  three  written  notices 
within  said  boundary,  in  three  conspicuous  places,  by  any 
citizen  who  is  a  voter  as  above  described.

That  said  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  ofiice,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some 
ofiicer  qualified  to  administer  the  same,  that  they  will 
faithfully  and  without  partiality  to  any  one,  discharge 
the  duties  of  trustees  to  said  town  during  their  contin- 
uance in  office. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  proceed,  after  their  qualifi- 
cation, to  elect  one  of  their  members  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  at  their  meetings,  and  have  power  to  convene  the 
board  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  town  de- 
mands it.  It  shall  be  his  dutv  to  see  that  all  the  ordi- 
nances  and  by-laws  of  said  town  are  duly  executed  and 
put  in  force.  • 

^  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"  Board  of  Trustees  of  Summersville;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
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tracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and 
being  innpleaded,  of  answering  and  being  answered,  of 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places, 
and  do  all  acts,  oiatters,  and  things  which  a  body-politic 
or  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession,  can  lawfully 
and  rightfully  do. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  make  or  receive  all  necess>ary  conveyances 
in  relation  to  said  town.  They  shall  have  power  over 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  paid  town  to  keep  them  open. 
They  shall  have  power  to  tax  auction  sales,  shows,  and 
exhibitions  for  money  or  profit,  such  sum  as  they  may  by 
their  by-laws  declare.  They  shall  have  power  to  suppress 
all  tippling-houi>esy  saloons,  or  liquor  establishments  of  any 
description,  and  to  fine  all  those  who  may  violate  their 
by-laws  any  sura  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  They  shall  have  power  to  declare  what  are,  and 
remove  nuisancer.  They  shall  have  power  to  inflict  a 
fine  of  one  dollar  for  a  failure  of  any  member  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  board  when  notified  thereof.  They 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies.  They  shall  have 
power  to  pasts  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  necessary  for 
carrying  into  effect  all  powers  herein  granted,  and  exe- 
cuting all  provisions  of  this  charter. 

^  5.  That  it  shall  be  the   duty  of  said  trustees  to  ap- 
TniMce  shall  ap.   point  a  trcasurcr,  clerk,  marshal,  and  police  judge,  and 

point     treasurer,  t  rr>  t 

c i c r k.  marshal,   such  othcr  officcrs  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  take 

and  police  judge 

from  them  respectively  bonds,  with  approved  security, 
payable  to  board  of  trustees  of  Summersville,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  in  such  penalty  as  said  trustees  may 
direct,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties; and  for  a  violation  on  the  part  of  either  of  said  ofR- 
cers,  suits  may  be  brought  and  motions  made  before  any 
'tribunal  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  that  suits  are 
brought  and  motions  made  against  other  officers  for  fail- 
ure of  duty. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  after  the 
appointment  by  the  trustees  as  aforesaid  of  a  police 
judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years 
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or  during  good  behavior,  to  commission  the  police  judge; 
and  after  said  commission  has  been  received  by  the  police 
judge,  he  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  who  is 
authorized  to  administer  the  same,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
same.      The   said    police  judge   shall   have   jurisdiction   Duties  of  tie 

police  judge. 

within  the  limits  of  said  boundary  of  all  civil  causes  of 
which  justices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction.  In  all 
criminal  cases  arising  in  the  county  of  Green,  the  said 
police  judge  shall  have  the  jurisdiction,  as  a  court  of  in- 
quiry, now  given  by  two  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall 
proceed  in  like  manner  as  said  justices  are  required  by 
law  in  criminal  cases.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all 
offenses  arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
town  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgment  and  order 
execution  accordingly.  He  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  grant  injunctions,  writs  of  habeas  corpus^ 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  now  prescribed 
by  the  several  acts  authorizing  justices  of  the  peace  of 
Green  county  to  grant  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  Common- 
wealth. He  shall  have  all  the  power  of  justices  of  the 
peace  to  issue  summons  for  witnesses  to  give  evidence  in 
cases  before  him,  and  upon  their  failure  to  attend,  to  issue 
compulsory  process  to  cause  their  attendance.  He  Hhall 
have  power  to  fine  and  imprison  for  contempt :  Provided^ 
The  fine  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars,  nor  the  imprison- 
ment more  than  eight  hours  in  the  county  jail.  He  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  marshal  or  a  constable  of  Green 
county  to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before 
him  where  a  jury  would  be  necessary  before  a  circuit, 
quarterly,  or  a  justices'  court.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
police  judge  to  take  depositions  and  certify  the  same,  to  . 
be  read  as  evidence  in  any  cause  pending  in  any  court 
where  depositions,  now  authorized  to  be  taken  by  justices 
of  the  peace,  may^e  read.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  that  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  for  like 
services,  and  shall  be  collectable  in  the  same  way. 
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§  7.  That  it  sliall  be  the  daty  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk 
?«!r  ^^^^^^^'  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly  be- 
long to  their  respective  offices;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  treasurer  to  render  an  account  to  the  trustees  of 
all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  whenever  by 
them  requited  to  do  so. 

§  8.  The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases 
of  motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer,  marshal,  and 
clerk,  or  other  officers  of  said  town,  for  all  sums  of  money 
or  other  thing  which  may  be  due  from  them,  or  either  of 
them,  to  the  town. 

§  9.  That  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge,  either  party  may  take  an  appeal  to  the  quarterly 
court  or  circuit  court,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
authorizing  appeals  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the 
peace  to  circuit  or  quarterly  courts. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  serve 
all  process  and  precepts  to  him  directed  from  the  police 
judge,  and  make  due  return  thereof,  collect  all  taxes  of 
said  town  on  license  or  otherwise  due  the  same,  execu- 
tions and  other  demands  which  may  be  put  in  his  hands 
to  collect,  and  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees,  or  to  whomsoever  may 
be  entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
required  of  sheriffs  and  constables  in  the  collection  of 
such  demands;  and  for  a  failure  of  any  of  the  duties 
required  of  him,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceed- 
ings and  penalties  which  may  be  had  against  sheriffs  or 
constables.  The  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power, 
and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  all  collections  afore- 
said, as  sherifis  or  constables  are  allowed  for  similar 
services  :  Provided,  Said  judge  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  direct  his  process  to  be  executed  by  any  con- 
.  stable  or  the  sheriff  of  Green  county.  Said  marshal  shall 
be  invested  with  all  power  and  authority  which  is  given 
constables  in  all  cases  cognizable  before  the  police  judge; 
he  shall  have  power,  if  need  be,  to  sunlmon  the  aid  of  the 
county  in  executing  any  process  to  him  directed.  Any 
person   or  persons  failing  to  aid  said   marshal  when  so 
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summoned,  may  be  fined  or  imprisoned  by  said  police 
judge,  the  tine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  nor  the  imprison- 
ment eight  hours  in  the  county  jail.  The  said  marshal's 
jurisdiction  shall  extend  over  and  within  the  boundary  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge. 

6  11.   That  all  fines  and   forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  Fine-how  ais- 

*  posed  of. 

said  ordinaces  or  by-laws  of  said  town  shall  be  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trus^tees 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  daid  town. 

§  12.  That  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury 
except  by  order  of  the  chairman,  in  pursuance  of  allow- 
ances made  by  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  13.  That  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  make  by-laws,  and  pass  any  ordinance 
they  may  see  proper  to  so  enact,  for  the  protection  of  the 
citizens  or  property  of  said  town  and  boundary  aforesaid, 
or  society  thereof,  not  repugnant  to,  or  in  violation  of, 
the  Constitution  and  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  14.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  May  grant  li- 
the  power  to  impose  a  license  on  an^'  vendor  of  any  kind 
of    intoxicating    drinks,   or   a    mixture    thereof,   in     any 
amount  they  or  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  expedient. 

§  15.  That  any  person  who  shall,  after  the  organization 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  sell,  loan,  give,  or 
cause  to  be  sold,  loaned,  or  given  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons whatever,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  or  boundary 
aforesaid,  any  intoxicating  liquors,  drinks,  or  any  sub- 
stance that  will  intoxicate  any  person  or  persons,  without 
first  obtaining  a  license  so  to  sell  from  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  of  Summersville,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  ofiense,  which  fine 
shall  be  recoverable  on  warrant  before  said  police  judge, 
and  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected  by  the  marshal 
of  said  town. 

§  16.  The  trustees  shall  cause  all  by*  laws  and  ordi- 
nances passed  by  them,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  recorded 
in  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  which  journal  shall  be 
subject  to  inspection  of  any  of  the  citizens  of  said  town 
and  boundary  aforesaid.

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§  17.  If,  from  any  cause,  there  should  not  be  an  elec- 
tion of  trustees  for  said  town  on  the  day  fixed  by  law, 
then  it  shall  be  legal  for  any  voter  in  said  town  or  bound- 
ary to  post  up  three  notices,  in  three  of  the  most  con- 
spicuous places  in  said  boundary,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  day  fixed  therein  to  hold  an  election  for  trustees  of

CHAPTER  1438. 

AK  ACT  to  iocorporate  the  town  of  SadieviUe,  Soott  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Sadieville,  in  Scott  county,  be 
established  and  incorporated,  with  the  following  bound- 
ary, which  shall  include  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres 
of  land,  which  shall  be  surveyed  by  the  trustees  hereafter 
named,  or  their  successors,  and  the  depot  on  Cincinnati 
Southern  Railway  shall  be  considered  the  centre  of  said 
survey.  A  certified  copy  of  said  survey  shall  be  signed 
by  the  surveyor  and  the  board  of  trustees,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  county  court  clerk  of  said  county. 

5  2.  That  T.  J.  Burgess,  T.  T.  Hedger,  John  Kaley,  Jno. 
Zuysing,  and  Douglas  Stewart  are  hereby  appointed  trus- 
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tees  of  said  town,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their  number 
chairman,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  first  Monday  in 
June,  1860,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified, and  at  that  time  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  and  same  day  each  suc- 
ceeding year  thereafter  the  aforesaid  number  of  trustees 
in  the  same  manner. 

^  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  who  vote  for  trustees 
shall  on  same  day  elect  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  office  for  one  year. 

^  4.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction 
concurrent,  criminal,  legal,  penal,  and  equitable  with  jus- 
tice of  peace  of  the  county,  and  shall  have  the  same  fees, 
rights,  duties,  and  liabilities  as  magistrates  in  Scott  county, 
including  jurisdiction  over  ail  claims  arising  under  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  may  enact  ordinances  and  all  needful 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  annex  fines 
for  their  violation,  not  exceeding  magistrate's  jurisdiction. 
Shall  have  power  annually  to  levy  and  collect  tax  on 
tithes,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  or  less  than  fifty  cents; 
also  on  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  said  town 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property. 

§  6.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give  bond  in  suffi- 
cient sum,  with  surety  approved  by  the  trustees,  for  the 
safe-keeping  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  he  may  re- 
ceive belonging  to  said  town,  to  be  made  payable  to  said 
trustees.  Said  marshal  shall  have  same  powers,  duties, 
fees,  and  liabilities,  within  the  limits  of  said  county,  as 
constables  of  Scott  county. 

§  7.  In  the  absence  of  the  police  judge,  or  any  case 
where  he  cannot  properly  preside,  then  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  magistrate  of  the  county  to  act  in  the  place  of 
said  police  judge.  • 

§  8.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
license  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  of  either,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and 
shall  charge  for  the  same  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
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more  than  five  hundred  dollars  annaally,  and  shall  have 
power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses  and  gaming  in  said 
town. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  open  and 
keep  the  streets  in  repair  whejiever  necessary,  and  may 
require  voters  of  said  town  to  work,  not  exceeding  foar 
days  in  any  one  year,  on  the  streets  of  eaid  town. 

§  10.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  Repres^entative 
flball  be  qualified  to  vote  for  officers  of  said  town,  if  liv* 
ing  in  said  town,  or  owning  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  real  estate  in  said  town. 

§11.  That  the  provisions  of  chapter  107,  title  "  Towns," 
of  the  General  Statutes,  shall  apply  to  and  be  in  force  in 
regard  to  the  town  of  Sadieville,  except  so  far  as  they  are 
inconsistent  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
padsage.

CHAPTER  1489. 

AN  ACT  to  ft  mend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  art  givitig  the 
trastees  of  cotnmon  school  district  in  Giitlettsbttrp^  the  rifrht  to  levy  a  tax 
for  two  years  to  build  a  school-house  in  said  district,"  approved  March  5| 
1872,  and  to  establish  a  public  school  in  the  town  of  Gat lettsburg,  ap- 
proved March  16,  1873. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssewMj^  ef  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act^  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  giv- 
ing the  trustees  of  common  school  district  in  Gatlettsburg 
the  right  to  levy  a  tax  for  two  years  to  build  a  school- 
house  in  said  district/'  approved  March  5,  1872,  and  to 
establish  a  public  school  in  the  town  of  Gatlettsburg, 
approved  March  16,  1873,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  so  that  the  board  of  education  of  said  district 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
sale  and  convey  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  the  prop- 
erty purchased  of  W.  Houshell  for  school  purposes,  and 
the  same  upon  which  has  been  erected  a  school-house  in 
the  town  of  Gatlettsburg  under  said  act.     The  proceads

of  said  sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds 
executed  by  the  town  of  Gatlettsburg  for  the  same;  after 
the  payment  thereof,  if  any  of  the  proceeds  arising  there* 
from  shall  remain,  it  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Catlettsbur^  who  are  hereby'  authorized  to 
apply  the  same  to  the  purchase  of  suitable  grounds  and 
the  erection  of  a  house  thereon  for  the  common  school 
purposes  in  said  district. 

§  2.  That  no  further  tax  shail  be  levied  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  than  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  debt 
due  and  to  become  due  for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
hereby  authorized  to  be  sold,  and  the  same  shall  be  so 
applied. 

§  3.  That  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  shall 
stand  repealed  on  and  after  the  bonds  that  were  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amende 
ment  shall  be  fully  paid. 

§  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act,  except  as  provided  herein,  be,  and  the  same  are  here^ 
by,  repealed. 

§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  144a. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  voters  of  Trimble  county  to  vote  a  tax  for  tornpilse 

purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  The  judge  of  the  Trimble  county  court  may  order 
an  election  to  be  held,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  by  causing  the  sheriff  to  hare  the  same  pub- 
lished in  the  count}'  newspaper  for  three  weeks  before 
said  election  is  held,  and  he  shall  post  up  printed  notices 
at  least  in  five  public  places  in  each  precinct,  stating  the 
object  for  which  said  election  is  held;  or  the  same  may 
be  submitted  at  any  general  election,  by  giving  pubticity 
as  above  prescribed.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  ai^ 
now  provided  for  by  law  for  county  elections,  by  the  same 
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officers,  and  the  returns  made  in  the  same  way  as  other 
elections.  The  object  of  the  election  shall  be  to  ascer- 
tain the  sense  of  the  qualified  V(»ters  as  to  whether  they 
will  impose  upon  themselves,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  Bedford  to  Milton,  in  said  county, 
at  or  ns  near  on  the  old  survey  of  said  road  as  may  be 
practicable. 

^2.  And  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  vote  in  favor  of 
building  said  road,  then  the  county  judge  shall  convene 
the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  and  the  court 
shall  then  elect  three  discreet  men,  citizens  of  the  county, 
as  commissioners  to  build  said  road*  who  shall,  before 
they  enter  upon  their  duties,  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  per- 
form their  duties  as  commissioners,  and  to  account  for  all 
moneys  coming  in  their  hands  as  such;  and  they  shall  em- 
ploy a  competent  engineer  to  make  a  survey  and  estimates 
of  cost  of  building  said  road,  and  the  commissioners  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  county  judge.  The  judge  shall  then 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  county,  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  mite  of  turnpike  so  built.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  countersigned  by  the 
county  clerk,  and  shall  not  bear  interest  at  a  greater  rate 
than  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest  payable  annually; 
and  none  of  said  bonds  shall  run  for  a  longer  period  than  six 
years  from  their  date.  But  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  until 
a  private  subscription  is  made  sufficient  to  complete  the 
road,  in  accordance  with  the  estimates  made  by  a  compe- 
tent person.  The  turnpike  commissioners  shall  construct 
a  good  road,  such  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  court  of 
claims,  in  road  width  and  depth  of  metal,  and  shall  con- 
struct all  necessary  bridges  on  said  road.  The  court  of 
claims  for  Trimble  county  shall  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax 
on  .the  taxable  property  of  said  county  to  pay  interest 
and  principal  of  said  bonds,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars^  worth  of  taxable  property 
in  said  county  for  any  one  year.  The  road,  when  com- 
pleted,  shall  be  exclusively  the  property  of  the  county; 
and  the  county  court  shall  fix  such  a  rate  of  toll^as  will 
keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  no  more. 
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§  3.  The  sheriff  for  said  county  shall  be  responsible  on 
his  official  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  for  turnpike 
purposes,  and  he  shall  receive  four  per  cent,  commission 
for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1441. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  sheriff  or  any  collector  of  taxes  and  the  several 
constables  of  Henderson  county  to  collect  the  unpaid  Sta^e  revenue  and 
county  levies  for  th<«  years  1875,  1876,  1877,  and  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the  duty  of,  the 
sheriff  or  any  collector  of  taxes,  and  the  several  consta- 
bles in  the  county  of  Henderson,  to  collect  the  unpaid 
State  revenue  and  county  levies  due  by  the  tax-payers  of 
said  county  for  the  years  1875,  1876,  1877,  and  1878;  and 
for  that  purpose  they  are  hereby  directed,  and  it  is  made 
their  duty,  to  receive  the  lists  of  said  unpaid  tax-payers 
from  any  person  interested  in  the  collection  of  same,  and 
they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  enforce  said  collec- 
tion by  levy  and  sale  that  a  sheriff  has  by  law  to  collect 
taxes;  and  they  shall  be  responsible  on  their  official  bonds 
for  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act. 

§  2.  That  the  proceeds  of  all  of  the  collections  that 
may  be  made  of  said  taxes  by  any  of  the  officers  afore- 
said for  the  years  1875,  1876,  and  1877,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  sureties  of  Ben.  F.  Gibson,  late  sheriff  of  said 
county,  in  the  proportions  that  they  may  be  entitled 
thereto;  and  that  all  of  the  said  unpaid  taxes  for  the 
year  1878  (except  the  amount  that  may  be  collected  bv 
any  of  said  officers  of  the  unpaid  county  levy  for  said 
year,  which  delinquent  county  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the 
sureties  of  said  Gibson  on  his  bond  for  collection  of 
same)  shall  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
or  to  the  attorneys  employed  by  the  Commonwealth  in 
the  several  suits  now  pending  in  the  Henderson  court  of 
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commoQ  pleas,  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky as  plaintiff  against  Ben.  P.  Gihfion  and  the  sureties 
on  his  bond,  executed  in  January,  1878,  for  the  collection 
of  the  revenue  of  that  year;  and  said  amounts  (uncol- 
lected revenue  for  1878),  when  so  paid,  shall  be  allowed 
as  credits  on  the  judgment  heretofore  obtained  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court 
at  its  June  term,  1879,  against  the  said  Ben.  F.  Gibson, 
late  sheriff,  and  his  sureties;  but  nothing  herein  shall  in 
anywise  affect  the  prosecution  of  any  suit  which  has 
been  or  may  be  instituted  to  enforce  said  judgment,  or 
to  collect  the  amount  the  said  Gibson  or  his  sureties  are 
liable  for  to  the  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  Said  sheriff,  collector,  or  constables  are  allowed  to 
retain,  as  their  commissions  for  collections  made  under 
this  act.  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  collected  by 
them  respectively,  paying  over  balance  as  directed  by 
this  act. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  constables  of  Hen- 
derson county  now  in  office  during  their  present  term  of 
office,  unless  they  voluntarily  accept  and  agree  to  per- 
form the  duties  set  forth  in  this  act;  but  shall  apply  to  all 
constables  hereafter  appointed  or  elected. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  regalfttA  ihe  advertieiog  of  real  e»titte  nnd  personftl  propertj 
under  eiecutiTe  sales,  sales  ^tinder  decrees  or  jndgments,  aod  s^les  of 
real  estate  for  State  nod  coantj  taxes  m  Bojd  coaotj,  a&d  ftzing  the 
compeDsatloQ  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemUy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  any  sheriff,  master  or  special  com- 
missioner, marshal,  constable,  jailer,  coroner,  or  other 
officer,  making  sales  of  real  estate  or  personal  property 
in  Boyd  county,  under  execution  or  by  virtue  of  judg- 
ments   or  decrees,   where   the   execution,  judgment   or 
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decree  18  for  two  hundred  dollars  or  over,  shall  advertise 
the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  a  newspaper  <if  such  there 
be)  published  in  said  county  for  two  weeks,  by  weekly 
insertions,  pnor  to  the  time  of  sale. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  sheriff  or  tax  collector  of  Boyd 
county  shall  advertise  the  time  and  place  of  sale  of  land 
and  town  lots  for  State  and  county  taxes  in  a  newspaper 
(if  such  there  be)  published  in  said  county,  for  three 
weeks,  by  weekly  insertions,  prior  to  the  time  of  sale. 

§  3  That  the  publisher  of  such  newspaper  shall  be 
allowed  (80)  eighty  cents  per  linear  inch  of  the  usual 
type  of  such  newspaper  for  the  first  insertion,  and  forty 
<cents  per  linear  inch  for  the  subsequent  insertion,  for  such 
advertisements  as  are  required  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  to  be  taxed  as  cost  in  the  action  or  proceeding,  and 
twenty -five  cents  for  each  tract  of  land  or  town  lot  of  tax- 
able property  advertised  as  required  by  section  two  of 
this  act,  the  same  to  be  taxed  as  cost  of  sale. 

§  4.  That  in  cases  where  sales  are  made  under  judg- 
oients  or  decrees,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  direct 
the  advertisement  to  be  made  for  a  longer  time,  and  in 
other  newspapers  in  addition  to  the  one  herein  prescribed. 

§  5.  That  the  advertisements  required  to  be  made  by 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  be  made  in  a  news* 
paper  published  at  the  county  seat  of  said  county,  Bui 
if  there  should  be  no  newspaper  puMished  at  the  county 
seat  of  said  county,  then  the  advertisements  required  by 
this  act  shaU  be  made  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said 
eounty  nearest  the  county  seat :  Provided^  hoioevery  That 
if  there  should  be  no  newspaper  published  ia  said  eounty, 
that  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  and  Code  of 
Practice  regulating  the  advertising  of  such  sales  will  be  ^ 

in  force  and  effect. 

§6.  That  section  three,  artide  seventeen,  chapter  nine- 
ty-two, of  the  General  Statutes,  and  all  other  laws  or 
parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  Boyd  county.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize  the  Toters  of  La- 
grange and  Westport  Totiug  precincts,  in  Oldham  conntj,  to  vote  a  tax 
for  the  parpose  of  baildinflr  turnpflce  roads  in  said  precincts." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genera/  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  section  first  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  the  people  of  Lagrange  and  Westport  voting 
precincts,  in  Oldham  county,  to  vote  a  tax  for  the  purpose 
of  building  turnpike  roads  in  said  precincts,"  approved 
April  9,  1878,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  and  compel 
the  county  judge  of  said  county  to  call  an  election,  which 
call  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  county,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1880,  and  first  Monday  in  February,  1881,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August  and  first  Monday  in  February  of  each 
year  for  five  years,  or  until  said  tax  is  ordered. 

§  2.  That  section  third  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as 
to  insert  the  words  "  elected  in  said  precincts,"  in  the 
eleventh  line  of  said  section,  immediately  after  the  word 
commissioner,  and  repeal  the  words  '*  in  either  precinct 
which  may  ratify  this  act,"  in  same  section,  and  in  the 
twelfth  and  thirteenth  lines.

Company,  in  Anderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  forme'd  and  created  a 
foody-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Case,  Crowder,  and  Ethrington  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point 
on  the  Salvisa  and  Kirkwood  Turnpike  Road,  near  Bru- 
ner  Case's  store,  by  the  most  practicable  route,  to  a  point 
on  the  Fox  Creek  and  Washington  County  Turnpike  near 
th«  bridge  across  Fox  creek  at  James  York's,  in  Anderson 
county.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall 
be  opened  in  the  town  of  Lawrenceburg,  at  Fox  Creek, 
and  at  Bruner  Case's  store,  in  Anderson  county,  under 
the  direction  of  Bruner  Case,  HartweH  Ethrington,  W.  H. 
H«   Hankins,  Levy  Crowder,  W.  D.  Utterback,  and  Rob- 
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ert  Gash.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
s>ix  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  shall 

be  authorized  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company,  in

§  1.  That  E.  H.  Hobson,  G.  O.  Groves,  Parks  Buchanan, 
Corporators.        Joscph  Pcrry,  W.  N.  Vaughan,  A.  N.  Chelf.  citizens  of 

the  State  of  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
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a  bod^'-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
by  the  name  and  etyie  of  the  Greensburg;  Bridge  Compa- 
ny, for  the  purpose  of  building  and  maintaining  a  bridge  object  of  the

and  dismiss  them  at  pleasure,  as  they  may  provide  in  their 
by-lav»^s.  The  gate-keeper  or  keepers  shall  be  required 
to  give  bond,  conditioned  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
direct,  in  the  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  such  bond.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  cre-

W.  Mathers,  on  or  near  the  old  dirt  road  known  as  the 
Carlisle  and  Millersburg  Road,  to  the  cross-roads  at  old 
cross  plains  school-house;  thence  southward,  on  or  near 
the  dirt  road,  to  Miller's  Station,  on  the  Maysville  and 
Lexington  Railroad  (iV.  D.);  thence,  also,  from  said  cross- 
roads, through  or  over  the  lands  of  W.  S.  House,  to'  the 
Maysville  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road,  intersecting  the 
same  at  some  eligible  point  not  far  from  the  residence  of 
said  W.  S.  House.

ipassage,  or  may  be  transferred  to  it  and  accepted  by  it. 
At  any  time  after  the  directors  have  organized  and  elected 
their  officers,  they  shall  give  notice  of  their  organiza- 
tion to  such  persons  as  have  subscribed  stock,  and  those 
who  have  subscribed  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  company 
at  any  time  thereafterwards  upon  ten  days'  notice  by  the 
company.  Should  any  person  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  over 
the  amount  or  any  part  thereof  so  subscribed,  he  may  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  same,  by  action  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation,  in  any  coiyt  having  jurisdiction  of  such  cases. 

§  4.   The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred

§  8.  The  rate  of  fare  for  passengers  shftll  not  be  more   Rate  of  fare  for 
than  three  cents  per  mile,  and  local  or  way  freights  shall  p**"***" 
not  be  charged    more    per    mile,  in  proportion,  than  is 
charged  upon  through  freights^ 

§  9.  In  order  to  enable  this  company'  to  build  said  road  Mayiwuebonds. 
and  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue,  or  cnuse  to  be  issued,  bonds  hearing  inter- 
est at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum.  If  Rate  of  imcicst. 
bonds  are  issued,  the  company  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
pay  said  bond  until  ten  years  after  the  date  of  their 
issual,  but  may  pay  them  at  any  time  after  the  expiration 
of  two  years  after  they  are  issued.

county,  requiring  him  to  summon  twenty  discreet  men, 
not  related  to  the  owner,  nor  in  any  way  interested,  to

near  such  residue.  The  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to

ofGce;  and  such  verdict  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  circuit

§  11.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  land,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  caused  the 
property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  jur}'  formed  as  here- 
inbefore prescribed;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after 
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rials  or  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  con- 
straction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  work!>, 
for  the  purchase  in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and  occupation 
of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner 
or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert,  under  age, 
non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  prop- 
erty  may  lie>  application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  said  county,  who  shall  thereupon  i^sue  his 
warrant,  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  said 
county,  requiring  him  to  summon  twenty  discreet  men, 
not  related  to  the  owner,  nor  in  any  way  interested,  to 
meet  on  the  land  or  near  the  property  or  materials  to  be 
valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warranty  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing:  of  the 
same;  and  if  at  the  time  and  place  any  of  the  said  jurors 
do  not  attend,  said  sheriff  or  eonstable  shall  forthwith 
summon  as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the 
jurors  in  attendance,  and  from  them  each  party,  if  pres- 
ent, or  if  not  present,  by  agent  or  otherwise,  the  sheriff 
or  constable  for  the  party  absent,  may  strike  off  four 
jurors,  and  the  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury  of 
inquest  of  damages.

§  11.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  land,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  caused  the 
property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  jur}'  formed  as  here- 
inbefore prescribed;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after 
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such  view,  in  order  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  same, 
to  wait  the  issue  of  proceedings  upon  such  inquest;  and 
the  inquest  of  the  jury,  after  the  payment  or  tender  of 
such  valuation,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking 
and  using  such  property,  whether  before  or  after  such 
confirmation  or  payment  of  such  valuation. 

9  l2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  or  board 
of  directors  to  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock, 
payable  in  contracts,  well  secured,  to  build  any  part  of 
said  road,  or  any  bridge  or  bridges  on  t^ame,  or  to  per- 
form any  work  or  furnish  any  materials  which  may  be 
accepted  by  the  company  :  And  provided  further,  That 
subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock  may  be  made  in  real 
estate,  situate  in  Kentucky,  if  said  subscriptions  shall  be 
tendered  to  the  hoard  of  directors  after  their  organiza- 
tion ;  said  real  estate  to  be  taken  at  its  cash  value,  to  be 
assessed  at  the  time  by  three  commissioners  on  oath,  of 
whom  two  shall  be  selected  by  the  company  and  one  by 
the  person  proposing  to  subscribe.  Upon  their  report  in 
writing,  describing  the  land  and  assessing  its  cash  value, 
the  company  may  receive  the  same  at  its  value,  and  issue 
a  stock  certificate,  and  may  take  a  deed  of  conveyance 
in  fee-simple;  and  the  real  estate  received  for  slock  sub- 
scriptions and  which  the  company  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive,  shall  be  over  and  above  ten  thousand  acres, 
mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act ;  that  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  in  office  for  the 
preceding  year,  shall,  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  exhibit  a  distinct  and  clear  account  of 
the  affairs  of  said  company  ;  that  at  any  called  meeting 
of  the  stockholder,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  whole 
of  the  siock  subscribed  being  present,  they  may  demand 
and  require  similar  statements  from  the  president  and 
directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  such  statement 
when  so  required. 

§  13.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  land,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
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and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  caused  the 
property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  a  jury  formed  as  here- 
inbefore prescribed  ;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after 
such  view,  in  order  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  the 
same,  to  wait  the  issue  of  proceedings  upon  such  inquest; 
and  the  inquest  of  the  jury,  after  the  payment  or  tender 
of  tjuch  valuation,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking 
and  using  such  property,  whether  before  or  after  such 
confirmation  or  payment  of  such  valuation. 

§  14.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1457. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lenoxburgh  and  Fribble's  Cross  roads  Turnpike 

Companj,  in  Pendleton  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Charles  F.  Bonar,  J.  B.  Pribble,  Wm.  Bar- 
nard, Darius  Jones,  T.  W.  Fo^sett,  C.  ft.  Drake,  and  J.  C. 
Carnes,  and  their  successors  and  associates,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  for 
the  purpose  of  building:  and  carrying  on  the  bus^iness  of 
a  turnpike  road  company,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Lenoxburgh  and  Fribble's  Cross-road  Turnpike  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  the  right  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  have  a  common  seal;  and  shall 
have  all  other  rights,  privilege?,  and  powers  conferred 
upon  similar  corporations  by  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto. 

§  2.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to 
construct  a  turnpike  road  from  Lenoxburgh,  in  Bracken 
county,  via  Fribble's  Cross-roads,  to  the  Campbell  coun- 
ty line,  and  intersecting  the  Alexandria  and  Persimmon 
Grove  Road  at  or  near  Wesley  Chapel.  • 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
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§  4.  That  said  company  shall  not  eubject  itself  to  a 
greater  liability  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

§  5.  That  the  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  be 
exempt  from  corporate  debts. 

^  6.  That  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  president  and  four  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  act 
as  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  be  annually  elected 
by,  and  from  amous^,  the  stockholders,  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  of  each  year,  and  shall  hold  ofBce  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected;  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  amon^ 
themselves  until  the  succeeding  annual  election. 

§  7.  That  the  stockholders  of  this  company  shall  meet 
and  organize  at  pleasure  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  8.  That  twenty-five  dollars  shall  constitute  a  share  of 
stock  in  this  company,  and  in  the  election  of  ofiicers  and 
voting  on  all  important  measures,  each  share  shall  con- 
stitute a  vote,  and  can  be  cast  by  the  holder  or  by  writ- 
ten proxy. 

§  9.  The  company  shall  meet  at  a  point  most  conven- 
ient to  a  majority  of  the  stockholders. 

§  10.  That  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  any  two  or 
more  of  the  above  incorporators  may  open  books  for  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and,  after 
the  organization  of  the  company,  the  said  president  and 
directors  shall  not  call  for  more  than  thirty  per  cent,  of 
said  stock  at  any  one  time,  nor  shall  they  call  oltener  than 
once  in  sixty  days. 

§  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  by-laws  for  the  management  of  the  affairs 
of  said  road  as  they  may  deem  necessary:  Provided^  That 
the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the 
laws  of  this  State. 

§  12.  That  so  soon  as  two  and  one  half  miles  of  con- 
tinuous road  shall  have  been  completed  and  accepted  by 
the  county  commissioners,  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  erect  a  toll-gate  and  collect  tolls  not  to  exceed  the 
amount  allowed  by  law. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1459. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  towD  of  Central  Covington,  Kenton  conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Central  Covington,  in  the  county 
of  Kenton,  and  State  of  Kentucky,  is  hereby  incorpo- 
rated. 

^  2.  Its  boundaries  shall  be  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  Boundary. 
point  in  the  center  of  the  Old  Bank  Lick  Road  and  Willow 
Street  or  Highland  Turnpike  Road,  near  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  Howard  &  Co/s  addition  to  Covington,  and  also 
in  the  corporation  line  of  the  city  of  Covington;  thence 
westwardly  with  the  center  of  said  pike  and  with  the 
corporation  line  of  Covington  about  five  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  to  a  corner  of  the  corporation  line  of  Covington; 
thence  continuing  with  the  corporation  line  of  about 
seven  hundred  feet  to  the  line  of  Edward  Southgate's 
heirs'  land;  thence  with  same,  and  with  the  lines  of  Ross, 
Farwick,  and  Priesthoff  westwardly,  far  enough  to  be  one 
hundred  yards  west  of  a  frame  house  in  the  Wall  tract; 
thence  southwardly  to  a  point  one  hundred  yards  west  of 
the  residence  of  William  Eifert;  thence  continuing  south- 
wardly to  a  point  one  hundred  yards  west  of  Mount 
Kesino,  usually  known  as  the  Thompson  residence ; 
thence  eastwardly  with  the  southern  brow  of  a  bill  five 
hundred  yards;  thence  southwardly  to  a  point  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  Bank  Lick  Turnpike  near  a  blacksmith  shop, 
and  also  near  the  northwest  corner  of  Rogers'  sub-divis- 
ion of  South  Covington;  thence  eastwardly  with  the  me- 
anderings  of  the  Bank  Lick  pike  to  a  point  over  the 
center  of  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad,  at  the  Ander- 
son Hill  tunnel;  thence  northwardly  over  the  said  tunnel 
down  to  said  Kentucky  Central  Railroad;  thence  with 
paid  railroad  to  the  corporation  line  of  Covington;  thence 
northwardly  with  said  corporation  line  to  the  beginning.

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  tbe  Sharpsburg  and  Henry's  Mill  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  bj/  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Jacob  Henry,  Dr.  E.  Roe,  B.  F.  Haggard, 
Wftller  Sharp,  and  William  Weathers,  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body-potitic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Sharpsburg  and  Henry's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany; with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded.  Said  company 
to  have  a  capital  stock  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dol- 
lars, divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  a 
turnpike  road  from  or  near  Sharpsburg,  in  Bath  county, 
to  Jacob  Henry's  mill,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles. 

^^.  The  iiicorporators  named  above  shall  open  books 
of  subscription,  and  alter  half  the  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  company  shall  organize  by  selecting 
from  their  number  a  president  and  treasurer  and  a  board 
of  five  directors;  ten  days'  previous  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  having  been  given  by  posting 
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notices,  or  by  publishing  the  same  in  the  county  paper. 
Each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  owned  by  him,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

^  4  They  may  have  power  to  acquire  the  land  over 
which  the  road  is  to  be  built  by  purchase,  donation,  or 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  as  well  as  for  the  residence  of 
gate-keepers.  They  shall  have  access  to  timber,  rock 
quarries,  gravel  pits,  &c.,  necessary  to  the  construction 
of  said  road  on  the  same  conditions. 

§  5.  The  grade  of  said  road,  as  also  the  width  and  the 
depth  of  gravel,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  board 
of  directors.  They  may  erect  a  toll-gate  at  or  near  B.  F. 
Haggard's  house,  and  charge  tolls  both  ways;  the  rate  of 
toll  not  to  exceed  the  rate  charged  by  similar  roads. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  may  require  the  treasurer, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  exe- 
cute bond  to  said  company,  in  such  sums  as  they  may 
require,  conditioned  on  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  may  establish  such  by-laws 
as  are  necessary  for  the  management  of  said  road,  pro- 
vided they  shall  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State. 

§  8.  Before  the  county  court  of  Bath  county  shall  make 
an  appropriation  to  said  road,  as  prescribed  by  the  turn- 
pike laws  of  Bath  county,  the  question  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  at  any  regular  elec- 
tion, and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  voting 
at  said  election  vote  in  favor  of  said  appropriation,  the 
county  court  shall  proceed  to  make  said  appropriations, 
and  make  the  necessary'  levy  for  the  payment  of  same. 

§  9.  The  officers  first  elected  shall  hold  their  office  for 
one  year  after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Tate,  Fayette  Hewitt,  B.  C.  Milam,  L. 
Herrman,  Alexander  Julian,  Ira  Julian,  L.  Hord,  S.  F.  J. 
Trabue,  G.  W.  Calrnes,  Thomas  Carter,  E.  C.  Went,  A. 
W.  Overton,  George  Buhr,  Sol.  Harris,  H.  Harris,  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  **  Frankfort  Coal  and  Iron  Mining,  Oil, 
Salt,  and  Timber  Company  ;^'  and  by  that  name  and  style 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts 
and  places;  to  have  a  common  seal;  to  own  property, 
both  real  and  personal;  to  engage  in  mining  for  coal, 
iron,  and  other  minerals,  and  preparing  them  for  market;

other  railroads,  or  to  any  navigable  streams  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  their  business  ;  and  if  for  these  purposes  it  be 
necessary  or  convenient,  to  pass  over  the  lands  of  others 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  the  law  under 
chapter  1 10  of  the  General  Statutes.

Frenchburg,  Menifee  county,  Kentucky,  to  be  called  the 
Frenchburg  Deposit  Bank. 

§  2.  That  Shelby  Kash,  J.  M.  Vanarsdell,  B.  F.  Day,  corporators. 
Aaron  Combs,  J.  K.  Bates,  and  H.  L.  Hackney,  or  any 
one  of  them,  may,  at  such  time,  place,  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  suits  their  convenience,  open  books  for  subscrip- 
tion of  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each;  and  when  fifty  shares  shall  be  subscribed, 
and  twent}'  dollars  per  share  paid  thereon,  the  stock- 
holders may  meet,  organize,  and  elect  three  directors, 
who  shall  serve  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.

are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  ex- 
change, and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and 
severally,  against  the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other 
parties  thereto. 

§  9.  The  cashier  of  said  bank  shall,  on  or  before  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  sell,  give,  loan,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity,  at  any 
place  within  two  miles  of  the  church  known  as  Yost 
Chapel)  in   Logan  county;  and  any  person  violating  the 
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provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  twent}- 
five  dollars,  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  ofiense  thereafter, 
to  he  recovered  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace.  Said  fine  or  fines,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  com- 
missioner of  common  schools,  for  the  use  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  said  county.

CHAPTER  1470. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Riilrnad. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
x)f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  where  any  person  owning  property  or  estate 
of  any  kind  liable  to  taxation  for  Cumberland  and  Ohio 
Railroad  purposes,  has  failed,  wholly  or  in  part,  to  list 
said  property  or  estate,  or  an}'  part  thereof,  since  Febru- 
ary 24th,  1869,  with  the  assessor,  sheriff  of  the  county,  or 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  whether  called  upon  or  not  by 
either  of  said  officers  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  attorney  to  proceed  against  any  person 
failing,  wholly  or  in  part,  to  list  his  property  or  estate,  or 
any  part  thereof  liable  to  the  tax  aforesaid,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  proceeding  against  delinquents  for  a 
failure  to  list  wholly  or  in  part  their  property,  or  any 
part  thereof,  for  the  purposes  of  revenue  and  taxation. 

§  2.  In  order  to  justify  proceedings  under  section  one, 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  party  should  have  been 
returned  delinquent ;  nor  shall  it  be  necessary  that  a  state- 
ment should  have  been  filed,  showing  in  what  the  failure 
consists. 

§  3.  The  county  attorney  shall  have  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  obtained  by  the  proceedings  aforesaid. 

§  4.  In  case  any  delinquent  is  willing  to  settle  any 
claim  against  him  for  said  railroad  tax  without  being 
proceeded  against  as  prescribed  in  section  one,  the  county 
attorney  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  settlement, 
and    he   shall   have   the  same   per  cent,   of  the  amount 
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obtained  upon  such  settlement  a:^  provided   for  in  section 
three. 

§  5.  The  county  attorney  shall    not  receive  or  collect 
any  claim  he  may  be  authorized  to  ascertain  and  enforce.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  W.  Sndilab. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby 
ordered  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of 
John  W.  Sudduth  for  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  ($38  50).  Said  sum  shall  only  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  hereafter  received  for  that  purpos'C  from  the 
United  States  Government  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  on 
the  military  claim  of  this  State  against  said  United  States 
Government.

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CHAPTER  1473. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  LouisTiIle 

Board  of  Trade." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonuTealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  Board  of  Trade  shall  have 
power  to  define  the  duties  of  the  flour  inspectors  of  Louis- 
ville, to  fix  their  fees,  and  eeitahlish  such  other  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  see  proper  for  governing  the 
same. 

§  2.  7*hat  so  much  of  section  eight  of  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  Louisville,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  That  the  fees 
of  the  present  inspectors  of  flour  shall  not  be  changed 
during  their  term  of  oflice.

CHAPTER  1474. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  lo  incorporate  the  Steele's  Turnpike  Road  Corn- 
pan  j,  approved  March  28th,  1872. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  if  the  Steele's  Turnpike  Road  Company  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  complete  the  unfinislied  portion  of  their 
turnpike  near  McKee's  cross-roads  as  far  as  the  Frankfort 
and  Versaille*^  Turnpike  Road,  by  or  before  the  first  day 
of  August,  1880,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  county  court  of 
Woodford  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  the  said 
unfinished  portion  completed  by  letting  out  a  contract 
therefor  :  Provided,  The  citizens  living  near  said  road  will 
subscribe  or  guarantee  an  amount  sufficient,  when  added 
to  the  said  county  subf^criptions,  to  pay  for  said  comple- 
tion. 

^  2.  The  county  court  of  Woodford  county  may  appoint 
one  or  more  of  their  number  to  let  out  the  contract  for 
said  work,  and  to  receive  the  subscriptions,  pay  out  the 
same,  and  to  receive  the  work  when  completed,  and  to 
do  and  perform  all  acts  allowed  to  said  company  touching 
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the  construction  of  said  road  :  And  be  it  further  enacted^ 
That  if  said  company  shall  charge  toll  over  that  portion 
of  road  to  be  built  under  this  act,  then  the  said  county 
and  individual  subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  portion  of 
dividends  from  tolls  in  proportion  to  the  stock  or  money 
subscribed  and  paid  in. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1475. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bransforc}  Drain inp^  Company,  in  Daviess  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Benjamin  Bransford,  J.  H.  Bell,  George  W.  Corporators. 
Williams,  James  Weir,  and  James  AIsop,  and  the  owners 
of  land  lying  in  the  valley  between  the  first  and  second    Location  of 

lands. 

ridge  of  hills  south  of  the  Ohio  river  and  east  of  the  city 
of  Owensboro,  between  the  western  line  of  the  Reid  farm 
and  the  western  line  of  the  Amos  Hathaway  farm,  in  the 
county  of  Daviess,  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  Bransford  Draining  Company;  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  and  do  all  other  acts  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  cause  object  of  the 
the  wet  lands  within  said  boundary  to  be  effectually 
drained,  b^'  constructing  such  ditches  and  sewers  as  may 
be  necessary  to  drain  the  water  from  the  lands  now  sub* 
ject  to  overflows  in  the  aforesaid  boundary,  and  to  keep 
said  lands  so  drained. 

§  3.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted  By  whom  busi- 
by  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  October,  1880,  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
president,  and  exercise  the  power  usually  exercised  by 
such   officer;   and  until   such  directors   shall  have  been 
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chosen  by   the   stockholders,  the   above  named  incorpo- 
rators shall  form  said  directors  and  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers herein  conferred   upon  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the    president    and    directors  aforesaid   to    ascertain,  by 
proper  levels  and  surveys,  what  lands  within  said  district 
will  be  beneficially  drained  by  making  an  outlet  for  the 
water  from  said  land:!*,  showing  to  whom  each  parcel  of 
land  so  to  be  drained  belongs,  and< giving  the  boundary 
and  number  of  acres  belonging  to  each  proprietor,  or,  if 
owned  by  tenants  in  common,  the  boundary  and  number 
of  acres  belonging  to  such  common  owners  which  will  be 
drained,  and  cause  a  plat  and  survey  there  of  to  be  filed  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  court  of  Daviess  county; 
and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  filed,  and  after  two 
weekly  insertions,  published  in   a  newspaper  printed  in 
Owensboro,  the  Daviess  county  court  may,  on  motion  of 
the    president    and    directors   of   said  company,  appoint 
three  disinterested  housekeepers  who  are  owners  of  land 
in  Daviess  county,  and  no  way  interested  in  said  lands, 
commissioners  to  go  upon  said  lands  and  estimate  and  fix 
the  benefit  which  will  inure  to  said  land-holders  separate- 
ly by  draining  the  same,  who,  after  being  sworn  faithfully 
to  discharge  said  duty,  shall,  at  such  time  as  they  may  des 
ignale,  go  upon  the  land  and  carefully  estimate  such  ben- 
efits which,  in  their  judgment,  will  inure  to  said  landed 
proprietors  from  said  drainage,  and  report  the  same  to 
said  court,  in  writing,  designating  the  amount  of  benefit 
which  will  accrue  to  each  proprietor,  and  class  of  propri- 
etors when  held  in  common  ;  and  any  proprietor  of  lands 
being  dissatisfied  with  the  estimate  so  made  by  the  com- 
missioners may  except  thereto,  and  the  same  shall  be  in- 
vestigated in  the  county  court;  but  the  decision  of  said 
court  shall  be  final,  when  the  estimate  of  benefit  shall  be 
so  fixed.     The  benefit  so  fixed  shall  constitute  the  basis  ot 
voting  for  directors  thereafter  to  be  chosen;  and  the  pro- 
prietors of  land  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  fifty 
dollars  and  fraction  over  fifty  dollars  of  benefit  estimated 
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to  him,  her,  or  them,  and  they  may  vote  by  proxy;  and 
said  estimate,  as  finally  fixed  by  the  commisdioners  and 
court,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
in  the  mortgage  book  kept  in  said  ofQce;  and  each  parcel 
of  land  po  estimated  shall  he  under  lien  to  the  extent  of 
the  benefit  ascertained  to  inure  thereto  for  the  costs,  taxes, 
and  assessments,  and  far  incidental  expenses  necessary  to 
drain  said  lands  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  4.  After  said  estimates  shall  have  been  fixed  as  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  said  president  and  directors  shall 
proceed  to  contract  for  the  drainage  of  said  lands  upon 
such  plans  and  estimates  as  they  may  deem  best  to  secure 
the  effectual  and  permanent  drainage  of  the  same,  and 
by  order  or  resolution  entered  on  the  books  of  said  com- 
pany, assess  the  cost  thereof  upon  the  several  parcels  of 
land  to  be  drained,  imposing  the  same  rate  of  tax  on  each 
parcel,  provided  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  any  one  year  after  the 
pas!«age  of  this  act ;  and  said  taxes  may  be  listed  for  col- 
lection with  such  person  or  collector  as  the  president  and 
directors  shall  appoint  or  direct  to  collect  the  same,  by 
levying  on  and  selling  any  personal  property  of  the  per- 
sons owing  the  same,  or  by  selling  said  lands,  if  no  per- 
sonal property  be  found,  in  the  same  manner  that  like 
property  may  be  sold  under  execution,  except  that  no 
appraisement  shall  be  necessary,  and  the  lands  shall  be 
redeemable  within  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  sale, 
by  paying  the  amount  bid  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  day  of  sale  until  paid;  but 
the  land  shall  be  subject  to  future  assessments,  and  sales 
for  assessments,  notwithstanding  it  may  have  been  so  . 
sold.  And  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  require 
of  the  person  collecting  such  assessments  and  taxes  such 
bond  and  security  as  will  secure  his  faithful  discharge  of 
duty,  which  bond  may  be  put  in  suit  by  said  president 
and  directors,  or  any  person  entitled  to  the  money  col- 
lected by  him,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  contract  or  other- 
wise; and  he  and'' his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  all  the 
money  collected  by  him,  or  which  m'«ght  have  been  col- 
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lected  by  him,  when  three  months  shall  have  passed 
after  he  shall  have  been  so  directed  to  collect  the  same.

May  issue  bonds,  bcst,  they  may  issue  the  bondt^  of  said  company,  payable 
to  bearer  at  the  pleasure  of  the  company,  within  ten 
years  from  the  date,  and  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  annu- 
ally, and  may  sell  the  same  to  raise  the  necessary  funds 
to  drain  the  land,  provided  they  shall  not  be  sold  for  less

§  6.   No  officer,  except  the  collecting  officer,  shall  charge

out  the  provisions  ot  this  act.  The  officer  or  person  wha 
shall  collect  the  taxes  may  be  allowed  such  reasonable 
compensation  for  doing  so  as  may  be  agreed  on  between 
him  and  the  board  of  directors;  and  for  a  failure  to  pay 
oveir  funds  collected  as  directed  by  the  board  ot  directors, 
h^  shall  not  only  be  liable  with  his  sureties  on  his  bond, 
but  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  in* 
dictment  and  conviction,  he  shall  be  fined  and  imprisoned 
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in  the  county  jail,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  provided  the 
iniprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one  year.

said  company  temporarily  to  occupy  any  part  of  the  pub- 
lic roads  in  Daviess  county  in  the  construction  of  ditches 
or  sewers ;  and  said  company  may  acquire  the  rigjit,  by 
contract  with  the  owners  of  land  over  or  through  which 
the  sewers  or  drains  may  pass,  or  they  may  acquire  a 
right  of  way  in  the  same  way  that  public  roads  are  estab- 
lished, except  that  the  application  shall  be  made  by  the 
president  and  directors  ;  and  the  county  court  shall  ap- 
point three  commissioners  to  assess  the  damages  to  the 
land  instead  cf  causing  it  to  be  done  by  jury,  whose 
report  shall  be  in  place  of  the  .verdict  of  a  jury;  and  the 
damages  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  before  entering 
upon  said  land.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commfjnweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Parker  C.  Chandler,  William  A.  Hovey,  Wil- 
Corporaiors.        Ham   Ffazicr,  Otis  Kimball,  and  Edward  C.  Ellis,  their 

aBsociates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incor- 
porated and  made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  American  Commercial  Company. 

§  2.*  The  said  company  may,  by  or  under  its  corporate 
title,  make  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  which  it  may  alter 
or  renew  at  its  pleasure;  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  consistent  with  ex- 
isting laws  of  the  State,  for  the  government  of  all  under 
its  authority,  the  management  of  its  estates  and  properties, 
and  the  due  and  orderly  conduct  of  its  affairs.  Said  com- 
pany shall  keep  an  office  or  agent  in  the  State,  upon 
whom  all  process  may  be  served;  and  said  company  shall 
be  subject  to  be  sued  in  any  county  in  this  State  in  which 
it  may  make  any  contracts;  and  service  upon  such  agent 
shall  be  a  valid  service  of  process  in  any  civil  suit.

and  may  store  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  and  grant 
certificates  therefor,  in  such  form  and  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  said  company  may,  from  time  to 
time,  by  by-laws,  prescribe,  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  this  State;  and  to  transport  ^oods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise either  by  land  or  water;  and  may  do  and  per- 
form all  things  necessary  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this 
act  into  effect:  Provided^  That  said  company  shall  not,  by 
anything  contained  in  this  bill,  be  exempt  from  the  duties 
and  liabilitieH  of  common  carriers  under  the  general  law.

shall  be  binding  on  said  company;  and  any  draft,  order, 
check,  or  other  paper  issued  and  signed  and  countersigned 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  transferable  and  negotiable,  if  pay- 
able to  order  by  indorsement,  and,  if  payable  to  bearer, 
by  delivery.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
allowing  any  banking  privileges. 

§  7.  The  persons  first  named  in  this  act  shall  constitute  First  board  of 
the  first  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  and  shall 
continue  in  ofiice  until  the  first  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers thereof.

§  1.  That  second  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act,  entitled  '  An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Danville,'  " 
approved  March  10th,  1873,  which  act  was  approved  24th 
day  of  April,  1880,  be  amended  as  follows  :  After  these 
words  in  the  latter  part  of  said  section,  '^  also  ail  male 
bona  fide  re^^idents  of  the  county  of  Boyle  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  over,  who  shall  be  the  owners  of 
real,"  add  or  personal,  and  afier  these  words  in  same  sec- 
tion, *' lying  within  the  town,"  add  upon  which  a  tax 
equal  to  the  per  capita  tax  has  been  assessed,  so  that  the 
same  will  read  as  follows  :  That  upon  the  first  Saturday 
in  June,  annually,  an  election  shall  be  held  at  the  court- 
house in  Danville  for  a  board  of  seven  trustees  for  said

§  1.  That  John  T.  Lewis,  Prentis  Meade,  Cyrus  Hanks, 
W.  L.  Smith,  William  Shaw,  and  J.  E.  Grobmeir,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Carrollton  and 
Worthville  Telephone  Company. 

§  2.  They  are  empowered  to  erect,  operate,  and  main- 
tain a  telephone  or  telegraph  line,  or  both,  from  Carroll- 
ton  to  Worthville,  in  Carroll  county,  or  from  Carrollton 
to  such  other  points  in  Carroll  or  adjoining  counties  as 
they  may  deem  expedient;  and  said  company  is  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  franchises 
incident  and  usual  to  corporate  bodies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations,  and  alter  and  amend 
the  same,  as  to  them  shall  seem  best,  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  3.  Any  two  of  the  corporators  above  named  may  act 
as  commissioners  to  open  books,  receive  subscriptions  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  issue  certificates  of  stock; 
and  when  fifty  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
shall  call  a  meeting,  and  organize  by  electing  a  president 
and  four  other  stockholders,  who  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  directors. 
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§  4.  Said  board  shall  continue  in  ofBce  one  year,  and 
antil  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  annually  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  Carrollton,  on  such  day  and  at  such  place  as  the 
board  may  direct,  and  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  stockholders.

and  supported  by  Charles  Hammonds,  and  there  was  no 
change  either  in  the  mental  or  physical  condition  of  said 
idiot;  therefore,

§  9.  In  addition  to  the  mortgage,  or  other  lien  or  secu-  Liens  and  how 
riiy,  which  may  be  given  by  a  stockholder  to  secure  any 
loan  which  may  be  made,  or  any  indebtedness  which 
may  be  created,  a  first  lien  is  given  to  said  association 
upon  the  interest  and  stock  of  such  share-holder  in  said 
association  to  secure  the  association  in  said  loan  or  in- 
debtedness; and  whereas,  it  is  one  of  the  chief  objects  of 
Sviid  association  to  enable  persons  of  limited  means  to

AN  ACT  to  amtiid  tbo  charter  of  Richmond  and  Lancaster  Tampike  Com* 

paoj. 

Wheheas,  Under  the  twenty-seventh  section  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Paris,  Winchester, 
and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Road  Company  and  the 
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North  Middletown  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  February  25,  11548,  a  compa- 
ny was  organized,  and  sufficient  stock  taken,  and  money 
paid  in,  to  construct  a  macadamized  road  from  the  town 
of  Richmond  to  Lancaster,  that  part  of  the  road  situated 
in  Madison  county  being  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  president  and  directors  resident  in  Madison 
county,  and  the  extent  of  this  branch  of  said  road  being 
from  Richmond  to  Paint  Lick  creek;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  addition  to  the  powers,  privileges,  rights, 
and  immunities  granted  to  the  president  and  board  of 
directors  of  the  Richmond  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Road 
Company  by  the  charter  aforesaid,  that  said  president  and 
board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  erect  another 
gate  on  their  road  at  or  near  the  point  where  the  Kirks- 
ville  and  Goggin's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road  intersects  the 
same,  and  to  place  the  toll-house  erected  for  that  purpose 
upon  the  land  granted  to  them  for  a  right  of  way  for  the 
construction  of  their  road,  or  so  much  of  said  land  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  erect  two  poles  across 
their  road,  one  on  each  side  of  the  entrance  of  the  said 
Kirksville  and  Goggin's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road.  At  such 
gate  they  shall  be  permitted  to  collect  the  same  rates  of 
toll  collected  at  the  two  other  gates  on  the  lime  of  their 
road,  and  to  be  regulated  according  to  the  rates  now 
authorized  by  the  charter  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1528. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  DugansviUe  and  Forsjthe's  Mill  Turnpike  Road* 

Goaapanj,  in  Mercer  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 

■ 

incorporated,  to  construct  a  road,  on  the  macadamized 
plan,  from  the  Bloomfield  road,  near  Cyrus  Graham's,  in 
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Washington  county,  via  Da^ansville  and  Forsythe's  Mill, 
intersecting  the  Harrodsburg  and  Frankfort  pike  near 
Vance  Wilson's,  in  Mercer  county,  on  or  near  the  survey 
made  by  Jame:^  H.  Lapsley,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
Dugansville  and  Forsythe's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  amend  the 
same  at  ptea^^ure. 

^  2,  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  four 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  increased  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  George  M.  Forsythe,  Ben.  Sanders,  William 
Brown,  and  J.  W.  Robinson  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scription of  stock  at  such  places  as  said  commissioners 
may  designate ;  and  as  soon  as  four  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  is  subscribed,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice 
in  the  most  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  the 
road  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  president  and  five  directors  of  said  company,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  do  business,  and 
to  do  all  things  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company;  and  the  man- 
agement <^f  the  fiscal  and  prudential  afi^airs  of  said  com* 
pany  shall  be  confided  to  said  president  and  directors, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  chosen  annually  at 
sueh  times  and  places  as  the  said  president  and  directors, 
from  time- to  time,  may  appoint,  and  who  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  presidetit  or 
director  who  is  not  the  owner  on  his  own  name  of  one 
or  more  shares  of  stock  in  said  road. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  efl^ect  the  purposes  of 
thiir  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall 
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have  power  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  and  atl  other  offi- 
cers or  agents  appointed  by  them,  bond  and  security  in 
such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  them  as 
such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Dugans- 
ville  and  Forsythe's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company  tbe  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in  said 
company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and 
proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  them  required 
under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected 
as  other  debts.  Witness  our  hands  this,  the  —  day  of 
,  1880. 

§  7,  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty-five  feet 
wide;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  not  be  less  than  eigh- 
teen feet  clear  of  ditches,  and  the  metal  not  lens  than  four- 
teen feet  wide,  and  shall  be  graded  to  an  elevation  not 
exceeding  three  degrees  in  any  part  thereof.  That  when- 
ever five  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  the  company 
may  erect  a  toll-gate  and  charge  tolls  thereat,  at  the  rate 
of  toll  not  exceeding  that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads 
made  under  the  general  turnpike  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges conferred  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  upon 
similar  companies  for  procuring  and  condemning  the  right 
of  way  and  materials  for  said  road,  the  violation  of  their 
chartered  rights,  and  the  safety  and  preservation  of  their 
property. 

§  9.  That  any  one  owning  one  or  more  shares  in  said 
company  shall  be  exempted  from  working  on  public 
roads,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  held  by  him  or  her  in  the  road. 

§  10    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

southeast  dtrection  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Hamilton 
Harris'    lands;   thence  eastwardly  so   as  to   include  the 
lands  of  Robert  Robinson,  John  P.  Norvell,  Thompson  S. 
Parks,  E.  D.  Baxter,  and   Thomas  A.   Dorsey,  and  those 
to  whom  said  Dorsey  has  lately  sold  lots,  to  the  eastern 
boundary  of  said  Dorsey's  lands;  thence  north  with  said 
eastern  boundary  of  Thos.  Dorsey's  land^  including  the 
land  lately  bought  of  said  Dorsey  by  W.  P.  Ross,  to  the 
division  fence  between  Chas.  Mathers  and  Thomas  Ken- 
nedy; thence  with  said  fence  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
said  Mathers' land;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction,  includ- 
ing the  grounds  and  houses  of  Thos.   P.  Trueman,  and 
the  lot  of  Lucien   Mann   and  Joseph   Trueman,  leaving 
Henryville  to  the  north  of  said  line,  embracing  the  resi- 
dence of  Green  Cheatbem ;  thence  southwest,  including 
the  cemetery  and   the   lands  of  Jno.

and  disturbers  of  the  public  peace  in  said  city,  and  persons 
found  drunk  in  said  city,  uncared  for  or  exposed,  and 
all  persons  in  the  act  of  committing  any  offense  indicta- 
ble by  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  fleeing  from  justice  after 
committing  any  such  offense;  and  if  he  deem  it  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose,  he  may  call  to  his  assistance  all 
bystanders  and  other  persons  in  the  vicinity;  and  such 
bystanders  and  other  persons  so  summoned  b}'^  the  mar- 
shal, who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  the  necessary  assist- 
ance, shall  be  punished  for  such  failure  or  refusal  by 
such  fines  and  penalties  as  the  common  council  may  by 
ordinance  determine;  but  before  committing  any  such,  he 
must  have  a  warrant  or  mittimus  from  the  mayor  or 
some  magistrate  of  the  county  so  to  do. 

§  10.   Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the 

oaih.  marshal  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  adminis- 

tered by  the  mayor,  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  ofS.ce  during  his  continuance  therein, 
and  deputy  marshals  shall  take  similar  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions. If  the  marshal  fails  to  execute  covenant  as  herein

Article  IX.

§  1.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  hold  a  court  therein  Mayor  to  hold  a 
in  such  place  as  the  council  shall  provide,  which  shall  be  coun. 
styled  the  mayor's  court  of  Carlisle,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  a  court  of  record,  and  shall  be  provided 
with  and  have  a  seal,  and  copies  or  transcripts  from  the 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  signed  and  sealed 
by  the  mayor,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  this  State. 

§  2.  The  said  court  shall  have  concurrent  original  juris-  jurisdiction. 
diction  of  all  causes  arising  from  violations  and  breaches 
of  the  ordinances  and  laws  of  the  city,  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  in  all  criminal  cases 
occurring  in  said  city,  and  within  one  mile  and  adjacent  to 
the  corporate  limits  of.  said  city,  except  felonies  ;  and  in 
civil  cases,  when  the  amount  in  controversy  shall  not 
exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  same  jurisdiction  as 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  power  and  authority  of 
two  justices  of  the  peace  in  holding  examining  courts, 
inquiring  into  charges  of  felony,  and  committing  and 
recognizing  offenders  under  said  charges,  in  granting 
and  hearing  and  receiving  returns  of  writs  of  injunc- 
tion, attachments,  and  habeas  corpus.  Said  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  the  city  in  cases  ot 
lunacy,  idiocy,  and  vagrancy,  and  may  bind  out  orphan 
children,  and  hear  and  redress  their  complaints,  as  also 
the  children  of  such  persons  as  are  disqualified,  from  their 
circumstances  and  habits  of  life,  to  train  them  up  in  a 
proper  manner. 

§  3.  Said  court  may  award  all  such  process,  original 
mesne,  and  final,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper 
in  the  due  and  efficient  administration  of  justice  in  said 
jurisdiction.     All  original  process  shall  be  directed  to  and 
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executed  by  the  city  marshal,  and  mesne  and  final  process 
rnay  be  issued  and  directed  to  said  marshal,  or  any  sheriff 
or  constable,  in  any  part  of  this  Commonwealth,  without 
the  corporation,  which  officers  shall  receive  and  execute 
paid  writ.4,  and  make  returns  under  the  same  rules  and 
liabilities  as  they  are  required  to  do  of  like  process  from 
the  circuit  and  justice's  courts. 

§  4.  The  said  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  where  the  city  council  shall  proceed 
to  condemn  lands  or  materials  for  the  opening,  extending 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  common  wharves,  landings,  market 
squares,  &c.,  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
award  the  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  and  adjudicate  upon 
the  same. 

^  5.  Whenever  the  city  council  shall  intend  and  deter- 
mine to  condemn  land  and  materials  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  they  shall  direct  a  petition,  in  the  name  of 
the  city,  to  be  filed  in  said  court,  setting  forth  a  particu- 
lar description  of  the  lands  or  materials  to  be  condemned, 
for  what  purpose,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof;  and  upon  the  filing  of  which,  the  court  shall 
award  the  summons  to  the  proprietor,  if  living  in  the  city 
or  county;  and  if  in  the  county,  to  the  sheriff;  and  when 
the  proprietor  shall  not  live  in  the  county  or  city,  then 
notice  to  his  or  her  agent  shall  be  given,  if  he  have  one 
known  to  the  authorities  as  such,  or  an  order  of  warning 
shall  be  entered  up  by  said  court  against  him  or  them, 
and  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  advertised  for  at  least  two 
weeks  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city,  or  by  post- 
ing in  three  public  places;  and  upon  the  process  being 
executed  or  order  of  warning  published  as  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  certified  by  the  editor  of  the  paper  in 
which  it  shall  have  been  inserted,  the  court  shall,  if  an^' 
owner  of  the  land  or  materials  require  it,  award  a  writ 
of  ad  quod  damnum^  directed  to  the  city  marshal,  who 
shall  summon  twelve  lawful  jurors  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  appear  before  said  court  on  the  day  fixed  in  the  writ; 
at  which  time,  also,  (he  owners  requiring  it  shall  proceed 
to  prove,  by  competent  testimony,  the  damages  which  he 
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or  they  will  sustain  by  the  condemnation  prayed  for;  and 
the  jury  shall  assess  the  amount  which  they  shall  deem 
right,  taking  into  consideration  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages which  the  owners  may  devise  from  the  con- 
demning of  his  land  or  materials;  and  the  court  shall 
enter  judgment  against  the  city  therefor,  unless  the  city 
shall  give  notice  to  the  court  in  thirty  days  that  the  open- 
ing of  the  street  or  claim  for  materials  is  abandoned  ;  in 
which  case  judgment  shall  only  be  rendered  against  the 
city  for  cost.  The  parties  shall  have  the  right  of  chal- 
lenge as  in  civil  cases,  and  the  panel  shall  be  filled  ffom 
bystanders.  The  court  shall  rule  all  questions  of  law 
arising  upon  the  trial;  may  grant  a  continuance  to  a  par- 
ticular day,  from  time  to  time,  upon  good  cause  shown, 
and  may  award  a  new  trial ;  and  should  the  city  or  owner 
be  dissatisfied  with  the  verdict  and  judgment,  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  to  the  circuit  court,  where  it  shall  be  tried 
de  novo,  from  whence  the  cause  may  be  taken  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals  as  other  civil  causes  are  taken.

ject-matter of  presentment  or  indictment;  and  the  court 
shall  dispose  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  the  circuit 
court.

§  1.  All  officers  and  agents  employed  by  or  by  author- 
ity of  the  board  of  common  council  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  such  reasonable  fees  or  compensation  as  the  said 
common  council  may  deem  proper. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  for  any  person  or  persons,  by 
agent  or  otherwise,  to  sell  intoxicating,  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors  behind  screens,  frosted  windows,  or  any 
other  device  designated  or  intended  to  protect  the  seller 
or  buyer  from  public  observation. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
sell,  lend,  or  give  vinous,  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any   mixture    of  either,   to    a   person    under  twenty-one 
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3'ear8  of  age,  other  than  his  own  children,  without  the 
special  written  direction  so  to  do,  specifying:  the  person 
hy  name,  and  the  quantity  and  the  date,  from  the  father 
or  guardian  of  such  infant,  or  to  persons  intoxicated,  or 
to  persons  who  are  in  the  habit  of  getting  intoxicated. 
^  4.   All  places  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  in 

violation  ol  this  act  shall  be  held  and  declared  to  be  com- 
mon nuisances;  and  rooms,  taverns,  eating-houses,  res- 
taurants, drug  stores,  groceries,  coffee-houses,  cellars,  or 
other  places  of  public  resort,  vtherein  intoxicating,  spir- 
ituous, or  vinous  liquors  are  sold  in  violation  of  this  act, 
shall  be  shut  up  and  abated  as  public  nuisances,  upon 
the  conviction  of  the  keeper  thereof,  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  herein  provided. 

§  5.  Every  person  who  shall,  by  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors,  with  or  without  license,  cause  the  intoxication 
of  any  other  person  at  his  place  of  selling  liquors  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  shall  be  liable  for,  and  compelled  to 
pay,  a  reasonable  compensation  to  any  person  who  may 
take  charge  of  and  provide  for  such  intoxicated  person 
in  consequence  of  such  intoxication;  which  sums  may  be 
recovered  in  action  of  debt  in  the  mayor's  court,  or  in  the 
court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  city. 

§  6.  Every  husband,  wife,  parent,  child,  guardian,  em- 
ployer, or  other  person,  who  shall  be  injured  in  person  or 
property,  or  means  of  support,  by  any  intoxicated  person,  or 
in  consequence  of  the  intoxication,  habitual  or  otherwijae, 
of  any  person,  shall  have  a  right  of  action  in  his  or  her 
name,  severally  or  jointly,  against  any  person  who  shall, 
by  selling  or  giving  intoxicating  liquors,  have  caused  the 
intoxication,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  such  person  or  per- 
sons, and  in  which  action  exemplary  damages  may  be 
awarded;  and  married  women  sha-ll  have  the  same  right 
to  bring  suits,  and  to  control  the  same,  and  the  amount 
recovered,  as  a  feme  sole  ;  and  all  damages  recovered  by  a 
minor  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  either  to  such  minor 
or  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  or  next  friend,  as  the 
court  shall  direct;  and  the  unlawful  sale  or  giving  away 
of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  work  a  forfeiture,  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  landlord^  of  all  rights  of  the  lessee  or  tenant,  un- 
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der  any  lease  or  contract  of  rent,  upon  the  premises  where 
such  unlawful  sale  or  giving  away  shall  take  place;  and 
all  suits  for  damages  under  this  charter  may  be  by  appro- 
priate action  in  the  mayor's  court  of  the  city  of  Carliale; 
and  in  such  cases  the  jurisdiction  of  said  mayor's  court 
shall  be  unlimited  as  to  the  amount  sued  for  or  recovered. 

§  7.  For  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  sec- 
ond, third,  and  fourth  sections  of  this  article,  of  general 
provisions  of  this  charter,  every  person  so  offending  shall 
forleit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  tilty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  pay  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution;  and  such  place  or  places  so  kept  by  such 
person  or  persons  so  convicted,  shall  be  shut  up  and 
abated,  upon  the  order  of  the  mayor,  before  whom  such 
conviction  may  be  had,  until  such  time  and  such  person 
or  persons  keeping  such  places  shall  give  bond  and  secu- 
rity, to  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  common  council  of 
the  city  o(  Carlisle,  conditioned  that  he  or  she  or  they  will 
not  sell  intoxicating  liquors  contrary  to  the  provi^isions  of 
this  act  of  incorporation,  and  will  pay  all  fines,  costs,  and 
damages  assessed  against  such  keeper  or  keepers  for  any 
violation  thereof;  and  in  case  of  forfeiture  of  such  bond, 
suit  may  be  brought  thereon  for  the  use  of  any  person 
interested,  or  for  the  use  of  the  city  in  case  of  fine  or 
costs  due  said  city. 

§  8.  All  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Carlisle  now  in 
force,  and  not  in  conflict  with  this  charter,  shalj  remain 
and  continue  in  force  until  repealed. 

^  9.  All  general  laws  relating  to  towns  and  cities,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  shall 
apply  to  the  city  of  Carlisle. 

§  10.  The  common  council  shall  annually,  at  the  reg- 
ular session  in  February,  appoint  a. board  of  three  super- 
visors of  the  assessor's  books,  and  in  case  they  refuse  to 
act,  then  said  council  shall,  at  any  time  thereafter,  ap- 
point others  in  their  place,  which  supervisors  shall  be 
freeholders. 

§  11.  The  present  board  of  trustees  of  Carlisle  shall  fix 
the  places  for  holding  the  first  election  provided   for  by 
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this  act,  and  appoint  two  judges  and  a  clerk  at  each 
voting  place  to  hold  said  election;  and  the  said  common 
council  of  said  city  shall,  by  ordinance,  fix  the  places  in 
said  city  of  holding  elections  thereafter. 

5  12  The  poll-books  of  the  first  election  shall  be  re- 
turnf»d  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Nicholas  county 
court,  and  shall  be  compared  within  two  days  thereafter

tees of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the

opening  or  improving  of  the  same  in  a  legal  manner 
when  the  public  interests  require  it;  but  if  consent  is  not 
obtained  from  the  owner  of  the  land  for  it  to  be  so  used, 
writs  of  ad  quod  damnum  shall  issue  as  in  other  cases  of 
condemning  property  for  public  use.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  gov-

§  1.  That   hereafter  all   claims   against   the   county  of 
Lawrence,  to  be   allowed   or   passed  on   by  the   court  of 
levy  and  claims,  shall  be  made  out  by  the  claimant  and 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  countv  court  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  said  court;  and 
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no  claim  shall  be  considered  or  allowed  unless  so  filed; 
but  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  pay  of  the  conrt  for  their 
services  during  the  term. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  any  claim  presented  by  any  one, 
where  the  amount  is  twenty  dollars  or  more  ;  and  when 
the  amount  of  said  claim  is  allowed,  or  any  part  of  it  ia 
allowed,  the  county  of  Lawrence  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  and  thence  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  as  provided  in  title  sixteen,  chapter  two,  of  the 
Civil  Code,  to  the  circuit  court  and  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals as  provided  by  the  Code  of  Practice,  except  no 
bond  shall  be  required  of  the  county  on  any  of  its  ap- 
peals.

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents 
($6  76)  be  appropriated  to  said  district,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  teacher  therein,  to  be  paid  from  the  interest  accruing 
from  the  Lyon  county  surplus  bond  of  1880;  and  when 
the  commissioner  shall  draw  his  draft  for  the  same,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
the  Auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  in  favor  of  W.  C. 
O'Hara,  common  school  commissioner  of  Lyon  count}*, 
to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  teacher  of  district  No.  2,  in 
Lyon  county,  for  said  year.

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  county  court  of  Fayetle  county  to  purchase  stock 
in  turnpike  roads  already  complered,  and  make  subscription  to  the  capi- 
ta) stock  in  turnpike  roads  in  Fayette  county. 

Be  it  enacted  (fp  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  coui*t  of 
Fayette  county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county 
concurring,  to  purchase  stock  in  turnpike  roads  already 
completed,  and  make  subscription  of  stock  in  turnpike 
road  companies  for  the  construction  of  such  roads  within 
said  county:  Provided^  That  said  subscription  shall  not 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  in  each  road  to  be 
constructed. 

§2.  That  no  money  to  be  subscribed  by  said  county 
conrt  shall  be  paid  over  to  any  turnpike  road  company, 
or  any  person  whatever,  until  each  mile  of  the  road  sub- 
scribed for  shall  have  been  completed,  or  until  the  said 
court  shall  be  fully  satisfied,  in  open  court,  that  the  com- 
pany constructing  the  road  are  fully  able  to  complete  it 
with  the  aid  of  such  subscription. 

§  3.  The  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  concurring,  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax 
upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  county,  not  exceed- 
ing — r^  cents  upon  one  hundred  dollars,  to  raise  a  aumr 
suiBcieal  to  pay  off  and  discharge  the  said  subscription 
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and  purchase  ot  stock;  and  said  tax  may  be  imposed 
yearly  until  the  debt  is  fully  paid. 

§  4.  The  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said 
county  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  compensa- 
tion, as  is  now  fixed  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed, 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge  of  Petersburg 
shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  justices  of  the  peace  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  and  the  town  marshal  of  said 
town  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  execute  process  as 
constables  of  Boone  county.

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  statement  of  E.  Hurst, 
clerk  of  the  Bell  county  court,  that  there  is  now  in  his  of- 
fice certain  unnecessary  and  useless  law  and  record  books, 
which  has  been  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  to  the  justices  of  the  peace,  whose 
terms  of  office  is  now  abated  by  the  re-districting  of  said 
county,  and  to  the  former  clerk  of  said  county  court ;  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniDeafth 
of  Kentucfcy  : 

§  1.  That  E  Hurst,  present  clerk  of  the  Bell  county 
court,  be,  and  he   is  hereby,  authorized   and   directed  to 
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sell  and  dispose  of  any  and  all  unnecessary  law  or  record- 
books  now  remaining  in  said  county  clerk's  office,  either 
at  public  or  private  sale,  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and 
hat  the  proceeds  arising  from  said  sales  be  by  him  re- 
ported to  Bell  circuit  court  at  the  terms  next  succeeding 
the  collection  of  same,  and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  trus- 
tee of  the  jury  fund  of  said  county  as  other  taxes,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky.

Corp^  ators.  spoou,  James  p.  Cox,  J.  W.  Johnson,  E.  G.  Rigg,  Thomp- 
son Calvert,  H.  B.  Rigg,  J.  Lyman  Martin,  Louis  Alexan- 
der, Robert  F.  Slaughter,  T.  J.  Denny,  and  W.  J.  VVatson, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Mutual 
Insurance  Association  of  Owenton;  with  powers  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  the  right  to 
acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and  personal  aad  mixed. 

Capital  stock.       not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 

with  power  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benevolent 
purposes  herein  declared;  and  may  make  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  inten- 
tions and  purposes  of  this  act  of  incorporation,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter  and  the  general  laws  of  the  land; 
and  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  renewable  and  changea- 
ble at  pleasure,  and  may  have  perpetual  succession.

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bonds  of  the  several  counties  was  not  set  off  to  Elliott; 
and  whereas,  178  school  children  were  taken  from  Law- 
rence, 597  from  Carter,  and  914  from  Morgan;  and  where- 
as, the  sums  hereinafter  set  apart  to  constitute  the  school 
bond  to  the  credit  of  Elliott  county  is  the  pro  rata  shown 
that  should,  upon  the  census  basis  of  1869,  and  the  bonds 
of  the  respective  counties  in  1869,  be  dedicated  to  El- 
liott county ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  State  board  of  Education,  in  making 
the  surplus  school  bond  for  1881,  be,  and  is  hereby,  di- 
rected to  take  seventy-five  dollars  from  Lawrence  county,

A.  Goodknight,  and  Robert  Calvert,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  any  of  them, 
may  receive  subscription  to  build  a  turnpike  road  from

The  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent and  three  directors,  the  election  of  whom  shall  be 
annual,  at  a  time  and  at  a  place  to  be  fixed  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  said  road,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  by 
publication  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  said  election. 
The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  manage 
the  construction  thereof,  as  well  as  its  repairs,  and  shall 
keep  a  record  of  their  actings  and  doings,  which  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  stockholders.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Washington  county  shall 
have  power  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county,  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  such  turnpike  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county 
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as  the  county  judge  and  magistrates,  when  all  such  are 
present  and  a  majority  concurring,  may  deem  right  and 
proper  for  the  best  interest  of  the  county. 

§  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  with  coupons  attached,  and  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally, and  payable  on  the  first  of  January  and  July  of  each 
year  ;  and  if  said  coupons  are  not  paid  at  maturity,  then 
said  coupons  shall  bear  six  per  cent,  interest  until  paid  ; 
and  said  bonds  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Springfield,  Kentucky,  and  shall  fall 
due  in  twenty  years  from  the  time  they  are  issued;  but 
the  county  may  redeem  said  bonds  within  five  years,  or 
any  part  of  them,  giving  notice  in  some  newspaper 
twenty  days  of  such  bonds  by  their  number  as  they 
desire  to  redeem. 

§  3.  The  levying  court  of  Washington  county  is  em- 
powered and  required  to  levy  taxes  on  the  property  of 
the  county,  both  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  as  it  falls  due,  and  to  create  a  sinking 
fund  to  pay  off  said  bonds  as  they  fall  due. 

§  4.  None  of  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  below  par,  and 
the  money  so  raised  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  building  turnpike  roads  and 
bridges,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

§  5.  Before  said  bonds  shall  be  issued,  or  be  of  any 
legal  force  whatever,  said  county  judge  shall,  after  giving 
twenty  days'  notice  to  the  voters  of  said  county,  submit 
the  question  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  at  a 
regular  election  held  for  said  county,  and  he  shall  cause  a 
column  to  be  opened  in  the  poll-books  for  and  against 
said  tax  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting  at 
said  election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  tax,  then  said 
bonds  may  be  issued,  and  not  otherwise. 

§6.  And  for  the  expenses  of  printing  and  issuing  said 
bonds,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  with 
the  issuing  of  said  bonds,  the  county  court  shall  make  an 
appropriated  to  pay  for. 
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§  7.  And  before  any  bonds  or  the  proceeds  of  any  bond 
shall  be  paid  over  to  any  constructor  for  building  turnpike 
roads  or  bridges,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  said  con- 
tractor shall  execute  bond  or  bonds  before  said  county 
court,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  such  work  as  he  may  have  contracted  to 
do. 

§  8.  And  the  county  court  of  Washington  county  may 
issue  a  part  of  the  bonds  contemplated  by  this  act,  a» 
many  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  needed  in  any  one 
year,  and  cause  a  vote  to  be  taken  on  such  issue  at  any 
general  election;  but  in  no  event  shall  they,  in  any  one 
year  or  a  series  of  years,  issue  more  bonds  than  is  directed 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act.

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  net,  entitled  "An  act  relatinp:   to  opening  and  re- 
pnirio^  roads  in  Boone  county,''  approved  January  29,   1874. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  the  Commonwealth 
r)f  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "A.n  act  relating  to  opening 
and  repairing  roads  in  Boone  county,"  approved  January 
29,  1874,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  section:  That  hereafter  the  public 
roads  of  Boone  county,  within  the  meaning  of  said  act, 
shall  include  the  streets  of  the  towns  in  said  county  in  all 
cases  where  any  such  street  or  streets  are  a  continuance 
through  the  town  of  any  public  road  or  roads  leading  to 
or  through  said  town;  and  the  county  court  of  said  coun- 
ty, after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  as  soon  as  conven- 
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ient,  at  some  regular  or  ppecial  term,  by  order  of  said 
court,  so  far  alter  the  present  road  districts  of  said  county 
as  to  place  said  streets  in  such  road  districts  as  nfiay  be 
most  convenient;  and  the  supervisors  of  such  districts 
shall  then  keep  said  streets  in  order  as  other  roads  in 
their  districts;  and  said  streets  shall,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  be  a  part  of  the  public  roads  of  said  county, 
within  the  meaning  of  said  road  law,  and  be  kept  in  re- 
pair in  the  same  way  and  with  the  same  resources  as 
other  public  roads  in  said  county.  The  county  court 
may,  without  the  presence  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
of  said  county,  make  the  alteration  in  the  road  districts 
herein  authorized,  and  no  other  streets  in  any  towns,  ex- 
cept such  streets  as  are  herein  embraced,  and  no  alleys 
in  any  of  said  towns,  shall  be  considered  or  treated  as 
public  roads,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  2.  That  no  street  or  streets  in  any  town  in  said 
county,  covered  by  the  charter  of  any  incorporated  road 
company,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  or 
considered  as  embraced  by  the  provisions  hereof:  Pro- 
vided^ Such  company  has  organized  and  is  acting  under 
its  charter. 

§  3.  That  section  two  of  said  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  require  the  county  court  to  make  the  levy 
therein  provided  for  annually;  but  said  court,  having 
made  the  levy  under  said  section,  the  same  shall  be  an- 
nually collected  and  accounted  for  accordingly,  as  by  law 
required. 

§  4.  That  the  settlement  of  the  surveyor  of  roads  with 
the  county  judge  shall,  in  each  case,  cover  all  his  acts 
and  doings  as  such  surveyor  for  the  year  preceding  his 
settlement,  and  up  to  the  date  of  his  settlement,  and  of 
all  matters  not  before  settled  by  him;  and  if  any  surveyor 
fail  to  come  forward  and  make  settlement  at  the  time 
fixed  by  law,  the  county  judge  shall  bring  him  to  a  settle- 
ment by  rule  and  attachment,  or  by  attachment  without 
the  rule,  at  the  discretion  of  the  county  judge.  This  sec- 
tion shall  also  apply  to  any  surveyor  whose  time  may 
have  expired  before  he  makes  his  settlement,  as  well  as 
to  such  as  may  be  in  ofHce,  and  also  to  any  and  all  sur-

veyors  heretofore  appointed  under  eaid  law,  who  have 
failed  to  make  their  settlement,  and  to  those  now  in 
office,  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  appointed. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  no  distinction  made  between  the 
citizen  and  property  of  the  town  and  county  in  levying 
and  collecting  said  taxes  and  levies  in  said  law*  hereby 
amended. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage,  and  its 
provisions  shall  be  immediately  applied,  so  that  said 
towns  may  receive  its  benefits  from  the  present  levies 
and  taxes.

CHAPTER    1558. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Ihe  Kentucky  Contract  Compaoy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ihe  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  Kentucky 
Contract  Company,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  with  all  other  pow- 
ers incident  to  corporations.  The  stock  of  eaid  company 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 
The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ;  and  said  corporation  may  begin  business  when 
fifty  sfiares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  for.  R. 
S.  Veech  or  E.  F.  Trabue  are  authorized  to  open  books 
for  subscription  of  stock  at  any  place  in  Louisville.  The 
said  subscribers  may,  by  by-law,  prescribe  the  number  of 
directors.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer.  The  board  of  directors  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  stockholders'  meeting,  which  shall  be  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  April  in  each  and  every  year. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  empowered  to  lea&e,  operate, 
or  contract  for  the  construction  of  any  railroads  out  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage

CHAPTER  1559. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  turnpike  roads  to  makt*  certain  contracts  with  each 

other. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  turnpike  road  companies  whose  roadd  form 
continuous  lines  may  make  with  each  other  the  following- 
contracts:  They  may  consolidate  their  management, stock, 
and  profits,  either  or  any.  Thtsy  may  lease  their  roads,  or 
any  pari  thereof,  to  and  from  each  other.  They  may  give 
to  the  consolidated  or  leased  roads  a  common  name;  but 
none  of  these  contracts  may  be  made,  except  a  majority 
in  number  and  interest  of  the  stockholders  of  the  con- 
tracting roads  assent  thereto,  at  some  stated  or  called 
meeting  of  stockholders.  Called  meetings  shall  be  called 
by  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  the  company, 
and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  and  the  purpose  of  said 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  at  five  public  places 
along  the  line  of  the  road,  for  two  weeks,  written  or 
printed  notices  setting  forth  such  facts,  and  by  inserting 
said  notice  in  three  issues  of  some  weekly  paper  published 
in  the  county  or  counties  of  said  roads;  and  if  there  be  no 
weekly  paper,  then  in  any  daily  paper  issued  or  circulated 
therein.  Said  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary. 

§  2.  Roads  separated  only  by  the  improved  street  of  a 
town  or  village  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be 
deemed  continuous. 

§  3.  No  contract  made  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  in  any 
way  impair  or  affect  the  charter  or  other  rights  of  the  con- 
tracting companies;  and  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
enable  turnpike  roads  running  parallel  with  each  other  to 
make  the  consolidation   contemplated   herein  :  Provided^ 

This  act  shall  not  apply  to  roads  in  which  the  State  owns 
stock. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  prevent  stock  ranning  at 
large  in  Boooe  coanty/'  which  was  approved  I8th  February,  1876. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t^e  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  of  February  18th,  1876,  entitled  "An 
act  to  prevent  stock  running  at  large  in  Boone  county,"  be 
amended  that  to  the  second  section  thereof,  and  beginning 
at  the  word  procedure  in  said  section,  shall  be  added  the 
following  words,  viz  :  And  such  owner  or  owners  of  such 
stock  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages,  the  fees  and  costs 
arising  from  the  seizing  upon  and  impounding  said  stock, 
and  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  officer  seizing  upon 
and  impounding  said  stock  in  providing  for  their  care  and 
keeping;  and  said  fees  and  costs  and  expenses  shall  be 
recoverable  by  said  officer  by  suit  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction;  and  the  officer  seizing  upon  said  stock 
shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  same  for  all  the  fees  and  costs 
and  expenses  incurred  as  above  stated. 

§  2.  And  it  is  jurther  enacted^  That  section  fifth  of  said 
act  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

Tarr,  of  Bour-  commissioners 
bon  county,  Kentucky;  James  K.  Megibben,  of  Harrison 
county,  Kentucky;  John  H.  GofF,  of  Clark  county,  Ken- 
lucky,  and  R.  P.  Stoll  and  Samuel  Clay,  jr.,  of  Fayette 
county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed  commis- 
sioners, under  the  direction  of  any  two  of  whom  sub- 
scriptions may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the

convenient  as  those  in  lieu  of  which  they  are  constructed. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  rights  of  way  for 
such  changes  as  are  contemplated  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  said  company  may  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  in  section  ten  of  their  charter  for  procuring  other 
rights  of  way. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Elizabethtown  Driving^  Park  and   Fair  Ground 

Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  R.  M.  Park,  Dr.  G.  L.  McAfee,  R.  B.  Park,  E.  Corporatom 
S.  Harris,  C.  W.  McCague,  F.  M.  Joplrn,  J.  C.  Hays,  Geo. 
M.  Cresap,  Richard  LaRue,  A.  D.  Rouse,  Lee  Joseph,  and 
Adam  Beeler,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Elizabethtown  Driving  Park  and  Fair  Ground  As- 
Hocialion;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
courts  of  law  or  equity;  and  shall  be  capable  of  acquir- 
ing, by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  fifty  acres,  and  may  improve  and  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure;  and  may 
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acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  such  personal  estate  as  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  association  may  deem 
necessary  and  proper.  The  said  association  may  adopt 
and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  adopt  such  constitution  and  by-laws  as  they  may  see 
fit  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  man- 

Prr»i(ient and di.  agcd  and  Controlled  by  a  president  and  vice  president  and 

board  of  seven  directors,  who  shall  he  annually  chosen 
on  the  third  Monday  in  April,  and  who  shall  h()ld  their 
offices  for  the  period  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  duty  elected  and  qualified;  and  the  fir.-^t  election  un- 
der this  act  shall  take  place  on  the  second  Monday  in 
May,  1880,  and  the  officers  so  elected  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  third  Monday  in  April,  1881,  or  until  their 
successors  are^  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  said

dent  and  board  of 

oireciora.  shall  bc  undcr  the  control  and   management  of  the  pres- 

ident, vice  president,  and  board  of  directors  aforesaid; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and 
treaiaurer,  and  such  other  inferior  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  as- 
sociation;  and  they  may  require  of  such  officers,  or  either 
of  them  so  elected,  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  or  their  duty.  Said  president,  vice 
president,  and  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  in  their  opinion  may  contribute 
to  the  good  order  and  management  of  the  association, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  modify  and  repeal  the  same 
at  pleasure.  They  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with  in  their  corporate  name,  and  do  any  and 
every  act  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 
^  4  Any  seven  of  the  above  named  persons  may  organ- 
May  organize,      ize  under  this  act,  and  any  five  of  the  directors,  together 
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with  the  president  or  vice  president,  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  unless'  the  association 
shall  fix  on  and  require  a  different  number. 

§  5.  That  said  association,  in  its  corporate  capacity, 
with  all  the  estate  belonging  thereto,  shall  be  liable  for 
any  debts  that  may  be  contracted  by  it  or  by  its  author- 
ity; but  the  individual  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
be  exempt. 

§  6.  That  all  the  real  estate  of  said  association,  im- 
provements thereon,  or  which  may  be  put  thereon,  as 
well  as  the  income  and  proceeds  thereof',  and  the  entire 
control  and  management  of  the  same,  shall  belong  to, 
and  be  controlled  by,  the  stockholders  of  said  associa- 
tion, according  to  the  provii^ions  of  the  constitution  of 
said  association.  Each  stockholder  shall  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  stock,  which  may  be  transferred  as  other  estate. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to 
select  a  police  force  to  preserve  good  order  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  association  during  the  holding  of  any 
exhibition  or  fair;  which  police  force  so  selected  shall  be 
clothed  with  the  same  jurisdiction  as  constables  in  this 
Commonwealth.

§  I.  That  John  M.  Watts,  V.  B.  Nelson,  John  G.  Hall, 
and  S.  L.  Moreman,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Council  of  the  Vine 
Grov^  Seminary,  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  an  election  held  on  the  first

§  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  shall  act  as 
a  board  of  council  till  the  first  election  provided  for 
herein,  and  shall  appoint  and  direct  some  one  of  their 
number  to  hold  the  election  provided  for  herein. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  fn  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
graded  fr^e  school  iti  Flrtrrod<^burg,  Kvntncky,"  approved  Xfarch  15th, 
1876,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  approved  April  10th,  1878. 

Whereas,  The  subscriptions  by  private  persons  to  ena- 
ble the  graded  free  school  in  Harrodsburg,  Kentucky,  to 
purchase  property,  on  account  of  non-payment,  through 
insolvency  and  other  causes,  has  proved  inadequate  to 
pay  in  full  for  the  building  and  grounds  known  as  the 
Presbyterian  Academy  in  said  town,  purchased  by  the 
trustees  of  said  graded  school,  in  consequence  of  which 
the  amount  already  paid  vt'ill  surely,  in  time,  be  swal- 
lowed up  by  the  interest  on  the  unfound  debt;  and  where- 
as, said  trustees  of  said  graded  free  school  has  no  means 
to  pay  said  debt;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealfh 
of  Kcnfvvky  : 

^  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  graded  free  school  in  Har- 
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rodsburg,  Kentucky,  are  hereby  authorized  to  submit  to  T»«iubmtt«jto 
the  qualified  white  voters  of  said  town  of  Harrodsburg 
the  question  whether  the  property  subject  to  taxation  fur 
State  revenue  purposes  of  white  persons  owning  property 
in  said  town  shall  be  taxed  a  sum  sufficient  to  relieve 
said  property  purchased  by  said  school  trustees  from  debt, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
paid  in   one  or   two   levies,  as  a   majority  of  the   white 
voters  of  said  town  may  determine  at  the  same  time  the 
question  of  tax  or  no  tax  is  submitted.     Said  trustees  are 
authorized  to  submit  this  question  to  the  qualified  white 
voters  of  said  town   at  any  time  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  if  said  tax  is  not  carried  when  submitted,  then  said 
trustees  may  submit  said  question  as  often  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  exceeding  twice  a  year,  until  said  tax 
is  carried.     Said  tax  shall  be  deemed  carried  when  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  white  voters  of  said  town   voting 
shall  vote  for  said   proposition  at  any  election  held  and 
called  for  that  purpose  by  said  trustees.     At  any  election

the  qualified   white   voters    of  said    town    voting  are   in 
favor  of  said  tax,  then  said  tax  shall  be  deemed  carried;

have  one  vote  in  all  meetings  of  stockholders  for  each 
share  of  stock  held  by  him.  The  president  and  directors 
first  elected  shall  continue  in  ofGce  until  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April,  18S1;  and  an  election  for  said  officers  by 
the  stockholders  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  of  each  year,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  succeeding  election,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  all  the 
business  affairs  of  said  company  ;  may  appoint  a  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  such  other  agents  and  officers  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  the 
company,  and  may  take  bonds  with  such  surety  from  all 
such  officers  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
All  officers  and  gate-keepers  appointed  by  them  may  be 
femoved  at  their  pleasure.  They  shall  have  all  the  pow- 
ers and  authority  conferred  on  turnpike  companies  by 
chapter  110  of  the  General  Statutes,  and  fixing  the  rates 
of  toll  for  travel  and  transportation  on  said  road.  They 
shall  hv  governed  by  the  rates  prescribed  by  said  chapter, 
and  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  are  hereby  made  ap- 
plicable to  the  road  hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed, 
t^o  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
ibis  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shaJl  take  effect  from  itg  passage.

CHAPTER  1576. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Houston  And  Holton  Turnpike  Road  Companj, 

in  Bracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  bif  the  Genet'ol  Assemblj^  of  the  Commonweaiih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  ci'eated  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Houston 
and  Holton  Turnpike  Rond  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  macadamized  turnpike  road;  the  survey- 
beginning  at  John  W.  Pearl's,  on  the  Bradford  and  Wash- 
ington Turnpike  Road,  thence  leading  to  Cummins'  Mill, 
on  Locus  creek,  intersecting  with  the  Augusta  and  Ber- 
lin Road. 

§  2.  The  above  named  road  to  be  built  upon  the  most 
practicable  route;  said  route  to  be  selected  by  the  com- 
missioners hereafter  named. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  such 
BL'i  the  directory  may  deem  t^uflSoient  to  build  sitch  road, 
and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  company. 

§  4.  That  T.  M.  Houston,  W.  S.  Moore,  J.  W.  Pearl, 
James  Davis,  Philip  Moyej-,  Robt:  Perkin.*,  William  Hol- 
ton, are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock,  at  such 
places  and  times  as  they  deem  expedient  ;  and  ho  soon 
as  three  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  by  individuals 
or  companies,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the 
stockholders  of  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  four  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act,  and  do  all  things 
authorized  by  this  act  to  oe  done  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company;  and  the  tnanagers  of  the

employ  a  gate-keeper,  to  take  bond  from  him,  and  fix  his 
salary  ;  and  he  shaU  collect  toll  from  persons  traveling  on 
or  using  said  road,  the  rates  to  be  Ihe  same  as  authorized 
by  law  on  other  turnpike  roads  in  said  county.

bonded  debt,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  said  county 
court  to  issue  said  bonds  to  any  amount  that  may  be  nec- 
essary, for  the  purpose  of  converting  and  re-funding  any 
of  its  present  outstanding  bonds  into  bonds  bearing  a  less 
rate  of  interest,  to  run  fifteen  years,  redeemable  at  any 
time;  and  any  bonds  which  may  have  been  issued  under 
said  act,  due  in  fifteen  years,  are  hereby  legalized  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  issued  as  stipulated  in 
the  provisions  of  said  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  boundary  of  the  town  of  Lagrange,  in  Old- 
ham county,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Begin-   Boundary  lines.

ning  at  the  center  of  the  front  door  of  the  court-house  in 
said  town,  and  running  four  lines  i'rom  that  point  as  fol- 
lows: North,  440  yards;  south,  440  yards;  east  930  yards;

§  7.  At   the   annual   election  there  shall  be  elected  by  * 

the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  seven  trustees,  a  police 
judge,  a  marshal,  and  an  attorney  for  the  town;  and  the 
person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  of 
said  ofiices  shall  be  declared  elected. 

§  8.  The  officers  elected  by  the  people,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified. All  other  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  trustees. 

§  9.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  said 
town  who  is  not  a  citizen  thereof  and  a  qualified  voter 
under  the  laws  of  the  State;  and  no  one  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  police  judge,  trustee,  marshal,  or  attorney 
who  has  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  resided  in  said 
to^Vn  at  least  six  months  preceding  such  election. 

§  10.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  office  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  before  entering  upon  the  d:ities 
thereof,  shall  take  and  subscribe,  befqre  some  authorized 
officer,  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by 
tjie  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  with  the  clerk  of 
the  town. 

§  11.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  any  office 
filled  by  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  held  in 
fifteen  days  after  the  trustees  have  notice  of  such  vacancy. 

^  12.  When  two  or  more  candidates  for  any  election 
office  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  elective 
shall  be  determined  by  lot,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees 
noay  direct,  ia  the  presence  of  the  trustees,  and  at  lea^t 
three  other  persons. 
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§  13.  The  trustees  shall,  before  every  annual  town 
election,  appoint  two  judges,  a  sheriff',  and  a  clerk  to 
hold  the  same  ;  hut  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  to  be 
voted  for  at  such  election  shall  be  appointed  or  act  as  an 
officer  thereof.  The  compensation  of  said  officers  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  trustees,  but  their  liabilities  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  officers  of  State  elections,  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  14.  The  elections  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held

this  Commonwealth  punishing  illegal  voting  at  the  State 
elections,  shall  apply  to  illegal  voting  at  the  town  elec- 
tions in  Lagrange,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  as 
to  the  qualification  of  voters. 

^  15.  All  qualified  voters  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, who  shall  at  the  time  of  offering  to  vote 
have  resided  in  said  town  sixty  days  previous  thereto, 
and  all  qualified  voters  of  the  State  who  are,  at  the  time 
of  offering  to  vote,  and  have  been  for  three  months  pre- 
vious thereto,  bona  fide  owners  in  their  own  right  of  real 
estate  situated  in  said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  held  in  said  town. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  judge  of  the  qualifi- 
cations, elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  and  cases 
of  contested  elections,  for  any  town  officers  elective  by 
the  people,  shall  be  heard  and  dfetermined  by  the  trustees, 
under  such  rules  and  regulation  as  they  may  b}^  ordinance 
prescribe. 

§  17.  The  outgoing  town  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  the  name  of  the  person  elected  to  the 
office  of  police  judge,  and  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth shajl  issue  a  commission  to  such  officer. 

§  18.  The  poll-books  of  all  elections  held  in  said  town 
shall  be  returned  by  the  sheriff  of  election  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town,  who  shall  preserve  them  as  part  of  the 
records  of  his  office,  examine  and  compare  the  same,  and 
issue  certificates  of  election  to  the  officers  elected;  which 
certificates,  before  being  delivered,  shall  be  approved  by 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
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§  19.  The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1880,  and  the  government  of 
said  town  prior  to  that  time  shaU  consist  of  the  various 
officers  now  in  office,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers, 

§20.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  if  there  cicrk. 
be  one,  and  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  whose  meetings  it  shall  he  his  duty 
to  attend;  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  such  pro- 
ceedings, certified  by  him,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth.  He  shall  draw  all  war- 
rants on  the  treasury  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  countersign  the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose. 
He  shall  issue  licenses,  when  directed  by  the  trustees  to 
do  so,  and  perform  all  other  duties  which  the  trustees 
may  lawfully  direct. 

§  21.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  belonging  Treasurer. 
to  the  town,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures.  He  shall  pay  out  money  only  on  the 
order  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  warrant  for  such 
payment  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  or  acting  chair- 
man of  the  trustees,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and 
it  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  amount  named 
therein  is  paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  board 
of  trustees,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  required,  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  after  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report,  and  shall  state  the  condition  of 
the  treasury.  Such  accounts  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
clerk,  who  shall  spread  the  same  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  cause  a  copy  thereof  ^to  be  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper  of  the  town  one  ttrae. 

§  22.  The  marshal  shall  atteiTd  all  sessions  of  the  police  Mar.^hai 
court,  and  give  to  the  town  attorney  notice  of  any  pro- 
ceeding in  said  court  which  it  is  his  duty  to  attend.  He 
shall  execute  and  make  due  return  of  all  process  directed 
to  him  by  the  Legrange  police  court,  or  by  any  other 
court  of  this  Commonwealth.     He  shall  possess  the  power 
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and  authority  of  a  constable,  and  his  powers  for  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  his  ofRce  shall  be  coextensive  with  Old- 
ham county.  He  shall  be  entitled,  as  compensation,  to 
the  same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  and  constables 
for  similar  services,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner. 
For  other  services,  he  shall  receive  such  fees  and  compen- 
sation as  the  trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  prescribe.  He 
shall  be  liable  in  the  same  cases,  way,  and  manner  that 
sheriffs  and  constables  are  liable,  and  may  be  sued  or 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner.  He  may  or  may 
not  be  appointed  collector  for  said  town 

§  23.  The  collector  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assess- 
Collator  ments  which  may  be  levied  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and 

lor  that  purpose  he  shall  have,  all  the  powers  of  a  sheriff 
to  make  sales  of  personal  and  real  estate.  He  shall  pay 
over  to  the  treasurer  all  taxes  and  other  money  which 
may  come  into  his  hands,  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
direct.  When  the  tax-list  is  placed  in  bis  hands,  he  shall 
proceed  at  once  to  collect  the  same,  and  to  enforce  pay- 
ment may  levy  on  and  sell  personal  property,  after  adver- 
tising the  same  by  written  or  printed  notices  posted  up  in 
at  least  three  public  places -in  the  town,  for  not  less  than 
ten  days.  Within  three  months  from  the  time  he  receives 
said  list,  he  shall  make  out  and  return  to  the  board  of 
trustees  a  report,  showing  the  amount  collected,  the 
names  of  thope  who  have  paid,  and  those  who  are  de- 
linquent; but  he  shall  report  no  person  delinquent,  nor 
shall  he  be  credited,  in  his  settlement  with  the  trustees, 
by  the  list  of  any  person  who  owns  personal  property  in 
said  town,  out  of  w^hich  the  taxes  can  be  made.  Upon 
the  return  of  the  collector's  report  as  above  provided,  the 
board  of  trustees  shall,  by  order  duly  entered  of  record, 
direct  a  warrant  to  be  made  out,  signed  by  the  chairman, 
and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  commanding  the  col- 
lector to  levy  upon  and* sell  so  much  of  the  real  prop- 
erty of  the  delinquents,  situated  in  the  town,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  tastes  due  and  the  costs  of  sale.  On 
receipt  of  said  warrant,  the  collector  shall  proceed  to

Such  certificate,  on  presentation  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  shall  entitle  the  purchaser  to  a  deed 
from  said  trustees  to  any  real  estate  so  purchased,  unless 
the  same  he  redeemed  as  hereinafter  provided.  The, col- 
lector shall,  within  such  time  as  they  may  direct,  make  to 
the  board  of  trustees  a  full  and  complete  return  of  the 
manner  in  which  he  has  executed  said  Warrant,  which 
return  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board.

cally mentioned.

ors committed  in  said  county,  when  the  penalty  imposed 
by  law  does  not  exceed  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollurs  and

imprisonment  for  fifty  days.  Said  court  shall  have  power 
to  issue  warrants  and  other  process  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses; 
to  take  bonds  and  recognizances  from  persons  charged 
with  offenses  cognizable    before  it,  to    appear    and    an- 
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flwer  tbe  same,  and  the  same  power  to  declare  the 
same  forfeited,  to  pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and 
enforce  i'M  compliance  therewith,  that  the  circuit  courts 
have.  It  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgment  and 
award,  and  to  issue  writs  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
its  orders  afi<l  judgments,  to  the  same  extent  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  courts  of  this  Commonwealth 
of  like  jurisdiction.

§  37.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  said  court 
are  hereby  granted  to  the  town  of  Lagrange,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  officer  collecting  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  town.  Before  the  issual  of  execution  or  other  final 
process  on  a  judgment  in  said  court,  for  a  fine  or  forfeit- 
ure, the  defendant  may  pay  the  same  to  the  judge  of  the 
court.  The  defendant  may  also,  before  or  after  the  issuai 
of  execution  or  capias  pro  Jine^  replevy  for  three  months, 
any  judgment,  fine,  or  forfeiture  of  the  police  court,  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  allowed  by  law  in  similar  cases 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  other  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth.

When  the  amount  in  controversy.  exclus«ive  of  interest 
and  costs,  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  the  pleadings  in  said  court 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
Practice  applicable  to  circuit  courts,  otherwise  the  plead- 
ings in  said  court  shall  he  oral.  The  judge  of  said  court 
shall  have  power  to  grant  orders  of  attachment,  injunc- 
tions, and  restraining  orders,  orders  of  delivery,  writs  of 
fitibeas  corpus,  distress  warrants,  and  writs  ol  forcible  entry 
or  detainer,  under  the  same  circumstiinces,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  justices  of  the  peace  or  judges  ot  courts, 
with  like  jurisdiction  Hnd  powers.  Quarterly  terms  of 
said  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  as  the  judges  thereof  may  direct  by  an  order 
entered  upon  the  order-book  of  said  court.

Brasher,  C.  B.  Alexander,  E.  A.  Starling,  Sam.  M.  Gaines, 
A.  V.  Townes,  Ben.  S.  Campbell,  J.  W.  Gaines,  T.  C. 
Dabny,  J.  F.  Gentry,  H.  B.  Wayland,  and  James  B.  Gar- 
nett,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  of  the  '*  Terry  Coal  and  Railroad 
Company,  with  all  powers  and  authorities  incident  to 
corporations,  and  such  others  as  are  specially  vested  and 
created  by  this  act.

Whbrcas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  before  the  record  of  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  vs.  Sidney  Greer,  charged  with  the  killing  of 
John  Clark,  lately  pending  in  the  Floyd  criminal  court, 
could  be  copied  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  the  time  in  which  it  could  be  so  filed 
and  an  appeal  prosecuted  had  expired,  and  many  good 
citizens  of  said  county  believing  and  representing  that 
said  Greer  should  not  have  been  convicted  upon  said 
charge,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommnnweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  time  be  extended  until  the  first  day  of 
June,  1880,  in  which   said  defendant  Greer  may  lodge   in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  a  certified  tran- 
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script  oFsaid  record  ;  and  if  filed  within  said  time,  it  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  filed  within  sixty  days  after 
the  judgment,  and  the  appeal  shall  be  docketed,  progress, 
and  be  treated  and  tried  as  if  filed  within  said  sixty  days.

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  steveral  acis  in   relation   to   the  town  of  Oarlisle, 

Nicholas  county,  approved  M>irch  16,  1876. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tke  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  further  amend  the 
several  acts  in  relation  to  the  city  of  Carlisle,  in  Nicholas 
county,"  approved  March  16,  1876,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  as  follows,  viz:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  common  council  of  said  city  of  Carlisle,  on  the  fourth 
Saturday  in  May,  1880,  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
grant  coffee-house  license  or  issue  license  to  vend  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  said  city.  A  poll- 
book  shall  be  opened  by  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said 
election  to  be  held,  and  the  question,  for  license  or  against 
license,  shall  be  propounded  to  each  voter  who  may  vote 
thereat;  and  the  vote,  as  cast,  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk 
at  said  election  in  appropriate  columns.  The  vote  upon 
the  question  so  submitted  to  the  voters  shall  be  compared 
and  certified  as  other  elections  in  said  city  are  required 
to  be  compared  and  certified;  and  if  at  said  election  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  said  electiob 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  granting  license  as  aforesaid,  then 
the  common  council  of  said  city  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered with  full  power  and  authority  to  grant  license 
to  any  person  or  persona  to  keep  a  coffee-house  or  vend, 
by  the  small,  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt   liquors  within 
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the  corporate  limits  of  said  town:  Provided^  however^  That 
said  person  or  persons  applying  for  license  shall  have 
good  moral  character,  and  shall  present  to  said  common 
council  a  petition,  asking  for  license,  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  citizens  resident  or  doin^  business  upon  the  street 
where  he  or  they  propose  to  locate  and  conduct  said  cof- 
fee-house, and  who  shall  take  the  oath  and  give  bond 
similar  to  the  oath  and  bond  required  of  tavern-keepers, 
and  none  others. 

§  2.  That  said  councilmen  shall  not  grant  license  to 
any  person  or  persons  for  a  less  sum  than  fifty  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  year,  and  shall 
exercise  their  discretion  in  fixing  the  amount  of  license 
within  the  aforesaid  limits,  which  amount  must  be  paid 
before  the  license  shall  be  granted,  and  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  license  be  granted  for  a  longer  time  than  one 
year. 

§  3.  That  said  applicant  under  this  act  shall  be  liable 
to  all  the  fines  and  penalties  and  forfeitures  that  tavern- 
keepers  are  under  existing  laws,  for  violation  of  the  bond 
or  oath,  which  penalty  shall  be  recovered  in  the  same 
manner,  and  applied  to  the  same  purposes,  that  fines  and 
forfeitures  against  tavern-keepers  are  recovered  and  ap- 
plied. 

§  4.  That  all  money  paid  for  license  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the 
-debts  of  said  city,  and  the  improvement  of  the  street;!,  &c. 

§  5.  If  the  common  council  of  Carlisle  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  conviction,  said  council 
shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofTense,  to  be  re- 
covered by  warrant  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction; 
and  said  money,  should  there  be  any  from  fines,  shall  be 
applied  to  the  same  purpose  as  in  section  four. 

§  6.    All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in   conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  rhi«  a<jt  are   hereby  repealed;  but  nothing  in 
the  foregoing  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  repeal  any 
-section,  or  any  part  of  a  section,  of  an   act,  entitled  "  An 
-act  to  establish  a  city  government  for  the  town  of  Car- 
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lisle;''    but  said  charter  shall  remaia  in  full  force  and 
effect.

AN  ACT  to  nmend  an  act,  entitled  <*An  act  aatborizinf;  the  county  judge 
of  Rockcastle  coanty  to  issue  bonds  and  fand  the  county  debt  at  a  less 
rate  per  cent.,"  known  as  the  court-boase  bonds  of  said  conniy. 

Be  it  enacted  btf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  The  county  judge  of  Rockcastle  county  shall,  at 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  court  of  claims  for  said 
county,  report,  in  writing,  to  said  court  what  amount  of 
bonds  he  has  sold,  to  whom  sold,  the  rate  per  cent,  that 
each  bond  bears,  and  what  disposition  he  has  made  of 
the  old  bonds  redeemed;  also,  what  length  of  time  the 
bonds  issued  run,  and  when  sold,  and  at  what  price  sold 
for,  under  and  by  authority  of  said  act. 

§  2.  If  it  shall  appear  from  said  report  that  the  county 
judge  has  not  fully  complied  with  the  provisions  of  said

'each  one  hundred  dollars^  worth  of  property  subject  to 
taxation  in  said  city  limits.
